gested by  the  title. 
In  many  ca«?^  these  digressions  were 
lO  intiniate  or  trivial  in  character 
at  to  cause  the  reader  to  wonder 
hiOU'  the  writer  ODuld  80  far  forget 
himself  as  to  inchide  them  in  his 
narrative,  and  thus  materially  weak- 

a  it.  NaturaUy  there  are  always 


ing  between  the  prafesaiooal  man  and 
his  clients  or  patients.  Often  they 
maynotbeof  0reat  importanoe  but 
good  breeding  elwyslmposesdlence 
upon  matters  of  sudi  duuacter 
Bven  aside  from  any  profesdonai 
aspect,  in  converwtions  with  ac- 
quaintanom  andfidends,  many  tlungi 
are  epoken  of  diat  are  not  intended 
for  die  public  ear  and  to  disclose 
tiiem  in  speedh  or  in  print  would  be 
conddered  a  signal  evidence  of  ill- 
breeding.  In  the  case  of  Dr.  Davis 
theee  disdosures  are  pardcoIar|y  re» 
prdiendbie  because  they  pertain  to 
the  head  of  a  nation  who  by  virtue 
of  his  podtion  and  offllce  is  regarded 
as  the  moet  important  personage  in 
his  kingdom. 

BSore  than  this,  the  Kaiaer»  who 
oould  have  selected  one  from  the 
many  eminent  German  dentists  to 
serve  him  professionally,  iiad  Irom 
Ixqfhood  chosen  to  be  served  by  an 
American  practitioner;  twenty-five 
years  by  Dr>  Sylvester  and  fourteen 
by  Dr.  Davis.  Surdy  this  was  a 
compliment  to  American  dental  skill 
not  to  be  lightly  regarded.  The  com- 
pliment is  enhanced  by  the  fac^  that 
in  spite  of  the  shortcomings  or  frail- 
ties of  Dr.  Sylvester  daring  his  later 
years  the  Kaiser  still  held  to  him 
and  when  Dr.  Sylvester  recom- 
mended Dr.  Davis  as  his  sucrrssor 
he  was  accepted  without  reserve. 
There  could  have  been  no  reason 
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for  this  except  that  the  Kaiser  be- 
lieved he  would  be  more  skilfully 
treated  by  an  American  than  by  a 
German  dentist. 

As  is  very  well  known,  American 
dentistry  established  a  high  position 
for  itself  in  Europe  more  than  sev- 
enty-five years  ago  and  has  main- 
tained it  ever  since.  This  was  due 
in  large  part  to  the  manipulative 
ability  of  the  pioneers  but  also  to 
the  individual  character  and  per- 
sonal qualifications  of  the  men 
In  France  Dr.  Brewster  served  King 
Louis  Philippe  and  he  was  succeeded 
by  Dr.  Thos.  W.  Evans  as  dentist 
to  Emperor  Napoleon  III.  Dr.  Lynn 
for  many  years  was  dentist  to  the 
Royal  Family  of  Russia.  Dr.  Jenkins 
was  court  dentist  to  the  King  of 
Saxony  for  a  couple  of  decades  wfaUe 
Dr.  Spring  and  others  had  many 
titled  personages  as  their  patienta. 
Now  while  all  of  these  Americans 
came  into  intimate  pefOiMil  ccntact 
with  royal  personages,  not  one  of 
them  haa  ever  disclosed,  at  least  in 
print,  any  of  the  intiniate  things 
that  must  have  come  to  their  notioe 
during  their  professional  careers 
broad.  All  this  served  to  maintain 
the  reputation  for  prudence  and  dis- 
crelion  which  their  American  con- 
freres admired.  The  blasting  of  this 
reputation  by  the  disclosures  re- 
vealed in  Dr.  Davis'  articles  has  been 
a  source  of  unconcealed  disappoint- 
ment to  those  American  dental  prac- 
titioners with  whom  the  writer  has 
conversed  *^  ^ 

But  why  should  it  have  occurred? 
What  were  the  motives  or  induce- 
ments that  led  to  the  publication? 
41  That  it  was  a  breach  of  profes- 
skmal  ethics  Dr.  Davis  admits  in 
his  preface,  for  he  was,  of  course* 
funiliar  with  the  '''Oath  of  Hippo- 
crates  which  was  at  one  time  re-  " 


quired  to  be  taken  by  all  practi- 
tioners of  the  healing  art  and  which, 
whether  formally  subscribed  to  or 
not,  has  been  the  basis  of  ethical 
medical  practice  for  more  than  two 
thousand  years.  Part  of  this  oath 
says,  *'  Whatever  in  connection  with 
my  professional  practice,  or  not  in 
connection  with  it,  I  see  or  hear,  in 
the  life  of  men,  which  ought  not  to 
be  six>ken  of  abroad,  I  will  not  di- 
vulge, as  reckoning  that  all  audi  | 
should  be  kept  secret."  ' 
Dr.  Davis  gives  two  reasons  for  | 
his  violation  of  professional  ethics. 
One  was  that  when  he  realized  that 
wliat  he  knew  of  the  Kaiser  might 
prove  of  value  to  his  country  he 
concluded  that  his  patriotic  duty 
was  paramount  and  rose  superior 
to  any  of  the  ordinary  demands  of 
professioiial  ethics."  9^  His  second 
reason  was,  "in  this  coodusioQ  I 
was  strengthened  by  the  urgent  ao> 
lidtation  of  the  leaders  of  my  pro- 
fession who  were  most  cn4>hatic  in 
their  contention  that  my  ethical 
quafani  were  entirely  unwarranted 
in  view  of  all  the  drcumstancea."  | 
€1  The  first  question  that  arises  in 
connection  with  the  violation  of  the  I 
code  of  ethics  is,  can  any  circum- 
stances justify  its  violation?  Doea  | 
the  priest  or  minister  or  physician 
or  lawyer  ever  repeat  personal  mat- 
ters related  to  him  by  a  client? 
Certainly  not.  It  would  be  a  breach 
of  confidence  even  if  secrecy  irere 
not  formally  enjoined.  Then,  why 
should  a  dentist  do  so?  If  violation 
of  a  moral  code  can  be  justifieci 
then  can  the  invasion  of  Belgium 
by  the  German  army  be  justifibed  | 
when  "  circumstances  '*  seem  to  re- 
quire it.  Morality  no  more  than 
religion  can  be  '*  put  aside  like  •  | 
garment.*' 

Presuming  that  a  code  could  bft 
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violated  under  certain  conditions, 
Dr.  Davis  justifies  his  action  on 
the  ground  that  what  he  learned 
of  the  "  Kaiser's  viewpoint,  ambi- 
tions and  plans  "  might  prove  of 
some  value  to  his  country.  Now, 
while  many  of  the  interviews  with 
the  Kaiser,  as  related  in  the  articles, 
are  more  or  less  interesting  as  read- 
ing matter,  we  fail  to  find  in  them 
anything  of  seeming  value  that  we 
did  not  know  before;  while  many 
other  matters  of  a  purely  personal 
nature  are  disclosed  that  are  not 
only  of  no  value  but  savor  strongly 
of  ordinary  gossip. 
Ambassador  Gerard  was  in  a  far 
better  position  to  learn  the  Kaiser's 
"  viewpoint,  ambitions  and  plans  " 
tlian  any  professional  man  could  be, 
and  he  gives  these  to  the  world  as 
far  as  ethics  and  prudence  would 
permit   in   his  book,   **  My  Four 
Years  in  Germany."  As  this  book 
was  published  a  year  previous  to 
that  of  Dr.  Davis's,  it  is  difficult  to 
see  how  the  latter  could  give  us 
an^^hing  new  upon  the  subject 
Dr.  Davis  says  £ilso  that  the  "  lead- 
ers of  his  profession  urged  him  to 
the  publication."  We  should  very 
rr.':ch  like  to  know  who  these  "  lead- 
ers "  are  that  "  urgently  solicited  " 
him.  As  the  leaders  of  our  profession 
undoubtedly  are  men  of  high  culture 
actuated  by  the  strictest  sense  of 
professional  ethics  and  morality  we 
can  not  conceive  of  their  endorse- 
ment of  a  violation  of  the  code  of 
ethics  under  any  drcimistances 
There  may  have  been  some  further 
reason  that  prompted  the  diadoe- 
ures,  but  if  there  was  it  has  not 
been  disclosed.  All  in  all,  we  fed  that 
Dr.  I>avis  has  made  a  grave  mistake 
in  including  in  his  artides  not  only 
£tcts  of  a  personal  character  but 
evco  wasadmu  in  rcgiwd  to  tbe  tiocne 


affairs  of  the  head  of  a  nation  and 
members  of  his  family,  as  well  as 
of  those  holding  high  positions  in 
the  empire. 

Until  the  beginning  of  the  present 
world  war  there  existed  abroad  an 
organixation  known  as  the  American 
Dental  Society  of  Europe.  It  was 
international  in  character  and  in- 
duded  in  its  membership  dentists 
of  eleven  different  European  states, 
all  of  whom  were  either  of  American 
birth  or  had  received  their  dental 
education  and  degi^ees  in  American 
dental  institutions.  Membership  in 
the  Sodety  was  naturally  regarded 
as  a  high  )ionor  since  each  candidate 
was  elected  only  after  a  d<^  scru- 
tiny of  his  professional  and  personal 
character.  Dr.  Davis  was  a  member 
of  the  organization  for  many  years, 
thus  showing  the  esteem  in  which 
he  must  have  been  held  by  his  Euro- 
pean confreres  i>#»  Those  members 
practising  in  Germany  would  natu- 
rally feel  most  keenly  Dr.  Davns' 
reflections,  but  those  from  other 
countries,  we  believe,  must  feel 
deeply  chagrined  over  the  disclos- 
ures made  by  one  of  their  members, 
first  in  newspaper  articles  and  later 
in  widdy-advertised  hook  form  ^ 
In  making  these  critidsms  the  writer 
is  actuatecl  solely  by  the  love  he 
bears  for  his  profession,  and  he  feels 
hurt  by  an  act  liable  to  destroy 
in  a  measure  the  high  standing 
achieved  by  American  dentistry  in 
Europe  No  personal  feeling  has 
entered  into  the  matter;  Dr.  Davis 
is  personally  unknown  to  the  writer. 
Although  he  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Eur(^>ean  sodety  and  I  am 
an  honorary  one,  we  have  never  met 
and  I  have  known  of  him  only  as 
a  member  of  a  distinguished  sodety, 
a  patentee  of  a  dental  tooth-crown, 
and  at  the  Kaiser's  dentist.

At  niinois  University  most  of  the 
fdlows  intend  to  take  the  term  over, 
and  I  guest  most  of  us  will  have  to 
do  the  same  here.  FMonaOy,  I 'm, 
sure  I 'm  going  to '  flunk.'  The  term 
has  been  an  utter  toss  to  me.  The 
S.  A.  T.  C.  has  been  to  blame  am 
"  You  see,  it  is  nt  because  we  f<d- 
lows  aren't  patriotic  tiiat  we  want 
the  S.  A.  T.  C.  to  pass  out*  but 
because  we  know  it  has  been  a 
'  bloomer.'  First  of  aU,  it  has  made 
a  bunch  of '  tin  soldiers '  out  of  us* 
and  secondly,  it  has  put  us  back 
in  our  studies.  Classes  and  study 
periods  have  been  demoralised  «» 
There's  no  head  or  tail  to  school 
any  more.  And  on  top  of  all  that, 
we  are  out  cash  in  podcet  'a 
go  into  details: 

"  I  entered  Northwestern  last  Sep* 
tember,  and  immediately  was  in- 
ducted into  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  There 
were  dose  to  600  of  us  all  in  all, 
including  the  Law  School  Th« 
Government  promised  us  tree  tui- 
tion and  board  and  room  and 
looked  fine,  believe  me.  Iwastiddeci 
to  death  with  the  idea. 
"  WeU,  we  were  tdd  we 'd  have 
wait  for  uniforms*  and  some  of 
beeauwit  meant  buying  new  dotii;e« 
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anjrway,  invested  in  uniforms  of  our 
own.  I  believe  at  least  half  of  the 
boys  bought  their  own  equipment 
"  My  uniform  cost  me  $35.  I  paid 
$7  for  a  hat,  $3  for  leggings  and  $10 
for  shoes.  My  books  and  instruments 
came  to  $180. 

"  In  return  I  figured  I 'd  draw  $30 
a  month  in  pay  from  the  Govern- 


ment, and  get  board  and  room  free 
of  charge.  Here 's  the  way  it  worked 
out:  I  have  received  to  date  $60. 
Out  of  this  I  've  paid  $13  Govern- 
ment insurance  and  bought  Liberty 
Bonds.  Most  of  the  balance  has  gone 
for  lunches,  because  I  have  n't  had 
enough  to  eat  at  the  S.  A.  T.  C. 
mess 
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*•  But  I 'm  not  complaining  about 
that  part  of  it.  I  am  kicking  about 
a  bill  I  got  yesterday.  You  see  we 
were  admitted  to  the  '  army '  but 
our  papers  failed  to  come  through 
for  a  long  time.  Mine  were  delayed 
a  month.  I  bunked  here  at  college 
and  ate  in  the  mess  hall  with  the 
rest.  Well,  for  a  month  technically, 
my  status  was  that  of  a  civilian, 
and  the  bill  I  just  mentioned  was 
for  100  meals  at  22  cents  a  meal, 
$22  in  all.  That  has  to  come  out  of 
my  pay.  I 'm  tore.  Do  you  blame 
me? 

"  Now  let  mc  tell  you  why  I  allude 
to  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  as  a  '  tin  army.' 
Simply  this:  You  can  not  combine 
army  training  in  a  dental  college 
with  studies,  and  do  justice  to 
cither.  You 've  cither  got  to  quit 
studies  altogether,  or  quit  drilling. 
C.  "  As  I  said  before,  the  college 
schedule  has  been  demoralized 
Military  training  has  meant  taking 
two  subjects  instead  of  four,  as  in 
peace  time.  I  have  had  to  give  my 
whole  attention  to  dental  anatomy 
and  chemistry,  and  have  attempted 
to  attend  two  lectures  a  week,  as 
against  four  and  five  given  before 
the  war. 

'*  You  sec  we  have  been  interrupted 
continually  while  trying  to  recite 
and  study.  It  has  been  a  common 
occurrence  for  a  class  to  be  broken 
up  in  the  midtt  of  a  dissertation 
by  a  pfofetsor  An  order  would 
come  up  from  headquarters  for  men 
of  such  and  such  a  company  to 
report  at  once  for  some  sort  of 
instruction  Military  duties  cane 
first,  the  studies  had  to  wait  ^ 
*'  Then  there  has  been  guard  duty 
and  '  kitchen  police.'  A  student  is 
liable  for  guard  duty  in  regular 
order»  but  if  he  does  something 
offenaive  to  the  8.  A.  T.  C.  officers 


he  often  is  put  on  extra  guard  duty 
and  is  given  K.  P.  work  to  do  *^ 
Either  means  loss  of  time  from 
study  and  classes. 

"  Here  is  the  way  our  day  has  been 
made  up,  and  as  I  give  3foa  tlie 
schedule,  I  think  you  11  agree  we 
liaven't  had  mudi  time  for  dental 
work:

"  Just  a  word  about  the  supervised 
study  p>eriod  and  something  about 
the  meals.  It  has  been  almost  im-

bunch  of  fellows  together  in  one 
room  and  tell  them  to  study,  there 
is  temptation  to  fool  away  the  time, 
to  talk  and  laugh.

"  The  meals  have  been  very  poor.

a  common  school  education  ^  At 
fifteen  he  worked  on  a  farm  and 
did  a  man's  work  for  a  boy's  pay. 
Naturally  he  was  dissatisfied  and 
decided  to  go  westward — ^he  became 
a  cowboy.  After  this  he  worked  in 
a  printer't-office,  peddled  nap,  was 
a  roustabout  ca  a  lumber-dock.  He 
became  a  reporter,  a  travdtng  aale8< 
man,  a  adiool-teacher;  he  worked  In 
a  soap  factofy,  became  manager  of 
tiie  same,  then  a  partner* 
He  evolved  the  idea  of  sellinc  <firect 
from  the  manufacturer  to  the  con- 
sumer— what  IS  now  known  as  the 
"  Larkin  Idea."  When  tiie  thing  was 
fairly  on  its  feet  he  sold  out  his 
interest  for  $75,000.  He  did  not 
want  any  more  wealth  but  went

vatkms  he  detrrmlnrd  to  publirii  a 
•eries  of  Ufffa  Jdumtys  la  lAa 
Homes  of  Great  Maeiers,  A  number 
of  pobliahers  refused  to  handle  tfaem 
and  he  went  ahead  and  had  some 
of  them  set  up  in  the  local  printing- 
office  at  East  Aurora  and  succeeded 
in  interesting  the  George  P.  Putnam 
Sonst  who.  agreed  to  go  ahead  and 
publish  the  same  for  a  whole  year. 
Several  magazine  editors  had  failed 
to  recognize  his  genius  and  had 
returned  some  of  his  contributions. 
C  To  serve  as  a  medium  for  his 
own  thought  and  expression  he  de- 
cided to  establish  The  Philistine. 
41  This  was  printed  on  a  brown 
paper  made  from  straw.  It  was  full 
of  dark  sp>ecks  but  fairly  durable, 
and  at  one  time  in  the  history  of 
our  country  was  generally  used  as 
the  universal  wrapping-paper  *^  It 
was  gradually  displaced  for  this  pur- 
pose by  paper  of  a  finer  grade  and 
its  final  use  was  in  wrapping  meats.

To  make  the  eetting  more  dramatic^ 
tiie  first  printing  of  The  PhOleUne 
was  done  hi  the  ba^  room  of  the 
village  job-shop  A  Waehington 
hand«preis,  floch  as  was  used  by 
Franklin  In  the  early  printhig  in- 
dustry was  employed,  the  aooouche- 
ment  being  assisted  by  one  of  tlie 
young  men  printers* 
There  seemed  to  be  a  field  waittr^ 
for  sudi  a  publication,  by  a  man 
who  knew  bow  and  was  not  afraid 
to  tdl  the  truth  as  he  saw  it.  Up 
to  the  time  of  his  death  (Hubbard 
and  his  wife  went  down  on  the 
LusHaiki)  The  FhSieiSne  dahned  a 
circulation  of  approaimately  100,000. 
<^  The  first  work-room  of  The  Roy-  * 
crofters,  which  was  a  square  build- 
ing, now  forming  the  office  of  the  Inn 
has  been  described  by  an  early  cus- 
tomer and  patron,  as  follows:  **  The 
workers  were  located  at  the  tables 
on  the  outside  of  the  room,  where 
the  light  was  best;  and  in  the  center 
of  the  room,  to  show  the  eccentricity 
of  the  man,  was  an  immense  Christ- 
mas-tree loaded  with  a  number  of 
old  hats,  coats,  vests,  shoes,  etc., 
and  variously  labeled  '  Ali  Baba's 
shoes,'  '  Tommy's  Hat,'  •  Willie's 
vest,'  etc.  These  were  his  dream 
children." 

Meanwhile  the  workers  called  in  to 
assist  Hubbard  were  not  skilled,  but 
thoroughly  trained.  They  were  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  the  local 
farmers  and  other  residents  of  East 
Aurora.  The  village  and  its  sur- 
rounding farming  population  did  not 
receive  Hubbard  with  glad  acclaim 
and  one  could  hardly  blame  them. 
East  Aurora  is  located  in  one  of  the 
poor  sections  of  New  York  State, 
so  far  as  the  farming  is  concerned. 
There  is  little  actual  poverty  but 
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no  great  wealth.  The  people  are  * 
hooert  and  aa  Qodpfearing  as  hx 
moat  piftpw.  Hnbbafd  ^*ifi«"'M^  tiiat 
tmtU  his  advent  to  the  town  there 
«aa  very  little  culture,  no  bathtubs, 
ff^i  that  he  had  the  first  *»ffi^g 
furonoe;  that  0cadual|3r  the  rendcnts 
trailed  along  and  adupled  tfia  *^^gT 
that  meant  <deanllncs8p  ti^^^ii^ti^  vtt 
and  beauty. 

In  an  analysis  of  his  country  neigh- 
bors he  said:"  The  land  around  East 
Auffoca  ia  noor.  and  no  Insuranoe 
company  will  insure  fisnn  property 
inSrieCounty  under  any  conditions 
unlesa  the  farmer  has  some  Misln  cii 
otitsirtp  of  agriculture  the  expert* 
of  the  ^]nf*4^rwfHCTS  bgfug  that 
when  a  man  is  poor  he  is  also  die- 
booest.  Kasure  a  fiomer's  bam  in 
McarYork  Stale  and  there  is  a  strong 
probability  that  he  win  soon  invest 
in  kefosene." 

lUbtmrd  Umsdf  did  not  tvy  to 
create  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  re* 
spect  and  understanding.  ISs  efforts 
to  help  the  town  and  surrounding 
couatiy  were  not  ftilly  appreciated 
at  the  time  of  his  death;  but  sfawe 
hia  pMsing  it  is  recognised  that 
though  his  faults  were  many,  he  was 
a  oenlua  a»  •» 

Aa  the  interest  in  his  work  increased 
amoog  the  younger  generation  of  tlie 
town,  the  boys  and  i^ils  oommenced 
to  use  the  shop  as  their  headquarters 
for  recreation  and  inqMOvement 
Hubbard  broui^t  in  books  and  flow- 
era,  bought  a  piano,  and  the  boys 
picked  up  field-stones  and  built  a 
great,  splendid  fireplace  at  one  end 
of  the  shop.  This  fireplace  still  re- 
mains and  is  one  of  the  great  attrac- 
tions of  the  office.  It  is  a  picturesque 
success,  large  enough  for  a  four-foot 
log  to  bum  merrily  therein.  No  man 
has  reported  ever  to  have  seen  it

result  is  that  nine-tenths  of  the  heat 
goes  up  tile  diimncy.  At  tlie  present 
time  it  certainly  can  bum  Bight 
Dollars  and  Forty-five  cents'  worth 
of  wood  with  as  Uttle  effbrt  and 
heat-resultB  as  one  can  ^tr*^^^^ 
But  it  possesses  homeliness,  dieer- 
fulness  and  plentifulness.  And  pray, 
what  more  would  you  have? 
While  boUdfaig  tiie  fireplaoe  Hub- 
bard had  an  idea:  "Boys*  here's 
a  great  scheme.  These  nigger-heads 
are  tpi^gndid  f^iiM^y  iwatftrifJi"  So 
he  went  and  plaosd  Ids  advertise- 
ment in  the  local  papers  stating 
that  he  wonU  pay  $1.00  a  load 

until  at  last  they  had  in  all  four 
thousand  kiads.  He  bought  all  the 
stone  in  sight  at  the  one-dollar  limit, 
*<  bullhig  the  market  on  boulders," 
as  he  put  it* 

Idost  of  these  boulders  came  from 
Canada  and  were  the  result  of  at 
least  three  scparats  gHarfal  pfrjgdsi 
They  had  been  carried  and  rolled 
along  with  the  glacier  and  then 
dcpositcdin  the  ftBrnen*  fields  iriiercr 
tiry  had  laid  for  thousands  of  years. 
€^  *'Three  stone  buildings  have  been 
built  and  another  is  in  process,  and 
plans  are  made  to  complete  the  art- 
gallery  of  the  same  material." 
Unfortunately  the  supply  of  bould- 
ers ran  out,  and  it  was  necessary

it.  Any  enterprise  that  has  gone 
out  as  a  pioneer  to  lead  the  way 
in  its  art,  can  not  remain  ordinary 
in  its  settings  or  surroundings.  This 
is  true  of  the  National  Cash  Register 
Company  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  which 
was  started  in  one  of  the  most 
God-forsaken  districts  of  the  town, 
by  offering  prizes  for  flower-gardens, 
and  encouraging  the  workers  with 
increased  salaries  and  instructions. 
The  neighborhood  soon  became  one 
of  the  best,  and  the  newer  buildings 
reflected  the  changed  conditions 
The  surroundings  of  The  Roycroft 
Shops  at  East  Aurora  could  not  be 
more  ideal.  It  is  like  entering  the 
courtyard  of  a  church  or  university. 
C  Mr.  Hubbard  started  many  in- 
dustries and  with  very  little  experi- 
enced help.  They  have  striven  for 
quaUty  and  not  quantity.  At  the 
time  of  Mr.  Hubbard's  death  they 
employed  probably  three  hundred 
p>eople 

The  staple  industry,  if  one  might 
call  it  such,  is  the  printing  The 
standard  of  this  has  been  steadily 
maintained.  Perhaps  this  is  due  in 


a  large  degree  to  the  fact  that 
Charles  J.  Rosen,  who  has  been  a 
Roycroft  workman  from  the  begin- 
ning, is  now  Superintendent  of  Print- 
ing. Undoubtedly  they  have  turned 
out  some  of  the  finest  printing  in 
the  world  Their  superb  editions  • 
with  illumined  initials,  and  beauti- 
fully hand-tooled  leather-bound  vol- 
umes are  an  inspiration  to  any  one 
who  has  any  knowledge  of  art,  or 
appreciation  of  good  printing 
One  may  go  through  the  shops  and 
wonder  how  such  results  are  pro- 
duced in  a  small  country  village 
with  the  limited  equipment  of  an 
ordinary  printing-office  For  it  is 
ordinary.  The  machinery  is  good  but 
it  is  not  strictly  up-to-date.  There  is 
no  apparent  reason  why  such  beauti- 
ful results  should  be  produced  on 
these  presses;  other  men  have  sim- 
ilar machinery,  and  better.  Most 
wonderful  of  all  is  the  fact  that

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them  fCtults  in  printing,  yes,  and 
In  evoy  other  line  of  work  at  Eait 
Aurora*  are  produced  not  by  cx- 
pericoced,  skilled  workmen  but  by 
a  few  men  who  are  experienced 
in  training  unskilled  workers  «^  To 
illustrate :  PttMing  thitnigh  the  Shops 
we  noted  a  young  woman  feeding 
blank  sheets  of  paper  into  a  printing- 
pftts.  She  was  going  through  all  the 
motions,  making  a  noise  just  like  a 
pcintier>  but  tiie  printing  mechanism 
y9tk»  not  in  operation*  On  inquiry  it 
was  found  that  she  was  a  new  worker 
and  had  no  knowledge  of  printing 
and  was  being  trained  to  feed  a 
printing-press  and  for  this  training 
was  receiving  wages;  although  for 
tbe  first  week,  at  least,  she  would 
produce  no  revenue.  Only  after  this 
period  would  she  be  allowed  to  feed 
aBQT  matter  into  a  printing*press  in 
active  operation. 

I  '11  make  this  distinction  between 
trained  help  and  skilled  he^:  A 
trained  worker  is  not  always  an 
acconnpHtfied  and  complete  work- 
man.  In  a  small  central  New  York 
towntiiey  make  a  specialty  of  buikl" 
ing  pumps*  I^crhaps  more  pumps  are 
turned  out  here  than  in  any  spot 
in  the  world  They  make  good 
pumps  and  sell  them  dieaply  and 
pay  iMt  workmen  a  food  wage. 
In  order  to  meet  competition  several 
years  ago  they  revised  tiieir  patterns 
cutting  out  all  unnecessary  material. 
An  ordinary  '*  pitcher  "  pump  it  was 
found  could  be  made  adth  one-half 
of  the  material  theretofore  employed 
and  be  quite  as  efficient.  The  work- 
men soon  adjusted  tfaetpsdves  to  the 
changed  conditions,  and  turned  out 
more  of  tiie  lighter  castings  than 
ever,  and  with  a  minimum  of  effort 
and  material.  Some  of  these  workers 
becoming  dissatisfiedf  called  a  strike 
and  went  to  a  neighboring  city  with 


applications  for  positions.  They  then 
discovered  that  they  were  moldera 
only  so  far  as  pump-handles  were 
concerned.  They  were  ipedalists  in 
this  line  only — ^knew  no  other  trade 
but  pump-handle-making  They 
were  trained  and  not  skilled  work- 
men «» 

It  is  with  such  help,  developed  to 
the  nih  degree,  willing  and  anxious 
to  carry  out  the  ideas  of  the  in- 
structor, and  without  question,  that 
these  beautiful  results  have  been 
achieved  at  East  Aurora  in  the 
printing  industry.  The  Roycrofters 
are  satisfied  to  do  good  work  at  a 
moderate  profit  rather  than  to  at- 
tempt to  do  everything  in  sight  at 
little  or  no  profit.  The  world  is  tired 
of  the  dieap  and  inefficient^  and 
willing  to  pay  liberally  for  tbe  man 
who  can  deliver  the  goods. 
The  publishers  of  Ortd  Hygiene  are 
willing  to  pay  well  for  good  printing, 
and  hence  have  secured  The  Roy- 
crofters as  their  official  printers.  In 
doing  this  they  have  sacrificed  im- 
mediate profit,  but  hope  and  eipect 
it  will  result  in  ultimate  gain.  They 
are  not  philanthropists;  they  arc  not 
putting  money  into  the  publication 
at  this  time  with  any  idea  olher 
than  that,  it  is  to  be  a  paying  propo- 
sition in  the  end.  But  how  many 
men  have  a  vision  of  this  sort?  In 
times  of  stress  tl&Qr  wmt  to  econo- 
mise and  restrict  rather  than  to 
advance  their  holdings. 
We  think  this  a  veiy  beautiiul  num- 
ber, but  the  succeeding  issues  will 
be  a  great  improvement.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  when  times  return  to 
normal,  and  the  price  of  white  paper 
is  within  reason,  that  the  magarine 
will  have  a  much  better  appearance. 
Meanwhile  we  hope  that  the  edi- 
torial matter  will  improve  and  be 
worthy  of  such  a  delectable  setting.

I  enter,  I  will  go  into  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick,  and 
will  abstain  from  every  voluntary  act  of  mischief  and 
corruption;  and,  further,  from  the  seduction  of  females 
or  males,  of  freemen  and  slaves.

The  following  received  from  our  regular  Chicago  correspondent,  is  without 
opportunity  of  extended  editorial  comment.

It 
waa,  however,  premeditated  To 
those  on  the  inside  there  was  no 
other  way  out. 

The  publishera  and  tlie  editor.  Dr. 
C,  N.  Jcdmaon,  met  with  inaur- 
mountable  obatadea  The  poet* 
office  teculationa  to  them  aeemed 
unuauaUy  aevere.  They  Ibund  by 
making  inquiry  of  publiihert  in 
other  dtiea  that  the  rules  they 
were  undergoing  were  peculiar  to 
Chicago. 

In  brief  the  Dental  Review  waa 
required  to  submit  all  of  ita  printed 
matter  for  poet-oflSoe  inapectum  be- 
fore publication.  On  one  oocadon 
five  pageaof  advertiiing  were  thrown 
out  because  the  Chicago  postal  au* 
thoritiea  dedared  the  magaaine  had 
exceeded  ita  quota  of  print  pi^ier 
for  that  iaaue.  Agida  an  artide  is 
said  to  baire  been  revamped  for 


the  reason  that  it  inadvertently  re- 
ferred to  an  advotiaed  commodity. 
Ail  reference  to  this  commodity  had 
to  be  atricken  out  before  the  article 
could  pass  the  "  censorship."  The 
post-office  called  the  article  in  its 
original  form  "  paid  advertisiiig  ** 
This  censorship  weighed  upon  the 
publishers.  It  made  them  fed  that 
the  game  waa  not  worth  the  candle. 
Finally  they  decided  to  suapend 
publication  ^ 
The  Dental  Review  had  achieved  a 
sound  and  enviable  position.  It  waa 
spokesman  for  dentists  of  the  Middle 
West      It  had  a  strong  editorial 
policy  and  its  sayinga  and  articlea 
were  widely  copied. 
To  the  dentist  it  is  not  necessary 
to  say  more  than  this:  The  DenUd 
Review  was  the  official  organ,  and 
published  the  proceedings  of  the 
American  Dental  Society  of  Europe, 
tile  Illinois  Dental  Society,  the  Chi- 
cago Dental  Society,  and  the  Odon- 
tologlcal  Sode^  ^  And  now  that 
It  is  througjh.  other  leading  dental 
journals,  snduding  the  Cosmos  and 
llie  Acitlf ,  ate  said  to  be  scrambling 
for  the  "  crumbs.'*     The  Cosmof, 
particularly,  is  understood  to  be 
eager  to  publish  the  proceedings  of 
the  Chicago  Dental  Sode^,  and 
probably  will  be  successful  in  ob- 
taining permission  to  do  so. 
The  success  of  the  DenJUd  Review 
was  due  in  no  small  way  to  Dr« 
Johnson,  editor  for  more  than  six- 
teen years.  Since  1890  he  has  been 
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^  Pralcsior  of  Qpermtivc  Deotittfy  at 
tiie  Chicago  College  of  Dental  Sur- 
(oy.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Royal  College  of  Dental  Surgeiy  of 
Ontario*  Canada,  in  1881,  and  from 
the  Chicago  College  of  Dental  Sitr- 
gay  in  1885.

,  and  the  profenorahip,  he  has  i^ven

It  wooid  ht  hard  to  find  a  more 
fflHffft  and  ^itwHHiming  ^iiaw 
Dr.  Johnaon.

The  first  editor  of  the  DmtUA  Rmfiitw 
was  Dr.  A.  W.  Harlan.  In  1893  he 
retired  and  Dr.  Johnson,  then  an 
associate  editor,  took  diarg^  One 
year  later  Dr.  Wariaw  assin  assumed 
control  and  remained  in  the  editorial 
saddle  until  1902.  Dr.  Johnson  then 
assumed  the  permanent  editorship.

"  It  might  appear  unseemly  to 
enlarge  on  what  DmUdL  ite- 
trfew  has  done  for  dentistry,  but 
the  editor  may  at  least  say  this, 
tliat  the  publishere— K.  D.  Jus- 
ti  A  Son — have  spared  no  pains 
or  espense  to  keep  the  maga- 
sine  in  tlie  Ibnsmost  ranks  of 
dental  journalism.  If  the  journal 
has  fallen  short  of  achieving  the 
ideid  in  any  respect,  it  is  due 
to  the  limitations  of  the  editor, 
rather  than  to  lade  of  support 
on  the  part  of  the  publishers; 
and  after  these  long  years  of 
association  it  is  a  pleasure  for 
the  editor  to  give  them  this 
credit.  The  journal  has  been  is- 
sued for  thirty-two  years,  dur- 
ing most  of  which  time  the 
present  editor  has  been  at  the 
helm.  To  be  solely  accountable 
for  everything  that  has  gone  in- 
to the  magazine  for  that  length 
of  time,  has  been  no  sniall  re- 
sponsibility, but  there  have  been 
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so  many  compensations  that  the 
retrospect  is  most  pleasurable. 
€1**  In  looking  over  the  con- 
tents, the  thing  that  the  editor 
feels  most  like  aF>ologizing  for 
is  the  large  amount  of  matter 
that  has  gone  into  the  journal 
from  his  own  pen.  In  all  he  has 
published  in  the  Dental  Review 
no  fewer  than  sixty-one  papers 
and  five  hundred  and  seven  edi- 
torials, which  includes  of  course 
all  the  material  written  by  him 
and  published  in  the  journal 
under  the  editorship  of  the  late 
Dr.  A.  W.  Harlan,  its  founder. 
And  it  is  fitting,  in  the  last  issue 
of  the  journal,  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  man  whose  genius  started 
the  publication  along  lines  which 
assured  its  greatest  measure  of 
success.  It  was  his  policy  that 
the  Dental  Review  should  pub- 


lish only  original  matter,  and 
from  first  to  last  it  has  never 
made  a  practice  of  copying  from 
other  magazines. 
"  The  reason  the  Dental  Re- 
view suspends  is  because  the 
publishers  do  not  care  longer 
to  look  after  the  details  or  as- 
sume the  expense  of  issuing  the 
magazine. 

"  One  pleasant  duty  remains — 
to  thank  Messrs.  H.  D.  Justi 
A  Son  for  their  cordial  support 
during  all  the  years  of  associ- 
ation, and  to  thank  the  editors 
of  other  journals  for  their  uni- 
form courtesy  and  good  will. 
The  editor  feels  that  he  can 
look  back  on  his  long  editorial 
service  with  nothing  but  pleas- 
ant memories,  and  he  sends  to 
all  his  friends  a  greeting  of  good 
cheer  and  heartfelt  gratitude."

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THE  GRIP  OF  GERMANY  ON  MANY 
INDUSTRIES  IN  AMERICA 

Many  of  have  known  cf  the  drug,  chendad  and  surgictd  instrument 
business  conMtUd  by  the  Germans  in  this  country.  In  France  it  is  said 
that  the  Germans  had  so  completely  controlled  the  surgical  instrument 
market  thai  she  found  herself  without  industries  in  this  field  and  neces- 
sary to  go  to  the  English  market  for  supplies,  which  were  already  over- 
burdened  in  meeting  their  own  needs,  illn  America  it  was  the  custom 
for  German  firms  to  employ  traveiing  saiesmen,  many  times  direet  from 

Germany,  who  extended  credits  up  to  two  years  for  any  instruments  you 
might  need,  or  even  thought  you  would  need,  during  that  period.  One  of 
the  large  dental-supply-houses  doing  a  jobbing  as  well  as  a  retail  business, 
had  a  complete  list  of  stet^  dental  instruments  and  apfiiances  with  their 
name  and  presumamy  of  their  own  rruinufacture.  At  the  breaking  out  of 
the  war  it  was  discovered  that  they  had  no  factory  and  all  of  their  instru- 
ments had  been  supplied  from  German  manufacturers.  C  These  are  only 
mdications  as  to  the  degree  in  which  these  specialties  had  been  under 
the  domineering  influence  of  Germany  Even  after  four  years  we  have 
made  small  advances  in  the  drug  manufacture  conirolM  by  Germany 
and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  her  hold  in  this  field  wOl  remain  firedommant.

He  was 
bom  in  Germany,  but  is  a  natural- 
ised American  dtisen  and  the  father- 
in-law  of  George  Simon,  an  enemy 
aUen,  who  was  manager  of  tiic  Key- 


den  Chemical  Works  at  Garfield, 
N.  J.,  until  th^  were  seised  by 
the  alien  property  custodian. 
It  is  said  in  authoritative  drdea 
that  the  work  of  unraveling  the 
oomiections  of  Kny  and  his  attempts 
to  control  the  drug,  chemical-  and- 
surgioal-histrumeot  business  in  the 
United  States  have  been  far  more 
interesting  and  absorbing  tihan  any 
detective  fiction  ever  written.  The 
facts  in  Kny's  case  are  said  to  have 
far  outstripped  tiie  imagination  of 
any  Uteraty  dreamer  in  working  out 
international  plots  and  situations. 
41  *'  The  fbur  principal  companies  in 
whidi  Kny  has  been  found  to  be 
either  the  head  or  heavily  interested 
are  the  Heyden  Chemical  Works, 
Garfield,  N.  J.;  Biseman  lyfagneto 
Co.,  New  York;  Kny-Scheerer  Co.* 
New  York;  and  the  Chemical  Ex- 
change Associatioo,  tbe  last-named 
being  the  camouflage  devised  by  Kny 
and  Dr.  Hugo  Schwdtaer  to  control 
the  carbolic-acid  Supply  of  the 
United  States  and  prevent  it  from 
going  into  the  manufacture  of  mu- 
nitions to  be  used  against  Germany. 
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The  offidal  revdationt  in  oonnectioii 
with  tills  Uut-mentioncd  couceiu 
were  made  public  by  Mr.  Palmer 
cMi  October  18th. 

"The  miming  and  secret  wcrk  of 
Kny  and  his  associates  wss  so  well 
covered  up  that  only  the  most  care> 
faX  work  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Palmer's 
asKstants  succeeded  in  uncovering 
tt.  The  question  which  now  interests 
the  drug,  chemical*  and*  surgical* 
instrument  trade  is  whether  or  not 
other  companies  wiU  be  found  to 
t>e  the  property  of  the  ssme  crowd 
of  aliens  with  which  Kny  was  associ- 
ated and  which  are  bdieved  to  be 
responsible  for  the  long  list  of 
ciqdosioikSf  bumingiy  diip-rinlringB 
and  other  outrages  which  have  in- 
ftviatted  ths  people  of  the  United 
States  nearly  every  week  since  the 
war  bcgsn. 

"  The  Kny-Scheerer  Corporatian, 
one  of  the  biggest  dealers  in  surgical 
and  dectro-medical  instruments,  sci- 
entific CQjparatus,  hospital  and  sani- 
tarium supplies  in  the  United  StateSf 
wftb  offices  at  No. 404  West  Twenty- 
seventh  Street,  New  York,  used  the 
identical  trade-mark  as  the  Jetter  A 
Schecrer  Co.,  of  Tuttlingen  and  Ber- 
fin,  Germany  «•»  This  trade-mark 
appears  on  the  letter-head  of  the 
Kny-Scfaeerer  Corporation  and  ap- 
pears in  the  advertisements  inserted 
in  German  technical  publications  by 
the  Jetter  A  Scheerer  Co.,  of  Ger- 
many Official  investigation  has 
abown  within  the  past  few  days  that 
both  of  these  companies  are  still 
^^y— lg  this  trade-mark. 
**  The  Kny-Scheerer  Corporation 
had  the  exclusive  American  agency

Beck,  its  Secretary, 
was  a  brother-in-law  of  the  Scheerer 
who  owned  most  of  the  parent  con- 
cern. This  Scheerer's  wife  is  said  to 
be  a  dose  relative  of  Count  von 
Budow,  the  well-known  Teuton 

"Evidence  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  alien  property  custodian  shows 
condusivcly  tiiat  the  Imperial  Ger* 
man  Government,  through  careful 
investments  made  by  Ambassador 
von  Bemstorff  in  this  country,  tried 
and  almost  succeeded  for  a  time  in 
controlling' the  drug,  chemical-  and- 
surgical-instrument  business  of  tUs 
country  and  imperiling  the  supplies 
of  these  artides  required  by  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States. 
It  is  bdieved  the  master  brains  who 
advised  von  Dernstorff  and  Dr.  Al- 
bert»  tile  offid^  German  go-between 
were  Dr.  Hugo  Sdiwdtser,  former 
diemist  of  the  Bayer  Company,  and 
Richard  Kny. 

"The  cleverest  deal  witii  which  Kny 
has  so  far  been  connected  by  Federal 

in  the  case  of  the  Hcyden  Chemical 
Company  j»  This  oonccra  has  an 
office  at  No.  135  William  Street, 
Manhattan,  and  a  large  plant  at 
Gaifidd,  N.  J.  It  was  owned  for 
many  years  by  the  Vhemiscfae  Fab- 
rik  von  Hcyden,  of  Germany,  and 
was  managed  by  George  Simon,  son- 
in-law  of  Riduttd  Kny.  When  the 
Government  seised  this  plant  some 
wedn  ago,  it  was  found  that  an 
elaborate  effort  to  disguise  the  Ger- 
man ownership  had  been  made  by 
Simon.  The  company  was  an  exceed- 
ingly prosperous  one  and  in  1917 
did  a  business  in  excess  of  $4,000,* 
000.  The  profits  sent  to  the  German 
owners  in  1916  were  $1,026,626 
'^When  Firands  P.  Garvan  inves- 
tigated this  deal  for  Mr.  Palmer, 
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he  discovered  Simon  had  obtained 
$149,000  in  cash  from  his  father- 
tn-hiw  at  the  time  of  the  breaking 
of  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  Qennany,  with  wfaidi 
the  Oerman  owners  were  alleged  to 
have  been  bought  out.  This  deal 
was  knocked  in  the  head  by  the 
action  of  the  Government  in  seizing 
the  plant  and  fxreparing  to  sell  it 
to  owned  known  to  be  real  Ameri- 
cans s^^  #•» 

"  While  Federal  officials  in  touch 
with  development!  in  the  investi- 
cation  into  Germany's  hold  on  the 
American  drug,  chemical-  and-  sur- 
gical-instrument business  refuse  to 
make  any  comments  faft  advance  of 


official  announcements,  it  is  plain 
that  further  disclosures  are  expected 
regarding  the  chain  of  industries 
over  which  von  Bemstorff  gained 
an  evil  sway.  In  view  of  the  unU 
formity  with  which  the  same  group 
of  men  were  used  by  him  in  putting 
through  the  deals  already  uncovered 
by  Mr.  Palmer's  men,  there  is  little 
reason  to  doubt  that  the  same  agents 
will  be  found  to  have  been  used  in 
the  deals  which  are  known  to  have 
been  made,  but  which  have  not  yet 
been  officially  announced  ^  In  the 
meantime,  the  drug  and  affiliated 
lines  are  looking  forward  with  a 
good  deal  of  interest  to  the  result  of 
the  Investigations  now  under  way."

DENTISTS  ASSETS  AND  LIABILITIES

Thb  is  an  abstract  of  an  article  appearing  in  the  November  number  of 
the  **  Dental  Review  "  and  was  delivered  before  the  Missouri  State  DetUai 

Assoa'ation,  April.  I91S.  Ft  is:  written  in  an  interesting  and  breezy  style  and 
is  designed  to  be  helpful  to  dentists  who  are  lax  in  their  business  methods 


HAVE  talked  to 
many  dentists  in  the 
past  five  years,  who 
have  placed  diflfer- 
ent  values  upon 
vi/bet  X  have  had  to 
•ay.  I  have  expected 
that,  and  expect  it  to-day.  My  re- 
ward has  come  in  the  ezpretaioni 
of  gratitude  that  have  beea  written 
to  me  by  men  all  over  the  United 
States,  saying  that  I  have  helped 
them:  that  is  all  the  reward  I  ask. 
€1 1  am  a  dentist;  I  know  all  the 
griefs  and  woes  of  dentists;  can 
q^mpathise  with  them  in  their  joy 
and  sorrows,  and  am  interested  in 
giving  help  to  a  brother  dentist 
more  than  to  anybody  else  in  any 
other  walk  of  life.  Help  does  not 
always  consist  in  material  aid,  and 
for  that  reason  I  am  not  making 
a  eptdel  effort  to  come  before  the 
dentists  with  a  plan  to  enrich  them. 
There  is  a  story  told  of  a  cultured 
man  who  lay  in  the  gutter  of  a 
western  city,  soaked  in  alcohol.  The 
Mexican  bartender,  who  had  sold 
him  his  last  drink,  in  a  sort  of 
barbaric  wantonness,  ome  by  and 
kicked  him  in  the  ribs;  and  as  If 
to  add  insult  to  injury,  spit  upon 
him.  The  *'  stew  *'  opened  his  eyes, 
but  in  his  dnmken  stupor  realised 
tiie  insult  that  had  been  heaped  upon 
him,  and  at  that  moment  came  a 
mental  kick  to  him  that  eventually 
led  to  a  cxire  of  the  miserable  habit. 
I  have  mentally  kicked  dentists 
until  sometimes  I  fear  there  will  be 
a  physical  comeback. 


I  have  been  asked  to  talk  to  the 
wives.  I  know  that  if  they  will  carry 
a  mental  kick  back  to  their  hus 
bands  (they  can),  the  kick  will  be 
landed  with  greater  force  than  I 
could  exert.  I  have  always  admired 
Billy  Sunday;  not  becaiise  of  his 
g>  mnaatics  and  rough  talk,  but  for 
his  magnetim.  I  have  seen  him 
take  a  crowd  of  ten  thousand  people, 
abuse  them,  explidn  things  t6  them 
and  get  a  thousand  to  hit  the  saw- 
dust tralL  He  i^hres  them  aome 
mental  kick  tiiat  helps  them  to 
hdp  themselves.  You  may  say  he 
is  a  good  advertisers-he  Is;  that  he 
Is  a  good  salesaianr^ie  is  a  crack- 
er«jack  "  of  a  salesman.  He  can  aeli 
the  Qospd,  whidi  Is  supposed  to  be 
free,  to  more  people,  for  more  money 
than  any  man  I  ever  saw.  He  is 
primarily  courageous.  He  speaks  a 
rough  language  because  It  is  the 
rough  language  of  the  streets  that 
Is  understood  by  you  and  me  and 
everybody.  I  have  been  accused  of 
sometimes  being  too  rough;  but  I 
want  to  assure  yaa,  my  good  friends, 
when  I  can  not  get  the  mental  kick 
to  the  dentists  any  other  way»  I  eon 
going  to  do  it  that  way. 
To  all  appearances  the  dentist  ia  a 
philanthropist.  He  gives  his  time, 
his  eyesight,  his  health  and  earning 
ability  to  patients,  with  no  return 
for  himself.  At  heart  he  should  be 
a  philanthropist:  but  he  tells  me 
he  is  not.  He  says  he  would  *'  soak  '* 
his  patients  if  he  dared  but  is  fearf\il 
tiiey  would  leave  him;  yet  all  the 
time  the  patients  think  they 
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setting  "•oaked"  anyway  He 
migtit  as  well  have  the  game  if  he 
baf  tiie  name.  Is  there  a  wife  in 
the  room,  whose  husband  has  longed 
for  a  post-graduate  cx>urse,  and  failed 
to  get  it,  because  he  felt  he  could 
not  afford  to  spend  the  money  for 
it?  As  a  business  asset  the  special 
courses  pay,  even  if  the  wife  has  had 
to  exercise  self-denial  for  a  time  to 
help  pay  the  bill;  there  are  cases, 
*  where  men  have  become  discouraged 
in  their  work,  thrown  everything  to 
the  winds  and  started  out  on  a 
career  of  professional  prostitution. 
These  rricii  have  not  been  successful 
and  they  have  quit  the  calling  in 
disgust.  What  is  wrong  with  pro- 
ftSMonal   life?  My  answer  is,  the 
lack  of  cash.  Not  spasmodically,  but 
almost  all  of  the  time.  It  is  getting 
worse  rather  than  better;  and  I  am 
an  optimist,  too.  The  laws  of  the 
business  world  must  control  the 
transactions  of  the  dental  office, 
whether  we  want  or  no.  If  we  refuse 
to  gauge  the  action  of  these  laws 
to  our  individual  activities,  we  are 
fools  and  will  pay  the  penalty,  even 
if  we  can  not  see  why. 
I  would  insist,  as  the  wife  of  a  dent- 
ist, that  my  husband  should  spend 
at  least  half  an  hour  at  his  desk 
e\ery   day  to  study  his  business, 
not  his  profession;  his  fees,  his  costs, 
his  collections;  his  "  customers,"  not 
his  "  patients  ;"  who  they  are  and 
why ;  and,  how  this  month  compares 
with  the  month  a  year  ago— as  a 
buanessman  does  all  the  time.  Is  he 
peering  too  much  rent?  Is  he  located 
in  a  correct  part  of  the  city?  The 
United  Cigar  Stores  have  planned 
the  location  of  every  comer;  they 
know  within  a  few  dollars  what  one 
comer  on  a  given  street  is  worth, 
as  compared  with  another;  they  can 
teU  you  bow  much  a  rainy  day  will 


cut  down  sales  on  one  corner  as 
contrasted  with  another  They 
analyze  those  things  and  study  them 
because  it  means  dollars  to  them  in 
the  end.  Is  your  husband's  skill,  as 
he  grows  older,  being  paid  as  any 
other  skilled  operator's  is  being  paid? 
Was  he  making  ten  dollars  years 
ago,  and  now  still  making  that  ten 
dolleu*s  for  the  same  service,  or  have 
his  conditions  in  life  changed?  Does 
he  use  his  accumulated  knowledge 
of  supplies  worth  using,  or  does  he 
use  the  same  old  line  of  cheap 
"  Made-in -Germany  "  goods  that 
are  not  worth  taking  home?  That 
half  hour,  he  spends  logically  at 
his  desk,  may  sen.-e  to  make  a  losing 
day  a  profitable  one. 
How  many  dentists  are  really  pros- 
perous and  making  enough  money 
so  that  they  can  save?  The  best 
answer  is  to  be  found  in  some  of 
the  supply-dealers'  records,  noticing 
the  C.  O.  D.  selling  accounts. 
I  have  in  mind  a  dentist  in  the  city, 
who  has  been  practising  thirty  or 
thirty-five  years,  and  whose  name 
is  well-known  over  the  country.  I 
happened  to  get  one  of  his  patients 
the  other  day,  and  I  said  to  that 
patient:  *'  He  is  a  good  dentist,  why 
did  n't  you  stay  with  him?  I  am 
not  running  you  out  of  the  office, 
mind  you,  as  I  need  the  business, 
but  I  have  a  curiosity  to  know  why 
you  did  not  stay  with  him."  The 
patient  said:  "  I  will  tell  you  why 
I  did  n't  stay  with  him;  he  never 
pays  any  attention  to  his  business, 
and  my  time  is  too  valuable  to  drag 
around  after  him  and  chase  him  to 
his  office,  yet  I  have  been  a  patient 
of  his  for  twenty  years."  There  is 
one  reason  for  some  trouble  with 
the  dentist's  earning  power. 
Who  are  getting  larger  fees  than  ten 
years  ago?  How  much  do  you  get  for 
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a  gold  crown?  I  ask  this  question 
with  a  smile  because  that  has  been 
a  favorite  question.  I  have  picked 
some  man  in  an  audience  in  Kansas, 
Nebraska,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Indiana, 
Illinois,  and  asked  the  price  of  a 
gold  crown,  and  the  reply  always 
struck  me  as  funny.  It  would  be 
$8.00  every  time,  as  if  "  8  "  had  been 
constituted  a  lucky  number  inatead 
of  **  7.**  I  wonder  if  there  are 
twenty-five  dentists  in  the  room  who 
cbarfe  eiglit  doUaiv  for  a  gold  crown? 
You  are  good  sports  and  I  won't  ask 
you  for  a  vote.  Billy  Sunday  does 
not  say  "  Hold  up  your  hands,"  he 
says  "  Come  up  and  bit  the  saw- 
duet  trail,"  and  they  proceed  to  hit 
it;  and  that  is  what  I  want  you  to 
do;  if  you  charge  eight  dollars  for  a 
gold  crown  hit  the  trail  and  hit  it 
hard  and  quick  for  man  than  eight 
dollare  «^ 

Living  ezpensee  have  Increaeed 
almost  as  fast  as  the  overhead 
eipeneea.  When  I  wae  first  married, 
years  ago,  I  owned  a  lot  of  fox 
tsniers.  I  would  go  to  the  butcher 
shop  to  buy  a  dime's  worth  of 
porterhouse  steak.  I  would  say  to 
the  butcher  "  give  me  a  little  dog 
meat;  cut  off  a  little  piece  of  liver," 
and  I  got  it.  Today  a  half  dollar'e 
worth  of  Hver  would  not  feed  one 
dogi  and  a  man  would  be  laughed 
out  of  a  ahop  that  would  ask  for  a 
dime's  worth  of  porterbouee  steak. 
ii  Does  the  dentist  know  what  bia 
time  is  worth?  Does  be  have  any 
knowledge  of  his  business,  that  the 
ordinary  business  man  has  about 
bis?  Why  does  be  say  $8  or  $I(KOO 
for  a  crown,  or  a  dollar  for  an 
amalgam  filling,  or  name  any  other 
price?  Has  he  ever  classified  his 
skill?  Some  service  is  worth  ten 
timet  what  other  service  is;  the 
paying  ability  of  one  patient  is  ten 


times  that  of  another.  I  heard  a 
dentist  last  night  say,  "  I  have  a 
patient  worth  half  a  million;  I  have 
been  getting  $7.00  for  a  gold  crown, 
so  I  charged  her  $7.00.  I  was  an 
awful  fool  was  n't  I?  "  I  saki,  "  You 
surely  were;  that  woman  could 
easily  afford  to  pay  $25.00  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  she  should  not  be 
diarged  that,  or  more." 
I  was  talking  to  another  dentist  who 
came  in  for  service.  I  knew  him  to  be  * 
an  advertising  dentist,  and  in  our 
conversation  he  informed  me  that 
he  had  five  thousnad  doUafSi  in  cash, 
belonging  to  patients,  on  accounts 
that  had  been  started,  and  tbe 
patiente  bad  either  moved  away, 
died,  or  neglected  to  oome  bade; 
that  sounded  good  to  me,  and  I  ooBt- 
duded  to  see  if  I  oould  not  get  more 
money  in  advance  Ifom  my  own 
patients.  Most  every  dentist  baa 
$5,000  in  poor  accounts  in  the  oouree 
of  25  years'  practice. 
A  lady  came  into  the  office  with  a 
woeful  tale  one  day.  She  said  ber 
hueband  bad  been  sick  for  a  great 
maiiy  years — incidentally,  it  waa 
her  second  husband.  She  was  hard 
pressed  and  poor,  and  so,  when  I 
named  a  fee  on  a  piece  of  woric,  I 
felt  those  heart  strings  pulling  at  me* 

and  cut  tbe  fee  well  down.  I  followed 
that  woman  to  the  street.  She  went 
to  the  coal  dealer  and  said,  Send 
ma  dofwn  a  ton  of  coal."  He  knew  bar 
poverty,  but  be  sent  her  a  ton  of 
coal,  the  same  weight— tbe  same 
price — that  went  to  all  bis  patrona* 
I  followed  her  then  to  the  grocery 
store,  and  she  ordered  a  dollar's 
worth  of  sugar  and  took  out  a  dollar 
and  paid  for  it;  and  they  sent  to  bar 
tbe  same  amount  as  they  sent  to 
toc^  a  fiB^v  moosents  s^berv^ards,  fioir 
tbe  same  amount  of  money.  It  waa 
brought  borne  to  me  then,  that  I  waa 
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the  only  chap  in  town  that  was 
sorry  for  her.  Get  over  that  sorry 
feeling!  «•»  The  services  of  the 
dentist  are  as  worth  while  as  fuel 
or  food. 

The  dentist's  feelings  are  con- 
st ajntly  worked  upon,  and  while  in 

that  "  squashy  "  condition,  he  is 
in  ao  shape  to  name  any  fee.  He 
should  wait  for  a  cooler  moment, 
and  then  name  it. 

Dentists  are  too  prone  to  overesti- 
mate their  income;  this  is  usually 
due  to  ignorance  of  their  expense 
account,  or  cost  of  conducting  their 
business.  Dentists  are  naming  fees 
for  SCTvices  without  knowing  what 
that  service  costs  them.  I  know  that, 
because  the  fees  named  are  the 
same,  nearly  as  these  dentists 
named  for  the  same  service  twenty 
years  ago.  I  will  leave  it  to  any 
dentist  in  the  room  if  that  isn't 
true.  It  costs  surely  more  to  render 
that  service  today  than  it  did  ten 
years  ago. 

There  is  another  type  of  dentist  that 
I  find  very  common,  that  is,  the  men 
who  can  best  afford  to  educate  a 
community  to  paying  living  fees, 
are  the  very  ones  who  are  often 
respcmsible  for  keeping  down  such 
fees  Those  men  have  independ- 
ent incomes  outside  of  their  pro- 
fession *^ 

I  have  in  my  hand  a  bottle  filled 
with  beans  and  seeds  dumped  in- 
discriminately together,  of  all  sizes, 
shapes  and  colors.  If  I  hold  this 
bottle  quietly,  you  will  find  kernels 
of  all  sizes  in  all  parts  of  the  bottle, 
but  as  soon  as  I  begin  to  jar  them, 
you  will  notice  the  big  beans  and 
big  kernels  all  come  to  the  top  and 
the  little  ones  go  to  the  bottom.  I 
want  to  offo"  this  illustration  and 
draw  a  parallel  between  these  in- 
animate objects  and  these  husbands 


of  yours.  When  your  husband  was 
dumped  out  of  college,  he  had  per- 
haps an  equal  chance  and  as  pKX>r  a 
chance  as  any  other  fellow,  but  as 
the  jar  and  vibration  of  life  came 
upon  him,  he  began  to  shift,  and  to 
move  up  or  down  or  stay  on  the 
same  level,  according  to  his  size  pro- 
fessionally. The  difference  between 
your  husband  and  the  seed  is,  that 
the  seed  has  its  growth.  It  has  taken 
its  normal  size  and  will  not  change 
either  smaller  or  larger,  but  that 
husband  of  yours  has  the  power 
within  him  to  either  shrivel  or 
expand.  If  he  shrinks,  he  will  settle 
a  little  lower;  if  he  grows  a  little  bit, 
he  is  going  to  rise  a  little  higher  and 
get  into  bigger  company.  The 
curious  feature  about  this  is,  the 
more  jarring  and  vibraticsi  you  get 
on  that  bottle  of  beans,  the  faster 
the  small  ones  go  to  the  bottom; 
so  the  harder  the  knocks  your  hus- 
band gets,  and  the  oftener  he  gets 
them,  the  quicker  he  is  going  to  find 
his  level. 

As  to  insurance.  I  am  sure  that  the 
dentist  cannot  carry  his  own  risks, 
especially  in  days  of  the  X-ray,  and 
the  possibility  of  law-suits,  when  he 
can  secure  protection  by  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  few  dollars  a  year. 
The  Insurance  Company  will  fight 
his  law  suits  for  him  with  good 
lawyers.  Don't  let  some  local 
lawyer's  wife  be  wearing  a  new  dress 
or  hat  that  you  ought  to  have.  Your 
husband's  trained  hands  are  his  only 
asset  and  a  small  poli^  is  a  legiti- 
mate safeguard. 

The  dentist's  mental  equipment 
should  be  kept  polished  and  bright; 
by  writing  up  his  cases  for  the  local 
meetings,  by  studying  such  text 
books  as  treat  of  the  latest  methods, 
and  by  regular  and  systematic 
efforts  of  study. 
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A  BRIEF  SURVEY  OF  THE  WORK 
THAT  SHOULD  BE  UNDERTAKEN  BY 
THE  ORAL  HYGIENE  INSPECTOR 
OF  THE  STATE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
EDUCATION

New  Tcfk  State,  fhtcugh  itg  HeiAfh  Department,  and  the  appointment  of 
Drs.  W.  A*  White,  H.  L.  Wheeler  and  othare,  to  give  lectures  in  the 

public  and  parochial  schools,  was  the  first  to  recognize  the  value  of  Oral 
Hygiene.  Through  unjortunate  political  conditiorrs  in  the  Health  Office, 
in  which  Oral  Hygiene  had  no  part,  the  lectures  were  discontinued.  The 
present  uplift  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Education  Department. 
The  duties  of  the  Inspector  are  to  instruct  the  teachers  and  see  that 
Oral  Hygiene  is  pushed  forward  and  made  a  part  of  the  school  work  »^ 
Dr.  Leak  has  been  very  much  interested  in  Oral  Hygiene  and  in  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  dental  clinic  in  his  home  town.  He 
is  well  prepared  far  his  duties,  enthusiastic  in  its  possibilities,  and  the 
interests  ejf  the  profession  ms  wafe  in  his  hands  «■»  j»      «^  «•» 

will  first  learn  the  proper  care  of 
the  body. 

"So  many  diseaaes  are  to  eaaily 
commimicated  from  one  to  another 
through  mouth  infection,  that  the 
movement  it  going  to  end  In  acfaool- 
^hiMfffn  bring  adnutted  to  nrhfWTl 
only  after  the  teeth  have  been  ex- 
amined, and  the  children  have  re- 
ceived a  bill  of  health  from  tfadr 
dentut.  The  oompulaon  of  inch  a 
movement  may  seem  itrange  to  you, 
but  your  grandchildren  and  great- 
granddiildren  will  look  upon  it  aa 
essential  as  you  do  the  compulsion 
of  acbool  attendance.^ 
It  would  teem  hardly  a  propheay 
now  to  say  that  the  time  is  very 
short  when  hygiene,  including  hy- 
giene of  the  mouth,  will  be  a  part 
of  the  regular  study  of  every  child 
firom  the  kindergarten  imtil  the  time 
of  graduation.  Wth  this  in  view» 
the  writer  expects  soon  to  visit  each 
normal  school  of  the  State  and  the 
larger  training-achoola  and  training- 
daaaea  and  give  half-hour  lessons  on 
four  oonaecuttve  days,  relative  to  the 
teeth  and  their  care,  with  the  idea 


"•^mE  foresight  of  our 
New  York  State 
Department  of  Ed- 
ucation in  requlr* 
^  ing  medical  inspec- 
^j)  tion  of  all  school 
children  and  the 
appointment  of  a  fecial  Oral 
hygiene  Inq^ector,  manlfeatt  the 
view  taken  by  people  of  higher 
learning  of  the  great  necessity  for 
the  proper  care  of  the  child'a 
physical  welfare  and  particularly  of 
proper  mouth  oonditiona.  Insofar  as 
the  writer  knows,  this  office,  which 
be  now  occupies,  has  been  created 
without  any  influence  from  the 
dental  profession. 
Quoting  from  a  paper  of  the  writer, 
written  in  1906,  these  few  para- 
graphs may  be  of  interest.  Speaking 
of  the  progress  of  the  dental  profes- 
sion, Ala  statement  was  made: 
**  Our  Bducational  ^stem  provides 
splendidly  for  our  children  to  learn 
to  take  care  of  themselves.  Evo- 
lution of  thought,  however,  will  aoon 
ahow  that  we  muat  inatitute  in  our 
mfUftfjm  metimda  bv  which  th*  <*1m1H 
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that  these  students  in  the  normal 
schools  will  have  a  knowledge  of 
mouth  conditions  which,  in  a  meas- 
ure, vAU  qualify  them  to  |^ve  in- 
struction to  their  children. 
It  is  the  desire  of  this  Department 
to  keep  in  the  closest  touch  with  the 
Oral  Hygiene  Committee  of  the  New 
York  State  Dental  Society  and  that 
all  work  undertaken  will  be  with 
their  co-operation.  The  Oral  Hy- 
giene Committee  had  made  partial 
arrangements  for  the  organization 
of  dentists  throughout  the  State  to 
give  talks  to  the  achoolchildren  of 
the  various  dtiei  and  oommunities 
of  the  State.  In  many  wa5rs,  this  is 
to  be  looked  at  most  favorably  ^ 
There  are,  however,  some  difficulties 
which  it  might  be  hard  to  find  a  way 
of  overcoming  and  the  wisdom  of 
ondertaking  audi  a  vast  problem 
seems  a  little  in  question.  After  ooa- 
sultation  with  the  leading  members 
of  the  Oral  Hygiene  Committee,  it 
has  been  thought  best  by  them  that 
Ihey  request  the  dentists  throughout 
tlie  State  to  endeavor  to  give  in- 
struction to  the  teachers  of  the  State 
through  teachers'  training-schools 
and  training-classes,  by  teachers' 
meetings  held  by  the  city  and  vil- 
lage  and  by  Superintendents  of 
Schools,  and  at  conferences  of  dis- 
trict school-teachers  held  by  district 
Superintendents  of  Schools;  and  in- 
soisr  as  feasible,  to  the  sdioolchil- 
dren  themselves* 

In  cases  where  the  dentists  are 
retioent  about  getting  in  toudi  with 
the  acfaod  authorities  of  their  lo- 
cality. It  will  be  the  pleasure  of 
tins  Department  to  see  that  they 
ace  ^ven  invitations  by  the  school 
aulJioritles  to  do  this  work.  This 
is  a  means  of  education  of  those 
ttndbfing  to  become  teachers  and  of 
our  pwscHt  teaddng  force,  to  a 


proper  appreciation  of  dentistry  and 
of  its  being  presented  to  the  children 
from  day  to  day  by  the  teachers. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  addition  to  this, 
we  shall  soon  have  a  number  of 
dental  hygienists  in  our  city  schools, 
employed  by  the  educational  depart- 
ments, who,  in  the  course  of  their 
work,  will  give  talks  to  each  class- 
room at  regular  intervals  on  the 
care  of  the  mouth,  conduct  tooth- 
brush drills,  examine  the  children's 
teeth,  make  detailed  records  of  the 
same  at  regular  intervals,  and  in 
those  cases  not  taken  care  ofy  visit 
the  homes  of  the  children  and  ascer- 
tain, if  possible,  the  reason  why  the 
child's  mouth  is  not  put  into  proper 
condition.  In  conjunction  with  this, 
however,  we  must  also  have  dental 
dispensaries  established  to  take  care 
of  the  needy  poor.  Where  dental 
hjrgienists  are  not  available,  it  is 
hoped  that  dentists  will  sacrifice 
their  time  as  much  as  possible  to 
go  into  schools  and  give  instructioii 
on  the  care  of  the  teeth.  There  are 
many  places  where  neither  of  these 
will  be  accomplished,  and  we  must 
depend  upon  the  child's  instruction 
coming  from  the  teacher. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  the  possi- 
bility, in  the  spring,  of  establishing 
some  dental  educational  automobiles 
to  travel  in  rural  communities,  with 
a  dental  attendant  to  teach  mouth 
hargiene,  and  possibly  to  do  some 
dental  work  The  publishing  of 
pamphlets  on  the  care  of  the  mouth, 
the  issuing  of  charts  to  be  hung  in 
sdiodrooms,  and  the  preparing  of 
eifaibits  to  be  used  in  schodU  are 
also  some  of  the  matters  to  which 
this  X>epartment  widies  soon  to  give 
attention.  The  vastness  of  the  under- 
taking and  the  newness  of  it,  will 
require  a  little  time  for  the  woile 
to  get  on  an  establiihed  basis. 
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CONTROL  OF  FOCAL  INFECTIONS

of  the  cell.  The  first  forms  of  life, 

unicellular  organisms,  are  lawless  in 

their  activities,  multiplying  without 

limit  as  food  and  environment  is 

secured,  and  the  stronger  destroying 

the  weaker.  The  normal  type  of 

microbe,  lives  on  the  weaker  animal 

and  on  the  plant  type  of  life,  com- 

pleting  its  eadstence  from  lack  of 

food  or  the  resistance  of  the  host.  It 

then  dries  into  spore  form,  to  again 

spring  into  action  under  suitable 

conditions.  The  lawless  existence  in 

unicellular  organisms  in  contrast  to 

multicellular  life  does  not  occur 

naturally.  When  the  multicellular 

organisms  appeared,   true  death 

entered  the  world.  Under  necessary 

control  of  growth  and  function 

through  community  existence,  they 

become  the  prey  of  the  unicellular 

organism. 

If  one  considers  the  countless 
numbers  of  unicellular  organisms, 
many  so  small  as  to  require  the 
highest  power  of  the  microscope  to 
be  seen,  and  many  of  whose  eadst- 
ence  we  know  and  yet  have  failed  to 
identify,  it  will  be  seen  that,  of  these, 
few  in  proportion  to  the  total  are 
destroying  agents.  The  greater  part 
of  the  disease  germs  are  tmder  the 


control  of  man's  intelligsnce,  if  he 
has  the  power  to  enforce  the  pre- 
ventive measures  known  to  the 
world  today.  It  is  tlirougli  such  j 
measures,  applied  in  earlier  UXc,  | 
that  during  the  last  thirty  years  the  | 
life  of  man  has  been  leng^iened  a 
number  of  years.  The  microbes 

I 

causing  disease  in  man  eventually 
bring  about  a  stage  of  his  life  in 
which  sudden  death  occurs  from 
affections  of  the  heart,  brain,  and 
kidneys,  between  the  ages  of  fifty- 
two  and  sixty-two  years,  as  we  have 
in  no  way  changed  middle  age  or 
advanced  many  more  into  old  age. 
Death  which  is  not  accidental  is  due 

I 

to  the  effects  of  the  actioa  of  I 
microbes — a  result  that  may  be 
acute  and  sudden,  or  duonic  and  | 
slow  in  its  termination. 
The  conta^^ous  character  of  various  | 
diseases  has  been  appreciated  for 
untold  ages  and  it  has  been  known 
that  certain  of  them  dWeloped  some 
diange  in  the  individual  which 
rendered  him  immune  to  a  seooiid 
attack  of  the  disease.  The  firat 
disease  for  which  a  vaodne  was 
developed  was  that  of  small-poK, 
and  while  used  in  China  and  India 
long  ago,  it  was  first  used  in  Europe 
in  Belgrade,  and  was  broui^  to  Hie 
English-speaking   people   by  the 
discoveries  of  Jenner. 
A  study  of  the  blood  in  disease,  aa 
varying  from  its  condition  in  health, 
and  the  action  of  its  odls  in  develop- 
ing anti-bodies,  has  been  of  wonder- 
ful value  to  mankind.  Through  tbia 
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study,  acute  diaeaaes  that  create  an 
tmrnumty  are  reduced  in  morbidity 
by  increasing  the  resistance  of  the 
patient,  as  in  tetany,  typhoid, 
paratyphoid,  typhus,  yellow  fever, 
etc  The  innumerable  diaeaaes  that 
temerly  decimated  mankind  have 
been  almost  driven  from  the  earth. 
We  find,  then,  that  there  is  de- 
tpdoped  in  the  blood  •tresm,  in 
acute  difawM  and  fever,  an  im- 
munizing  agent.  On  the  other  hand, 
idth  certain  diseases,  Itee  is,  at 
some  place  in  the  body,  a  small  focus 
of  bacteria  continuaUy  maintained 
developing  not  an  immunity  but  an 
anapl^lactic  reaction  of  the  con- 
stant supply  of  microbes  or  microbe 
toonn  Instead  of  elevating  the 
reilitnnce  of  the  patient  against  the 
■erm.  Soch  persona  are  subject  to 
recurring  colda  on  the  aUghtest' 
provocation^  recurring  neural^aaf 
reotfring  myosities,  musclar  rheu- 
nwtnm  ao  called,  lumbago,  aore 
nniades  of  the  bade  and  neck,et:c.t 
and  it  has  been  enough  in  the  past' 
for  the  patient  to  a«y  he  is  subject  to 
inch  trouble  and  for  the  doctor  to 
mmk^t  local  appUoations  and  aUoir 
ttmc  to  complete  the  cycle  of  In* 
pcovement  until,  from  any  cause, 
kwicicd  body  resistance  again 
rematatea  the  liability  to  an  attack 
—and  any  part  once  affficted  by  a 
micrabe  becoaaet  more  liable  to 
rc^penfeod  attadss. 

We  faanre  also  protein  poisoning. 
Ifany  peraona  are  unable  to  eat 
vavious  sraina  or  berriea,  milk,  fiafa, 
etc.  wiitdi  canae  them  to  develop 
aacfamn  or  chronic  i*ii>ffnfi  of  the 
if  ajifii'atory  tract,  or  of  the  mucoua 
aemhrane  or  skin,  ahown  by  local 
aapdfins,  diaffheaa,  or  ecsema* 
Althonigh  there  are  but  few  places 
at  the  bo4y  in  which  man  quite 
oegntlarly  cairiee  bacteria,  th^  are 


alwa3r8  in  the  mouth,  often  in  the 
tonsils  and  about  the  teeth  in 
pyorrheas,  alveolar  abcesses,  and 
buried  crypts  of  tonsils.  All  tonsils 
that  are  capable  of  reacting  to  the 
infection  and  are  of  good  aise,  3  or  4 
on  the  scale  of  4,  are  usually  not  the 
cause  of  chronic  disease  but  of 
strictly  local  involvement,  and  when 
inflamed  temporarily  develop  sya- 
tematic  disturbanoea.  The  position 
is  most  difficult  fior  many  phj^aidana 
who  have  but  recently  come  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  danger  of  a  focus  in 
these  instances,  not  rsalising  that 
the  blood  stream  is  the  carrier  of  the 
infection.  In  such  cases  Uie  localis- 
ing trouble  in  the  sciatic  nerve  or  in 
the  joint  did  not  begin  there,  but 
arose  £rom  the  existence  of  bacteria 
in  a  minute  pocket,  and  if  that 
pocket  is  under  tension  the  disease 
is  eaaentially  chronic.  The  phyaidan 
examinee  the  throat,  and  aays  the 
tonsils  are  inflamed,  or  are  graded  1 
or  2  in  sise,  and  cannot  be  the  source 
of  the  trouble.  The  dangerous  tonsil 
is  the  one  graded  1  or  2,  without 
any  efifects  of  local  inflammation  on 
its  surface. 

Diseased  teeth  are  often  local  fod 
of  infection,  and  the  X<ay  baa  been 
of  inestimable  value  in  determining 
the  presenoe  of  alveolar  abcesses, 
absorbed  roots  €d  teeth,  or  absorbed 
bone  about  tiie  roots.  The  findings 
are  strildng,  when  positive,  but  many 
podsets  do  not  shoer  -in  an  appar- 
ently good  picture.  The  dangerous 
tooth  is  a  crowned  tooth,  and  if  it  as 
neoeaaaryf  from  the  aeriouaaeaa  of 
dirooic,  recurring  diaeaaea  which 
affect  the  heart,  as  a  myocarditis,  or 
the  Iddnoys*  or  the  joints  of  the 
nervesf  then  small  tonsila  must  be 
removed  and  teeth  most  carefully 
inspected,  X-rayed,  and,  when 
dieoased,  extracted  on  the  basis  of 
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•ymptoms,  should  they  be  of  major 
importance  j» 
In  our  bodies,  with  almcMt  no 
evidence  of  it,  are  living  and  growing 
the  amoeba,  the  syphilitic  spirochete 
in  almost  every  place,  the  hookworm 
and  other  germs  too  numerous  to 
mention,  and  often  temporarily 
doing  no  more  harm  than  trout  in 
spring  water.  We  have  wandering 
leucocytes  with  almost  the  power  of 
animals  to  leave  the  blood  stream » 
forage  for  material  dangerous  to 
life,  and  return  to  the  circulation; 
and  in  many  of  us  a  little  blood 
drawn  and  time  givoi  for  culture 
will  show  some  kind  of  microbe  to  be 
present.  The  stomach  does  not 
destroy  all  the  bacteria  taken  into 
it;  some  may  pass  into  the  blood  by 
the  chyle  duct,  and  probably  more 
commonly  enter  the  blood  stream 
by  way  of  the  portal  circulation  but 
are  destroyed  by  the  liver.  The 
germs  in  the  mouth  are  carried  into 
the  stomach,  and  in  the  great 
majority  of  persons  there  are 
numerous  bacteria  living  in  the 
gastric  juice  after  all  food  has  left 
the  stomach.  The  dangerous  varieties 
are  those  of  the  acid  type,  while 
those  of  alkaline  nature  are  nui- 
sances .'^ 

Of  secondary  importance  to  the 
microbe,  from  a  biologic  standpoint 
is  the  chemistry  of  the  fluids  of  local 
areas  for  their  environment.  This 
is  similar  to  the  result  from  seeds 
planted  or  blown  upon  different 
soils.  They  may  be  planted  to  no 
purpose  on  the  wrong  soil,  and  they 
may  be  blown  every  where  to  take 
growth  to  advantage  in  proper 
environment  Bacteria  earned 

throughout  the  body  by  the  circul- 
ation are  able  to  take  local  growth 
only  when  thus  carried  to  a  given 
area.  Tbia  accounts  for  the  tped- 


ficity  of  bacteria  in  their  location 
causing  acute  and  self  limited 
diseases,  or  chronic  recurring  or 
relapsing  diseases.  The  acidity,  the 
oxygen  tension,  and  the  condition  of 
the  general  health,  or  local  injury,  [ 
may  all  be  factors.  Some  forms  will  ' 
only  grow  in  a  certain  place,  as 
Ix)liomy litis  in  the  brain  and  spinal 
cord,  others  in  the  sheaths  of  nerves, 
the  first  causing  acute  conditions, 
self-limited,  and  the  latter,  recurring 
neuritis.  Thus  we  have  rheumatism, 
appendicitis,  gall  bladder  inflam- 
mations and  ulcers  of  the  stomach, 
valvular  diseases  of  the  heart;  in 
fact,  nearly  all  of  the  local  and 
general  diseases  of  which  we  have 
knowledge,  are  thus  produced. 

The  facton  of  lafety  |ve  laiKcly 
within  the  Qoatvol  of  man,  in  pre- 
venting dieeaaee,  and  in  the  trana- 
ference  of  imnwiniaing  reaietant 
bodies,  such  a*  have  been  developed 
for  the  cure  and.  prsventkn  of 
diphtheria^  typhoid  ftver»  small- 
pox^ poliomyelitis,  and  many  other 
afibctioiis  4^ 

Diseases   of  middle    life   are  in- 
creasing. They  are  microbic,  of  a 
chronic,   recurring   character,  and 
are  carried  into  the  blood  stream 
from  a  few  foci,  the  mouth  being  the 
source  of  the  greatest  danger.  A 
crowned  tooth  is  not  a  crown  of 
glory,  and  may  cover  a  multitude  of 
germs.  Modern  dentistry  is  relieving 
the  world  of  much  of  its  misery  by  j 
watchful  care  of  foci  connected  with  | 
the  teeth,  and  the  trend  of  modern 
medicine  and  dentistry  is  bringing  ; 
their  fields  again  closely  together,  I 
Dentistry  should  be  a  department 
of  medicine,   as   it   is   as  closely 
associated  with  medicine  as  arc  the  : 
specialties  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  ancl  i 
throat,  etc. 
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i

The  Qovermnent  insista  that  all  ihipneata 
of  Novocaine  should  be  by  express. 

C  We  go  from  one  extreme  to  another.  This  is  particularly  true  in  dreaa. 

What  comes  after  the  dreariness  of  khaki?  Will  the  soldier  on  his  return 
home  to  civilization  drive  pell-inell  into  a  right  of  personal  adornment?

What  do  you  think  caused  tiiem,  as  I  did 
not  run  the  sewing  madiine  or  do  any  heavy  work  for  fear  I  might  have 
a  miscarriage,  as  I  had  one  year  ago?  If  we  should  have  another  baby  do 
you  think  it  could  be  the  same  way  again?  Our  first  two  children  were 
all  right.  Am  much  worried." 
41  The  good  doctor  ssys  in  reply: 

"  The  condition  known  as  blue  baby  results  from  failure  of  the  heart  to 

g^ow  properly.  The  wall  separating  the  left  heart  from  the  right  heart 
does  not  completely  close.  Why  this  happens  no  one  knows.  But  this  I 
can  say:  It  was  not  caused  by  ruxming  a  sewing  machine,  having  a  tooth 
filled,  or  being  IHghtened.  Being  quite  ricfc  durhig  labor  did  not  cause  it. 
I  am  not  so  sure  but  that  a  bad  fall  might  have  caused  it.  The  fact  that 
you  have  had  one  blue  baby  does  not  mean  that  the  next  one  is  liable  to 
be  a  blue  baby  or  wrong  in  any  other  way.  I  suggest  that  you  have  a  thor- 
ough examination,  including  a  blood  test." 

C  When  the  world  is  warned  to  conserve  its  fiiel  supply  against  the  day 

of  the  empty  coal  bin,  the  cheerful  citizen  remembers  of  having  read  that 
cofid  in  the  ground  is  practically  hmitless,  that  China  has  a  world  supply 
for  five  hundred  years,  that  North  Dakota  has  125  cubic  miles  of  lignite 
coal,  that  the  Japanese  supply  to  the  United  States  is  counted  by  the 
billion  tons*  and  that,  as  a  last  resort,  Minnesota  has  seven  million  tons  of 
burnable  peat.  These  statements  need  not  be  disputed  to  prove  that  the 
world  is  nevertheless  already  up  against  a  serious  fuel  problem.  The  chief 
reasons  for  this  are  that  distribution  of  the  coal  supply  is  expensive  for 
a  large  part  of  the  supply  in  sight  is  not  commercially  workable,  and  the 
cost  of  mining  and  handling  wOl  remain  higher  than  ever  because  of  the 
higher  cost  of  labor.  Though  twenty-four  of  the  forty-eight  States  pro- 
duce coal,  distribution  makes  enormous  demands  on  the  transportation 
facilities.  Not  less  than  one-third  of  all  freight  carried  last  year  was  coal, 
and  during  the  same  period  eighteen  million  tons  passed  Westward  through 
the  Soo  Canal.  If  di^rs  of  cheaply  heated  homes  ever  return,  it  is  likdy  . 
to  be  because  of  some  discovery  other  than  that  of  more  ooaL

C  The  Scientific  American  issue  of  September  7,  1918,  announces  a  new 
discovery  of  the  "  By-Products  Engineer  "  that  is  just  like  India  rubber 
"only  more  so." 

C.  The  present  by-product  is  Ash-scale,  which,  like  fuel  gases  *nd  culm 
heaps,  before  the  By-Products  Engineer  got  hold  of  them,  became  actually 
a  nuisance  to  be  gotten  out  of  the  way  with  as  little  expense  us  possible. 
When  this  state  of  affairs  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  man  investi- 
gating the  rubber  situation,  he  got  a  supply  of  fish-scale  ^md  investigated 
its  structure  and  properties.  What  he  found  was  a  cellular  mass  of  tubular 
structure  as  resistant  as  rubber  but  much  tougher,  md  that  it  made  no 
difference  at  all  what  kind  of  fish  it  came  from.  To  pxake  a  long  story  short 
the  mventor  discovered  that  fish-scale  would  takr  the  tame  sulphur  treat- 
ment as  rubber  with  the  same  result,  so  after  he  had  rubberized  his  fish- 
scale  lu  could  vulcanise  the  combination  ani  get  a  hard,  tough,  elastic 
fabric.  The  most  exhaustive  tire  tests  have  added  to  its  reputation  £^  It 
appears  to  be  a  material  harder  and  toucher  than  any  rubber  that  has 
ever  been  made  without  loss  of  rcsistercy,  all  of  whi^  reads  very  fine; 
and  if  one-half  of  the  daim  of  the  inventor  is  true,  we  have  a  material 
that  is  worth  while  talking  about. 
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C  A  writer  in  the  Chicago  Tribune  says:  '  There  are  undoubtedly  many 
truly  American  homes,  houses,  bungalows,  flats,  apartments,  and  what 
not,  that  have,  as  relict  from  other  times,  a  *  Made  in  Germany  '  cuckoo 
clock.  It  may  be  Swiss,  but  I  doubt  it.  At  any  rate  it  is  certain  that  the 
cuckoo  is  the  present  German  National  Bird.  I  have  discovered  that  a 
slight  rearrangement  of  its  internal  workings  will  induce  it  to  quit  saying 
*  Cuckoo  '  and  make  it  say  *  Bob  White  '  like  a  regular  American  bird. 
Any  *  handy  man  about  the  house  '  can  reverse  the  whistle  connection 
so  that  the  soprano  whistle  is  after  the  alto.  Having  reversed  the  whistle, 
a  teaspoonful  of  sand  or  commeal  poured  into  the  soprcuio  whistle  will 
raise  the  tone  to  the  correct  height.  If  one  spoonful  is  not  enough  give 
him  (or  her)  another  one.  The  musical  ear  of  the  family  will  advise  when 
it  is  right."

C  The  following  from  the  Journal  of  the  Allied  Dental  Societies  is  an 
interesting  item: 

*•  Color  schemes  in  anterior  crowns  are  the  most  difficult  ones  with  which 
wc  strive.  To  imitate  in  a  satisfactory  manner  an  animal  substance  with 
a  resisting  mineral  substance  and  to  produce  a  substitute  which  will  in 
all  lights  have  a  natural  appearance  requires  a  good  eye  for  color  and  a 
knowledge  of  how  the  different  shades  will  harmonize  when  fused  together. 
It  is  almost  impossible  to  take  a  stock  tooth  and  make  a  baked  crown 
and  have  it  as  satisfactory  as  the  hand-carved  or  spatulated  crown.  We 
have  known  for  years  that  an  inlay  made  of  several  colors  laid  one  over 
the  other  more  closely  resembles  the  tooth  into  which  it  is  inserted  than 
one  made  at  one  or  two  bakes  without  regard  to  such  a  principle.  This  is 
equally  true  of  the  tooth  as  a  whole,  as  we  very  often  find  cases  where  in 
order  to  secure  a  harmonious  blending  of  the  colors  found  in  the  adjoining 
teeth,  we  must  make  one  side  different  from  the  other.  Experience  is  a 
teacher  which  conducts  its  business  ufxjn  a  pay-as-you-enter,  or  to  be 
more  accurate,  as-you-leave  basis." 
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€[  The  following,  addfCMed  to  the  editor  of  the  DetM  Record,  It  not  only 
very  interesting,  faiit  a  matter  of  dental  hiifeoiy: 

"  In  the  June  number  of  your  magazine  you  state  that  the  first  Dental 
Hospital  known  in  British  warfare  was  organized  by  a  New  Zealand 
Dental  Officer  at  Cape  Helles  in  August,  1915  I  beg  to  correct  that 
erroneoiit  etatement.  I  landed  at  Ansae  Cove,  Gallspoli,  on  May  17th, 
1915,  and  as  the  Ihtee  dentists  (New  Zealand)  aheady  with  Die  troops 
were  not  doing  any  dental  work  except  a  few  extractions,  I  put  suggestions 
to  the  A.  D.  M.  S.,  Anzac  Division,  and  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  Cairo, 
where  I  got  two  mechanica  azid  as  much  material  and  appliances  as  pos- 
slUe,  and  retivned  to  Ansae  early  in  Jone.  Then  my  troubto  reslly  stalled, 
because  of  offldal  antagonism  to  something  not  on  tile  establishment  »m 
(There  was  then  no  '*  Dental  Corps.")  I  finally  commenced  work  in  a 
dug-out  covered  with  an  old  blanket,  which  "  Beachy  Bill  "  soon  made 
very  airy,  as  many  shrapnel  bullets  and  one  nose -cap  from  that  famous 
Turkish  gun  came  through  the  roof.  The  first  denture  was  completed  on 
June  14th,  1915,  and  much  to  my  astonishment  the  patient,  whom  I  met 
some  two  weeks  ago  in  this  city,  is*  still  wearing  that  same  denture.  My 
chair  was  made  of  biscuit  boxes  by  an  Australian,  and  the  head-rest  (which 
moved  up  and  down  under  the  control  of  a  large  nail)  was  covered  with 
Jaconette,  which  was  swabbed  over  after  each  patient.  And  the  cuspidor 
was  a  boat-bailer  and  the  steriliser  a  mounted-infantry  dixie,  the  handle 
of  which  made  it  very  convenient  to  lift  on  and  off  the  Primus  stove 
At  the  end  of  the  first  week  my  two  mechanics,  who  worked  like  heroes, 
had  (with  some  assistance  from  myself,  waxing,  etc.,  at  night  time)  com- 
pleted seventy-nine  repairs  and  dentures.  I  also  filled  a  good  many  teeth, 
but  sent  all  extractions  to  the  ambulance,  as  I  was  pretty  busy  taking 
impressions,  etc.  As  the  post  where  I  was  working  became  unsafe,  I  was 
transferred,  three  weeks  later,  to  Imbros,  where  I  attended  a  good  many 
men  from  Camp  Helles  when  they  came  over  to  rest  camp.  Captain  Don 
took  over  from  me  and  re-established  our  "  Hospital  "  (?)  at  Walker's 
Ridge,  and  was  going  strong  when  Z  visited  there  from  ImMos  on  August 
1st,  1915.  I  think  I  can  fairly  claim  the  honour  of  having  established  the 
first  Dental  Hospital  "  in  the  field  in  Jime,  1915,  and  it  was  only  1,100 
yards  from  the  Turkish  trenches  on  Walker's  Ridge.  I  returned  to  No.  2 
Outpost,  Anzac,  in  November,  and  joined  Captain  £>on,  who  had  removed 
there  from  Walker's  Ridge.  My  surgery  at  No.  2  was  much  more  pre- 
tentious than  at  Anzac  Corve,  and  I  was  quite  proud  of  the  door  with 
hoop-Iron  hinges,  and  a  mosquito-net  window,  which  at  least  kept  out 
the  cold,  but  I  left  it  with  no  regrets  on  December  13th,  1915.

Having 
had  his  teeth  out  the  man  had  another  medical  examination  and  was 
graded  Two.  Consequently  the  Army  would  not  supply  him  with  teeth 
free.  He  had  no  money  or  means  to  pay  for  a  set  for  himsdf.  How  tlboat' 
the  American  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  is  doing  so  much  for  dentistry  in  Eng- 
land by  volunteer  American  dental  help?  A  Denial  Preparedness  League 
if  organized  in  England  would  attend  to  all  needs  of  such  a  case. 
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C  The  following  items  from  The  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  official  weekly 
newwpmper  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  abroad  are  well  worth 
«liiie: 

**  Among  tSie  spoils  of  the  St.  Mihid  salient  were  many  Boche  ambulances 
wliidi  supplied  striking  evidence  of  tihe  scarcity  of  rubber  in  Germany. 
The  front  wheels  of  the  ambulances  were  equipped  with  steel  tires — 
an  ingenious  affair  with  an  outer  rim  like  that  of  a  wagon-tire,  separated 
from  the  wheel  by  steel  spiral  springs.  The  rear  tires  were  pneumatic  and 
of  rubber  like  ours,  but  they  were  encased  in  a  leather  cover  to  reduce 
wear.  Soaae  of  these  ambuhmcea  were  doing  bushiess  in  the  American 
ambulance  service  before  their  engines  had  been  stilled  many  hours.  Tbey 
are  rougher  to  ride  in  than  ours,  harder  to  steer  and  much  noisier. 

"  '  Can  anybody  run  this?  '  asked  an  Engineer  Captain  of  his  coinpany, 
pointing  to  one  diminutive  engine  with  a  fiy-wheel  like  a  threshing  machine, 
'  Sure,  I  can,  sir/  said  one  husky  private.  '  I  *ve  fired  on  twenty-seven 
faOraiids,  I  "ve  been  fired  from  seven,  I  'va  worked  on  every  kind  of  loco- 
modve  the  Baldwin  Works  ever  thought  of,  and  I  can  run  anything  with 
four  wheels  that  Frits  can  build.  I  'U  have  this  baby  talking  English 
in  an  hour '  ^ 

"  Every  big  American  gun  has  a  name  of  its  own,  bestowed  upon  it  by 
the  men  of  the  battery.  One  of  the  big  ones  that  poimded  away  at  the 
German  mmmmrifatkma  bdiind  St.  MiUd.  was  named '  Wilson's  Answer.' 
Toa  eould  hear  '  Vnison's  Answer '  aU  over  Lorraine.  " 

C  or  oonrae  in  every  army  the  telephone  stations  hove  odd  and  frequently 
dianged  code  names  »^  For  example,  Parsnips  may  be  Vladivostock  to- 
morrow. It  might  be  a  boy's  name  one  day  or  a  flower's  name  the  next. 
In  one  P.  C.  that  played  a  big  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  battle,  a  skilful  but 
rather  effeminate  young  capt^  had  to  endure  the  titters  in  the  dug-out 
whenever  he  went  to  i±»  tdepfaone  and  waa  tliere  obUged  to  say:  **  Yes, 
tins  ia  AnnabeUe." 


d.  Saya  Chairman  Hurley,  "  One  of  the  chief  obstacles  supposed  to  ham- 
per  ua  in  the  operation  or  our  new  eUps  is  the  La  Follette  law,  also  known 
as  the  Seamen's  Act.  I  think  it  well  to  give  my  viewpoint  on  this  much 

d-bated  law."  It  is  unfortunate  that  sea-wages  have  occupied  so  much 
ol  our  thought  in  connection  with  merchant  ships.  The  La  Follette  act 
is  a  high-wage  law  and  has,  therefore,  been  a  burning  question.  It  seems 
inevitable  tiiat  all  discusrions  of  American  shipping  must  begin  with  a 
debate  about  a  coolie  and  a  bowl  of  rice,  and  in  many  cases  never  get  cuiy 
further.  Read  shipping  testimony  before  Congress  and  this  problem  of 
wages  dominates  ^  Talk  with  shipping  men  and  you  will  find  it  is  ever 
present  in  their  thoughts. 

**  Now  it  may  be  that  they  are  right — that  in  the  futiu-e,  after  we  have 
made  practical  efforta  to  operate  American  sii^  with  American  crews* 
paid  American  wages  and  living  under  American  standards — we  shall 
need  cheaper  labor  to  bold  our  own  in  competition. 

^  "  But  if  that  proves  true,  then  the  American  merchant  marine  will 
nm  counter  to  most  of  our  industrial  experiences.  We  haul  freight  on  the 
railroads  and  the  Great  Lakes  cheaper  than  any  nation  in  the  world, 
and  do  it  with  American  labor  under  American  conditions.  Most  of  our 
Imelyi  trade  in  manufactured  goods  consists  of  products  made  by  the 
best-pcdd  American  workmen — automobiles,  typev-Titers  and  office  ma- 
chinery, ag^ricultural  implements,  steel  and  other  metal  products.  We 
have  learned  at  home,  as  business  men»  that  it  almost  invariably  pays 
to  raiae  living  standards  and  wages,  and  I  believe  tiiat  this  is  as  true  upon 
the  ooeaiis  as  It  is  upon  land."

Tht  Wdier  Reed  Hospital,  named  in  honor  of  Captain  Walter  Reed  of  the 
AmeHean  army,  one  of  the  officers  sent  to  Panama  by  the  Ckwemment  to 

investigate  the  yellow  fever  epidemic,  was  formerly  an  Army  Post  in- 
firmary. When  war  was  declared,  the  Government  built  a  number  of 
Qdditions  and  transformed  the  same  into  a  General  Hospital  9^  ^  *m  »^ 


I  HAVE  FOUGHT  THE  BATTLE 
OF  WALTER  REED 

^HEN  the  din  of  the 
past  war  has  grown 
"  dinnest,"  and  all 
is  again  peace  and 
"  clam,"  I  hope  to 
some  night  be  com- 
placently seated  as 
near  a  huge  open  fireplace  as  ray 
personal  fire-an  d-accident-insur- 
ancc  papers  will  allow.  With  the 
"  woof  "  right  across  from  me,  we 
shall  between  us  be  endeavoring  to 
assure  our  (?)  little  yoimgster  that 
tlie  *'  Sand-Man  "  is  about  due,  and 
that  the  safest  way  to  receive  him 
is  to  be  snugly  tucked  in  between 
little  white  sheets. 
During  the  day  he  will  have  been 
Wdng  at  a  large  picture-book, 
wherein  the  battles  of  Chateau- 
Thierry,  Cantigny  and  mnny  others 
•re  vividly  portrayed.  The  infant 
mind  has  wondered  what  his  father 
did  during  the  great  struggle*  and 
before  retiring  his  parting  query  will 
be:  "  And  what  did  you  do  in  the 
big  wBst?"  Bravdy  and  fearleady 


will  I  answer  him — "  I  fought  in 
the  battle  of  Washington  and  in  the 
battle  of  Walter  Reed."  How  true 
the  above-mentioned  "battles"  were 
real  honest -to- gawd  fights  no  one 
knows  but  those  who  happened  to 
be  in  both  sectors.  At  the  Washing- 
ton affair  you  fought  for  food,  for 
your  sleep,  for  your  clothes,  for 
your  hair-cut,  for  your  health  and 
at  times  for  your  very  life. 
The  battle  of  Washington  was  a 
fierce  one,  but  not  quite  as  bloody 
as  the  battle  of  Walter  Reed.  The 
manner  in  which  you  were  separated 
from  your  money  at  the  battle  of 
Washington  was  svifficient  to  cause 
untold  suffering,  but  modem  meth- 
ods at  Walter  Reed  made  poestble 
the  severing  of  limbs  and  other 
p>ortions  of  your  anatomy  quite  pain- 
less. I  fought  in  both  battles  and 
kept  alert  during  them  and  know 
whereof  I  speak  (  "  write  "  would 
be  proper,  but  look  at  all  the  eras- 
ing I  would  have  to  do,  so  we  will 
let  "speak"  suffice).  I  won't  tell 
you  any  more  about  the  battle  of 
Washington;  the  memories  are  such 
that  if  enumerated  here,  theif  re* 
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iteration  would  cause  you  great  pain 
via  your  sympathy  route  so  I  *11 
tell  you  about  Walter  Reed. 
Under  cover  of  darkness  I  worked 
my  way  to  the  receiving-ward  in 
the  Walter  Reed  sector.  I  had  and 
was  suffering  with  an  acute  pain 
over  my  right  eye,  and  although 
not  in  the  vicinity  of  shells  I  had 
symptoms  closely  related  to  those 
caused  by  shell-shock.  No  doubt  my 
indemnity  bill  at  the  Hotel  Stayif- 
youcan  was  equal  to  any  exploding 
shell  and  caused  my  nervous  symp- 
toms. The  commanding  officer  had 
decided  that  I  was  unfit  for  front- 
line duty,  so  he  ordered  me  to 
officers'  quarters  number  two^  for 
observation  I  expected  that  an 
X-ray  would  be  made  in  order  to 
determine  as  to  whether  or  not  my 
sinuses  were  resf>onsible  for  the  pain 
and  that  I  would  be  returned  to 
duty;  but  the  little  word  observa- 
tion had  been  placed  on  my  card, 
and  take  it  from  me,  the  only  time 
that  I  was  not  observed  was  when 


I  bathed — perhaps  even  then 
Upon  arriving  at  my  destination  I 
was  given  a  pair  of  pajamas  that 
had  undoubtedly  been  constructed 
for  our  former  president,  William 
Howard  Toofat.  I  finally  got  the 
pajamas  to  cover  me  by  using  the 
knowledge  I  had  acquired  in  wrap- 
ping spiral  puttees. 
I  then  started  making  my  rounds  of 
the  various  wards  and  was  amazed 
at  the  efficiency  and  thoroughness 
with  which  all  cases  were  treated. 
Efficiency  was  the  main  watch-word 
at  Walter  Reed,  and  if  some  efficient 
stenographer  had  marked  on  your 
chart  "  tonsils  removed,"  and  the 
doctor  in  making  a  final  examina- 
tion found  out  that  they  had  not 
been  removed — well,  they  WERE — 
the  chart  had  to  read  correctly.  Gee! 
how  thankful  I  am  that  "  Head 
removed  "  had  not  been  placed  on 
my  chart.  Well,  when  I  had  finally 
**  come  to,"  all  was  again  peace  and 
"  clam  "  and  men  who  had  lost  any 
of  their  limbs  were  being  given  the 
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finest  kind  of  attention  in  the  ortho- 
pedic section. 

In  the  reconstruction  wards  the  men 
were  being  taught  how  to  make  all 
sorts  of  toys  and  many  other  unique 
and  interesting  articles.  One  young 
fellow  who  had  only  one  arm  was 
constructing  mechanical  toys  in 
their  entirety,  while  another  was 
busily  engaged  designing  a  peacock 
with  various  colored  beads,  the  same 
to  later  serve  as  a  purse.  I  imagine 
that  when  these  toys  are  placed  on 
sale  they  will  be  quite  a  memento. 
The  stamp  **  Made  in  Germany  " 
has  been  supplanted  by  "  Made  at 
Walter  Reed." 

The  most  striking  phase  of  the  whole 
hospital  is  the  lack  of  moroseness 
and  regret.  The  spirit  is  such  that — 
well,  to  me  it  is  simply  indescribable. 
For  instance,  a  number  of  boys  were 
seated  on  a  veranda,  basking  in  the 
sunshine.  One  of  them  noticed  an 
orderly  crossing  the  lawn  with  an 
artificial  leg  slung  carelessly  under 
his  arm.  In  a  loud  voice  one  of  them 


who  had  lost  a  leg  called  out:  "  Hey, 
there!  Where  yer  goin'  with  my 
leg?  "  The  orderly  turned,  smiled, 
turned  again  and  walked  on.  He 
was  used  to  such  jests. 
I  then  staggered  over  to  the  dental 
clinic  and  there  the  greatest  of  all 
surprises  greeted  me.  A  clinic  such 
as  we  often  dream  about  was  there 
in  actuality.  Rows  of  white  chairs, 
cabinets,  sterilizers,  cuspidors,  etc. 
In  each  chair  there  was  a  patient 
and  all  operators  were  busily  en- 
gaged. Colonel  J.  R.  Ames  was 
making  his  continual  tour  of  in- 
spection suid  stopp>ed  only  long 
enough  to  explain  to  me  that  he 
was  working  towards  making  his 
department  the  equal  of  any.  It 
looked  to  me  after  I  had  loafed 
around  there  a  bit  that  his  depart- 
ment was  head  and  heels  over  all 
others  ^  ^ 

The  first  dental  clinic  is  under  the 
supervision  and  control  of  Colonel 
Ames,  and  was  established  under 
his  guidance  in  February,  1917 


Mrs,  Cora  Wallace  Morton  of  San  Francisco,  the  "fairy  godmother  "  of  the 
ospital,  who  has  worked  most  assiduously  for  the  contort  of  "  her  boys." 
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Total  number  of  patients  for  whom 
services  have  been  rendered  to 
December  Pint,  are  4,427.  Prom 
one  to  seven  operators  have'been 
employed. 

Bsodontia  operations  are  in  the 
hands  of  Captain  Naidas  »^  The 
equipment  for  treatment  of  fracture 
cases  is  most  complete — eleven 
operations  of  this  nature  have  been 
performed  to  date,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected with  the  return  of  our 
wounded  from  the  Western  front, 
that  this  part  of  the  work  will  be 
of  increasing  importance. 
UfKMi  making  inquiries  amongst  the 
enlisted  men  I  was  satisfied  that 
Colonel  Ames'  order,  viz.,  *'  Treat 
all  enlisted  men  as  Brigadier-Gen- 
erals," had  been  carried  out,  for 
each  and  every  man  was  more  than 
delighted  both  with  the  treatment 
and  quality  of  work.  All  extractions 
are  handled  in  a  room  especially 
equipped  for  that  sort  of  work  and 
the  X-ray  room  contained  the  latest 
machine  given  to  the  dental  pro- 
fession. The  laboratory  was  large 
and  well  equipped  and  the  men 
in  charge  were  of  the  best. 
In  the  Red  Cross  Auditorium  the 
c-onvalescing  patients  were  scattered 
about,  some  reading,  others  playing 
pool,  a  few  working  at  jig-saws, 
and  at  one  table  I  saw  four  men, 
each  with  an  arm  missing,  playing 
what  I  would  term  the  original 
"  four-handed  game."  Away  off  in 
the  comer  was  a  former  cabaret 
piano-player  "  knocking  off  "  a  few 
rollicking  jazz  pieces.  It  is  in  this 
auditorium  that  the  actors  playing 
at  the  local  theaters  come  in  their 
off  hours  and  amuse  and  entertain 
the  men.  Actors  and  actresses  were 
always  well  known  for  their  inborn 
or  acquired  charitable  instinct  »^ 
I  must  tell  you  about  the  "  fairy 


godmother  "  of  the  hoapital.  She  it 
Mrs.  Cora  Wallace  Morton  of  San 
Prandsoo,  and  while  not  a  member 
of  any  of  tiie  authoriced  orgam- 
rations,  she  has  worked  most  assidu- 
ously for  tbe  wdfSare  and  eomfoit 
of  *'  her  boys.*'  With  huge  baskets 
of  fruit,  candy,  and  cake  she  makes 
her  rounds  of  the  wards  and  dis- 
tributes her  dainties  to  each  and 
every  man.  Rain,  snow,  or  shine, 
she  comes  early  in  the  morning, 
and  many  a  night  has  found  her 
still  making  her  rounds.  She  carries 
with  her  a  little  memorandum-pad 
and  gets  personal  requests  from  the 
boys.  She  has  suited  their  particular 
cravings  all  the  way  from  chicken- 
soup  to  a  harmonica.  The  atmos- 
phere of  the  whole  ward  changes 
as  soon  as  she  enters.  She  does  not 
bother  them  with  questions  as  to 
the  happenings  "  over  there."  Their 
comfort  "  over  here  "  is  what  she 
is  working  for,  and  from  all  indi- 
cations she  seems  to  have  well  earned 
the  title  of  "  fairy  godmother."  »^ 
The  task  is  a  tremendous  one, 
but  the  Government  seems  to 
be  meeting  all  demands,  and 
under  the  careful  guidance  of 
Colonel  C.  Schriener  and  Walter 
Reed  the  manner  in  which  the 
men  are  attended  will,  in  later  life, 
be  a  satisfying  thought — not  only 
to  those  who  provided  the  skilled 
and  loving  care,  but  to  the  soldiers 
themselves.  For  them  it  will  be 
fine  to  remember  that  the  Cjovem- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  viewing 
with  pitying  concern  their  sufferings 
and  wounds,  extended  itself  in  sal> 
vaging  their  bodies  and  livea 
Unselfishly  and  bravely  they  did 
their  bit  toward  crushing  the  un- 
merciful Hun  and  in  making  this 
grand  old  country  of  ourt  a  aafe 
place  to  live  in.

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YANKEE  TEETH 

The  following  is  an  editorial  from  the  North  American,  date  of  Novembef 
2nd,  1918,  The  writer  has  a  keen  insight  as  to  the  actual  conditions  of  the 
dental  profession  in  the  U.  S.,  and  its  needs.  While  denial  conditions  are 
superior  to  those  elsewhere  they  are  far  from  ideal,  and  we  are  only  looking 
forward  to  the  time  when  with  the  co-operaHon  of  the  pubHc,  ffte  reforms 
necessary  may  be  instituted. 


r^^^^^^DTHING  our  fight-

Along  with  merited  praise  for  their 
physical  courage  and  moral  clean- 
liness Jias  come  an  unexpected 
acclamation  of  the  regular  rows  of 
glistening  enamel  revealed  by  the 
average  Yank  smile — and  reports 
have  indicated  that  even  in  the 
face  of  the  Hun  this  smile  persisted. 
C  Some  idcci  of  the  attention  thus 
aroused  may  be  gained  IVoni  the 
following  coinn^eiit  lately  published 
in  the  London  Daily  Alail: 

^  One  thing  about  the  American 
soldiers  and  sailors  must  strike  Bn- 
gltsh  people  when  they  see  these 
gallant  fighters,  and  that  is  the 

soundness  and  general  whiteness  of 
their  teeth.  It  is  all  the  more  strik- 
ing in  that  it  is  such  a  contra^  to 
the  teeth  of  the  British  people. 
^From  childhood  the  Yank  is 
tnnc!:ht  to  take  cf?r<^  of  his  teeth. 
He  has  tooth  drill  tlirice  daily,  and 
visits  his  dentist  at  lixed  intervals, 
say,  every  three  or  four  months.  If, 
fay  chance,  a  txxith  docs  decay,  the 
rot  is  at  once  arrested  by  a  filling, 
C  The  result  of  all  this  is  that  our 
United  States  cousins,  besides  add- 
ing to  their  appearance,  gain  in 
health  by  having  good  dean  teeth; 
and  when  war  came  very  few  men 
were  turned  down  by  the  military 
authorities  for  having  decayed  teeth. 
So  daily  we  see  them,  their  faces 
tanned,  smilingly  exhibiting  perfect 
sets  of  teeth. 

4  It  is  a  distinctive  mark  of  the 


American — as  distinctive  as  Ida  mii- 
form  or  his  slang. 

41  All  of  which  IS  the  more  inter- 
esting because  it  so  well  illustrates 
the  marvelous  Reproductive  power 
of  near-facts! 

CUnquestiooably,  our  boyi  over- 
seas are  better  equipped  in  tJie 
matter  of  teeth  than  the  soldiers  in 
any  of  the  other  armies,  not  only 
because  they  oome  horn  a  coumtry 
which  always  has  emphasised  the 
need  for  and  led  in  the  development 
of  dentistry,  but  because  sthdr 
admission  to  the  service  was  con- 
ditioned on  the  state  of  their  teeth 
quite  as  much  as  any  other  phyaicnl 
requirement  *^  InddeotaUy,  the 
writer  quoted  should  know  that 
defective  teeth  played  a  leadinc 
role  in  the  draft  rejections  which 
eliminated  one-third  of  the  man 
subject  to  the  first  calll 

C  But  think  how  disappointed  this 
Englishman  would  be  if  he  should 
come  over  to  observe  our  thrice- 
daily  tooth  drill  or  check  up  our 
thrict -yearly  visits  to  the  dentist! 

C.  In  New  York  city  and  some  few 
of  our  larger  cities  he  would  tind  this  ' 
important  matter  ])ropcr]y  attendedl 
in  the  schools.  But  a  vast  ma- 
!<  ru.y  of  our  schools  would  be  notecl 
little  more  than  cursory  exarain* 
ation  of  teeth  by  a  nurse  or 
physician;  and  a  leading  dental 
journal  recently  stated  that  less 
than  one-sixth  of  our  people  "fijive 
sufficient  thought  to  their  teeth  to 
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visit  the  dentist  with  any  degree  of 
regularity." 

C  From  the  same  source  came  the 
appalling  information  that  among 
our  **  unavailable  "  assets  must  be 
numbered  some  1,000,000,000  de- 
cayed teeth,  scattered  thru  the 
mouths  of  our  millions,  and  not 
only  causing  discomfort,  and,  be- 
cause of  impaired  mastication,  in- 
terfering with  proper  nutriment,  but 
probably  responsible  for  a  larger 
measvire  of  physical  and  mental 
incapacity  than  any  other  single 
factor! 

C  To  connect  the  condition  of  the 
teeth  with  that  of  the  mind,  would, 
until  ten  days  ago,  have  seemed 
almost  as  absurd  as  some  persons 
regarded  the  first  accusations  of 
decayed  and  ulcerated  teeth  as  the 
under^nng  cause  of  rheumatism  and 
other  affections  apparently  un- 
related to  the  mouth.  But  so  rapid 
has  been  the  determination  of  this 
curious  kinship,  and  so  abundant 
the  proofs  of  theories  at  first  hailed 
as  "  purely  sensational/'  that  now 
the  pendulum  is  swinging  in  exactly 
the  opposite  direction. 
C  Doctors  who  once  scouted  any 
suggestion  of  such  a  relationship 
now  turn  to  the  dentist  as  a  neces- 
sary first  titep  toward  satisfactory 
diagnosis,  and  as  yet  none  has 
qyestioned  the  announcement, 
made  by  Dr.  Harv^  A.  Cotton, 
"ifdiff^^  director  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  hospital  for  the  insane,  at 
Trenton,  that  there  is  a  direct  and 
provable  relation  between  infected 
teeth  and  certain  forms  of  insanity, 
tlln  a  report,  based  on  tabulated 
and  verified  results  of  eleven  years 
of  experimentation,  Doctor  Cotton 
says,  without  reservation,  that 
numerous  eases  of  different  mental 
malaillwi  have   been  completely 


cured  by  extraction  and  treatment 
of  bad  teeth,  and  by  removal  of 
infected  tonsils  and  proper  medical 
treatment  of  the  systemic  poisoning 
caused  by  the  organism  which 
chooses  the  teeth  as  its  trench, 
d.  So  trustworthy  is  the  source  and 
so  amazing  the  substance  of  this 
rep>ort  that  we  reprint  two  para- 
graphs which  indicate  its  vital 
signihcance.  Doctor  Cotton  states; 

<l  We  are  able  to  cure  early  cases 
in  a  very  short  time,  prevent  the 
disease  from  becoming  chronic  in  a 
large  number  of  cases  and  restore 
a  certain  number  who  have  been  in 
the  hospital  for  as  long  as  nine  jrears. 
This  we  are  doing  daily, 
d  We  have  found  that  infection  of 
the  chronic  type  and  the  resulting 
toxemia  are  the  basis  of  many  men* 
tal  disturbances.  These  chronic  in- 
fections are  known  as  focal  infections 
and  may  be  present  for  years  with- 
out their  existence  becoming  known 
to  the  patient,  and  until  quite 
recently  the  pbyrtdans  and  the 
dentists  have  bieen  ignorant  of  their 
existence. 

C  We  are  practically  prepared  to 
state  that  this  uifcction  originates 
in  the  teeth,  as  we  find  the  same 
organism  in  the  abscessed  teeth, 
tonsils,  stomach  and  duodenum,  and 
in  no  case  have  we  been  able  to 
eliminate  the  teeth  as  the  origin  of 
the  infection. 

€1  We  have  had  five  acute  maniacal 

cases  who  died  within  a  short  time 
after  coming  to  the  hospital.  Form- 
erly the  cause  of  death  was  con- 
sidered due  to  exhaustion  from 
excitement,  but  a  bacteriological 
study  in  these  cases  showed  all  the 
organs  practically  infected  ^  We 
feel  that  we  have  established  a  very 
important  fact  as  applicable  to 
general  medicine  as  to  nervous  and 
mental  diseases,  that  is,  that  the 
infection  originates  in  the  teeth, 
and  after  some  years  infects  other 
organs  thru  the  lymphatic  system.

4lAt  the  New  Jersey  institution 
every  precaution  was  taken  to 
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prevent  a  prematme  or  lU-baied 
announcement  of  reaulta.  Not  until 
direct  cultures  were  made  from  the 
organiams  found  in  the  sfcomach  and 
intestinet  of  patients  under  treat- 
ment, and  these  positively  identi- 
fied as  tiie  organism  found  in  the 
tooth  ahecessesj  was  it  settied  in  the 
minds  of  the  investigators  that  the 
mouth  conditions  were  primarily  to 
blame.  But  after  this  identity  was 
proved  and  the  elimination  of  the 
toxic  condition  caused  hy  the 
organism  had  effected  complete 
cures,  there  could  no  longer  be 
reasonable  doubt. 

C  In  consequence  of  these  startling 
results,  the  dentist  has  become  one 
of  the  most  important  practi- 
tioners in  the  Trenton  asylum. 
And,  having  such  impressive  first- 
hand evidence  of  the  value  of  tooth- 
care.  Doctor  Cotton  recommends  a 
nation-wide  campaign  of  educntion 
in  regard  to  the  care  azxd  treatment 
of  teeth. 

HThis  latest  development  in  the 
rapidly  growing  chain  of  con- 
nection between  infected  teeth  and 
various  widespread  diseases  prompts 
us  to  a  brief  badcward  glance  at  an 
editorial  published  on  this  page 
several  years  ago — the  first  news- 
paper discussion  of  that  nature,  so 
far  as  we  know*  concerning  a  matter 
which  even  so  recently  was  looked 
upon  as  of  minor  importance.  As  a 
matter  of  feet,  some  of  our  Mends 
then  jestingly  criticised  our  espousal 
of  the  subject,  on  the  ground  that 
it  was  not  of  sufficient  moment  to 
justify  such  attention. 

41  It  is  the  concept  of  The  North 
American  that  it  is  as  much  the 


function  of  a  newspaper  to  concern 
itself  with  questions  of  general 
health  as  with  its  primary  Ainction 
of  the  presentation  of  current  news. 
And  in  view  of  what  has  trans- 
pired in  this  particular  field  since 
the  publication  of  that  first  of  our 
"tooth editorials  espeaally  this 
latest  discovery^t  seems  eminently 
fitting  to  reprint  a  <|uotation  then 
cited  a  statement  *by  Dr*  IV*  C 
Rucker,  assistant  surgeon-feneral 
of  the  United  States  public  health 
service  «» 

C  "  There  is  a  close  relation  be- 
tween mental  development  and  dent- 
al development,"  he  said,  "and 
elaborate  data  recentiy  collected  in 
Cleveland  relating  to  the  school 
children  of  that  city  showed  that 
health  of  the  mouth  and  standing 
in  the  class  were  tilings  intimately 
associated.  In  a  number  of  cases 
children  who  were  inattentive,  stu- 
pid and  even  incorrigible  became 
normal,  well  behaved,  bright  and 
studious  when  their  mouths  had 
recdved  proper  treatment.  ^The  re- 
sults obtained  by  such  means  were, 
in  fact,  littie  short  of  marvelous." 

C  So  there  would  seem  to  be  a 
logical  basis  for  the  results  obtained 
at  Trenton.  In  any  event,  we  now 
know  beyond  peradventure  that 
Yankee  teeth,  as  they  have  won 
admiration  afar,  will  even  more 
surely  win  health  and  efficiency  for 
us  here  at  home,  if  properly  cared 
for.  And  one  of  the  vital  tasks  ahead 
of  us  is  to  sec  that  the  excellent 
results  thus  obtained  in  the  army 
shall  be  extended  to  the  nation  at 
large  ^

«Y  a  UtUe  post 
card,  with  two  or 
tluee  word*  upon 
it,  from  aome  boy 
in  France,  is  what 
lots  of  us  members 
of  the  Preparedness 
League  of  American  dentists 
who  have  spent  hundreds  of  dollars, 
and  also  many  hours  of  precious 
time,  would  like  to  have  now  and 
then.  How  many  of  you  have 
dentally  prepared  fifty  or  a  hundred 
or  maybe  two  hundred  boys  for 
service  free  of  cost  to  Uncle  Sam, 
and  free  to  the  boy,  and,  have  like 
myself,  exercised  a  great  deal  of 
care  and  time  and  given  the  recruit 
the  best  that  was  in  you,  in  order 
that  he  might  be  better  fixed  up  to 
fight  the  nation's  battles  and  that 
he  might  enjoy  a  fair  degree  of  com- 
fort for  several  years  to  come;  and 
maybe,  you,  like  myself,  thought 
you  had  a  whole  lot  of  young 
friends  who  would  be  called,  and 
you  have  perhaps,  like  myself, 
experienced  a  small  amount  of 
active  fighting  service  and  knew 
just  about  what  was  coming,  and 
coached  your  friends  in  various 
things  as  to  what  to  do  and  not  to 
do  in  order  to  have  smoother  sailing.

You  don't  expect 
it  be<2iuse  you  have  just  been  doing 
your  duty.  But  one  or  two,  or  a 
dozen  of  those  boys  upon  whom  you 
labored  many  hours  and  spent 
money  freely  and  gladly  and  would 
do  it  again  and  then  again — by  a 
small  post  card — the  mailing  of 
which  would  n't  cost  him  a  penny, 
could  gladden  your  heart  to  an 
untold  extent — if  he  would  only 
do  it  ^ 

<I. Something  over  two  hundred  fell 
to  my  lot.  The  other  day  one  of 
them,  who  I  had  placed  in  excellent 
condition  and  at  quite  an  expense 
to  myself,  took  it  upon  himself  to 
write  me  a  friendly  note — the  very 
first  one  I  had  ever  received — and 
knowing  soldiers  and  their  ways 
and  that  they  are  habitually 
"  busted,"  so  to  speak,  and  in  a 
foreign  land  where  only  money 
talks,  and  where  a  few  francs  will 
work  wonders  in  many  ways  and 
opeu  many  doors  dear  to  the  soldier's 
heart — I  sat  down  and  sent  him  a 
hundred  francs  and  told  him  to 
have  one  grand  glorious  time  at  my 
expense,  and  keep  the  change.  But 
in  all  candor — ^just  a  word  of 
thoughtfulnesa  from  those  we 
have  thoughtfully  and  carefully 
helped  makes  us  all  feel  better  and 
more  willing  to  do  our  service, 
because  not  all  of  the  fighting  has 
been  upqn  the  firing  line. 
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THE  ETIOLOGY  OF  INFLUENZA

gcon-Gcneral 
Oorgas  understood 
O^Ss^Cf^S-O  thoroughly  that  the 
diseases  we  should  have  to  deal 
with  would  be  the  respiratory 
diseases,  as  we  call  them.  It  is  not 
generally  known,  but  it  is  true  that 
of  all  the  diseases  that  General 
Gorgas  had  to  deal  with  on  the 
Canal  Zone,  neither  malaria  nor 
yellow  fever  was  the  most  difficult. 
It  was  pneumonia.  He  knew  how  to 
prevent  yellow  fever  and  malaria, 
but  he  did  not  know  how  to  take 
care  of  pneumonia.  Three  of  us, 
with  Surgeon-General  Grorgas,  went 
to  the  Secretary  of  War  before  there 
was  a  barracks  built,  and  we  told 
him  that  the  disease  we  should  have 
to  deal  with  would  be  pneumonia 
and  kindred  diseases,  and  we  asl:cd 
that  sufficient  space  be  provided  in 
b.i!  1  icks  for  the  men.  The  Secretary 
oi  War  was  highly  appreciative  of 
what  we  said  and  ordered  it  done.  I 
want  to  say  that  with  respect  to 
crowding  in  our  armies,  I  have  come 
to  realize  that  in  the  army,  especially 
in  our  canips,  crowding  in  barracks 
is  of  very  little  importance  com- 
pared with  crowding  under  other 
conditions.  When  men  are  in  the 
barracks  and  are  asleep,  they  are 
not  coughing,  they  are  not  sneering, 
or  doing  anything  of  that  kind. 
Most  of  them  are  asleep.  It  is  when 


they  are  assembled  in  a  large  hall 
that  trouble  comes.  At  Camp 
Forest  there  were  9,000  people  in  a 
hall,  for  instance,  and  if  every 
individual  was  perfectly  upright, 
inclining  his  head  neither  forward 
nor  backward,  and  the  noses  of 
these  people  were  within  16  inches 
of  one  another,  that  being  the 
greatest  distance  lateraUy,  or  26 
inches,  with  coughing  and  sneezing 
violently,  you  can  readily  under- 
stand what  the  condition  of  the 
atmosphere  must  have  been,  and  it 
would  have  made  but  little  differ- 
ence if  that  building  had  had  no 
roof  and  no  walls  to  it.  You  can 
crowd  men  outdoors,  and  while 
they  are  outdoors  you  can  crowd 
them  just  as  much  as  when  they 
are  indoors;  and  I  must  say  that 
this  was  something  I  had  never 
thoroughly  appreciated. 
C  One  word  with  reference  to 
pneumonia,  before  we  come  to 
inlluenza:  We  had  a  splendid 
record  for  the  first  six  months  of 
the  war.  We  had  a  death  rate  but 
little  above  tiuit  of  the  same  age 
group  at  home:  and  thirteen  out  of 
the  Iwciity  nine  large  cantonments 
h;  d  a  death  rate  lower  than  the 
same  nge  group  at  home.  The 
lUinoif,  c]i\  ision  at  Waco,  Texas,  had 
a  death  rate  in  the  first  six  months 
of  the  war  of  less  than  one  half 
of  what  occurred  during  the  same 
time  among  the  same  age  group 
in  the  city  of  Chicago  because  they 
were  selected  men.  You  remember 
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that  the  infectious  diseases,  espec- 
ially the  respiratory  diseases,  kill 
40  or  more  per  cent  men  than 
women,  and  all  these  were  men.  So 
it  is  a  wonderful  record,  and  the 
same  is  true  of  New  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania,   Ohio    and    various  other 
organizations  ..^ 
C  So  far  as  pneumonia  is  concerned, 
during  the  first  six  months  these 
facts  seemed  to  be  establislud  so 
far  as  figures  can  establish  anything: 
The  city  boy  lived,  the  country  boy 
died;  the  Northern  boy  lived,  the 
Southern  boy  died.  Whether  these 
two  were  exactly  the  same  or  not,  I 
do  not  know.  Of  course,  the  rural 
population  is  greater  in  the  South. 
C  Influenza — clinical     influenza — 
struck  oar  camps  last  February.  It 
has    been   written    up    by  Major 
Soper,  and  the  report  was  pubHshed 
before    the    present    epidemic  of 
influenza  came.  It  pof^srsscd  all  the 
clinical  features  of  infliicnza  that 
have   existed  this  fall.   At  Camp 
Forest  it  came  as  it  came  on  Camp 
Devens  last  fall,  Hke  a  thunderbolt 
out  of  a  clear  sky,  and  prostrated 
a  large  number  of  people,  and  it  was 
not  followed  by  pneumonia.  There 
were  no  deaths.  Normally  deaths 
did  not  increase  as  a  result  of  it.  We 
were  on  the  outlook  for  influenza  all 
the  while.  The  first  intimation  we 
had     in     the    Surgeon -General's 
office  of  influenza's  threatening  this 
country  came  in  August.  A  steam- 
ship on  its  way  across  the  ocean 
from  France  was  struck  by  influenza 
and  it  was  so  badly  hit  that  all  of 
the  seamen  were  prostrated  and  it 
had  to  put  into  Halifax  before  it 
could  proceed  to  New  York.  We 
had  that  warning  in  August,  and 
when  this  steamer  reached  New 
York  it  was  thoroughly  disinfected, 
and  an  this  time  this  procedure  was 


carried  out  at  New  York  and  New- 
port News.  All  troops  ordered  to 
France  were  sent  to  Hoboken  and 
to   Newport   News  and  held  in 
quarantine  fourteen  days.  Every 
man  was  examined  and  his  tempera- 
ture taken  once  every  day.  No  man 
with  any  elevation  of  temperature 
was  allowed  to  go  on  board.  As  the 
men  went  on  the  boat  in  single  file 
they  were  examined.  The  examin- 
ations were  made  daily,  and  if  the 
men  were  found  with  elevation  of 
temperature  or  sign  of  illness  they 
were  sent  back  home.  We  were 
looking  for  influenza  of  the  virulent 
type  at  Newport  News  and  New 
York,  but  influenza  did  not  occur  in 
New  York,  nor  did  it  come  into 
New  York;  it  came  in  Boston.  It 
may  be  a  mere  coincidence,  there 
may  be  some  thing  more  in  it,  but 
the  influenza  in  1899  entered  the 
port  of  Boston.  I  think  I  can  say 
with  reasonable  certainty  that  this 
influenza    epidemic     came  into 
Boston  Harbor,  was  landed  at  the 
Commonwealth  Pier,  struck  Boston 
and  Camp  Devens  only  a  few  miles 
from  Boston,  spread   from  Camp 
Devens  all  over  the  country,  and 
has   traveled   rapidly  ever  since. 
There  cannot  be  any  question  as  to 
how  influenza  travels;  it  travels  on 
two  legs,  and  man  is  the  carrier. 
C  I  went  to  Camp  Devens  as  soon 
as  the  epidemic  was  reported,  and  I 
might  say  that  I  thought  my  eyes 
would  never  see  such  horror  as  I 
saw  there.   I  went  through  the 
Spanish- American    War;    I  saw 
thousands  and  thousands  of  cases 
of  tjrphoid  fever,  but  I  never  had 
anything  so  depress  me  as  the  con- 
ditions that  existedatCamp  Devens. 
a.  Unfortunately,  it  has  been  almost 
impossible  for  us  to  study  influensa. 
Why?  Because  men  were  dying  from 
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pneumonia,  and  we  cannot  spend 
the  time  to  examine  the  blood  of 
patients  with  influenza  when  so 
many  people  are  dying  from  pneu- 
monia. We  are  going  to  have  in- 
fluenza with  us:  it  is  not  going  to 
disappear  very  soon.  I  do  not  want 
to  be  a  pessimist;  I  am  always  an 
optimist  ^ 

The  second  year  of  the  epidemic 
of  1899  showed  more  deaths  from 
influenza  than  the  first  year,  and  we 
are  going  to  have  the  influenza 
epidemic  for  some  time  to  come.  Let 
us  make  a  study  of  influenza  as  well 
as  of  pneumonia.  Let  us  find  out 
what  is  the  cause  of  influenza.  If  I 
were  asked  to  define  influenza,  I 
should  say  it  is  a  disease  of  unknown 
origin,  characterized  by  a  marked 
leukopenia,  and  I  am  sorry  that  that 
has  not  been  studied  more  care- 
iuUy.  As  a  retult  of  the  leukopenia 
the  s»teway«  of  invaaion  are  open, 
and  any  micro-organim  that  is 
lying  around  may  invade  the  lungs 
if  it  is  capable  of  growing  and 
multiplying  there. 
€L  So  far  as  pneumonia  is  oon- 
oemed,  I  am  convinced  that  any 
micro-organism  that  will  grow  and 
multiply  in  the  lungs  may  cause 
pneumonia.  It  is  not  the  pneumo- 
coccus  or  streptococcus  alone;  it  is 
not  the  Pfeiffer  bacillus  or  the 
Freidlander  bacillus  alone.  Any 
organism  that  may  grow  and  multi> 
ply  in  the  lungs  will  cause  pneu- 
monia.  One  man  who  studied 
pneumonia  at  Camp  Devens  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  inlluensa 
and  pneumonia  were  due  to  the 
PfeifTeer  bacillus.  Another  man 
equally  competent  who  studied  it 
here  at  Camp  Grant  said  it  was  due 
to  a  pneumoooccus;  another  man 
studying  it  somewhere  else  said 
that  it  was  due  to  the  strepto- 


coccus, and  so  on.  We  can  say,  I 
think,  with  a  great  deal  of  certainty 
that  influenza  is  very  much  like 
measles  in  this  respect.  It  takes 
away  resistance;  and  the  organism 
that  takes  advantage  of  this  is  the 
prevailing  organism  in  that  com- 
munity. We  have  streptococcus 
pneumonia;  we  have  Friedlander's 
bacillus  pneumonia,  and  so  on.  It 
has  been  observable  all  the  way 
through  this  epidemic,  and  it  has 
been  mentioned  in  other  epidemics 
of  pneumonia  following  influenza, 
that  it  kills  the  strongest  and  most 
vigorous.  Typhoid  fever  is  more 
prevalent  in  men  than  in  women 
and  more  prevalent  in  young 
women  than  among  old  men,  be- 
cause those  people  have  the  greatest 
range  of  activity.  The  man  who  is  in 
a  hospital,  or  the  man  who  is  on 
duty,  is  drinking  water  here  and 
there.  The  greatest  mortality  was 
highest  among  the  strongest  and 
most  vigorous  because  these  have 
the  greatest  range  of  activity. 
C  The  death  rate  is  higher  in  the 
civilian  population  between  20  and 
40  years  of  age.  Of  course,  in  the 
Army  we  have  only  those  between 
20  and  45  years  of  age,  and  we  have 
nuwt  susceptible  material.  We  have 
been  trying  to  find  out  what  we 
could  about  this,  and  we  calculate 
that  these  figures  may  not  be  ex- 
actly right.  In  Richmond,  Va.,  for 
example,  of  the  inhabitants  between 
20  and  40  years  of  age,  there  waa 
one  in  six  times  as  many  deaths  as 
had  occurred.  So  we  compared  the 
death  rate  of  all  the  ii^faitanta 
between  20  and  40  years  of  age  with 
the  death  rate  in  the  civilian  popu- 
lation according  to  the  number  of 
those  between  20  and  40  years  of 
age.  Here  is  the  point:  These 
diseases  find  suitable  material  be*

tween  20  and  40  years  of  age.  I  did 
not  quite  bdieve  this,  and  there  is 
an  easier  explanation  than  that.  I 
think  it  is  like  typhoid  fever,  and 
that  is,  people  between  20  and  40 
years  of  age  herd  together,  and  on  the 
whole  the  people  who  crowd  together 
flare  the  people  between  20  and  40 
years  of  age,  either  in  military  or 
civilian  life.  I  want  to  exclude  the 
poesibility  that  there  may  be  greater 
fliifloeptibiUty  at  that  age.  Some  say 
the  older  people  have  had  it,  and 
have  asked  why  the  younger  people 
do  not  have  it  more.  I  will  not  go 
into  that  phase  of  the  subject. 
C  In  the  civilian  population  there 
are  going  to  be  recrudesences  of  it. 
Whether  there  are  going  to  be 
recrudescences  in  the  camps  or  not, 
I  do  not  know.  From  a  scientific 
standpoint,  it  is  unfortunate  that 
our  camps  are  soon  to  be  dissolved. 
We  should  Uke  to  know  about  this. 
We  have  been  trying  to  distinguish 
between  relapses  and  recurrences. 
We  find  a  small  number  of  people 
who  have  had  influensa  without 
pneumonia,  who  have  thoroughly 
recovered,  who  have  been  appar- 
ently perfectly  well  from  two  to 
three  weeks,  ^nd  then  they  have 
come  down  again  with  all  the 
original  symptoms  just  as  though 
they  never  had  it.  There  is  a  larger 
number  who  think  they  have  not 
entirely  recovered.  These  were  re- 
lapses, and  we  are  trylnt^  to  dis- 


tinguish between  recurrences  and 
relapses.  You  cannot  put  any  trust 
at  all  in  the  figures.  In  some  places 
they  call  everything  influenxa  if  a 
man  sneezes  once  or  twice.  In  other 
cases  they  call  it  influensa  pneu- 
monia. In  one  camp  there  was  an 
order  that  nothing  should  be  called 
influensa  unless  tiie  PfeifiTer  bacillus 
was  found,  so  we  cannot  tell  how 
many  cases  existed  in  any  camp  in 
the  United  States.  We  can  give  Uie 
figures  as  they  are  put  in,  but  we 
cannot  tell  what  the  percentage  of 
influensa  cases  with  pneumonia 
was.  One  thmg  that  is  certain  is 
death.  The  diagnosis  of  death  is 
certain.  There  is  no  question  about 
that.  We  are  figuring  out  that  a 
certain  percentage  in  this  canton- 
ment or  this  camp,  etc.,  died. 
4  So  far  as  the  prevention  of  the 
respiratory  diseases  u  concerned, 
we  do  not  know  anything  more  than 
our  ancestors  knew  a  hundred  years 
agOi  and  we  may  as  well  adroit  it.  I 
say  that  in  the  face  of  the  greatest 
pestilence  that  has  ever  struck  our 
country;  we  are  just  as  ignorant  as 
the  Florentines  were  with  the 
plague  described  in  history.  Now 
that  the  war  is  over  and  we  have 
whipped  the  Hun,  it  devolves  on  the 
medical  profession  to  work  hard 
over  the  respiratory  diseases,  and 
see  what  we  can  do  for  them,  and 
we  must  not  stop  until  something 
of  great  value  is  done. 
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WAX  IN  COMMERCE  AND  INDUSTRY 

The  subject  of  wax  immediately  implies  it  is  the  work  of  beet,  Ae  e  nmUer 

of  fact  we  have  arrived  at  a  point  where  the  vegetable  waxes  are  used 
largely  to  adulterate  the  beeswax  made  by  bees.  That  there  are  so  many 
varieties  of  these  vegetable  waxes  and  that  they  are  used  for  so  many 
purposes  comes  as  a  surprise  to  most  dentists.  It  is  a  question  if  some  one 
of  these,  or  in  eombirwtion  with  the  ammid  beeswax,  m^fht  not  serve  a 
most  useful  purpose  in  dentistry.  This  article,  idthauffh  ranker  lengU^f,  is 
interesting  and  is  worthy  of  close  attention. 


'HK  increasing  im- 
pui  tance  of  waxes 
for  industrial  pur- 
poses has  been  an 
exceedingly  inter- 
esting commercial 
development  of 
recent  3'ears,  and  the  present 
struggle  has  served  to  emphasize 
the  economic  position  which  these 
commodities  enjoy.  In  addition  to 
the  creation  of  new  demands, 
hitherto  relatively  minor  uses  have 
acquired  added  significance.  Con- 
fronted as  we  are  by  the  necessity 
of  liiniishing  shoes  to  our  soldiers, 
the  use  of  camauba  wax,  for  instance 
in  the  manufacture  of  chrome 
leather  assumes  considerable  im- 
portance. Since  the  shutting  off  of 
the  Galician  oil  fields,  an  expansion 
in  the  production  of  paraffin  wax 
from  American  petroleum  has  taken 
place.  As  a  result  of  the  war  tihe  sup- 
ply of  certain  mineral  waxes  from 
Austria  and  Germany  was  cut  off, 
and  these  have  been  supplemented 
in  some  branches  of  industry  by 
vegetable  waxes  and  beeswax,  which 
have  also  experienced  a  great  inde- 
pendent increase  in  demand.  The 
rise  to  prominence  of  Braxilian 
camauba  wax  in  this  country  has 
been  especially  pronounced,  and 
partly  as  a  result  of  its  comparative 
scarcity  and  consequent  high  price 
other  vegetable  waxes,  sudi  as 
candeliUa  and  Japan  wax,  have  also 
made  considerable  progress.  De- 


velopmeiits  and  changes  of  a  similar 
character  have  taken  place  in  other 
countries,  and  the  international 
structure  of  the  wax  industry,  still 
in  a  nascent  stage,  has  been  ma- 
terially altered;  as  a  consequence  of 
which  we  may  look  forward  to  a  new 
organization  at  the  close  of  the  war, 
super scd in |7  that  of  1914,  vAth  new 
sources  of  supply,  demands  of  a 
different  nature,  and  changed 
methods  of  trading. 
€i  During  the  last  few  years,  largely 
as  a  result  of  the  great  scarcity  of 
certain  kinds,  the  handling  of  waxes 
has  become  very  competittve,  and 
the  number  of  jobbing  bouses  and 
brokers  dealing  in  waxes  in  this 
country  has  been  reduced. 
€1.  The  proper  combination  of  waxes 
for  specific  and  peculiar  purposes 
represents  a  commercial  problem 
whose  extensive  possiblities  have  by 
no  means  all  been  solved,  but  in 
general,  hardness,  plasticity,  com> 
patability,  and  cost  are  the  main 
elements  to  be  considered.  There 
are,  imquestionably,  mixtures  used 
today  which  constitute  a  matter  of 
individual  knowledge,  and  are  not 
commonly  known.  In  France  and 
Germany  many  artificial  waxes  are 
covered  by  patents.  The  commercial 
combining  of  waxes,  however, 
should  be  carefully  distinguished 
from  fraudulent  adulteration  which 
is  so  frequently  practiced  and  whose 
detection  is  a  very  interesting 
chemical  study. 
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^  The  following  is  a  list  of  some  of 
the  applications  and  uses  of  various 
natural  waxes,  from  which  an  idea 
can   be   obtained  of  their  varied 
Utilization :  floor  wax,  wood  finishing 
wax,  furniture  polish,  shoe  polish, 
automobile  polish,  leather  polish; 
wax  varnishes  and  paints,  turpen- 
tine stains;  floor  mop  compounds, 
linotoim  fcnewer;  wax  oils,  macbiii- 
eiy  gicases;  candle  stock :  soap 
bases;  copy  paper  coating,  glossy 
paper;  printer's  and  lithographer's 
ink;  compounds  with  rubber  sub- 
stitutes, increase  viscosity  of  blown 
linseed  oils  and  other  oila;  increase 
meltsng-point  of  cocoa  butter  and 
cocoa  oiL 

^¥tsw  people  realise  how  closely 
aaaocsated  waxes  are  with  the  great 
expansion  of  electricity.  Their  pe- 
culiar properties  as  non-conductors 
of  a  current,  together  with  the  high 
melting-point  of  certain  grades  and 
their  reostanoe  to  chemical  agents 
and  to  the  elements,  make  them 
practically  Indispensable  in  In- 
sulation. As  a  result  of  war  require- 
ments, greater  quantities  than  ever 
are  being  consumed  to  day ,  by 
manufacturers  of  dectric  wire. 
Waxes  are  also  of  paramount  im- 
portance in  water-proofing,  another 
use  whose  importance  war  demands 
hove  accentuated,  due  to  the 
necessity  of  waterpnx^ng  tents, 
shdls,  and  cartridges.  Pharmaceut- 
Ically,  waxes  enjoy  extensive  em- 
ployment, inasmuch  as  they  are 
valuable  ingredients  of  ointments, 
salves,  cosmetics,  etc.  The  Red 
Cross  is  purchasing  large  amounts 
of  wax.  It  is  said  that  para0in  is 
serving  on  the  battlefields  of  France 
as  an  antiseptic  dressing  for  wounds. 
#1  Very  interesting  indeed  are  some 
of  the  recent  developments  in  the 
candle  making  industry,  which  has 


been  an  important  source  of  demand 
for  wax  for  centuries  back.  Modern 
methods  of  trench  warfare  have 
created  a  new  demand,  and  the 
Government  is  purchasing  large 
quantities  of  parafhn  candles,  which 
also  contain  20  per  cent  of  stearic 
add,  due  to  the  fact  that  pure 
paraffin  candles  gutter  and  bum 
only  a  very  short  while.  The  laws  of 
the  Greek  Catholic  Church  derfiand 
beeswax  for  ritual  candles  and  the 
recent  shortage  of  beeswax  in  Russia 
must  have  presented  a  perplexing 
problem  which  v  ns  probably  solved 
by  adulteration.  The  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church  has  modified  its  regu- 
lations to  permit  the  admixture  of 
cheaper  substitutes.  Some  beeswax 
is  still  used  today  for  making  wax 
figures,  artificial  flowers  and  vege- 
tables, etc. 

HCamauba  wax,  which  has  re- 
cently attracted  so  much  attention 
Is  a  hard,  brittle,  yellowish  or 
brownish-gray  substance,  obtained 
from  the  leaves  of  a  palm  indigen- 
sous  to  tropical  South  America. 
Attempts  to  raise  the  palm  in  India 
and  Japan  haveproved  unsuccessful. 
The  State  of  Ceara,  Brasil,  is  the 
chief  producing  region,  while  con- 
siderable amounts  are  obtained 
from  Piauhy,  Rio  Grande  do  Norte; 
Matto  Grosso,  Bahia  and  Per- 
nambuoo.  Up  to  the  present  the 
growing  of  the  camauba  palm,  or 
camahubeira,  as  it  is  called,  has 
been  of -an  extremely  haphazard 
nature,  and  there  Is  no  question 
but  that  the  adoption  of  scientific 
agricultural  methods  of  cultivation 
would  be  rewarded  by  increasing 
yields  of  the  wax,  which  has  come 
to  be  an  important  export  article  of 
Brazil.  The  process  of  extracting  the 
wax  from  the  leaves  and  preparing 
it,  is  also  very  primitive.  The  wax 
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is  scraped  by  hand  with  an  iron- 
toothed  instrument  and  is  then 
thrown  into  boiling  water.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  whole  carnauba 
industry  is  still  comparatively  un- 
developed, and  any  very  extensive 
expansion  will  require  a  more 
efficient  and  up-to-date  procedure 
under  the  direction  of  large-scale 
enterprise.  In  the  past  the  industry 
has  been  in  the  hands  of  small 
native  growers  who  have  sold  their 
output  to  exporting  houses  on  the 
seacoast  .-^^  t-^ 

CL  The  camahubeira,  itself,  is  a 
remarkable  plant  and  merits  a  few 
words  of  description.  Its  raising 
represents  a  vital  local  indllstrJ^ 
inasmuch  as  every  part  of  the  tree 
serves  some  practical  purpose: 
palmito,  the  heart  of  the  palm,  is  a 
palatable  food;  the  roots  possess 
medical  qualities;  the  branches 
enter  into  the  construction  of  houses 
and  bridges;  the  straw  and  fibers 
are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of 
brooms,  rope  and  paper .  The  wax 
is  exuded  by  the  leaves  on  whose 
surface  it  forms  a  white  powdery 
film.  About  10,000  leaves  are  re- 
quired to  yield  100  lbs.  of  wax.  The 
ability  to  withstand  the  extreme 
droughts  which  are  so  frequent  and 
so  destructive  in  Northern  Brazil 
enhances  greatly  the  value  of  the 
camahubeira  ^ 
^  The  carnauba  wax  industry  has 
developed  considerably  since  the 
beginning  of  the  war.  Exports  to  the 
United  States  alone  increased  from 
2»079,755  lbs.  in  1913  to  7,107,646 
lbs.  in  1916  (years  ending  June  30). 
Before  the  war  Hamburg  was  the 
principal  European  market*  while 
Liverpool  was  also  the  recipient 
of  large  sh^nnents.  In  1813  the  total 
exportation  of  carnauba  wax  Irom 
Braxil  amounted  to  8,507,638  lbs.. 


of  which  44  per  cent  went  to 
Germany,  24  per  cent  to  the  United 
States,  18  per  cent  to  Great 
Britain,  13  per  cent  to  France,  and 
some  45,000  lbs.  to  Belgium.  The 
principal  ports  of  shipment  were 
Fortaleza,  Ilha  do  Cajueiro,  Per- 
nambuco  and  Bahia.  As  a  result  of 
the  war,  shipments  to  Germany 
have  ceased,  whereas  the  United 
States  has  become  the  leading 
importing  nation.  Exports  to  Great 
Britain  have  also  increased  tre- 
mendously i-^ 

C  In  the  last  two  years,  dearth  of 
shipping  space  has  had  the  effect  of 
reducing  the  exports  of  carnauba 
wax  from  Brazil;  in  1917  total  ship- 
nients  amounted  to  8,071,800  lbs., 
as  against  12,973,400  lbs.  in  1915. 
Nevertheless,  despite  the  urgent 
need  of  conserving  tonnage,  our 
Government  has  refrained  from 
placing  carnauba  wax  on  the  list 
of  restricted  imports,  in  view  of  its 
employment  in  tanning,  electric 
insulation,  and  other  industries 
essential  to  the  prosecution  of  the 
war 

^  Canauba,  more  than  any  other 
wax,  imparts  luster  to  the  prepar- 
ation of  which  it  is  a  component 
part.  In  consequence  of  its  hardness 
and  high  melting-point,  it  takes  a 
bright  gloss  on  rubbing  with  a  cloth, 
and  therefore  proves  a  valuable 
ingredient  in  shoe,  floor  and  furni- 
ture polishes.  Even  before  the  war 
carnauba  wax  ibund  a  ready  use  tn 
the  manufacture  of  phonograph  and 
gramophone  records,  cable  coverings, 
wax  varnishes,  high  melting-point 
candles,  tailors'  chalk,  etc.  That  the 
making  of  carbon  paper  involves  the 
use  of  carnauba  wax  is  a  fact  not 
commonly  known.  Carnauba  wax 
is  also  a  constituent  of  certain 
cerates  in  pharmaceutical  praetioe^ 
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The  assertion  has  been  made  that  it 
enters   into   the    manufacture  of 
munitions,  but  in  what  connection 
or  to  what  extent  cannot  be  de- 
finitely ascertained. 
H  Previous  to  the  outbreak  of  the 
war,  camauba  wax  was  graded  for 
consumption  in  the  large  European 
centers,  but  at  the  present  time  the 
quality  is  specified  by  the  exp)orting 
firms  in   Brazil,  who  sell  in  the 
United  States  to  houses  of  establish- 
ed connections  or  through  repre- 
sentatives in  this  country.  Most  of 
the  exporting  concerns  are  in  the 
northern    producing    states^  but 
«noe  the  inception  of  the  war  on 
increasing  amount  of  camauba  wax 
has  found  its  way  to  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
whence  it  is  shipped  by  brokers. 
The  grades  are  as  follows,  in  order 
of  quaUty:  Yellow  ilor,  yellow 
prime,  yellow  medium,  grey  fatty, 
and  chalky.  The  last  two  grades  are 
derived  from  the  older  leaves  and 
bring  a  lower  price.  The  wax  is 
refined  by  remdting  and  straining. 
It  is  bleached  by  treatment  with 
potasshxm    dicfaromate    or  with 
Poller's  earth,  and  paraffin  is  often 
added,  thereby  lowering  the  mdting 
point  $^ 

H  The  discovery  of  potash  in  the 
refuse  formerly  discarded  as  value- 
less has  augmented  to  a  considerable 
the   importance   of  the 
recently   formed   candeUUa  wax 
industry.  Growing  in  the  semi-arid 
stretches  of  Northern  Mexico  and 
Southern  Texas,  and  rarely  exceed- 
ing three  or  four  feet  in  height,  the 
csndeHlla  plant  consists  of  a  leafless 
bunch  of  green  stems  about  half  an 
indh  in  diameter.  The  larger  part 
of  the  wax  comes  from  Mexico,  but 
the  American  factories  are  located 
OD  this  side  of  the  Rio  Grande  as  a 
measure  of  protection  against  bandit 


depredations.  The  American  manu- 
facturers have  been  attracted  by  the 
advancing  market  and  the  urgent 
demand  for  a  substitute  for  camau- 
ba; at  the  present  time  there  are 
six  plants  producing  1,000  pounds  or 
more  of  candelilla  wax  daily. 
C  The  wax,  which  is  exuded  by  the 
plant  as  a  protection  against 
drought,  is  extracted  and  refined  in 
boiling  and  steam  tanks.  When 
refined,  candelilla  is  a  hard,  brittle, 
straw-colored  mass  with  some  of  the 
properties  of  camauba  and  some  of 
beeswax.  It  is  said  that  in  combin- 
ation with  the  latter,  certain  grades 
of  candelilla  sucoessfrilly  replace 
the  natural  beeswax  as  a  comb 
foundation.  Mixed  with  certain 
grades  of  ozokerite,  candelilla  forms 
a  very  satisfactory  molding  com- 
pound for  electrotypers.  The  po- 
tential importance  of  candelilla  wax 
Ues  in  the  fact  that  it  has  demon- 
strated its  ability  to  substitute  for 
either  beeswax  or  camauba  in  a 
great  number  of  their  applications. 
CandellWa  wax  is  marketed  in 
broken  pieces  in  bags  of  about 
100  pounds. 

€lThe  extraction  of  Japan  wax 
from  certain  species  of  the  sumach 
tree  is  an  Important  Industry  of  the 
Far  Bast,  and  this  vegetable  wax  Is 
coming  more  and  more  Into  demand 
in  the  markets  of  the  world,  despite 
a  temporary  dump  resulting  from 
the  closing  of  the  German  market 
in  1914.  It  Is  said  that  to-day 
Prance  and  England  are  using  large 
quantities  for  the  waterproofing  for 
tents.  The  price  of  Japan  wax  has 
risen  tremendously  since  the  war, 
as  a  result  of  blither  labor  In  Japan, 
Inability  of  production  to  keep  pace 
with  the  Increasing  demand,  *^ 
scarcity  of  shipping,  and  higher 
freights.  The  trees  from  which  the 
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wax  can  be  produced  grow  mostly 
in  the  western  provinces  of  Japan; 
also  in  China,  in  Indo-China 
(Tonkin,  North  Annam,  Cambodia) 
and  in  India  (Sikkim,  Nepal,  Butan, 
and  Kashmir).  In  the  past  Japan 
wax  has  been  purely  a  by-product 
of  the  laquer  industry,  but  the  work 
of  extraction  is  now  being  organised 
on  a  more  comprehensive  scale, 
especially  in  Japan.  The  pre- 
fectures of  Fukuoka,  Sagp,  Oita,  and 
Bhime  are  the  principal  producing 
regions  m»  t» 

€1  The  leading  refineries  are  located 
in  Kobe  and  Osaka.  The  wax 
occurs  as  a  greenish  coating  on  the 
berries  of  the  sumach  trees,  which 
attain  a  height  of  20  to  2S  feet  and 
sometimes  yield  when  over  100 
years  old.  The  wax  is  extracted  by 
crushing  and  steaming  the  berries, 
and  subjecting  the  mass  to  pressure. 
The  wax  is  then  remdted  and 
bleached.  Perilla  oil  is  used  in  the 
process  of  preparing  Japan  wax  to 
increase  the  output  and  accelerate 
bleaching,  it  is  said.  The  berries  are 
usually  stored  before  being  crushed, 
inasmuch  as  the  quality  of  the  wax 
improvcii  if  they  are  permitted  to 
mature.  The  wax  is  exp(jrted  in  the 
form  of  slabs.  Adulteration  with 
water  or  with  starch  is  common. 
C  Unless  the  price  becomes  pro- 
hibitive— as  is  the  case  at  the 
present  moment — Japan  wax  is 
used  in  this  country  very  extens- 
ively by  soap  manufacturers  and  to 
a  lesser  degree  in  making  fancy 
candles.  Laundry  wax  represents  the 
most  common  form  of  this  vegetable 
wax  from  the  Far  East.  Japan  wax 
is  a  constituetit  of  some  polishes 
and  enters  into  the  manufacture  of 
stencil  paper.  It  is  also  used  for 
waxing  floors  and  currying  leather, 
and  is  contained  in  some  lubricating 


greases.  Although  alwa^  com- 
mercially classified  as  a  wax,  Japan 
wax,  from  a  strict  chemical  stand- 
point, is  a  fat,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  it  contains  glycerine.  The  same 
also  applies  to  myrtle  wax,  wfaidi  is 
obtained  from  the  berries  of  a  shrub 
growing  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  of 
America,  and  whidi  is  used  to  a 
small  extent  as  a  candle  material 
and  as  a  polish  for  leather. 
€1  Vegetable  waxes,  occurring  mostly 
as  a  very  thin  film,  covering  leaves 
and  also  plants,  are  widdy  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  world,  but 
their  recovery  in  the  past  has  been 
neglected,  due  to  the  rather  small 
yields.  The  future  will  surely  see 
an  increased  interest  in  their  pro- 
duction. Even  before  the  war,  the 
British  Imperial  Institute,  in  pur- 
suance of  Grreat  Britidn's  policy  of 
the  development  of  sources  of  raw 
materials,  was  experimenting  with 
certain  waxes;  among  others,  berry 
wax  from  Cape  Ptovittce  and 
raphia  wax  from  Madagascar.  More 
recently,  attention  has  been  called 
to  a  very  high  melting-point  wax 
in  Columbia,  obtained  from  a  wax 
palm  growing  in  that  country. 
Chili,  Vene2uela,  and  Ecuador  also 
yield  limited  quantities  of  vegetable 
wax.  Cane  wax,  derived  from  the 
by-products  of  sugar  cane  manu- 
facture, is  rapidly  becoming  better 
known.  First  successfully  extracted 
in  Natal,  its  recovery  bids  fair  to 
become  an  important  industry,  in 
view  of  the  large  sugar  cane  pro- 
duction in  the  tropics.  The  com- 
mercial position  of  these  waxes  will 
depend  largely  upon  their  ability 
to  replace  camauba  in  some  of  its 

uses 

C  The  paraffin  of  commerce  is  a 
white  to  bluish  translucent  waxy 
material  of  lamino-crystaliine 
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ttmcture,  and  is  obtained  from 
petroleum,  shale  oil,  and  lignite. 
ToHlay  petroleum  is  the  chief 
sooroe,  although  only  certain  vari- 
eties of  oil  produce  marketable 
quantities.  Most  of  the  Russian 
petroleums  contain  practically  no 
paraffin,  although  the  oil  obtained 
from  the  Tcheleken  Islands  forms 
an  exception.  The  Grossny  fields  also 
produce  small  amounts.  The  East 
Indian  petroleums,  especially  those 
of  Assam  and  Upper  Burma,  are  not 
only  very  rich  in  paraffin  but  also 
produce  the  highest  melting-point 
varieties  of  commerce.  Rangoon 
petroleum  yields  from  10  to  15  per 
cent  of  paraffin  wax.  The  oils  from 
Java,  Timor,  Borneo,  and  Algeria 
also  contain  considerable  pro- 
portions. The  yield  from  Mexican 
petroleum  is  very  poor.  Only  about 
2  per  cent  wax  is.  obtained  from  the 
petroleums  of  Rournania,  Canada, 
Galicia,  and  the  United  States,  but 
the  extensiveness  of  the  oil  industry 
in  the  latter  two  countries  has  been 
the  cause  for  their  dominating 
position  in  the  paraffin  trade. 
C  The  Scottish  shale  industry 
represents  one  of  the  most  important 
sources  of  paraffin.  The  yield  is  high 
and  ranges  from  10  to  15  per  cent. 
Deposits  of  shale  also  exist  in 
France,  Servia,  Saxony,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  New  South  Wales.  The 
Saxc-Thuringian  lignite  industry 
yields  considerable  (quantities  of 
paraffin  wax.  A  few  years  before  the 
war  the  discovery  was  made  that  a 
hard  brittle  brownish  black  wax, 
subsequently  called  montan  wax, 
could  be  cxtactcd  from  lignite  with 
petroleiim  ether.  Togetlier  with 
peat  wax,  montan  wax  forms  a  class 
known  as  bitumen  waxes,  which 
before  the  war,  were  used  much  like 
camauba;  that  is,  in  the  manu- 


facture of  polishes,  phonograph 
records,  and  for  insulating  purposes. 
Their  supply  has  of  course  been 
shut  off. 

CThe  crude  paraffin  is  known 
commercially  as  "scale;"  it  is 
refined  by  a  process caUed  "sweat- 
ing." This  consists  in  exposing  the 
solidified  wax  to  a  warm  tempera- 
ture in  shaltow  cakes,  and  permitting 
the  liquid  products  to  "  sweat  '*  out 
and  be  carried  away.  Charcoal  or 
siliceous  earths  are  then  added,  and 
the  wax  is  filtered  and  moulded  into 
cakes.  The  paraffins  of  high  melt- 
ing-point are  harder  and  less  trans- 
parent. The  cost  of  developing  high 
melting-point  paraffins  in  the 
United  States  is  prohibitive  and 
these  grades  are  imported, especially 
from  India. 

C  Paraffin  is  used  for  such  a  varied 
number  of  purposes  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  specify  them  all  ^ 
Although  it  plays  an  important 
part  in  the  manufacture  of  candles 
— the  defects  of  which  are  counter- 
acted by  the  price — great  quantities 
are  also  used  for  insulating  pur- 
poses in  electrical  work;  in  the  match 
industry  for  impregnating  match 
sticks;  as  a  basis  for  ointments  and 
unguents;  for  making  water-proof 
fabrics  and  papers;  as  a  dressing  to 
impart  luster  and  softness  to  tex- 
tiles; for  covering  the  mouths  of 
bottles;  in  the  manufacture  of 
lubricants;  makiniL;  leather  softening 
preparations;  in  polishes;  as  an 
anticorrosi  ve;  in  the  saturation 
plant  in  sugar  making;  for  cooling 
baths;  as  a  protective  coating 
against  acids  and  alkalis,  etc.,  etc. 
Paraffin  paper,  covering  iron,  has 
been  found  to  be  a  splendid  pre- 
ventive of  rust,  especially  in  the 
case  of  railroad  bridges.  In  general 
paraffin  can  be  employed  wherever 
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protection  must  be  afforded  against 
destructive  agents. 
41  Ozokerite,  which  before  the  war 
was  developing  rapidly  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  beeswax,  presents  the 
interesting  phenomenon  of  a  wax 
being  mined.  In  1889  it  was  found 
in  a  meteorite  by  Meunier.  Its  exact 
origin  has  never  been  definitely 
settled  and  is  still  the  subject  of 
much  controversy.  Some  hold  that 
it  is  an  intermediate  product  be- 
tween natural  fat  and  petroleum, 
whereas  more  current  opinion  main- 
tains that  it  is  an  oxidation  and 
condensation  product  of  petroleum. 
In  its  crude  form  ozokerite  varies 
considerably.  The  color  ranges  from 
yellow  to  a  dark  greenish  brown, 
while  the  consistency  is  also  sub- 
ject to  deviation,  hardness  depend- 
ing upon  proximity  to  the  earth's 
furfiaoe.  Qsokerite  is  obtained  by 
imder-gnnind  mining  as  well  as  by 
open -cast  working,  but  the  quality 
diminishes  in  proportion  to  the 
depth  of  borings. 

€L  Ozokerite  was  first  discovered  in 
1736  on  the  coast  of  Finland.  In 
1860  production  was  commenced  on 
a  fairly  extensive  scale  at  the 
Boryslaw  mines  in  Galicia  whi^ 
reached  the  height  of  their  pro- 
duction in  1883,  but  which  before 
the  war  were  still  the  leading  source 
of  the  world's  mxppiy.  The  upper 
strata  of  Boryslaw  are  eihausted; 
and  workings  before  the  war  ex- 
tended to  a  depth  of  1000  feet. 
What  permanent  damage  war's 
devastations  have  had  on  osokerite 
mining  in  Galicia  cannot  be  de- 
termined until  after  peace.  Osoker* 
ite  has  been  mined  to  a  limited 
extent  in  Utah,  but  as  a  result  of 
hi|^  cost  of  operation  and  inferior 
quality,  the  American  product  on 
the  market  is  very  limited.  The  wax 


has  been  found  in  Servia,  Egypt, 
Orange  Free  State,  Tchcleken 
Islands,  Roumania,  and  Argentina, 
but  the  industries  in  these  localities 
is  still  relatively  xmdeveloped,  and 
output  is  small.  It  is  reported  that 
rich  pockets  of  ozokerite  have 
recently  been  discovered  in  Hun- 
gary in  the  district  of  Korosmezo; 
also  at  Inhambane  (Portuguese 
East  Africa)  and  in  Northern 
Finland  ^  ^ 

C  Before  the  war  Germany  was  the 
principal  customer  for  Galician 
ozokerite,  while  limited  quantities 
were  shipped  direct  to  Russia, 
France,  and  the  United  States. 
Hamburg,  Bremen  and  otlier  Ger- 
man cities  re-exported  considerable 
amounts  to  this  country  and  to 
England.  The  large  ozokerite  re- 
fineries were  situated  in  Hamburg, 
Drohobycs,  and  Vienna.  Formerly 
the  refining  process  consisted  of 
distillation  with  superheated  steam, 
but  the  more  modem  method  in- 
volves the  use  of  sulphuric  acid, 
deaddifying  powders,  and  decolor- 
izing agents.  Ceresine  is  the  name 
of  the  refined  product,  but  adulter- 
ation is  common  and  many  of  the 
commercial  so-called  "  oeresines  " 
are  not  much  more  than  pure 
paraffin  9^  <•» 

€1  Beeswax  is  the  oldest  of  the 

earliest  times,  both  for  H^tins 
purposes  and  for  making  wax 
figures.  It  possesses  the  peculiar 
property  of  becoming  veiy  plastic 
when  warm  and  is  eminently 
adapted  for  all  kinds  of  moulding  or 
casting.  To-day  its  employment 
covers  an  almost  innumerable  list  of 
industriest  and  the  demand  is  in- 
creasing. Blectrotyping;  candle 
material;  salves,  ointments;  water- 
proof compounds;  waxed  thread; 
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various  inks — ^these  are  only  a  few 
of  the  applications  of  beeswax.  It  is 
employed  in  dentistry  for  the  mak- 
ing of  vulcanite  dentures. 
C  The  production  of  beeswax, 
whidi  is  secreted  by  the  bee  for  the 
purpose  of  building  the  honey- 
comb, is  practically  world-wide,  but 
modem  methods  of  bee-culture  as 
adopted  in  the  United  States, 
Europe,  Australia,  and  elsewhere  are 
concerned  principally  with  the  out- 
put of  honey  and  the  yield  of  wax. 
in  these  parts  of  the  world  has 
suffered  in  consequence.  The  same 
comb,  frequently  adulterated,  is 
used  several  times  and  considerable 
quantities  of  wax  are  withheld  from 
the  market  by  this  practice.  The 
selling  of  honey  in  the  comb  has  also 
helped  to  reduce  the  total  yield.  The 
wax  centers  of  the  world  have  become 
increasingly  depeodeat  for  their 
supply  of  beeswax  upon  countries 
vribere  the  wax  produced  by  wild 
bees  is  collected  for  eaqxMt*  although 
this  wax  is  usually  not  equal  in 
quality  to  the  European  grade. 
4^  During  the  twelve  months  end- 
ing June  30,  1917,  the  United 
States  imported  2,685,982  lbs.  of 
beeswas  of  which  well  over  80  per 
cent  came  from  the  West  Indies 
and  South  America;  Cuba,  Domini- 


can Republic,  Brazil,  and  Chili  were 
the  principal  sources.  In  1913-14 
Europe  furnished  548,470  lbs.  as 
against  only  170,768  lbs.  in  1916-17. 
C  Beeswax  varies  in  color  from 
light  yellow  to  dark  greenish  brown. 
The  color  depends  largely  upon  the 
care  exercised  in  the  melting-out 
process  and  some  of  the  foreign 
grades  are  greenish,  reddish,  and 
brown.  Some  Cuba  wax  is  even 
black.  Obviously  different  species 
of  bees  yield  varying  qualities  of 
wax.  The  bleached  product  is 
known  as  white  wax.  Refining  and 
bleaching  can  be  accomplished 
cither  bv  melting,  by  sun  blf-aching, 
or  by  treatment  with  ozone,  potas- 
sium permanganate,  potassium 
dichromate,  or  hydrogen  peroxide. 
€L  Spermaceti,  whose  manufacture 
in  this  country  is  carried  on  by  two 
firms  only,  is  a  white  wax  of  crys- 
talline structure  obtained  as  a  solid 
precipttate  from  the  head  oil  of  the 
sperm  and  bottlenooe  whale  and 
also  to  a  lesser  degree  from  shark 
and  dolphin  oils.  It  is  refined  by 
remelting,  crystallising  and  pressing. 
Commercially,  it  is  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  certain  special  grades 
of  candles  and  also  for  cosmetics 
and  in  certidn  leather  preparations.

This  may  take 
the  form  of  politics,  church  and  lodge  work,  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
Knights  of  Columbus,  or  the  successful  running  of  a  Sunday 
School.  One  can  even  make  an  evil  of  dental  society  work, 
which,  carried  to  extreme  is  just  as  bad  as  gomg  crazy  over 
"  The  Little  Nell  Copper  Company,"  or  the  stock  of  The 
Bic;  Horn  Oil  Company." 

The  dentist  has  been  interested  in  oral  hygiene  and  the  need 
of  dental  dispensaries  in  the  schools.  Many  of  us  lose  our  bal- 
ance in  this  work  and  give  more  time  to  it  than  good  judg- 
ment would  justify,  to  our  financial  loss.  We  may  belong  to 
The  Village  Improvement  Association,  Automobile  Club,  be 
Secretary  of  the  Public  Library,  a  booster  for  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  with  the  same  result. 
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One  may  easily  make  an  evil  of  any  worthy  philanthropic 
work,  if  carried  to  extreme.  All  are  conducive  to  an  early 
breakdown,  nervous  prostration,  which  may  mean  liver  and 
kidney  trouble,  and  an  unpaid  undertaker's  bill.  To  sell  War 
Stamps  may  be  a  duty,  but  you  have  a  duty  to  your  family. 
You  have  a  duty  to  your  patients,  and  first  of  all  if  you  would 
have  the  respect  of  the  community,  you  must  be  a  financial 
success.  This  in  order  to  maintain  your  self-respect,  that  of 
your  patients,  and  your  confreres.  The  bank  does  not  give  a 
hurrah  for  your  philanthropic  work  when  your  note  is  not  paid, 
or  you  have  overdrawn  your  account.  Your  patients  may  be 
pleased  to  see  their  doctor's  picture  in  the  paper  and  learn  of 
his  achievements,  but  continued  activities  along  this  line  con- 
vinces them  that  you  are  not  minding  your  business  and  keep- 
ing up  with  your  profession.  This  is  confinned  if  you  are  absent 
during  office  hours. 

The  man  who  attends  strictly  to  his  business  may  view  life 
from  a  narrow  outlook,  but  he  is  the  one  to  whom  you  go  when 
in  trouble.  The  public  wants  a  man  who  is  practicing  dentistry 
and  able  to  deliver  it  hot  from  the  bat;  who  is  not  distracted 
by  outside  interests,  or  exhausted  and  cranky  in  his  office. 
^  Finally  do  not  forget  that  you  are  entitled  to  one  month 
for  rest  and  recreation.  This  may  be  Januany-  or  July  as  best 
pleases  you,  but  the  result  is  the  same;  increased  health  and 
finance  for  the  year.

afifair  and  special  tables  are  arranged  for. 

C  A  Special  Post-War  Course  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Prepared* 
ness  League  of  American  Dentists,  was  held  at  Columbia  University  Dental 
Infirmaryt  January  20-25,  1919,  inclusive.  The  fee  for  the  course  was  $50. 

C  The  Denver  Post  announces  the  discovery  of  the  only  considerable 
body  of  radium-bearing  ore  in  the  world  at  Jimtown,  a  mining  town  near 
Bowlder,  Colorado.  Dr.  C.  C.  Schell,  govenunent  expert,  estimates  that 
the  deposit  contains  90,000,000  tons. 

C  The  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  American  weekly  published  by  the 
army  authorities  on  the  Western  Front,  has  a  circulation  of  400,000.  From 
now  on  additional  subscriptions  will  not  be  accepted  as,  with  the  closing  of 
war,  it  is  expected  to  abandon  publication. 

C  It  is  said  that  tlie  population  of  Grebt  Britain  has  actually  increased 
since  the  war.  In  most  of  the  Allied  countries  this  is  true.  By  redoubling  the

In- 
credible as  it  may  sound  the  total  death  rate,  both  military  and  civil,  during 
the  last  three  years  is  very  little  hii^her  than  what  would  have  been  con- 
sidered en  eiverage  one  in  flie  dvlliied  ooontriee  of  Burope  tSa^  or  seventy 


H  With  the  high  price  of  wool  it  aeeme  to  be  a  case  of  ftrmers,  who  with  to 

avail  themselves  of  an  important  aoarce  of  revenue,  getting  rid  of  the  farm 
dog.  They  have  a  chance  for  such  revenue,  and  sheep  may  furnish  a  steady 
income;  but  indications  go  to  show  that  it  would  be  a  case  of  getting  rid  of 
the  dog  and  keeping  the  sheep. 

d  William  H.  Leake,  D.  D.  S.,  the  new  Oral  Hygiene  Inspector  of  the  New 
York  State  Department  of  Education  desires  to  build  up  the  dental  section 
of  the  medical  library,  which  is  a  part  of  the  New  York  State  Library,  He 
destoee  to  receive  old  numbert  of  dental  magarinct  and  oootribfutioos  of 
bound  and  unbound  volumte.  A  word  to  the  wise  is  suflBdcnt. 


C  Save.  There  is  inspiration,  there  is  joy,  there  is  a  thrill  of  elation,  there 
is  consciousness  of  victory  in  saving.  It -raises  a  man's  self  respect.  It  in- 
creases his  courage.  It  makes  him  more  of  a  man,  less  of  a  sycophant.  It 
fita  hhn  to  be  a  better  husband  and  &ther.  And  it  should  tend  to  make  him 
a  better  worker,  for  his  mind  will  not  be  harassed  by  the  ever-present 
gnawing  of  povoty  and  the  nightmare  of  coming  destitution. 


Among  the  most  vital  necessities  of  war  have  been  rubber  and  cotton. 
One  of  the  great  concerns  of  the  hospital  has  been  to  rescue  enough  rubber 
for  its  purposes  from  the  ever  devouring  motor,  and  cotton  for  its  dressings 
ftom  the  munition  factories  where  it  has  been  turned  into  deadly  esploelves. 
Rubber,  besides  playing  a  part  in  rubber  tires,  has  been  used  by  the  phy- 
sician for  his  rubber  gloves,  irrigation  tubes,  etc. 


^  Mobile  rendering  plants  under  modem  war  conditions  accompany  every 
division,  and  one  large  part  of  the  enormous  wastage  of  war  will  be  elimin- 
ated when  horses  are  no  longer  buried.  These  field  roidering  plants  will  send 
firta  and  greases  to  the  soap  factories.  To  bury  a  dead  horse  means  wasting 
the  material  of  the  vslue  of  several  Liberty  Bonds  but  the  new  mobile 
salvage  save  everything  even  the  horse  shoes. 


C  The  part  played  by  the  trained  nurse  at  home  and  abroad  during  our 
great  war  cannot  be  too  frequently  emphasised.  And  this  is  particularly 
tme  of  the  married  women  who  thought  they  had  retired  from  nurring 

activities.  They  have  filled  prominent  places  in  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross 
and  the  Motor  Corps,  and  have  given  splendid  service  everywhere  during 
the  epidemic.  With  the  surgeon  situated  on  the  European  battle  fields,  they 
have  endured  every  hardship  and  faced  death  in  many  forms. 
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H.  We  are  inclined  to  think  of  subscriptions  to  our  Liberty  Loans  as  con- 
fined strictly  to  the  United  States.  This  is  not  true.  Many  milUcms  were 
subscribed  by  our  boys  on  the  Western  Front  and  even  Mexico,  whote 
quota,  assigned  at  $1,000,000,  was  over-subscribed.  $3,250,000  were 
bought,  not  only  by  the  dtiiens  of  the  United  States  residing  there,  but  by 
dtircns  of  other  allied  countries  and  by  a  goodly  numbor  of  Meiican 
sympathizers  ^ 

C  The  core  shop,  an  old  British  iron  foundry,  is  dted  as  a  revelation  in 
speed  in  turning  out  war  work.  Young  girls  arc  producing  cores  there  for 
hand  grenades  at  the  rate  of  180  an  hour.  The  cores,  the  making  of  which 
takes  31  movements  of  the  hand,  being  turned  out  in  16  seconds.  This  seems 
to  be  a  standardisation  to  the  nth  degree  and  shows,  how  oooe  awakened 
to  the  necessity  of  haste,  the  Bnglishman,  in  this  case  the  Bn^shwoman, 
is  making  good. 


CL  In  most  of  the  wars  previous  to  the  present  one  the  first  thing  an  army  in 
the  field  did  was  to  foul  its  own  water  supply.  Second,  to  infect  its  food  by 
swarms  of  flies,  spreading  its  garbage  dumps  and  manure  heaps.  It  is  only  by 
the  correction  of  these  ^ils  that  men  have  been  preserved  for  battle  rather 
than  to  rot  with  disease  in  winter  quarters.  The  armies  hi  Flanders  and 
Northern  France,  out  in  open  trenches  during  the  winter  weather,  had  less 
sickness  and  fewer  deaths  from  pneumonia  than  in  civilian  life  in  time  of 
peace  ^ 


41  Demobilizing  our  fighting  men  has  been  oor  first  thought  but  we  must 
also  demobilise  the  manufacture  of  war  materials.  This  indudes  chemicals, 

and  immense  supplies  of  benzone,  toluone,  sodium  caustic  and  chlorine, 
sulfuric  acid  by  tons  are  all  on  hand.  What  shall  be  done  with  them  and  with 
the  manufacturers  that  produce  them?  The  chemical  manufacturers  them- 
sdvcs  are  ready  with  suggettions  of  ways  in  which  tiieir  products  may  be 
turned  into  peace  profits. 


4L  Most  of  the  shoes  supplied  under  army  contracts  are  of  the  hob-nailed 
variety.  One  of  the  jobs  up  to  the  Army's  new  shoe  repair  shops  in^ France 
is  the  furnishing  of  railroad  troops  and  hospital  attendants  with  hob- 
nailless  shoes.  If  there  are  not  enough  of  the  russet  garrison  shoes  on  hand 
the  hob  nails  simply  have  to  be  ertracted  and  by  hand.  The  railroaders 
claim  that  the  holiKnails  slip  as  they  climb  about  on  the  engine  and  point  out 
the  fact  that  one  of  their  number  lost  a  leg  by  slipping  and  failing  to  catch 
himself  in  time.  As  to  the  hospital  attendants  the  objection  to  the  studs  and 
heel  plates  is  primarily  one  of  noise,  and  secondly,  one  of  Boors. 


C  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  AssociaHon,  Chicago,  Illinois, 

in  nn  editorial  December  7,  191R,  announces  that  they  will  supply  the  need 
of  an  addition  of  their  magazine  in  Spanish  and  Portuguese  commencing 
January  1.  The  new  publication  will  be  published  twice  a  month  and 
circulate  in  all  Spanish-speaking  countries  as  well  as  Brazil  and  PortugaL 
This  need  has  been  in  part  anticipated  in  dentistry  by  the  formation  oi 
the  Pan  American  Publishing  Company  nf  Pittsburgh  Pennsylvania, 
which  issues  a  magazine.  The  Revista  Dental  Internaciotudt  which  is 
modeled  very  much  on  the  lines  of  Oral  Hygiene. 
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€1  The  manner  in  which  British  prisoners,  confined  in  German  camps,  have 
been  neglected  and  compelled  to  work  in  mines  and  unsnnitary  surround- 
ings»  and  neglected  by  German  physicians,  is  the  cause  of  an  indignant 
protest  by  the  mediciil  pfofeadoii  in  England.  The  counsel  of  the  Roy«l 
CoUege  of  Surgeons  decided  to  omit  the  Universities  of  Germany  and 
Austria  from  the  list  of  schools  from  which  certificates  for  professional 
education  shall  be  received.  A  similar  decision  seems  about  to  be  taken  by 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians. 


It  At  Camp  Diz,  Wrightstown,  New  Jersey*  where  influenza  has  reappeared, 

which  cost  more  than  800  deaths  at  the  previous  visit,  precautionary 
measures  are  being  taken  to  fight  the  disease.  Among  those  is  the  use  of  the 
tooth  brush.  Failure  of  a  soldier  to  use  his  tooth  brush  at  least  twice  a  day 
becomes  a  misdemeanor  under  the  new  regulations,  and  a  teeUi-deaning 
guard  will  be  assigned  to  each  barracks  to  see  if  this  order  is  obeyed.  No 
man  with  even  the  slightest  symptom  of  a  cold  will  be  allowed  to  help  in 
any  way  in  the  kitchens  or  mess  ha!ls.  Coughers  and  sneezers  must  wear 
gauze  masks  at  all  times.  Telephone  mouth  pieces  will  be  removed  and 
washed  in  antiseptics  daily,  etc. 


H  Fall  River,  Massachusetts,  reports  that  because  of  the  falling  off  in 
attendance  of  the  school  children  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  the  authorities  are 
considering  closing  the  Dental  Clinic,  temporarily  at  least.  In  a  letter  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Agent  Morris  of  the  Board  of  Health,  called 
attention  to  the  step  contemplated  and  deplored  the  fact  that  the  attend- 
ance of  children  had  fallen  off  to  such  an  extent  that  the  closing  of  the 
Clinic  is  being  considered.  He  expressed  the  belief  that  instructions  should 
be  given  teachers  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  children  on  this  very  important 
matter  ^ 


il  Miss  Anna  J.  Foley,  speaking  of  the  Dental  Hygienists*  work  in  the 
Hyde  Park  Station,  of  the  District  Nursing  Association,  says: 
€L  '*  The  need  for  dental  hygienists  in  our  schools  is  shown  by  the  results 
of  the  dental  hygiene  work  in  Hyde  Park.  Among  the  485  children  of  the 
first  and  second  school  grades  whose  teeth  were  deaned  and  examined  by 
these  hygienists,  95  per  cent  were  found  to  have  dental  defects.  Dental 
defects  result  in  headaches,  indigestion,  bad  throats,  absence  from  school 
and  all  kinds  of  disabilities.  And  unless  these  dental  defects  are  corrected 
during  childhood  there  is  grave  danger  of  the  matter  being  afterwards 
neglected."  «» 


C  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  reports  the  doubling  of  its  free  dental  work 

in  the  public  and  parochial  schools. 

€i  Dr.  H.  F.  VanDrezer  has  been  engaged  as  full  time  dentist  by  Welfare 
Director  Davidson,  and  he  devotes  his  mornings  at  the  West  Side  school 
building,  and  is  at  the  East  Side  each  afternoon  of  the  week  except  Sunday. 

€1,  The  report  of  the  dental  clinic  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31, 
1918,  when  only  the  East  Side  clinic  was  in  operation,  will  give  some  idea 
of  its  work.  During  that  year  654  amalgam  fillings,  254  cement  fillings  and 
248  root  and  canal  fillings  were  inserted.  There  was  a  total  of  1590  treat- 
ments and  of  the  301  extractions,  193  were  deciduous  and  106  permanent. 
951  children  were  treated  and  238  were  discharged.  The  applications  of 
S77  children  were  received  and  333  were  admitted.  The  actual  attendance 
was  1843,  one  attendance  being  recorded  for  each  visit  of  the  patient,  and 
this  attendance  was  divided  as  follows:  Parochial  841 ;  public  school,  1002. 
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C  Now  that  the  war  has  oome  to  a  dote  we  can  look  for  an  fanmednitc 
rrduction  in  the  price  of  drugs.  Export  restrictions  have  been  removed  and 
many  holders  are  liquidating  their  stocks.  At  the  time  of  writing  Mercury 
has  been  reduced  $4.00  a  flask  of  75  pounds  and  Saccharine  has  been  lowered 
$2.00-  a  pound  beoaote  of  Increaied  suppUet.  Thit  it  only  an  indieatkin  of 
what  is  apt  to  occur  all  along  the  Una  and  the  Pentitt  is  advised  to  buy  kt 
small  quantitiei  until  the  market  returns  to  normal. 


No  one  food  is  so  acceptable,  especially  to  the  American  soldier,  as  that 
indiipcniable  staple,  baooo.  Perhaps  it  is  even  more  valuable  than  beef 

because  it  Is  tarioe  as  nutritious  in  proportion  to  its  bulk,  will  keep  in  any 
climate,  can  be  cooked  in  any  old  way  and  yet  be  good.  It  may  be 
dropped  in  the  river,  run  over  by  an  ammunition  wagon,  rolled  on  by  a 
muie,  left  out  in  the  rain  all  night  or  in  the  son  ail  day,  and  yet  it  is  a 
perfectly  acceptable  food  when  cleaned,  trimmed  and  fried.  It  contains 
that  indispensable  element,  fat,  which  can  be  used  for  frying,  or  as 
shortening  in  bread  and  biscuits.  You  do  not  tire  of  it,  and  it  forms  an 
acceptable  ration  the  year  round. 


t[  We  learn  from  the  Herald  Rutland,  Vermont  that  Vermont  is  the  only 
state  in  the  country  which  has  a  rural  dental  clinic.  This  clinic  is  operated 
entirely  by  private  donations  and  is  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board 
of  health,  state  board  of  education,  and  the  Vermont  State  Dental  Associ- 
ation. Dr.  S.  Dewey  Darling,  the  dentist  employed,  selects  places  which 
are  the  most  remotdy  situated  from  dental  offices.  He  makes  tiie  statement 
that  an  average  of  seven  or  eight  fillings  and  between  two  and  three 
extractions  of  teeth  are  found  to  be  needed  among  school  children  between 
6  and  12  years  throughout  the  state. 

d  The  rural  dental  clinic  has  just  completed  a  year  of  existence  and  during 
that  time  about  1000  school  children  have  had  their  teeth  put  right,  free  of 
charge.  During  the  last  12  months  about  7000  fillinfS  have  been  put  in  and 

2300  teeth  extracted. 

C  Dr.  Darling  has  just  completed  his  work  in  Glover.  The  conditions  there 
are  typical  of  every  town  in  tlie  state.  One  hundred  per  cent  of  the  children 
needed  something  done.  The  average  of  extractions  per  person  was  2  3-10 
while  the  filling^  were  about  seven  to  each  child. 


C.  One  of  those  individuals  who  have  leisure  enough  to  dig  into  the  records 
of  days  long  past  has  unearthed  what  is  said  to  be  the  hrst  advertisement 
ever  published  of  a  preparation  for  cleaning  and  preserving  the  teeth.  It 
appeared  258  years  ago,  and,  though  the  language  is  a  bit  involved,  the 
writer  needed  no  lessons  from  modem  publicity  experts  in  claiming  virtues 
for  his  product.  The  "  ad  "  was  printed  in  the  "  Mercurius  PoUUcus"  of 
Leith,  Scotland,  in  1660,  and  reads,  says  the  New  York  World: 
C  "  Most  Excellent  and  Approved  I>entifrices  to  scour  and  cleanse  the 
Teeth,  making  them  white  as  Ivory,  preserves  from  Toothaches  so  that 
being  constantly  used,  the  parties  ushig  it  are  never  troubled  with  the 
Toothache;  it  fastens  the  Teeth,  sweetens  the  Breath,  and  preserves  the 
Mouth  and  Gums  from  Cankers  and  Imposthumes.  Made  by  Robert 
Turner,  Gentleman;  and  the  right  arc  only  to  be  had  at  Thomas  Rooker, 
Statioocr,  at  the  Holy  Lamb  at  the  Bast  end  of  St.  Faul's  Chufdi,  near  the 
School,  in  sealed  papers,  at  lad  the  paper.  The  reader  is  desired  to  beware 
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C  The  position  that  American  chewing  gum  has  assumed  in  modem 
warfare,  especially  among  the  American  soldiers,  is  absolutely  unique.  The 
doughboys  cannot  get  enough  of  these  supplies.  With  it  they  are  able  to 
wWmUmhI  fiitigue,  loog  nardies  and  abtenoe  of  water.  It  also  servea  to 
dean  the  teetii  and  is  a  good  substitute  fbr  tooth  paste.  The  Importance  of 
the  chewing  gum  and  the  cigarette  is  one  of  the  surprises  of  our  war  on  the 
West  Front.  Even  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  docs  not  approve  of  cigarette 
soioking,  had  to  bow  its  head  and  meet  the  demand,  aye,  and  even  supply 
fMdka  of  playing  carda.  A  year  aoo  if  you  had  told  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  official 
that  the  Organiwiioa  would  teU  cifaiettee,diewing  gum  and  playi^ 
what  would  hit  answer  have  been? 


|[  The  many  strange  conditions  under  which  the  Red  Cross  has  been  sub- 
ject ia  illuitrated  in  a  letter  from  Dr.  W.  Dodd  working  at  Mejdel  near 
Jeniaalem,  Paleatine.  He  repoftt  to  headquarters  at  Washington,  D.  C,  on 
the  conditions  of  the  hospital  at  which  he  is  stationed.  The  hospital  was  made 
up  of  about  twenty-five  tents  with  a  dispensary  tent,  living  quarters  for 
the  staff,  etc.  It  is  located  in  the  sandy  district  with  thistles  and  scant 
grass  and  it  was  the  custom  of  every  one,  including  the  staff,  to  go  barefoot. 
The  patients  braui^t  here  were  from  60  to  100  a  day.  Out  of  252  operations 
performed  by  Doctor  Dodd  in  less  than  seven  weeks,  222  were  for  eye 
troubles,  of  which  trachoma  cases  formed  the  great  majority.  Doctor  Dodd 
treated  a  number  of  patients  with  bombed  hands,  of  which  there  were 
many  in  the  earlier  days.  The  cases  he  treated  were  mostly  in  children  who 
pidced  up  unezploded  Turkish  txmbs  wMcli  had  been  Ic^g  in  the  fields 
6om  the  time  of  the  British  advance.  Many  fingers  and  hands  were  lost 
from  this  cause.  Lice,  flies,  and  other  vermin  were  everywhere,  and  maggots 
were  frequently  found  in  wounds,  as,  a  favorite  dressing  of  the  native,  a 
piece  of  raw  meat,  is  a  good  breeding  place.  They  were  found  in  the  ears 
and  scalp,  and  in  oOier  wounds*  DUBailty  was  experienced  in  making  the 
patients  conform  to  the  sanitary  requirements,  and  penalties  had  to  be 
impoaed  fiir  vidations. 


C  The  following  from  the  National  Geographic  Magazine  is  an 
mtcresting  item.  Before  the  war  had  even  approached  its  climax, 
Bitein  discovered  that  it  friced  a  shortage,  among  other  things*  of  milk. 
The  Govenunent  guaranteed  very  high  prices  to  induce  production;  but 
the  sacrifice  of  herds,  plowing  up  of  grass  lands,  and  deficiency  of  labor 
rendered  stimulative  efforts  futile.  There  was  not  enough  milk  to  go  round  in 
the  old,  easy  way,  and,  administration  stepped  in  to  insure,  first  against 
profiteering,  and  second  that  those  who  most  needed  it  should  have  their 
share  of  the  milk.  Observe  the  results. 

C  Some  months  np^o  the  British  Medical  Association  discussed  some 
remarkable  and  vital  statistics.  It  found  that  for  the  last  preceding  year  the 
death  rate  anoong  infants  under  five  years  old  had  been  about  one-half  the 
rate  in  pre-war  times.  It  was  a  phenomenon  beyond  the  comprehension  of 
snytfaing  but  common  sense.  The  medical  authorities  applied  that  test  and 
Inued  their  verdict.  For  the  first  time  in  modem  history  of  Britain  there 
had  been  milk  enough  for  all  the  babies,  and  good  milk.  But  if  the  adult 
patron  of  a  public  eating-house  buys  and  drinks  a  glass  of  milk  as  a  beverage, 
he  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  pounds,  and  the  proprietor  subjects  himself  to  a 
Rke  penalty.  If  anybody  imagines  that  hercwifter  Britain  will  return  to  the 
customs  of  the  "  good  old  dasrs,"  when  for  want  of  milk  twice  as  many 
British  babies  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  dying,  he  is  far  from  understanding 
what  is  going  on  in  tlie  English  public  mind  today. 
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C  Lets  than  tivo  centuries  ago  tea  and  oofFee  were  introditoed  as  part  of  our 

dietetics.  They  were  looked  upon  with  great  suspicion  at  first;  denounced 
by  the  Puritan  because  they  were  pleasant,  and  by  the  doctor  because  not 
in  the  pharmacopoeia.  The  third  new  article  of  food,  sugar,  which  came  in 
about  tiw  aame  time  and  etill  goes  down  with  them,  have  added  to  tiie  oom- 
forts  of  civilized  men.  It  would  be  impossible  to  matdi  them  with  anytfaing 
of  equal  value.  Previous  to  the  introduction  of  sugar  the  principal  sweeten- 
ing of  the  world  was  honey,  and  sugar  was  first  known  as  vegetable  honey. 


II  This  war  is  to  have  definite  and  somewhat  unexpected  results.  We  are 
sbockod  by  tiie  fact  that  8  per  cent  of  the  men  called  to  the  colors  are  unab]( 

to  read  or  write  and  yet  such  facts  have  been  in  our  statistics.  Fifty  per 
cent  of  our  school  children  are  handicapped  in  some  degree  by  a  remedial 
defect  that  interferes  with  their  obtaining  an  education.  We  are  told  tliat 
since  the  war  there  has  resulted  a  shortage  of  teadiers  whidi  has  dosed 
12,000  schools  in  the  country  affecting  evety  state  in  the  Union.  There  b  a 
shortage  of  50,000  teachers,  says  this  statement,  and  100,000  persons  are 
teaching  who  never  before  had  any  former  experience.  The  cause,  of  course, 
is  the  beggarly  pay  allowed  school  teachers.  If  we  show  our  appreciation  to 
the  teadiing  forces  and  grant  a  Uving  wage  it  would  be  worth  wfafle»  and  w« 
will  have  the  full  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  siogan.of  the  New 
York  Medical  Bureau:  "  Health  is  purchasable  by  any  community  and 
that  it  can,  in  a  degree,  determine  its  own  death  rate,"  will  be  universally 
recognized  *^  »^ 


€1  The  Red  Cross  in  France  is  having  very  appreciative  audiences  in  every 
line  of  health  work.  The  modem  French  boy  or  girl  evidently  has  not  been 
spoiled  by  too  much  instruction  in  regard  to  his  teeth.  You  merely  give  a 
gay  red,  white,  and  blue  pamphlet  entitled  "  Why  You  Should  Brush  Your 
Teeth,"  to  a  little  French  boy  with  a  toothache  and  he  will  "  suddenly 
grow  better."  If  you  doubt  it,  read  this  letter: 

Dear  Benefactor — In  the  name  of  my  classmates  I  thank  you 
from  th  e  bottom  of  my  heart  for  aU  the  good  aa  well  as  the  pleasure 

you  iiavc  given  us. 

HOur  teaciier  has  given  us  the  pretty  and  very  interesting 
pamphlets  which  yaa  were  good  enough  to  send  us.  They  gave  us  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure.  Little  Georges,  a  lovely  little  boy  of  five, 
who  does  not  know  how  to  read  yet,  cried  for  a  pretty  book  of  his 
own;  as  he  has  had  a  toothache  for  some  time — he  is  cutting  his 
teeth  mademoiselle  gave  him  a  pamphlet  which  exactly  suited 
his  case,  and  he  suddenly  grew  better. 

C  We  will  keep  all  those  pretty  pamphlets  carefully  so  that  we 
may  reread  them  frequently,  now  and  later.  Our  teacher  is  going  to 
make  them  the  subject  of  a  reading  lesson  and  a  talk  every  week, 
which  will  be  very  amusing,  as  they  have  sudi  attractive  pictures; 
C  We  shall  try  to  show  ourselves  worthy  of  so  much  kindness  by 
putting  into  practice,  little  by  little,  the  good  advice  in  the  rules 
of  hygiene,  which  have  been  posted  for  some  time  on  the  walls  of 
our  little'school,  for  we  want  "  to  live  long  and  in  good  health." 
We  very  much  regret  that  we  cannot  kiss  our  good  little  comrades 
in  great  and  noble  America,  for  a  very  long  time  we  have  loved 
them  like  brothers.

€L  Decaying  teeth  are  a  certain  aid  to  disease  and  a  serious  obstacle  in 
combating  Snfant  mortality,  according  to  Oeorge  H.  Wright*  D.  M^D.,  in  a

With  the  nerve  or  pulp  of  the  teeth 
capoaed  the  child  quiddy  bolts  its  food.  This  irrespective  of  the  amount  or 
quality  of  food  ingested  soon  leads  to  faulty  digestion  and  acidosis,  which  is 
easily  demonstrated  by  simple  tests  within  the  mouth  as  well  as  by  the 
visible  destructive  action  upon  the  enamel  of  the  teeth. 

41  "  Lack  of  use  of  the  teeth  and  muscles  of  mastication  soon  impairs  the 
whole  facial  structure,  which  in  a  young  child  is  in  process  of  development 
vMin  and  without.  The  materials  necessary  for  growth  of  bone  and  other 
tissue  are  dependent  upon  a  good  blood  supply.  This  supply  is  inhibited 
through  lack  of  use. 

I;  "  When  the  teeth  have  failed  to  contact  normally  and  the  dental  arch 
becomes  deformed  we  can  be  sure  that  the  structures  immediately  adjacent 
sufifer  in  direct  proportion  to  the  extent  of  the  dental  irregularity.  This 
means  one  or  more  of  the  results  will  be  poor  heaMi  and  poor  growth. 
C  With  even  so  concise  a  summary  of  some  of  the  evils  attendant  upon  the 
lack  of  care  of  the  mouth  and  teeth  during  childhood  we  readily  appreciate 
how  great  and  vital  is  our  responsibility  to  the  children.  We  are  in  duty 
bound  to  provide  some  means  for  their  protection  against  the  ignorance  and 
the  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

^  "  What  is  the  use  of  treating  hundreds  of  children  In  our  hospital- 
cSnics  who  suffer  as  a  result  of  lack  of  care  in  oral  hygiene  when  a  little 
provision  through  education  and  training  at  an  early  age  would  prevent  so 
much?  *^  *^ 

^  "A  remedy  will  be  found  in  a  closer  co-operation  between  tiic  depart- 
ments of  health  and  sdhool  nurses  and  dentists  within  every  community, 
snd  the  employment  of  trained  dental  hygienists  where  there  are  great 

numbers  of  children  to  be  cared  for.  Our  statistics  from  such  sources  would 
«x>n  show  a  marked  decrease  in  numerous  ailments  of  childhood  and  better 
conservation  of  our  future  men  and  women.

In  my  aitides  in  the  Midafaipmen's 
paper»  I  have  told  them  that  more 
than  half  a  hundred  teeth  lie  buried 
in  the  tiny  jawt  of  a  chikh- 26  in 
each  jaw.  Upon  the  devdopment  of 
these  teeth,  and  of  the  jaws  ia  wliich 
they  are  implanted,  depend  mudi 
ftiture  9pinfort  and'  happincM;  tliat 
long  after  the  bonet  of  the  skuU  are 
uidted,  the  brain  enlarges  and*  die 
•kull  al80»  In  order  to.aMoiimitodate 
the  growth  of  the- brain  as  the 
jaws  to  aooommodate  th^  d#v^loping 
teeth:  The  crowns  of  .tl*^  te^'^h  when 
once  formed,  built  up,  mid  caiahcd 


are  finished  once  for  all.  No  internal 
supplies  will  affect  the  finished 
structure,  and  that  may  serve  to 
explain  what,  to  some,  is  a  mystery. 
Many  a  weakling  grows  into  a  strong 
rnan  under  suitable  conditions  of 
environment  and  nutrition,  but 
with  teeth  so  fraii  as  to  break  down 
in  daily  use. 

Destruction  of  the  teeth  from  caries 
has  far-reaching  results  upon  the 
body  by  infection  and  by  lowering 
the  general  nutrition,  thus  paving 
the  way  for  other  diseaaes  of 
bacterial  origin,  such  as  consump- 
tion, pneumonia  and  appendicitis. 
The  Naval  surgeon  is  alert  to 
detect  dental  disorders  early  lest 
an  aggravation  of  them  produee 
grave  iUness.  Mudi  of  the  toositttis 
and  pharyngitis  in  the  Navy  can 
undoubtedly  be  traced  to  defective 
teeth,  as  can  also  deranged  diges- 
tion and  general  physical  deteriorm- 
tion.  A  bad  tooth  may  occasionally 
give  rise  to  serious  compttcatioos 
which  may  even  endanger  life.  In 
one  year  the  Navy  recorded  two 
fatalities-^  death  from  pneumonia 
.following  the  extraction  of  an 
ulcerated  tooth,  and  a  case  of 
blood  poisoning  which  developed 
fit>m  gangrene  of  the  nerve  of  a 
molar  tooth.*'  Conditions  prove  that 
dental  disease  is  the  most  prevalent 
of  all  djwflWS  *^  Only  19  pwt  of 
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1075  different  Midshipmen  in  the 
Academy  in  one  year  (lets  than  two 
per  cent)  had  not  received  dental 
treatment.  An  cmnanation  of  school 
children  in  a  number  of  cities  at 
home  and  abroad,  reveali  the  fact 
that  from  92  to  95  per  cent  have 
defective  teeth.  More  than  3,000 
men  were  Invalided  home  during  the 
Boer  War  on  account  of  defective 
teelli,  and  in  the  early  da3fi  of  the 
campaign  when  volunteers  were 
ngected  for  this  reason,  the  War 
Office  was  laughed  to  soom.  "  We 
dont  want  to  eat  the  Boen»"  was 
said  derisively.  In  the  French 
Anny^in  the  recent  war,  the  number 
cf  men  incspadtated  more  or  less  by 
dental  disease  has  averaged  30*000. 
Bvery  nation  engaged  in  the  war  has 
fBTognlsed  tiie  importance  and  In* 
dispensability  of  dentistry.  The 
mabatenanoe  of  dental  and  oral 
health  for  our  Army  and  Navy  has 
been  fostered  by  their  dental  corps 
and  the  15,000  civilian  dentists  who 
comprise  the  Preparedness  League, 
an  organization  of  volunteers  who 
gave  their  time  and  skill  towards 
making  the  recruit  dentally  fit.  The 
dental  profession  went  on  record, 
through  this  League,  and  said: 
"  Our  piut  in  winning  the  war  is  to 
make  our  boys  dentally  fit."  Now 
that  armistice  has  been  declared. 
President  Beach,  through  Doctor 
Ottolengui,  tells  its  members  and 
every  dentist  in  fact  that  the  making 
of  our  National  Army  and  Navy 
dentally  fit  was  not  the  sole  object 
of  the  League,  but  that  OUT  next 
move  should  be  to  overcome  the: 
results  of  disaster,  as  already  our 


boys  are  returning  sadly  in  need  of 
our  best  servioe— "thousands  on 
thousands  to  whom  we  must  min- 
ister ^ 

If  dentistry  is  important  in  civil 
life»  it  is  more  important  in  the 
Army  and  Navy  because  the  men 
live  in  conditions  which  considered 
Irom  the  physical,  mental,  and 
nervous  standpoints  fiu*  eicesd  In 
untoward  influences  those  con- 
ditions which  the  individual  in 
dvil  Ufe  must  meet.  The  method 
of  keeping  dental  disease  In  che^ 
at  fhe  Naval  Academy  by  syste- 
matic inq>ection,  by  systematic 
treatment  and  by  constant  clean- 
liness of  the  mouUi  shows  that  much 
may  be  done  towards  Its  prevention. 
In  one  year,  with  nearly  1100 
Ihfldshipmen  only  14  teeth  were 
extracted  for  estendve  caries  or 
alveolar  abscess;  and  of  aU  tiiose 
Midshipmen,  only  IS  had  not  had 
their  teeth  examined  and  charted. 
Under  such  circumstances  the 
necessity  for  painful  dental  oper- 
ations was  reduced  to  a  minimum, 
and  the  earliest  apj>earance  of 
caries  was  noted.

our  profession  and  the  public  at 
large.  The  particular  dissertation  on 
the  subject  ihr.t  hn^  created  a  desire 
for  the  writer  to  spend  his  nickle, 
emanated  from  the  cultured  brain 
of  our  honored  and  esteemed  frater, 
Dr»  S.  H.  OuUford  of  Philadelphia, 
whoae  ripe  experience  and  just  con- 
ception of  the  ethics  of  cur  pro- 
fession renders  him  a  competent 
and  equitable  judge*  He  has  treated 
the  subject  In  a  masterful  and  con- 
siderate way,  which  the  qualities  of 
a  true  fcnUeman  would  interpret. 
Nothing  less  could  come  from  his 
pen  tm 

We  do,  bowever,  find  at  least  two 
sides  to  everything  mundane  and  I 
am  strong  for  the  reasoning  of  our 
old  colored  friend*  "  Unde  Jerry/' 
who  upon  cipiaining  his  marital 
trottbtes  with  **Aunt  Hannah/* 
said:

The  question  appears  to  be  ba^d 
mainly  on  the  point  of  ethics  which 
may  be  defined  as  the  law  of  justice 
and  equity  of  human  intercourse. 
£thics  is  the  science  of  human  duty. 
It   is   fundamental    and   must  be 
ba'?ed  on  the  Golden  Rule.  With  this 
thought  in  mind,  let  us  analyze  the 
subject  under  discussion.  Our  dental 
code  of  ethics  contains  no  reference 
to  the  violation  of  the  confidence  of 
our  patients.  That  docs  not  change 
the  obligation,  however,  of  the  true 
professional  man.

KTfnt  oath  of  HippocrRtcs,  which 
has  stood  for  more  than  two  thousand

T  r>ii^  }  (■  infract  the  moral  amenities 
m  speaking  of  the  members  of  tiie 
KohcncoUem  family? 


K I  may  be  disposedof  by 
saying  that  if  Loquacious  Bitt  ever 
told  Dr.  Davis  anything  in  con* 
fidence»  it  has  remained  right  where 
it  was  placed.  The  gentle  public 
has,  doubtless,  been  feeding  upon 
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the  rind  of  the  watermelon  while  the 
succulent  juice  is  still  untouched. 
II  Query  No.  2  is  important  ftom  a 
legal  atandpoint.  A  lawyer  would 
toj/oy  Ha  possibilities.  For  inafeance, 
questions  mig)it  thua  be  propounded 
to  Dr.  Davia: 

"Granting  that  profetaiooal  con* 
fideoce  muat  be  confined  to  tbe 
oontuhatioo  or  operating  room,  did 
the  ex'Kaiser  stand  in  a  doorway 
while  making  any  of  these  startling 
revelatiooa?  " 

Should  such  a  contingency  ariae  it 
would  no  doubt  tax  the  highest 
legal  powers  to  render  a  valid 
opinion 

little  of  wliat  was  said  by  the  ex- 
illuatriotts  patient,  while  in  the 
dental  chair,  haa.  been  divulged  by 
Dr.  Davia.  He  tella  us  that  it  was 
a  custom  of  His  Nibs  to  m>end  ftom 
one  to  two  hours  in  conversational 
piffle  after  the  professional  session 
had  been  concluded.  No  doubt  the 
time  thus  frittered  received  due 
recognition  in  the  usual  *'  statement 
as  rendered,"  but  history  takes  no 
account  of  this  and  it  is  doubtful  if 
the  item,  **  Two  hours  con  versa - 
ti<wi,*'  was  thus  specified  by  Dr. 
Davis.  Here  is  a  possible  point  where 
the  doctor  is  censurable  if  a  charge 
was  made,  but — let  me  whisper 
this  in  your  deaf  ear — how  many 
are  there  in  our  glorious  profession 
who  could  prove  an  alibi?  Our 
patients  know  that  our  time  is  our 
**  stock  in  trade  "  and  whosoever 
wanton^  wastes  it,  does  so  at  his 
own  ridt. 

BtU  Jones  is  in  your  chair  one  half 
hour.  The  sitting  is  completed  and 
be  inveigles  you  into  the  reception 
room,  holding  your  attention  for 
another  half  hour.  Maybe  he  tells 
you  of  some  important  matter  that 
would  greatly  interest  the  public, 


but  should  not  be  made  known.  You 
might,  pierchance,  tell  your  wife  and 
admonish  secre^.  It  has  happened 
on  very  rare  occasions  that  she  has 
reposed  a  like  confidence  in  the 
other  fellow's  wife  and  thua  the 
f»i^^fWff  chain  has  been  started,  yet 
tile  source  of  infimnation  remidna 
obscure.  You  know  that  you  started 
tiie  story  vdiicfa,  by  the  submarine 
route,  became  badly  distorted  and 
wrought  injury  to  another  person 
or  persons,  thereby  violating  the 
confidence  of  Patient  Jones.  Dr. 
Davis  pursued  a  diiferent  course. 
He  has  told  his  story  in  a  straight- 
forward manner  and  laid  it  before 
the  whole  world.  He  shoulders  all 
responaibility  and  accepts  all  the 
conseQpiences 

Let  uSf  on  the  otiicr  hff^i  fiwww 
that  Dr.  Davis  received  no  fee  for 

the  hours  consumed  by  his  ex-august 
patron  in  social  intercourse.  Has  not 
the  doctor  a  moral  right  to  make  use 
of  those  hours  which,  if  employed  in 
the  pursuit  of  his  vocation,  would 
have  yielded  him  handsome  returns? 
We  might  suggest  the  interpre- 
tation that,  while  the  dentist  is 
exchanging  his  professional  ca- 
pacity for  a  fee,  his  mental  smd 
digital  skill  belongs  to  his  em- 
ployer and  when  trusted  with  such 
profe^ional  secrets  as  the  world 
should  not  know,  must  never  be 
revealed.  There  is,  however,  a  vast 
difference  between  the  significance 
of  professional  secrets  and  social 
piffle.  I  will  wager  that  within  the 
breast  of  Dr.  Davis  there  reposes 
inviolate  many  professional  secrets 
which  might  have  added  to  the 
public  interest  of  his  narrative, 
had  his  motive  been  less  com- 
mendable 9^

It  is  opinion  of  the  writer  that 
Dr.  Davis  has  not  infracted  that 
sense  of  oomltv  whldi  ifisting**^***** 
the  gentleman,  nor  taken  undue 
Ucense  with  the  affairs  of  the 
former  imperial  fismily  of  Germany. 
However,  we  admowledge  tiiat  no 
small  percentage  of  what  he  has 
written  may  be  classed  as  non- 
essential badinage,  the  perusal  of 
which  would  be  a  waste  of  time  for 
those  wbo  have  a  real  part  in  the 
world's  work.  The  article,  we  grant, 
belongs  to  the  same  classification, 
as  weU. 

The  excuse  for  this  wanton  waste 
of  valuable  time  lies  in  the  writer's 
slight  connection  with  a  little  an- 
cient history,  which  follows: 
On  a  fateful  afternoon,  some  fifteen 
years  ago,  your  erstwhile  scribe  was 
seated  in  the  office  of  Dr.  M.  L. 
Rhein  in  earnest  conversation  with 
Dr.  Sylvester,  dentist  to  the  then 
great  Wilht  lm,  awaiting  the  momen- 
tary advent  of  Dr.  Davis.

Having 
known  Dr.  Watson  prior  to  his 
association  with  Dr.  Sylvester, 
more  than  usual  interest  was 
evinced  by  him  and  after  favorable 


relations  had  been  established,  Dr. 
Sylvester  asked  the  writer  if  he 
would  consider  the  position  which 
he  was  about  to  offer  to  Dr.  Davis. 

€1  The  shock  was,  naturally,  severe 
to  the  nerves  of  an  unsophisticated 
up-stater  and  when  recovery  seemed 
assured,  the  offer  was  declined  with 
thanks.  I  have  never  believed  that 
Dr.  Qylveelei  was  reaUy  serious  in 
the  matter,  but  it  has  served  as  an 
excuse  for  clinging  to  the  fringe  of 
glory,  widdi  in  itself  forms  a  sweet 
morsd  to  roll  upon  the  tongue  and 
catdi  its  spicy  flavor  betimes. 

€1  At  this  moment  I  have  a  feeling 
that  I  missed  the  great  chance  to 
give  our  arch  enemy  a  jab  with  an 
excavator  as  a  sample  of  what  every 
American  dentist  would  love  to  do. 

^  The  momentous  question  had 
scarcely  been  disposed  of  before  a 
breesy  young  man  stepped  hastily 
into  tHg  room  and  ft"F>c*T*?rt^  him- 
self as  Dr.  Davis.  Displaying  a.  due 
admixture  of  assurance  and  self- 
confidence,  the  young  man  frankly

dearly  indicated  that  the  offer  of 
Dr.  Sylvester  must  be  unusually 
good  if  he  were  to  accept  it  I  have 
always  admired  him  for  the  manner 
in  which  he  presented  his  case,  as 
Dr.  Sylvester  could  not  misinterpcet 
his  meaning.  Dr.  Davis  still  retains 
this  adasiraUe  quality  and  in  due 
time  will  be  understood  by  our 
profession. 

In  the  meantime  I  shall  continue 
to  espouse  his  cause  unless  future 
developments  should  demand  a 
change  of  sentiment.  We  must  not 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  Dr. 
Davis  was,  for  fourteen  years, 
under  the  influence  of  German 
**  Kultur  "  and  his  environment 
must  have  madr  its  inifxession  n 
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00  his  mental  attitude.  Let  us  hope 
that,  as  a  broad-minded  profession, 
we  will  take  into  account  con- 
tributing conditions,  some  of  which 


are  not  known  to  us,  and  form  our 
judgments  accordingly.  Dr.  Davis 
is  a  loyal  American  citizen  and  a 
worthy  member  of  our  profession.

The  middle  name  of  every  dentist 
should  be  Fletcher. 
Horace  Fletcher  will  live  in  history 
as  the  first  man  who  insisted  that 
our  teeth  were  given  us  for  use 
He  is  the  first  man  who  told  us  that 
the  failure  to  use  the  teeth  properly 
is  a  sin. 

He  is  the  first  man  to  say  that  a 
dietetio  sinner  is  no  more  beautiful 
in  the  ^yes  of  God  than  a  booaer  or 
any  other  tinner  against  the  flesh. 
In  the  face  of  richcule  and  stupidity 
Horace  Fktdier  has  held  his  course 
for  twenty  years.  Now  hit  name  is 
honored  wherever  thinkuig  men  and 
women  live,  the  round  world  over* 
Recently  Mr.  Fletcher  spent  a  week 
at  The  Roycroft  Shop.  We  chewed 
the  subject  of  dietetics  from  A  to  2, 
as  we  picked  up  potatoes  in  the  field 
or  climbed  the  hills  'cross  lots. 
Mr.  Fletcher  gave  three  formal 
lectures  in  the  Roycroft  Chapel  to 
the  people  of  the  town,  ^ke  tc  the 
scfaoc^'Childreo,  and  made  himself 
useful  at  the  wood-pile. 
Not  many  men  live  up  to  what  they 
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preach.  Horace  Fletcher  does.  And 
by  his  life  he  proves  the  beauty  of 
his  theories.  He  is  well,  strong, 
amiable,  intelligent,  industrious, 
happy,  and  at  sixty  he  is  twenty  per 
cent  stronger  than  he  was  at  forty. 
€L  An  adult  has  an  alimentary  canal 
about  thirty-two  feet  long,  but  the 
owner  can  control  only  the  first 
three  inches  of  it.  Aftser  that  all  he 
can  do  is  to  set  up  an  explonon. 
To  use  your  mouth  as  a  dvilized 
man  should  is  a  fine  art  so  insists 
Horace  Fletcher. 

He  declares  that  the  day  of  the 
dentist  is  at  hand.  Heretofore  we 
have  gone  to  the  dentist  only  when 
we  had  to. 

In  future  we  will  visit  tiie  dentist 
early  in  the  game.  He  will  be  our 
best  fticnd. 

And  we  will  pay  Um;  for  he  It  Is  who 
will  teadi  us  prophylaxis,  or  the 
science  of  prevention. 
The  care  of  the  teeth  is  an  important 
foctor  in  the  care  of  the  child.  The 
mental  and  physical  efficiency  of 
school  diildren  can  be  greatly  aided 
fay  the  proper  care  of  the  mouth  and 
teeth.  This  is  ftilly  attested  by 
experiments  in  Qermany  wliidi 
cover  a  wide  field.  There  dental  in- 
firmaries connected  with  the  schools 
have  been  in  operation  long  enough 
to  demonstrate: 

1 —  That  the  time  expended  in  put- 
ting the  teeth  in  order  was  far  less 
than  the  time  formerly  lost  from 
toothache  and  disability  caused  by 
diseased  teeth. 

2 —  That  the  cost  of  keeping  the 
teeth  in  order  was  more  than  com- 
pensated for  by  better  health  and  a 
consequent   reduction  in  medical 

expenses 

3 —  That  the  child  became  physically 
stronger,  secured  a  higher  average  in 
his  studies,  was  easier  to  oontrol  and 


was  apparently  happier. 
A  clean  mouth  and  clean  teeth 
furnish  one  of  the  best  protections 
against  disease.  A  child  forced  to 
swallow  the  discharges  from  an 
unclean  mouth,  and  having  nutri- 
tion interfered  with  by  his  inability 
to  chew  his  food*  is  unable  to  resist 
disease. 

The  condition  of  the  teeth  is  a  tell- 
tale as  to  diet.  Th^  are  the  giiards 
which  stand  at  the  gateway  to  the 
body*  ready  to  divide  the  food  into 
manageable  portions,  to  bring  peace 
of  mind  and  healthful  bodily  activ- 
ity. No  greater  kilUoy  exists  than 
dyspepsia;  no  more  vicious  menace 
to  life  and  efficiency  obtains  than  a 
disocdered  condition  of  the  pfooeas

a  disease  of  sRMS  foeders.  BIglity  per 
cent  of  tile  canosrs  of  the  stooMK^ 
arise  from  bolted  food.  If  an  ounce 
of  prevention  Is  ever  worth  a  pound 
of  cure.  It  is  keqiini  the  teeth  In 
good  condition. 

A  dentist  to  be  suecessftil  nmat  be  a 
surgeon,  an  artist,  a  anilptnr  and  n 
mechanic.  He  must  have  the  same 

mental  grasp  of  the  laws  of  physics, 
diemistry  and  biology  as  is  needed 
by  the  physician.  He  must  have  the 
manipulative  skill  that  is  required 
by  the  surgeon  in  his  most  delicate 
work.  He  must  be  able  to  take 
advantage  of  the  finest  requirements 
of  the  mechanic,  and  must  have  the 
ability  to  carry  out  those  mechanical 
operations  on  living  tissue  in  su^ 
manner  as  to  cause  no  irntatioo 
thereto.  His  workshop  is  a  hole  in 
the  face  about  two  inches  in  diam> 
eter;  in  that  hole  he  has  to  perform 
all  of  his  operations  and  the  patient 
takes  the  work  away  from  him  ««» 
In  nine- tenths  of  the  work  done  by 
the  physician  or  surgeoOt  Nature  ia 
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expected  to  complete  what  he  leaves. 
The  dentist  has  to  do  his  work.  His 
failures  stand  out  where  he  can 
always  see  them.  The  doctor  buries 
his 

Many  deaths  of  infants  are  due  to 
the  physician's  ignorance  of  the  ter- 
rible effects  of  interrupted  dentition. 
C  Most  diseases  are  greatly  aggra- 
vated by  unsanitary  oral  conditions 
that   the   physician    ignores  com- 
pletely, but  that  every  dentist  ap 
preciates.  I  venture  the  assertion 
that  half  the  diseases  that  take  toll 
of  mankind  will  be  controlled  when 
dentistry  has  succeeded  in  teaching 
people  to  keep  their  mouths  clean, 
and  their  teeth  in  condition  to  maati* 
cate  their  food  properly  and  vigor- 
ously ^  «» 

The  beauty,  vigor  and  health  of  the 
human  body  and  mind  are  greatly 
dqiendctat  on  tiie  poaseaaion  of 
aound,  useAil,  maaticating  appa- 
ratua.  la  n't  the  man  who  ia  able  to 
control  this  ntuation  worthy  of 
equal  honor  with  the  writer  of 
pccacriptions?  Isn't  he  a  bigg«r 
nutti?  Doesn't  he  deserve  more 
credit?  It  takes  him  just  as  long  to 
acquire  his  education.  The  dental 
oourae  consists  of  three  years  of 
thirty- four  weeks  each  (now  ex- 
tended to  four  years.  Badi  year 
to  consist  of  thirty-two  weeks  and 
six  days  in  eadh  week— Editor),  ex- 
clusive of  holidays.  He  has  to  work 
from  nine  to  five  for  six  days  every 
week.  This  course  requires  more 
hours'  work  than  is  covered  by  a 
three-year  medical  course.  The 
dental  student  is  grounded  in  the 
same  fundamental  subjects,  such  as 
anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry, 
histology,  materia  medica,  pathol- 
ogy, bacteriology,  etc.,  besides  the 
many  special  subjects  belonging 
solely  to  dentistry. 


Dentistry  gave  anesthesia  to  the 
world  (Wells  and  Morton  both 
being  dentists),  and  a  Cleveland 
dentist  is  today  teaching  the 
medical  profession  how  prolonged 
anesthesia  can  be  secured  with 
almost  perfect  safety  without  the 
uso  of  dangerous  chloroform  or  the 
sickening  ether.  The  medical  men, 
however,  attempt  to  take  the  honor 
of  anesthesia  to  themselves,  just  as 
they  have  claimed  the  honor  of 
bacteriology,  which  was  developed 
by  Pasteur,  an  obscure  chemist, 
whom  the  medical  men  were  too 
supercilious  to  listen  to  for  years. 
41  There  is  another  thing  to  which 
I  want  to  direct  your  attention  in 
connection  with  the  dentist's  shop. 
The  man  in  his  care  is  usually  in  a 
bad  humor.  He  does  not  go  to  the 
dentist  until  he  has  to,  as  a  rule» 
and  as  soon  as  he  gats  tliere  he 
begins  to  ftiss  about  countless  other 
things  he  would  rather  be  doing;  as  a 
result  he  gets  peevish  and  will  not 
sit  still.  The  dentist  has  to  show 
consideration.  He  must  be  tolerant. 
He  has  to  do  all  the  smiling,  both 
for  his  patient  and  for  himself.  Ifis 
best  efforts  are  sddom  appre^ated* 
He  is  commonly  regarded  as  a 
disagreeable  necessity.  His  task  is  a 
thankless  one;  and  because  as  a  rule 
he  is  square  and  honest,  and  ciiarges 
by  the  hour  or  by  the  operation,  he 
does  not  make  as  much  money  as 
he  ought  to  make.  A  surgeon  can 
put  up  a  bluff.  He  can  make  a 
mountain  out  of  a  mole-hill  and 
charge  the  price  for  removing  a 
tumor  when  he  takes  out  a  wart,  and 
the  patient  will  never  be  any  the 
wiser.  The  most  the  physician  has 
to  do  is  to  look  wise  and  let  Nature 
take  her  course.  Nature  has  pre- 
cious little  to  do  with  the  restora- 
tion of  teeth  in  the  human  mouth. 
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When  I  say  a  dentist  has  to  be  an 
artist,  I  mean  he  must  have  a 
knowledge  of  oolor,  which  enables 
him  to  properiy  match  missing  teeth 
with  those  remaining.  When  I  say 
he  must  be  a  sculptor,  I  mean  he 
must  have  a  knowledge  of  symmetry 
wbkh  will  enable  him  to  reslore 
oootouTB  eitfaer  in  gold  or  sihrer  or 
cement  js^ 

From  the  best  information  I  can  get, 
I  do  not  believe  that  more  than 
four  per  cent  of  the  population  of 
this  country  of  ours  regularly  patro- 
nise the  dentist.  Of  course,  I  eiBehide 
the  man  who  patronises  him  only  to 
the  extent  of  having  a  tooth 
extracted  when  he  can  no  longer 
stand  the  pain.  I  do  not  believe  that 
more  than  fcfisr  per  cent  of  our 
people  go  to  him  regularly  and  take 
proper  care  of  their  teeth.  I  am  not 
only  selfish  when  I  say  that  I  wish 
means  could  be  devised  to  bring 
another  four  por  cent  into  line.  If 
the  mas:.cs  oi  qui  people  appreciated 
the  importance  of  the  subject,  the 
task  would  be  an  easy  one. 
The  dentists  of  the  United  States 
consume  annually  from  seven  to 


eight  million  dollars'  worth  of  pure 
gold.  By  that  I  mean  that  they 
hammer  that  much  gold  into  the 
mouths  of  their  patients,  or  else  pitt 
it  there  in  the  shape  of  gold  crowns 
and  bridge-work.  It  is  rather  start- 
ling to  think  tiiat  there  is  this 
much  pure  gold  each  and  every 
srear  being  absolutely  wiped  out  oC 
existence,  which  ultimately  finds 
its  way  into  the  graveyard,  wfaeve 
it  can  never  be  reooveied.  Qdkl 
that  is  turned  into  jewelry  or 
money  or  is  hid  away  will  sooner  or 
later-^tfae  most  of  it  at  any  rate- 
find  its  way  back  into  circulation, 
but  the  gold  that  is  consumed  by 
the  dental  profession  absolutely 
disappears  forever  and  always  j» 
If  you  are  inclined  to  think  that 
seven  or  eight  mlUion  doDan  is  an 
excessive  amount,  I  would  say  tiiat 
it  is  estimated  there  are  forty 
thousand  dentists  in  this  country, 
and  that  twenty  dollars'  worth  of 
gold  for  each  of  them  1  should  regard 
as  an  extremely  conservative  esti- 
mate of  what  they  will  use.  And  in 
my  opinion  no  better  use  can  be 
made  of  the  yellow  metal.

GSs^&^SHi  service  which  re- 
fuses to  he  standardised.  This  is 
not  only  true  of  dentistry  but  medi* 
cine  also,  where  the  good  old  '^fanilly 
physidan"  and  his  modest  charges 
is  largely  a  memory.  Dentists  of 
to-day  and  the  pest  have  advertised 
dieapoess  and  not  <iualtty  The 
result  has  been  the  devdopment  of 
a  lot  of  dental  plumbers.  That  the 
cheap  dental  advertiser  cootimics 
with  us  IS  an  evidenee  that  fah  wdrlt 
at  times  has  been  satisfactory 
Otherwise  he  would  have  passed  out 
of  existence.  The  ideal  dental  adver- 
tising would  be  to  educate  the  pub- 
lic as  to  the  value  of  snme  as  a  health 
and  business  asset        But  that  is 
another  story  and  a  long  one. 
The  question  may  be  answered  by 
saying  that  *'  nothing  is  the  matter 
with  dentistry,"  and  thus  the  sub- 
ject will  have  been  disposed  of  in 
a  nice,  pleasant  way.  But  if  the 
question  brings  to  mind  any  v  I'^ui  , 
yet  lingering,  suspicion  that  there 
are  conditions  that  may  he  improved, 
then  it  is  the  province  of  the  pro- 
fession to  set  its  house  in  order 
before  the  days  of  reconstruction 
that  are  almost  upon  us.  For  surely 
nobody  sits  placidly  with  crossed 
hands,  believing  that  the  future  for 
dentistry  will  be  but  a  repetition 


of  the  old  days,  when  before  our 
eyes  there  are  so  many  evidences 
of  the  coming  transformations  and 
ad|5ustments  of  our  whole  fabric, 
sodalf  economic  and  professional  ^ 
We  must  set  our  house  in  order 
against  ^  day  when  several  mil* 
lions  of  the  cream  of  American 
manhood  wiU  come  marching  back 
fitun  Europe,  fling  aside  the  ac- 
coutrements of  war,  and  look  around 
preparing  to  make  the  same  kind 
of  place  for  themselves  in  civil  life 
that  they  carved  out  with  the  sword 
in  military  Ufb.  They  will  come  back 
with  ideals  and  will  be  impatient 
of  lAiam  and  pretense.  They  will 
brush  a8i<fe  the  trivial  and  untrue; 
they  will  know  all  about  camouflage. 
These  men  are  going  to  have  a  very 
big  say  in  how  things  are  to  be  con- 
ducted, including  the  professions 
**  Well,  what  of  it?  "  somebody  asks. 
Thi  question  need  not  be  answered 
directly,  but  we  know  that  the 
foundation  of  the  profession  has  al- 
ways bf^en  regarded  as  **  the  service 
of  humanity,"  and  we  know  that 
dentists  with  the  army  have  been 
literally  living  up  to  that  ideal.  If 
there  is  a  difference  bctv.ocn  their 
degree  of  service  and  the  degree  of 
service  of  those  left  behind,  our 
question  is  answered. 
Now,  one  would  be  foolish  to  set 
up  impossible  standards  and  expect 
the  same  exalted  spirit  of  sacrifice 
in  times  of  peace  as  in  times  of  war. 
Nevertheless,  already  we  can  sec, 
as  the  fruit  of  this  war,  a  higher 
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conception  of  individual  responsi- 
bility, an  Ideal  of  service  for  the 
commoii  good*  an  altruistic  mov^e* 
ment  that  Is  bound  to  go  far  before 
it  reaches  its  apex. 
Whatever  the  dentists  of  America 
may  think  of  themselves  and  of  their 
profession  does  n't  matter  in  the 
long  run  so  much  as  what  the  great 
public  thinks.  In  fact,  dentistry  has 
possibilities  for  usefulness  only  in 
proportion  as  the  great  mass  of  our 
people  call  upon  it  for  service.  We 
all  have  complained  in  the  past  that 
the  d^tists  of  America  were  doing 
only  one- tenth  of  the  work  that 
needed  to  be  done;  and  most  of  the 
profession  was  willing  to  make  that 
statement  and  let  the  matter  rest. 
^  Some  few,  by  spasmodic  efforts, 
inspired  by  the  best  of  motives,  set 
about  educating  the  public  tlirough 
popiilar  clinics  and  oral  hygiene 
propaganda  in  the  schools.  All  of 
this  has  been  praiseworthy,  though 
it  has  not  accomplished  all  that  was 
hoped  or  antidpated. 
Others  have  been  instrumental  in 
having  published  in  the  popular 
pms  articles  intended  to  enlighten 
the  public  on  the  value  of  dentistiy 
from  a  healtih  standpoint.  But  un- 
fortunately,  when  tiiese  articles  have 
been  prepared  by  laymen,  they  have 
usually  been  grotesque  caricatures, 
fun  of  mishifonnatkm;  and  when 
they  have  been  prepared  by  pro* 
fessiooal  men,  th^  have  been  too 
technical  tb  Invite  perusal  by  the 
laity 

We  may  wonder  whether  these  ef* 
forts  to  popularise  dentistry  are  not 
in  nature  like  teaching  the  piano 
in  ten  lessons,  qr  imparting  a  knowl- 
edge of  French  by  a  short  corre- 
spondence course.  The  educatkm  of 
the  whole  American  people  in  the 
importance  of  dentistry,  is  a  bigger 


problem  than  many  have  tfaou^iL 
Yet  it  is  the  profession's  problem 
to-day — and  will  be  even  more  press- 
ing tomorrow. 

To  speak  in  commercial  terms,  dent* 
istry  has  got  to  **  sdl "  itsdf  to  the 
American  people — not  merely  to  the 
rich,  not  merely  to  men  and  women 
of  means,  but  to  the  East  Side  and 
the  West  Side,  to  the  poor,  to  those 
in  moderate  circumstances,  and  to 
all  who  need  it.  For  if  any  part  of 
our  object  is  to  serve  humanity,  I 
then  let  us  not  forget  that  humanity  I 
is  under  the  blouse  as  well  as  under 
broad-cloth  a» 

But  no  matter  what  we  have  to 
sell,  whether  it  be  merchandise  or 
service,  theology  or  hardware,  there 
are  two  considerations:  thef^ccand  I 
the  value  of  the  article.  I 
For  price  and  value  arc  not  synony- 
mous. You  may  value  a  thing  ever 
so  highly  and  yet  not  have  the  price. 
And  this  brings  us  to  one  thing  that  I 
is  the  matter  with  dentistry:  every-  ' 
body  has  been  warned  against  the 
quack,  the  poorly-equipped,  and  the  | 
dentist  that  is  behind  the  times;  the 
other  kind  of  dentist  is  regarded  as 
too  expenave  a  luxury. 
The  fact  is  that  men  and  women 
of  small  income  can  no  more  afford 
the  luxury  of  modem  dentistry  than 
they  can  afford  diamond  sunbursts 
or  limousines.  It  may  be  that  it 
can  not  be  helped,  yet  vrkat  we 
want  is  to  get  the  facts. 
Of  course,  there  must  and  will  be 
specialists  in  any  profession  and 
these  will  command  large  fees;  but 
there  seems  to  be  an  over>abundance 
of  specialists,  and  few  everyday, 
plain  dentists  tiiat  correspond  to 
our  fismily  physicians.  Is  it  not  a 
fact  there  are  thousands  of  dentists 
who  will  not  work  for  less  than 
ten  dollars  an  hour,  who  are  not 
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busy  more  than  half  the  time,  and 
who  could  double  their  service  at 
five  dollars  an  hour? 
Is  it  not  true  that  for  the  good  of 
the  profession  and  for  the  good  of 
humanity  we  need  more  dentists 
who  will  establish  their  practices 
along  the  lines  of  the  family  doctors 
scattered  among  the  homes  of  the 
people,  rather  than  grouping  them- 
selves in  the  great  office-buildings 
down  town? 

The  ethical  practitioner  has  been 
denouncing  his  advertising  brother 
lor  years.  And  while  the  advertiser 
is  without  the  pale,  the  ethical  man 
has  left  him  a  territory  so  wide  that 
"  PmnUm  Parlors  "  flourish  becauae 
they  have  so  much  to  do  that  ap- 
parently nol^ody  dae  wanta  to  dou 
H  Two  men  may  be  graduated  from 
wffHfgft  In  the  aame  ciaas*  A  aett  up 
an  office  in  a  adect  business  block 
and  charges  $10  per  hour.  B  goea 
down  on  Mem  Street,  hangs  out  a 
big  «gn  and  aeta  out  a  ahow-caae 
full  of  wonderful  cotdm  dentures  m 
A  cfaarsea  hia  $10  per  hour  when  he 
can  get  anybody  to  charge.  B  runs 
a  atream  of  patitnta  through. the 
hopper,  charging  what  he  can  get, 
but  turning  nobody  away.  Query: 
Who  makes  the  money?  You  know 
the  anawcr.  Query  2:  Who  doea  the 
moat  good  to  auffiering  humanity? 
That  ia  a  matter  to  apecidate  upon, 
d  Now,  A  may  denounce  B  aa  un- 
ethical, and  he  certainly  ia;  but  the 
fact  remains  that  A  helped  to  make 
him  and  is  daily  throwing  him  busi- 
ness. Of  course,  A  would  hke  to  have 
some  of  it  at  $10  per  hour,  but  it 
is  n't  $10-an-hour  sort  of  business. 
C  The  dental  profession  seems  to 
have  assiimed  hour-glass  propor- 
tions, the  ethical  at  the  top,  with 
high  fees;  the  unethical  at  the 
bottom  with  a  bait  for  the  masses; 


and  between,  a  little  group  of 
practitioners  loved  by  nobody 
Meanwhile,  there  are  millions  of 
people  who  need  dentistry  and  don't 
know  where  to  go,  fearing  fees  be- 
yond their  ability  to  pay  at  one 
end  of  the  hour-glass,  and  suspecting 
incompetency  and  even  ix^jury  at  the 
other 

Suppose  a  teacher,  a  clerk,  or  a  typ- 
ist feels  the  need  of  dental  work.  She 
does  n't  know  how  extensive  it  will 
prove  to  be.  If  she  wants  to  find  out 
in  advance,  a  charge  will  be  made 
for  eanuBiination  Then,  when  she 
inquires  regarding  the  cost,  the  ques- 
tion ia  gently  shunted  aside  with  the 
assurance  that  it  will  be  all  right, 
but  that  the  charge  can  not  be  de- 
termined until  the  work  ta  done 
Foaiibly,  if  she  proceeda  on  this 
aaauranoe.  in  time  die  geta  a  bill 
that  win  eat  up  half  a  year*a  aalary. 
Now,  thia  ia  not  in  the  apirit  of  criti- 
ciam  ao  mudi  aa  it  ia  in  the  ap^t 
of  inquiry— trying  to  find  aome  ao- 
lution  of  the  problem  for  efficient 
dentistry  within  the  means  of  the 

in  ones  itm 

Here  ia  a  caae  in  point.  A  lady  living 
tn  the  auburba  wanted  a  bit  of  plain 
dentiatry:  a  tooth  was  acre  and  ahe 
wanted  it  treated.  So  she  made  an 
appointment  with  a  dentist  and  had 
an  examination  which,  together  with 
aome  oonveraation,  laated  one  hour 
—$10 

She  was  told  that  the  tooth  would 
probably  have  to  be  extracted,  but 
that  an  X-ray  examination  would 
first  be  necessary  This  required 
that  she  go  to  a  specialist,  which 
meant  an  appointment  and  another 
trip  to  town.  In  due  time,  her  dentist 
rejxDrted  that  the  X-ray  revealed 
that  the  tooth  would  have  to  be 
extracted,  and  he  made  another  ap- 
pointment to  go  over  the  matter. 
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CShe  was  then  advised  to  go  to 
an  ECxodontist,  and  this  required 
another  appointment  and  another 
trip  to  town.  Then  the  dentist  called 
her  up  and  made  atiU  another  ap- 
pointment to  treat  her  gums.  He 
informed  her  that,  the  offending 
tooth  now  behig  out  of  the  way, 
it  would  be  poarible  to  oonatnict 
two  bridgei.  The  padient,  seehig 
what  was  before  her,  quit  while 
the  quitting  was  good. 
We  may  not  blame  him;  aurdy, 
we  can  not  blame  her.  But  our 
"  aervice*to-humanity  "  ideal  aome- 
how  gets  flattened  out  in  ihe  process 
or  tangled  up  in  the  works. 
It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
teaching  of  etUca  in  our  dental 
colleges  is  wrong,  but  its  danger 
lies  not  80  much  in  its  being  unaound 
as  in  its  lack  <rf  practical  application. 
The  fact  is  that  a  great  proportion 
of  graduates  get  their  ethics  from 
siilesnicn  and  dental  depot-managers 
who  sell  thcin  their  outfits  and  tell 
them  how  to  establish  themselves  in 
practice  and  prepare  to  succeed  over 
night  r-^ 

When  a  salesman  is  preparing  to 
unload  a  $2500-outfit  on  a  penniless 
young  man  whose  sheepskin  was  paid 
for  on  borrowed  money,  he  must 
necessarily  hold  before  his  mind  a 
\  isiun  of  extraordinary  success,  so 
that  he  may  convince  himself  that 
he  can  pay  for  it  before  time  merges 
into  eternity.  And  it  is  here  that 
the  vision  of  big  fees  with  much 
camouflage  originates. 
There  are  office-equipment  «q>crts 
scattered  over  the  country  who 
guarantee  to  transform  any  prac- 
tice and  make  it  pay  handsomely, 
the  foundation  being' a  new  outfit. 
Thus,  perfectly  good  and  respectable 
articles  of  equipment  are  being  dis- 
carded and  new  installed  soleiy  with 


the  hope  of  being  able  to  charge 
larger  fees  becamae  of  the  better 

impression  made. 

Then,  too,  de  luxe  dentistry  owes 
much  to  certain  journals  whidi  ooa- 
ceived  the  notion  that  dentists  as  a 
whote  know  nothing  of  the  business 
skle  of  dentistry«  and  that  this  side 
is  important  and  needs  fmphasis. 
€lThe  point  was  wdl  taken,  but 
after  it  had  been  legitimatdy  cov- 
ered the  educational  procsss  went 
on*  ^Dhe  details  becaflOke  so  ^dabo— 
rately  worked  out  that  they  in- 
volved tha  items  of  conversation, 
tiie  smfle  of  wdoome,  the  selling 
points,  and  an  accounting  for  every 
moment  of  time,  eadi  instant  call- 
ing for  its  cash  equivalent.  It  has 
gone  to  the  ezUbt  of  iiiil  direclioos 
to  assistants;  bow  they  shall  greet 
the  patients  and  prepare  their  miads 
for  the  elaborate  fees  that  are  com- 
ing along  at  the  end,  and  how  they 
shall  *'  lead  up  "  to  that  selling  talk 
which  the  dentist  is  to  start  the 
moment  the  patient  takes  the  chair. 
€1  And  then  we  have  experts  who 
hold  classes  of  mature  dentists, 
charging  elo  borate  sums,  to  teach 
them,  under  cover  of  strict  ethics, 
how  to  get  aiiywhere  from  $500  to 
$1500  from  a  patient,  not  for  par- 
ticular bits  of  work,  but  for  general 
oral  restoration. 

And  so  it  goes  .-^  Oftentimes  the 
young  practitioner's  outht  is  taken 
back  after  he  has  paid  more  than 
half  the  co8t»  but  can't  pay  the 
rest — ^and  he  is  out  of  practice  *^ 
Occasionally  a  busy  dentist  charging 
$5  an  hour  is  lifted  out  of  a  neighbor- 
hood practice  and  set  down  in  a 
great  office  building  amid  mahogany 
furniture,  where  he  Gharges  $10  an 
hour,  but  has  expenses  that  eat  up 
the  difference— if  he  makes  the  dif- 
ference it»  9^ 
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By  this  idea,  the  public  is  made  to 
believe  that  the  neighborhood  prac- 
titioner, with  simple  but  adequate 
surroundings,  is  a  "  has  been,"  an 
old  fogy,  and  is  not  to  Ixr  trusted 
to  do  real  scientific  work.  Then  the 
way  is  paved  for  the  '*  painleM  ** 
advertiser  m> 

liucb  of  the  above  may  be  open 
to  ditklni,  but  the  oondusioii  is 
evident:  we  are  getting  nowhere;, 
The  world  uaderatanda  as  never 
before  the  service  that  dentistry 
can  perform  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  health  of  the  people.  Through 
dental  service  in  the  Army  and 
Navy,  about  four  millions  of  our 
men  have  been  tauglit  the  impor- 
tance of  oral  hygiene*  When  they 
return,  they  will  become  evangels 
of  this  goapel.  In  addition  to  this, 
there  will  be  the  impulse  of  thou- 
sands of  our  dentists  who  have 
Icamtd  to  extend  thehr  service  to 
the  multitude,  radier  than  confine 
it  to  the  few. 

The  profession  never  before  had  such 
sn  opportunity  for  placing  itsdf 
upon  a  high  plane  of  service,  and 
of  serving  humanity  broadly,  as  it 
has  today.  But  it  can  not  be  de  luxe 
dentistry  ^  To  use  a  meaningful 
slang  expression,  it  must  l>e  "  hon- 
est-to-God  "  dentistry.  It  will  be  so 
'enlarged  that  it  will  keep  every 
dentist  busy  earning  fees  that  the 
public  can  pay,  and  will  be  willing 
to  pay,  feeling  that  it  has  had  an 
equivalent  •■^ 

And  is  a't  this  something  for  the 
trade  to  look  forward  to  and  oi- 


deavor  to  stimulate?  What  is  the 
sale  of  a  quantity  of  elaborate  fur- 
niture to  men  who  niay  never  be 
able  to  pay  for  it,  in  comparison 
with  equipping  and  supplying  SO,- 
000  dentists  so  busy  that  they  can 
do  no  more?  And  wh.it  'loes  it  mean 
in  comparison  with  a  future  not 
far  distant  when  America  may  em- 
ploy 100,000  or  200,000  dentists?  ."^ 
But  the  future  of  dentistry  lies  with 
dentists.  Manufacturers  and  dealers 
can  do  nothing  for  themselves.  They 
can  only  support  the  efiforts  iof  the 
profession.  And  when  tibese  are  in 
the  right  direction:  when  they  com- 
prehend the  vision  of  a  broader, 
fuller  service  to  humanity,  dental 
trade  will  find  it  profitable  and 
inspiring  by  its  conduct  to  support 
that  ideal. 

In  the  long  run,  we  get  about  what 
we  are  entitled  to  in  this  worid;  and 
this  applies  to  the  dental  profession. 
Dentitftiy,  whether  regarded  as  a 
profession  or  a  business,  can  not 
remain  satisfied  while  it  is  doing 
only  a  tenth  of  the  dental  work 
that  the  public  health  requires  ji^ 
For,  as  a  profession,  a  ten-per-cent 
service  is  a  confession  of  inadequacy. 
And  as  a  business,  this  mere  scratch- 
ing of  the  field  is  ludicrous. 
If  this  paper  starts  discussion,  how- 
ever violent,  it  will  have  accom- 
plished its  purpose.  But  no  man 
will  have  an  excuse  for  setting  his 
pen  to  paper  who  has  n't  for  his 
object  the  solution  of  the  problem 
of  how  the  dental  profession  is  going 
to  extend  its  field  of  usefulness 
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REDUCING  THE  COST  OF  DISABILITY 
BY  RE-TRAINING  CRIPPLED  MEN

wK^fUTvNTy  ^tnployment  has 
W<^5^Cr>-^^i-v  l>een  to  pay  the 
worker  a  pensioi^  in  the  form  of 
compensation,  and  forget  hini  and 
his  injury.  But  tVie  cost  of  disability 
in  pharmacy  has  not  been  alone  in 
premiiuns  paid  for  casuality  insur- 
ance. There  has  been  the  cost  in- 
volved m  training  experience,  and 
adaptation  of  a  skilled  worker  who 
docs  not  return  to  his  job,  and  the 
fitting  of  a  newcomer  to  take  his 
place 

There  are  three  means  of  reducing 
and  approaching  the  complete 
elimination  of  the  oost  of  disability; 
first,  accident  prevention;  second, 
thorough  medical  attention  to  mini< 
mize  the  duability  resulting  from 
the  injury;  and  third,  salvage  of 
the  remaining  abilities  of  the  work- 
er tforough  rehabilitation  for  self- 
wpport.  The  first  of  these  fias 
already  received  wide  attention  firom 
cmidoyeFS  and  has  wiady  been 
cnoouraged  in  a  financial  way  by 
casualty  insurance  companies  and 
state  funds.  The  values  of  the  latter 
two  have,  however,  not  as  yet  been 
appreciated*  Their  energetic  appli> 
cation  would  affect  a  tremendous 
saving  to  industry. 
Many  injuries  from  which  man 
woidd  complctdy  recover  in  a  short 
time  under  adequate  and  high-grade 
medical  attention  are  treated  for  an 


insuflBdent  time,  or  by  incompetent 
physicians  and*  instead  of  a  prompt 
return  to  work,  the  case  at  best 
jdrags  along  over  an  extended  period 

and  at  worst  becomes  dironic  or 
develops  into  permanent  disability. 

d  Some  states  require  the  insurance 
earner  to  provide  but  two  weeks  of 
compulsory  free  medical  attention 
to  the  injured  man.  For  the  in- 
surance company  to  take  advantage 
of  this  limitation  is  the  most  short- 
sighted policy  possible,  because  for 
every  dollar  saved  in  physicians*  or 
hospital  fees,  the  insurance  carrier 
pays  out  Inter  ten  ciollars  in  com- 
pensation. And  what  the  insurance 
company  pays  is  actually  paid  by 
the  insuring  employers  in  their  reg- 
ular premiums. 

C  Unlimited  medical  attention  of 
the  highest  grade  should  be  an  axiom 
of  casualty  practice.  It  should  be 
insisted  upon  by  employer  and 
workman  alike.  The  best  outcome 
of  any  ix^ury  is  to  have  tiie  employee 
return  to  his  job  as  a  well  man  in  tlie 
shortest  possible  time.  It  is  well  to 
develop  a  science  of  dealing  with 
cripples,  but  the  ideal  is  to  have 
fewer  and  fewer  cripples  with  wiiich 
to  deal. 

The  third  method  of  attadc  on  the 
oost  of  disability  is  rdiabilitation 
for  self-support-  the  re-education 
of  an  injured  man  for  an  occupation 
which  he  can  follow,  or  a  process 
wliich  he  can  perform,  in  sptte  of 
his  iiandicap.  The  science  of  reliab- 
ilitation  is  new,  and  the  experience 
in  it  has  practically  aU  been  gained 
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in  the  effort  to  make  sound  and  just 
provision  for  the  disabled  soldier  or 
sailor.  Every  country  among  the 
recent  belligerents  is  today  operat- 
ing a  comprehensive  system  of  re- 
education for  disabled  soldiers,  and 
is  placing  upon  that  system  more 
dependence  than  upon  the  pension 
system 

Paying  a  man  a  small  monthly  or 
weekly  stipend  on  which  he  is 
eipccted  to  live  in  idleness  is  not  a 
very  constructive  method.  With  the 
breakdown  of  confidence  in  the 
penrion  system,  it  was  realised  that 
the  only  real  compensation  for  dis- 
ablement was  restoration  of  capacity 
for  self-support.  It  was  further 
fcaHsed  tbat  very  few  jobs  require 
all  the  physical  faculties  and  that 
in  the  present-day  variety  of  indus- 
trial processes,  it  is  possible  to  find 
a  job  in  which  a  man  with  a  i^ven 
type  of  disability  can  function  100 
per  cent  efficient.  Some  jobs  are 
standing,  some  seated,  others 
icquire  waUdng  about.  Some  jobs 
it  a  benc^  worldng  on  small  articles 
fequire  but  little  strength:  others 
involve  great  physical  exertion.  Still 
Others  do  not  require  the  sense  of 
hearing,  and  in  others  the  sense  of 
aight  is  not  essential.  Finding  the 
future  work  of  the  disabled  man, 
therefore,  requires  expert  and  pains- 
taking choice,  but  a  successful 
selection  is  possible  even  for  the 
^riously  handicapped.  The  first 
aim  is  to  place  the  man  back  in  a 
different  job  in  his  own  trade,  or  in 
a  trade  closely  allied.  In  such  a  job 
his  past  experience  will  stand  him 
in  good  stead.  Failing  this,  he  can 
be  re-trained  for  a  difTerent  line. 
The  process  of  re-training  the  dis- 
abled is  known  as  rc  education,  and 
can  best  be  provided  in  a  special 
daas  for  crippled  men.  The  first 


school  of  this  kind  in  the  United  , 
States  is  the  Red  Cross  Institute 
for  Crippled  and  Disabled  Men, 
established  iri  New  York  City  . 
through  the  generosity  of  Jeremiah 
Milbank.  At  this  school,  open  ^ 
disabled  civilians  and  soldiers  aliker 
six  trades  are  already  being  taught: 
artificial  limb  making,  motion 
picture  operating,  oxy«acetyIene 
welding,  printing,  jewelry  work  and 
mechanical  drafting.  More  will  be 
added  as  the  demand  develops. 
Graduates  already  are  giving  satis- 
faction in  the  jobs  to  whidi  they 
have  been  graduated,  so  the  enter- 
prise has  passed  the  experimental 
stage.  And  in  the  results  attained 
with  disabled  soldiers  abroad  there 
is  overwhelming  evidence  of  the 
logic  and  practicality  of  refaabili- 
tation  J»  ^ 

The  coet  of  soldier  rehabilitation  is 
being  met  by  the  United  States 
government  and  by  the  governments 
of  some  of  the  allies.  It  will  be 
admitted  without  argument  as 
desirabte  that  the  advantages  of 
re-educatioQ  be  made  available  to 
disabled  civilians  as  well,  but  will 
not  the  cost  be  prohibitive?  The 
fact  is  that  r^bilitation  effects  a 
reduction  rather  than  an  increase 
in  the  cost  of  disability  to  industry 
or  to  the  community  as  a  whole. 
C  A  typical  case  will  illustrate  how 
the  saving  is  effected.  A  worker  in 
Massachussetts  was  injured  by  a 
fall  while  working  inside  a  subma- 
rine and  his  hand  became  per- 
manently crippled.  In  due  course 
his  compensation  rate  was  deter- 
mined and  he  was  referred  to  tlie 
insurance  carrier  to  be  paid  ten 
dollars  a  week  for  a  long  period, 
with  a  total  maximum  payment  of 
$4,000.  Since  the  disability  was 
manifestly  permanent  the  insurance 
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company  wrote  the  case  off  its  books 
as  a  four  thousand  dollar  loss  and 
transferred  that  amount  to  reserve 
to  cover  the  weekly  payments.  After 
the  compensation  had  been  paid  for 
nearly  a  year,  a  new  official  of  the 
insurance  company  began  looking 
over  the  list  of  men  to  whom  the 
company  was  paying  compensation. 
His  attention  was  directed  to  the 
man  in  question  and  the  latter 
was  requested  to  call  at  the  office 
of  the  company.  The  case  was  like 
many  thousands  of  others  susOQpt* 
ible  to  rehabilitatioQ  for  self-support 
so  the  insurance  company  official 
put  a  proposition  to  the  man  in 
veiy  fiBnlt  terms. 

**  I  believe  you  can  be  trained  to 
earn  a  good  living.  I  want  you  to 
understand  very  clearly,  however, 
that  this  proposition  is  to  the  fman- 
cial  advantage  of  the  company,  but 
I  also  believe  it  is  to  your  a(ivnntag,e 
as  well.  A  total  income  of  ten  dollars 
a  week  is  not  very  attractive  to  you 
and  you  probably  would  rather 
return  to  work  at  a  good  wage  than 
fematn  idle.  If  you  will  consent,  the 
company  will  send  you  to  a  school 
of  re-cducation  and  see  if  we  cannot 
get  you  back  on  your  feet  in  good 
shape." 

The  injured  man  consented  to  the 
proposal  and  the  company  sent  him 
to  the  Red  Cross  Institute  in  New 
York.  They  began  to  pay  him  not 
ten  dollars  a  week  as  required  by 
law,  but  forty  dollars  a  week,  twen- 
ty to  him  in  New  York,  and  twenty 
to  his  wife  at  home.  The  company 
also  paid  liberally  his  traveling 
expenses  in  Ix^th  directions.  In  the 
period  of  eight  weeks  he  was  re-edu- 
cated in  oxy-acetylene  cutting  and 
welding  and  returned  home.  He  now 
is  making  not  only  a  satisfactory 


wage,  but  twice  as  much  as  he  had 
ever  'earned  before  the  accident 

took  place. 

In  the  whole  transaction  every  party 
at  interest  was  benefited.   The  man 
was  advantaged  in  that  his  general 
living  standard  was  distinctly  raised 
and  the  necessity  of  working  for 
his  living  could  not  be  considered 
as  a  hardship.  The  company  paid 
kss  than  five  hundred  dollars  for 
his  rehabilitation  and  this  expense, 
in  conjunction  with  the  five  hundred 
dollars  already  paid  in  weekly  oom- 
pensation  during  the  first  year  of 
idleness,  made  a  total  for  the  case 
of  one  thousand  dollars.  They  thus 
were  enabled  to  charge  three  thou- 
sand dollars  of  profit  to  the  account 
of  profit  and  loss. 

The  community  was  infinitely  the 
gainer  in  that  the  man,  formerly  an 
unproductive  consumer,  became  a 
useful  producer  instead.  The  com- 
munity further  gained  in  the  elimi- 
nation of  the  disabled  man  from  the 
category  of  a  prospective  dependent 
because  while  his  compensation 
might  have  taken  care  of  him  in  a 
very  insufficient  way  during  the  per- 
iod of  idleness,  there  woidd  have 
come  a  time  when  compensation 
ceased  and  then  he  would  have  been 
in  a  desperate  economic  status 
indeed — confirmed  in  habits  of  idle- 
ness, untrained  for  skilled  work,  and 
without  any  source  of  support. 
A  more  intelligent  handling  of  disa- 
bility by  insurance  carriers  will, 
therefore,  reduce  their  expense,  and 
will  thus  cut  the  cost  of  casualty 
protection  to  the  employer.  There 
is  needed  also,  however,  some  re\a- 
sion  of  compe  nsation  laws  so  that 
there  may  be  definite  encourage- 
ment to  the  disabled  man  to  take 
advantage  of  it.  Practically  every 
compensation  case  that  has  ever

oome  to  the  Red  Cross  Institute  has 
oome  on  the  day  his  compensatloo 
expired.  For  one  year,  for  two  years, 
or  for  four  years,  the  ttim  ha$  odsted 
in  tdlcnc8S»  drawing  compensattoily 
and  cultlvattng  habits  of  indolence. 
When  his  support  was  cut  off,  he 
then  became  interested  in  re-habiU- 
tation.  Present  compensation  legis- 
lation tends  to  encourage  the  roan 
to  remain  idle,  because  his  pi^yments 
are  reduced  by  any  improvement  in 


eaming  capacity.  A  revision  of  this 
practice  will  make  for  more  con- 
structive provision. 
In  short,  the  first  efifort  should  be 
to  prevent  liuuiy,  the  second  to 
minimise  its  permanent  effects,  tiie 
third— ^hen  disability  has  ensued-— 
to  offset  its  economic  consequences. 
The  eaecutioa  of  this  complete  pro- 
gram is  not  only  sound  humanitar- 
ian practice — ^it  is  good  business 
as  well.

T  is  back  teeth  I 
mean,  the  under 
ones,  not  those  sup- 
plied by  Nature  but 
those  later  ones 
supphed  by  a  pa- 
tient and  more  or 
less  expensive  dentist.  What  shall  I 
do  witli  them?  That  is  tlie  problem. 
Now  do  n't  be  funny  and  tell  me 
that  one  usually  puts  their  tectii  in 
their  mouth.  I  assure  you  that  I  am 
bringing  you  a  real  difficulty,  and 
expect  to  be  taken  seriously. 
*'  Perhaps  I  had  better  tell  you  the 
whole  story,  and  not  follow  my 
usual  practice  of  beginning  in  the 
middle  and  trying  to  proceed  for- 
ward and  back  at  the  same  time." 
C  Oh,  I  assure  you  that  I  do  not  in 
the  least  mind  yOur  sarcasin,  if  you 
will  only  help  me  out,  so  listen*  and 
please  do  not  think  that  you  can 
hear  my  story  and  read  the  Decem- 
ber Oral  Hygiene  at  the  same  time. 
H  It  an  began  in  this  way.  I  said: 
"Dont  you  think  my  digestion 
wouU  be  better  if  I  had  some  more 
grindefs  on  the  lower  jaw? 


The  SkiUful  Dentist  repUed;  "  They 
are  difficult  to  adjust,  most  people 
give  them  up  when  there  are  only 

two,  thai  is  all  you  need." 
Perseveriiig  Patient:  "  I  should  not 
give  them  up  if  it  were  best  for  me 
to  wear  them." 

S.  D.  **  I  will  make  them  if  you  say 
so;  do  not  understand  that  I  advise 
them  in  your  case." 
P.  P.  "  You  do  not  know  ME, 
please  make  them,  I  wish  to  have 
them  as  soon  as  p>ossible,  so  that  I 
can  wear  them  when  I  take  my 
annual  trip  among  my  late  hus- 
band's first  wife's  relatives." 
It  takes  too  much  time  to  put  in  all 
those  little  quotation  marks  and  the 
♦*  He  said,"  and  "  She  said,"  so  I  am 
going  to  leave  them  all  out  for  the 
rest  of  the  story;  put  them  in  your- 
8elf»  I  don*t  care,  only  do  stop 
interrupting  me. 

Now  I  did  not  see  my  dentist  make 
those  teeth,  but  I  think  I  know  how 
he  did  it. 

I  think  that  his  wife  had  a  delicate 
bracelet  of  gold  wire,  not  the  coiled 
around  kind,  just  once  around.  I 
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think  that  one  day  when  she  took 
it  oir  to  wash  her  hands  at  the  bowl 
in  the  lavatory  at  the  office  that 
she  hung  it  on^  the  dectric  fight 
fixture  and  forgot  it.  I  think  tiiot  he 
found  it  there  and  when  she  waa  not 
around  captured  it  and  cut  it  in 
two.  Then,  I  think  he  gave  her 
nitrous  oxide  and  while  she  was 
unconscious  slipped  off  her  wedding 
ring.  This  he  also  cut  in  two, 
fastened  a  big  grinder  to  the  curved 
part  of  eadi  half,  fastened  the  pieces 
of  the  ring  to  the  ends  of  tiie  half  of 
the  bracelet  and  phoned  me  that 
me  teeth  were  ready  to  be  adjusted. 
C  The  theory  is  fine.  The  bracelet 
curves  sweetly  back  of  your  truly 
own  front  teeth,  each  half  ring 
grasps  a  last  tooth  on  one  side,  the 
substitute  molar  stands  up  firmly 
and  seems  to  say  '*  Bring  on  that 
war  ration  steak,  I  am  here." 
Well  I  tried  them,  don't  understand 
that  I  have  given  them  up,  dear  me 
no,  I  always  persevere  in  anything 
that  I  undertake,  but  simply  I  find 
that  if  I  wear  them  at  ni^ht  my 
mouth  is  too  sore  for  anything 
harder  than  griddle -cakes  in  the 
morning  ^  No,  no,  of  course  we 
don't  have  griddle-cakes  now,  when 
butter  is  so  high  and  sugar  needed 
in  France — that  was  only  an  iDtis- 
tration.  So  I  got  in  the  way  of 


putting  them  into  a  mug  at  nigjht 
and  in  the  morning  forgettmg  to 
put  them  into  my  mouth,  I  would 
usually  remember  alter  I  sat  down 
to  the  table.  Well,  never  mind  all 
that,  I  want  to  get  at  the  problem 
so  that  you  can  help  me. 

You  see  I  had  not  gotten  used  to 
them  when  I  started  on  my  trip. 
I  always  pack  carefully,  put  things 
of  a  kind  together,  so  that  I  can 
find  them  easily  *^  The  teeth  I 
wrapped  in  a  piece  of  tissue  paper 
— Yes,  of  course  it  was  a  clean  piece 
— don't  be  silly,  what  difference 
would  it  make,  anyway,  when  there 
are  tooth-brushes?  Well,  I  wrapped 
them  up,  as  I  said,  before  you 
interrupted  me,  and  thea  I  won- 
dered where  to  pack  them. 

You  see,  if  one  considers  the  brace- 
let, they  are  je^velry;  the  weddhig* 
ring  might  go  with  keepsakes,  whlcdi 
is  absurd,  while  the  teeth  seem  to 
put  them  witii  tooth-paste  and 
brushes  »^ 

I  know  that  the  Editor  of  Oral 
Hygiene  knows  everything  about 
teeth;  also  that  he  is  systematic 
and  files  things.  So  please  answer 
in  the  next  number  telling  me  how 
to  classify  the  temporary  residents 
of  my  first-floor  back  and  help  me 
solve  my  problem.

Stnce  arriving  I  have  been  kept 
fairly  busy  I  reached  Paris  four 
days  before  the  armittice  was 
signed*  and  naturally  that  made  a 
big  difference  In  tha  character  of 
work  the  Red  Cross  had  to  do 
None  of  us  got  the  work  he  came 
to  do,  but  the  majority  stayed 
to  do  what  remained  to  be  done. 
41  The  result  is  I  found  myself 
first  given  routine  office  work.  AU 
dolled  up  in  the  togs  of  war,  and 
doing  work  I  might  have  dcme  in 
peaceful  Toledo! 

However  my  work  now  is  more 
interesting.  Have  been  appointed 
Assistant  Director  Bureau  of  Per- 
sonnel, and  that  is  the  busiest 
Bureau  about  here,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  until  all  Red  Cross 
,  activities  are  closed  up  in  France. 
C.  At  least,  if  I  could  n't  get  here 
earlier  and  see  the  actual  fighting, 
it  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  in  Paris 
on  the  day  the  Annistioe  was  signed. 
I 'd  like  to  give  you  a  description 
of  that  day,  but  words  can  not  "  put 
it  acrOM."  Noise,  parades?  Yes,  but 
to  one  who  could  stand  through  the 
paet  four  years,  the  ndte  and 
IMtades  (which  kept  up,  by  the  way* 
wttiiout  ceanng  for  two  day*  and 
two  nights)  CKpreased  a  joy  that 
no  odebratlon  in  America  could 
^ual  «^ 

Ooe  thing  that  impressed  me  was 
the  inHination  on  every  hand  to 
give  America  ftiU  credit  for  it  all. 
Those  of  us,  wearing  the  U.  &  uni- 
form  had  that  brought  home  to  us 
many  times  during  those  dajrs.  At 
first  I  put  it  down  to  the  inherent 
politeness  of  the  French,  but  since 


then  I  have  met  the  same  attitude 
several  times,  not  only  from  the 
Frendi,  hut  from  the  English;  the  * 
same  foeiing,  only  expressed  accord- 
ing to  temperament  of  race. 
The  Fkench,  for  instance,  ssy  *'  It  is 
all  due  to  you  wonderful  Ameri- 
cans 1 1 1  (Many  esdamation  points 
and  gestures);  the  English,  "  You 
American  chaps  jolly  well  turned  the 
tide."  ^  «•> 

I  was  interested  in  probing  deeper  ; 
wanted  to  find  out  how  we  did  it  in 
the  short  time  we  had  been  in,  but 
for  a  long  time  was  unable  to  get  a 
satisfactory  answer.  But  finally  I 
got  the  answer.  One  night  a  new- 
comer sat  at  my  table  at  the  hotel. 
He  was  an  American  who  had  spent 
some  time  at  the  front  and  I  drew 
him  into  conversation  as  to  what  we 
did,  aside  from  actual  fighting. 
I  found  that  it  was  nothing  but  the 
same  old  story  of  American  enter- 
prise. We  came  over  here,  and 
applied  American  methods  to  the 
war.  Our  boys  went  into  a  fight  for 
a  certain  objective  They  got  that 
objective,  and  then  went  a  little 
further.  Such  proceeding  was  not 
according  to  Hoyle,  BUT  it  got 
there.  I  think  even  the  Kaiser 
objected  to  such  violation  of 
international  war  rules. 
Another  instance;  Out  near  the 
Verdun  front,  before  the  Americans 
got  into  the  war,  the  French  had  a 
railroad  which  they  used  to  carry 
supplies  to  the  troops.  This  railroad 
was  n't  even  a  narrow-gauge  affair; 
it  was  very  much  like  the  tittle 
railroads  we  often  see  in  our  parks 
at  home — you  know,  the  little 
locomotive,  too  small  to  hold  the 
body  of  the  engmeer. 
Wdl,  this  little  railroad  wound  in 
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and  out;  over  hill  and  down  into  the 
valley  and  so  on  down  to  the  front. 
Trains  were  sent  over  this  road  as 
often  as  the  dispatchers  thought  it 
safe.  Along  came  the  Americans. 
With  them  came  American  locomo- 
tives, tracks,  cars.  They  also 
brought  American  engineers  and 
train  dispatchers.  They  built  a  rail- 
road in  six  months  which  the  French 
said  would  take  six  years  to  finish. 
This  road  was  built  properly;  they 
went  thru  the  hills,  instead  of  over 
them,  they  fiUed  in  the  low  places, 
instead  of  creeping  into  titem  and 
out  again. 

In  six  months  th^  had  fuU-siaed 
American  trains  running  on  tbat 
track,  and  the  dispatdiers  were 
sending  these  trains  out  at  the  rate 
of  one  each  minute.  The  French 
threw  up  their  hands  at  such  red&> 
less  action»— It  "  Was  n't  safel " 
HeUI"  replied  the  Americans, 
The  idea  is  to  get  the  stulT  there, 
am't  it?  Well,  the  stuff  gets  there." 
a  Of  oourse  aside  from  this,  tiierc 
is  the  wonderftil  effect  our  fresh 
troops  had  on  the  morale  of  tiie 
French  and  British;  they  were  tired 
out  and  their  numbers  depleted, 
and  to  see  these  splendid  fUlows 
coming  in,  itching  ibr  a  fii^t,  was 
just  what  they  needed  to  put  the 
spirit  into  them. 

Of  course,  we  paid  for  it  highly.  The' 
Hun  changed  his  hatred  to  us,  and 
when  our  boys  begin  to  come  home, 
you  in  America  uiU  realize  the  price 
wc  paid.  The  thought  came  to  me, 
while  walking  throui^h  a  big  hospi- 
tal here,  that  there  is  a  big  shock 
awaiting  tlie  American  people  when 


it 
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these  boys  begin  coming  home.  So 
far,  except  to  those  who  have 
received  the  cable  announcing  a 
death,  there  is  n't  the  faintest  con- 
ception in  America  of  the  horror  of 
modern  warfare.  You  will  sec 
wounds  that  will  turn  your  stomach; 
you  will  wonder  how  it  was  possible 
for  a  man  to  be  so  terribly  hurt  and 
live  ^ 

The  only  answer  to  that  is  the 
American  Surgeon  and  the  Ameri- 
can Dentist.  The  American  £>entist 
has  played  a  wonderful  part  in  this 
war;  he  has  worked  wonders  with 
the  best  means  he  had  at  hand.  Thru 
bis  efforts  men  are  going  back  to 
America  soon,  able  to  go  on  with 
their  work,  able  to  show  their  faces 
without  feeling  that  the  person  to 
whom  .they  are  talking  is  turning 
away  his  head  Ihrou^  horror.  Some 
of  the  face  wounds  are  frig^ttfril,  but, 
as  I  say*  our  dentists  have  met  the 
situation,  and  you  and  I  should  be 
proud  we  are  connected  with  the 
profession,  even  in  our  remote  way. 
ft  Well,  it  looms  near  the  hour  of 
hmcfaeon*  My  appetite  is  a  wonder- 
ftil thing  over  here,  and  I  have  great 
ters  regarding  the  strength  of  th^ 
thread  which  holds  the  buttons  on 
my  dothes.  Of  course,  being  by 
natur.e  a  peao^loving  civilian,  I  may 
find  my  military  uniform  irksome, 
but  it  is  n't  that — I  can't  deny  that 
I 'm  growing  fat,  and  since  all  the 
uniforms  I  possess  arc  those  made 
fur  nic  in  New  York,  the  Lord  knows 
how  I  '11  get  home.

advisable 
for  anyone  to  accept 
an  invitation  to  write  a  twenty 
minute  paper  on  the  subject  and 
present  it  to  an  intelligent  body  of 
men — a  great  many  of  whom  have 
not  been  able  so  far  to  see  the  real 
merits  of  this  valuable  material,  and 
who  are  just  as  amcere  in  their  desire 
to  render  the  very  best  service 
possible  for  the  benefit  of  their 
firienda  and  patrons  as  the  author. 
Twenty  minutes  is  a  very  long 
time  to  write  on  a  subject  of  sudi 
vast  importance  as  sold  foil.  It  is 
Impossible  to  do  yourself  or  the  sub- 
ject justice  in  that  length  of  time, 
and  owing  to  my  inability  to  handle 
the  subject,  twenty  minutes  is  a  long 
time.  If  I  only  had  an  hour  to  live 
I  would  prefer  spending  part  of  it 
writing  on  the  subject  of  gold  foil. 
The  time  would  pass  less  rapidly 
and  I  expects  to  a  great  many  of  you, 
an  hour  spent  in  working  gold  foil 
would  detract  a  little  on  the  time 
limit  of  eternity — in  other  words, 
eternity  would  lose  some  of  its 
charm  for  length.  To  me  the  greatest 
joy  I  get  out  of  my  practice  is  making 
gold  foil  restorations.  If  I  had  to 
give  up  gold  foil,  I  honestly  believe 
that  I  would  quit  the  profession. 
There  is  no  limit  to  tlie  skill  and 
real  art  that  can  be  developed  in  the 


building  of  a  gold  restoration.  Here 
a  man  can  give  expression  to  his  very 
highest  ideals.  What  is  more  beauti- 
ful and  artistic  than  a  perfect  gold 
foil  restoration?  In  it  you  can  read 
the  character  of  the  operator  as 
you  would  in  an  open  book. 
C.  Not  long  ago  I  saw  some  gold 
foil  restorations.  They  were  artistic, 
they  showed  trmpcranient, character 
and  that  the  thought  of  the  operator 
was  not  guided  by  hate,  envy  or 
jealousy  but  kindness  and  love 
for  his  fellowmcn.  He  was  exempli- 
fying the  golden  rule:  '*  Do  unto 
others  as  you  would  have  others  do 
unto  you."  No  other  operator,  no 
matter  how  skilful,  could  make 
restorations,  just  like  those.  He 
could  not  build  in  his  work  this 
man's  character,  his  ideals,  because 
no  two  people  are  alike.  Understand, 
he  might  build  as  well  but  the  same 
personality  would  not  be  there. 
And  to  build  as  well  he  would  have 
to  love  his  fellowmen — ^for,  this 
man  does. 

I  am  thinking  of  Dr.  Prime.  He 
is  preaching  and  teaching  gold  foil 
because  he  believes  that  gold  foil  is 
the  greatest  material  in  the  world 
at  the  present  time  for  the  restor- 
ation of  lest  tooth  structure;  .and 
there  are  other  men  that  I  could 
name  that  are  doing  the  same.  I 
would  not  infer  that  there  were  not 
other  men  just  as  good,  and  with  just 
as  good  intentions,  that  arc  not  using 
^o\(A  iuil,  for  there  are,  Imt  to  my 
mind  there  is  no  otlier  matenal 
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equal  to  gold  foil.  There  are  other 
materials  that  are  handled  very 
skilfully  and  that  are  indispensable 
even  in  the  hands  of  the  most  skilful 
foil  operators.  They  would  n't  care 
to  give  them  up  owing  to  many 
places  and  conditions  where  gold 
foil  is  not  indicated,  but  I  believe 
there  are  many  places  where  foil  is 
indicated  but  not  used.  For  that 
reason  I  am  here  today  to  try  to 
encourage  a  more  extended  use  in 
your  practice  of  gold  foil.  I  do  not 
expect  to  teach  \  ou  anything  in 
technique  of  handling  gold  foil. 
That  comes  only  by  your  own 
application  but  I  will  endeavor  to 
show  you  who  are  interested  some 
steps  in  the  manipulation  of  foil  in 
my  clinic.  To  all  of  you  who  are 
interested  in  the  study  of  gold  foil 
I  will  be  glad  to  give  any  infor- 
mation I  can  of  how  best  to  go  about 
it  to  get  the  desired  results. 
C.  Why  should  we  encourage  the  Ute 
of  gold  foil?  In  all  fairness  to  our- 
selves  and  patients,  let  us  study  this 
vital  question.  What  do  we  seek  to 
accomplish  in  a  filling  operation?  Is 
it  not  to  prevent  caries  from  des- 
troying the  dental  pulp?  To  per- 
manently stop  ravages  of  decay;  to 
restore  the  lost  tooth  structure  and 
to  restore  the  tooth  to  its  original 
form,  viz.,  normal  occlusion,  normal 
contact  relation,  natural  contour 
of  the  tooth  and  a  permanent 
restoration.  With  what  material  can 
we  hest  accomplish  the  desired 
results?  9^ 

€1  The  qualities  most  desired  in  a 
filling  material  for  permanent 
operations  are:  IndestnictibiUty  in 
the  fluids  of  the  mouth;  adapt- 
ability to  the  walls  of  the  cavity; 
fireedom  from  shrinkage  or  expan- 
sion after  having  been  made  into  a 
filling;  resistance  to  attrition,  and 


sustaining  power  against  the  force 
of  mastication. 

C  The  qualities  of  minor  import- 
ance are  color,  appearance,  non- 
conductivity  of  the  thermal  im- 
pressions and  convenience  of  man- 
ipulation 

C.  Of  these  qualities  gold  foil  seems 
to  possess  those  most  essential  in 
much  the  greatest  degree:  It  is 
perfectly  indestructible  in  the  fluids 
of  the  mouth;  it  is  perfectly  adapt- 
able to  the  walls  of  the  cavity;  it  is 
free  from  objectionable  shrinkage 
or  expansion;  its  resistance  to  at- 
trition is  good,  and  it  sustains  the 
force  of  mastication  better  than 
amalgam. 

C  The  greatest  value  of  gold  as  a 
filling  material  lies  in  the  fact  that 
it  may  be  adapted  to  the  cavity 
walls  with  great  force  and  is  capable 
of  immediately  and  permanently 
sustaining  that  force. 
€L  iBetter  adaption  may  be  obtained 
by  gold  foil  than  with  any  other 
material.  By  proper  manipulation  it 
can  be  built  against  the  cavity 
walls  with  much  force,  gradually 
spreading  the  dentin  which  is  very 
dastic — securing  a  permanent 
gripping  of  the  tooth  to  the  filling, 
making  a  perfect  joint  that  will 
resist  the  entrance  of  moisture  or 
bacteria,  and  prevent  discoloration 
of  the  tooth  and  afford  protection 
to  the  dental  pulp.  It  is  this  quality 
hi  this  with  its  relation  to  the 
quality  of  elasticity  and  strength 
of  dentin,  or  the  mutual  relatioii  of 
these  in  the  two  substances  com- 
bined with  the  indestructibiHty  of 
gold,  that  renders  gold  foil  ao  pre- 
eminent as  a  filling  material.  No 
other  known  filling  material  can  be 
so  worked  against  the  walls  of  a 
cavity  as  to  make  sudi  use  of  the 
sustaining  power  of  the  elasticity 
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of  the  dentin.  I  think  the  great 
Architect  of  the  Universe  may  have 
had  tfasi  material  in  mind,  so 
harmonious  is  the  relatioiiahip  of  the 
pl^yilcal  quaKties  of  tbcM  two  sub- 
stances  ia  ooojunctioii  with  eadh 
other 

4  Now  tfie  qiMsdoa  Ibr  your  coo* 
iideratkm:  Are  Hie  above  state- 
ments  true?  Yes.  Then  why  is  gold 
ftaU  befaig  exduded  for  inferior 
materials  and  methods  in  jlie 
restoration  of  kwt  tooth  structure? 
I  realise  there  are  many  places  and 
conditions  under  which  sold  foil 
cannot  be  used.  More  places  per- 
haps than  would  have  been,  had  a 
goodp  permanent  (old  restoration 
been  made  in  the  early  stages  of 
the  decay 

C  Is  the  cavity  preparation  more 
severe  in  a  foil  operation  than  for 
amalgam  or  the  inlay?  I  would  say, 
no.  For  amalgam  you  require  bulk 
of  material  for  strength  which 
necessitates  a  deeper  and  wider 
cutting  of  tooth  structure.  For  the 
inlay  it  requires  more  extravagant 
cutting  of  cavity  walls  to  allow  the 
removal  of  the  wax  and  the  re- 
placing of  the  cast.  For  the  foil  we 
can  conserve  tooth  structure  as  it 
does  not  require  the  bulk  for 
stxength  as  with  amalgam  or  the 
necessary  wide  cutting  to  accommo- 
date the  removal  of  wax,  or  re- 
placement of  bulk  of  cast  gold. 
So  we  can  safely  say  that  the  cavity 
pnreparation  is  less  severe  fcr  the 
foil  operation  than  either  of  the 
others.  Some  man  in  Nebraska  will 
say  that  the  long  siege  of  mal- 
leting  in  a  foil  filling  kills  off  my 
patients,  they  won't  stand  for  it.  I 
might  say  that  quite  an  extensive 
filling  can  be  malleted  in  20,  30  or 
40  minutes.  My  patients  will  stand 
for  it.  I  will  say  that  I  have  had 


more  than  one  patient  ^  to  deep 
during  the  malleting  of  a  fott 
restoration.  I  really  think  that  the 
finidiing  is  the  hardest  part  of  a 
foil  operation.  This  may  be  obviated 
to  a  great  extent  by  a  nlioce  carefol 
use  of  the  plugger  in  condensing 
and  building  to  tooth  form*  I  will 
show  this  in  my  cUnic  this  afber- 
noon  tm  After  developing  your 
technique  to  a  certain  state  of 
efficiency,  I  doubt  very  miich  if  tiie 
foil  operations  are  more  severe  on 
the  patient  than  any  other  operation 
covering  a  like  period  of  tine. 
€LA  few  days  ago  I  heard  tliia 
argument:'*  ]Dii  your  bands  ymimi^ 
be  able  to  get  better  resdts  ^Mt 
foil  but  not  in  mine.**  Dr.  Prime 
answered  the  argument  this  way: 
*'  If  you  had  used  tiie  same  care  in 
developing  your  technique  in  foil 
you  would  be  able  to  get  better 
results  with  foil  and  if  you  want  to 
give  your  patients  the  best  service 
possible,  which  they  are  entitled  to, 
you  owe  it  to  them  and  to  yourself 
especially  to  study  gold  foil  and 
develop  your  technique  to  tiie  last 
degree  of  efficiency."  I  tiiink  the 
reason  a  great  many  men  do  not 
consider  gold  foil  more  seriously  is 
the  impression  they  get  in  making 
their  first  filling  while  in  college — 
the  instructor  tries  to  impress  upon 
the  mind  of  the  student  (and  the 
instructor  may  be  a  poor  operator 
himself)  the  great  difficulty  in 
making  a  gold  foil  restoration.  This 
being  new  work  for  the  student  and 
naturally  very  difficult,  he  im- 
mediately gets  a  wrong  impression 
of  gold  foil  that  it  takes  years  in 
many  instances  for  him  to  over- 
come. This  is  be  regretted.  He 
should  be  taught  that  this  was  a 
very  valuable  asset  and  that  upon 
mastering  the  fundamentals,  me- 
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dianicai  prindpolt  underlyfaig  the 
flMfdpulatkm  of  gold  foil,  he  would 
poMCM  sn  fadiipcmible  medhun  of 
acoomplishinent  that  would  asnire 
his  flucoett  in  the  praedoe  of  his 
profeBslon.  I  can  honestly  say  that 
I  preler  gold  foil  work  to  the  ez- 
dttsioa  of  aQ  other  work  in  the 
category  of  the  profession  and  I  wiU 
venture  to  say  that  every  student  of 
a  told  foil  study  dub,  will  tell  you 
the  same. 

C  Last,  but  not  least,  cohesive  foil 
is  the  ideal  material  with  whidi 
valuable  tooth  forms  may  be  per- 
fectly and  beautifully  reproduced. 
The  grooves,  pits»  inclined  plates 
and  cusps  are  easily  reproduced; 
contact  points  restored,  in  all  a 
perfect  and  beautiful  operation 
that  cannot  fKDSsibly  be  attained 
with  any  other  filling  matf  rial. 
Within  the  scope  of  a  20  minute 
paper  it  js  impossible  to  touch  upon 
the  different  phases  in  the  man- 
ipulation of  gold  foil,  such  as  the 
diflFcrcnt  forms  of  gold-welding 
properties,  iinea  of  force,  size  of 


phiggo^  points,  and  its  relation  to 
tlia  force  of  the  blow  in  condcnring 
cold,  etc.  There  ia  one  thing,  how- 
ever, that  I  wish  to  rmphariar  and 
it  is  this:  A  hand  mallet  in  the  hand 
of  an  assistant  will  produoe  fay  far 
the  best  results  In  condensing  gold, 
with  the  least  wear  and  tear  on  both 
patient  and  operator* 
C  My  purpose  here  is  to  make  a 
plea  for  a  more  extensive  use  of  gold 
foil.  Why  are  tiiere  more  study 
dubs  on  foil  tiban  any  Oftiber  one 
subject?  For  the  reason  that  when  a 
man  becomes  a  skilful  gold  foil 
operator  he  has  devdoped  a  certain 
technique  that  enables  him  to 
handle  other  operators  more  skil- 
fully. Right  now  this  State  should 
have  20  clubs  of  from  10  to  20 
members,  studying  gold  foil.  Get 
busy  and  urgaiiizc  them!  You  can 
get  plenty  of  good  teachers  from 
other  clubs  who  will  ^ladl\-  help 
you  on  the  way  to  better  tlungs. 
Gold  foil  is  the  great  truth  in 
dentistry 


C  Vermont  is  the  ftrst  state  m  the  Union  to  employ  a  traveling  dental 
clinic  for  rural  district  sdiools.  During  the  12  months  it  has  been  in  cxistance 
about  7,000  fillings  have  been  inserted  and  2,300  teeth  extracted.  The  work 
Is  iTinlntained  wholly  by  private  donations  and  is  under  direction  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  Vermont  State 
Dental  A<?'^orintion.  The  dentist  selects  places  on  the  map  most  remotely 
situated  as  regards  dentists.  The  first  treatment  is  to  clean  the  teeth  of  the 
dilldren  and  then  th^  are  supplied  with  brushes  and  tooth  powder.  The 
only  draw  back  to  the  work  at  present  is  that  it  Is  very  slow.  It  is  simply 
impossible  for  one  man  to  visit  more  than  ten  or  twelve  towns  a  yeur  and 
do  the  work  thoroughly.  Health  officials  look  forward  to  the  tftme  when  the 
movement  will  be  state  wide. 
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CREATIVE  DENTISTRY 

NY  man  taking  up  a  life  work  8hould»  so  far  as 
possible*  make  it  pleasant,  congenialy  and  most 
agreeable.  This  is  the  thing  he  woidd  rather  do 
---do  in  time  and  out  of  time— rather  than  work 
at  the  other  man's  business. 
Denlistiy  is  the  one  remaining  profession  that 
has  not  been  standardized.  The  cunning  of  the 
hand  still  plays  its  part,  and  the  creative  design  still  is  pos- 
sible. This  is  not  true  of  other  lines  of  industry,  where  we  find 
it  necessary  to  go  back  to  a  distant  century,  when  man  worlred 
under  conditions  producing  independent  design  and  work- 
manship 9^  ^ 

Many  men  work  at  dentistry,  not  because  they  Hke  it,  butto 
furnish  them  a  revenue  sufficient  to  engage  in  other  lines. 
Witness:  Photography.  Men  go  on  a  vacation  of  a  day  and 
spend  more  for  materials  than  they  do  for  the  outing.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  microscope,  the  hand-fashkming  of  tools, 
the  madiine  shop  and  other  forms  of  recreation. 
Dentistry  has  become  so  specialized  that  today  there  b  no 
man  of  a  medianical  calling  but  can  find  a  message  in  its 
pursidt.  The  artifidal  plate  worker  has  developed  and  special- 
ized until  he  is  a  factor,  and  yet  with  the  carelessness  of  den- 
tists in  furnishing  him  with  correct  bite  and  measurements, 
and  not  being  in  personal  touch  with  the  case,  he  is  doing 
much  that  is  exceedingly  poor  dentistry.  In  regulating,  radio- 
agraphy,  porcelain  work,  crown  and  bridge  and  other  special- 
ties, he  is  going  just  so  far  as  the  dentist  permits  him. 
It  is  all  right  to  belong  to  a  golf  club,  or  an  athletic  club,  but 
why  make  these  the  cause  of  neglecting  your  business?  Why 
live  on  the  frosting  of  dentistry,  neglecting  the  essentials  of 
your  work?  ^  ^ 

The  public  goes  to  a  dentist  expecting  first  class  service.  In 
many  cases,  in  reality,  a  patient  gets  third  class  service,  and 
a  specimen  of  the  genus  citro. 

Work  performed  with  one's  full  effort  and  conscience  returns 
an  increased  satisfaction,  as  we  view  its  mechanical  outlines 
and  its  special  adaptation.

C  If  we  must  conserve  paper,  here  is  the  way  they  do  it  in  a  part  of  India, 
where  they  print  their  newspaper,  lithographed  on  a  square  of  Unen.  When 
thenewsisread,  they  use  it  at  a  handkerchief  and  then  send  it  to  the  washer- 
woman, who  returns  it  to  the  publisher  to  be  used  again. 

€1  Since  the  outbreak  of  the  war  France  has  suffered  a  loss  of  2 ,600,000  head 
of  cattle.  Moreover,  surviving  cattle  have  greatly'  lost  in  weight.  Before  the 
war  the  average  weight  in  meat  of  slaughtered  cattle  was  from  770  to  880 
pounds,  whereas  today  it  hardly  exceeds  550  to  570  pounds.  That  is  why 
France  needs^ American  beef  so  much  today. 
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C  The  Patent  Office  has  determined  that  the  word  "  Aspirin  '*  is  not  a 
trademark  within  the  meaning  of  the  law  and  the  Bayer  Company,  who 
first  introduced  the  drug  under  this  name,  have  no  monopoly  on  the 
coined  name. 


C  It  is  expected  that  the  supply  of  Procaine,  now  that  the  war  has  been 
brought  to  a  close,  will  be  ample  for  all  needs.  Procaine,  by  the  way,  is  the 
new  name  for  novocauie.  The  absence  of  this  drug  has  been  a  iiardship  to 
many  who  are  practicins  oonductive  anegtlietia. 


€1  The  lateit  ctrimatee  as  to  our  war  expenses  is  that  the  huge  amount 

estimated  at  twenty  to  twenty-four  billion  will  be  practically  cut  in  half. 
This  from  loans  to  the  Allies  and  the  money  received  from  salvage  of 
materials,  cancellations,  and  other  sources  of  revenue.  Besides  this  we  shall 
have  a  goodly  quantity  of  ships  and  cither  assets.  We  are,  however,  to  be 
called  upon  to  pay  some  very  substantial  taxes,  among  them  the  income 
tax.  This  will  be  much  larger  than  last  year  and  will  serve  to  remind  us 
that  we  have  been  in  war  sind  somebody  has  to  pay  for  the  same. 


CL  According  to  a  recent  cable  dispatch  from  London,  typewriting  ma- 
chines of  standard  American  makes  are  almost  unobtainable  there  for  love 
or  money.  Yet  that  is  no  sign  a  great  export  business  siiould  be  hustled  up 
from  the  United  States.  The  underljring  reason  is  two-fold.  The  ever  qjtead* 
ing  bureaus  and  departments  created  by  the  war  needs  of  the  British  govern- 
ment  have  been  supplied  with  the  incredible  number  of  35,000  machines* 
coating  at  war  prices  approximately  $5,000,000.  Furthermore,  there  has  been 
no  room  aboard  Atlantic  shipping  for  consjgnments  of  typewriters,  so  none 
have  been  sent  from  America.  Thus,  wliile  at  present  time  machines  are  in 
high  demand  and  low  supply,  the  cessation  of  war  work  will  in  time  throw 
thousands  of  second  hand  "  mills "  out  of  use  and  into  the  market, 
forcing  prices  down  and  making  more  available  than  will  be  needed.  Many 
of  these  machines  have  not  done  a  month's  wort  in  a  year's  time,  due  to  the 
fact  that  every  staff  officer  and  civilian  holding  down  a  war  job  tifauRt  included 
occasional  letter  writing  is  said  to  have  made  application  for  a 
and  typing  machine  and  to  have  been  provided  with  both. 


€1.  Prof  A.  E.  Kennelly  speaking  in  Boston  recently  on  "  Engineering  in  the 
War,"  gave  a  complete  review  of  all  sorts  and  types  of  the  tanks  used  in  the 
war,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  name  employed  to  describe  them 
was  purposely  chosen  by  the  Britisfa  during  the  time  when  the  first  tanks 
were  being  secretly  built,  as  a  name  which  would  not  excite  interest  or 
suspicion  of  enemy  spies  when  it  appeareil  in  official  correspondence  or  tele- 
grams. "  Tanks"  might  be  oil  tanks  or  water  tanks.  This  ruse  and  other  pre- 
cautions adopted  did  succeed  in  loeeping  the  whole  matter  secret,  and  the 
advantage  so  secured  the  Allies  retained  throughout  the  war.  However 
diligently  the  Germans  might  copy  the  tanks  of  the  original  and  of  the 
improved  types  produced,  they  were  always  one  stage  behind  Another  fact 
which  worked  in  the  Allies'  favor  was  the  German's  lack  of  certain  chemicals 
needed  in  the  manufacture  of  armor  plate  capable  of  resisting  machine»gun 
fire,  even  thou^  the  plate  itsdf  be  kept  quite  thin.  Not  having  a  sufficient 
store  of  these  chemicals,  they  could  only  make  their  tanks  bullet  proof  by 
providing  them  with  plates  several  inches  thick,  and  this  contributed  to 
make  them  not  only  cumbersome  in  appearance,  but  also  unwieldly  and  less 
in  battle. 
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C  Estimates  madr  !;ince  the  announcement  of  total  American  overseas 
casualties  indicate  there  are  more  than  200,000  disabled  men  under  treat- 
ment in  the  hospitals  in  this  country  and  overseas.  Of  tins  number,  it  is 
prolxible  that  than  one-fouitfa  have  been  disabled  by  diseaae.  Contrary 
to  the  general  idea  of  the  casualty  list,  only  a  smaU  percentage  of  the  total 
have  suffered  dlsabUitke  which  resulted  in  the  amputation  of  limbs. 


d  According  to  Dr.  J.  E.  Hendrickson  of  Newport  News,  Va.,  who  recently 
conferred  with  the  Surgeon -General  of  the  U.  S.  Army  relative  to  the  dispo- 
sition and  care  of  blinded  soldiers,  official  figures  show  only  30  American 
tokUers  were  blinded  as  a  result  of  the  war.  Twenty-two  blind  soldiers  had 
been  sent  home  and  8  more  were  in  France  at  tiie  time  he  made  the  state- 
ment. This  total  is  said  to  be  remarkably  low  for  this  daas  of  wound,  con- 
sidering the  total  number  of  casualties. 


€L  Superintendent  Keith  of  the  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  Board  of  Education  in 
his  annual  report  says:  '*  While  this  department  has  worked  in  the  closest 
cooperation  and  sympathy  with  the  Board  of  Health,  I  believe  we  will  never 
get  the  best  medical  inspection  until  wc  have  a  physidan  who  gives  his  whole 
time  to  the  work,  assisted  by  a  corps  of  school  nurses,  all  under  direction  of 
the  school  board."  As  a  result  of  an  examination  of  teeth  of  primary  grade 
children  by  the  New  Bedford  Dental  Association  in  the  fall  of  1910,  two 
dental  cliiiics  have  been  opened.  Dentists  and  assistants  are  assigned  to 
work  at  the  dinicB  by  tibe  officers  of  tlie  assodation  and  all  children  under 
twdve  years  of  age  who  are  recommended  fay  the  school  nurses  receive 
treatment  at  cost,  or  free  of  charge  when  they  are  unable  to  pay.  Principals 
and  teachers  speak  enthusiastically  of  the  great  good  accomplished  through 
this  agency. 


4  The  problem  of  providing  work  for  returning  soklieis  now  is  occupying  a 
great  deal  of  the  time  of  civic  bodies  in  every  city  and  town  in  the  United 
States.  In  Chicago  the  question  bids  fair  to  be  answered  by  the  decision  of 
the  railroad  administration  to  erect  a  costly  union  station.  This  structure, 
together  with  the  necessary  trackage  and  natural  after-war  improvements, 
promises  work  far  at  least  20,000.  So  far  as  office  and  derical  work  is  con- 
cerned, however,  Chicago,  like  most  other  dties,  is  finding  it  hard  to  supply 
positions  for  all  applicants.  A  majority  of  returning  soldiers  it  has  been  found, 
expect  jobs  paying  half  or  twice  as  much  again  as  their  pre-war  positions. 
To  a  man  they  declare  army  life  has  given  them  new  confidence  in  their 
ability  and  new  strength  to  overcome  difficulties.  Thus,  the  problem  has 
been  greatly  enhanced,  and  the  condition  is  as  true  of  New  York,  Philadel- 
phia and  Boston.  Still  another  angle  is  the  cityward  rush  of  country  bred 
soldiers,  who  now  that  the  war  is  over,  wish  to  settle  in  big  cities.  Chicago 
has  met  this  branch  of  the  problem  by  saying  to  many  of  these  men:  "  We 
have  our  own  soldiers  to  provide  for.  Go  back  to  your  home  oooununities  and 
find  work  there>  at  least  until  Chicago  soldiers  have  been  found  positions.'* 
And  in  this  connection  a  Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  newspap>er  says  editorially 
that  all  of  life's  oppKjrtunities  are  not  found  in  the  larger  cities.  Thomas 
Edison  picked  out  OrangCt  N.  J.,  and  made  it  famed  throughout  the  world 
as  the  home  of  llie  electric  li^.  Pormer  Mayor  Th^ 

speaking  in  that  city  recently,  gave  most  pertinent  advice  to  returning 
soldiers.  He  said:  *'  Take  the  best  job  that  is  now  available.  Pitch  into  it  with 
all  your  might.  Then,  if  you  have  worth,  your  employer  will  find  it  out,  and 
that  opportunity  you  dreamed  of  while  you  were  in  the  service  will  not  be 
long  in  coming.** 
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€1  Prof.  John  A.  Watline  .  D.  D.  S.,  oldest  living  graduate  of  the  Ohio  Dental 
College,  Cinuiuiati,  died  recently  at  Washington,  D.  C.  Dr.  Watling  was 
born  m  Woodstockt  lU.,  June  26,  1839.  He  was  the^/odnder  of  the  dental 
department  of  die  University  of  Michigan,  and  for  28  years  was  successively 

dean  and  professor  of  operative  and  clinical  dentistry  of  that  institution. 
He  retired  16  years  ago  from  act've  practice  and  two  years  later  located  in 
Washington.  Subsequently  he  served  four  years  as  professor  of  dental 
mebiUurgy  of  the  Unlverrity  of  Georgetown. 


41  According  to  J.  H.  Reed,  a  writer  in  The  Rotarian,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war,  there  was  scarcely  a  castor  bean  plant  in  the  United  States.  There 
may  have  been  a  few  grown  here  for  experimental  or  ornamental  purpcraes, 
tmt  comincrdally  it  was  niL  Eveiy  bushel  of  beans  used — about  1,000,000 
a  year — was  imported  from  India  and  from  the  Mediterranean.  Today, 
castor  beans  are  grown  in  the  United  States  on  hundreds  of  southern  farms. 
The  yield  of  oil  from  this  year's  crop  will  exceed  2,000,000  gallons,  and  by 
1920  the  war  department  expects  to  see  200,000  acres  planted  to  beans. 
In  a  single  year  the  castor  bean  has  jumped  finom  a  crop  worth  enctly 
nothing  to  one  worth  more  than  $10,000,000  to  the  farmers  of  the  country. 
The  reason  is  not  far  to  seek.  Castor  oil  is  the  only  oil  that  can  be  used  in 
the  lubrication  of  airplane  engines.  It  is  the  only  oil  that  does  not  not  solidify 
at  the  low  temperatures  encountered  in  flight,  and  that  does  not  carbonize 
ndth  sudden  changes.  Every  airplane  in  acdve  use  eats  up  galkms  of  castor 
oil  evsry  month,  and  the  supply  in  war  time  must  be  kept  up.  With  the 
development  of  the  airplane  commercially  the  castor  bean  crop  bids  fair  tO 
compete  with  wheat  and  cotton  for  universal  recognition. 

C  The  castor  bean  is  one  of  the  oldest  known  commercial  crops  and  a 
native  of  India.  It  was  known  to  the  Egyptians,  who  used  castor  oil  in  their 
mummy  wrappings,  and  as  early  as  250  B.  C.  tradesmen  along  the  Medi- 
terranean had  bufit  up  an  extensive  castor  oU  business  with  it.

Kas..  for  the  following: 

C  Henry  J.  Allen,  newl>  elected  governor  of  Kansas,  devoted  a  portion  of  a 
talk  before  the  Kansas  Editorial  Association  at  Topeka  recently  to  a  descrip- 
tion of  how  American  army  dentists  introduced  modem  dentistry  in  the 
Vosges  Mountain  region  of  France.  Governor  Allen  spent  18  months  in 
France  as  a  Red  Cross  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  worker. 

C  "  It  was  no  uncommon  sight  to  see  American  soldiers  with  obliging 
natures  stand  on  corners  with  their  mouths  opened  so  as  to  expose  their 
teeth,"  said  Governor  Allen.  Curious  French  audiences,  to  whom  perfect 
sets  of  teeth  were  a  novelty,  seemed  never  to  tire  of  tiie  spectacle.  One  day, 
when  I  was  riding  in  a  motorcycle  side  car,  my  driver  pointed  to  a  f^l 
approaching.  '  Watch  her  try  to  keep  from  showing  her  teeth,'  he  said. 
'  She  is  mortified  because  she  has  two  teeth  out  in  front.'  The  girl  smiled,  but 
held  her  lips  over  her  teeth.  She  envied  the  Americans.  I  know  one  dentist 
who  devoted  three  hours  each  afternoon  to  free  work  for  the  civilian  popu- 
lation— mostly  women.  There  always  was  a  crowd  waiting  about  his  tent 
during  this  time.  The  women  were  willing  to  wait  hours  in  order'to  gain  teeth 
like  the  Americans,  who  had  enjoyed  good  dentistry. 

C  The  native  population  soon  emulated  the  soldiers  in  the  use  of  tooth 
powder  and  tooth  paste.  They  had  never  known  of  the  advantages  of  caring 
for  the  teeth  before.  It  was  startling  when  one  considered  the  percentage  of 
the  population  with  imperfect  teeth  due  to  this  neglect.*' 
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€1.  Says  Joseph  H.  Appel  in  his  book,  Living  the  Creative  Life: 

€1  "  In  business  and  in  life  memory  is  almost  as  important  as  health.  Poor 
memories  make  poor  workers.  Imagination  is  the  architect  of  the  mind — 
tlie  real  builder,  the  builder  of  ideas,  and  ideas  rule  the  world.  Knowledge  is 
not  knowledge  imtU  it  is  applied.  A  human  dictkmaiy  hM 
a  living.  Bad  habits  canncyt  be  hidden  any  more  than  good  habits.  Habits  are 
written  in  our  faces,  in  our  bodies,  in  our  work.  Good  habits  win.  Banish 
worry  and  fear  by  beginning  to  save,  be  it  ever  so  little.  Our  work  will  grow 
better  and  our  pay  will  grow  larger.  Before  we  know  it  we  are  on  the  road  to 
thrift— the  road  to  happiness." 


H,  Says  a  writer  in  tlie  Western  Dmgglst: 

C  "  If  you  are  made  of  tlie  right  stuff  you  will  encounter  the  troubles  and 
trials  of  life  unflinchingly  and  uncomplainingly.  Adversity  is  very  often  a 

blessing  in  disguise.  The  school  of  adversity  graduates  the  ablest  pupils,  and 
the  hill  of  difficulty  is  the  best  of  all  *  constitutionals  '  for  strengthening  of 
mental  backbone.  If  you  refrain  from  kicking  when  troubles  come  to  you,  it 
is  an  evidence  that  you  have  the  right  stuff  in  your  makeup.  You  need  trials 
to  devdop  your  diaracter.  Qreat  men  can  no  more  be  made  without  trials 
than  bricks  can  be  made  without  fire.  The  furnace  of  adversity  often  purifies 
a  man  and  separates  the  good  metal  of  his  nature  from  the  dross  by  which 
it  was  obscured.  Do  not  kick  or  even  sit  down  and  cry  over  those  poor  old 
*  might  have  beens.'  Just  accept  what  comes  to  you  and  do  your  best, 
content  to  know  that  by  and  by  will  surdy  bring  vacation  time,  the  unending 
holidays,  and  home.  Be  patient—- it  is  the  only  remedy  against  the  ills  of  life* 
Think  of  this:  Adversity  has  the  same  effect  on  the  fool  that  a  hornet  hat 
a  mule — it  sets  him  to  kicking  back." 


C  The  lancet  of  London,  under  date  of  December  7, 1918,  earned  an  article 
on  "  Influence  of  Diet  on  Teeth  Formation,"  by  M  Mellanby.  Says  The 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  regarding  it: 

**  The  investigat-on  made  by  Mellanby  was  undertaken  primarily  with  the 
object  of  studying  (1)  the  factors  involved  in  the  development  of  sound 
teeth  and  of  the  growth  of  the  jaws  in  relation  to  the  size  of  the  teeth,  and 
the  fectors  bearing  on  the  immunity  of  erupted  teeth  to  caries  and  other 
diseases.  The  author  discovered  that  hypoplasia  of  the  teeth  is  caused  largely 
by  a  defident  diet  and  that  the  factor  in  the  diet  which  controls  the  calcifica- 
tion of  the  teeth  is  something  of  the  nature  of  an  accessory  food  factor 
(vitamin).  This  factor  has  a  similar  distribution  to  that  of  fat-soluble  A, 
wliich  is  largely  responsible  for  the  calcification  of  bone,  a  deficiency  of  tfais 
substance  in  the  diet  being  followed  by  the  development  of  rickets.  Puppies 
were  used  in  this  investigation,  A  diet  containing  in  abundance  these  articles 
with  which  the  fat-soluble  A  accessory  food  factor  is  associated,  such  as  cod 
Uver  oil,  butter,  etc.,  allows  the  development  in  puppies  of  sound  teeth.  A 
diet  otherwise  adequate  but  deficient  in  the  suSstances  with  which  fat-soluble 
A  is  associated  brings  about  the  following  defects  in  puppies'  teeth  :(a)delayed 
loss  of  deciduous  teeth;  (b)  delayed  eruption  of  the  permanent  dentition;  in 
some  cases  the  delay  in  the  eruption  of  the  permanent  teeth  is  more  marked 
than  the  delay  in  the  loss  of  the  deciduous  teeth ;  (c)  irregularity  in  position 
and  overlapping  especially  of  the  incisors;  (d)  partial  absence  of  or  very 
defective  enamel;  (e)  low  calcium  content;  the  deficiency  in  calcium  salts 
may  result  in  the  teeth  being  so  soft  that  they  can  be  cut  with  a  scalpel.  The 
evidence  make*;  it  clear  that  this  is  an  instance  of  diet  affecting  the  teeth 
from  the  inside  and  is  inrlc  pendent  of  bacterial  sepsis  and  other  oral  condi- 
tions associated  with  lood." 
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C  Dr.  George  F.  Fisher,  head  of  the  Physical  Department  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A 
National  War  Work  Council,  declares  that  since  the  association  has  con- 
tritmted  smokes  to  the  army  in  Eiirope,  it  is  advisable  not  to  be  too  arbltrafy 
in  the  matter  of  amokliis  in  Y.  M.  C.  A.  buildings  at  home.  **  No  Smoking  " 
signs,  therefore,  are  likely  to  be  discarded  soon.  Perhaps  no  one  thing  has 
kept  men  from  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  more  than  denying  them  this  pri\^lege. 
Since  the  association  has  been  the  means  of  distributing  millions  of  "  cofiin 
nails  '*  on  the  western  front,  it  would  seem  mighty  inconsistent  to  continue 
the  no  amoking  dawe  in  the  United  States. 


€L  During  our  visit  to  the  Panama -Pacific  Dental  Congress  in  San  Francis- 
00>  the  restaurants,  some  theaters  and  I  was  told,  one  churcli  allowed 
tbfaaoco  smoking.  At  Salt  Lake  City  it  was  different.  The  grooiKli  sufkxMind- 
ing  the  Mormon  Temple,  we  found,  were  surrounded  by  a  hii^  wall  and 
one  of  the  first  things  I  noticed  was  a  "  No  Smoking  "  sign  on  a  tree.  They 
would  not  even  let  you  smoke  out  doors.  The  founders  of  the  church,  includ- 
ing Brigham  Young,  were  death  on  tobacco  and  their  followers  continue  so 
to  this  day.  The  same,  by  the  way,  is  true  of  Zion  City,  Illinois,  founded  by 
the  fomed  Alexander  Dowie.  One  of  his  disdples,  Voliva,  now  is  head  of 
Zion  City  and  the  Zion  church.  No  tobacco  can  be  smoked  on  the  streets  or 
in  the  homes.  Offenders  are  hustled  out  of  town  on  the  first  train,  and  if 
given  to  argument  often  spend  a  reflective  f>eriod  in  the  town  jail.  It  was 
Dowie  who,  in  an  impassioned  speech  at  Chicago  several  years  ago,  declared 
a  tobacco  smoker  the  lowest  type  of  man.  To  him  there  was  nothing  more 
obnoxious  than  a  user  of  tiie  weed.  It  was  his  boast  he  could  "  smell  such  a 
man  a  block  away." 


d.  This  paragraph  appeared  In  the  December  issue  of  Oral  Hygiene: 

"An  opinion  recently  handed  down  by  the  Attoniey-Qenoral  of  West 
Virginia  holds  that  the  giving  of  anaesthetics  constitutes  the  practice  of 

medicine,  and  that  no  person,  nurses  or  otherwise,  can  legally  administer 
anaesthetics  unless  he  or  she  is  duly  licenced  to  practice  medicine." 
H  The  item  came  to  the  attention  of  H.  H.  Smallndge,  president  of  the  West 
Vinginia  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  who  took  the  matter  up  with  the 
Attomey-Qoieral.  **  The  dentists  have  always  considered  that  they  had 
authority  to  administer  general  anaesthetics,"  he  wrote,  "  and  in  fact  do 
administer  the  same,  which  is  often  necessary  in  the  practice  of  dentistry. 
Authority  for  this  we  supposed  was  covered  by  Par.  19  of  Sec.  29-a  of 
Chapter  150  of  the  Code,  as  amended — *  Legally  licensed  druggists  of  this 
state  may  fill  prescriptions  of  legally  licensed  dentists  of  this  state  for  any 
drug  necessary  to  the  practice  of  dentistry.'  I  will  thank  you  for  an  opinion 
as  to  whether  or  not  dentists  or  dental  surgeons  have  the  legal  right  to 
administer  ansesthetics — also  if  they  are  exempt  from  jury  duty  in  West 
Virginia." 

C  E.  T.  England,  the  Attorney-General  of  West  Virginia,  replied  as  follows: 

4^  '*  I  have  before  me  your  letter  in  which  you  ask  if  it  is  legal  for  dentists  to 
administer  anaesthetics  in  the  practice  of  their  profession.  The  opinion  you 
refer  to  was  predicated  upon  the  question  as  to  whether  nurses  and  attendimts 

would  possess  the  right  to  administer  anaesthetics  in  surgical  anaesthesia 
cases  or  whether  it  should  be  done  by  a  licensed  physician.  That  opinion  had 
no  reference  to  dentists.  I  think  it  is  clear  that  a  licensed  dentist,  a  'doctor  of 
dental  surgery'  can  administer  anaesthetics  in  his  dental  practice.  This 
opinion  is  confirmed  by  section  20-G  of  Chapter  150  of  the  Code." 
€i.  Dr.  Smallndge  also  was  told  that  dentists  are  not  exempted  from  jury 
dutyin  West  Virginia.  In  a  letter  to  the  Editor  of  Oral  Hygiene  he  says  that  a 
bill  now  is  before  the  state  legislature  to  secure  such  exemption,  and  that  it 
is  pfacdcaUy  certain  of  passage. 
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€[  A  mother  went  into  a  footwear 
shop  to  buy  a  pair  of  shoes  for  her 
little  son,  who  accompanied  her.

In  order  to  screw  the  an  h  forward  or  backward  ihnmi^'h  the  bolls  of 
tlie  bands  it  is  only  necessary  to  turn  the  mil  at  the  median  line.

To  date,  Joe's  tooth  has  been 
replaced  five  times,  and  the  end 
is  not  yet. 

But,  we  are  ahead  of  the  story. 
Let 's  begin  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Dispensary  and  follow  a  typical 
child  through  the  different  depart- 
ments. And  while  we  are  at  it,  there 
is  no  harm  in  describing  this 
splendid  building  itself.  The  pictures 
illustrating  this  article  make  the 
outline  more  clear. 
Intended  to  be  of  steel  frame  con- 
struction, the  war  made  concrete 
necessary,  due  to  slow  steel  deliv- 
eries. The  building  then  is  of 
concrete  with  a  lining  of  tapestry 
brick  and  marble  trimmings.  It  is 
very  ornamental,  and  while  not 
intended  to  be  fireproof,  it  is  to  a 
high  degree  fire  resisting. 
The  Dispensary  faces  on  a  busy 
street,  near  one  of  Rochester's 
high  schools  and  not  so  far  from  the 
University  of  Rochester  and  the 
new  Young  Men's  Christian  Associ- 
ation building,  also  made  possible 
through  Mr.  Eastman's  generosity. 
The  building  sets  well  hack  from 
the  street,  and  has  been  embellished 
with  flower  beds  and  a  pleasing 
lawn.  The  entrance  is  quite  impos- 
ing. Bronze  and  glass  doors  open 
into  a  hallway  and  thence  into  a 
general  reception  room.  Beyond  is 
the  central  office,  a  bureau  of  infor- 
mation and  a  telephoiit-  exchange, 
the  nerve  center  of  the  institution. 
C.  On  both  sides  of  the  entrance 
hallway  are  bronze  tablets  telling 
of  the  benehf  cnce  of  Mr.  Kastnian 
and  giving  the  names  of  the  officers 
and  board  of  directors  of  the  insti- 
tution. This  entrance  is  the  only 
one  available.  Every  one  entering 
the  building,  including  members  of 


the  staff,  must  use  it.  Exits,  equipped 
with  panic  doors,  are  numerous.  All 
open  at  a  push  of  the  hand  from 
the  inside,  but  cannot  be  opened 
from  the  outside. 

The  main  reception  or  waiting 
room  is  oblong  in  shape.  Doors  of 
bronze  and  glass  lead  from  right 
and  left  into  the  East  and  West 
wings  of  the  building  respectively. 
On  the  right  is  the  entrance  to  the 
business  offices,  including  the  quar- 
ters of  Dr.  Harvey  J.  Burkhart, 
Director  of  the  institution,  and 
offices  set  aside  for  members  of  the 
Board.  Farther  on  down  the  pass- 
ageway is  the  East  wing  proper, 
with  many  wonders  later  to  be 
described.  To  the  West  is  the  Chil- 
dren's Main  Waiting  Room  and 
beyond  it  the  West  Wing,  which  we 
shall  presently  visit.  The  telephone 
switchboard  and  information  desk 
is  immediately  seen  upon  entering 
the  building  and  there  the  visitor 
goes  for  necessary  information. 
C  Opening  from  the  General  Re- 
ception Room,  to  the  right  of  the 
entrance,  and  facing  the  street  from 
which  we  have  just  come,  is  a  small 
office  used  by  Miss  Beulah  Fuller, 
the  Social  Service  Secretary.  Here 
the  boy  or  girl  up  to  16  years  of  age 
is  directed  on  his  or  her  first  visit 
to  the  Dispensary.  Miss  Fuller 
investigates  each  applicant,  finding 
out  the  income  of  the  parents  and 
other  details,  sometimes  going  into 
the  homes  for  information.  Children 
from  homes  where  the  earnings  of 
the  ])arcnts  and  other  members  of 
the  family  do  not  total  more  than 
$5  a  week  for  each  individual  are 
entitled  to  receive  the  benefits  of 
the  institution.  If  the  income  is 
more  than  $5  a  week  to  each  indi- 
vidual, the  applicant  is  rejected  and 
must  employ  a  regular  practitioner. 
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Children  accepted  for  treatment  are 
charged  five  cents  a  treatment,  but 
this  does  not  prevent  those  in  abso- 
lute want  from  having  work  done. 
€1  The  object  of  the  small  charge, 
as  Miss  Fuller  will  explain,  is  to 
teach  a  child  that  the  service  is 
worth  having,  to  preserve  his  self- 
respect  and,  most  of  all,  to  avoid 
the  semblance  of  anything  that 
would  partake  of  pauperism.  Under 
this  plan  every  child  is  on  the  same 
level  and  feels  no  reluctance  about 
accepting  the  benefits  of  the  Dis- 
pensary 

After  the  Social  Service  Secretary 
is  assured  that  a  child  is  deserving, 
the  little  one  is  given  credentials, 
which  in  turn  are  presented  at  a 
receiving  desk  on  the  Infirmary 
fioor.  The  little  patients,  once  past 
this  ordeal,  are  ushered  into  the 
Children's  Waiting  Room  on  the 
West  and  to  the  left  of  the 
General  Waiting  Room.  There 
they  wait  their  turn.  As  rapidly  as 
the  dentists  in  the  Infirmary  become 
idle,  and  announce  the  fact  with 
electric  call  bells,  the  children  are 
sent  upstairs  for  treatmentt  and  so 
the  work  goes  on  all  day. 
Little  strangers,  on  their  first  visit 
to  the  Dispensary,  find  much  to 
interest  them.  Immediately  upon 
entering  the  Children's  Waiting 
Room  their  attention  is  attracted 
by  an  ornamental  aviary  or  bird 
cage  inhabited  by  gaily  ocdored 
feathered  creatures.  There  are 
canaries,  finches  and  other  beauties 
of  the  bird  world  to  keep  the  chil- 
dren occupied,  not  to  q>eak  of  juve- 
nile books  and  naagazines  within 
easy  reach. 

The  Waiting  Room  and  its  equip- 
ment is  the  gift  of  Mr.  William 
Bauscb,  of  Bausch  A  Lomb,  Roches- 
ter. The  room  is  wainscoted  up  to 


about  ten  feet  in  oak,  and  the  oak 
panels  are  fancifully  decorated  with 
hand-carved  birds  and  animals.  The 
furnishings,  including  the  base  of 
aviary,  al^  are  of  oak.  Above  the 
wainscoting  is  a  hand-painted  bor- 
der, the  work  of  Clifford  Ulp  of 
Rochester,  illustrating  Mother 
Goose  rhymes.  Old  Mother  Hub- 
bard, Old  King  Cole,  Little  Jack 
Homer,  and  other  nursery  favorites 
all  have  a  place.  Bookcases  jog  from 
different  parts  of  the  room,  fur- 
nished with  publii  ations  suitable 
to  the  young.  To  one  side  is  a  cloak- 
room with  an  attendant,  where 
wraps,  caps  and  umbrellas  are  left. 
In  a  comer  is  a  bubble  drinking 
fountain,  while  separate  wash  rooms 
for  boys  and  girls  are  easy  of  access. 
In  this  beautiful  room  is  to  be  found 
the  master  clock  of  the  institution, 
which  controls  the  timepieces  found 
in  nearly  every  room  in  the  building. 
The  telephone  and  information  desk 
also  opens  into  the  children's  room. 
The  fioor  is  covered  with  battleship 
linoleum  ^  »•» 

Off  the  Children's  Waiting  Room 
is  one  for  nurses  and  mothers.  Every 
convenience  is  provided,  including 
a  loimge,  reading  table  and  com- 
fortable chairs.  In  a  recess  is  a  min- 
iature gas  stove,  where  mothers 
accompanied  by  babies  can  heat 
milk  and  other  material. 
The  children's  Waiting  Room  and 
the  Motlier's  Room  is  in  charge  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  Wittenball,  a  veteran 
in  dental  dispensary  work.  Mrs. 
Wittenhall  was  employed  by  the 
Rochester  Dental  Society  several 
years  ago  when  the  first  free  dental 
dispensary  in  the  United  States  was 
opened  in  an  old  downtown, 
Rodicster  residence.  Natiirally* 
when  the  Eastman  building  became 
available,  a  place  was  found  for  her. 
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4L  To  return  to  the  waiting  child; 
fhe  yoimgster  in  due  time  receives 
notice  to  proceed  to  the  Infirmaiy 
and  goes  up  two  flights  of  steps  to 
the  receiving  desk.  The  stairs  are 
worth  notice  in  passing^  being  of 
stone  with  teakwood  inserts.  Teak- 
wood  comes  from  the  Far  Bast  and 
because  of  the  war  is  practically 
unobtainable  at  the  present  time, 
as  weU  as  eioeedingly  high  in  price. 
The  stairs  are  easily  kept  dean  and 
do  not  tire  the  feet. 
Arriving  at  the  receiving  desk*  Just 
outside  the  Infifmary  door,  the  child 
presents  its  credentials  and  pays  its 
five  cents.  The  little  patient  then  is 
assigned  to  a  dentist.  After  the 
first  visit  most  children  find  their 
way  with  little  or  no  assistance. 
HThe  General  Infirmary  is  in 
charge  of  Dr.  H.  O.  Brown,  Univer- 
sity of  Buffalo,  1913,  who  has  the 
title  of  superintendent.  Dr.  Brown's 
time  is  taken  up  in  consultation, 
and  he  performs  operations  found 
difficult  by  newly  graduated  den- 
tists. Bvery  Idnd  of  dental  work  is 
done  here,  except  that  requiring 
gold,  as  bridgework.  Some  cases 
call  for  highest  skill,  induding  those 
v^ere  cleft  palate  is  the  problem. 
Three  such  cases'are  in  course  of 
treatment  as  this  is  written.  One  is 
that  of  a  girl  13  years  old.  The  case 
is  pcCTiKar  in  that  the  deft  extends 
dear  through  to  the  labial  surface. 
An  impression  was  taken  and  a  soft 
rubber  vdum  made,  with  a  plate  to 
hold  it  in  place,  and  the  whole 
fastened  to  the  teeth  witii  Rodie 
attachments.  The  child  now  talks 
fairly  wdl  and  is  improving  in 
speedi  each  wedc.  To  date  she  has 
made  about  ten  visits,  paying 
approximately  fifty  cents,  with  car- 
fare perhaps  added.  In  return  she 
has  recdved  firom  $500  to  $1,000 


worth  of  treatment,  depending  upon 
the  fees  asked  by  different  practicing 
dentists 

Porcdain  crown  work,  with  quite  a 
few  inUqrs,  go  to  make  up  a  week  at 
the  Dispensary,  as  well  as  the  re- 
plantation of  teeth  knocked  from 
place.  Mouth  conditions  of  every 
description  are  encountered  and 
the  young  dentists  attached  to  the 
Infirmaiy,  known  as  Internes,  profit 
by  a  range  of  experience  gleaned 
from  200  to  300  cases  a  day.  A  new 
conditioii  f^«quently  calls  for  an 
examination  by  each  member  of  the 
staff.  Bach  dentist  is  i^ven  an 
opportunity  thus  for  study  and 
e^joys  the  equivalent  of  a  post- 
graduate course,  one  hardly  tb  be 
duplicated  in  any  dental  college  in 
the  land. 

The  General  Infirmary  itself  is  a 
most  impodng  room.  Twdve  big 
windows  i^ish  ample  light.  The 
fkxnr  is  covered  with  battleship 
linoleum.  Thirty-two  Ritter  chairs 
and  dental  units,  especially  devised 
for  the  clinic,  and  containing  every 
contrivance,  are  at  hand.  The  , 
equipment  includes  fountain  spit- 
toon, operating  table,  engine, 
switdiboard,  full  set  of  instruments, 
induding  compressed  air,  call  bells 
to  announce  dentist  is  ready  for 
another  patient,  spray  bottle  heater 
and  milliampere  meter  for  ioni- 
xation.  There  also  is  a  medicine 
cabinet  for  each  dentist  and  indi- 
vidual wash  basins,  with  hot  and 
cold  water.  The  equipment  was  the 
gift  of  the  daughters  of  the  late 
Frank  Ritter,  as  a  memorial. 
C  Beneath  the  floor  of  the  Infirm- 
ary is  a  space  some  three  feet  in 
depth,  called  the  pipe  gallery.  This 
on  a  passageway  on  the  Messanine 
fkxyr,  jxist  bdow  the  clinic.  In  the 
jnpe  gaUery  is  all  of  the  plumbing

connected  with  the  chairs  in  the 
Inftrmary.  In  due  time  60  chairs 
will  be  in  operation,  and  the  plumb- 
ing now  is  in  place  for  them.  Thus, 
when  repairs  become  necessary,  the 
plumbers  go  direct  to  the  pipe  gal- 
lery without  interrupting  the  work 
in  the  clinic,  or  finding  it  necessary 
to  tear  up  flooring.  Electric  lights 
are  installed  at  intervals  of  a  few 
feet  and  outside  light  is  admitted 
to  the  gallery  through  small  win- 
dows. Thus,  all  of  the  piping  is 
within  easy  reach  and  can  quickly 
be  repaired.  An  accompanying 
photograph  illustrates  this  feature. 
€1.  Let  us  stop  now  for  a  moment  to 
watch  the  treatment  of  a  pus  case 
in  the  Infirmary.  The  patient,  a  12 
year  old  girl,  has  a  badly  swollen 


jaw.  The  offending  tooth  is  an 
upper.  The  lip  protudes  close  to  the 
nose  ^  The  dentist  handling  the 
case  calls  Dr.  Brown,  who  attaches 
an  electric  cautery  to  the  switch- 
board. The  knife  is  not  used  in  the 
Infirmary.  The  child  realizes  some- 
thing unusual  is  to  happ>en,  but  has 
no  thought  of  the  cautery,  which  is 
kept  out  of  sight.  While  his  fellow 
dentist  makes  an  apparently  casual 
examination,  Dr.  Brown  inserts  the 
cautery  in  the  patient's  mouth.  He 
presses  a  button  and  the  cautery 
glows  to  white  heat.  In  the  flash  of 
an  eye  the  operation  is  completed. 
The  white-hot  steel  is  pressed 
against  the  pus  bag  and  as  quickly 
withdrawn.  There  is  a  slight  stab 
of  pain.  That  is  all.  The  pus  drains 
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rapidly  and  the  incision  remains 
open  for  from  two  to  three  days.  It 
is  seldom  necessary  to  repeat  the 
operation,  whereas  with  the  old- 
time  knife  it  is  sometimes  necessary 
to  open  a  pus  bag  from  two  to  three 
times  before  it  is  fully  drained. 
Using  the  electric  cautery,  the  edges 
of  the  incision  are  seared  and  do 
not  heal  for  some  time.  Thus,  the 
pus  drains  freely,  and  the  swelling 
reduces  rapidly,  so  that  the  ailing 
tooth  can  be  reached  and  brought 
to  time. 

At  the  Forsyth  Dispensary  in 
Boston  all  instruments  arc  sent  to 
a  general  sterilizing  room  and  a 
new  set  issued  for  each  operation. 
At  the  Rochester  Dental  Dispensary 
one  set  of  instruments  is  issued  to 
each  operator  and  he  is  responsible 
for  them.  An  individual  sterilizer 
is  part  of  each  man's  outfit.  Here 
also,  the  disposition  of  soiled  linen 
is  an  easy  matter.  It  is  tossed  into 
a  chute  and  descends  to  a  laundry 
room  in  the  basement. 
To  be  superintendent  of  an  Infirm- 
ary like  that  of  the  Rochester 
Dental  Dispensary  is  no  easy  task. 
It  requires  ceaseless  tact  in  dealing 
both  with  patients  and  dentists. 
Mothers  of  children  using  the  clinic 
form  a  problem  in  themselves;  one 
calling  for  Wilsonian  diplomacy. 
Alien  women  and  their  children  are 
perhaps  hardest  of  all  to  handle. 
Those  with  several  little  ones  are 
greatly  inconvenienced  by  repeated 
trips  to  the  Dispensary,  and  a  good 
per  centage  of  such  mothers  do  not 


understand  the  value  of  clean  teeth. 
Thus,  the  benefits  the  children  are 
receiving,  to  them  seem  a  waste  of 
time  *^ 

Here  is  a  typical  letter  sent  Dr. 
Brown  by  a  typical  mother. 

Please  pull  off  those  rotten  teeth  that 
she  got.  Because  it  is  so  far  I  can't  send  her 
down  all  the  time.  Pleaee  try  to  finiah  the 
work  todasr  became  I  am  not  Koing  to 
sent  her  down  no  nuvo  boeaute  icnool 
going  to  start. 
Another  mother  wrote  in : 

Will  you  pieaee  finished  the  three 
children  up  lo  eoon  at  you  can  beceuee  I 
cannot  come  up  here  with  them  many 
more  times  because  my  sister  that  watches 
the  baby  of  3  mo.  old  and  the  other  2  yrs. 
old  cannot  come  over  mwih  looker  becnuee 
her  fattihand  is  eiek  and  like  wont  lkav«  no 
time 

Some  of  the  letters  are  rather  smile- 
compelling: 

Will  you  please  pull  the  tooth  in 
tiie  upper  left  hand  oocncr  as  It  lias 
troubled  WHUam  very  nmch. 
And  this: 

Will  you  please  pull  Lawrence's 
front  tooth  because  his  second  one  is 
comiot  in  croofced  you  can  see  It  under* 

neath.  Don't  let  him  know  what  is  in 
this  note.  But  go  right  to  it  and  pull  it 
because  you  could  n't  do  nothing  with  him 
if  he  knew  you  were  going  to  pull  it.

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REFLECTIONS  OF  A  DENTAL

ERE  are  three

41  Of  the  three  the  second  course  is 
the  only  one,  it  seems,  which  will 
solve  the  great  problem  of  preven- 
tive dentistry. 

It  has  been  proven  that  at  least  90 
per  cent  of  the  children  in  our  pub- 
tic  schools  have  diseased  teeth  and 
unsanitary  mouths.. In  a  few  years 
these  children  will  be  the  men  and 
women  of  the  day.  The  condition 
of  their  mouths,  unless  reparative 
measures  are  taken,  will  not  improve 
with  time. 

It  is  here  that  the  Dental  Hygienist 
steps  in  and  paves  the  way  for 
soimd  teeth  and  better  health  in 
early  manhood  and  womanhood. 
€L  No  scientific  report  can  yet  be 
made  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Rochester  Dental  Dispensary  and 
the  public  and  parochial  schools  of 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in  the  last  year 
and  a  half. 

Here,  up  to  January,  1919,  every 
school  has  been  visited  three  times 
by  the  corps  of  Dental  Hygienist s 
employed  to  do  the  prophylactic 
work  and  a  fairly  encouraging 
improvement  can  be  seen.  During 
the  first  year  more  than  6000  chil- 
dren received  treatment  at  the 
Rochester  Denial  Dispcai»ary,  which 


is  quite  remarkable  for  so  new  a 
movenlent.  More  than  75,000  have 
received  prophylactic  treatment. 
€1  Lectures  are  given  every  fiew 
months  on  the  care  of  the  teeth,  the 
methods  and  reasons  for  brushing 
them.  But  here,  it  seems,  lies  the 
trouble.  About  10  per  cent  of  the 
children  examined  use  a  tooth  brush. 
When  asked  why  they  do  not  use  one 
— they  laugh,  squirm  around  and 
say  tl.cy  have  not  had  tile  time,  or 
th^  forget  to  do  it.  They  promise 
to  brush  them  faithfully  after  they 
have  had  them  cleaned,  but  the 
next  time  we  come,  we  see  at  a 
glance  they  have  not  kept  the  prom> 
isc.  We  appeal  to  their  sense  of 
beauty  and  love  of  a  healthy  vigor- 
ous body.  We  try  to  explain  the 
structure  of  the  tooth  and  reasons 
for  decay.  I  will  not  say  we  talk 
"over  their  heads,"  but  with  the 
majority  this  method  goes  in  *'  one 
ear  and  out  the  other."  They  do 
not  practice  what  we  preach.  They 
welcome  the  lecturer  and  the 
hygienist.  She  takes  up  time  other- 
wise spent  in  the  classroom.  The 
children  do  not  yet  reahze  the 
importance  of  a  clean  tooth. 
What  then  will  make  these  children 
see  that  '*  a  clean  tooth  never 
decays?  " 

Competition  which  borders  on 
compulsion  is  the  only  method 
which  will  ever  bring  results. 
TcllinR  children  why  they  should 
brush  their  teeth  will  not  do.  W'hm 
they  leai .1  is  as  necessary  to  come 
to  iicliooi  Willi  clean  muutlis  with 
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clean  hands,  clothing  and  prepared 
lessons,  they  will  be  ready  to  listen 
to  the  reasons  why  they  should  care 
for  their  teeth. 

With  the  younger  children  just 
entering  school,  competition  will 
lead  to  the  habit  of  brushing  the 
teeth  daily,  and  the  habit  once 
formed  will  remain.  It  is  the  younger 
children  in  particular  upon  whom 
we  must  rely  to  prove  in  later  years 


the  value  of  VfOr^  alOBg^,  pro- 

phylactic lines. 

It  seems  thrn  that  the  Hygienist 
should  haw  the  coop^eration  of  the 
teacher  in  training  the  child  in  this 
important  factor  in  oral  hygiene. 
Unless  the  children  lenrn  to  brush 
their  teeth  daily,  the  aim  of  the 
Hygienist  will  not  have  reached  the 
high  standard  of  effidenpy  set  for  it 
by  its  advocates.

ID  many  capable 
writers  are  covering

Samuel  Q.  Si^iplee,  an  understand* 
mg  of  these  mouths  of  inestimable 
value  may  be  obtained  by  its  peru- 
sal, as  it  is  the  only  classification  we 
have  today  which  covers  the  held  in 
anjrthing  like  an  exhaustive  manner. 
This  classification  appeals  to  the 
writer  as  being  just  as  important  to 
the  prosthodontist  as  the  Angle 
classification  of  malocclusion  is  to 
the  orthodontist,  and  it  serves  a 
similar  purpose  in  that  it  makes 


accurate    diagnosis   possible  and 

practical  »^ 

€1  Classes  I  and  II  usually  offer  no 
particular  difficulties  whether  taken 
in  plaster  or  modeling  compound, 
or  in  a  combination  of  these  mater- 
ials, but  classes  III  and  IV  need  a 
very  definite  technique,  and  in  the 
writer's  experience,  can  be  much 
more  satisfactorily  taken  in  modeling 
compound,  employing  the  Green- 
Supplee  technique.  Bxact  length  of 
the  impression  and  consequently  of 
the  denture  and  a  proper  degree 
of  compressicii  or  of  fdief  of  the 
palatal  tissues,  depending  upon 
whether  these  tissues  are  soft  or 
resilient,  are  necessary  in  class  III, 
while  the  process  pursued  in  class  IV 
is  somewhat  more  intricate. 
€(,  Class  IV  is  the  mouth  showing 
excessive  resorption  of  the  process — 
notably  is  the  anterior  portioa  of  the 
mouth — associated  with  a  varying 
degree  of  flabbioess  of  the  gum 
tissue*  occasionally  so  marked  as  to 
appear  almost  Uke  a  second  lip. 
Frequently  this  condition  will 
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appear  in  divided  areas,  almost  so 
as  to  resemble  a  cluster  of  grapes, 
so  marked  is  the  division  between 
these  bunches  of  excessively  soft 
tissue.  A  soft — not  resilient  spot — 
on  either  side  of  the  median  line  in 
the  posterior  third  is  always  found 
associated  with  class  .IV.  These 
spots  only  add  to  the  difficulty  of  the 
case  as  ordinarily  taken  in  plaster 
or  compound,  and  these  materials 
as  usually  employed,  cannot  be 
depended  upon  for  any  degree  of 
accuracy  for  this  particular  type  of 
case;  but,  with  correct  technique 
with  modeling  compound,  these 
cases  yield  so  readily  as  to  comprise 
some  of  the  most  satisfactory  under- 
taken ji»  »^ 

41  Picture,  if  you  can,  a  pronounced 
class  IV  case  with  this  flabby  tissue 
mass  in  front  and  a  large  area  of  soft 
tissue  on  each  side  in  the  posterior 
palatal  third  of  the  mouth.  Any 
attempt,  no  matter  how  careful, 
with  plaster  or  compound  as  ordi- 
narily used  will  displace  this  anter- 
ior area  upnvards,  giving  a  distorted 
impression.  We  frequently  hear  a 
method  advised  to  overcome  this 
distortion  by  trimming  the  cast  and 
building  up  a  ridge  vith  cement  or 
plaster.  This  is  an  improvement 
over  simply  trimming  the  cast,  but 
still  very  empirical  and  only  guess 
work  at  best,  and  it  completely 
ignores  the  pretence  of  palatal 
soft  tissue. 

€1.  When  this  flabby  mass  of  tissue 
is  displaced  upwards  it  shows  the 
natural  tendency  to  rebound  back- 
wards and  downwards  when  once 
the  pressure  holding  it  is  released. 
The  denture  when  inserted  exerts 
less  pressure  than  did  the  impression 
and  this  rebound  tends  to  dislodge 
the  plate.  Now,  if  this  same  flabby 
mass  is  comprcaBcd  backwards  and 


downwards  to  a  degree,  the  natural 
rebound  carries  it  towards  the  front 
and  upwards.  This  materially  aids 
in  the  retention  of  the  denture  and 
is  taken  advantage  of  in  the  Supplee 
technique.  (I  say  "  Supplee  "  ad  vis- 
edly,  because  I  believe  Dr.  Greene 
never  adapted  his  process  to  this 
class  of  case — at  least  I  am  familiar 
with  no  published  article  dealing 
with  it.) 

C  The  class  IV  case  requires,  first 
of  all,  accurate  diagnosis,  for  occa- 
sionally this  class  borders  on  class 
III.  After  the  diagnosis  the  first 
requisite  is  an  accurately  fitted  tray. 
This  tray  must  have  the  labial 
flange  removed  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  will  not  impinge  upon  the 
flabby  area.  The  length  of  the  tray 
is  important,  as  it  must  carry  the 
impression  material  back  to  the  soft 
palate  ^  ^ 

As  good  a  base  impression  as 
possible  should  now  be  taken, 
making  the  attempt  to  force  the 
compound  against  the  flabby  area 
and  slightly  downwards,  and  the 
first  of  tile  nmscle  trimming  can  be 
done  at  this  stage.  The  bite  block  is 
now  nttachcd  to  the  impression  tray 
and  the  bite  taken,  ohser\'ing 
particular  care  to  so  t;im  the  l>lock, 
or  rim,  that  only  the  extreme  tips  of 
the  cusps  of  the  lower  posterior 
teeth  show.  Tlu-  imprints  of  the 
anterior  teeth  may  with  advantage 
be  left  slightly  deeper.  The  imprints 
of  the  p)Osteriors  are  so  trimmed  to 
insure  a  ready  closing  without  a 
sliding  to  place,  as  would  occur  if 
they  were  deeper.  The  slightly 
deeper  imprints  of  the  anteriors 
tend  to  hold  the  impression  from 
sliding  forward  when  the  lowers  are 
closed  against  the  bite  rim. 
The  labial  portion  of  the  impression 
is  now  cut  away  to  the  full  esteut  of 
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the  floft  area,  as  indicated  previoua- 
ly  1^  the  removal  of  the  flange  of 
the  tray.  This  allows  an  imoh* 
structed  view  of  the  area  we  wish 
to  compiess — and  that  it  needs 
oompression  is  evidenced  by  tlie 
position  it  now  occupies  in  the  im- 
pression. It  frequently  will  be  so 
distorted  and  strained  as  to  diow  a 
blanched  appearance  and  will  ooca- 
•iooiBlly  be  quite  painftil  to  the 
patient,  owing  to  compression  of  the 
tissues  overlying  the  anterior  pala- 
tine fbramina  wliich  conduct  blood' 
vessels  and  nerve  fibres  to  this 
portion  of  the  palate. 
With  a  sharp  scraper  rdieve  all 
around  this  area  until  the  flap 
assumes  its  natural*  or  unstrained 
appearance.  Too  much  relief  is  far 
preferable  to  insufficient  relief. 
When  this  operation  has  been 
aocon^lishcd— and  it  is  worthy  of 
considerable  time  and  attention — 
heat  the  impression  palatally  over 
the  flame  back  of  this  relieved 
portion.  Heat  deeply  and  set  aside 
while  a  roll  of  compound  to  the 
labial  aspect  of  the  impression  is 
being  prepared.  Heat  this  ro|l  over 
the  flame  and  add  to  the  impression. 
Quickly  insert  the  impression  into 
the  mouth  and  require  the  patient  to 
dose  to  hoki  it  in  place.  Now,  by 
pressure  high  up  under  the  lip,  adapt 
this  new  roU  to  the  ridge,  and  as  it 
assumes  the  moldtng  stage,  exert 
considerable  pressure.  This  forces 
the  flap  badcwards  and  it  is  com- 
pressed into  the  previously  warmed 
area  of  the  impression  under  the 
ridge*  So  now  we  have  accomplished 
tile  desirable  compression  back- 
wards and  downwards. 


The  hnpression  at  this  stage  will 
probably  show  only  slight  adhesion. 
This  is  corrected  when  the  palatal 
soft  areas  are  displaced  by  the 
addition  of  new  compound.  This 
step  is  accomplidied  by  diy  heating 
compound  from  a  stick  of  this 
material  and  adding  it  on  each  side 
of  the  median  Hne  in  the  posterior 
third  and  slightly  6ver  the  tuber> 
oaitics.  While  this  new  compound 
is  in  a  flowing  condition  the  impres- 
sion is  carried  into  the  mouth  and 
hdd  in  place  oniy  in  the  regjkm  of 
the  front  teeth,  allowing  the  im- 
pression to  stand  away  irom  the 
palate  towards  the  bade  Now 
require  the  patient  to  dose  quiddy 
and  drive  the  impression  up  to  place. 
4  The  length  of  the  impression 
in  dass  IV  is  very  important,  for 
it  is  by  length  and  dose  palatal 
adaption  that  compensation  for 
upward  movement  cf  the  anterior 
portion  of  the-  plate  during  use  is 
made.  Other  elements  being  correct 
in  the  impression,  a  marked  yidding 
of  the  plate  in  front  without  break- 
ing adhesion  is  possible  if  correct 
length  and  close  adaptation  has 
been  secured  oo  the  posterior 
border.  The  impression  must  extend 
into  the  stationary  soft  palate  and 
cover  it  to  its  full  extent. 
I  have  assumed  that  my  readers  are 
more  or  less  familiar  with  modeling 
compound  technique  and  have  not 
gone  into  exhaustive  detail  in  this 
respect,  but  have  tried,  making  no 
daim  whatever  fbr  originality,  to 
present  this  dass  IV  technique  in 
the  same  way  that  it  has  been  of 
inestimable  value  to  me  in  my 
practice  M»  M»

>BCOGNITION 
the  state  of  the  ap- 
palling prevalence 
of  dental  defects 
and  the  realization 
of  their  influence 
on  the  ph3r8ical  and 
mental  eflidency  of  school  cliildTen» 
established  the  necessity  of  urgent 
attention  to  the  question  of  having 
dental  inspectioo  in  the  puUic 
sdmls. 

"  We  have  had  medical 
why  not  dental  inspection? 
asked  «»  «» 

And  so,  fhrough  the  personal 
interest  of  members  of  tiie  school 
staff,  it  was  made  possible  for  North- 
ampton to  be  known  as  the  "  Clean 
Tooth  Town,"  of  Massachusetts. 
€1  Through  our  Superintendent  of 
Schools — ^Mr.  Congdon;  Principal 
Janes  and  William  Coides,  general 
manager  of  the  Florence  Mfg. 
Company,  Northampton  can  boast 
of  two  beautiAilly  equipped  clinic 
rooms 

In  March,  1917,  we  started  the 
In^MCtion.  A  thorough  examination 
was  made  of  each  child's  mouth — a 
detailed  record  made  and  tabulated. 
We  found  that  of  the  2400  chUdien 
examined,  about  97  per  cent  were 
in  need  of  dental  attention.  In  June, 
1917,  the  clinic  rooms  were  in  read- 
iness for  operative  work. 
We  selected  cases  which  seemed  to 
us  the  most  urgent.  Among  them, 
that  of  a  child  of  6  years,  suffering 
from  five  abscesses,  the  pus  ooamg 


into  her  mouth;  another,  a  girl  of 
12  years,  with  every  permanent 
tooth  decasred.  Two  of  the  6-year 
molars  were  abscessed,  and  too  far 
gone  to  be  saved.  There  were  many 
other  interesting  cases,  but  I  wiU 
not  take  the  time  to  cite  them. 
Our  first  aim  is  to  win  the  confidence 
of  the  ddldren;  instruct  them  as  to 
the  great  importance  of  keeping  the 
mouth  dean;  impress  upon  their 
minds  the  rdation  of  "teeth  to 
health;"  give  the  teeth  a  pro- 
phylactic treatment;  treat  or 
extract  any  teeth  needing  immediate 
attention:  then  put  them  on  pro- 
bation for  a  week.  At  the  end  of 
that  time,  they  come  in,  by  appoint- 
ment, and  if  the  teeth  show  that 
proper  care  has  been  given,  they  can 
have  a  cavity  filled.  Without 
exception,  every  diild  has  been 
willing  to  keep  the  next  appoint- 
ment «» 

It  is  quite  remarkable  how  well  they 
understand  and  appreciate  what  we 
are  trying  to  do  for  them.  > 
Of  count  there  are  timid  children 
in  fact  great  tact  has  to  be  used  in 
working  with  them— but  when  you 
realise  you  have  the  making  of  a 
good  or  a  bad  patient  for  some 
fiiture  dentist,  (for  I  believe  that  the 
chiklren  we  work  for  will  continue 
throughout  their  lives  to  have  their 
teeth  cared  for)  it  is  a  work  that  has 
to  be  very  careftilly  considered. 
It  was  deemed  advisable  to  confine 
the  work  to  indigent  chOdren.  In  so 
doing  the  oo-operation  of  principals 
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and  teadien  have  been  moet  helpful. 
4  Any  child  suffering  from  tooth- 
ache is  sent  to  the  dinic.  He  is 
treated  and  advised  to  go  to  the 
fiiunily  dentist,  if  the  parent  can 
afford  to  pay.  There  are  some  days 
when  most  ' of  the  time  is  taken  up 
with  emergency  cases. 

The  dental  dinic  has  been  greatly 
appredated  by  mothers.  One  mother 
of  five  told  me  she  had  not  known 
what  it  was  to  have  a  night's  rest, 
because  first  one  and  then  another 
dsild  would  be  crying  with  a  tooth- 
adie.  It  has  been  very  gratifying  to 
me  when  making  home  calls,  to  find 
the  parents  pleased  with  the  treat- 
ment given  their  children. 

One  mcither  told  me  that  if  her 
little  girl  goes  to  bed  without 
brushing  her  teeth,  she  is  sure  to 
remember  it  and  hop  out  of  bed,  and 
insist  upon  brushing  them,  because 
we  have  told  her  she  must  do  it. 

There  is  not  a  dinic  in  the  United* 
States  better  equipped  than  our 
clinic.  The  very  best  of  material  is 
U5:ed.  and  the  same  caro  given  as 
though  the  highest  prices  were 
beix^  charged. 

Every  effort  is  used  in  the  treatment 
of  six  year  molars  and  of  the  great 
number  of  teeth  extracted,  very  few 
are  permanent  teeth.  It  is  the  aim 
of  the  clinic  to  have  eadi  school 
receive  an  equalamountof  attention. 
The  Sacred  Heart  and  St.  Micfaad's 
sdiool  recdve  their  share  of  atten- 
tion.  And  the  children  keep  their 
app<^tments  very  well,  too. 

What  surprised  us  was  that  during 
the  suRuner  vacation  the  children 
were  just  as  willing  to  come  as  dur- 
ing school  hours.  Along  the  line  of 
follow  up  work,  we  find  the  children 
are  willing  to  come  once  in  three  or 
four  months  to  have  their  teeth 


examined.  In  most  cases  they  are 
talcing  excdtcnt  care  of  tiidr  teeth. 
€1  We  cannot  do  as  much  along  this 
tine  as  we  would  like  to  because 
there  are  so  many  grades  to  be 
cared  for.  I  would  suggest  that  if  it 
could  be  made  possible  that  the 
first  to  sixth  grades  be  cared  for, 
that  is,  if  we  are  to  work  akmg 
preventive  lines,  not  reparative.  In 
that  way  greater  success  would  be 
assured.  Because,  if  you  start  caring 
for  a  diild's  teeth  at  the  age  of  six, 
you  are  pretty  sure  he  will  never 
have  to  have  as  great  an  amount  of 
work  done  at  a  time.  In  that  way 
more  children  can  receive  the  bene- 
fit of  the  school  dinic. 
We  did  not  start  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  number  of  appointments  made 
each  day  until  September,  1917, 
but  since  that  time  we  have  made 
1996.  Have  given  1697  treatments, 
such  as  devitalization  of  pulps; 
treatments  of  abscesses;  treatments 
of  putrescent  pulps;  treatments 
of  canker,  etc.  We  have  put  in  780 
fillings,  mostly  of  silver  and  enamel, 
a  small  number  of  guttapercha  and 
red  copper  cement  fillings;  283 
prophylactic  treatments  have  been 
given;  916  teeth  have  been  extracted, 
mostly  temporary  teeth;  942  home 
calls  have  been  made.  We  have 
worked  for  213  children  recdving 
in  Florence  and  321  in  the  center, 
makuig  a  total  of  534  children 
recdving  attentiOD.  The  Hawley 
Grammar  Clinic  is  open  Tuesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  for  three  hours 
eadi  A.  M.  Florence  Grammar  Clinic 
is  open  Monday  and  Wednesday 
A.  M.  for  the  same  length  of  time.

DRUG  ADDICTION

We  are  indebted  to  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  for 
this  article^  which  discusses  a  subject  of  great  interest  to  the  medical  and 
denUU  professkmM.  Th€  dnig  prMtm  1$  aUracHng  mare  and  mart  tttt^nHon, 
In  ChicojgO  recently,  a  drug  addict  suggested  to  the  Board  of  Health  that  a 
convention  of  Narcotic  Users  be  called  and  that  they  be  permitted  to  take 
part  in  discussing  ways  and  means  to  alleviate  the  evil.  He  said  such  men 
and  women  would  come  quickly  if  promised  the  police  would  not  interfere 
with  ihe  wdMdwds  itfter  the  meeting.  Dr.  John  DUl  Roberteon,  Chiaao 
Commigekmmr  of  Health,  now  has  the  matter  under  advUement.  He 
announced  reeemy  thai  the  plan  might  be  tried  out. 


'HE  subject  of  drug 
addiction  has  come 
to  occupy  a  place 
of  considerable 
importance,  not 
only  in  civil  life  but 
in  the  military  and 
naval  service  as  well,  and  constant 
efforts  are  being  made  to  reclaim 
the  derelicts  and  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  habit. 
In  this  campaign,  the  importance 
of  an  early  and  positive  diagnosis 
of  drug  addiction  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. The  addict  is  regarded, 
and  rightly,  as  being  untrustworthy, 
unreliable  and  as  a  particularly 
dangerous  person  to  engage  in  any 
hazardous  occupation.  His  partici- 
pation in  any  naval  or  military 


undertaking  would  ex^x^se  others  as 
well  as  himself  to  the  possibility  of 

serious  consequences. 
From  the  standpoint  of  the  pro- 
phylaxis of  drug  addiction,  the 
addict  himself  is  responsible  for 
enlisting  many  recruits  This 
tendency  to  spread  the  habit  is 
believ^ed  to  be  more  prevalent  than 
is  generally  recognized.  In  some 
cases  it  takes  the  form  of  active 
work  in  encouraging  the  use  of 
drugs.  There  arc  two  reasons  for 
this  activity:  first,  the  finanrial 
gain  derived  from  bringing  in  new 
recruits  and  selling  them  the  drug, 
and  second,  the  desire  on  the  part 
of  many  addicts  for  company.  The 
majority  of  addicts  liave  friends  cir 
acquaintances  who  themselves  take 
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the  drug.  Many  of  them  state  that 
they  patronize  so-called  *'  clubs  " 
where  they  indulge  in  their  favorite 
drug.  Investigation  of  these  places 
reveals  merely  a  room,  badly 
furnished  and  ill  kept,  where  the 
habitues  may  drop  in  at  odd  times 
of  the  day  or  night  and  relieve 
themselves  by  taking  a  "jab,"  a 
"  sniff "  or  a  '  smoke."  These 
places  serve  to  keep  the  knowledge 
of  drug  addiction  from  their  em- 
ployers and  in  many  cases  from  even 
their  immediate  family.  They  also 
allow  the  addict  quietly  to  sleep  off 
the  effects  of  a  large  dose,  which 
he  may  have  felt  he  needed,  with- 
out being  disturbed. 
A  large  percentage  of  addicts  begin 
the  use  of  drugs  while  still  minors, 
and  it  is  during  this  susceptible 
period  of  j-^outh  that  contact  with 
drug  habitues  is  particularly  danger- 
ous. A  drug  addict  should  be 
regarded  as  a  focus  of  infection  who 
through  contact  with  susceptible 
individuals  serves  to  spread  tlie 
habit.  The  average  person  is  unable 
to  secure  drugs  on  his  own  initiative, 
but  once  his  circle  of  acquaintances 
enlarges  so  as  to  include  some 
member  of  this  large  army  of  non- 
effectives, he  finds  habit-forming 
drugs  within  easy  reach  as  long  as 
he  can  produce  the  price.  The  addict 
finds  that  he  does  well  to  LX>operate 
with  the  distributor,  and  almost 
never  will  give  evidence  or  informa- 
tion that  discloses  the  source  of 
supply.  As  he  becomes  more  con- 
firmed in  the  use  of  the  drug,  he 
realizes  his  dependence  more  and 
more;  and  particularly  after  running 
short  a  time  or  two  and  experiencing 
the  pangs  of  sudden  withdrawal  of 
the  dr\!g,  his  cliief  uin  in  life  comes 
to  be  the  having  on  hand  of  a  suffi- 
cient supply.  Many  of  these  addicts 


will  hoard  thedrug  and  keep  a  supply 
laid  away  against  the  time  when 
they  find  it  hard  to  procure.  It  is  not 
uncommon  to  lliid  the  addict  penni- 
less and  without  sutiicient  clothir.g. 
food  or  shelter,  but  still  clinging  to 
his  reserve  drug  supply,  which 
represents  to  him  the  only  means  of 
escape  from  his  mental  and  physical 
suflcniig.  He  pawns  his  own  effects 
and  those  of  his  family,  not  except- 
ing the  kitchen  stove,  the  family 
clock  and  his  wife's  wedding  ring. 
Having  exhausted  all  these  resources 
he  begins  to  look  outside  of  his  own 
family  and  to  pawn  the  effects  of 
other  people.  When  reduced  to  this 
state  he  becomes  particularly  dan- 
gerous to  society,  and  will  stop  at 
nothing  to  secure  funds  with  which 
to  purchase  the  drug  for  his  relief, 
d.  The  early  diagnosis  of  addiction 
will  serve  in  great  measure  to  cur- 
tail many  of  the  evils  of  confirmed 
addiction  and  limit  the  spread  of 
the  scourge. 

It  is  an  almost  certain  rule  that  the 
drug  habitue  will  endeavor  to  con- 
ceal the  fact  of  his  addiction.  The 
instinct  of  self-preservation  prompts 
him  to  guard  his  secret  carefully.  He 
realizes  his  employer  no  doubt 
would  discharge  him  at  once.  His 
difficulties  in  procuring  the  drug 
would  become  greatly  increased 
once  it  became  known  he  was  an 
addict.  Furthermore,  the  fear  of  the 
law  in  many  cases  would  prompt 
him  to  cover  his  trail  by  every 
conceivable  means.  In  the  majority 
of  instances  he  realizes  his  own  unfit- 
ness, and  also  that  his  survival 
depends  on  concealing  tlie  fact  of 
his  unfitness. 

At  first  glanct  it  might  appear  that 
all  these  efforts  on  his  part  would  be 
useless,  that  his  failing  would  be 
fairly  easy  to  discover,  and  that  the 
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ravages  caused   by   his  addiction 
would  be  discernible  even  to  the 
layman.  The  average  person,  when 
speaking  of  drug  addiction,  has  a 
mental  picture,  possibly  inspired  by 
some  stage  impersonation  he  has 
seen,  of  an  individual   more  or  less 
emaciated,    with    sunken  cheeks, 
sallow  complexion  and  marks  of  the 
needle  on  the  arms  and  body,  who 
nervously    starts    at    the  slightest 
sound  and  constantly  feels  himself 
as  if  to  establish  his  own  identity, 
who  has  a  habit  of  sniffing  up  his 
nostrils,  and  who  always  carries  a 
hypodermic  syringe  and  the  neces- 
sary ammunition  in  his  coat  pocket. 
While  this  picture  may  represent 
the    habitue    in    many  respects, 
particularly  in  the  last  stages  of  his 
addiction,    it    fails    absolutely  to 
identify   the   large  army  of  drug 
addicts  that  exists  in  this  country. 
C  The  majority  of  our  institutions 
to  which  drug  addicts  are  admitted 
and  cared  for  are  not  called  on  to 
establish  the  fact  of  drug  addiction. 
In  the  patients  turned  over  to  them 
as  a  rule  this  fact  has  been  definitely 
established.  In  the  great  majority  of 
cases  the  diagnosis  is  arrived  at  in 
one  or  two  ways.  Either  the  victim 
voluntarily  seeks  relief  from  the 
drug,  the  expense  of  which  has  be- 
come a  serious  burden  for  him,  or  he 
is  caught   with    the   drug    in  his 
possession  or  in  the  act  of  adnun- 
istering  it  to  himself. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  the  diagnosis  of 
drug    addiction,    contrary    to  the 
generally  accepted  belief,  is  one  of 
the    most    difficult    problems  the 
physician   has   to   meet.    In  many 
instances  the  habitue  indulges  in 
drugs  for  several  years  without  even 
his  family  or  associates  being  aware 
of  the  fact.  If  he  is  careful  as  to 
dosa&e  and  the  time  and  place  of 


taking  the  drug,  he  may  proceed  for 
years  and  get  along  fairly  well.  In 
examining  drug  addicts  at  Bellevue 
Hospital,  this  fact  was  frequently 
brought  out  strongly.  In  one  case 
the  addict,  after  having  taken  hei-oin 
for  two  years,  married,  and  it  was 
not  until  a  year  and  a  half  later 
that  his  wife  discovered  he  was  a 
drug  addict.  He  stated  that  he 
never  took  the  drug  at  home  but 
went  to  one  of  the  so-called  "  clubs  '* 
for  regular  doses.  On  one  occasion 
he  carelessly  took  a  larger  dose  than 
usual,  and  returning  home,  was 
found  asleep  in  a  narootized  con- 
dition 

In  another  case,  a  chauffeur,  em- 
ployed by  a  physician,  took  heroin 
for  six  months  and  had  no  trouble. 
Finally  he  took  a  larger  dose  than 
usual,  and  while  driving  the  car 
became  sleepy;  after  he  had  been 
aroused  several  times  bis  condition 
became  evident. 

A  third  case  that  illustrates  this 
F>oint  was  that  of  a  sailor  who  took 
morphin  for  more  than  a  year 
aboard  ship  and  was  not  suspected. 
His  supply  evidently  came  to  him 
diluted  with  lactose,  as  is  frequently 
the  case.  Getting  a  fresh  supply  one 
day  that  was  not  diluted  he  prompt- 
ly developed  symptoms  of  acute 
morphinism  and  was  discovered 
These  cases  serve  to  illustrate  the 
fact  that  drug  addicts  who  are  care- 
ful to  regulate  their  dosage  may 
pursue  their  usual  occupation  for 
years  without  being  discovered.  To 
establish  the  diagnosis  in  such  cases, 
observation  over  a  period  of  time  is 
necessary.  If  the  addicts  are  care- 
fully observed,  they  will  almost  in- 
variably show  signs  that  lead  to  a 
positive  diagnosis. 
There  are  two  periods  in  the  daily 
routine  of  the  addict  that  lead  to 
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diaoovery  if  unduly  prolonged.  The 
first  period  is  ushered  in  by  a  feeling 
of  slight  nervousness  or  uneasiness 
which  warns  him  it  is  about  time  for 
another  dose.  If  this  period  is  pro- 
longed he  begins  to  suffer  more  or 
less  acutely,  and  cramps  and  muscu- 
lar pains  become  prominent  and  lie 
has  the  usual  symptoms  of  sudden 
withdrawal  of  the  drug.  Under  usual 
routine  he  never  gets  to  this  stage, 
as  his  equilibrium  is  reestablished 
by  the  drug.  But  if  for  any  reason 
the  supply  is  not  forthcoming  or 
is  delayed,  his  predicament  usually 
will  become  noticeable.  The  second 
period,  during  which  the  diagnosis  is 
much  easier,  is  shortly  after  the 
drug  is  administered  and  its  effect  is 
taking  place. 

If  the  addict  does  not  measure  his 
dose  carefully,  he  runs  the  risk  of 
getting  an  overdose,  which  fre- 
quently leads  to  his  discovery.  He 
becomes  drowsy  and  even  may  be 
found  asleep  at  some  unusual  hour, 
when  his  narcotized  condition  be- 
comes apparent  to  his  employer  or 
his  family.  These  two  periods  will 
occur  in  the  life  of  every  addict  to  a 
more  or  less  degree,  depending  upon 
the  skill  with  which  he  regulates  the 
use  of  the  drug,  and  will  tend  to  be- 
come more  frequent,  the  longer  he 
indulges.  It  is  during  one  of  these 
periods  that  his  condition  usually  is 
discovered.  He  may  show  no  marks  of 
a  needle  and  may  stand  a  most  rigid 
examination  without  being  detected; 
but  when  kept  under  observation 
over  a  period  of  time,  he  usually 
will  show  unmistakable  signs. 
The  early  diagnosis  of  these  cases 
and  the  placing  of  the  patients  under 
treatment  if  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance to  civil  communities  as 
well  as  to  the  military  and  naval 
forces  of  the  country. 


It  is  coming  to  be  recognized  more  or 
less  generally  that  the  solution  of  the 
drug  addiction  evil  does  not  rest  on 
any  particular  specific  or  cure.  In 
fact,  there  is  no  specific  for  the  con- 
dition. It  is  a  comparatively  simple 
matter  to  get  the  patient  to  the  stage 
at  which  he  is  taking  no  more  drugs, 
but  it  is  a  much  more  difficult  prob- 
lem to  keep  him  from  backsliding. 
Our  great  effort  should  be  along  the 
lines  of  preventive  medicine,  and  it 
is  here  that  the  early  diagnosis  of 
addiction  again  becomes  important. 
It  appears  impossible  to  legislate 
drug  addiction  out  of  existence  as 
long  as  the  drugs  themselves  exist 
and  are  available.  The  most  string- 
ent laws  legislators  have  been  able 
to  enact  have  failed  in  great  measure 
to  reduce  this  availability.  The 
addict,  better  than  any  one  else,  is 
familiar  with  the  process  of  obtain- 
ing the  drug.  After  passing  through 
an  institution  for  the  cure  of  addic- 
tion he  comes  out  with  this  laiowl- 
edge  still  in  his  possession.  If  he 
should  meet  with  reverses,  or  sud- 
denly be  called  on  to  face  a  trying 
situation,  it  is  only  natural  he  should 
seek  an  outlet  by  a  return  to  the 
drug.  If  the  drug  were  not  available, 
it  does  not  follow  he  would  seek  no 
other  avenue  of  escape.  In  fact,  if 
he  feels  himself  unable  to  face  the 
situation  squarely  there  are  several 
routes  he  might  take  imder  these 
circumstances.  But  these  avenues  of 
escape  gradually  are  being  closed, 
and  in  most  cases  failure  to  obtain 
the  drug  after  having  passed  through 
an  institution  for  relief  of  the  habit, 
and  after  going  for  some  time  with- 
out it,  would  not  result  in  serious 

coiist-qiicnces. 

Heroin  appears  to  be  the  drug  most 
easily  obtained  nt  present;  as  a 
result,  the  majority  of  addicts  are 
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herain  users.  Alio,  heroin  admits  of 
eiqr  adi2lteratioa»  requires  no  ap- 
paratus to  take,  and  readily  can  be 
diatributed.  While  heroin  occupies  a 
place  of  some  importance  in  the 
equipment  of  a  physician,  it  is  by  no 
means  indispensabley  and  it  oould 
be  diicaided  entirely  without  serious 
remits  ^ 

Cocain  and  morphin  are  used 
only  a  smaU  percentage  of  addicts. 
The  effects  of  cocain  are  rather 
violent,  and  the  addict  usually  will 
state  he  lost  no  time  in  shifting  to 
heroin  as  soon  as  he  could  get  it.  He 
realises  oocain  is  a  much  more 
dangerous  drug  and  requires  nracfa 
greater  care  in  dosage.  Its  effects  are 
more  frequently  noticeable,  and  he 
is  more  liable  to  discovery  following 
its  use. 

Morphin  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
addict  is  much  more  deeirable  than 
oocain.  It  is  not  apt  to  produce  the 


violent  reactions  frequently  seen 
after  a  alight  overdose  of  cocain*  and 
its  mental  effect  appears  better. 
However,  the  ideal  drug  for  the 

we 

would  do  wdl  to  pay  particular  at- 
tention to  this  narcotic.  It  does  not 
follow  that  if  the  manufacture  of 
this  drug  were  stopped  entirely  we 
should  have  the  majority  of  addicts 
under  control;  but  we  should  have 
greatiy  decreased  the  availability  of 
habit-forming  drugs  and  should  have 
removed  one  of  the  worst  offenders 
among  the  narcotics. 
Opium  and  its  derivatives,  ever  sinoe 
their  action  were  known  to  man, 
have  been  the  great  narcotics  on 
vitdeh  the  individual  who  feels  him- 
self inadequate  to  face  lifo  has  rested 
and  drifted  with  the  tide.  If  we  dis- 
pose of  heroin,  it  is  probably  from 
among'  these  derivatives  that  sub- 
stitutes will  be  sought.

THE  DAVIS  ARTICLE 

HE  last  public  word  of  the  late  Dr.  Simeon  H. 
Guilford,  formerly  Dean  of  the  Philadelphia 
Dental  College,  appeared  in  the  January  number 
of  OKAL  HYGIENE.  No  more  fitting  message 
to  the  dental  profession  could  have  been  devised. 
It  was  a  defense  of  the  honor  and  ethics  of  his 
calling,  and  a  most  beautiful  way  for  him  to 
round  out  his  professional  career.  If  Dr.  Guilford  had  planned 
it — if  he  had  known  at  the  time  that  his  end  was  near — it 
could  not  have  been  better  done.  The  article  will  go  down 
through  the  yeaiB  as  a  splendid  epitaph,  as  a  fitting  memorial 
to  a  useful  life,  and  the  response  from  members  of  the  pro- 
fession has  been  most  gratifying. 

€L  Dr.  Guilford  took  to  task  Dr.  Arthur  N.  Davis,  an  American 
dentist,  who  during  fourteen  years  of  his  practice  in  Berlin, 
numbered  among  his  patients  the  German  Kaiser.  Dr.  Guilford 
specifically  charged  Dr.  Davis  with  a  breach  of  professional 
ethics,  in  that  he  sponsored  a  series  of  syndicated  newspaper 
articles,  divulging  alleged  confidences  made  to  him  by  Wilhelm 
and  not  intended  for  the  public  ear.  Since  publication,  these 
views  have  called  forth  a  stream  of  communications  from 
dentists  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States — men  for  the  most 
part  unaware  of  Dr.  Guilford's  death — ^who  unite  in  thanking 
him  for  his  courageous  stand. 

<t  *'  I  have  read  your  article  with  a  great  deal  of  interest," 
writes  Dr.  Paul  Voigt  of  Philadelphia.  I  certainly  agree  with 
everything  you  have  said.  Few  dentists  know  as  well  as  you 
what  an  amount  of  work  and  courage  it  took  to  place  dentistry 
on  a  level  with  the  medical  and  other  kindred  professions,  and 
few  know  of  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  the  pioneers  in  this 
work

men  and  women  of  the  world,  especially  in  Europe. 

Dr.  Davis,  I  believe,  has  done  the  dental  profession  an  in- 
estimable amount  of  harm  and  it  will  be  many  years,  if  ever, 
before  such  an  act,  no  matter  with  what  excuses  one  may  try

gratulate you  on  the  courageous  step  you  have  taken."

C  Harold  S.  Vaughan,  M.  D.,  of  New  York  writes:  "  I  have 
read  with  hearty  approval  your  very  able  criticism  of  the 
author  of  "  The  Kaiser  As  I  Know  Him.*'  I  feel  as  you  do  that 
aside  from  the  breach  in  professional  conduct,  the  author  has 
done  much  to  lower  the  high  standard  and  i^jjard  attained  by 
American  dentists  in  Europe,  and  we  in  this  ooiuntiy  can  feel 
no  professional  pride  in  his  work.*' 

Writes  Dr.  William  A.  Jaquette  of  Philadelphia: "  The  current 
number  of  ORAL  HYGI£NE  came  today  and  I  want  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  you  of  your  article  xtg/Bardvng  Dr. 
Davis'  serial.  Last  summer  at  Glen  Haven  you  showed  much 
feeling  regarding  the  reflection  cast  upon  our  profession  and 
I  hope  you  may  have  many  letters  of  oongratulatkm  on  the 
high  stand  you  have  taken."

<L  Doctor  Wocxis  Hutchinaon  in  his  Doctor  in  War,  says  that  a 
Catulty  Clearins  Station  is  a  little,  fint  data  dty  hotpltat  on  a  pavilllan 

plan.  AU  complete  with  eveiy  modem  convenience,  full  staff  of  surgeons, 
nurses,  orderlies.  X-ray  room,  bacteriological  laboratory,  hot  and  cold 
water,  electric  light — dropped  down  on  the  field  of  war  within  five  or  ten 
miles  of  the  firing  line.  Not  so  very  little,  either,  for  some  of  them  have  a 
thovnand  beds,  though  the  avenge  it  about  tlwee  or  finir  faundred.  Tbe 
main  difference  between  it  and  a  dty  hospital  is  that  it  is  built  of  WDOd» 
instead  of  brick  and  stone,  and  it  lies  alongside  a  railway  line.  Its  wards 
consist  of  long,  plain  but  comfortable  wooden  buildings,  some  sixty  feet  long 
by  twenty-odd  wide,  with  windows  every  ten  feet  and  a  ventilator  in  the 
xooftCBUedbytfaeabmirdbiitinadeciuatenameof  '*  huts."  They  lutve  good 
wooden  Boors,  tarred  water-tight  roofs,  windows,  with  a  "  hopper  "  upper- 
side  or  block  ventilation,  and  stoves  so  that  they  can  be  kept  warm  and  dry 
as  toast  in  cold  or  stormy  weather.  *  *  *  So  comfortable  and  efficient  arc 
these  stations,  and  so  well  do  they  serve  their  purpose,  that  they  raise  a 
qnestioo  in  iht  minds  of  all  who  have  served  in  them  whether  it  is  really 
nffCCBiary  in  our  great  city  hospitals  to  spend  the  enormous  sums,  raising 
sometimes  as  much  as  $5,000  per  bed,  on  huge  and  majestic  monuments  of 
steel,  stone  and  glass,  when  all  the  fundamental  essentials  for  the  care  of  the 
sick  and  wounded,  in  plain  vernacular  phrase,  "  the  guts  of  a  hospital," 
are  provided  here  in  wood  and  tarred  paper  for  about  $100  per  bed.  The 
question  which  our  experience  with  Sanitoria  for  tuberculosis  is  also  lug- 
fcsted  tons.

<L  Burma  grows  more  than  100  varieties  of  every  sort  of  timber.  Yet,  until 
last  year,  the  nation  exported  rubber  in  packing  cases  made  of  wood  from 
Japan.  It  has  since  been  found  that  sudi  cases  can  be  made  in  Burma  for 
half  the  cost. 


C  The  Oral  Hygiene  Committee  of  the  Dental  Society  at  Columbus,  O. 
have  started  a  campaign  to  raise  $100,000  for  a  children's  dental  clinic.  A 
dental  exhibit  brought  from  Camp  Sherman  has  been  used  to  stimulate 
interest  in  the  movement. 


C  A  recent  telegraphic  dispatch  from  Valentine,  Texas,  was  to  the  effect 
that  exploration  is  being  made  of  potassium  nitrate  deposits  near  the  Rio 
Grande.  It  is  vStated  that  the  beds  of  workable  potassium  nitrate  are  large, 
and  are  to  be  operated  on  a  huge  scale. 


^  The  license  of  William  D.  McErlane.  D.  D.  S.,  of  Jamestown,  N.  Y.,  was 
recently  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  acting  upon  recommendation  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners.  This  action  followed  charges  preferred  by  Minor  J. 
Terry,  D.  D.  S.,  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners.  Two  dentists 
also  have  been  suspended  from  practice  by  the  Board. 
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II  Sucar  planters  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  are  facing  a  shortage  of  bagi 
used  as  containers  for  raw  sugar.  Tliese  bags  have  been  imported  from 
Calcutta.  Recently  machinery  was  sent  to  Honolulu  from  Washington  for 
manufacturing  the  tMgs  from  the  fiber  of  banana  tree  trunks. 

C  Weapons  of  war  tfaooi^t  masslv*  and  powerftd  in  1914  are  puny  In  1919. 
Thus,  heavy  artillery,  the  weight  of  which  tied  it  down  to  fixed  fortifications, 
is  now  moving  merrily  over  the  fidd  of  battle.  Where  formerly  we  talked  in 
millions,  now  we  talk  freely  in  billions.  Before  the  war  25  to  30  knots  was 
battle  cruiser  speed ;  today  such  ships  make  from  35  to  40.  A  notable  instance 
of  this  growth  is  in  the  field  of  aviation,  where  the  British  have  airplanes  of 
600-horse-power  and  the  Italians  have  gone  up  to  1,000.  And  the  end  is 
not  yet.

41  Rabbits  are  cauring  enormous  damage  In  Australia,  by  ruining  the 
crops.  Green  feed  disappears  as  if  by  magk.  Landowners  are  at  their  wits* 
ends  to  know  how  to  stay  the  progress  of  the  pest.  They  are  so  numerous 
in  south-western  Rlverina  that  hundreds  are  didly  being  run  over  by  motor 
ears  and  killed.  One  car  was  actually  pulled  up  by  rabbits  being  whirled  into 
the  driving  gear  and  their  bones  becoming  entangled  in  the  madiineiy. 
Thousands  have  deen  destroyed  by  the  use  of  strychnine  and  apples, 
but  poisons  are  scarce  and  dear.  Trappers  have  gone  out  of  business,  the 
Qovemment  having  fixed  the  price  of  skins  so  low  as  to  make  profit  nil. 


€L  The  Medical  Record  states  that  the  American  Defense  Society  has  given 
warnings  of  the  recent  importation  into  the  United  States  of  $12,000,000 
worth  of  drugs  of  German  manufacture.  Physicians  and  druggists  are  urged 
to  abstain  fix>m  the  use  of  these  drugs  for  two  reasons:  first,  the  repugnance 
of  loysd  Americans  to  having  anything  to  do  with  German  goods;  second, 
because  American  firms  are  now  manufacturing  these  drugs  and  should  be 
upheld  against  German  makers  endeavoring  to  seize  the  market  again  and, 
by  underbidding,  ruin  the  new  industry.  "American  chemistry,  now  in  the 
process  of  emancipation  from  German  dominion,  must  not  be  allowed  to 
fall  under  subjection,"  adds  The  American  Journal  of  Nursing, 
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4L  The  campaign  to  amend  the  Federal  Constitution  so  that  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  dgarettes  will  be  abolished  may  be  looked  upon  tether 
as  a  joke,  and  yet  it  should  be  recalled  that  twenty-five  s^eeft  efo  the  man 
who  had  the  temerity  to  predict  that  in  1919  the  manufactore  and  sale  of 
iutonhaillng  Uqyor  woukl  be  abolished  would  have  been  marked  down 
as  A  dreemcr;  conaeqyently«  it  will  not  do  to  kmgh  at  the  anti-dgarettc 
fnovonent,  for  no  man  can  tell  wliat  may  beeome  of  it.  Ferliape  all 
fbrms  of  tobacco  maiy  tie  Indaded* 

H  ManachiiMtti  ie  conddering  tfie  passage  of  a  law  placing  pafegoric  and 
ffanipiioffiitftd  tincture  of  opium  in  the  rettricted  Hat  of  narcotic  druga. 
Aariatant  Diatriet  Attorney  Weber  apeakfaig  ibr  tiie  meaaure  at  a  recent 
legislative  hearing,  declared  tliat  the  sale  of  paregoric  had  been  made  in 
pint  and  quart  lots  since  tlie  sales  of  otlier  drugs  had  been  stopped  through 
1917  legislatioa.  He  quoted  prominent  piqrsicians  tlirougbout  tiie  country 
on  tiie  use  of  paregoric  among  diildren.  He  said  that  practicaUy  all  authori- 
ties declared  paregoric  stuplfied  ddldren  and  dulled  tlidr  mental  facultiss. 

The  U.  S.  War  Department  recently  issued  this  statement:  "  There  are 
persistent  rumors  all  over  the  country  to  the  effect  that  the  War  Depart- 
ment is  disposing  of  a  large  number  of  automobiles  by  auction  or  private 
sale  at  reduced  prices  and  in  many  cases  to  brokers.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  available  no  passenger  cars  for  sale.  New  cars  will  be  turned  back 
through  the  original  manufacturer  in  every  case  where  practicable.  It 
should  distinctly  be  understood  that  it  is  not  the  p>olicy  of  the  War  Dq>art- 
ment  to  sell  property  to  any  one  for  speculative  purposes." 

C  Through  the  generosity  of  JPVank  A.  EmpsaU  Company  of  Watertown, 
N.  Y.,  the  free  dental  dispensary  in  that  dty  will  continue  in  operation. 
Frank  A.  Empsailt  president  of  tlie  company,  donated  $1,000  when  tlie 
dentists  of  Watertown  made  known  their  needs.  The  Watertown  Common 
Coundl  appropriated  but  $200  for  the  work,  $800  being  needed.  It  was 
feared  for  a  time  that  the  dispensary  would  have  to  be  abandoned.  More 
tiian  1,000  treatments  were  made  in  1918  at  an  average  cost  in  materials  of 
20  cents.  The  Watertown  dentists  contribute  their  services.  Later,  if  money 
is  forthcoming,  a  dentist  may  be  employed  to  take  the  work  off  their 
shoulders. 


4  Th9  BfiigtpcH  (Conm)  Standard,  referring  editorially  to  a  new  dental 
cHnic  installed  in  tlie  city's  wdfive  building,  says:  *'  Attention  is  called  to 
the  dental  clinic.  In  addition  to  the  systematic  work  in  public  and  private 
schools  of  the  dty,  wlicre  dental  hygienists  and  tliree  dentists  are  at  work, 
the  cBnic  will  take  care  of  extractions  and  make  the  fillings  at  a  nominal 
sum.  Already  the  appointments  are  made  two  weeks  ahead  of  time  and  It 
kMks  as  though  more  dentists  and  more  dental  hygienista  dMuld  t>e  secured. 
The  dental  cUnic  and  the  dental  work  in  the  schools  is  going  to  bring  to  this 
city  a  wondcrftd  bin  of  health  in  the  ftiture." 
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C  The  North  American,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  hat  for  several  years  been 
trying  to  educate  the  Public  to  the  great  importance  of  "  the  care  of  the 
teeth,"  through  its  editorials.  Much  valuable  data  has  been  diffused  in  this 
way.  Dentists  interested  in  forming  new  dental  clinics  should  induce 
0OH)peration  in  this  way  through  local  newspapers. 


C  Before  the  War  the  noffuial  demand  for  nitric  add  in  Anericn  reached 
500,000  to  600,000  tont  jBinuaBy.  The  War  increased  the  demand  to  about 
900,000  tons.  The  mtninon  reliance  of  the  world  for  ita  mpply  had  been 
cUeQy  upon  the  nitrate  beds  of  Chile,  even  Germany  importing  about  half 
the  amount  uaed.  The  entrance  of  America  into  the  world  conflict  hastened 
the  development  of  a  domestic  supply  of  tiie  product.  Two  great  plants  for 
the  production  of  nitric  add  by  the  ammonia  process,  both  located  on  the 
Tennessee  River,  were  completed  about  the  time  the  armistice  was  signed. 
Nitric  add  is  much  in  demand  for  the  dye  and  drug  industries  and  for 


€[  The  Dental  Clinic  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  is  doing  good  work  as 
IS  shown  by  their  report  for  the  year  ending  January,  1919. 
From  April  12,  1917,  to  July  6,  1918,  nearly  400  soldiers  received  atten- 
tion, the  work  being  classified  as  follows:  Teeth  treated,  260;  extractions, 
209;  nerve  extirpations,  55;  amalgam  fillings,  390;  porcelain  fillingSt  82; 
prophylactic  treatments,  51;  plates  set,  37;  bridges  set,  23;  crowns,  69. 
The  clinic  owes  its  origin  and  a  great  deal  of  its  success  to  Dr.  Wm.  C. 
Speakman,  now  serving  with  the  rank  of  major  in  the  A.  £.  F.  He  was 
assisted  by  members  of  the  Delaware  State  Dental  Society,  who  volunteered 
their  services.  I>r.  Philip  A.  Traymore  is  now  in  diarge.  The  Ddaware 
Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  are  co-operating,  and  have  agreed  to  give  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $100  a  month  for  the  work.  About  $375  was  used  from  tliis 
source  during  tiie  past  year. 

€t  According  to  an  official  stfitcmcnt  from  Washington,  one  billion  pounds 
of  imsold  copper  has  accumulated  in  this  country,  most  of  which  was  pro- 
duced on  a  wage  scale  commensurate  with  26-cent  copper.  The  copper  pro- 
ducers worked  into  a  situation  during  the  heat  of  wartime  efTorts,  quite 
contrary  to  the  usual  custom  in  the  business.  Formerly  copper  was  sold 
ahead  in  substantial  amounts;  during  the  war  the  government  took  90  per 
cent  of  their  output,  leaving  little  opportunity  for  future  sales.  With  these 
orders  ceasing  at  the  signing  of  tlie  armistice,  the  country's  output  has 
nmply  accimiulated,  for  peace-time  demand  was  not  sufficient  to  absorb 
the  increased  productive  cajMicity.  During  the  war  productive  capacity 
increased  from  1,500»000,000  pounds  of  copper  annually  to  2,500,000,000 
pounds.  An  encouraging  sign,  however,  is  the  apparent  willingness  of  labor 
to  recognize  the  situation  and  accept  a  scale  of  wages  based  on  a  lower 
sdling  price  for  the  metal. 
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^  At  ft  roccnt  oonfercnco  of  nine  sdiool  district  ootuniittccs  of  Hsftftwd* 
Conn.,  wiA  the  dental  hygiene  committee  of  the  Hartford  Chamber  of 

Commerce,  a  resolution  was  adopted  askii^^  the  board  of  education  to 
appropriate  $1,000  for  every  2,000  children  registered,  this  sum  to  be  spent 
for  prophylactic  work  in  the  schools.  It  also  was  recommended  that  an 
appropriation  of  $2,000  be  made  for  the  eitahBihincnt  of  a  deotal  dinlc 

€1.  The  past  few  years  have  noted  many  changes  in  the  dental  magazine 
field.  The  Denial  Brief,  Western  Dental  Journal,  and  now  the  Dental 
Review,  all  of  which  were  journals  of  the  first  class,  have  ceased  to  exist. 
There  are  many  and  varied  reasons  for  this.  At  n^e  look  over  the  field  it 
seems  to  us  that  the  remaining  dental  journals  are  hi  strong  hands  and  no 
reason  for  their  ceasing  publication,  but  upon  the  other  hand,  we  would 
have  thought  the  same  in  regard  to  the  Dental  Review.  A  man  with  the 
editorial  ability  of  Dr.  Johnson  cannot  l(mg  keep  such  talent  unemployed. 
An  active  professorship  in  a  Dental  School  and  caring  for  a  large  practice  is 
enough  for  one  man  and  being  rdieved  of  the  burden  of  editorihip  must 
be  wdoome. 


C  The  life  of  a  credit  man  is  not  all  monotony.  A  member  has  reported  the 

following  to  the  Rochester  Association  of  Credit  Men. 

A  young  farmer  came  to  town  to  purchase  a  buggy.  The  price  of  the 
vehicle  he  desired  was  $90.

39  had  anything  like  good  teeth,  the  rest  having  defects  ranging  from  minor 
cavities  to  pyorrhea  About  half  of  the  pupils  examined  applied  for  treat- 
ment. The  report  indicated  carelessness  on  the  part  of  parents  in  not  seeing 
to  it  that  their  childrens'  teeth  were  properly  cared  for 

|T  In  one  year  $35,000,000,000  of  war  risk  insurance  has  been  written  by 
the  government  for  its  hghting  men.  This  practically  is  equal  to  the  amount 
of  ordinary  life  insurance  outstanding  from  all  the  life  insurance  companies 
in  the  world  at  tbe  beginning  €f  the  war.  Never  before  in  tfaeworld't  history 
have  men  been  so  well  protected  as  Americans  taken  to  the  field. 
In  the  event  of  death,  if  the  soldier  is  married,  with  dependent  children, 
the  government  steps  in  and  by  a  special  system  of  pjayments,  the  family 
is  assured  permanent  support.  The  cost  of  this  insurance  is  remarkably 
reatooable.  A  soldier  26  years  old  pays  $80.40  per  anmm  for  a  $10,000 
policy,  which*  obtained  from  a  private  insurance  company,  would  cost  him 
$580.  The  insurance  may  be  kept  in  force  after  the  expiration  of  the  war  and 
changed  to  ordinary  life,  20  years  payment  life,  and  endowment. 

C  Says  Pofniar  Meehanics:The  world's  record  for  the  tallest  chimney  is 
one  which  has  not  remained  with  any  one  structure  in  the  last  few  years. 
For  a  time  the  stack  570  feet  high  nt  Sagonoseki,  Japan,  topped  all  others. 
Next  foiiowcd  a  chimney  a  foot  liigher  for  a  smelting  company  at  Tacoma, 
Wash.  Now  a  new  diimney  has  just  been  eompleted  at  Anaconda,  Mont., 
which  surpasses  all  others,  being  585  feet  high.  The  inside  diameter  is  76  feet 
square  at  the  base  and  60  ft.  at  the  top.  The  Washington  monument  is 
55  ft.  square  at  its  base  and  555  feet  high,  and  by  cutting  off  a  very  little 
of  its  comers,  it  could  be  set  in  the  smoke  passage  of  the  enormous  Aii- 


The  vast  chimney  is  expected  to  transmit  3,000,000  cubic  feet  of  gas,  plus 
1,000,000  of  cooling  air  per  minute,  at  a  velocity  of  24  feet  a  second.  It  con- 
tains 2,300,000  radial  bricks,  equal  to  7,000,000  common  bricks  and  is  part 
of  a  $2,000,000  smoke  treatment  plant  connected  with  a  smelter. 
This  plant  is  designed  to  eatch  no  less  than  240  tons  of  solids  per  day  or  88 
percent  of  that  now  going  to  waste  through  small  chimneys.  There  is  a  com- 
plete recovery  of  arsenic  or  about  35  tons  per  day. 

H  In  connection  with  alcohol  it  is  interesting  to  note  tiiat  the  liquor  intereets

The  liquor  men  take  the 
stand  that  the  states  failed  to  ratify  the  amendment  in  the  proper  form,  in 
that  at  least  haK  of  the  states  require  a  referendum  vote  by  the  people  before 
action  of  the  stste  legislature  on  a  constitutional  amendment  can  be  con- 
firmed.  In  the  case  of  the  prohibition  amendment,  the  liquor  interests  con- 
tend, this  procedure  wa«  ignored.  Headed  by  Levy  M  lyer,  a  prominent 
Chicago  attorney,  an  imposMig  array  of  legal  talent  soon  will  descend  upon 
the  Supreme  Court  to  cairy  tn»fi|^  to  the  Utter  end.  The  brewers,  on  the 
other  hand,  seem  more  reconciled  \o  the  situatioa.  They  plan  no  particular 
court  battle,  but  intend  to  reach  the  ioboring  man  and  the  returning  soldier 
by  the  propaganda  route.  At  a  recent  S^v  Louis  meeting  ol  brewers  it  was 
declared  both  organized  labor  and  the  "  Vo^ks  "  favor  use  of  light  wines 
and  beers.  The  soldiers,  it  was  pointed  out,  have  seen  how  lii^t  wines  are 
served  in  Europe  and  the  effect  of  the  custom  Ok^  the  people.  The  working 
man,  it  is  contended,  favors  continued  brewing  oi  v,ecr  to  counteract  the 
sale  of  "  squirrel  whiskey  "  after  the  nation  goes  dry.

Cable -Spring  Arch 

^'Natural  Size  and  Enlarged^ 

Arch — The  arch  is  made  in  two  parts ;  one  part  is  wound  left,  as  in 
"A,"  and  the  other  right,  as  in  "B."  The  convolutions  of  the  wire  form  a 
perfect  thread.  The  left  and  right  wound  springs  are  securely  joined  together 
with  gold  nut  "C." 

The  adjusting  bolts  of  the  molar  clamp  bands  are  threaded  for  a  short 
distance  on  the  inside,  one  left,  as  in  *'D,'*  and  the  other  right  as  in  "E,"  for 
co-operation  with  tlie  left  and  right  threads  of  the  arch. 

In  order  to  screw  the  arch  forward  or  backward  through  the  bolts  of 
the  bands  it  is  only  necessary  to  turn  the  nut  at  the  median  line.  Both  sides 
nf  the  arch  are  turned  at  the  same  time  by  this  means. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  spiral  spring,  though  curved  as  in 
Figure  1,  turns  on  its  own  axis  with  as  much  ease  as  if  the  spring  were  in  a 
straight  line.  Therefore,  when  the  arch  is  turned  at  **C**  both  ends  of  the 
aich  also  revolve.

He 
found  that  using  different  batches  of  metals  in  the 
same  percentages  did  not  give  uniform  results.  So  he 
resorted  to  tnal  formulas  for  each  batch,  adjusting 
them  until  the  required  result  was  obtained. 

Thus  he  secured  balance  "  between  expansion 
and  contraction. 

<t  This  method  was  necessary  because,  in  his  day. 
Dr.  Black  could  not  procure  in  small  quantities  metals 
of  high  purity  and  tmiform  behavior. 

C  But  now  it  as  possible  to  procure  sudi  metals;  and 
when  they  are  used  in  definite  proportions,  undergoing 
standardized  manufacturing  processes,  a  definite  result 
may  be  relied  upon.  Such  is  the  method  employed  in

Here,  for  the  first  time,  is  shown  the  Rochester  Dental  Dispensary  in 
action,  not  only  self-contained,  but  as  applying  to  outside  interests;  Pro- 
phylaxis and  lectures  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools  and  institutions. 


^HB  Orthodontia 

Department  of  the 
Rochester  Dental 
Dispensary  is  en- 
tirely separate  from 
the  General  Infirm- 
ary. It  is  located 
in  the  front  of  the  West  wing  of  the 
building,  adjoining  the  examination 
and  extraction  departments,  which 
make  up  the  balance  of  the  wing  on 
the  second  floor.  The  Orthodontia 
Department  is  equipped  with  six 
dental  chairs,  operating  cabinets, 
switchboards,  steel  record  cabinet 
and  shelves  for  models.  It  is  in 
charge  of  Dr.  Eda  B.  Schlencker, 
who  at  the  time  this  is  written  has 
some  122  cases  under  treatment. 
The  number  increases  daily. 
€L  Dr.  Schlencker  is  assisted  by 
two  dentists  assigned  from  the 
General  Infirmary.  At  intervals  her 
assistants  are  changed,  so  that  all 
of  the  internes  acquire  practical 
Orthodontia  experience.  Dr.  Schlen- 
cker is  a  Hollander  and  all  of  her 
medical  training  and  two  years  of 
dentistry  were  acquired  in  the  Old 
Country.  She  attended  medical 
college  at  Amsterd  im  and  took  up 
dentistry  at  Utrecht.  She  was  grad- 
uated from  the  Collegt  of  Dentistry 
of  the  University  of  Michigan  after 
A  one-year  course  in  1914. 


C  Dr.  SchlendBer  has  little  to  say 
about  her  work,  but  the  results  she 
is  obtaining  talk  for  her.  An  accom- 
panying photograph  illustrates  the 
cases  she  is  handling.  A  greater  part 
of  the  operations  call  for  jaw  expan- 
sion to  make  room  for  teeth.  Unfor- 
tunately, because  the  photographic 
department  of  the  Dispensary  was 
not  in  use  until  recently,  complete 
records  of  these  cases  are  not  avail- 
able. In  a  few  months  '*  before  and 
after  "  views  will  be  on  file. 
C  Here  in  the  Orthodontia  Deport- 
ment children  truly  are  made  over. 
Ugly  little  girls  emerge  from  the 
Orthodontia  chrysalis  as  pretty  as 
can  be.  Homely  little  boys  actually 
become  handsome  and  proud  as 
peacocks  as  a  result.  The  whole 
after  life  of  many  children  is  influ- 
enced by  the  change  for  the  better 
in  their  appearance. 
C.  Witness  a  typical  case.  A  IS  year 
old  girl  left  school  to  secure  a  posi- 
tion in  a  Rochester  department 
store.  She  applied  without  success 
and  finally  was  told  by  a  blunt  but 
kindly  empjloycr  that  her  crooked 
teeth  were  the  cause.  "  Go  to  the 
Rochester  Dental  Disjvjnsary,"  he 
said.  "  Have  you  teeth  straight- 
ened. Then  come  back  and"  I  *11  give 
you  a  position."  The  child  conferred 
with  her  parents  and  her  teacher

and  took  the  advice.  In  a  few 
months  her  teeth  were  nearly 
normal  and  she  had  become  attrac- 
tive, rather  then  repulsive.  She 
re-applied  for  work  and  the  depart- 
ment store  man  failed  to  recognize 
her.  He  gave  her  a  position  without 
question.  The  girl  in  question 
received  close  to  $800  worth  of 
dentistry  for  not  more  than  $10, 
paid  five  cents  at  a  time,  and  in- 
cluding carfare. 

C  The  Extracting  Department  is 
in  charge  of  Dr.  William  R.  J. 
Wallace,  a  practicing  Rochester 
Exodontist,  who  has  an  assistant, 
also  assigned  from  the  General 
Infirmary.  As  in  the  Orthodontia 
Department,  the  internes  alternate 


in  the  extraction  room  and  profit 
by  the"  cxjjerience.  When  Dr. 
Wallace  is  away  his  place  is  filled 
by  Dr.  E.  J.  Pammenter,  who  also 
does  most  of  the  X-ray  and  photo- 
graphic work.  Dr.  Pammenter  is 
the  Dispensary's  all  around  man. 
C.  As  is  the  case  in  every  dentist's 
practice,  the  handling  of  children 
in  connection  with  extractions  re- 
quires just  the  right  kind  of  tact 
and  management.  Dr.  Wallace  fills 
his  niche  most  acceptably.  The  . 
department  itself  is  finely  equipped, 
and  the  administration  of  gas  must 
not  be  overlooked.  The  most  com- 
plete apparatus  is  available.  There 
is  a  small  waiting  room  for  Extrac- 
tion Department  patients  and  two 
chairs,  each  in  a  separate  room,  are 
connected  by  an  instrument  room. 
The  doors  to  the  extraction  rooms 
arc  sound  proof,  a  necessary  pre- 
caution with  so  many  children  in 
the  building. 

C  Remaining  in  the  West  wing, 
but  descending  to  the  Mezzanine 
floor,  we  come  to  the  photograph 
gallery  and  X-ray  room,  an  exami- 
nation room  and  a  recovery  room. 
The  X-ray  and  photographic  equip- 
ment, as  already  stated,  is  in  charge 
of  Dr.  Pammenter  and  he  has 
proven  a  most  competcr*t  op>crator. 
This  department  is  one  of  the  most 
useful  and  attractive  features  of  the 
institution.  It  is  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  dentists  and  physicians  in 
general  practice  and  the  cost  of 
making  photographs  is  greatly  re- 
duced. So  far  as  the  Dispensary  is 
concerned,  all  departments  make 
use  of  the  facilities.  The  Orthodontia 
Department  finds  the  X-ray  of 
signal  assistance. 

<L  Descending  now  to  the  ground 
floor  in  the  West  wing,  there  remains 
the  lecture  room  to  be  inspected^

This  restful  hall  extends  up  into 
the  Mezzanine  floor  and  occupies 
the  front  of  the  building  on  the 
West  side.  From  the  Mezzanine 
floor  there  are  entrances  to  a  bal- 
cony, and  a  special  stairway  permits 
assemblages  to  leave  the  building 
without  disturbing  the  rest  of  the 
Dispensary.  The  lecture  room  is 
expected  to  fill  a  long -felt  want  for 
the  dental  profession  of  Rochester. 
Lectures  will  be  delivered  to  chil- 
dren, parents  and  the  public  on 
matters  relating  to  the  care  of  the 
teeth,  oral  hygiene  and  prophylaxis, 
by  expert  practitioners  and  teachers, 
who  are  competent  to  entertain  and 
instruct.  The  room  also  is  used  by 
the  Rochester  Dental  Society  for 
meetings  ^  ^ 

The  East  Wing  of  the  Dispensary 
»  mostly  devoted  to  oral  surgery, 
including  a  minutely  equipped  oper- 


ating room  of  the  sort  found  in  well 
regulated  hospitals.  Here  adenoids, 
tonsils,  cleft  palate,  and  hairlip 
cases  and  other  mouth  and  throat 
conditions  are  to  be  remedied  by  a 
special  staff  of  physicians,  dentists 
and  nurses.  Work  has  not  yet 
started  in  this  department,  due  to 
the  war,  but  every  thing  is  in 
readiness  to  begin  on  ten  minute's 
notice  ^ 

In  an  address  before  the  Rochester 
Medical  Association,  Director  Burk- 
hart  said  of  this  department: 
C  **  I  hope  with  your  assistance 
and  that  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  the  school  authorities, 
we  may  be  able  to  accomplish  some- 
thing of  value,  and  set  a  precedent 
for  other  cities  to  follow.  There  will 
be  a  department  for  operations  for 
cleft  palate  and  hairlip  cases,  and 
we  shall  endeavor  to  operate  upoo

babies  as  soon  after  birth  as  we  are 
ftblc  to  reach  them.  This  will  be 
done  for  two  reasons:  first,  because, 
as  you  know,  better  results  are 
obtained  by  early  operations,  and 
secondly,  so  that  appliances  may 
be  made  to  spread  the  arches  as 
soon  as  the  first  teeth  are  in  position, 
in  order  to  provide  ample  space 
for  the  second  set,  and  thereby  not 
only  improve  the  mouth  for  the 
purpose  of  properly  masticating  the 
food,  but  to  restore  the  contour  of 
the  face.  Operations  will  be  per- 
formed for  the  removal  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids,  but  before  these  are 
done  all  carious  cavities  will  be 
filled  and  the  mouth  placed  in  a 
thoroughly  aseptic  condition.  This 
rule  will  be  rigidly  adhered  to  and 
every  possible  source  of  infection 
•ibout  the  mouth  removed,  whether 
be  due  to  decayed  teeth,  alveolar 


abscesses,  or  any  other  cause,  before 
op>erations  are  performed.  It  is  out 
theory  that  in  order  to  prove  any- 
thing of  value  in  preventive  dentist- 
ry, everything  connected  with  the 
institution  must  be  co-ordinated 
and  made  to  harmonize  as  much  as 
possible." 

^  The  operating  room  is  furnished 
in  white.  Splendid  light  is  admitted 
from  North  windows  and  by  way 
of  a  skylight.  The  "  operation " 
pictured  with  this  article  was  p>osed 
by  dentists  and  oral  hygienists  from 
the  General  Infirmary  to  better 
show  how  the  operating  room  will 
look  when  the  oral  surgery  depart- 
ment gets  under  way.  The  floor  of 
this  room  is  of  tile.  Recessed  surgical 
cabinets  for  instruments  and  appli- 
ances are  ranged  along  the  walls. 
The  general  color  scheme,  outside 
of  the  furnishings,  is  a  light  green. 
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Close  by  the  operating  room  is  a 
sterilizing  room,  and  beyond  it  a 
surgeons'  washroom.  Next  comes 
an  etherizing  room  and  then  a 
surgical  recovery  room.  Quarters 
arc  provided  for  nurses.  There  is  an 
amazingly  well  fitted  bathroom  for 
patients,  a  kitchenette  and  two 
large  bedrooms  for  boys  and  girls. 
If  necessary  it  will  be  possible  to 
keep  children  at  the  Dispensary 
upwards  of  two  days. 
On  the  Mezzanine  floor  in  the  East 
Wing  is  the  balance  of  the  oral 
surgery,  including  an  emergency 
ward,  the  gift  of  Neville  S.  Hoff, 
editor  of  The  Dental  Register. 
Five  roomy  cribs,  fitted  with  wheels, 
make  it  possible  to  move  infants 
from  room  to  room.  Smaller  cribs 
line  the  room,  while  steel  tables  add 
the  finishing  touch.  Chairs  for 
children  of  varying  sizes  and  ages 


arc  included  in  the  furnishings. 
Close  by  is  a  nurses'  room,  equipped 
for  permanent  occupancy,  and  next 
to  it  an  especially  fitted  bathroom 
for  wee  patients.  Across  the  hall  is  a 
kitchen.  There  also  is  an  examina- 
tion room  and  a  surgical  waiting 
room,  with  pew-like  seats  calling 
to  mind  the  arrangement  in  a 
church. 

Returning  to  the  ground  floor, 
the  general  offices  come  to  view, 
including  those  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  building,  Albert  S. 
Masse,  and  those  assigned  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  to  Dr. 
Burkhart.  All  of  the  executive 
offices  are  tastefully  furnished  and 
arranged  on  the  lines  of  a  well  con- 
ducted business  office  in  a  large 
manufacturing  plant.  Mr.  Masse, 
who  also  acts  as  Dr.  Burkhart'f 
secretary,  looks  titer  the  employed,

makes  up  the  payroll  and  buys  the 
supplies.  His  equipment  includes  a 
bank  of  steel  letter  files,  which, 
with  those  in  different  parts  of  the 
building,  cost  $2,000.  The  flooring 
of  these  rooms  is  of  battleship 
linoleum  ^  ^ 

Passing  through  a  corridor,  we 
come  again  to  the  East  wing.  In 
front  is  the  Directors*  room  and 
library.  This  imposing  room,  so 
well  illustrated,  has  oak  inlaid 
doors.  The  floor  is  covered  with 
battleship  linoleum.  The  bookcases 
between  the  windows  are  of  oak. 
The  reading  tables  and  desks  are  of 
mahogany,  including  the  massive 
directors'  table  and  chairs  and  the 
racks  for  current  magazines,  medi- 
cal and  dental  publications.  The 
doorway  is  quite  ornate,  with  a 
carved  wreath  over  the  sill  and 
with  fluted  columns  on  each  side. 
There  are  chandeliers  of  ground 
glass,  insuring  soft  and  steady  light. 


restful  to  the  eyes.  The  color  scheme 
is  a  light  green,  which  makes  for 
proper  light  reflection.  The  ceiling 
is  of  white.  The  huge  leather  arm 
chairs,  a  few  of  which  are  visible 
in  the  photograph,  are  so  comfort- 
able and  restful  that  one  dislikes 
to  do  more  than  breathe  upon 
sitting  down. 

Leaving  the  library  and  passing 
towards  the  rear  of  the  East  wing» 
one  comes  to  the  Museum  where 
an  exhibit  of  specimens,  mostly 
dealing  with  the  teeth  of  men, 
animals  and  finny  creatures  is  in 
process  of  collection.  The  display 
shown  in  the  accompanying  photo- 
graph, and  which  later  will  be 
placed  in  glass  cabinets,  is  the  gift 
of  the  New  York  State  Dental 
Society,  as  a  mark  of  appreciation 
to  Mr.  Eastman. 

Next  door  and  to  the  extreme  rear, 
is  the  Research  Laboratory,  tht 
gift  of  the  widow  of  the  lat 
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The  Museum,  with  a  glimpse  of  the  Research  Laboratory  through 

the  open  door  in  the  background. 


Rudolph  H.  Hofheinz  of  Rochester. 
This  laboratory  eventually  will  be 
a  most  important  part  of  the  Dis- 
pensary. Opportunity  will  be  given 
members  of  the  medical  and  dental 
professions  to  carry  on  their  studies 
in  conjunction  with  the  regular  staff 
of  the  institution.  The  laboratory 
will  not  be  used  to  exploit  theories 
or  fads,  but  an  endeavor  made  to 
learn  the  truth  and  apply  the  dis- 
coveries in  a  practical  manner.  The 
museum  and  library  also  are  at  the 
disposal  of  the  twin  professions  for 
study  and  reference  work. 
The  Dispensary  basement  is  as 
much  in  use  as  the  rest  of  the 
building.  The  front  of  the  West 
wing  is  occupied  by  a  women's 
locker  and  rest  room,  and  the  same 
location  on  the  East  side  is  devoted 
to  the  use  of  the  men.  Each  rest 
room  has  shower  baths  and  wash 


room  facilities  and  is  comfortably 
furnished  with  easy  chairs,  writing 
desks,  etc. 

To  the  rear  of  the  women's  rest 
room  is  a  cafeteria  lunchroom  and 
kitchen.  This  feature  is  not  yet  in 
active  use,  due  to  the  absence  of  the 
oral  surgery  staff,  but  in  a  few 
months  it  will  be  humming  with 
activity  at  meal  time.  The  kitchen 
is  equipped  with  most  modem 
facilities,  including  section  fans  to 
carry  away  smoke  and  odor. 
Back  of  the  men's  locker  room  ia 
the  stock  and  receiving  room,  in 
charge  of  Miss  Agnes  Henry,  R.  N. 
Here  also  is  located  the  single  out- 
side entrance  to  the  basement, 
under  observation  of  the  receiving 
clerk.  Everything  needed  for  the 
Dispensary  comes  into  the  building 
through  the  stock  room,  and  here 
orders  are  sent  for  needed  material. 
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horsepower  capacity  each.  The 
annual  coal  consumption  for  heating 
and  ventilation  is  approximately 
1,500  tons.  Soft  coal  is  used.  The 
automatic  stokers  feed  the  coed, 
check  the  grates  and  insure  not 
only  the  consumption  of  all  the 
coal,  but  the  smoke  as  well.  The 
most  frigid  weather  to  date  has  not 
made  necessary  the  use  of  more 
than  two  of  the  boilers,  one  being 
held  in  reserve  in  case  of  accident 
or  repairs.  The  stoker  is  controlled 
by  steam  power,  while  the  auto- 
matic regulator  attachment  is  oper- 
ated by  water  and  air. 
Connected  with  the  boiler  room 
are  hot  water  heaters,  and  a  pump 
supplies  a  storage  tank  with  com- 
pressed air  up  to  500  poimds  pres- 
sure. Ordinarily  a  pressure  of  30 
pounds  is  used.  Hot  water  is  kept 
circulating  through  the  Dispensary 


€1  Just  outside  the  stock  room  is 
an  electric  automatic  elevator,  with 
doors  of  steel  and  wired  glass.  This 
elevator  connects  with  all  floors. 
Including  an  entrance  from  the  East 
end  of  the  General  Infirmary. 
The  balance  of  the  basement  is 
given  up  to  storage,  to  the  oral 
hygienists'  lecture  room,  a  fan 
room,  a  finely  equipped  laundry, 
and  to  the  workrooms  of  the  janitor 
and  janitress.  The  heating  plant 
and  boiler  room  is  located  in  a  one- 
ttory  building,  just  back  of  the 
Dispensary  proper.  This  building, 
together  with  a  dwelling  house 
occupied  by  the  janitor  and  his 
wife»  faces  a  rear  street  and  occupies 
a  fifty-foot  lot.  Deliveries  are  made 
by  way  of  this  lot,  including  coal 
and  supplies.  Coal  is  stored  in  60- 
ton  bins  and  automatic  stokers 
feed  three  heating  boilers  with  100 
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building  by  means  of  two  electrical 
pumps.  A  subway  houses  steam  and 
water  pipes,  and  here  also  is  lo- 
cated a  vacuum  cleaner,  with  350 
pounds  pressure.  Each  of  the  Dis- 
pensary rooms  is  connected  with  the 
cleaner,  so  that  a  hose  may  be 
attached  wherever  desired. 
The  Sturdevant,  indirect  method 
of  heating  is  used.  A  fan  forces  the 
heat  from  steel  coils  through  a 
curtain  of  water  and  thence  to  all 
parts  of  the  building.  The  air  is 
moist  after  its  bath  and  goes  where 
it  is  pushed.  Inasmuch  as  each  room 
has  a  separate  thermostat,  it  can 
be  regulated  to  suit  the  occupants. 
In  summer,  proper  ventilation  is 
assured  by  the  Sirocco,  American 
Blower  System.  All  air  is  washed 
before  it  is  pumped  through  the 
building  ^ 

Now  that  we  have  examined  the 


Rochester  Dental  Dispensary 
and  its  work  in  the  Dispensary 
building  itself,  let  us  take  note  of 
its  activities  in  the  public  and 
parochial  schools  of  the  city,  as  well 
as  the  institutions  for  the  blind  and 
deaf.  Graduate  oral  hygienists  are 
mostly  employed  for  dental  work 
in  the  schools  and  institutions  of 
Rochester,  squads  of  from  six  to 
eight  young  women  going  out  in 
charge  of  licensed  dentists.  To 
train  these  oral  hygienists,  a  school 
has  been  established  by  Dr.  Burk- 
hart.  The  course  extends  over  a 
period  of  from  eight  to  nine  months 
€Uid  includes  lectures  in  anatomy, 
physiology,  history,  sanitation, 
chemistry,  bacteriology,  hygiene, 
dietetics,  etc.,  practical  demonstra- 
tion and  instruction  in  the  proper 
use  of  instruments  and  to  perform 
the  various  operations  of  removing

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calcareous  deposits,  in  the  cleaning 
of  the  teeth  and  the  restoration  of 
the  mouth  to  a  healthy  condition. 
IL  It  is  not  possible  to  predict  the 
far-reaching  effect,  importance  and 
value  which  will  result  from  the 
employment  of  dental  hygienists, 
but  in  the  opinion  of  Director 
Burkhart  their  proper  employment 
will  be  so  satisfactory  and  beneficial 
there  will  be  a  universal  demand 
for  their  services.  Dental  hygien- 
ists give  particular  attention  to 
oral  hygiene  and  prophylaxis,  and 
this  indeed,  forms  a  most  important 
part  of  their  work. 
"The  need  for  properly  educated 
hygienists  is  very  good,"  said  Dr. 
Burkhart.  "  While  their  employ- 
ment in  dental  offices  is  desired  by 
many,  the  services  which  they  can 
render  in  public  institutions,  and 
particularly  in  the  schools,  will  be 
of  far  more  importance  to  the 
public.  It  is  difi&cult  to  place  an 


estimate  upon  their  value  and  the 
influence  which  they  will  exert  for 
good  in  the  instruction  they  will 
give  children  in  the  care  of  the  teeth, 
the  removal  of  tartar  and  the  proper 
mechanical  cleaning  of  the  mouth. 
The  employment  of  medical  inspect- 
ors and  trained  nurses  in  public 
schools  is  generally  approved,  and 
has  been  of  great  value  in  the 
preservation  of  the  health  of  chil- 
dren, and  the  addition  of  the  dental 
hygienist  to  the  staff  will  prove 
equally  beneficial  and  satisfactory." 
Oral  Hygienists  are  charged  $50  for 
their  nine-month's  course.  Upon 
graduation  they  are  put  to  work  in 
the  schools  at  $12  a  week,  and  in 
the  second  year  are  paid  $15. 
Young  women  who  have  had  three 
years'  experience  in  a  dental  office 
before  entering  the  school  are  grad- 
uated at  t^e  completion  of  a  five- 
month  co\irse. 

Thirty-eight  hygienists  were  gradu- 
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ated  last  year,  and  twenty-five 
took  up  the  course  this  year.  Thir- 
teen now  are  in  training.  Many  of 
the  graduates  make  immediate 
connections  with  outside  dentists. 
Dr.  Burkhart  is  constantly  receiving 
requests  for  hygienists  and  such 
openings  are  offered  to  the  young 
women.  Many  of  the  graduates 
prefer  to  remain  with  the  Dis- 
pensary, and  enough  are  so  doing 
that  in  a  short  time  a  full  staff  will 
be  employed  on  school  work.  The 
class  now  in  course  of  training  is 
made  up  of:

Madoline* Brand,  Miss  Hildred  M. 
Brown,  Miss  Bcrlha  Campbell, 
Miss  Marie  H.  Cherry,  Miss  Flor- 
ence Dunkelberg.

The  City  of  Rochester  makes  an 


appropriation  of  $20,000  a  year 
for  prophylactic  work  in  the  public 
and  parochial  schools,  as  well  as 
institutions.  The  equipment  consists 
of  chairs  weighing  about  200  pounds, 
considerably  smaller  than  the  regu- 
lar dental  chair.  Each  chair  is 
simple  in  construction  and  is  raised 
and  lowered  with  a  mechanical 
lever.  It  is  furnished  with  an  ordi- 
nary cuspidor  and  may  easily  be 
slid  along  the  floor  because  of  shoe« 
on  the  bottom  of  the  legs.  A  small 
truck  is  sent  out  with  each  outfit  to 
facilitate  the  rapid  handling  of  the 
chairs.  A  two-drawer  cabinet,  the 
top  of  which  is  twenty  inches  square, 
is  provided  with  instruments,  bot- 
tles for  medicaments, cleaning  pow- 
der, strips,  wood  points,  etc.  There 
is  a  foot  engine  and  electric 
sterilizer,  and  where  a  school  is  not

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provided  with  power,  miitabte  uten- 
dt  are  carried  for  the  proper 
<ifanning  of  inatraments. 
Before  a  squad  visits  a  school, 
literature,  printed  in  English,  Italian 
and  Yiddish,  is  sent  to  the  principal 
for  distribution,  calling  the  attention 
of  parents  and  children  to  the 
necessity  and  value  of  yirophylactic 
treatment.  Attached  t<)  each  circular 
is  a  slip  which  may  be  signed  by 
the  parents  and  returned  to  the 
school  in  case  they  do  not  want  to 
have  the  teeth  of  the  diildrcn 
cleaned.  There  is  no  ordinance  or 
rule  which  compels  youngsters  to 
have  their  teeth  cleaned,  if  objection 
is  made  by  parent  or  guardian. 
C  School  clinics  are  held  in  the 
best  available  space.  In  many 
schools  the  hygicnists  set  up  their 
chairs  in  the  corridor  or  the  most 
convenient  place  that  can  be  found. 
Other  institutions  set  aside  a  special 
room  for  the  work.  Few,  if  any 
school  authorities  looked  far  enough 
ahead,  but  architects  arc  beginning 
to  appreciate  the  necessity  of  prop- 
erly arranged  and  lighted  rooms  for 
dental  hygiene  and  newer  plans  are 
expected  to  show  great  improve- 
ment in  this  direction. 
The  oral  hygienists  attend  to  the 
children  by  grades,  usually  com- 
mencing with  the  kindergarten.  The 
number  of  dentists  and  young 
women  employed  vailea  with  the 
requirements  *•»  «^ 
In  an  article  in  the  New  York  State 
Health  News,  Director  Burkhart 
recently  said  of  this  Dispensary 
development: 

"During  the  last  school  year,  41 
public  sdiools,  27  parochial  schools 
•ad  seven  ccplian  asylums  and 
church  homes  were  visited  twice. 
On  the  first  visit,  33,664  diildren 
tioiived  prophylactic  treatment, 


and  on  the  second  vUtt  41,860  were 
handled.  On  the  first  visit  there  were 

approximately  15  per  cent  refusals, 
and  on  the  second  visit  about  10  per 
cent.  Wherever  the  work  was  done, 
whether  in  the  public  or  parochial 
or  orphan  asylums  or  homes,  it  has 
met  with  most  cordial  and  hearty 
reception  and  approval.  The  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  the  princi- 
pals and  teachers  has  been  splendid, 
and  in  but  few  instances  has  there 
seemed  to  be  a  lack  of  co-operation. 
€1  "  While  at  first,  there  were  many 
obstacles  to  be  overcome  and  some 
prejudices  to  be  explained  away,  on 
the  second  visit  the  reception 
accorded  the  operators  was  more 
cordial,  and  there  were  but  few 
instances  when  they  did  not  receive 
a  hearty  welcome.  The  enthusiasm 
displayed  by  principals,  teachers 
and  parents,  and  the  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  children  them- 
selves has  been  most  gratifying. 
While  there  were  many  misgivings 
at  the  start  with  reference  to  the 
reception  that  would  be  accorded 
the  operators,  it  is  with  muih 
pleasure  that  I  tell  you  that  we 
were  very  hapi)ily  disappointed. 
C  "  After  the  prophylactic  work 
is  finished,  a  svu^ey  is  made  of  the 
mouth,  and  also  an  inspection  by 
the  operator  in  charge  of  the  squad. 
If  there  is  need  for  further  dental 
services,  extractions,  fillings,  or 
anything  else  that  needs  attention, 
a  card  is  sent  to  the  parents  stating 
that  tlie  child  is  in  need  of  dental 
services  and  urging  them  to  make 
an  immediate  visit  to  the  family 
dentist,  or,  if  in  case  they  are  unable 
to  pay  for  dental  services,  to  come 
at  once  to  the  Dispensary.  The 
greatly  improved  condition  of  the 
children's  teeth,  we  believe,  is  in  • 
large  measure  due  to  the  prophy- 
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lactic  treatment  and  this  advice  to 
parents 

"  While  the  prophylactic  work  is 
being  done,  operators  are  instructed 
to  talk  to  the  children  with  reference 
to  the  importance  of  cleaning  their 
teeth,  the  eating  of  proper  food  and 
proper  mastication.  They  also  are 
frequently  instructed  in  the  proper 
care  of  the  tooth  brush." 
C  School  lecture  work  is  a  most 
important  feature  fostered  by  the 
Dispensary.  This  is  in  charge  of 
Mrs.  W.  A.  White,  widow  of  the 
late  Dr.  W.  A.  White  of  mielps,  N. 
Y.,  a  former  state  dental  lecturer 
and  oral  hygiene  authority.  Mrs. 
White  gives  from  five  to  six  lectures 
a  day  during  the  school  year.  Her 
talks  are  illustrated  with  stereop- 
tican  views  and  are  of  a  most  edu- 
cational nature.  A  pleasing  effect  is 


that  the  children  remember 
former  talks  when  visited  a  second 
or  third  time  and  when  questioned, 
relate  in  detail  what  they  were  told 
before  i» 

Since  February  1918,  Mrs.  White 
has  visited  all  of  the  schools  and 
orphan  asylums  and  has  talked  to 
more  than  60,000  children.  Referring 
to  her  work,  Dr.  Burkhart  said: 
"  We  usually  aim  to  have  the 
lecture  given  just  before  the  oral 
hygienists  are  going  to  visit  a  school, 
as  we  find  it  creates  enthusiasm 
for  the  work  that  is  to  follow.  The 
lectures  are  very  popular  and  have 
created  wide  interest  in  oral  hygiene, 
not  only  among  the  children  in  the 
schools,  but  with  the  adult  popu- 
lation as  well.'*

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George  Eastman,  who  not  only 
founded  but  endowed  the  Rochester 
Dental  Dispensary,  and  who  takes 
great  pride  in  its  accomplishments. 
It  is  his  wish  that  the  institution  be 
used  for  the  sole  purpose  of  devising 
ways  and  means  to  demonstrate  the 
value  of  preventive  dentistry.  At  no 
time  will  this  be  lost  from  sight,  and 
while  various  activities  will  be 
carried  on,  it  is  the  intention  of 
Dr.  Burkhart  and  his  staff  to  work 
in  harmony  with  the  basic  and 
fundamental  object  always  in  view. 
Thirteen  public  spirited  citizens 
of  Rochester,  not  including  Mr. 
Eastman,  make  up  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  each  has  pledged 
$1,000  a  year  for  six  years  to  carry 
on  the  work.  This  is  in  addition  to 
the  $20,000  a  year  furnished  by  the 
City  of  Rochester.  The  small  charge 
made  to  the  children  is  added  to 
the  general  fund,  but  is  hardly 
enough  to  pay  the  laundry  bill. 
€^  The  cost  of  building  and  equip- 
ment as  completed  was  over 


Laundry 
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$500,000.  At  the  end  of  a  five  year 
period,  Mr.  Eastman  agreed  if 
conducted  up  to  his  expectations, 
to  endow  the  institution  with 
$750,000.  Much  to  the  surprise  of 
the  Director  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  he  has  turned  over  to 
them  $1,000,000  in  Liberty  Bonds, 
not  waiting  for  the  five  year  period. 
The  interest  on  this  amount  at 
four  per  cent  is  not  sufficient  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  institution. 
It  will  be  necessary  for  the  munici- 
pality and  its  dtixens  to  make  up 
this  deficit. 

C  The  Rochester  Dental  Dispen- 
sary has  begun  a  great  work  for  the 
children  of  Rochester,  a  work  that 
will  spread  through  the  state  and 
the  nation.  With  the  Forsyth 
Infirmary  it  is  blazing  the  trail. 
Mr.  Eastman  and  his  associates 
aim  to  make  the  institution  the 
foremost  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  a 
beacon  light  toward  which  dentists 
of  all  nations  will  look.  This  ideal 
seems  well  on  the  road  to  realization.

With  his  dMuacteristic  gentleaeisof 
aoul  he  drew  the  mantle  of  a 
besutiM  Christian  charity  over  the 
moHf  of  the  author  of  this  tragic 
destruction  of  the  magnificent  pro- 
fessional ensemble  so  patiently 
buHt  by  three  generations  of  gentle- 
men who  made  American  dentistry 
the  pride  and  wonder  of  the  v.orld. 
C  As  Dr.  Guilford  had  pointed  out, 
Dr.  Davis  had  scaled  his  status  as  a 
professional  traitor  and  outlaw,  by 
confessing  to  an  international  vio- 
lation of  professional  ethics  and  had 
placed  himself  forever  beyond  the 
pale  of  fraternal  fellowship  by  an 
exhibition  of  moral  astigmatism, 
and  we  thought  the  matter  logically

Imagine,  therefore,  the  consternation 
when  the  president  of  the  Prepared- 
ness League  asks  the  profession  to 
justify  an  act  of  moral  turpitude 
because  the  character  of  its  author

he  had  voluntarily,  and  for  financial 
reasons,  expatriated  himselfl  Dr. 
Beach  begs  that  we  ''take  into 


oooount  contributing  conditions/* 
some  of  which  are  not  known  to  us, 
and  fonn  our  judgments  acoord- 
inglyl    J»  i» 

Since  the  author  of  this  astounding 
request  Is  the  oflSdal  head  of  a 
large  and  influential  association, 
such  a  statement,  published  over 
his  signature  stating  his  official 
positian,  seems  to  require  pubtio 
repudiation.  Let  us,  tiierefcre, 
address  ourselves  to  the  nauseous 
talk  of  eiamlning  these  "con- 
tributing conditions." 
In  order  to  accurately  assess  his 
mental  attitude  "  let  us  lay  his 
"environment"  on  the  dlsaecthig 
table  and  study  these  "  contribut- 
ing conditions,"  and  together  let  us 
make  dihgent  search  for  the  **  ones 
we  do  not  know."  That  our  investi- 
gation may  be  rightly  hypothecated 
let  us  take  the  "  environment " 
which  Dr.  Davis  gives  us  in  his 
book  ♦ 

While  lack  of  space  niakes  verbatim 
quotation  of  the  text  impracticable 
I  shall  take  no  liberties  with  inter- 
pretation. If  any  one  desires  to 
verify  statements  he  can  do  so  by 
tickling  the  palm  of  Harper  & 
Brothers  with  a  two-dollar  bill. 
The  subject  matter  is  ^^resented  with 
such  utter  disregard  to  chronolof^ical 
or  other  orthodox  order,  the  many 
repetitions  and  contradictions  arc 
not  obvious  and  so  make  a  r(*vic\v 
annoyingly  tedious.  The  calcli 
phrase  printed  on  the  outer  cover  of 
the   book,   **  Ammica   Must  be 
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Punished"  was  uttered  with  vod- 
'  ferous   emphasis   in  Dr.  Davis's 
office  many  months  before  Mr. 
Gerard  doeed  his  Embassy. 

SOCIAL  £NVIRONMSNT 

"—The  undeflying  spirit  of  the 
Tetttoak  noe  is belUoosity/'  ''The 
Germans  are  the  most  qoairclsome 

people  in  the  woffd,"  over  ten 
miUions  of  them  having  taken  part 
in  law  suits  in  1913.  "  The  average 
Geraian  is  the  most  sdfish  tndi- 
vidiiel  in  the  worid."  **  Every  one 
looked  out  for  himself  first  and  push- 
ed aside  every  one  who  stood  in  his 
way." 

The  "  stingiest "  people  in  the  world. 
As  an  example  of  the  "  petty  mean- 
ness "  of  his  own  social  circle,  his 
wife's  holiday  hostess  lied  to  a 
furrier  to  get  a  commission  on  some 
furs  which  Dr.  Davis  bought  for  his 
wife.  The  most  cast  ridden  and 
lacking  in  comradeship  and  the 
military  spirit  in  civil  life  creates  an 
air  of  "  oppression."  While  these 
were  his  "  first  impressions "  he 
remained  to  witness  their  growth 
for  fourteen  years!  Yet  not  till  the 
sinking  of  the  Lusitania  did  "  living 
and  practising  in  Germany  k)se 
much  of  their  charm." 

ECONOMIC  ENVIRONMENT 

An  "  aocumuIatioQ  of  deiits"  to- 
gether  with  failing  health  had 
caused  his  predecessor  to  commit 
suidde.  The  nobility  (who  made  up 
a  large  share  of  Dr.  Davis^s  cSentde) 
together  with  the  entire  royal  family 
were  notorioudy  stingy.  He  was 
made  to  pay  an  armament  tax. 
Before  he  left  Germany  living 
Cooditicms  were  rapidly  becoming 
unbearable.  His  child,  who  had 
returned  from  America  with  her 


mother  in  I9I69  was  suffering  from 
lack  of  nourishment.  All  foods* 
most  of  which  were  substitutes,  were 
rationed  in  limited  quantity.  Most 
non-substitute  foods  were  obtain- 
able only  tliiough  smuggler  specu* 
lators  who  were  subject  to  fines  and 
imprisonment  s»  s^ 
Black  crowy  seventy-five  cents; 
small  goose,  twenty-five  dollars; 
butter  (from  speculator)  five  to 
eight  dollars  per  pound;  dried  peas 
(from  speculator)  seventy-five  cents 
per  pound.  Milk  only  for  small 
diildren.  Sugar  and  flour  (from 
smugglers)  one  dollar  per  pound. 
Substitute  for  soft  soap  (said  to 
have  been  made  from  human 
corpses)  four  dolilsrs  per  pound. 
CtotWng  obtainable  only  after  end- 
less government  red  tape  and  then 
one  was  compelled  to  give  tqi 
dodiing  one  had,  before  being 
allowed  to  purchase  more.  Cloth 
suits  (worth  twenty-five  dottars) 
three  hundred  dollars.  Art  tafieta 
(only  thing  available  for  women's 
attire)  ten  dollars  per  srard. 
Underwear  and  lingerie  made  of 
paper  and  unwasliable.  Annual 
allowanoe  two  collars;  two  shirts; 
two  pair  of  socks  etc.  Dental  golds 
ratiooed  weekly.  Table  dotfas  for 
restaurants  and  shgets  fot  hfl^la 
not  allowed. 

Non-pcodudng  dass  dying  in  sush 
enormous  numbers  under  such 
suspicious  circumstances  as  to 
suggest  official  infection  to  save 
bread.  Ominous  resentment  against 
alien  dentists  who  were  taking 
advantage  off  absence  off  native 
dentists  who  were  serving  at  the 
front.  Population  so  emaciated  that 
their  collars  buttoned  on  their 
chests  and  their  clothing  hung  in 
bags.  No  public  conveyances,  and 
private  motors  not  allowed.  Future 
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of  the  race  seriously  threatened 
through  starvatkm  of  the  childrcQ. 

POLITICAL  XNVIRONMBNT 

The  German  people  were  thoroughly 
imbued  with  the  principle  of 
"divine  right  "  and  idolized  their 
Emperor.  Every  individual  believed 
that  "  might  makes  right."  Prac- 
tically every  civilian  official  was 
a  soldier  and  never  allowed  one  to 
forget  the  fact.  The  police  were  the 
most  arrogant  in  the  world.  The 
authorities  were  totally  Indiffeiait 
to  public  opnnion. 

Before  America  entered  the  war  the 
all  but  universal  sentiment  was  that 
every  American  who  ventured  with- 
in mnge  of  a  German  gun  on  land 
or  tea  should  be  shot.  The  public 
press,  which  was  abaolutdy  con- 
trolled Ijy  the  iBOwnnMnt  flod 
which  in  peace  times,  was,  perhaps, 
the  most  reliable  in  the  world,  it 
■ospel  to  the  people. 
Before  Dr.  Davia  left  Berlin  the 
police  and  •  base  part  of  the  pQpo^ 
lation    were    co-operating  with 
thieves.  He  bought  two  hundred 
pQUods  off  flour  and  two  hundred 
pottndt  of  aopff  for  four  hundred 
dollars.  The  men  who  (disguised  at 
loldien)  amuggled  it  faifco  his  house 
declared  that  it  bad  been  stolen 
from  a  hoqiitall  Soldleni  at  hooae  on 
furiougjh  wen  holding  up  and 
whbinij^  people  on  the  streets  of 
Bnfin*  Oflluei's  were  stealing  firam 
tfie  ii^ttpitfltt  and  itf^'^f^g  home  to 
fbdr  starving  fiunilies* 
Dr.  Davis  knew  for  a  long  time  that 
the  Qeraian  cause  was  liopeless* 
sod  that  fscononAc  and  poHtlgal 
chaos  would  siq>crvene.  He  decided 
lA  the  jj^rbiy  qf  iM5  to  giva  up  his 
home  In  Qcnnaay  hut  deferred  for  a 
nv  hi  order  to  set  ATaia  rah 
tase  and  another  year  to  dSbsposa 


of  his  practice.  Yet  he  teUs  us  that 
his  Qx>8t  "  insistent "  reason  was  a 
patriotic  desire  to  help  his  country 
in  a  crisis.  If  he  even  asked  for  an 
armistice  during  these  years  while 
he  was  settling  up  his  affairs*  he 
forgets  to  mention  it! 
Since  the  Kaiser  constitutes  a  part 
of  the  "  environment "  let  us 
examine  him  as  Dr.  Davis  has 
pictured  him ;  the  most  versatile  man 
in  the  world;  illustrious  monarch  of 
an  Empire  whose  Universities  and 
scientiiic  laboratories  were  the 
shrine  and  mecca  of  the  civili2ed 
world,  and  who  accepts  without 
question,  on  the  fiat  of  his  friend, 
an  alien  debutarU  as  his  dental 
custodian.  The  welcome  to  his 
kingdom  was  spontaneoua  and 
effusive  and  when  the  mouth  mirror 
rattled  asalnst  his  teeth  and  the 
pallid  brow  of  this  stranger  indi- 
cated ladi  of  food  the  haughty 
Emperor  showed  only  solicitude! 
When  this  new  dentist,  following 
tlia  custom  of  his  predecessor  failed 
to  tender  a  bHI  for  proffisional 
eervless*  the  court-physician  was 
sent  to  ragvsal  that  one  be  rendered. 
Upon  its  receipt  the  Kaiser,  tliough 
notoriously  Mtbigy,  pronqitly  paid  it 
inifoiiMa  amoMiil/ 
The  Kaiser  always  waved  to  him  in 
passing  his  house;  never  failed  to 
eend  Hew  Year's  caids;  frequently 
sent  autographed  picture  cards  of 
himself  (ttie  most  treasured  gift  in 
Us  power);  gave  him  a  picture  of 
Fjcederick  the  Qreat;  also  one  of 
hims^^f  a0id  the  ICaisesina  comi* 
memorating  thdr  diver  wedding* 
€L  He  complimented  the  new  up- 
holstery; shook  hands  with  the  new 
oOoe  girl;  admired  Mrs.  Davis's 
picture;  frequently  inquired  after 
Ids  pcactlse;  seemed  always  to  take 
an  InfesfeBt  in  Ids  welfrva;  slanqfa

The  royal  visits  averaged  about 
nine  to  the  year;  he  always  came 
early  that  he  might  disarrange  the 
day  for  the  Doctor  as  little  as 
possible;  never  had  an  anesthetic 
cither  local  or  general;  never 
flinched;  was  the  best  patient  the 
Doctor  ever  had;  spent  from  ten 
minutes  to  an  iiour  and  a  half  in 
conversation  at  the  end  of  each 
vi£dt;  discussed  all  subjects  without 
reserve;  asked  for  new  jokes; 
laughed  hilariously,  was  not  pro- 
fane but  occasionally  got  angry; 
smoked  an  occasional  cigarette  but 
did  n't  seem  to  greatly  enjoy  it; 
never  smoked  in  ofHce;  touched  no 
alcohol  and  ate  most  abstemiously. 
He  went  frequently  to  church  and 
occasionally  preached;  his  private 
life  was  blameless  but  he  did  not 
have  complete  dominion  over  the 
Kaiserine;  always  spoke  English  to 
Doctor  Davis  even  at  Great  Army 
Headquarters,  something  which  no 
one  else  did;  gave  him  a  pass  to 
Headquarters  for  entire  year  of 
1917,  and  permitted  him  to  leave 
the  Empire  after  knowing  that  he 
had  wilfuUy  deceived  him  in  refer* 
ence  to  his  passports.  He  telle  ua 
that  the  Kaiser  had  the  moat 
implicit  trust  In  every  one  with 
whom  he  came  in.  intimate  contact 


and  was  lass  auspidouB  than  any 
man  lia  ever  aaw.  He  aaya  that  Hie 
Bmperor'a  personality  ia  hypnotic 
and  wlien  he  told  him  that  he  was 
not  to  blame  for  the  war  he  had  to 
believe  it«  but  that  after  be  had 
flmlffnf  his  hand  in  farewell  and  had 

ha  realised  that  the  Kaisflr  was  the 
world's 'most  finished  adorl 
Ihoasthiguphis  **  mental  attitiide*' 
let  lis  make  n  little  study  of  Dr« 
DttVia  himsdf.  We  witt  fet  tbs 
personid  atmosphere  tan  Us  own 
stories; — ^Early  in  the  war  he  was 
on  the  point  of  beating  up  a  Prussian 
officer  who  had  commandeered  Ma 
taxi  when  the  situation  was  saved  by 
his  '*  wife's  quick  plea  of  illness." 
This  single  incident  and  the  way  it  is 
told  is  a  whole  autobiograpliy  and 
does  not  require  a  trained  psy- 
chologist to  read  it. 
Instead  of  standing  in  line  for  his 
weekly  ration  of  gold  he  sent  the  girl 
at  the  gold  counter  a  weekly  bribe  of 
cliocolate  at  eight  dollars  per  pound 
and  she  set  aside  liis  allowance, 
sending  it  to  htm  by  registered  mail, 
but  the  mails  were  so  frequently 
robbed  that  he  was  lucky  to  get 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  that  which 
was  mailed! 

"  On  the  1st  of  August,  1917,  three 
robbers  entered  my  house.  They 
stole  about  five  hundred  dollar*a 
worth  of  gold,  platinum,  and  silver, 
besides  a  typewriter,  some  celluloid 
brushes  and  other  articles  of  less 
value.  •  *  •  •  I  applied  to  the  local 
police  station  *  ♦  *  ♦  and  was  given 
the  celluloid  toilet  articles  and  other 
things  of  nominal  value,  but  the 
g^d,  platinum  and  silver  were  re- 
tained by  the  police  and  I  was  made 
ta  sign  a  paper  to  the  effect  that  I 
was  satisfied  with  the  work  they 
had  done  in  apprehending  tha 
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burglars  and  with  the  property 
that  had  been  returned  to  mel  " 
Since  meet  of  my  readers  will  know 
tiiat  all  precious  metals  were  com. 
mandeered  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Wtf  and  that  a  fine  and-  imprison- 
ment was  attached  as  a  penalty  for 
boarcBng  it,  I  aubmit  the  fotegoing 
item,  witb  the  one  just  above,  with* 
out  comment. 

**  it  it  true  that,  aa  a  natter  of  pio- 
iBaional  diacvetion,  I  made  it  a  rule 
never  to  relate  to  any  one  whatlhad 
heard  €rom  the  Kaiaer,  beeauie  I 
icaXaed  that  if  it  ever  got  bock  to 
Um  that  I  waa  repeating  wliat  he 
bad  told  me,  our  friendship  would 
not  laat  very  long.  Undoubtedly  my 
poHcy  in  that  reapect  waa  reepon- 
dUe  fbr  the  wide  range  of  subjects 
vUdi  the  Kaiser  from  time  to  time 
lelt  free  to  discuss  with  me/'  I 
eabmit  without  comment. 
Let  us  examine  one  other  mani- 
festation of  his  "  mental  attitude  '* 
sod  we  shall  have  done.  He  tells  us 
^  the  interview  hi  the  Fall  of 
1916  in  which  the  Kaiser  saki 
"America  must  be  punished"  in- 
ioenoed  him  perliapa  more  than  any 
other  single  factor  to  hasten  the 
•etdement  of  his  European  affairs 
snd  letnm  home,  but  that  he 
Ofttmenced  active  preparations  for 
the  disposition  of  his  practise  upon 
fecdpt  of  his  license  to  practice  in 
New  York,  which  was  also  in  the 
of  1916. 

After  considerable  negotiation  with 
I^.Haselden.an  American  dentist  in 
Haniburg,  he  succeeded  in  arranging 
fer  Dr.  Haselden  to  "  take  over  his 
practise,  twelve  years  lease,  and 
•tter  TesponsibUiiies." 

Davis  does  not  tell  us,  but  at 
^east  one  of  these  items  must  have 
regarded  as  an  asset,  since  the 
maUer  had  kept  him  for  twelve 


months  in  fellowship  with  a  people 
who  had  become  obnoxious  and  in  a 
situation  fraught  with  almost  un- 
believable hardsliips  and  even 
physical  dangers  to  himself  and 
family;  not  to  mention  the  grave 
danger  to  Democroqf,  Humanity 
and  the  AUied  cause  through  the 
information  which  he  was  with- 
holding hi  this  criiit/ 
FresumaUy  It  was  the  "  practise  " 
which  was  held  as  the  asset  since  it 
is  not  pfobahle  that  it  was  the  lease 
when  chaos  and  starvatioa  were 
facfaig  the  natfcn.  Neither  is  it 
probable  that  it  waa  the  "other 
responsibilities.*'  They  could  scarce- 
ly have  been  social  so  they  must 
have  been  financial,  and  when  we 
remember  the  H.  C.  L.  of  a  pro- 
fessional  man  with  a  fiunily,  with 
goose  at  twenty-five  dollars  per,  it 
takes  littie  imaghuitloa  to  picture 
these  ^other  responsibilities"  as 
quite  m  substantial  consideration  in 
this  *'  arrangement." 
So  long  as  we  are  presuming  we  may 
as  wdl  assume  that  Dr.  Haselden 
paid  something  for  the  invoice  and 
that  the  Kaiser,  the  royal  family  and 
the  nobility  (to  whom  Dr.  Davis 
gives  the  American  public  such  an 
intimate  personal  introductioa) 
were  a  substantial  element  in  the 
transferred  clientele.  It  is  true  that 
he  tells  us  that  they  were  notor- 
iously stingy  but  as  for  that  he  says 
that  all  Germans  are  stingy. 
When  a  man  sells  or  transfers  a 
professional  practise  the  commodity 
sold  or  transferred  is  known,  in 
commercial  parlance,  as  good  will. 
I  subnnt,  for  the  consideralion  of  a 
*'  broadininded  profession,"  that  a 
man  who  sells  his  good  will  to  a 
fellow  and  then  sells  to  the  public 
that  whicfi  destroys  this  s^f:>od  will 
is  as  surely  a  thief  as  the  man  who 
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sells  a  material  object,  then  steals 

and  sells  it  again.  Not  only  that;  he 
assassinates  the  senior  member  of 
the  Three  Graces;  Faith,  the 
foundation  upon  which  rests  the 
comer  stone  of  civilization;  Faith, 
without  which  love  and  charity 
sicken  and  die;  Faith,  without  which 
human  fellowship  is  dead. 
It  will  be  interesting  to  hear  what 
Dr.  Haseldcn  has  to  say.  Perhaps  a 
statement  from  him  may  prove  to 
be  the  "  future  developments  " 
which  may  demai;d  of  Dr.  Beach  a 
*'  change  of  sentiment,"  but  it  will 

not  be  a  change  of  soul*  for  a  man 


who  would  maliciously  '  jab  "  a 
patient  with  an  excavator  has  not 
and  never  has  had  a  soid. 
It  Is  probable  that  every  article 
which  appears  in  a  dental  publi- 
cation on  this  subject  will  result  in 
the  sale  of  a  thousand  copies  of  Dr. 
Davis's  book.  Let  us  hope  that  all 
the  journals  in  the  countn,'  may 
feature  it  and  that  the  ro\'alties 
from  the  book  and  the  patent 
tooth  crown  will  make  the  com- 
mercial sphere  so  attractive  that 
dentistry  may  be  rid  of  her  most 
widely  advertised  professional 
prostitute.

>  HE  industrial  dental 
dispensary  fast  is 
becoming  recog- 
nized by  big  busi- 
ness as  a  valuable 
and  integral  part  of 
welfare  work.  Scores 
oorporationSf  striving  fot  In* 
on  in  as  many  dif- 
ferent phases  of  industry,  already 
have  installed  dtnios  and  tlie  list 
grows  rapidly. 

Unfortunatdy,  or  perhapa  fortu* 
nately,  because  in  tins  way  a  multi- 
tude of  ideas  is  being  formulated  for 
the  guidance  of  otliers,  each  factory 
management  has  a  different  method 
of  applying  dentistry  to  busineas. 
The  study  of  industrial  dispensaries 
for  that  reason  is  of  never  falling 
mcerest. 


In  Chicago,  as  every  schoolboy 
knows,  is  the  great  packing  plant  of 
Armour  and  Company.  The  present 
head  of  this  stupendous  branch  of 
big  business  is  J.  Ogden  Armour, 
worthy  son  of  a  successful  father. 
Philip  D.  Armour  estaUUshed  the 
business  and  made  a  fortune.  J. 
Ogden  Armour  has  taken  the  indus- 
try and  embetlished  it.  Today 
Armour  A  Company  is  treUe  the 
sise  it  was  when  Philip  Armour 
relinquished  the  helm. 
When  Philip  Armour  died  nearly  20 
years  ago  he  left  J.  Ogden  Armour  a 
yearly  business  of  approximately 
$1,000,000  a  year.  Today  the  total 
reaches  dose  to  $1,000,000,000  an- 
nually and  another  five  years  may 
see  the  figure  doubled.  Philip 
Armour  was  a  stem  faither.  He  real- 
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Dr,  Cardwell  and  his  assistant,  Miss  Katchinski,  who  is  getting  instructions 
on  one  patients  record,  all  of  which  are  kept  on  file. 
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ized  his  son  must  be  steeped  in  busi- 
ness before  taking  control  and  the 
present  head  of  tlic  Company  was 
given  no  rest.  He  was  made  to  work 
in  every  one  of  the  multitudinous 
departments  of  Armour  A  Company, 
gradiiating  at  last  to  the  executive 
offices.  Thus,  he  saw  the  raw  side  of 
life  and  rubbed  shoulders  with  work- 
trs  he  later  was  to  direct.  It  was 
natural  he  should  take  a  keen 
interest  in  the  wel£sre  of  liia  em- 
ployees, and  it  was  a  foregone  con- 
clusion that  sooner  or  later  he  should 
see  the  need  of  a  dental  dispensary. 
0i  The  Armour  clinic  is  not  a  dis- 
pensary in  the  strict  sense  of  the 
word*  as  little  more  than  prophy- 
lactic work  is  done  there.  Dr.  Louis 
CardweH,  a  graduate  of  the  Chicaeo 
School  of  Dental  Surgery,  and  a  man 
of  25  years' practical  experience  is  in 
charge.  He  devotes  his  time  to  the 
charting  and  censorship  of  teeth, 
rather  than  to  actual  reconstruc- 
tion. Records  diow  that  500  patients 
visit  him  eadk  month,  and  when 
dental  work  is  necessary  an  outside 
practitioner  Is  recommended. 
*'  Our  aim  is  to  educate  our  workers 
to  the  necessity  of  taking  good  care 
of  their  teeth,*'  explained  Dr.  Card- 
well.  "  Clean  teeth  make  for  healthy 
employees.  Diseased  mouth  condi- 
tions bring  about  ailing  ¥M)rkers  and 
production  suffers.  Dental  work,  as 
applied  by  Armour  A  Company,  is 
strictly  a  boafaiflss  proposition. 
*' This  cUnic  Is  Cerent  from  that  of 
any  other  company  or  buriness  In 
the  country  in  that  we  do  not  enter 
Into  competition  with  the  dental 


profession.  We  clean  teeth  and 
extract,  when  necessary,  and,  after  a 
thorough  examination,  inform  the 
patient  just  what  is  needed.  If  the 
worker  can  not  afford  to  meet  the 
fees  of  outside  dentists,  Armour  & 
Company,  pays  the  bill  and  sub- 
tracts a  small  amoimt  from  the  pay 
envelope,  week  by  week.  If  the  Wel- 
fare Department  finds  that  family 
conditions  make  paSTment  impos- 
sible, the  Company  Invariably  foots 
thebilL" 

The  simplicity  of  J.  Ogden  Armour 
and  In  fact  of  the  whole  Armour 
plant  Is  reflected  In  the  dental  dis- 
pensary. A  small,  unpretentious 
room  is  set  aside  for  the  dentist.  The 
equipment  is  up  to  date  and  Indudes 
the  usual  X-ray  outfit,  electric 
engine,  hydraulic  chair,  steriliser, 
cabinets  and  instnmients.  An  indi> 
rect  lighting  system  is  used. 

Dental  inspection  is  a  matter  of 
routine,  and  men  and  women  of 
every  department  are  required  to 
have  their  teeth  examined  at  set 
times.  Complete  records  are  kept 
and  individual  oases  are  constantly 
on  file.

Hynson  is  one,  and  the  chief  matter 
with  the  public  is  that  they  know 
absolutely  nothing  about  any  phase 
of  dentistry,  and  when  they  talk  or 
write  anything  about  dentistry, 
they  talk  or  write  through  their  hats 
as  Geo.

For  loatance  the  public,  including 
QtotwSf  doesn't  know  a^d  will 
never  be  able  to  Icam,  unless  dentists 
will  be  honest  enough  to  tell  them, 
that  it  is  time  that  dentists  charge 
for,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  material 
used  in  practising  dentiatiy  is  the 
smallest  part  of  the  expense;  and 
that  it  takes  just  as  mudi  time  to 
devitalise  neras*  fill  loot  canals, 
prepare  cavities  in  teetli  and  fill 
thwn,  treatt  abscesses  and  extract 
teeth  for  poor  people  as  It  does  for 
iwillionalieSf  provided  of  course 
that  It  Is  properly  and  carefiilty 
done,  and  ^vwiM^^Mfirio"*-  honest, 
tolddi  rule»  or  In  other  words 
"  ethical "  dentists  believe  that  the 
vl^it  way  Is  the  only  way. 
I  here  make  the  truthftil  statement, 
which  no  one  who  is  honest  will 
attenniit  to  refiite,  that  In  average 
cases  the  difiiercnce  in  cost  of  the 


filling  material  is  hardly  worth 
consideration,  whether  it  be  gold, 
amalgam,  synthetic  porcelain,  or 
ordinary  dental  cement.  But  the 
thing  that  makes  a  dentist's  work 
worth  the  money  is  the  difTercncc  in 
time  required  to  properly  insert 
these  different  materials  in  any 
given  cavity.  Also  the  time  absolute- 
ly required  to  properly  prepare 
cavities  for  the  reception  and 
retention  of  the  filling  material, 
whatever  it  may  be. 
Certainly  dentists  could  fill  teeth 
for  less  money  in  the  individual 
case,  fill  more  teeth  thus  taking 
care  of  a  greater  number  of  patients, 
could  put  on  more  crowns,  extract 
more  teeth,  and  make  more  plates 
if  they  would  slight  this  work,  and 
wade  through  any  way  to  get 
through  without  regard  to  the 
future  comfort  or  well-being  of  their 
patients  ;  and  at  the  end  of  the  dny 
they  would  have  more  mooay  In 
their  pockets  than  they  now  have, 
because  they  would  have  econo- 
mised on  that  highest  priced  thing 
the  dentist  xises,  which  is  time. 
The  sole  object  of  the  painless 
dentist  is  to  save  time.  The  painlees 
dentist  crowns  thousands  of  teeth  In 
twenty  minutes  for  $5.00  that  the 
average  reputable  dentist  would  be 
glad  to  spend  an  hour  on  Ibr  $2.50. 
Which  makes  the  most  money  per 
hour?  The  price  of  materials  Is  the 
same  for  either  dass  of  dentist  And 
the  nature  of  the  finished  work 
fiTsWft  them  to  cbarge  twice  llie 
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price  a  reputable  dentist  would  adc 
for  doing  food  woik. 

What  boneheeds  the  people  are, 
inducing  George,  if  they  tidnk  that 
the  pahilest  dentist  has  for  one 
second  any  altruistic  element  in 
his  makeup. 

George  wonders  why  we  have  no 
**  family  dentists,"  as  we  have 
"family  doctors."  We  have,  and 
these  dentists  are  the  hardest 
working,  lowest  paid  class  of 
laborers  in  the  world  today.  I  have 
worked  many  an  hour  for  less  than 
fifty  cents,  and  I  don't  believe  I  will 
average  over  seventy-five  cents  per 
hour,  and  that  is  why  I,  or  any 
other  average  dentist,  can  not  work 
cheaper  and  be  honest  with  his 
patients.  Dishonest  I  say,  because 
the  public  is  educated  to  believe 
that  all  dental  work  lasts  forevo*, 
whereas  it  is  only  that  work  which 
is  correctly  done  that  gives  good 
and  indefinite  service. 

4  The  ethical  dentist  is  agilnst  the 
advertising  dentist  because  he  is  a 
crook  and  a  grafter.  He  does  tiie 
worst  and  cheapest  work  fbr  the 
highest  price,  figured  on  the  time 
basis  wUle  he  leads  the  people  to 
tiiink  they  are  getting  the  best  work 
at  a  lower  price. 

The  average,  honest,  reputable 
dentist  docs  work  every  day  that 
would  cause  heart  failure  to  any 
advertising  *'  expert  "  if  he  had  to 

do  Uie  same  work  in  the  same  way. 

C  There  arc  very  few  men  today 
who  are  rer^lly  practising  dentistry; 
most  of  them  are  just  filling  teetli. 
Reason,  the  public  caiuiot,  or  rather 
will  not  pay  the  fees,  nor  take  the 
time,  nor  endure  the  slightest  in- 
convenience, which  the  correct 
practise  of  dentistry  demands. 


If  tiie  acvtrage  young  dentlii  knew 
as  nmdi  abont  deutisliy  before 
gohig  to  coMeget  ai  he  does  after  ten 
3rears  practise*  in  twenty  jrears  there 
woold  not  be  a  practising  dentist  in 
tiie  United  fltateai  Ke  csb  not 
practise  dentistry  as  it  ought  to  ^ 
practised*  because  the  public 
won't  let  IduL  He  finds  nen  and 
women  eveiy  dsy  who»  perhaps^  nke 
OeorgCf  know  mote  about  dentistry 
tiian  he  does. 

They  know  when  the  dentist  "  hits 
tihe  nerve  "  and  of  course  he  grinds 
away  the  tooth  so  it  win  break  aaid 
have  to  be  crowned;  they  know  that 
false  teeth  are  too  big.  or  too  Uttie. 
too  dark  or  too  ydlow,  rarely  too 
white.  In  fact  they  know  so  mudi 
about  dentistry  that  the  average 
dentist  has  difficulty  in  keeping 
them  in  the  chair  long  enough  to 
enable  him  to  put  in  a  filling  that 
will  last,  on  an  average,  five  years. 
41 1  have  done  considerable  work 
in  my  town  for  men  home  on 
furlough.  Why  did  they  not  have  it 
done  in  the  army?  Don't  get  excited 
about  the  uplift  the  army  dentist  is 
going  to  institute.  Some  of  the 
quackiest  of  the  quacks  are  in  the 
army 

In  a  town  not  fax  away  there  is  a 
dentist  who  advertises  that  he  is  an 
ex-army  dentist.  He  is  a  disgrace  not 
only  to  the  dental  profession  but  to 
the  American  people,  who  through 
their  gullibility  and  unjust  distrust 
of  the  average  dentist  will  allow 
such  a  person  to  work  for  them. 
The  matter  is  n't  with  dentistry, 
Mr.  Geo.  B.  Hynson,  it 's  with  the 
people.  It 's  up  to  the  average 
dentist  and  the  different  dental 
societies  to  get  dentistry  out  of  the 
rut,  by  simpii/  ieUing  the  truth  to  ott 
the  people. 
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SYSTEMIC  EFFECT  OF  ORAL 

INFECTIONS

Here  is  an  interesting  article,  for  which  we  are  indehted  to  the  New  Jersey 
Dental  Journal.  This  paper  was  read  before  the  Research  Society  of  New 
Jersey  and  caused  considerable,  favorable  comment.

It  would,  perhaps,  be  hard  to  find 
an^'  branch  of  medicine  in  which 
more  advance  had  been  made  during 
the  past  decade  than  dentistry,  but 
there  is  a  question  as  to  whether  we 
as  the  rank  and  file  of  both  the 
dental  and  medical  profession  rea- 
lize the  full  significance  of  the 
relationship  which  the  teeth  in  a  sep- 
tic condition  have  to  systemic 
infection 

Physicians  who  are  in  the  habit  of 
treating  chronic  diseases  are  begin- 
ning to  fear  systemic  infection  from 
6ie  teeth  more  than  from  any 
other  source.  A  Canadian  writer  has 
recently  said  that  he  believed  oral 
infection  is  the  most  important 
problem  before  tlie  medical  and 
dental  professions  today. 
Very  often  the  teeth  which  cause 
the  most  systemic  trouble  are  the 
most  innocent  looking  ones.  I  have 
had  this  fact  very  forcibly  impressed 
upon  my  mind  lately  by  the  case  of 
a  physician  whom  I  am  treating. 
This  gentleman,  53  years  old,  has 
had  the  advantage  of  treatment  by 
some  of  the  most  promineat  Ortho- 
pedists of  this  country*  nevertheless 
he  has  been  luflEermg  from  infectious 
tfthiittt  (comfnonty  called  chronic 


rhetunatisni)  for  many  years,  so 
tiUKt  many  of  his  joints  are  very 
badly  deformed  end  painful, 
especially  his  hands  and  the  small 
joints  of  his  fingers.  Before  beginn- 
ing treatment,  careful  X-rays  were 
made  of  his  teeth.  Any  teeth  which 
showed  any  suspicion  of  pyorrhea  or 
apical  abscesses  were  extracted  and 
all  the  remaining  ones  were  thor* 
oughly  cleaned. 

After  six  months'  treatment  in  a 
hospital  the  patient  had  greatly 
improved  in  his  general  condition 
and  lost  the  septic  appearance,  but 
with  all  his  general  improvement, 
his  pain  was  nearly  as  acute  as  ever, 
so  that  when  we  would  see  him  and 
tell  him  how  much  better  he  was 
looking  he  would  say,  but  why  don't 
I  lc»c  this  pain?  We,  therefore, 
finally  decided  to  sacrifice  all  his 
teeth  and  to  our  surprise  from  the 
time  the  first  two  or  three  were 
extracted  be  began  to  improve  and 
by  the  time  all  the  teeth  were  out 
he  noticed  the  greatest  improvement 
in  the  diminution  of  pain,  so  that  in 
a  few  weeks'  time  he  commenced  to 
walk  again  for  the  first  time  in 
many  months.  For  several  weeks 
after  the  extraction  of  the  teeth 
pus  was  running  from  his  gums,  and 
at  this  point  I  would  like  to  im> 
press  vptm  my  hearers  the  necessity 
in  such  cases  of  seeing  them  often 
so  as  to  be  able  to  keep  the  cavities 
in  the  gums  thoroughly  clean  until 
they  are  fully  healed. 
When  a  patient  has  to  have  a  num- 
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bcr  of  teeth  removed  it  is  always 
better  not  to  extract  more  than  two 
or  three  at  a  sitting  because  if  a 
large  number  of  septic  teeth  are 
removed  at  one  time  it  is  possible  to 
make  the  patient  suddenly  worse  by 
opening  up  so  many  chiannds  for 
pus  absorption. 

I  know  of  a  medical  gentleman  who 
insisted  upon  having  all  his  teeth  out 
at  one  sitting.  After  two  dentists  had 
refused  to  extract  all  at  once  on 
account  of  the  danger  of  septic 
absorption  he  went  to  a  third  dentist 
who  did  as  the  patient  requested, 
and  extracted  all  his  teeth,  which 
were  badly  affected  with  pyorrhea, 
at  one  sitting.  The  result  was  that 
he  was  laid  up  in  bed  for  two  months 
with  a  most  vimlc&t  attack  of  septic 
infection  $^  *•» 

Dead  teeth  should  always  be  a 
OiUK  of  8uq}icion  and  should  be 
carefully  investigated  with  the  X* 
ray.  Radiographs  in  these  cases  are 
iiKliq)eDsable  because  they  show  if 
the  roots  are  properly  filled  and  also 
if  apical  ab6ces<^s  are  present.  In 
filling  a  tooth  after  you  have  the 
root  all  drilled  out  and  ready  for 
filling,  insert  a  wire  down  to  the 
bottom  and  take  a  picture  and  then 
as  the  wire  will  show  very  distinctly, 
you  can  see  afc  n  glance  if  tbe  root  is 
open  to  tbe  bottom.  This»  of  course, 
will  mean  an  extra  visit  for  the 
patient  and  incidentally  an  extra  fee, 
but  patients  are  willing  to  pay  for 
(ood  and  careflil  work. 
For  tiia  past  few  years  mudi  attcn* 
tioo  bas  been  given  to  pyorrhea  and 
npifcal  nbsceosss,  many  dentists 
have  tried  to  cure  these  dirooic,  and 
•usually  Incurable  conditions,  by 
treatment.  Baetft  In  veiy  sUf^t 
'  cases  ofpyorrliea  we  believe  the  best 
and  MTcat  way  Is  to  esU'at't  tiie 
taotb  s^  s^ 


As  mechanical  dentistry  has  devel- 
oped, so  have  many  systemic  infect- 
ions with  which  the  physician  of  the 
last  generation  did  not  have  to 
contend.  Crowns  and  bridges  some- 
times hide  a  lot  of  infection  and 
frequently  permit  the  development 
of  a  serious  pathological  condition. 
We  think  that  as  the  dental  pro- 
fession use  the  title  of  Doctor  they 
should  be  more  than  dental  mecha- 
nicians. For  instance,  if  you  have  a 
patient  whom  you  know  is  compladn- 
ing  of  rheumatism  just  remember 
that  99  per  cent  of  so-called  rheuma- 
tism is  due  to  some  focal  infection. 
Of  course  wc  feel  that  it  is  the  place 
of  the  physician  to  discover  just 
where  this  focus  is,  yet  the  dentist 
might  at  least  make  sure  that  the 
part  of  the  body  over  which  he  has 
Bpcdal  care  is  not  the  part  which  is 
causing  the  patient's  ill  health. 
As  physicians  are  frequently  sending 
patients  to  dentists,  why  should  not 
dentists,  realizing  tlieir  partial ' 
responsibility  for  the  patients'  good 
health,  send  patients  to  the  phy- 
sician with  the  question,  is  it  posribie 
that  Mrs.  A's  trouble  oomes  from  bar 
teeth?  And  then  go  on  and  state  to 
the  physician  what  signs  of  infectkm 
the  patient  bas  In  the  mouth  wUth 
migbt  posribly  cause  trouble  else* 
where.  If  you  are  doubtftd  whethei 
to  extract  or  not  it  is  better  to  be  on 
the  safe  side  and  fyrtrm*t  ffffpiflpni 
looking  tcetbi 

The  symptoms  which  should  oauae 
the  most  oonoeni  are* 
The  sweetish  offensive  breath,  local 
swelling  and  purplish-red  color  of 
gums*  The  appacent  ekwigatlon  off 
one  or  more  t^SC^3ll*  ^^^tuso^^  ^R^ltl^^^^ 
easily  bleed,  or  out  of  which  ibod  or 
pus  can  be  squeesed.  When  coy  of 
liiese  symptoms  are  present  oarefbl 
X-ray  eiamlnation  should  be  BMde 
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tnd  In  tooie  GBMi  amean  for  bscteri* 
ologkal  invesdcation. 
Alfhmigh  actual  proof  may  not  at 
yet  be  available^  maqy  leaden  in  tlie 
medical  profesaioa  think  that  most 
of  the  chronic  djeeaaea  of  today  have 
their  origin  in  aeptlc  InfectioQ  of 
•ome  nrt,  and  it  ia  thought  that 
pcriMps  the  mouth  moct  frequently 
fianiabes  the  focus  from  which  the 
inftetion  atarta  Among  theee 
dmnic  diaeaica  might  be  mentioned 
Weadidtia,  Bright* t  diaeaae,ga8tric 
nicer,  chronic  enteritis,  gall  stones, 
•Mdled  chronic  fheumatism,  gout, 
aotnan  and  frontal  sinus  disease, 
irthiitia,  oaleoaiyeiltis,  idilebitis 
end  exophthalmic  goitre* 
TUs  brings  us  to  the  point  of  the 
up-to-date  dentist  owning  and  using 
Usown  X>ray  macWnr.  The  dentist 
niio  anakea  a  careful  oral  exami- 
nation and  a  provisional  diagnosb 
and  then  X-rays  the  individual 
teetti  which  look  suspicious,  can  see 
if  hit  radiograph  confirms  or  throws 
doubt  on  his  oral  diagnosis.  The 
Oral  examination  should  go  iiaiid  in 
hsod  with  his  radiographic  work. 
Upon  first  getting  an  X-ray  outfit 
of  your  own  you  may  not  be  very 
proficient  in  your  ability  to  correctly 
interpret  radiographic  films,  but  as 
you  cannot  learn  any  younger  the 
best  thing  to  do  is  to  start  in  and 
Icam  by  getting  the  aid  of  one  of 
your  dental  confreres  who  has  had 
experience,  and  this  is  just  what 
a  society  like  this  is  for,  to  help  one 
another  in  their  difficult  problems. 

If  you  rely  on  an  outside  radio- 
Sraphcr  you  will  not  sec  nearly  as 
f^any  films,  and  so  often  you  only 
r^eed  the  picture  of  one  or  two  teeth 
whereas  the  professional  radio- 
Kraphcr  wants  to  take  the  whole 
mouth,  so  he  crowds  four  or  five 
^ccth  on  one  film  ^^tj  th^  oonse- 


qyenoe  la  the  outside  ones  may  he 
out  of  focua  and  so  indistinct  that 
it  ia  impoasihle  to  make  a  satiafiMt- 
ory  <«»gt*oai«  Whereas  if  you  have 
your  own  machine  and  one  film  for 
ope  reason  or  another  is  not  entirely 
aatlafBictocy  it  ia  a  shnple  matter  to 
take  another  picture,  perhaps  from 
a  aH^tiy  difierent  angle,  wliich 
frequently  aids  in  dearing  up  a 
difficult  point.  The  espense  of  tlie 
outfit  ought  not  to  be  considered 
because  you  wiU  get  good  interest 
on  your  money  several  times  during 
tiie  srear.  Your  work 
more  latiafiMlxiry  to  both  youredf 
and  your  patients  and  the  renewed 
scientific  interest  you  will  take  hi 
your  practice  will  add  aest  to  your 
wock  ad  make  you  fed  ten  years 
3rounger. 

From  our  experience  it  seems  that 
pyorrhea  and  apical  abscesses  are 
the  forms  of  infection  which  arc 
more  liable  to  give  systemic  trouble 
than  decayed  teeth  with  op>en 
cavities.  This  probably  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  case  of  open  cavities 
there  is  an  outlet  allowing  good 
drainage  for  the  discharge  of  pus, 
whereas  the  apical  abscesses  and 
unfilled  roots  are  in  closed  cavities 
filled  with  gases  and  pus. 

Dead  teeth  should  be  a  cause  of 
constant  suspicion  and  should  be 
carefiilly  investigated  with  the 
X-ray,  whidk  in  these  cases  is 
indi^enaable  to  ascertain  if  aU  the 
roots  are  properiy  filled. 

The  teeth  of  children  I  have  had  a 
good  deal   of  trouble  in  getting 

properly  filled.  So  many  mothers 
report  that  they  were  told  not  to 
worry  about  the  first  teeth  and  that 
they  would  fall  out  in  time.  Such 
is  very  poor  advice,  because  in  the 

meantime  these  decayed  teeth  are 
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formiiig  CTcdlcnt  inciibtttoffi  where 
the  cennt  of  diMttie  thrive  and 
multiply  and  are  liable  to  cause  all 
torts  of  tiouble  in  diildren.  For  my 
padentt  I  insttt  that  aU  cavities  in 
children's  first  teeth  be  properly 
filled  wilh  soft  filling  and  all  roots 
ealincted  ^ 

The  author  has  seen  a  number  of 
cases  of  fecurrent  fever  in  young 
children  who  have  been  treated 


either  for  malaria  or  tuberculosis 
and  who  were  promptly  cured  by 
either  removing  various  dedduous 
teeth  or  filling  serviceable  ones.  The 
argument  used  by  the  average 
dentist  that  fillings  fall  out  is  sorely 
fallacious  hecause  a  visit  to  the 
dentist  is  not  nearly  so  disoomfort- 
ing  as  four  or  five  days  severe  illness 
which  is  followed  by  debility  for  two 
weeks  more* 


CORRESPONDENCE 


Editor  Oral  Hygiene: 

I  want  to  rdate  a  rather  unusual 
experience  in  niy  practise: 
A  patient  presented  the  other  day 
for  examination  of  the  upper  right 
cuspid,  which  he  said  had  been  giv- 
ing  him    some    little    trouble  for 
several  days  past,  complained  of 
severe  soreness  and  quite  an  amount 
of  pain.  When  he  took  the  chair  I 
noticed  he  had  a  bad  case  of  hic- 
coughs, and  he  told  me  that  he  had 
had  tliem  for  the  past  three  days 
and  was  imable  to  stop  them  and 
had  been  to  a  local  physician,  who 
had  done  all  that  he  knew  to  affect 
a  cure  but  without  avail,  and  that 
he  was  becoming  alarmed  at  his  con- 
dition as  he  was  getting  quite  weak 
from  the  continued  hiccough.  Exam- 
ination of  the  tooth  confirmed  my 
suspicion  of  a  developing  abscess, 
and  as  the  tooth  was  badly  affected 
with  P}  orrlica  with  extensive  reces- 
sion of  the  gum,  and  as  the  tooth 
had  previously  been  treated  and  the 
root    hlled,    I    advised  extraction, 
which  I  did.  On  eiamination  of  the 


tooth  after  its  removal,  a  large  sac 
envelopmg  the  end  of  the  root  was 
found  attadied  to  the  (fistal  ilde  of 
the  root.  This  sac  was  as  large  as  a 
big  pea  with  a  large  depression  in 
the  under  side  where  it  had  covered 
the  apex,  but  could  not  establish  the 
fact  that  it  contained  pus,  yet  it  had 
that  appearance. 

After  tlie  hemorrhage  had  stopped, 
the  patient  remarked:  *'  Doctor,  I 
believe  you  have  cured  my  hiccoughs 
as  I  have  not  had  one  since  that 
tooth  is  out,"  which  later  proved  to 
be  true,  as  the  following  day  he 
informed  me  that  he  had  not  been 
troubled  after  he  left  my  office. 

What  connection,  if  any,  can  you 
establish  between  that  developing 
abscess  and  the  spasmodic  oontrac 
tion  of  the  di<^)hragm  «^  There 
must  certainly  have  been  some  con- 
nection, and  if  not,  why  the  cure  as 
soon  as  the  offending  tooth  was 
removed?

READY  AND  WAITING 

[HENt  nearly  four  years  ago,  Mr.  Qeorge  Eastman 
put  into  effect  the  plans  of  the  Rochester  Dental 
Dispensaiy  he  set  apart  a  room  to  be  devoted  to 
the  solution  of  problems  having  a  bearing  on 
the  practice  of  dentistfy,  more  especially  that 
phase  of  dentistry  concerned  with  the  treatment 
of  diseases  of  the  teeth  and  contiguous  parts  as 
tiiey  present  in  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  This  room 
is  spacious,  north  lighted,  perfectly  ventilated  and  in  close 
proximity  to  the  great  infirmary  from  which  material  for 
experiment  and  study  may  be  drawn  in  quantity  for  ten 
months  of  the  year.  Its  equipment  is  practically  complete  and 
of  the  best,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  R.  H.  Hofheinz  as  a  memorial  to  one 
of  the  greatly  beloved  and  exceptionally  gifted  members  of  the 
dental  profession.  And  as  a  manifest  of  appreciation  and 
approval  of  this  generous  act  the  Dispensary's  official  staff 
has  named  the  room  the  "  Rudolph  H.  Hofheinz  Research 
Laboratory  "  and  thus  reads  the  legend  on  the  door. 
H  And  now  in  the  second  year  of  the  Dispensary's  magnificent 
work,  the  laboratory  still  awaits  the  coming  of  the  man  who 
knows  what  research  means,  who  has  had  the  training  neces- 
sary as  a  preliminary  to  such  work,  who  is  inventive  and 
ingenious  and  whose  mind  is  of  the  type  that  we  usually 
characterize  as  judicial.  The  laboratory  with  its  equipment  is 
here,  the  infirmary  as  a  source  of  supply  of  living  and  otlier 
material  is  close  at  hand,  the  chemicals  and  specific  instruments 
and  appliances  are  to  be  had  on  call.  But  the  man!  Where  is 
he?  Given  the  man,  what  about  his  keep?  No  matter  how 
scientific  he  may  be,  no  matter  how  much  disposed  to  find 
things  out,  he  must  eat,  drink,  cover  his  nakedness,  have 
shelter,  and  somebody  must  provide  the  means  to  that  end. 
And  who  better  than  the  National  Dental  Association?  This 
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body  is  conunitted  to  research  work;  it  has  such  work  under 
way  at  the  present  time;  presumably  it  is  getting  results 
commensurate  with  the  outUiy;  but  the  laboratory  in  question 
presents  to  the  Association  an  opportunity,  at  once  rare  and 
unique,  to  greatly  augment  its  output  of  original  work  and  at 
the  minimum  of  cost.  There  is  no  rent  to  pay,  no  interest  on 
investment  in  the  plant,  no  outlay  for  material,  for  instru- 
ments, for  appliances.  This  is  a  matter  that  the  management 
of  the  Association  might  well  connder  and  to  its  great  advan- 
tage. Without  a  doubt  the  man  is  to  be  had.  Also  without  a 
doubt  the  whole  matter  hinges  upon  the  question  of  compen- 
sation.  Who  will  pay  his  keep?

PLATINUM 

HE  retail  price  of  platinum  is,  at  this  writing, 
$130  per  ounce,  nearly  six  times  the  value  of 
pure  gold.  This  is  due  in  large  part  to  a  scarcity, 
increased  use,  and  exhaustion  of  the  Russian 
fields,  where  previous  to  the  war  90  per  cent  of 
the  world's  output  was  produced. 
The  only  other  source  known  in  the  world  today, 
where  platinum  is  produced  in  payable  quantities  is  in  the 
RepubUe  of  Colombia,  S.  A.  Owing  to  its  increased  use  in 
warfare,  Colombia  has  increased  its  output  from  12,000  ounces 
in  1914  to  over  four  times  this  amount  in  191 7,  worth  in  round 
numbers  $5,000,000.  It  was  one  of  the  metals  essential  to  the 
winning  of  the  war,  and  this  country,  in  company  with 
England  had  commandeered  the  supply. 
Platinum  is  used  in  the  modem  hydroplane,  aeroplane,  fuses, 
magnetos,  telegraph  and  telephone  instruments,  etc.  All  are 
essential,  and  without  it  these  modem  instruments  of  death 
would  be  impossible.  It  is  also  used  in  the  chemical  manu- 
facture of  sulphuric  acid.  Many  **  stills  are  today,  at  the 
present  price,  worth  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 
Platinum  is  much  used  in  the  making  of  jewelry.  There  is  a 
difference  of  opuuon  whether  or  no  it  makes  the  diamond 
appear  brighter  and  larger.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  use  of 
platinum  in  jewelry  is  only  a  '  fad,'  and  will  soon  become  a 
tale  of  yesterday. 

When  first  discovered  in  the  Republic  of  Colombia  in  1737, 
it  had  no  market  value,  but  was  a  perquisite  of  the  monarchs 
of  Spain,  to  whom  Colombia  belonged.  In  those  days  it  was 
used  for  making  cups  and  other  utensils,  also  in  place  of  bronze 
for  statues  and  busts,  sometimes  being  alloyed  with  copper. 
Its  usefulness  as  a  metal  may  be  dated  in  the  last  hundred 
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3rears.  It  was  formerly  much  used  in  dentistry;  no  set  of  teeth 
could  be  made  without  its  pins  of  platinum.  Platinum  fdatett 
in  continuous  gum  work,  were  in  common  use,  but  on  account 
of  its  high  price  we  have  learned  to  do  without  it,  and  now  its 
use  is  confined  to  a  few  manufacturers  who  use  it  in  a  small 
degree  alloyed  with  other  metals  in  the  manufacture  of  arti- 
ficial teeth. 

Colombia's  field  is  confined  to  the  Choco  district,  some  twenty 
thousand  square  miles  in  extent.  In  almost  any  stream  the 
traces  of  platinum  may  be  found.  Occasional^  a  nugget  is 
discoveied,  the  largest  up-to-date  weighing  17H  ounces. 
On  account  of  its  weight,  platintun  being  the  heaviest  of  all 
metals,  even  the  largest  nugget  is  not  of  great  sise. 
In  OQi^unction  with  Colombian  platinum  other  rare  metals  are 
found  and  extracted  in  the  process  of  refining,  such  as  iridhxm, 
palladium,  osmium,  riiodium,  and  ruthenium,  all  of  which 
have  special  attributes,  and  are  correspondingly  costly, 
closely  approaching  platinum  in  value.  Alloyed  with  iridium, 
platinum  is  the  hardest  of  all  metals.  It  not  tarnish  or 
ooddize,  and  is  exceedingly  ductile;  its  melting  point,  electric 
resistance,  and  chemical  refiractory  qualities  are  high.  It 
possesses  the  lowest  coefficient  of  expansion  of  any  metal; 
is  said  to  have  a  greater  specific  gravity  than  any  known 
substance;  is  impervious  to  corrodve  action  of  oxygen  or  any 
other  gas;  and,  except  in  aqua  regia,  it  is  insoluble  in  acids, 
ll^tfa  tiie  release  of  war  supplies,  platinum  has  gone  down  in 
price  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  it  will  so  continue,  until  a 
more  stable  figure  is  reached.  As  late  as  fifty  years  ago  it  sold 
for  $6  an  ounce.  Ten  years  ago  it  was  selling  for  twice  the  value 
of  pure  gold.  This  was  then  considered  as  passing;  safe  to 
say  if  it  ever  reaches  this  price  it  will  again  take  its  place  in 
dentistry,  much  to  our  benefit. 

The  platinum  industry  m  Colombia  is  almost  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  native  miners — white,  brown,  and  black — employing 
the  most  primitive  methods,  and  at  the  present  price,  working 
two  days  and  resting  five.  They  do  not  wander  about  desert 
islands,  with  weather-beaten,  badly  drawn  maps  on  yellow 
parchment  in  one  hand,  a  huge  crowbar  in  the  other,  and  a 
musket  slung  across  their  backs,  after  the  manner  of  the 
story  books.  Provided  with  a  pick  and  shovel,  a  few  buckets, 
and  some  shallow  pans,  these  "  fossickers  "  have  only  to  fill 
their  pans  with  dirt  and  gravel  from  some  likely  si>ot,  wash 
the  contents  at  the  nearest  stream  with  a  circular  motion, 
and  they  are  seldom  disappointed  at  the  result.  They,  indeed, 
niay  be  described  as  the  modem  treasure  seekers. 
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SO  SAY  WE  ALL  OF  US 

HE  following  editorial  irom  the  Journal  a/  the 
American  Medical  Assaciattan,  is  vexy  much 
to  the  point.  We  have  40,000  dentists  in  the 
United  States  which  would  make  an  addilional 
tax  under  title  new  law  of  $80,000  in  all.  In 
some  states,  as  New  York,  we  also  have  a  local 
fee  to  pay  to  conform  to  the  state  laws  wUdi 
must  be  added  to  the  total.  These  laws  intended  for  the  pro- 
tection of  tiie  public  should  not  be  saddled  on  the  shoulders  of 
the  professional  men  who  are  not  ben^ted.  The  editorial  reads 
as  follows: 

INCREASED  HARRISON  LAW  TAX  UNJUST  TO  PHYSICIANS 
Wliilc  the  Harrison  law  for  the  control  of  narcotic  drugs  was  passed  osten- 
sibly for  the  purpose  of  raising  revenue,  it  is  in  reality  a  public  health 
measure.  The  revenue  feature  is  only  a  legal  subterfuge*  as  it  was  only 
by  imp>osing  a  tax  that  Congress  could  exercise  any  jurisdiction  on 
the  question  i«»  The  tax,  therefore,  being  merely  a  pretext,  should  be  a 
minimum  and  purelj^  nominal  one.  Originally,  the  law  required  physicians 
who  desired  to  prescribe  the  drugs  covered  by  the  act  to  pay  an  annual 
registration  fee  of  one  dollar.  There  are  approximately  150,000  phy^ 
^icians  in  the  United  States.  The  law,  therefore,  imposed  a  tax  of 
$150,000  on  the  medical  profession  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 
This  tax  physicians  cheerfully  paid,  accepting  this  small  burden  for 
the  sake  of  the  public  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  measure.  However, 
at  the  last  sesdoo,  Congress,  in  the  revenue  law,  increased  the  fees  for 
registration  under  the  Harrison  law  ^  The  license  fee  for  physicians 
was  increased  to  three  dollars.  This  means  tbat  ];>hy8icians  in  the 
United  States  will  be  required  during  the  next  year  to  contribute 
nearly  half  a  million  dollars,  purely  for  the  public  good  and  not  in 
any  sense  for  the  benefit  of  the  profession.  The  Harrison  law  is  of  no  special 
benefit  to  physicians*  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  AsModatkm 
and  the  American  medical  profession  enthusiastically  supported  the 
Harrison  bill  when  it  was  before  Congress.  The  great  majority  of  the 
profession  have  co-operated  to  the  extent  of  their  ability  to  promote  the 
enforcement  of  the  law.  The  nominal  tax  of  one  dollar  was  accepted  by 
physicians  as  necessary  to  validate  the  measure.  But  there  is  not  the  slight* 
est  excuse,  either  legal  or  social,  for  increaaing  this  fee  to  three  doUais* 
If  the  expenses  of  administering  the  law  are  greater  than  the  revenue 
derived  from  it,  sufficient  appropriation  should  be  made  out  of  the  public 
money  derived  from  general  taxation.  The  law  is  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public,  and  the  public  should  pay  for  it.  It  is,  of  course,  too  late  to  secure 
any  diange  In  the  situation  for  the  present  year,  but  the  law  should  be 
amended  at  the  first  opportunity  by  restorhig  the  nominal  tax  of  one  dollar. 
If  our  state  and  county  societies  will  bring  this  situation  to  the  attention  of 
their  congressmen  and  will  demand  the  amendment  of  the  present  law, 
speedy  correction  of  the  injustice  done  the  profession  will  be  possible.

H  In  the  ookn  and  ahsdet  of  poroeUdn  teeth  aomething  oertsfaily  has  gone 
vioDg.  The  srdlowt  have  become  wMcfa  its  name  it  is  mod;  the  blues 
impossible  greens.  The  bone-Uke  yellows  and  ftdntly  tipped  blues  of  yester- 
day are  a  memory,  their  •uccessors  suggesting  a  nii^tmare.  Why  this 
diange?  The  first  reason  that  presents  itself  is  that  the  manufisctnrers  may 
be  drawing  their  materials  from  new  souroeSt  or  other  grades  or  qualities 
of  materials  from  the  same  sources.  Possibly,  too,  the  formulae  have  been 
changed;  if  so,  then  assuredly  not  for  the  better.  The  second  reason  that 
obtrudes  is,  assuming  the  materials  and  formulae  as  of  <»ld,  that  the  teeth 
materials,  especially  the  "  bodies,**  absorb,  drink  in,  the  superfidal  but 
diftnically  changed  layers  of  the  nicUe,  nidde-silver,  or  nicUe-other  metal 
of  the  pins.  The  surfiaoe  of  the  pin-metal  does  undergo  a  radical  change 
between  the  moulding  of  the  teeth  and  their  withdrawal  from  the  furnace. 
The  bright  metalUc  surface  of  the  pins  in  the  mould  become  dulled,  even 
bladnned,  in  the  process  known  as  '*  burning."  The  grinding  of  a  tooth  of 
today  in  suchamanner  that  it  exposes  the  irins^fffii  reveals  two  chani^ 
in  the  interior,  one  In  the  pin  itself,  the  other  in  the  "  tissue  "  of  the  tooth. 
What  these  changes  are  and  what  they  mean  must  be  known  to  and  may  be 
told  some  day  by  those  who  do  the  research  work  for  the  manufacturers. 
The  passing  of  the  platinum  pin  necessarily  introduced  a  new  problem, 
OQOcededly  a  great  ooe^  and  so  Car  fairly  well  met  by  the  makers  of  teeth; 
but  there  are  phases  it  stUl  in  the  ah>,  and  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that 
the  OMdKrs  restore  to  the  profession  the  well-nigh  perfect  colors  and  ihadss 
^  vaulted  with  the  advent  of  the  pin  that  is  mistakenly  said  to  lie  "  just 
SI  good.'*

ILin  spite  of  this  being  the  automobile  age,  Uncle  Sam  is  finding  no 
trouble  in  disposing  of  45,000  mules  left  on  his  hands  by  the  sudden  ending 
of  the  war.  And  one  thing  may  be  scud  in  favor  of  the  American  mule  that 
csmiot  be  said  always  of  the  automobile — he  has  only  four  Qrlinders  but 
be  sddom  misees  five  in  any  one  of  them. 

(A  memorial  is  proposed  at  Springfield,  Ohito,  for  the  soldiers  and  seilort. 
One  of  the  three  suggestions  made  to  the  committee  by  Mr.  Qeo.  Dwight 
ftitt  is  that  a  fund  of  $200,000  be  created  to  establish  a  free  dental  dinic 
fcr  the  boys  and  giris  of  Springfield,  and  to  be  known  as  tiie  "  Springfield 
Soiifiers  and  Sailors*  Memorial  Fund." 

C  Mr.  Thomas  Darling,  Medical  Officer  at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  is  credited 
with  the  statement  that  "  if  everyone  of  the  thousands  of  persons,  who 
have  died  recently  from  influenza,  had  brushed  his  teeth  as  he  should, 
most  of  them  would  have  been  alive  to-day.  Cleansing  the  mouth  is  about 
tile  most  effective  measure  of  disease  prevention  there  is."

Cotmdltor  Doyle 
tenaed  the  dental  cUnic  a  "  fad,"  which  the  dty  could  not  afford.  Mr. 
SmMI  did  not  agree  with  this  theory*  and  thougbt  a  dinic  would  prove 
wnwwnical  in  the  end  and  a  big  benefit  to  the  rising  generation.  Are  there 
^progressive  dentists  in  Salem  to  produce  statiitics? 
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C  For  some  years  the  United  States  has  enjoyed  a  very  satisfactory  part 
of  the  Brazilian  trade  in  dental  instruments  and  supplies.  Nearly  all  of  the 
1,500  dentists  in  Brazil  arc  natives  of  that  country,  largely  because  of  the 
rigid  examination  given  in  the  Portuguese  language  that  must  be  passed 
before  dentistry  may  be  practised.  **  Dental  parlors  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  are 
like  those  in  the  United  States,  as  most  of  the  equipment  is  of  American 
manufacture,"  said  a  man  who  has  lived  in  that  city.  "  Because  several 
American  manufacturers  of  dental  chairs  increased  their  prices,  German- 
made  chairs  of  inferior  quality,  sold  at  a  much  lower  figure,  were  cutting 
into  our  share  of  the  trade  just  before  the  war.  Customs  duties  are  high 
and  Brazilian  importers  are  better  able  to  diispote  of  the  lest  expensive 
chairs." — Sci€iUific  American, 

C.  Time  was  when  a  potato  was  a  potato.  The  German  government  was 
the  first  to  discover  that  the  humble  tuber  could  be  dried  and  thus  serve  as 
a  war  ration  for  an  indefinite  period,  and  transported  as  readily  as  wheat 
or  flour.  The  number  of  factories  for  potato  drying  in  Germany  increased 
from  three  in  1903  to  about  one  thousand  in  1918,  having  an  annual 
capacity  for  crushing  50,000,000  tons,  turning  them  into  flakes  or  cubes  for 
animal  food  and  various  grades  of  flour  for  human  consumption.  Most  of 
the  6,000,000,000  bushels  of  potatoes  produced  in  the  world  are  grown  in 
Europe  and  North  America. 

C  Equally  important  is  the  future  of  the  potato  in  supplying  motive  power, 
by  which  man  may  now  develop  the  tropics,  increase  the  transportation 
facilities  of  the  temperate  zone  and  reduce  the  number  of  food  consuming 
animals  which  this  zone  employs.  Alcohol  may  be  produced  from  potatoes 
at  the  rate  of  from  200  to  400  gallons  per  acre,  which  makes  it  an  active 
competitor  of  gasoline. 


C  Errors  in  carding  porcelain  teeth  consist  in  transposing  cuspids  and 
bicuspids,  both  upper  and  lower.  Right  cuspids  are  found  at  the  left,  left 
cuspids  at  the  right,  more  often  in  upper  sets  than  in  lower.  Right  bicuspids 
are  found  at  the  left,  left  at  the  right,  also  more  often  in  upper  sets  than  in 
lower.  First  and  teoond  bicuspids  of  the  same  side  are  quite  as  often  found 
transposed  in  upper  sets,  rarely  in  lower.  Unfamiliarity  with  characteristic 
tooth  forms  on  the  part  of  those  intrusted  with  the  carding  is  probably  the 
chief  cause  of  the  misplacing  of  the  teeth  in  question;  and  then»  too,  care- 
lessness may  have  something  to  do  with  it.  In  either  case  the  responsibility 
falls  to  the  credit  of  the  inipector  ultimate,  who  should  be  and  probably  ia 
an  esqiert  as  a  porcelain  teeth  proof  reader.  But  proof  readers  sometiniea 
grow  proof  weary,  as  newspapers  and  magasines  oocasionally  depose.  AU 
manufiLCturers  of  great  quantities  of  this  form  of  supplies  are  guilty,  the 
guilt  of  some  greater  than  that  of  others.  It  is  seen  more  frequently  in  seta 
of  teeth  from  recently  introduced  moulds  and  may  be  said  to  be  directly  as 
the  newness  of  the  moulds,  the  newness  lugging  in  the  element  of  unfa- 
miliarity witii  wretched  carding  as  an  annoying  result. 
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Cup  to  the  present  time,  on  account  of  aestrictive  laws,  only  ten  per 
cent  of  the  potential  water  power  resourifes  ^.the  country  have  been 
brought  into  use.  Difficulties  of  coal  tupplymnd  distribution  have  accentu* 
ated  the  crying  need  a£  a  water-pofwv  devdaui^^tT^e  Geological  Survey 
estimates  that  the  streams  of  this  country  ar^^^ble  of  genamting  60,000- 
000  horse  powCT.  OuT  induitiies  and  raHroaa^^QBgolfe  appfOMinately 
50,000,000  horse  power  to  operate  them.  Water  power  contriboW'OS  per 
oatt  the  remainder  being  derived  firom  ooal»  oil  and  other  fiida. 

C  Announcement  haa  recently  been  made  by  the  American  Chemical  8od- 
ety,  35  Beat  BMy^firet  atreet,  New  Yeric,  that  n  new  pioeen  fan  beoi 
dhfioveied  end  perfected  under  tiie  direction  of  Daniel  C.  Roper,  of  tlie 
eomnteion  of  fntemal  revenue  of  the  U.  S.  treasury  department,  by  wldcb 
Inindreds  of  gallons  of  clear  dynamite-glycerine  may  be  made  from  sugar 
and  molasses.  Germany  first  discovered  this  process  when  they  ran  short  of 
fats.  The  glycerine  is  really  a  by-product,  the  same  fermentation  of  sugar 
producing  a  sweet  and  bland  trihydric  alcohol. 

€1  A  cheap  molasses  called  *'  black  strap  "  brought  from  tlie  West  Indies 
subjected  to  the  same  process  yields  an  excellent  quality  of  glycerine,  this 
treated  with  nitric  acid  produces  nitro-glycerine,  which  in  turn  when 
incorporated  with  pulp  or  other  inert  substance  becomes  dynamite.      .  , 

C  Dr-  Qeorge  F.  Burke  of  Detroit,  Michigan  it  credited  with  this  statement : 
**Tbe  moutii  hsrgiene  work  In  Detroit  has  apparently  won  for  itself  a 
vtty  secure  place.  The  various  women's  dubs*  the  poor  people*  and  the 
people  of  means  all  support  this  work.  Snoe  this  movement  was  first  started 
lome  six  or  seven  years  aflo  the  people  generally  have  had  the  feeling  that 
funds  spent  for  the  purpose  of  educating  people  hi  this  field  were  wdl 
expended.  The  activities  along  this  line  not  only  cover  the  ortliodontic 
cSnic,  but  provision  is  made  for  systematic  inspection  by  dentists  of  the 
children  in  both  the  parochial  and  public  schools.  In  addition  there  have 
been  established  a  number  of  dental  dinics  that  take  care  of  those  imable 
to  pay.  A  recent  report  covering  tiie  sdiool  year  just  dosed  Shows  that 
*sboQt  forty  tiionsand  visits  were  paid  to  those  dinics,  about  two-thirds  of 
wiiidi  were  from  old  patients  and  the  remaining  one-third  were  new 
paoeuis  ss»  s^ 

HAn  motttii  examinations  are  made  by  trained  dentists,  instead  of  by 
sdiool  plqfsidans  wliidi  is  bod  practise,  as  tliey  overlook  so  many  alveolar 
rtwassii,  so  much  caries,  and  have  so  poor  an  understanding  of  ocdnslon, 
that  cases  are  overlooked,  vdiidi  should  be  treated  in  early  diildhood.  The 
tNsftment  of  eases  of  malocdiisloii  has  been  the  means  of  curing  many 
ddUm  of  defective  speech* 

4  The  annual  appropriation  for  mouth  hygiene  in  Detroit  has  risen  from 
five  thousand  to  twenty-five  thousand  in  the  period  of  six  yearsi  Childrsn 
sie  taking  mudi  greater  pride  in  tiieir  personal  appearance.

Dentists 
going  out  from  Northampton  will  carry  instruments  and  materials.  The 
different  towns  will  share  the  expense.  Work  will  be  done  free  for  poor 
children.  The  idea  is  to  give  to  the  small  towns  the  8ame  dental  treatment 
available  to  NortbamptOQ  school  kiddies. 

41  For  a  number  of  months  there  have  been  received  from  China,  eggs  in 
liquid  form,  ptcscrvcd  by  boric  add.

Until  oomporatively  recent  date  liquid  egg  for  Ibod 
purposes  was  confined  to  the  manufacture  of  cake  and  biscuits,  but  there 
is  good  reason  to  believe  that  they  have  been  used  in  small  restaurants  for 
other  purposes,  including  scrambled  eggs.  These  boridsed  products  are  not 
healthfuL  It  is  suggested  that  the  product  be  Shipped  in  as  dried,  egg, 
instead  of  in  liquid  form.  Dried  egg  imports  have  proved  very  successful, 
and  if  the  eggs  are  prepared  and  packed  carefully  in  this  form  they  are  a 
wholesome  and  useful  foodstuff. 

C.  Some  time  since,  before  several  Western  New  York  agricultural,  horti- 
cultural and  other  similar  and  related  bodies  in  convention  assembled,  the 
distinguished  blind  legislator  and  publicist,  Senator  Gore,  spread  a  mass 
of  material  of  special  interest  to  those  more  or  less  directly  concerned  in  the 
soil  and  its  products,  and  incidentally  discussed  some  of  the  broader 
questions  of  export  and  those  products  in  which  we  excel  in  quantity  and 
often  in  quality.  He  said  among  other  good  things:  "  We  produce  more 
horses  than  any  other  country  in  the  world;  we  produce  more  mules;  we 
produce  more  cattle,  more  hogs,  more  sheep;  we  produce  more  asses  and 
in  greater  variety  than  any  other  country  on  the  globe."  Here  the  audience 
stamped,  and  clapped  and  shouted  its  heartiest  endorsement  of  the  speak- 
er's discerning  statement;  and  again  when  he  added:  I 'm  an  authority 
on  asses;  I  live  in  Washington." 

^The  faculty  of  Columbia  College,  New  York  City,  representing  tint 
undergraduate  department  of  the  college,  voted  on  January  20  that  begin- 
ning with  the  next  school  year  in  September,  principles  of  the  selective 
draft  shall  be  applied*  by  means  of  psychologic  tests,  in  measuring  the 
fitness  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  student  body.  Character,  health 
and  mental  quickness  will  be  the  prime  requirements  laUier  than  book 
learning.  This  action,  is  said  to  be  in  step  with  the  progress  of  the  timea. 
Such  tests  were  made  in  September,  1918,  in  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  with  applicants 
for  commissions  in  the  Army  and  Aviation  Corps.  The  faculty  of  the  college 
then  decided  to  try  them  in  the  present  instance.  As  with  the  Army»  tlie 
purpose  will  be  to  test  the  mental  quality  of  appUcants  for  admission  «nd 
to  supplement  rather  than  replace  former  conditions  of  entrance — Anng 
and  Nmig  JwmoL 
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CTlie  oo-operatkm  of  phyiidaiis  and  tog*l  diapOMera  it  aoiiglitto  aid  in 
tlie  figlit  agiBMt  ilkfal  druc  traffic.  Forty  per  cent  of  1,750,000  habttnal 
titers  of  narcotic  dmgi  in  the  noiidte  dbuntry  are  in  New  YoA  State.  The 
state  department  intends  to  declare  war  to  t|ke  finish,  under  the  new  law  to 
00  into  effect  on  July  liL 

C  Among  the  activities  of  the  Forsyth  Infirmary  at  Boston,  Mass.,  is  the 

offering  of  a  banner  to  the  school  which  excels  in  the  care  of  the  teeth.  Dr. 
Harold  De  W.  Cross  states  that  "  Children  are  taking  an  interest  in  the  care 
of  the  teeth,  and  especial  note  has  been  taken  of  Mayhew  school,  grade  3, 
and  Paul  Revere  school,  grade  2,  which  two  institutions  have  for  two 
successive  years  qualified  for  the  banner,  which  reads,  '  All  Dental  Work 
Completed,'  and  which  sigmfies  that  the  entire  class  is  possessed  of  clean 
and  healthy  teeth." 

C  According  to  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal: 

The  use  of  films  instead  of  plates  for  taking  the  X-ray  photographs  which 
have  done  so  much  to  assist  military  surgery  has  developed  on  a  large  scale 
during  the  war.  In  the  pre-war  use  of  the  X-ray,  where  probability  of 
breakage  was  small  and  weight  of  shipments  was  not  considered  an  im- 
portant factor,  plates  were  used  almost  eidusively.  But  when  it  became 
necessary  to  ship  X-ray  supplies  to  France,  and  carry  on  the  X-ray  photog* 
raphy  under  field  conditions,  the  lighter  weight,  decreased  cargo  space,  ease 
of  handling  and  freedom  of  breakage  made  film  the  favorite.  Ita  uae,  to- 
gether with  the  anitomobile  X-ray  units,  made  it  poanble  to  X-ray  a  wound 
lOOn  after  it  was  received.  The  signing  of  the  armistice  left  the  medical 
aopply  depot  with  large  qoantitiet  of  these  films  coming  in  on  contradi 
previously  placed.  The  Surgeon-General  has,  therefore,  directed  that  Army 
hospitala  in  this  country  adopt  the  film  instead  of  the  X-ray  plate,  at  haa 
already  been  done  overseas. 

H.  Knocking  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  become  somewhat  of  a  fad.  It  seems  to 
give  needed  exercise  to  little  people,  to  soreheads,  to  propagandists,  many 
of  whom  have  not  hesitated  to  take  advantage  of  the  Association's  huts, 
its  paper,  its  pens,  its  ink,  even  its  postage  stamps,  to  get  their  enveloped 
spleen  to  the  gullible  at  home.  The  fact  is  not  only  overlooked,  it  is  ignored, 
that  an  army  often  thousand  men  gathered  from  all  walks  of  life,  handling 
millions  of  dollars  and  millions  more  of  supplies,  necessarily  harbors  some 
men  of  questionable  uprightedness.  But  so  does  the  club,  the  college,  the 
lodge;  so,  too,  does  "  the  house  of  God."  The  percentage  of  the  morally 
warped  in  these  institutions  is  just  as  fixed  as  that  of  the  physically  de- 
fective listed  in  life  insurance  tables.  Why  not  trust  to  Miss  Margaret 
Slattery's  commonscnse  estimate  of  the  American  expeditionary  forces 
and  apply  it  in  this  case?  She  says  of  these  splendid  fellows:  '*  They  are  not 
angels;  they  are  not  even  saints;  they  are  just  men."  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is 
not  crooning  to  apologists.  It  explains  when  necessary,  but  it  has  no  need 
to  apologixe. 
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€1  With  a  recent  issue  of  the  oldest  medical  periodical  in  this  country, 
with  but  two  exceptions,  the  Buffalo  Medical  Journal  ceases  to  exist  as 
such  and  becomes  one  with  the  Medical  Review  of  Reviews,  published  by 
others  and  in  New  York.  As  a  monthly  visitor  it  was  always  welcome, 
partly  on  account  of  the  high  character  of  its  scientific  and  technical  matter 
and  its  literary  treatment,  largely  on  account  of  the  rare  insight  and  com- 
prehensive grasp  of  essentials  by  its  acoompUihcd  editor.

C  The  recent  diaoomy  of  vast  peat  d^xMita  fai  ^  United  States,  and  thdr 
poeeibUitiee  cannot  be  over-estimated  in  importance,  as  coal  and  ofl  have 
suddenly  become  almost  as  valoafale  as  fife  itself.  We  have  been  led  to 
beiieve  that  our  coal  and  oil  were  ineifaaustible  for  all  ordinary  purposes. 
But  we  have  learned  that  we  must  conserve.  People  are  awakening  to  the 
value  of  tliese  new  riches,  and  many  engineers  are  now  at  work  on  the 
problem  of  working  these  bogs  to  the  best  advantage.  They  are  found  in 
New  England,  New  Jersey,  Florida,  along  the  Great  Lakes,  in  North- 
eastern Permsylvania,  in  the  West,  and  on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  Fop  two 
thousand  years  peat  has  been  used  as  fuel  in  Europe,  but  it  now  promises 
other  resources.  It  contains  a  cellulose  which  makes  excellent  food  for  cattle. 
Under  special  treatment  it  produces  a  good  grain  alcohol.  It  yields  a  fibre 
that  can  be  used  for  rugs,  and  blankets,  and  a  tan  dye.  It  possesses  all  of 
the  by-products  of  petroleum,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  peat  indurtry 
in  the  United  States  will  develop  into  an  enormous  business. 

€L  Says  The  Scientific  American: 

The  National  PhysiGal  Laboratory,  the  leading  establishment  in  Great 
Britain  devoted  to  scientific  leseaich,  has  grown  so  rapidly  under  stress 
of  war  requirements  that  it  now  has  a  staff  of  S32,  as  compared  widi  26  in 
1902.  The  last  annual  report,  aldiouijh  as  in  pravlous  years  siaoe  1914 
diiBlly  notable  for  the  tfiings  that,  temiiitafywiasoni,  it  oinits  to  mg^^ 
is  an  imprcsrive  record  of  strenuous  and  vahiabte  woric.  New  builifings  are 
in  couiae  of  construction  to  provide  ftttiHties  for  manufacturing  a  iiyrtf^l" 
class  of  giiges  and  for  testing  glass  vessels  for  chemical  work— both  under* 
tddngs  being  on  behalf  of  the  Bfinistry  of  Munitions.  Tile  nuniber  of  numi- 
tkn  gages  tested  at  the  laboratory  has  amounted  to  nearly  10,000  a  weele. 
Additional  large  air  rhaimels  have  been  required  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  Air  Ministry.  More  than  3,000  clinical  thermometers  have  been  tested 
per  week.  Three  new  clinical  test  baths  have  been  provided,  each  having  a 
cqiadty  of  600  thermometert  a  day.  Under  the  head  of  optics,  beddes 
wmtine  testing  on  a  largie  scsle^  important  work  has  been  dona  in  tcsthig 
tlia  reDractlve  properties  of  optfoal  i^tans  and  in  dmpmying  the  calculation 
and  ded^  of  optical  syetems.

C  The  British  Medical  Research  Committee  have  been  experimenting  on 
substitutes  for  surgical  materials  employed  by  the  Giermans  during  the 
war.  Soap  substitutes  were  tried,  and  also  glycerine  with  no  satisfaction. 
The  cost  of  synthetic  rubber  is  very  high.  Rubber  recovered  from  worn- 
out  articles  and  worked  over  again  was  not  found  sufficiently  clastic,  but 
could  be  used  for  operating  gloves  with  one-half  pure,  or  synthetic  rubber. 
Rubber  bands  were  replaced  by  spiral  springs.  Vulcanite  dental  plates  were 
replaced  by  aluminum — steel  for  instruments  degenerated  in  the  absence 
of  nickel  plating.  Bandage  material  was  replaced  by  wood  fibre,  paper, 
nettle  fibre,  etc.  A  wood  fibre  bandage  is  strong  if  dry,  but  can  be  steril- 
ised only  in  steam  and  tears  easily  when  wet.

II  Here  in  New  Orleans  you  have  a 
tiit-^  tiny  bit,  of  <  Noo  York»'  more 
of  Paris,  a  smattering  of  smaller 
towns  in  Europe,  and  the  greater 
part  whoOy  distinctive  and  individ- 
ualistic of  New  Oileans'  ownsdf. 
HThe  one  rare  advantage  of  New 
Orleana  is  the  fact  that  the  greater 
part  of  its  wonders  can  be  seen,  and 
conveniently  so,  within  two  days, 
loaide  of  an  hour  you  can  visit  the 
houae  wfaidi  was  buUt  for  Napoleon, 
when  a  band  of  heroic  Frenchmen 
had  decided  to  go  to  St.  Helena  and 
rescue  the  famoua  Emperor,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  world  known 
pirate,  Jeanne  Lafitte.  You  will  see 
tile  Frendi  Opera  building — a 
taanive  structure  of  ancient  archi* 
tseture,  where  the  most  famous  of 
•11  opera  ringers  have  sung.  The 


French  Opera  building  is  where  the 
balls  which  follow  the  Mardi  Gras 
parades  are  held  and  where  the 
queen  of  the  Carnival  is  crowned. 
It  is  here  also  where  tlie  seaaon's 
debutantes  awtdt  with  visible  picas- 
ure  and  amiety  the  famous  'caD 
outs '  from  the  men  maskers.  Tiers 
upon  tiers  are  crowded  with  *  home 
folks '  and  visitors-fortunate  visi- 
tors indeed,  for  invitations  to  these 
affairs  are  by  no  means  promiscu- 
ously sent  out. 

A  few  squares  away  from  the  French 
Opera  is  the  French  Market,  where 
the  viritor  is  astouxided  at  the  bab- 
ble of  various  tongues  and  the  vari- 
ety of  things  sold  in  the  market.  Yoa 
can  purchase  vegetables  fresh  from 
the  garden,  from  the  Italian;  fish 
from  the  Frenchmen;  meats  from 
the  Greek  or  Slavonian;  herbs  from 
the  Indians;  laces  from  the  Turk 
and  silk  from  the  Chinaman. 
Near  the  French  Market  is  the  Ca- 
bildo  building,  where  the  treaty  of 
the  purchase  <}f  Louisiana  from 
France  was  signed;  where  President 
McKinlcy  was  entertained,  also 
General  Lafayette.  The  Cabildo  was 
buOt  in  1795  by  Don  Alexander  and 
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French  Opera  House 


remains  even  today  a  sturdy  struc- 
ture. Within  the  Cabildo  are  in- 
numerable relics  of  Reconstruction 
days  and  souvenirs  of  the  Civil  War. 
It  is  p)Ossibly  the  third  most  import- 
ant scene  in  New  Orleans  to  the 
visitor, 

The  St.  Louis  Cathedral,  which  is 
directly  next  to  the  Spanish  Cabildo, 
had  its  original  plans  when  the  city 
was  first  laid  out.  A  fire  fifty  years 
later  destroyed  the  building,  but  the 


present  structure  is  the  one  which 
was  built  directly  after  the  fire.  Back 
of  this  old  Cathedral,  in  a  small 
square,  is  the  place  where  many 
duels  were  fought,  and  under  the 
large  oaks,  the  *  gallants  '  of  long 
ago  lounged.  The  '  gallants  '  of  our 
present  era  use  the  lobbies  of  the 
large  hotels. 

Jackson  Square  and  the  site  of  the 
old  Royal  Hotel  are  also  in  this 
immediate  neighborhood. 


The  Spanish  Cabildo 
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Old  Absinthe  House 


Another  point  of  great  interest  is  the 
old  Absinthe  House.  This  place  was 
built  in  1798  and  still  remains.  The 
marble  slab,  from  the  constant  drip, 
drip  of  the  water  which  is  added  to 
make  the  *absinthe  frappe',  is  worn 
almost  through  to  the  mahogany 
counter  upon  which  it  has  rested 
these  many  years. 

The  *  Vieux  Carre'  is  crowded  with 
historic   and   elaborated  fantastic 


stories,  but  to  the  average  American 
it  is  a  treat  that  remains  in  his 
memory  forever. 

While  New  Orleans  is  proud  of  its 
F>ossession  of  these  antiquities,  it  is 
prouder  still  of  its  later  day  achieve- 
ments. Canal  street  is  the  dividing 
line  of  the  Latin  Quarter  and  the 
modem  New  Orleans.  On  the  up- 
town side  of  Canal  street  will  be 
found  the  efforts  of  young  New 
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Orleans,  and  from  the  street  car 
system  to  the  water  filtration  plant, 
New  Orleans  has  a  proud  boast. 
When  New  Orleans  is  mentioned, 
the  word  *  hospitality '  at  once 
appears  before  you,  and  while  with 
the  rush  and  hurry  of  modem 
business,  the  men  and  women  of 
New  Orleans  uphold  their  tradition- 
al reputation  of  being  *  the  hosts  of 
hosts  ' — nothing  deters  them  from 
making  the  visitor  feel  that  he  has 


really  stepped  into  a  land  where  con- 
geniality, good  cheer  and  a  warm 
welcome  is  ever  predominant. 
Here  in  New  Orleans  we  apply  the 
old  '  time  worn  '  saying  as  regards 
the  '  way  to  a  man's  heart  is  through 
his  stomach.'  Food  here  is  prejDared 
in  such  a  delectable  fashion,  with  so 
much  app>etizing  zest  that  naught 
but  a  friendly  feeling  remains.  Our 
restaurants  do  all  in  their  power  to 
uphold  New  Orleans'  culinary  fame.

\^^y^^^}  ^<Bnce,  haring 
i^Sfu^^  same  on  the  pie- 
cepts  and  indlcatioas  of  hygicfie  in 
a  phyrical  as  well  as  in  a  moral 
way,  is  the  preoccupation  of  the 
last  few  years. 

Our  profession  already  character- 
ised as  a  sdenoe  and  not  as  an  art, 
due  to  the  investigatloiis  and  work 
done,  has  hrooght  dental  hygiene  on 
its  way  to  perfection,  protecting  the 
normal  development  of  the  teeth. 
C  Our  mission  as  regards  dental 
hygiene  must  comroenoe  with  the 
cessation  of  the  oodusion  of  tiie 
temporary  teeth.  It  is  Irom  this 
moment  that  our  efficacious  action 
must  he  shown,  that  our  responsi< 
bility  acquires  well  defined  charac- 
teristics and  should  conquer,  by  our 
daily  preaching,  inveterated  pre- 
judices, making  it  clear  that  dental 
hygiene  should  not  be  only  the  work 
of  the  profession,  but  must  enter  the 
daily  cares  of  general  hygiene,  to 
which  every  organism  must  be  sub- 
mitted      In  our  Dispensary,  in 


our  Professorate,  in  our  Hospitat 
services,  with  our  examples  and  our 
advice,  we  must  protect  the  perfect 
nutrition  of  the  child,  insuring  the 
good  function  of  their  masticating 
organs.  To  press  vpoa  the  mothers 
the  great  importance  of  dental 
liygkne  in  thdr  children  in  order 
to  protect  them  from  the  pathol 
ogical  processes  derived  Itofn  their 
imperfect  Ainction,  which  reflected 
on  other  organs  and  systems,  pre* 
pares  the  child's  organism  for  the 
development  of  the  disease  «»  To 
obtain  from  the  public  powers,  in 
view  of  their  tutelar  mission  of  the 
public  health,  the  implantation  of 
dental  hygiene  of  children  in  its 
most  simple  way.  To  advise  that 
what  today  is  an  idea  and  should 
on  the  morrow  be  a  reality,  ought 
to  be  our  constant  preoccupation 
Effectively  seconded  by  the  distin- 
guished ladies  of  the  Society  of  Char  < 
ity,  of  the  Federal  Cai^tal,  who 
thoroughly  understand  the  mission 
bestowed  upon  them,  implant  in 
their  asylum  the  compulsory  dental 
hygiene.  The  plan  thus  followed,  as 
well  as  the  methods  we  employ,  is 
the  object  of  this  work  which  I  sub- 
mit to  your  consideration. 
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At  what  age  and  how  should  the 
cares  be  performed  in  the  child's 
mouth?  ^  d» 

"Logically  the  interventions  should 
begin  from  the  first  manifestation 
of  the  breaking  out  of  temporary 
teeth.  As  it  is  not  my  intention  to 
describe  the  etiology  and  pathogeny 
of  the  affections  that  can  be  caused 
by  these  disorders  I  wiU  only  take 
up  one  of  them. 

The  local  pathological  disorders  are 
known  by  the  painful  inflammations 
of  the  gum,  due  to  the  physiological 
work  of  oppression  of  the  crown  of 
the  tooth  against  the  gingival  mu- 
cous, to  perform  the  thinness  and 
perforation  in  its  coming  out,  pre- 
paring thus,  a  favorable  ground 
for  the  intervention  of  pathogenic 
agents  which  can  produce  disorders 
that  will  hinder  the  perfect  nutrition 
of  the  child,  thus  rendering  them 
liable  to  secondary  disofders.  In 
this  case>  the  intervention  is  more 
for  the  control  of  the  doctor  than  of 
the  dentist;  being,  therefore,  the 
rig^t  time  for  the  intervention  of 
tiie  latter,  after  the  child  has  the 
complete  set  of  teeth;  say,  from  the 
24th  to  the  26th  month,  and  it  is 
from  this  period  that  the  prophy- 
lactic care  of  the  teeth  is  possible 
and  should  be  exercised.  As  in  this 
period  the  dental  caries  is  still  rare, 
the  intervention  of  die  dentist  must 
only  consist:  First,  to  advise  the 
father  as  to  the  buccal  hygiene  of 
bis  children,  consisting  in  the  clean- 
ing of  their  teeth  by  the  use  of  a 
brush,  the  sise  of  ^n^ch  must  be 
according  to  their  age,  this  deanli- 
ncss  to  be  performed  twice  a  day, 
in  the  morning  at  waking  and  at 
nil^t  before  going  to  bed. 
As  in  this  subject  I  treat  of  the 
Dental  Therapeutic  for  the  Asy- 
lum's children,"  work  which  I  pre- 


sented to  the  First  National  Con- 
gress of  Medicine  (Odontologic  Sec- 
tion), effected  in  my  country,  I 
abstain  from  giving  greater  details. 
C  Finally,  we  also  advise,  that 
every  three  months,  at  least,  the 
child  should  be  taken  to  the  dental 
office  for  examination  of  his  teeth, 
to  the  effect  of  exercising  effective 
action  for  preventing  or  impeding 
the  advance  of  the  caries.  This  ex- 
amination must  be  made  in  a 
sj^ecial  way,  taking  into  considera- 
tion that  at  this  age  the  child  is  very 
impressionable,  therefore,  anything 
that  could  be  disagreeable  to  him  at 
first  sight  should  be  avoided.  On 
this  subject  I  beg  to  describe  the 
proceedings  we  employ  as  to  the 
child  in  his  first  examination,  as 
follows:  Instead  of  seating  him  in 
the  special  chair,  we  place  him  in  a 
common  one,  and  then  I  sit  in  an- 
other chair  in  front  of  him.  This 
process  gives  the  child  greater  con* 
fidence  in  the  dentist  and  at  the 
same  time  the  conviction  of  the 
absence  of  all  danger. 
As  it  is  known,  the  intervention  of 
the  dentist  should  not  only  be  limi- 
ted to  the  dental  caries,  but  also,  to 
other  factors  not  less  important  al- 
though of  phy^clogical  order;  I 
refer  to  the  outbreak  of  the  perma- 
nent teeth  that  commences  with  the 
first  molar  (6  to  7  years),  ending 
with  the  outbreak  of  the  second  ones 
more  or  less  at  13  years  (not  taking 
into  consideration  here  the  appear- 
ance of  the  third  molar  which  does 
not  obey  any  law).  During  this 
course  of  time  local  disorders  can  be 
noticed  which  may  give  place  to  gen- 
eral disorders.  We  should  bear  in 
mind  that  a  not  less  continued  care 
should  be  taken  of  the  perishable 
teeth,  the  mobility  of  same  on  the 
gum  provokes  also  continued  aolu- 
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tions  in  them,  being  a  critical  period, 
an  exccDent  field  for  the  develop- 
ment of  affectioos,  as,  or  more  im- 
portant than  the  caries  itaelf.  Never- 
tfaeicM  it  is  true  that  nature  inter* 
veoes  pcrfomiim  its  beneficial  role 
to  defiead  tiie  patfaogenic  action  of 
tiie  BiicnM)rBiinisni;  I  refer  to  tiie 
phagocytary  struggle,  but  many 
times  the  child's  organism  docs  not 
find  itself  in  a  normal  condition  to 
oppose  its  regenerating  action,  due 
to  some  hereditary  diathesis.  It  has 
been  observed  frequently  that  the 
persistency  of  the  perishable  teeth 
and  the  anomalous  growth  of  the 
superseding  teeth  create  infection  of 
the  l>Tnphatic  ganglions  of  the  max- 
iiiaries  and  even  extend  to  the  neck. 
Other  phenomena  also  observed 
very  frequently  m  the  cliild's  mouth 
as  a  consquence  of  the  complications 
of  the  caries  at  the  fourth  degree, 
are:  the  necrosis  perforation  gingivo 
alveolar  which  being  freed,  the  radi- 
cal portion  of  the  tooth  pierces 
through  the  former  wall  and  Xjy  its 
deviation  and  emigration  comes  in- 
to contact  with  the  cheek  on  whi^ 
sometimes  it  produces  gitat  ulcera- 
tions. It  is  true  that  in  many  cases 
the  afifectioo  remains  loraliied,  but 
it  must  be  taken  into  consideratiofi 
that  it  is  an  excellent  outlet  to  pro- 
dooe  an  infection,  since  it  has  been 
demonstrated  that  the  human 
mouth  by  its  proper  medium  favors 
the  cultivation  and  population  of 
pathogen  ndcro-orianisms.  The  state 
of  inflanunation  caused  by  the  viru* 
lent  species  of  microbes  thus  pre- 
pares the  field  for  the  development 
of  an  emgenous  affectkm  at  the 
fint  opportunity  in^iAdcb  a  apcdfic 
Senn  enters  the  orgaidam  by  the 
natural  way.  The  total  preventive 
fccton  that  we  have  implanted  in 


the  services  in  our  chargCt  can  be 

divided  as  follows: 

First:  Physiological  action 

Second:  Prophylactic  action 

Third:  Prothesic  action 

The  physiological  action  embraces 

the  mastication. 

The  importance  of  this  action  con- 
sists of  the  fragmentarion  of  nour- 
ishments, for  the  effective  action  of 
the  digestive  substances.  The  child 
is  taught  to  masticate  with  the  right 
side  as  well  as  with  the  left  side  of 
the  maxillarics,  with  the  object  to 
have  a  constant  removing  of  parti- 
cles that  could  lodge  in  the  concav- 
ities of  the  occlusal  grooves  of  the 
molars,  as  well  as  to  avoid  the  ac- 
cumulation of  tartar  which  is  fre- 
quently observed  on  the  sides  where 
the  mastication  is  not  performed 
perfectly  and  that  the  result  of 
these  very  accumulations  bring 
with  them  a  gingivitis,  and  as  coo- 
sequence  a  reabsorption  gingivo  al- 
veolar lesion  which  is  observed  in 
all  ages. 

Our  observations  have  permitted  U9 
to  prove  that  the  uni-lateral  masti- 
cation effected  by  them  is  not  due  to 
any  pathological  lesion  of  the  ap- 
posite side  where  the  act  of  tritura- 
tion is  not  performed.  It  cannot  be 
pretended  either  that  they  should 
efipe(%  it  instinctively  as  they  have 
no  knowledge  of  the  complete  roll, 
aay»  aside  of  the  digestive  needs,  the 
importance  of  the  bi-lateral  masti- 
cation or  of  one  or  the  other  side. 

Th$  firophyhtcHc  action  embraces 
two  factors: 

The  use  of  the  brush  and  the  qway* 
ings  «•» 

As  time  passes  greater  is  the  ezperi* 
ence  we  are  acquiring  as  the  result 
of  the  different  methods  fbr  the  per* 
fection  of  the  buccal  prophylaxis. 
Although  it  is  true  that  the  use 
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of  the  dental  brush  for  the  cleaning 
of  the  teeth  is  one  of  the  factors  of 
very  worthy  account,  it  is  also  true 
that  its  results  are  too  completely 
inefficient  to  perform  the  cleaning 
of  the  interstitial  concavities,  where 
the  normal  teeth  do  not  offer  space 
for  the  penetration  of  the  bristles, 
although  the  brush  may  be  of  a 
special  and  perfect  construction. 
The  dental  caries  may  appear  in  the 
places  where  the  hygiene  is  deficient, 
the  interstitial  spaces  should  be 
taken  in  account  where  facular  and 
starchy  particles  of  food  arc  trans- 
formed with  the  ferment  of  the 
saliva  (Ptyallima,  Destrina  and 
Glucose),  becoming  in  its  turn 
lactic  acid,  which  is  one  of  the 
principal  agents  to  produce  caries; 
therefore,  the  use  of  the  brush  being 
insufficient  vvc  employ  spraying  to 
obtain  an  efficient  cleansing. 
After  three  years  of  consecutive  and 
daily  use  of  this  method  in  the  asy- 
lum's children,  I  am  convinced  of  its 
effective  results  and  can  assert  that 
by  its  action  in  the  interdental 
deansing  the  caries  in  these  places 
is  less  frequent.  The  graduation  in 
the  use  of  the  atomiser  has  also  its 
great  importance  as  regards  the  age 
of  the  patient*  as  in  general  the 
pressure  employed  is  from  20  to  30 
pounds;  I  use  in  younger  children  of 
5  years  a  pressure  of  10  to  15  pounds. 
In  order  that  its  use  may  be  more 
efficacious,  especially  in  the  morning 
as  to  the  neutralisation  of  the  fer* 
mented  adds  created  during  the 
night,  we  use  a  solution  of  milk  of 
magnesia  at  10  per  cent  in  distilled 
water  at  a  temperature  of  50  to  60", 
a  temperature  which  is  tolerable  for 
the  coldness  produced  by  this  mix« 
ture  with  water.  * 
As  the  regular  atomiser  on  account 
of  its  dimension  and  oo«t>  is  beyond 


the  reach  of  all,  we  have  devised  an 
atomi;!er  which  has  the  advantage 
of  its  simplicity  and  the  efficiency  of 
the  others,  and  which  I  relate  in  my 
rep>ort 

The  Prothesic  Action,  the  result  of 
the  combined  action  is  indisputable 
as  general  preventive  of  dental  caries, 
and  if  in  spite  of  these  means,  it  is 
produced  in  the  grooves  of  the  mo- 
lars, it  leads  us  to  believe  in  the  im- 
perfect cohesion  of  the  first  cover- 
ings of  the  teeth  (cuticle  and  enam- 
el) and  that  probably  have  not  ar- 
rived to  their  complete  develop- 
ment, it  is  then  that  the  Prothesic 
action  should  consist  in  the  employ- 
ment of  another  means  to  oppose 
greater  resistance  to  the  action  and 
penetration  of  the  agents  producing 
the  caries  in  the  concavities  of  the 
molars  until  the  resistance  of  the 
same  calcareous  elements  of  the 
teeth  from  childhood  when  the  evol* 
utivc  internal  work  of  the  tissues 
becomes  more  consistent  and  offers 
in  itself  greater  resistance  to  the  fer^ 
mentive  adds,  causing  the  caries. 
The  means  suggested  by  William  E. 
Lowe  consists  in  the  obliteration 
with  copper  cement  of  the  ocdusal 
grooves.  I  agree  to  this  preventive 
means  which  I  have  not  hesitated  to 
practice  in  the  asylum  since  No- 
vember 1916.  I  commenced  the  trial 
in  a  series  of  children  in  order  to 
prove  the  stability  of  this  ofatura* 
tion;  the  adhesion  of  the  cement  to 
the  grooves  being  proved,  I  contin- 
ued this  treatment  wholly  with  the 
difference  of  having  altered  the  oper- 
ative proceeding.  Lowe's  method  is 
to  desiccate  with  alcohol  and  hot  air 
the  surface  of  the  teeth  and  with  a 
very  fine  instrument  introduce  the 
copper  cement  into  the  omcavities 
of  the  fissure  and  that  the  emss  of 
wftste  leaving  the  fissure  black  re- 
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•emDuag  mc  scroxM  excniatng  uie 
Qie  of  the  madiine  and  diggm>  I 
nndenlaiid  that  the  mote  perfect 
the  prooeiB  is,  the  greater  the  result. 
The  method  I  follow  can  be  divided 
in  two  terms:  Cleanness  of  the  oodu- 
aal  nuiaoesoftfae  molar  and  isolation 
and  drying  of  the  molar.  The  cleans- 
ing of  tiie  oocidar  surfaces  of  the 
molar  should  be  severe  in  order  that 
there  will  not  remain  the  least  fer- 
mentable pertlde;  the  complete 
ffiwtination  is  obtained  by  the  use  of 
the  brush  "  Rc^"  (circular)  with 
tiie  addition  of  a  paste  made  of 
pSDsdce-stone  finely  pulverised  and 
giyoeiine  with  a  Uttle  iodine.  The 
dgect  of  the  ^yoerine  is  to  fadli-  - 
tate  the  smooth  contact  of  the  pum- 
iee-stone,  in  the  rotatioD  of  the 
brush  on  the  teeth,  smoothing  thus 
the  polishing.  Having  finished  this 
operation,  the  grooves  are  washed 
with  tepid  water  and  alcohol  at  a 
strong  pressure  by  the  use  of  the 
common  syringe  or  atomizer,  with 
the  object  of  cleaning  particles  that 
niay  have  remained  of  the  paste. 
Bdng  through  with  this  operation 
W  proceed  to  the  isolation  of  the 
teeth  which  are  to  be  obturated  by 
means  of  small  rolls  of  cotton;  for 
the  dehydration  of  the  grooves  I 
prefer  the  tepid  air  and  not  the  hot 
in  order  to  avoid  a  thermic  action 
on  the  enamel  that  might  be  harm- 
ful to  the  constitution  of  same,  a 
switch  board  may  easily  render  the 
graduation  of  the  electric  syringe. 
The  obturation  in  reference  I  make 
common  cement  at  a  syrup 
consistency  which  I  place  on  the 
occlusal  face  of  the  tooth,  pressing 
on  the  paste  with  a  round  burnisher 
a  piston  way.  Being  perfectly  sure 
tliat  the  adhesion  and  p)enetration 
of  the  cement  in  the  groove  is 
obtained,  I  take  away  all  the  excess 


with  tise  same  instrument,  the  paste 
being  crystallised,  and  in  order  not 
to  weary  the  child,  I  cover  the 
obtuiatioa  with  a  drop  of  dissolved 
wax  by  means  of  a  spetide,  at  the 
same  time  covering  this  isolation 
with  a  cotton  ball  a  little  larger  than 
a  filbert,  which  I  press  between  the 
molars  during  the  time  required  for 
the  complete  crystallisation  of  the 
cement.  The  same  process  is  em- 
ployed with  the  temporary  teeth  as 
with  the  permanent  ones. 
The  ot:d€ctive  guarantees  as  to  the 
stability  of  the  obturations.  These 
require  in  turn  a  continued  vigil- 
ance, especially  with  molars  that  do 
not  have  deep  grooves.  By  the 
trimestral  examinations  it  is  easy 
to  censure  the  durability,  and  those 
molars  that  may  not  have  resisted 
the  obturations  are  reobturated. 

SCHOOL  OF  HYOIENIST8 

Although  this  may  not  appear  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  title 
and  purpose  of  this  work,  never- 
theless I  particularly  wish  to  comiect 
it  for  two  reasons.  First:  because  it 
must  be  remembered  that  in  an  in- 
stitution like  an  asylum,  the  con- 
stant prothesic  cares  of  a  profess- 
ional does  not  suffice,  the  numb<rr  of 
children  that  could  be  attended  in  a 
session  is  relatively  limited;  to 
render  his  mission  efficient  for  the 
totality,  he  should  have  the  help 
of  intelligent  aids  who  would  con- 
stantly care,  observe  and  j>erform 
the  duty  assigned  them.  Second:  It 
does  not  make  any  difference 
whether  the  helper  is  a  girl  or  a 
nurse,  if  they  do  not  receive  a  spec- 
ial training  for  the  work  to  which 
they  arc  assigned.  The  lack  of  a 
school  here  for  the  preparation  of  a 
proper  element  as  dentist's  aid  was

felt.  The  School  of  Hygienists  that 
is  carried  at  the  Foundling's  House 
Branch,  is  the  first  that  has  come  to 
fill  this  need.  The  students  are  the 
orphan  girls  of  the  Asylum,  under 
the  protection  of  the  Ladies  of  Char- 
ity of  the  Capital.  In  choosing  the 
Foundling's  House  Branch  for  the 
location  of  the  school,  we  could  not 
have  found  a  better  place  for  the 
preparation  of  its  students,  because 
while  they  are  receiving  the  practical 
knowledge  offered  them  by  the  asy- 
lum's children,  they  receive  at  the 
same  time  theoretical,  elemental 
knowledge.  The  program  we  have 
prepared  for  this  object  is  simple  and 
extremely  essential;  notions  of  buc- 
cal anatomy,  physiology  and  hy- 
giene. It  hat  been  our  principal  care 
to  teach  them  notions  of  parasitolo- 
gy, the  care  that  should  be  had  with 
these  microscopic  germs  and  the 
manner  of  defending  from  them, 
bringing  togetlier  thus  the  import- 
ance of  buccal  prophylaxis  with  the 
general  hygiene.  To  activate  their 
action  we  have  taught  them  how  to 
perform  the  cleansing  with  the  den- 
tal machines,  the  practice  being 
made  with  the  small  patients  that 
come  to  the  laboratory  of  this  house. 
At  the  same  time  they  are  instructed 
in  the  vigilance  of  the  most  insignifi* 
cant  abnormalities  that  mi^t  be 
observed  in  the  children's  mouths 


and  teeth,  with  the  obligation  of 
making  notation  of  the  name  and 
number  of  them  on  a  special  card  in 
order  to  inform  the  Director  of  the 
Services  for  his  intervention,  so  that 
the  vigilance  in  the  prevention  can 
be  efficiently  performed. 

As  it  may  be  noticed  from  whsft  has 
been  eiptadQcd,  the  formation  of  a 
proper  aiding  staff,  assigned  to  ren- 
der their  services  in  these  institu- 
tions has  greatiy  helped  the  work  of 
the  professional,  and  today  when  the 
organisation  has  been  exercised  for 
three  years,  we  are  able  to  realke  its 
benefit  and  believe  that  by  it  the 
organisation  of  dental  hygiene  of  the 
refugees  in  our  charge  has  been  ac- 
complished to  tlie  most  eflfident  de- 
gree in  accordance  with  the  precepts 
and  indications  of  modem  dentsl 
hygiene. 

As  an  act  of  strict  justice  I  will  aik 
this  Congress  to  join  me  in  a  vote^ 
.praise  for  the  worthy  Ladies  of  the 
Society  of  Charity  who,  animated 
by  a  high  spirit  of  kindness  and  self- 
denial,  extend  their  beneficial  influ- 
ence to  all  branches  of  charity  and 
stand  ready  to  adopt  and  properly 
carry  out  all  good  initiatives;  for 
this  reason  our  profession  owes 
them  gratitude,  and  for  the  brilliant 
manner  in  which  they  second  our 
preaching  and  work.

JUST  ABOUT  FOLKS  ilUllllillll

'BOUT  forty  years  ago — when  I  was  a  bare- 
footed youngster  on  New  York's  great  east 
side — there  was  a  character  who  called 
himself  the  "  king  of  dentists,"  who,  twice 
a  week,  came  to  a  big  vacant  lot  in  a 
barouche  drawn  by  two  white  horses,  where  he  was 
awaited  by  thousands  of  people  who  were  attracted  by 
the  announcement  that  the  "  king  "  would  pull  their 
teeth — or  else  to  have  the  fun  of  seeing  him  pull 
somebody  else's  teeth. 

He  was  dressed  like  some  royal  personage,  with  a  long 
flowing  cape — and  I  believe  he  wore  a  crown.  His 
breast,  was  covered  with  medals. 
The  **  patients  "  were  lined  up  on  one  side  of  the  old- 
fashioxied  carriage,  hustled  one  at  a  time  into  the 
back  seat: 

"  Which  tooth?  "  the  "  king  "  would  ask,  and  out  it 
came,  amid  the  yells  of  the  crowd,  which  effectively 
drowned  the  shrieks  of  the  victim,  who  tumbled  out 
on  the  other  side,  spitting  blood  over  tiiose  who 
crowded  too  closely.  ' 

Just  four  days  ago  another  New  York  dentist  extracted 
one  of  my  teeth.  He  was  tucked  away  in  an  immense 
building  which  was  filled  with  professional  men — 
doctors  and  dentists  and  the  like. 
£veiything  was  organized  to  the  last  degree — quick, 
silent  efficiency  was  the  keynote  of  the  service.  There 
were  trained  nurses  everywhere. 

Think  of  something  pleasant,''  said  the  dentist,  as 
one  nurse  placed  the gassing  cup  "  over  my  nose. 
H  "  Take  this  glass  of  water,  please,"  I  heard  the 
nurse  say — and  I  knew  that  tiie  tooth  was  out,  and 
that  I  was  back  from  my  trip  to  dreamland.  It  was 
a  finished  job — ^no  fuss,  no  noise,  .no  useless  motions. 
Between  the  "king  of  dentists"  and  this  modem 
specialist— both  of  jwhom  merely  extracted  teeth — 
there  was  all  the  difference  in  the  world — ^the  difference 
between  a  shambles  and  an  atelier,  a  slaughterhouse 
and  the  study  of  a  high-grade  workman.  H  If  I  were 
pinning  a  medal  on  a  dentist,  I 'd  pick  the  one  who 
treated  me  four  days  ago  instead  of  the  one  who  did  so 
forty  years  ago — it  was  worth  the  difference  in  the  price. 
And  perhaps  I  '11  be  pardoned  for  adding  that  progress 
in  medical  practice  is  spanned  not  only  by  the  length 
of  years  but  by  the  size  of  your  pocketbook.

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TREATMENT  OF  ROOT  CANALS

The  object  in  root-canal  work  is,  I 
believe,  to  sterilise  and  to  block 
against  subsequent  infection.  In  the 
attempt  to  accomplish  this,  we  have 
to  consider  more  than  the  sterili- 
sation and  the  filling  of  the  canal; 
we  have  to  consider  the  sterilisation 
and  the  plugging  of  Che  tooth 
structure  itself. 

Whenever  an  inflammation  of  the 
pulp  of  the  peridentium  exists  for 
any  lengtii  of  time,  the  dentd 
structure  of  the  root  undergoes  an 
alteration;  the  dentinal  tubuU  das- 
appear  and  eventually  a  hsraline 
condition  odsts  This  hyaline 
structure  is  oystalline,  as  Dr.. 
Warren,  of  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  has  shown 
me.  This  structure  is  sealed  by 
nature,  for  it  will  not  take  up  the 
most  penetrating  strains;  this  should 
be  taken  into  account  in  root  filling 


and  in  the  interpretation  of  locnt 
gsnograms  j»  #•» 

While  this  structural  alteration  is 
going  on,  the  tubuli  are  full  of  in- 
fection. This  inlSficted  dentinal  sub- 
stance should  be  sterilised  and  also 
filled.  Our  ordinary  methods  do  not 
accomplish  this;  we  obtain  on]y 
surface  sterilisation.  This  I  have 
proved  by  boring  out  canala  after 
tlioy,  have  been  treated  in  tiie 
ordanaiy  way,  and  by  culturfatg'thP 
diavlngp;  a  growth  always  b» 
resulted  if  the  cultural  tests  have 
been  properly  carried  out.  Indeed, 
dentinal  sterilisation  rardy  is  pro- 
duced in  ordinary  tooth  cavity 
preparation.  Niody-prepared  cavi- 
ties upon  examination  will  show 
a  bacterial  growth.  If  we  are  to 
carry  on  our  work  aooording  to 
surgical  principles,  we  should 
flteriUse  our  cavities.  It  woidd  seem 
that  as  little  escavation  as  possible 
with  sterilisation  of  the  remainhiC 
dentinal  structure,  is  the  scientific 
procedure.  Crooked  and  inaocet- 
tible  roots,  often  many  and  unsus- 
pected forandni,  need  to  be  treated 
and  fined.. 

We  may  effect  a  complete  sterifis- 
ation  of  all  such  tissue  and  at  the 
same  time  fill  even  the  diseated 

dentinal  tubuli  with  metallic  silver 
by  a  very  simple  process.  TUe 
blocking  of  the  di»^»ed  tisffie 
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•gainat  tubaequent  infection  is  done 
in  a  veqr  perfect  maniicr*  It  it  known 
tiict  a  tooth  may  act  as  a  pemiMble 
membrane.  Treated  in  a  manner 
that  I  abaU  more  ftiUy  deacribe,  aU 
wdi  flomot'tc  action  Is  preventod« 
Our  beat  canal  work  today  is  open 
to  the  critieiam  that  it  entails  a  moot 
elaborate  technic;  thia  ia  becauae  the 
process  la  largely  mecfaanicaL  The 
process  tliat  I  have  reference  to  la

TUi  should  give  a  muffcy  aohition; 
It  ihould  have  no  odor  of  ammonia. 
Allow  it  to  aetde;  the  dear  top 
tdntiOQ  should  be  used.  Keep  in  a 
dark  glasa  bottle.  Then  prepare: 
Sahtthn  B:  Which  consists  of  a  25 
per  cent  solution  of  formalin,  and 
keep  this  in  a  separate  bottle. 
If  some  of  Solution  A  is  poured  into 
a  test  tube,  or  small  glass  vial  and 


Solution  B  is  added,  a  heavy  pre* 
dpitate  of  metallic  silver  oocurtt 
makfaig  a  mirror  upon  the  sides  of 
the  receptade.  The  chemical  re- 
action  that  occurs  is  one  of  reduc- 
tion. Many  substances  will  reduce 
from  this  sdution,  but  we  believe 
formalin  to  be  the  best  for  our 
porpoae  s^  4» 

We  are  dealing  with  a  powerfld 
antiseptic  There  la  no  question  as  to 
its  abOity  to  produce  steriUly.  This, 
we  have  demonstrated  by  many 
careful  tests.  Any  one  who  does  not 
get  sterility  has  not  mastered  the 
technic  or  does  not  carry  out  his 
tests  with  the  saaction  demanded 
In  sudi  work*  It  Is  to  be  remembered 
that  any  antiseptic  will  destroy 
Uvlng  tissue  befbre  It  wUI  bacteria, 
and  it  Is  better  to  confine  this 
solution  to  the  tooth  proper*  If  It 
goes  through  a  root  end  it  wHl  cause 
pain,  if  the  tissue  about  the  root 
end  is  Intact.  It  is  for  use  within  the 
tooth  substance  and  under  certain 
circumstances  may  be  used  outside 
the  tooth-root*  The  distinction 
between  dentin  and  ffgff^ilnir  tissue 
always  nrast  be  hdd  in  mind 
The  proper  antiseptics  to  use  in  the 
soft  tissues  are  Daldn's  solution, 
euaol,  physiologlcBl  salt.  This  has 
been  shown  in  the  war  surgery. 
These  solutions  are  somewhat  anti- 
septic; they  are  solvents  of  mucin, 
pus,  and  other  detritus,  and  eusol 
has  a  different  osmotic  pressure  than 
the  blood,  causing  an  exudation  of 
the  serum,  whidi  is,  of  course,  the 
heat  of  antiseptics.  These  prepara- 
tions then  clean  the  tissue  and  in- 
duce the  destruction  of  bacteria  in 
the  natural  way,  promoting  healing. 
They  do  not  injure  healthy  tissues. 
There  arc  a  number  of  preparations 
on  the  market  that  arc  based  on 
these  principles. 
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As  a  preventive  measure  the  appli- 
cation of  this  material  is  very 
effective.  In  simple  caries,  the  gums 
must  be  protected  with  cotton  rolls; 
the  teeth  bathed  in  Solution  A. 
Then  apply  Solution  B,  a«d  after 
a  moment  abs<^b  the  solutions  and 
wash  out  the  mouth. 
In  the  treatment  of  deep  caries  wc 
are  approaching  the  pulp,  and  this 
h  cellular  tissue.  This  silver  prep- 
aration would  injure  it ;  therefore  I 
recommend  mixing  a  paste  of  zinc 
oxide  and  eugenol,  adding  a  crystal 
or  so  of  silver  nitrate  and  smearing 
this  over  the  bottom  of  deep 
cavities.  This  will  become  quite 
hard.  Follow  by  applying  first,  a 
drop  of  Solution  A,  followed  by  a 
drop  of  Solution  B;  repeat  about 
three  times  in  order  to  reduce  a 
considerable  amount  of  silver.  Dry 
the  cavity  and  fill  with  any  material 
you  like.  The  cavity  is  sterile  and 
the  fine  anatomy  of  the  tooth  is 
filled  with  finely-divided  sUver. 
An  application  of  the  zinc  oadd* 
eugenol-silver-oitrate  paste  may  be 
put  directly  over  ao  exposed  pulp. 
I  have  never  known  one  to  ache 
when  this  was  done. 
In  the  case  of  a  dead  pulp,  apply  the 
material  freely  before  entering  the 
canal  with  the  instruments.  If  the 
putrescent  pulp  is  left  intact  the 
material  will  follow  akmg  its  entire 
length,  no  matter  how  fine  or 
how  crooked  the  canal,  and  it  will 
render  the  pulp  stiff,  dry  and  sterile. 
The  material  will  stop  short  at  the 
point  where  the  tissue  is  Uving. 
This  pulp  never  need  be  removed, 
but  I  should  remove  it  and  treat 
agidn  with  the  stiver,  being  carefol 
not  to  work  it  through  the  end  of 
the  root.  The  treatment  has  rendered 
the  canal  sterile  and  impregnated 
the  diseased  dentinal  structure  with 


metallic  silver.  The  bulk  of  the 
canal  may  be  filled  with  anything; 
it  does  not  matter.  The  microscopic 
anatomy  and  the  apices  of  the  tooth 
already  are  filled. 

The  sterilization  of  any  pulp  canal 
is  affected  in  the  same  way,  I 
depend  largely  upon  capillary  at- 
traction for  conducting  the  material 
to  its  proper  place.  If  you  will  take 
a  laboratory  tooth  and  open  the 
pulp  chamber  and  flood  it,  you  will 
see  that  the  silver  comes  out  at 
apices  of  the  root  no  matter  how 
fine  the  canal. 

Reports  have  come  to  me  of  severe 
after-pain;  this  is  due  to  faulty 
technic  and  to  disregard  of  the 
principles  on  which  antiseptics  are 
to  be  used.  Pain  means  tliat  the 
material  has  been  forced  through 
the  apex,  and  it  means  nothing  else. 
Place  a  broach  into  the  canal, 
apply  a  drop  of  the  silver  solution, 
let  it  run  along  the  broach,  lightly 
lift  the  broach  and  lower  it;  the 
material  will  go  to  the  very  end. 
Then  apply  in  the  same  manner  the 
formalin;  the  silver  reduction 
immediately  occurs.  Rq)eat  three 
times,  then  dry;  apply  Solution  A 
alone ;  follow  with  eugenol,  dry  and 
fill.  This  last  application  reOIOVea 

any  possibiUly  of  formalin  esoesab 
Such  men  .as  are  accustomed  to 
handling  formalin  wbU  have  no 
trouble.  Formalin  is  a  most  es- 
cellent  root-canal  antiseptic;  but 
there  are  men  who  do  not  under- 
stand its  use  and  they  have  nothing 
but  trouble.  There  should  be  no 
pain  whatever;  if  there  is,  it  wiU 
subside  and  there  is  no  harm  done. 
But  it  means  that  one  should  oor- 
rect  his  technic  Keep  away  from 
the  apical  regkm  with  instruments. 
What  the  object  in  forcing  a  foreign 
material  through  a  root-canal  la  any 
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case  is,  I  cannot  see.  Such  a  process 
disturbs  the  delicate  adjustment  of 
vessels  and  tissues  that  should 
properly  cover  the  root-end,  and  is 
unscientific.  Nature  la  wonderfully 
tolerant  and  will  encyst  many 
foreign  subatanoea;  but  wliy  aak 
it  of  her? 

When  we*  have  a  fistula,  treat  the 
tooth  once  with  the  silver  solution; 
force  Daldn's  solution  through  the 
fiitula  ooce  or  twice,  and  if  this  does 
not  one  it*  repeat  again.  At  the 
last  treatment  apply  the  silver 
tieibnent  several  timea  in.  auooes- 
sion  and  fill. 

With  a  Uind  abscess  do  the  same 
thing  tm 

80  much  for  a  general  outline  of  the 
manner  in  wUdh  to  use  this  metliod. 
More  practical  points  will  be  seen 
in  the  dinic  given  by  Dr.  Sicgfned. 
HI  iittve  mentioned  capillary 
attraction  as  a  buc/bar  in  carrying 
this  material  to  its  desired  place. 
Capillary  attraction  will  carry  the 
mudicaments  fiw  bofond  wliat  usu- 
ally is  supposed.  Place  a  fine  ^lass 
tubing  upon  a  drop  of  water  and 
note  the  cxteAt  of  the  rise.  Drill  a 
^Mle  in  iSie  crown  of  a  laboratory 
tooth  with  a  number  one-half 
mad  bur,  aa  far  aa  tiie  pulp  cham- 
ber; dean  out  the  shavings  and 
•tand  it  upriglit  upon  a  drop  of  the 
ahrer  solutian;  after  two  minutes 
grind  off  the  side  of  the  tooth  and 
Iqr  it  in  the  sun.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  silver  has  permeated  into  the 
tooth  and  followed  the  canals  to  the 
very  end;  this  is  what  may  be  made 
to  happen  within  a  tooth.  An 
"Whimient  placed  within  a  canal 
win  reduce  its  sise;  It  will  lemove 
^iriodt,  tills  win  act  as  an  aid  to 
cMQarity.  The  force  that  causes 
li*|dds  to  rise  in  small  tubes,  ink  in 
Plotting  paper,  moisture  in  absor- 


bent cotten,  and  oil  in  wicks,  also 
will  cause  liquids  to  rise  in  teeth. 
(See  illustrations.) 
In  this  case  but  little  instrumen- 
tation is  necessary.  An  instrument 
placed  in  tiie  larger  canals  will 
reduce  the  sise  and  thus  aid  capiU 
lary  attraction,  for  this  force  is  the 
greater  in  small  tubes;  it  will 
prevent  airlock.  But  if  the  cavity 
and  canals  are  flooded,  capillary 
attraction  will  carry  the  liquids  to 
the  very  end  of  the  root  and  into  all 
fine  canals  as  well  as  into  the  sub- 
stance of  the  tooth  itself.  This 
retiuires,  perhaps,  from  tliree  to 
five  minutes*  In  some  cases  moisten- 
ed cotton  points  are  better  to  use 
tiian  brocMiiies. 

Dental  and  medical  literature  has 
been  flooded  with  articles  setting 
forth  the  dangers  that  may  arise 
from  infections  of  the^rpe  tiiat  are 
fbund  about  diseased  tooth-roots.  If 
a  small  percentage  of  these  repre^ 
sentations  are  true,  then  an  eden- 
tulous condition  can  be  the  only 
safe  tUng.  There  are  many  things  to 
be  considered  before  acceptmg  too 
lidlly  this  theory.  The  so-called 
streptococcus  viridans  have  been  the 
micro-organism  held  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  this  danger.  Two  dass- 
ificatlons  of  slieptococcus  are  ad- 
hcvsd  to  at  the  present  time;  one, 
the  hemolytic,  so  termed  because  it 
acts  on  blood  to  clear  up  a  sone 
about  its  colonies;  the  other,  the 
ncn-hemolytic,  which  does  not 
attack  the  blood  in  media  to  any 
appredalriie  extent.  The  non-hemo- 
lytic  streptococd  are  heterogenous. 
That  Is,  this  variety  is  mixed  and 
confused  In  its  characteristics.  It  is 
to  this  dass  that  the  so-called 
viridans  bdong.  These  micro- 
organisms are  termed  viridans  be- 
cause the  colonies  are  green  upon 
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blood-agar;  so  do  colonies  of  various 
other  micro-organisms.  But  the 
characteristic  that  immediately 
concerns  us  is  that  they  are  more 
saprophytic  and  "  cause  disease 
only  under  exceptional  conditions 
of  pre-existing  infection  or  lowered 
resistance.*'  **  Even  in  sub-acute 
bacterial  endocarditis,  when  this 
type  of  streptococcus  is  foimd  con- 
stantly in  the  blood  stream,  the 
growth  of  this  variety  of  strepto- 
cocci on  a  previously 'injured  valve 
seems  purely  saprophytic."  These 
micro-organisms  are  present  in  all 
healthy  mouths.  "  Their  absence 
only  has  been  observed  where  frank, 
infection  by  other  bacteria  has 
resulted  in  their  temporary  exclus- 
sion."  They  are  present  even  in 
dust.  This  is  the  type  that  has  be^ 
isolated  from  dental  abscesses;  so 
one  has  been  able  to  produce  a 
dental  abscess  by  their  injection;  it 
is  only  about  pulpleas  teeth  that 
abscesses  occur.  Here  the  tissue 
resistance  is  lowered.  Keep  up  the 
resistance  of  the  oral  tissue  and  the 
normal  mouth  flora  never  will  enter 
it.  And  what  holds  true  in  the  mouth 
in  regard  to  infection  of  tliis  type» 
holds  equally  true  in  any  pert  of  the 
body.  Theseinfections  are  secondary. 
41  On  tiie  other  hand,  hemolytic 
streptococci  rarely  are  found  in  the 
mouth.  Indeed  they  have  a  very 
Umited  occurrence  in  man»  but  thi^ 
possess  hifl^y  devdoped  Invastve 
and  disease-producing  qualities. 
They  are  the  cause  of  "milk- 
^)idemtcs»  purulent  inliBCtionSa 
abscesses;  and  they  play  a  part  in 
bifonffho"pne^^^*M?^^Miip  and  in  many 
other  diseases." 

But  little  is  known  of  diseases 
attributed  to  the  teeth.  The  harm 
In  the  theory  is  two-fold:  FM,  it  has 
caused  the  ruthless  extraction  of 


teeth;  second y  it  has  allowed  grave 
complications   to   result,  because 
major  catises  have  been  overlooked 
while  the  attention  of  the  medical 
and  dental  practitioner  has  been 
fastened  upon  a  minor  factor. 
Dentistry  need  not  admit  that  it  is 
a  failure;  nor  should  dentistry  allow 
medicine  to  make  a  scapegoat  of  the 
teeth  for  the  bodily  ills  about  which 
no  one,  as  yet,  knows  much. 
The  teeth  are  an  important  and 
necessary    part    of   the  digestive 
apparatus  and  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  save  them.  I  believe  that 
wc  are  able  to  do  this  scientifically 
and  safely  as  far  as  the  rest  of  the 
economy  is  concerned.  An  elaborate 
technic  is  not  necessary.  If  our 
science  is  soimd,  its  application  is 
direct  and  simple.  We  are  thus  able 
to  serve  the  masses. 
The  method  of  root-canal  treatment 
that  I  have  described  has  been 
tried  out  here  and  abroad  on  an 
extensive  scale,  and  the  reports 
received  have  eoofirmed  the  wisdom 
of  its  adoption. 

REMARKS  INTERSPERSED  WHILB 
READING  THE  PAPER. 

Ill  my  talk  I  am  endeavoring  to 
speak  of  facts,  not  theory.  This 
method  has  been  thoroughly  tried 
out  in  the  French  Army  and  in  the 
Sanitary  School  of  the  S]q>editioa- 
aiy  Force  of  America;  here  they 
report  that  it  is  the  only  tiling  they 
could  use.  In  Great  Britain,  in 
Canada  and  in  Holland  it  has  been 
in  use;  in  some  of  our  amy  canton- 
ments as  well  as  the  out-going  porta 
it  also  has  been  used.  The  saving 
of  a  great  number  of  teeth  that 
otherwise  would  have  had  to  be 
eitracted  has  been  made  possible; 
these  teeth  have  been  saved  with 
but  few  treatments* 
The  ^Hiite  blood  corposdes  aie  a

part  but  not  all  of  the  natural 
defenses  against  bacterial  invasion. 
The  human  system  possesses  a  very 
formidable  means  of  protection 
against  infection,  particularly 
against  the  normal  bacterial  flora  of 
the  digestive  tract. 
Man  is  not  hermetically  sealed  and 
"point  of  entrance"  as  ordinarily  in- 
terpreted is  meaningless.  No  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  "  point  of  entrance'* 
in  scarlet  fever,  chicken-pox,  diph- 
theria, small -pox  or  any  other 
communicable  disease.  One  comes 
into  contact  with  a  carrier  and  con-

ditions  being  favorable  acquires  the 
disease.  It  is  all  a  point  of  entrance 
from  one  end  of  the  alimentary 
canal  to  the  other. 
Under  ordinary  circumstances 
active  and  virulent  infections  are 
met  by  the  protective  processes  of 
the  blood  stream  and  the  tissue 
cells  and  are  destroyed;  during  this 
process  poisons  are  set  free  and  the 
individual  is  ill.  Soon  an  augmented 
resistance  is  acquired  and  a  specific 
immunity  exists. 

Infections  are  of  course  introduced 
into  the  body  in  other  ways,  for

example,  malaria,  where  the  par- 
asite is  incubated  in  the  body  of  the 
mosquito  and  injected  from  their 
salivary  glands  directly  into  the 
circulation.  This  parasite  attacks 
the  cells  of  the  blood  itself.  The 
hookworm  which  is  supposed  to 
enter  through  the  soles  of  the  feet, 
shows  another  method  of  entrance 
of  disease  into  the  body. 
But  in  diseases  about  the  teeth,  we 


find  the  normal  mouth  flora  growing 
in  tissue,  the  resistance  of  which  has 
become  lowered.  This  is  similar  to 
what  occurs  in  those  circumscribed 
or  local  areas  that  some  term  **  foci 
of  infection."  Precisely  what  occurs 
in  the  one,  occurs  in  the  other.  That 
is,  so  far  as  infection  goes,  what 
occurs  in  pyorrhea  or  about  a 
pulpless  tooth  also  occurs  in,  say, 
gastric     ulcer.     Both  represent 
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This  shows  the  effect  produced  by  capillary  attraction.  These  teeth  were 
drUled  into  from  the  grinding  or  cutting  surface  until  the  pulp  chamber 
was  reached.  They  were  then  stood  upright  on  a  drop  of  the  silver  solu- 
tion for  varying  periods  of  time,  20  seconds,  3  minutes,  S  minutes,  etc. 


limited  and  defined  areas.  The 
introduction  of  micro-organisms 
of  streptococcus  viridans  in  any- 
thing like  a  reasonable  dose,  and  by 
that  I  mean  not  an  overwhelming 
dose,  into  the  bodies  of  animals  will 
not  iM"oduce  the  disease.  The 
resistance  of  the  part  must  first  be 
lowered;  the  infection  is  secondary. 
Streptococcus  viridans  will  not 
attack  healthy  tissue.  No  one  has 
yet  succeeded  in  producing  pyorrhea 
iU)r  a  granuloma  by  the  injection  of 
any  micro-organisms  or  group  of 
xnicro-organisms.  A  condition  that 


simulates  pyorrhea  may  be  produced 
by  diet,  however.  You  will  see  an 
account  of  some  of  my  studies  upon 
this  subject  elsewhere.  As  for 
gastric  ulcer,  it  is  very  common 
among  laboratory  animals;  Mann 
produced  it  in  ninety  per  cent  of  his 
animals  by  removing  the  adrenals: 
it  may  be  produced  in  a  variety  of 
other  ways. 

Now  no  one  can  logically  explain 
so-called  secondary  foci  of  infection 
until  they  can  explain  the  primary 
focus.  Yet  this  is  exactly  what  is 
being  done. 
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In  my  paper  I  have  spoken  of  the 
confusion  that  exists  regarding 
streptococci.  It  is  possible  to  get 
diphtheroic^  to  assume  a  strepto- 
coccal form.  B.  Bifidus  will  do  the 
same  thing,  as  I  have  shown,  and  so 
will  other  micro-organisms,  but  the 
division  in  the  classification  of 
streptococci  that  is  quite  definitely 
adhered  to  is  the  distinction  between 
the  hemolytic  and  the  nonhemolytic. 
The  streptococcus  viridan  belongs 
to  the  last  class  and  is  non -virulent 
or  very  low  in  vinilency,  nor  can  it 
be  made  to  become  in  any  sense  a 
virulent  micro-organism.  Why  this 
common  mouth  micro-organism 
should  be  chosen  as  the  baiis  for  the 
idea  that  the  teeth  cotlft  gencnl 
diseases  is  not  clear  to  me. 
We  still  have  five  inches  of  mouth, 
the  teeth  lUfTOunded  with  thick 
fibrous  tissue,  and  thirty  feet  of 
inteatine  with  its  tissue  of  absorp* 
tion»  and  not  thirty  feet  of  mouth 
and  five  inches  of  tntettiiie. 
Aa  one  notable  man  has  said  after 
examining  the  teeth  of  soldiers  in 
the  British  army»  **  If  the  teeth  had 
much  to  do  with  feneral  disease  the 
whole  English  race  would  have  been 
exterminated  long  ago." 
The  trouble  with  this  theory  la  that 
the  medical  profession  Is  heaping 
its  deadwood  on  to  the  dental  pro- 
fession, and  again  very  distressing* 
things  have  oocured,  because  being 
satisfied  with  such  a  superficial 
interpretation  of  disease,  very  grave 
conditions  have  been  overlooked 
until  they  have  gotten  beyond 
control.  A  large  amount  of  very  in- 
excusable extraction  also  has 
occurred  9^ 

The  viridans  in  the  mouth  are  no 
serious  matter.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  a  sterile  mouth  nor  has 
nature  ever  intended  that  there 


should  be,  and  if  we  must  have 
micro-organisms  there,  we  are  for- 
tunate not  to  have  any  that  are 
more  virulent  as  constant  inhabi- 
tants. These  do  not  attack  healthy 
tissue.  Viridans  never  localize  in  a 
joint  without  a  reason  and  that 
reason  is  previous  injury  to  the  part. 
C  Primary  and  secondary  foci  arc 
independent  processes.  The  removal 
of  one  affects  the  other  only  on  the 
basis    of   taking   the  load  off  the 
resistance.  Tissue  resistance  is  the 
thing  to  aim  for  in  mouth  treat- 
ment; this  is  the  governing  factor 
in  these  conditions. 
But  I  am  far  from  my  original  topic. 
€1  In  ordinary  cavity  preparation 
we  do  not  get  sterility  of  the  teeth; 
I  have  examined  many  otci  and 
they  all  show  infection. 
This  material  is  simply  an  amnion- 
lacal  aoltttion  of  silver  nitrate.  I 
haive  given  the  formula;  it  will 
Iienetrate  only  diseased  dentin;  it 
produces  a  very  exoeptional  degree 
of  sterility;  it  not  only  produces 
sterility  it  also  blocks  the  tubuU  with 
findy-dividsd  silver.  Silver  nitrate 
does  not  pfodaioe  any  depth  of 
ttfirlTiffittfffn  nor  does  fbrmaUn*  The 
usual  methods  produce  merely  sur> 
face  aNfffflaaffcTn.  I  take  three  grams 
of  dlveriiltniteandaddooec.  c  of 
diitilled  water  and  by  the  akl  of  a 
little  heat  dissolve  the  crystals;  then 
add  two  and  one-half  c  c.  of 
twenty-eight  ammonia;  this  throws 
down  a  black  precipitate  of  silver 
Olid  vAiidn  is  soluble  in  an  excess 
of  the  ammonia.  Some  of  the  black 
precipitate  is  left  which  shows  that 
there  Is  no  excess  of  ammonia. 
My  colored  girl  made  this  and  she  is 
a  better  oook  than  chemist. 
Many  substances  will  throw  down 
sOver,  but  I  prefer  formaUn.  Teat 
the  afltion  vouraelf. 
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In  pnlpless  teeth  the  fint  thing  to  be 
mat  of  it  thorough  appUcatioD. 
Work  it  down  into  the  putrescent 
pulp:  I  put  in  a  good  dose  of  the 
silver,  with  a  glatt  tube,  and  puddle 
it  in»  and  let  the  direds  of  ofvanic 
matter  abtorb  it  to  the  very  end  of

the  mt;  if  ywL  put  in  enou^  you 
win  acrompHah  tUa.  Bat  in  beakhy 
time  the  atbumlDoua  matter  wfll 
coagulate  and  limit  the  action. 
After  you  have  done  this  the  pulp  ia 
rtlffmed  and  aterile* 
fimm  resUiance  it  an  tM-m^arlmnt 
fteior.  If  the  streptococcua  viridans 


caused  aU  the  troubles  attributed  to 
it,  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  inoculate 
your  ptttient  with  a  aerum  or 
vaodne  from  this  micro-organism 
and  he  will  become  immune. 
It  ia  not  true  that  pneumonia  is 
oauaed  by  diseased  teeth.  You

I  firmly  believe  that  the  time  has 
come  in  tlie  dental  profession  for  the 
building  of  a  new — as  David  Uoyd 
George  said  prevkMis  to  the  great 
present  War—  "The  time  has 
come  for  a  tiiorough  overhauling  of 
our  conditions  (in  liis  address  before 


the  House  of  British  Commons); 
this  time  comes  to  every  enterprise, 
commercial,  national,  governmental 
and  religious,  and  woe  to  the  genera- 
tion who  lacks  the  cotirage  to  under- 
take the  task/' 

I  do  not  wish  to  imdertake  the 
ordeal  of  change,  but  in  the  words 
of  Henry  Ward  Beecher.  *«  I  wish  to 
drop  these  thoughts  like  eggs  that 
you  may  brood  over  them."  I  have 
them  in  mind  and  soul  and  like  the 
man  wlio  put  to  sea  he  said  that  he 
was  not  interested  in  fish  culture  but 
he  had  something  he  wished  to  give 

up  9^*^ 

Therefore  if  dentistry  wishes  to  lift 
itself  up,  it  cannot  be  done  by  taking 
hold  of  its  own  boot  straps,  but  from 
the  outside.  Reforms  as  a  rule  come 
ftom  without  first  and  after  action 
from  wiltiin. 

I  will  try  to  point  out  the  defect  in 
hopes  that  the  same  may  bring  sane, 
hedHhy,  Interesting,  discossioa  and 
eventually  the  remedy*  For  con- 
venience in  the  diagnosis  let  me  ^ve 
the  items  an  indi^uality  in  num- 
ber. If  I  name  the  malady  and  give 
the  remedy  do  not  think  I  wish  to 
free  you  from  discussion  for  both 
may  have  your  blows  and  this  will 
make  it  more  double  in  character. 

First,  Btth^DealdStTy  started 
at  the  bartier*pole.  It  did  not,  sorry 
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to  say,  start  as  a  branch  of 
medicine  as  it  should,  therefore  the 
remedy  is  to  get  into  doeer  relation- 
ship soon  and  be  a  part  of  the 
medical  profctskm  like  the  eye,  ear» 
nose,  throat  or  any  other  specialty 
of  medicitte — for  the  daaaificatkm  sa 
that  dentistiy  ts  a  branch  of 
MwHcinc*  Pof^et  your  fo,tlier  or 
mother,  the  barber,  and  unite  as 
that  from  which  you  are  receiving 
much  aid  and  have  from  time  of 
childhood.  The  value  of  the  part 
depends  upon  the  whole  as  to  re- 
latiooshtp 

Swmd,  Su^p^  BUfiiiest.— The 
dmlal  profeaaional  buahieas  la  In 
a  MiiK  a  supply  buShiess  plus 
labor.  Each  and  every  one  should 
OMUidcr  that  every  item  of  ivork 
it  more  or  less  on  the  supply  business 
bttis  and  govern  htroself  In  fee 
aooordingly — for  the  charges  for  the 
profrisional  part  are  usually  less 
than  the  medkal  man  gets  for 
lookfaig  at  the  tongue  and  writing 
a  ptesmipUop  on  paper,  and  with  a 
pencil  given  to  him.  Therefore  to 
that  end  the  profession  should  In  a 
•ease,  one  and  all,  have  some  daims 
In  the  profit  ftom  the  supply  end. 
How  can  this  be  done?  By  fraternal 
o>H)perBtion  in  business. 
ThinI,  Knocking. — I  find  that  the 
profession  are  given  to  complain- 
ing about  the  work  of  the  brother.  It 
Keins  to  be  common.  This  is  not 
fratcmalism.  How  can  it  be  avoided? 
By  getting  acquainted  with  each 
Other  on  friendly  terms,  and  by  the 
general  education  of  the  profession. 
€.  Fourth,  Income. — The  income  of 
the  profession  as  a  whole  is  very 
•'nail  and  in  a  sense  ridiculous 
You  cannot  set  a  rating  on  the 
profession  by  Bradstrect  or  Dun — 
with  few  exceptions.  The  dentist  is 
able  to  put  in  so  many  hours  a

41  In  comparing  th( 
many  operations  in 
command  as  much  skill 
the  other  professions,  but 
comparison  in  the  fees  that  you  caiT 
coUect  or  oommand.  It  micht  take 
fifteen  to  twsnty^five  minutes  to 
remove  your  appendhc  and  the  fee 
would  be  from  fifty  to  five  hundred 
dollars.  The  time  to  put  in  an  ordi- 
nary small  piece  of  work  would 
brine  from  one  to  three  dollars  in 
some  of  the  lines  of  dentistry  and 
the  ceneral  public  would  think  it 
outrageous  if  you  asked  moie.  Why 
oould  you  not  ask  more?  For  the 
reason  that  most  of  your  brethren 
ask  about  the  same.  They  will  not 
stand  together. 

The  ordinary  optician  who  spends 
thirty  to  sixty  days  to  get  a  degree 
iRduch  makes  it  possible  to  use  the 
word  "  Doctor "  can  make  better 
fees  on  the  time  spent  than  the 
dentist.  And  the  Lord  only  knows 
what  the  legal  profession  can  make 
on  the  simple  effort  of  writing  a 
letter — oftentimes  a  Uiousand  dol- 
lars or  more. 

Fijth,  Specialty.  -  Claim  as  a  spe- 
cialty of  medicine.  It  is  nol,  nixd 
it  is.  Why  is  it  not?  For  the  reason 
it  started  at  the  barber  }X)lr,  has 
made  strides  remarkable;  but  think 
of  what  it  would  mean  if  it  had  had 
a  decent  birth  place  and  was  not  an 
orphan.  How  is  it  a  specialty  when 
it  cannot  practise  inedicme.''  Siiould 
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it  not  be  a  part  of  the  whole  as  much 
as  one  pert  of  the  anatomy  is  essen- 
tial to  the  whole?  Is  it  not  working 
that  way?  Then  why  not  push  it? 
This  will  certainly  elevate  the  pro- 
fession and  benefit  the  public.  The 
systemic  infections  from  the  mouth 
show  the  reason  why.  Who  discov- 
ered them?  Why,  the  rcecarch 
workers  in  medicine. 
Sixth,  Group  Practice,— VJhy  not 
get  together  in  the  fofm  of  group 
practice?  I  mean  the  eevml  ipedal- 
ties  of  dentistry.  Associate  in  close 
partnership  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole,  rather  than  divide  the  lasne 
into  ao  many  separate  offices  and 
away  ftom  each  other.  In  fact  the 
plan  of  co-operating  in  the  gnnip 
practice  ii  shown  in  the  great 
attainment*  of  the  Mayo  brothers, 
and  others  who  are  doeely  united. 
"  Where  two  are  united  in  perfect 
unity  they  can  put  a  thoutand  to 
fligitt;"  atudy  it.  The  ahihbaleth  of 
the  timea  ia  co-operation.  In  group 
practice  every  department  could  be 
represented  and  eadi  receive  not 
only  a  profit  on  liis  own  aervioea  but 
of  the  other  departments  and  each 
other  in  the  final.  The  uniting  would 
lessen  burdensi  increase  prestige  and 
'add  income.  It  would  certainly^  if 
each  was  up  to  the  hi|^  mailt  in  his 
department,  make  one  of  the  strong- 
.  est  institutions  to  which  the  public 
would  naturally  be  attracted. 
Seventh,  Sducalhnei  ImtUuUBne. 
— Why  should  the  colleges  go  out 
to  the  High  Schools  and  ftvms  for 
the  students?  As  it  appears  to  me> 
if  the  profession  reidly  haUd  up  the 
supply  business,  the  colleges,  and  the 
mouthpieces,  they  should  not  be 
davesv  for  the  time  has  come  for 
the  dentist  to  emancipate  himself 
firom  the  pay  of  a  poverty  pcofesrion. 
The  institutions  are  in  some  cases  a 


part  of  some  Christian  body.  Wh\ 
not  "prove  all  things,"  then,  "  come 
reason  out  among  ourselves."  Then 
if  that  is  right  let  me  say  this — that 
if  85  per  cent  of  mankind  represent 
misfits  in  the  vocations  of  life, 
we  as  dentists  should  be  superior 
to  others  if  we  wish  tiie  good 
name,  for  with  it  we  can  advance 
the  usefulness  and  the  pay;  there* 
fore  the  dental  office  is  tlie  place  i 
to  start  the  young  man  out  i» 
For  if  he  put  in  one  year  with  a 
dentist  he  would  certainly  know  at 
the  end  of  that  time  if  his  qualifr 
cations  and  tikes  were  in  that  Une, 
rather  than  allow  him  to  spend 
money  and  time  at  a  loss*  to  after- 
wards find  out  that  he  was  a  misfit 
That  is  the  reason  wl^  about  30  per 
cent  or  more  never  follow  up  the 
proicssioii  but  epeoA  so  miwh  ttaie 
for  nau|^  Further,  why  slioukltibe : 
institutians  entice  you  into  tte 
school  on  the  grounds  of  the  pis' ; 
fession  being  such  a  fine  plaoe  to 
make  an  eaqr,  good  living,  and  after 
take  away  a  part  of  it  in  the  ooa- 
ductfaig  of  a  dinic  that  might  net 
profit  of  a  hundred  thousand  doOait 
or  more  annually.  If  90  per  cent  d 
tbc  public  are  la  need  of  dentistryj 
and  50  per  oent  are  one  week  froei 
the  Poor  House,  why  should  not  the 
Christian  institutions  work  for  the 
poor,  not  at  a  profit,  hut  at  real  cost 
#1  The  dental  profession  should  by 
united  effort  now  come  into  what  ii 
jusHy  due  them  by  the  daimlng  of 
that  part  of  the  public  which 
amounts  to  90  per  cent  who  axe 
neglected  In  dental  work.  How  ess 
it  be  done?  By  the  compiUng  of 
writing  of  a  text  book  on  tiie  teetli 
that  may  be  used  in  the  variosll 
schools  of  the  states  of  the  Union* 
Let  every  school,  even  Sundsf 
fHioflit,  twarh  qf  ttut  prafftiral  t^^'fj 
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—this  is  tnily  Christianity^  it  the 
working  Und.  Why  not  educate  the 
pubHc  to  save,  as  in  the  Saving 
Aooounts  of  the  Banks,  for  tlie 
express  purpose  of  looking  after 
their  teeth.  Why  not  start  the  Insur- 
anee  plan  which  can  be  woriced  out 
<m  the  percentage  basis  Uke  any 
other  Hne.  Why  not  start  the  Stamp 
Sivingi  Flan  to  meet  the  care  of  the 
majority  who  need  dental  service 
for  the  weUare  of  health;  every 
student  admitted  to  the  class  room 
free  from  dental  troubles  win  shorten 

tiietimefbr  tiieir  educatkm^if  they 
are  properly  nourished*  and  this 
bnogi  to  my  mind  the  fact  on  edu- 
cation of  the  pfofMon  as  well  as 
the  publio— wfaidk  is  Uib-^bat 
teeth  are  manufactured  from  chemi- 
cals extracted  from  the  earth  by  the 
vegetable  kingdom;  teeth  are  made 
bard  or  toft  in  resistance  in  accord- 
ance with  tiie  chemicals  furnished, 
and  I  bdxeve  this  is  one  of  the  im- 
portant items  in  our  education — and 
tike  dentist  as  a  specialist  of  medicine 
ahould  look  to  this  point.  There  is 
no  end  to  the  connection  of  the  sub- 
ject if  we  wished  to  take  care  of  it 
ri^t.  It   would   mean   a  general 
reversal  of  things;  this  we  cannot 
do  at  this  time ;  I  only  wish  to  say 
that  the  burdt  n  or  responsibility  of 
the  whole  America  as  to  their  teeth 
does  truly  rest  on  the  profession.  It 
w  up  to  them  if  they  do  tlieir  duty 
to  see  that  the  human  family  in 
America  suffer  not.  If  they  wish  to 
keep  the  good  name  of  dentistry,  it 
w  up  to  them  to  see  that  the  govern- 
nients  of  the  several  states,  or  the 
Federal  control  of  our  nation  look 
to  the  first  item  of  importance — 
BtttUh—foT  the  health  and  length 
of  life  of  the  nation  represents 
1*^3  wealth.  Therefore  if  we  are  all 
^  Americans  we  must  look  to  the 


health  of  the  Individualt,  be  they 
poor  or  tyAkf  for  if  poor«  tlie<  ap|)fo> 
priataont  thwiM  come  fafffer  than 
for  many  other  Unet — first  things 
fint.  Why  thoiild  thit  be  done?  If 
the  tax  be  increased  and  the  govem- 
mentt  estabHdi  dental  hospitals  for 
that  pufpoee  and  put  the  dentist  on 
decent  pay,  which  would  be  better 
an  round  than  to  do  a  great  per  cent 
of  work  for  charity.  Charity  is  a 
curse;  it  should  be  removed.  It 
should  be  removed  sufficiently  to,  at 
least,  give  mankind  freedom  from 
physical  dental  pafai  or  decay. 
€][ As  Napoleon  said,  "Fear  and 
selfishness  have  been  the  two  forces 
necessary  to  force  mankind  on  in 
his  advancement."  I  say  no — why  if 
we  look  «t  things  in  the  right  light 
we  win  as  a  duty  do  things.  If  a  man 
is  in  proper  light  would  he  be  selfish 
or  show  fear?  Selfishness  is  wrong. 
Selfishness  is  the  cause  of  the  differ- 
ences of  men  and  nations  apparently 
therefore  let  us  as  dentists  forget  tlie 
methods  of  the  past  and  take  "  a 
southwesterly  course."  Finally  let 
me  say  thai  the  dental  profession, 
united,  must  demand  through  prop- 
er education  of  the  public  the  respect 
for  the  services  rendered ,  as  to  fee, 
he  is  the  most  underpaid. 
The  college  should  immediately 
establish  a  chair  on  business  science 
so  necessary  in  the  sending  out  of  the 
young  dentist  in  the  right  attitude  to 
the  public  on  fees,  as  well  as  the 
benefit  to  the  brother  dentist  in 
practice.  If  all  were  united  on  the 
fee  question  every  one  would  in- 
crease their  income — ^but  it  is  the 
cutting  of  fees  that  tempts  one 
and  all  to  get  his  share. 
Eighth,  As  to  Mouth  Pieces. — I 
believe  that  they  should  be  in 
command  of  the  professicm  and 
not  the  supply  houses,  for  the 
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supply  houses  are  liable  to  pigeon- 
hole some  items  that  might  l^e  of 
interest  to  the  dentist.  The  pro- 
fession is  here  responsible  for  this, 
for  if  they  wish  to  coine  into  their 
own  they  will  certainly  have  to  be 
brotherly  and  co-operate  unselfishly. 

^License. — ^The  riglit  to  practise 
should,  as  it  appears  to  me,  through 
the  United  States  be  national.  We  as 
a  nation  are  united  liy  states.  Why 
should  the  dentist  in  the  various 
states  be  so  myopic  as  to  feel  selfish 
or  hurt  when  a  brother  wishes  to 
practise  in  his  state?  If  he  is  quali- 
fied in  his  own  state,  he  is  surely 
able  in  your  state — for  humanity 
does  not  differ,  and  why  should 
colleges  in  the  knowledge  imparted 
differ.  Let  the  dental  profession 
demand,  united,  a  high  standard  of 
the  college  and,  united,  grant  a 
universal  license.  This  is  a  step  up- 
ward. It  is  not  downward.  If  it  is 
natural,  that  is  according  to  the  laws 
of  nature,  how  can  it  l>e  evil?  Cut 
out  all  politics  in  the  profession  and 
unite  as  brothers  quickly.  If  the 
forces  of  tlie  past  have  been  fear  and 
selfishness,  let  me  suggest  two  new 
ones  of  high  grade  character — viz., 
hyperopic  vision  and  courage. 

DerUta  SoaVftW.—  I  believe  that 
a  great  deal  of  time  is  wasted  in 
the  form  of  oonductinc  dental 
society  meetingi^I  note  that  a 
great  amount  of  time  is  spent  in  the 
display  room;  that  while  the  lecturee  * 
are  an,  the  display  men  are  con- 
ducting affairs  in  opposition.  This 
can  be  avoided  by  certain  rules  and 
regulations;  further  the  dsnics  are 
at  times  only  limited  to  the  view  of  a 
few,  and  some  oome  at  the  time 
others  are  in  action.  It  is  not  so 
much  the  new  appliance  as  the 
knowledge  or  science  of  overcoming 


difficulties  that  should  interest  the  i 
profession. 

I  am  informed  by  the,  editor  that  | 
my  limit  is  so  much  space,  this  being  i 
so  I  cannot  go  further  and  must 
now  bring  the  subject  to  a  doee. 
even  though  other  topics  under 
important  headtngs  have  been  laid 
out  for  a  more  extended  article. 
There  is  one  subject  which  I  wish  to 
mention  to  show  just  how  the 
dental  profession  stands  in  retetion* 
diip  to  income  and  credit,  finan- 
ciatty  9^  J» 

In  the  island  of  Australia,   I  am 
informed  that  the  value  of  a  deut.ii  , 
practice,  in  case  of  sale,  is  regulated  j 
according   to   the   arnouat   of  the  . 
amiual  income — it  being  considered 
equal.  In  America,  the  supply  houses 
will  fit  you  out  on  time  basis,  like  the 
brewers,  and  you  may  set  up  next 
door  to  any  one  you  wish  and  for  a 
time  advertise,  and  work  the  church 
if  you  wish  rather  than  consider  that  , 
it  is  worth  something  to  buy  out  a  i 
fellow  who  has  worked  up  a  good 
business.  This  shows  just  what  the 
profession  has — is — or  holds;  in  fact 
a  common  way  is  to  endeavor  to  get 
in  as  an  assistant  and  then  open 
next  door — for  if  you  have  been 
allowed  to  work  on  the  pul)lic,  they 
will  naturally  come  to  those  who 
have  done  the  work — if  your  influ 
ence  is  great  enough — usually  it  is. 

4L  I  know  of  a  friend  who  had  a  big 
business  whidi  had  been  eitabUshed 
many  years—with  the  finest  location 
in  the  town  or  section,  with  the  best 
of  people  and  commanding  excellent 
fees.  He  tried  to  sell.  He  brought 
dentists  from  several  states — tried 
for  eight  years  to  sell  for  half  the 
original  cost  of  tlie  furnishings,  with 
no  bonus,  and  he  could  not  find  one  \ 
who  had  much  more  than  about  one  I 
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tcntii  to  cue  twentieth  of  the  amount 
to  pay  down.  The  balanoe  to  be  paid 
for  in  the  futufe  (txna  the  place. 
Thiak  of  it»  the  great  nugority  have 
not.  Then  look  to  the  health  of  the 
iadividiial— Co  the  length  of  liili— ^ 
to  the  amount  that  can  be  laved  on 
the  feea,  and  flie  knorlring  of  the 
public  aa  well  as  the  fratermty.  And 
you  lay  that  the  profearion  needs 
not  changeHliat  it  is  a  buUy  pro- 
fttaon.  Well  look  agaln-^t  time 
to  unite  aad  demand  what  is  justly 
due  one  and  alL  The  idea  of  trusting 
hvaanity  without  asrarity;  to  your 
iBDBty  without  security  nnd  thmw 
iac  in  laboc  and  outside  expenses  as 
we  ate  doing  la  buying  mippBcs;  to 
hand  freely  over  to  the  dear  public 
who  win  not  thank  you  for  the 


and  often  abuse  you — why  the 
ordinary  cement  man  who  has  only 
the  outlay  of  fiee  in  joining  the 
profession  has  got  you  backed  off 
the  board  in  the  net  income. 
Yon  cannot  hope  under  the  past 
and  present  methods  to  make  much 
for  the  old  mat  of  tlie  profession  in 
the  minority  of  cases — you  are 
prevented  from  earning  a  cent  on 
the  empfoyment  of  labor,  unless  you 
become  a  ao*called  quack  and  adver- 
tise for  the  business  therefore  how 
can  we  best  increase  our  worth  and 
gain  the  recognition  justly  due  us. 
€1  In  conduston-^May  we  one  and 
aB  appreciate  the  tidies  of  each 
other  in  the  mental  fiscukies  and 
endeavor  to  draw  it  out  for  the 
benefit  of  the  whole  profession.

DENTISTRY

41  The  Army  Dental  Corps  of  today 
is  an  innovation  in  ndlltary  circles. 

In  the  good  c^d  days  when  the  army 
was  on  a  peace  footing  and  there  was 
not  the  faintest  hint  of  a  World 
War,  to  say  nothing  of  an  United 
States  Army  numbering  into  the 
millions,  the  Dental  Corps  was  com- 
posed of  hut  ;i  handful  of  dentists- 
less  than  a  huiulrc'cl.  These  men  went 
from  post  to  jKDSt  trying  to  do  what 
they  could  to  alleviate  the  dental 
nfflictions  of  the  soldiers. 
It  is  said  that  the  dental  surp/ons 
were  so  few  and  far  between  tixat 


^RMY 
What  is  it?  Doubt- 
less you  have  heard 
the  term  used  with- 
out  stopping  to 
think  just  what  it 
means.  Army  den- 
hfcry  is  the  best  dentistry  •possible 
done  in  the  shortest  possible  space 
of  time, 

^  The  question  arises  in  our  minds 
S8to  whether  or  not  we  have  Rain<  d 
Snything  by  our  sojourn  in  the 
■nny.  It  sM^ms  that  we  have  nc- 
tt)inplished  something,  as  drntal 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  army 
today  are  on  a  completely  different 
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many  of  these  men  never  had  an 
opportunity  to  meet  each  other,  a 
dental  officer  frequently  working 
alone  for  a  number  of  years. 
€[  Today  this  is  quite  changed.  The 
dental  unit  sprung  into  existence 
with  all  its  p>ower  and  influence, 
making  for  better  dentistry,  both  in 
the  army  and  in  civil  life. 
The  average  dental  officer  is  quite 
ywing,  a  condition  which  without 
any  attempt  to  be  facetious  will  be 
remedied  by  time.  Our  methods  of 
operating  and  the  reasons  for  so 
doing  will  be  indeliUy  ttamped 
upon  the  mtndi  of  thete  Mune  young 
men  after  tiwy  have  served  a  few 
months  or  more  with  the  colors.  It 
hat  been  our  ambition  at  all  timet 
to  keep  alive  our  oonsdenoes  and  in 
no  way  sacrifice  the  high  standard 
of  our  profeitiaii  by  tlovenly  or  in- 

The  gieat  mi^jority  of  dental  offloert 
being  in  the  army  for  the  emergency 
only,  leads  us  to  believe  that  the 
tMngt  they  have  experienced  while 
in  the  mUitary  service  wiU  undoubt- 
edly be  carried  with  them  upon 
their  return  to  civilian  practice. 
C  In  most  inttancet  we  cannot  de- 
vote long  periods  of  time  to  each 
patient.  In  the  first  place  there  are 
too  many  to  be  cared  for,  and  tecond 
each  soldier  has  a  multitude  of  du- 
ties which  predude  his  being  able  to 
spend  much  time  wHh  the  dental 
surgeon.  Thete  oonditlont  neoetil* 
tate  speed  and  ditpatdi  in  the  hand- 
ling of  each  case.  By  systematiiing 
the  initial  examinationt  of  patientt 
into  clatsfit  according  to  the  con- 
ditions found  in  their  nooutht  and 
assigning  them  to  operatort  who  are 
skiUed  in  the  various  brandies  of 
dentistry,  such  as  prosthesis,  pro- 
phylaxis, exodontia,  X-ray,  and  the 
like,  we  are  able  to  assure  eadi 


soldier  who  applies  for  treatment 
the  very  best  service  that  it  is  possi- 
ble to  ^ive  him. 

Remember  we  are  all  human,  and 
not  infallible,  and  that  we  sometimes 
make  mistakes.  In  twenty  months 
of  experience  in  the  service  the 
writer  can  of  a  truth  say  that  the 
accusation  that  army  dentistry  is 
"  rough-and-tumble  '*  is  unwarran- 
ted and  false. 

The  difference  between  army  dental 
practice  and  a  dviUan  dental  prac- 
tice Ues  in  the  greater  nimiber  of 
patients  operated  upon  in  the  enBy* 
and  in  the  fact  that  the  mouths  are 
classified  for  treatment.  Careful 
inspectkML  and  dose  attention  to  all 
oral  conditians  existing  in  the  thou- 
sands of  troops  under  each  dental 
surgeon's  care  has  given  the  pro- 
ftttton  a  much  clearer  insight  Into, 
the  dental  needs  of  the  dtiaent  of 
tUt  country. 

AU  CMet  of  SQipected  focal  infection 
are  X-rayed  and  the  offending  teeth, 
upon  carefol  fiamination,  are  re- 
moved, if  the  examinatkm  shows  an 
irremediable  case  of  infection;  or 
treatment  histituted  as  indicated. 
All  septic  spaces  caused  by  defect- 
ive fllHngB  are  remedied  by  replacing 
them  with  new  amalgam  or  porce- 
lain cement  fillings.  Mouths  needing 
prophylaxis  are  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  the  patient  carefolly  lectured 
and  instructed  fai  the  proper  use  of 
his  toothbrush,  and  the  vahie  of 
having  a^dental  examination  made 
at  Ikequent  intervals. 
In  order  to  check  any  possible  men- 
tal and  profftiinnal  retrogression  we 
at  Camp  Merritt,  as  at  oChar  posts, 
hold  weekly  dasses  of  histructioo 
for  the  officers  in  conductive  anes- 
thesia, X-ray^  exodontia,  and  root- 
canal  tedmique,  witii  an  open  forum 
for  the  presentation  and  discussinii 
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of  prafifinloofll  topici  m  pmc&tcd 
by  menibcn  of  th6  staff*  Oticw  is 
Isid  iqKMi  tfic  pfopcf  uss  of  ocxiduc* 
tivc  snesUMMlli  snd  its  fdstloii  to 
Dcner  osnasory* 

Most  of  our  olisctioiis  ond  msiny 
of  our  fiOiBSi  ore  done  under  ooo- 
ductire  anesthesio.  AH  root-csnal 
wofk  is  done  under  tlie  disooncert- 
lof  am  of  the  oil  swring  X-nj^ 
villi  wliicli  wt  ore  ftiUy  equipped  by 
the  govemment. 

TUs  latter  festure  okme  is  worth  its 
value  in  gold  la  on  educotionol  way 
to  the  dental  officers,  who,  not  hav- 
ing avaUod  thcmsdvcs  of  its  use  to 
any  great  eitcnt  in  dvU  Hfet  are  now 
faroui^it  to  its  use  by  BdUtacy  orders* 
The  use  of  the  X-ray  to  such  a  ftdl 
eitent  is  available  to  all  army 
dentists  serving  in  units  or  hotpitah, 
and  in  later  Ufe»  they  will  undoubt- 
edly look  askance  at  any  root-canal 
work  done  with  out  its  use.  The  same 
thought  applies  to  all  extractions  of 
impacted  teeth.  The  X  ray  points 
out  the  way  in  every  instance,  and 
-  to  operate  without  it  is  like  wearing 
blinders  when  one  wants  to  sec 
everything  about  him. 
In  the  military  life  we  do  things 
mostly  through  orders.  Orders  say 
that  all  fillings  must  be  polished;  all 
root-canal  work  checked  up  by  the 
X-ray;  and  that  all  patients  be 
handled  with  the  utmost  consider- 
ation and  kindness.  The  infraction 
of  these  orders  brings  punishment. 
Very  few  cases  of  willful  neglect 
have  been  reported,  as  the  dental 
corps  is  noted  in  army  circles  for  its 
pride  in  accompUahment  and  its 
Espirit  de  corps. 

Working  under  orders  speeds  up  the 
slow  operator  and  goads  the  in- 
efficient and  lazily  inclined  too  ward 
higher  ideals.  The  good  operator  is 
benefited  by  observatioa  and  con- 


tact with  the  weaker  brotheri  wIkmii 
he  always  tries  to  help  by  oounad 
and  advice.  The  fact  that  numbers 
OK  cienfiirs  irofu  awerent  parts  ot 
llio  country  and  from  diflRcrent 
dental  coOefes  being  thrown  to- 
gether fay  the  fortunes  of  war,  is  a 
distinct  adVlsntace  to  each  and  every 
one*  offering  an  opportunity  for  the 
enchance  of  ideaSf  tiieories*  and  prin- 
ciples. The  army  fosters  a  communal 
spirit,  sudi  as  no  meeting  of  dentists 
in  dvil  Hfo  could  afford,  as  we  are 
thrown  inio  an  intimate  pcfsonal 
contact  witii  ea«±  other  which  serves 
to  bring  out  the  last  fota  of  an  that 
is  good  or  bad  in  us. 
This  intcf mingling  of  men  from 
different  sdiools  of  dentistry  has 
taught  us  tiiat  knowledge  and  pro- 
fessional attainment  is  not  restricted 
to  any  one  locality,  and  that  pro- 
vincialism is  a  thing  to  be  avoided. 
The  army  has  a  mind-broadening 
way  about  it  that  will  serve  to  bring 
about  a  closer  sympathy  between 
all  sections  of  the  country  for  many 
years  to  come. 

In  the  army  many  a  dental  officer 
who  lacks  confidence  and  skill  some- 
times due  to  a  natural  misappre- 
hension and  sometimes  to  improper 
instruction  and  working  experience 
has  been  found  to  bloom  forth  as  a 
highly  efficient  and  competent  den- 
tal officer,  and  as  such  will  be  able  to 
return  to  his  civil  practice  fully  able 
to  compete  with  the  world  and  make 
a  mark  for  himself. 
C  The  vast  clinical  advantages, 
coupled  with  the  supervision  and 
standard  requirements  set  up  by  the 
army  will  be  of  untold  benefit  to 
every  one  who  has  been  in  the 
service  and  has  had  sense  enough  to 
absorb  what  was  done  for  him. 
Let  us  not  lose  sight  of  the  wonder- 
All  Opportunities  that  have  come  to 
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many  dental  officers  while  on  duty 
in  base  hospitals  or  by  being  thrown 
into  clc^e  association  in  other  ways 
with  the  medical  officers.  Much 
valuable  work  in  the  way  of  cooix^r- 
ation  between  the  medical  and  den- 
tal officers  in  cases  of  oral  disorders 
involving  systemic  reactions  and 
vice  versa  have  been  accomplished. 
C.  Medical  offioers  have  been  keen 
to  learn  more  from  the  dental  officers 
concerning  the  facts  of  focal  infec- 
tion relative  to  its  causes  when 
associated  with  the  dental  frrganft. 
The  dental  officers  likewise  have 
benefited  from  their  medical  associ* 
ates  in  surgical  and  medical  matters. 
This  situation  has  been  ocie  of  mi)- 
tual  benefit  and  pleasure,  and  it  is 
surely  a  fact  that  most  dental 
officers  will  return  to  their  practices 
better  versed  in  medical  lore  and 
with  a  clearer  imderstandiog  of  the 
fclationship  existing  between  the 
.oral  cavity  and  the  rest  of  the  body* 
4L  Approgdmately  five  thousand  den* 
titts  have  been  caUcd  Into  the 
service.  Some  of  these  men  have 
received  special  training'  in  oml 
surgery  at  the  expense  of  the  gov- 
ernment. Others  have  acquired 
specialties  in  dentistry  through 
association  with  highly  trained  den- 
tal officers  with  whom  they  have 
served,  while  others  have  developed 
a  better  tecimique  in  other  dental 
operatioQs  through  sheer  force  of 
necessltyt  as  each  man's  pride  urged 
him  on  to  perform  his  best  vtbSJt  in 
the  presence  of  other  professional 
men.  The  dentist  practishig  by  him- 
self In  dvil  life  rarely  meets  with 


professional  criticism  of  his  hnished 
work  or  his  Modus  Operandi  | 
It  is  a  rule  rather  than  Ibr  exception 
in  the  army  for  others  to  witness 
your  operations  and  criticise  your 
faults  j«> 

Mighty  few  bouquets  are  thrown  in 
this  army  game,  as  it  Is  considered 
bad  military  etiquette  to  oosiiBr  j 
conpliroeats,  hence  we  hear  cmly 
of  our  mittakea  and  the  rest  »  left 
to  the  imagination. 

On  the  whble  It  Is  safe  to  state  that  | 
the  dental  cheers  will  return  to  | 
their  homes  vastly  improved  men:  j 
morally,  mentally,  and  physically. 
They  will  have  had  the  broadei^g 
influence  of  travel,  hard  work,  and 
association.  If  each  has  been  half  a 
man  most  of  these  opportunities  will 
have  been  accepted  by  him  and  each 
grain  of  wisdom  garnered  into  his 
mental  storehouse  for  future  reflec- 
tion and  guidance.  1 

When  the  day  comes,  as  it  soon  will, 
and  the  last  Emergency  Dental 
Officer  is  mustered  out  of  service, 
let  us  not  forget  that  our  duties  are 
not  done  and  we  must  put  our  shoul- 
ders  to  the  wheel  and  keep  them 
there  in  the  furtherance  of  the  cause 
of  our  Regular  Army  E>ental  Corps 
who  have  served  so  faithfully  and 
well.  FcH*  the  sake  of  our  professional 
pride  wc  cannot  afford  to  stand  idly 
by  without  lending  a  hand  to  the 
'^.Regulars  *'  in  the  deys  to  oome 
when  even  greater  things  in  army 
dentistry  are  being  planned  and 
hoped  for.

C I  liave  tried  the  plan  of  locking 
my  office  door.  That  often  helps  a 

lot.  But  then  they  resort  to  the 
telephone.  And  I  have  not  hnd  the 
courage  to  prohibit  all  telephone 
communication,  because  someone  or 
something  of  very  great  moment 
mi^t  tiierel^  be  cut  off  and  tlie 
business  suffer  seriously.  Secretaries 
don't  qtdte  sidve  the  problem.  In- 
deed, my  experience  with  secre- 
taries convinces  me  that  uumy  of 
our  prommcnt  men  of  affairs  make 
a  fatal  n^ftalm  in  employing 
secretaries  who  let  you  know, 
sometimes  very  untactfiilly,  that 
their  job  is  to  shoo  everybody  away 
from  the  boss.

REDUCING  THE  AGE  LIMIT  AT  THE 
FORSYTH  INFIRMARY 

N  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Forqrth  Dental 
Infirmary  just  published,  there  is  no  more  im* 
portant  item  than  that  which  indicates  the  hope 
of  the  directors  and  trustees  to  continue  to  reduce 
the  age  to  which  children  shall  go  to  the  Infirm- 
ary for  treatment. 

In  the  beginning  the  average  age  was  12  years. 
This  was  reduced  to  8  years  but  it  is  now  desired  to  reduce  it 
still  lower  to  the  age  of  5  or  6.  The  report  reads:  If  the  child's 
mouth  is  thoroughly  looked  after  at  the  age  of  6  ytm  the 
work  is  preventive,  but  if  a  child's  mouth  is  not  inspected  until 
it  is  8  years  or  older,  the  work  becomes  reparative  because  the 
6  year  old  molars  have  gotten  in  dieir  deadly  work/' 
At  the  Rochester  I>aital  Dispensaiy  they  have  never  had  an 
age  limit.  Children  have  been,  brought  in  arms  for  treatment 
as  low  as  18  months.  To  a  man  who  has  been  in  practice  these 
cases  present  themselves  of  children  3  or  4  shears  of  age  who  are 
losing  or  have  lost  their  entire  tempcmry  set  of  teeth  due  in  a 
large  measure  to  the  so-called  white  decay.  The  only  treatment 
outside  of  reparative  is  in  changing  the  diet  or  environments. 
At  the  age  of  6  years  the  first  permanent  molars  decay  as  soon 
as  they  present  themselves,  and  the  only  treatment  in  such  a 
mouth  if  one  would  be  preventive  is  to  begm  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  and  the  aid  of  nature  maike  such  reparative 
work  as  is  necessary  and  so  continue. 

Certainly  at  the  age  of  8  years  one  would  find  nothing  to  work 
upon  and  the  trustees  and  directors  of  the  Fonytk  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  their  future  basis  of  treatment.  The  only 
trouble  is  it  does  not  go  far  enough.  The  report  concludes  with: 
"  Growth  was  shown  in  the  work  of  the  siu-gical  department. 
This  includes  the  nose,  throat,  and  oral  surgery.  Each  child  is 
examined  for  bad  tonsils,  adenoids,  possible  tumors  of  the 
jaw  and  other  troubles. 
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"  During  the  past  year  several  thousand  cases  have  been  cared 
for  in  the  various  departments  and  the  work  of  the  Forsyth 
Infirmary  is,  indeed,  unsurpassed  in  usefulness  by  any  other 
institution  oif  its  kind  in  the  world.'' 

HORACE  FLETCHER  AND  HIS  WORK 

VERY  remarkable  man  died,  recently,  named 
Horace  Fletcher.  And  his  life  embodied  so  much 
of  good,  that  it  is  well  to  think  of  it  as  an  in- 
spiration in  itself. 

At  the  age  of  42  years,  after  traveling  all  over  the 
world  and  accumulating  a  fortune,  he  decided 
to  retire  from  business  and  enjoy  the  fruits  of 
his  labor.  On  placing  himself  before  the  examining  board  of 
several  life  insurance  companies  where  he  had  applied  for 
insurance,  he  was  amazed  to  learn  that  he  was  considered  an 
extremely  bad  risk  and  that  no  company  would  give  him 
insurance  ^  ^ 

But  Horace  Fletcher  was  not  ready  to  die,  as  the  insurance 
people  intimated  that  he  might,  but  studied  hinuelf  carefully, 
and  all  his  ailments.  He  believed  that  people  ate  too  much, 
and  chewed  their  food  too  little,  and  thereby  suffered  accord- 
in^y.  And  thus  was  bom  the  famous  idea  of  "  Fletcherizing  " 
which  was  to  chew  3four  food  imtil  it  liquidized  in  the  mouth, 
and  disappeared,  hardly  realizing  you  had  swallowed  itf 
This  idea  was  not  new.  Mr.  Gladstone  many  years  previously 
advised  his  children  to  diew  each  morsel  of  food  at  least  32 
times,  one  for  each  tooth,  and  two  for  each  tooth  that  was 
missing  ^ 

Such  unusual  strength  and  vigor  did  Mr.  Fletcher  secure  by 
his  method  that  he  outchampioned  champions  in  great  feats 
of  strength  at  Yale  University.  He  also  wrote  many  books, 
and  no  doubt  built  up  another  great  fortune  on  his  seeming 
misfortune.  In  his  book,  The  A.  B.  Z.  of  Our  Nutrition," 
he  gives  in  detail  the  reason  for  his  belief.  The  book  is  a  bit 
prosy,  and  all  of  the  essential  facts  could  have  been  produced 
in  much  less  space. 

It  has  been  argued  that  Fletdier  dying  at  the  age  of  69  did  not 
make  good  his  claims;  that  Luigi  Comaro  and  Benjamin 
Pranklhi  had  already  advocated  tiie  same  method,  and  each 
Hved  l<mger  than  Fletcher.  But  it  must  be  remembered  in 
passing,  that  in  middle  life  being  a  physical  wreck,  and  s^ven 
up  by  his  physicians,  he  was  restored  to  health  by  practising 
the  "  Chew-Chew  "  method,  and  was  able  to  secure  the  life 
ioaurance  previously  denied  him.  Had  he  taken  up  with  the 
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idea  earlier  there  is  much  reason  to  believe  that  he  would  have 

reached  a  more  mature  age. 

Mr.  Fletcher  did  a  useful  work  and  bore  undeserved  ridicule 
with  fine  good  nature.  He  was  a  scientist  who  won  recognition 
slowly  and  his  theories  are  not,  even  yet,  accepted,  and  in 
practice  by  only  a  few  people,  simply  because  they  arc  too 
apathetic  and  lazy  to  do  half  the  things  they  ought  to  do. 
It  has  been  announced  that  he  left  a  large  part  of  his  estate  to 
Harvard  University  to  cany  forward  a  campaign  in  behalf  of 
proper  nutrition. 

Paste  the  lesson  of  this  extraordinary  man  in  your  hat — ^and 
don't  let  it  fall  out  I

4[  The  1919  legislature  of  the  state  of  Kansas  has  recently  passed  education- 

al  legislation  effecting  c  \  ery  part  of  the  school  system.  Hereafter  schools 
are  required  to  provide  free  dental  inspection,  dentists  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
school  funds.  Certificates  of  the  results  of  inspections,  toRclher  with 
suggestions  of  requirements  for  the  curing  of  any  defects  are  to  be  made 
in  duplicate,  one  copy  sent  to  the  parents,  the  c^er  filed;  no  work  other 
than  inq>ection  to  be  done  without  the  consent  of  parents. 

C  It  has  been  announced  that  a  free  dental  clinic  will  be  e&lablislicd  in 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  within  a  few  weeks.

be  90  helpful  that  they  now  consider  it  one  of  the  most  important  branches 
of  their  work,  and  mouth  hy^it^ne  of  first  importafice  to  the  health  of  the 
children  imder  their  care.  Durinu  the  first  vf  ar,  the  dentists  in  charge 
dying  their  time,  finished  the  work  on  the  leetii  of  over  200  children. 
They  dkl  both  deaning  and  filling.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  dty  took 
over  the  clinic  and  employed  a  dentist  for  forenoons.  They  found  it  paid. 
The  work  in  Manchester  is  confined  to  children  «^  The  Welfare  Bureau  of 
Androscoggin  County  hopes  to  open  a  clinic  for  both  children  and  adults. 
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€1  The  Hartford  {Conn,)  Courant  of  April  17th  announced  that  at  the  Coa- 
vcBtioa  of  tbe  Connecticnt  State  Dental  Aitociation  a  tmtAatioa  wmm 
adopted  requesting  all  membert  to  refrain  from  buying  Qerman  eupidiea 
for  the  next  twenty-five  yean. 

C  Major  R.  F.  Rowdybuah  of  the  Red  Cross  Convalescent  House*  Walter 

Reed  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C,  wishes  to  found  a  society  the  purpose 
of  which  will  be  to  meet  with  the  National  and  State  Meetings  and  renew 
acquaintance.  This  will  include  all  Military  Dental  Surgeons  of  the  A.  £.  F. 
PteiMe  fumaah  him  with  your  name,  rank  and  otganiwHon  as  well  as  your 
home  address. 

C  The  re-training  of  crippled  men  fbr  vocational  work  has  led  to  the 

banishment  of  the  street -comer  beggar,  the  city  fathers  having  disapproved 
of  the  lame,  the  halt  and  the  blind  making  a  living  by  ostentatious  selling 
of  pencils,  a  thinly  veiled  method  of  begging.  Many  of  these  ^-called 
beggars,  though  not  rich,  own  their  homes  and  collect  as  high  as  $5.00  a 
day.  Thus  the  war  has  added  another  lesson  to  the  eoonomfcs  of  the 
individual  and  the  knowledge  that  tcores  of  returned  soldiers,  as  unfbrtu* 
nate  as  these  men,  have  in  a  few  weeks  become  not  only  adf-supporting, 
but  in  a  position  for  advancement. 

C[  The  State  Department  of  Health  of  Massachusetts  has  started  a  move- 
ment to  center  attention  upon  the  care  of  the  teeth  of  the  200,000  pupils  of 
school  age  in  the  state.  Dr.  Merrill  E.  Champion,  director  of  the  division  of 
hygiene,  states  that  90  per  cent  of  the  boys  and  giria  are  aufferlnc  ttom 

defective  teeth,  of  which  a  large   ercentage  never  leoeive  attention.  Dr. 

Edwin  N.  Kent,  as  supervisor  of  hygiene,  giving  his  services  voluntarily, 

will  work  in  co-operation  with  the  local  authorities,  gathering  information 
as  to  tlie  number  of  dental  dispensaries  at  hand,  and  of  methods  by  which 

the  diildren  and  dispensaries  can  be  brought  together.  All  work  will  be 
done  free. 

H  The  latest  bulletin  issued  officially  by  the  state  boaid  of  North  Carolina 
is  numbered  163.  This  treats  of  the  fiee  dental  dinics.  The  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  has  loyally  supported  the  state  in  its  wotIe.  These  dinics 
during  the  past  half-year  have  cared  for  nearly  7,000  children,  at  an  average 
cost  of  fifty  cents  each.  Portable  outfits  were  furnished  and  dinics  held 
where  most  convenient  for  the  children,  frequently  in  the  open  air.  The 
state  board  asserts  that  every  defective  child  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
state  sliaii  be  given  the  treatment  necessary  for  physical  devclopoMnt. 


4  A  bill  has  been  signed  by  the  Qovemor  of  Tens  regulating  the  practise 
of  dentistry.  The  act  provides  for  the  examination  and  registration  of 
persons  desiring  to  practise  dentistry  and  dental  surgery,  and  the  issuance 
of  licenses  therefore  and  prescribing  fees  that  may  be  charged  for  regis- 
tration. It  defines  what  is  a  reputable  dental  college  and  provides  for  regis- 
tration of  persons  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  practise  of  dentistry  in 
other  states.  Licenses  can  be  revoked  upon  satisfactory  evidence,  and 
persons  are  prohibited  from  advertising  or  soliciting  business  under  any- 
other  than  his  or  her  legal  name.  There  will  be  six  members  on  the  board 
of  examiners. 
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C  Says  the  St  Paul  Pioneer  Prese:  "  Let  the  sunshine  come  pouring  in 
through  the  window,  and  you  lose  much  valuable  heat;  seal  your  windows 
with  a  judicious  distribution  of  window  curtaun,  and  you  save  42.7  per  cent 
of  the  heat  otherwise  lost  to  the  outside  air."

C  Rubber  is  one  of  the  great  essentials  of  war,  and  our  American  mana- 
fiscturers  turned  out  great  quantities  of  war  aoateriaL  Among  other  things 
one  manufacturer  furnished  55,000  complete  gas  masks,  772,662  pain  of 
mbber  boots,  13,047,831  rubber  mechanical  and  surgical  articles,  50,000 
fainooats  and  ponchos,  1,504,400.  feet  liose,  25,000  feet  beltinc  1,500,000 
rubber  cords  for  aeroplanes,  enormous  quantities  of  tires  for  all  sorts  of 
vehicles,  and  a  total  of  383  war  tiahiops.  They  also  filled  mammoth  orders 
&r  aU  sorts  of  surgical  instruments  and 


C  According  to  a  recent  report  there  are  1,930,000  people  employed  in 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  motor  cars.  Of  this  number  580,000  are  in 
automobile  factories,  1,020,000  make  parts  and  accessories  and  230,000 
are  employed  by  agencies  and  garages.  This  number  equals  10  per  cent  of 
all  the  people  engaged  in  mechanical  and  manufacturing  industries  in  the 
United  Stages.  The  total  seating  capacity  of  motor  cars  is  25,000,000 
greater  than  that  of  railroads  and  street  cars  combined.  The  passenger 
tniles  travelled  by  automobiles  exceeds  tliose  of  street  cars  and  steam 
railroads  by  about  twenty  miles  to  a  passenger. 


C  In  a  recent  issue  of  the  J.  A.  M.  A.,  Dr.  F.  L.  Pieadwell,  U.  S.  N., 
writes  "  to  invite  attention  to  the  occurrence  of  this  early  reference  to  fboal 

infection  and  secondaiy  arthritis."  The  reference  in  question  occurs  as  an 
original  communication  to  the  Medical  Repository  of  1883.  It  is  in  the  form 
of  a  letter  by  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush  to  the  editor,  and  is  introduced  as  "  An 
accoimt  of  the  Cure  of  Several  Diseases  by  the  Extraction  of  Diseased 
Teeth."  The  "  Account "  reappears  in  Rush's  "  Medical  Inquiries  and 
Obsenrations  "  of  1915  and  1919.  So  fer  as  known  it  antedates  att  other 
references  to  the  subject  and  is  well  worth  attention  if  only  as  matter  of 
history.  Here  it  is : 

"  Sometime  in  the  month  of  October.  ISOl,  I  attended  Mias  A.  C.  with  a  rheumatism 
iaher  hip  joint,  which  yielded  for  awnile  to  tin  several  remedies  for  that  dbeaae.  In  the 
month  of  November  it  returned,  accompanied  with  a  severe  toothache.  Suspecting  that 
the  rheumatic  affection  was  excited  by  the  pain  in  her  tooth,  which  was  decayed,  I 
directed  it  to  be  extracted.  The  rheumatism  immediately  left  her  hip  and  she  recovwej 
in  a  few  days. 

*I  cannot  help  thinldng  that  our  success  in  ^e  treatment  of  all  chronic  diseases  would 

be  very  much  promoted  by  directing  our  inquiries  into  the  state  of  the  teeth  in  sick 
people,  and  by  advising  their  extraction  in  every  case  in  which  they  are  decayed.  It  is 
u6t  aemsmjr  tiwk  tiwy  should  be  attended  with  pcun,  in  order  to  produce 

for  splinters,  tumors,  and  other  irritanf^  before  mrntiorvrd  often  bring 
death,  when  they  give  no  pain  and  arc  umuspcctcd  as  causes  of  them.

C  The  Newark  Dental  Clinics,  Newark,  New  Jersey,  under  the  careful 
dii^pction  of  Dr.  Wentworth  Holmes  arc  in  their  tenth  year  of  operation. 
They  have  served  faithfully  and  have  had  some  wonderfully  conscientious 
young  men  who  have  accomplished  miracles  under  seeming  impossibilities, 
tl  The  annual  appropriatkn  hat  reached  the  amount  of  $10,000,  which 
amount  they  are  endeavoring  to  hicteaae  that  the  dental  dfaiic  ihall  not 
suffer. 

€i  During  the  War  time  and  Influenza  epidemic  when  the  clinic  was  closed 
the  operations  accomplished  were  cut  down.  The  best  year  gave  a  total 
number  of  36,000  operations. 

€1  The  Nemfffc  Board  of  Education  and  The  Board  of  Health  maintain 
dental  diidcs  and  it  is  hoped  in  time*  when  they  all  grow  large  and  heaUdiy, 
they  will  oomhhie  and  make  a  dinic  worth  whale.  • 


4  Dr.  Alfred  C  Fonee  of  Bridgeport,  Conn,  recently  addreteed  a  Mothen' 

meeting  held  at  the  high  school.  Among  other  things  he  said : 
C  "  The  p!an  we  hnve  ndopted  for  our  school  work  is  as  follows:  When 
the  child  enters  the  first  grade,  his  mouth  is  carefully  examined,  conditions 
recorded,  and  his  teeth  given  a  thorough  prophylactic  treatment.  Classroom 
talks  are  given  by  the  supervisors  and  toothbrush  drill  begun.  The  teacher 
records  on  the  blackboard,  morning  and  afternoon,  those  who  have  and 
those  who  have  not  brushed  th«r  teeth. 

C  "  It  is  our  effort  to  see  that,  during  the  course  of  the  year,  each  child  has 
four  prophylactic  treatments,  also  repeated  toothbrush  drills  and  class- 
room talks.  When  these  children  enter  the  second  grade  the  same  form  of 
treatment  and  teaching  is  followed  and  so  on  up  to  and  induding  their 
period  in  the  fifbh  grade.  Sterioptican  lectures  are  given  to  the  chilwen  of 
the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  grades.  Pamphlets  oontaining  illustrations  are 
given  out  to  be  carried  home  by  the  children."

'  It  was  reported  by  the  same  public  official  that  the  cost  had  increased  from  $100  to  $220,  i

WCreaae?  Until  the  latter  part  of  1918  this  matter  was  in  the  hands  of  the  school  depart-  1 
ment.

Instead  the  potterers  in  laboratories  the  men  in  schools  and 
cloistered  spots  given  to  finding  out  facts  for  the  sake  of  knowledge  itself, 
came  suddenly  to  the  iront  with  a  lot  of  information^  which  put  together, 
lumlshed  us  with  means  and  methods  we  needed.  It  was  no  fool  saying  that 
knowledge  is  power;  we  have  satisfied  ourselves  it  is  true.  Now  we  are 
sensibly  content  to  pay  able  men  and  women  to  gather  knowledge  for  us; 
not  to  be  put  into  some  concrete  tool  or  process  the  minute  it  is  got,  but  to 
be  eiamined  and  combined  and  made  into  a  great  reserve  energy  that  shall 
be  used  as  occasion  arises..  Knowledge  is  the  prime  essential;  the  inventions

/n  the  following  article  the  author  portrays  a  new  phase  of  the  dental 
dispensary  movement.  The  company  employs  labor  from  both  the  white 
and  negro  races,  and  in  conformity  with  the  customs  of  the  state  which 
tnointains  separate  schools  for  each  race,  separate  dispensaries  are  main- 
Udned,  each  dufilicaHng  Iftc  other  and  Tendering  equality  of  service.  No 
I   charge  is  made  for  the  sendee  rendered,  and  ihe  dispensaries  are  open  to 
\  the  children  cf  all  empHoyees  untU  they  have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen 
I  years 

and  its  products  are  marketed 

tliroughout  the  world.  Maybeury, 
West  Virginia,  is  the  center  of  this 
region  and  is  a  typical  mining  town, 
consisting  of  a  railway  station  and 
the  mining  companies  plant.  Blue- 
field,  some  twenty  miles  to  the  east, 
is  the  metropohs  of  the  Pocahontas 
field. 

The  roads  in  this  region  are  largely 
of  macadam  and  concrete  and  with 
the  exception  of  the  roads  leading 
into  the  mountains  are  in  excellent 
condition  the  year  round. 
Mr.  James  Ellwood  Jones,  General 
Manager  of  the  Pocahontas  Fuel 
Company,  is  greatly  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  his  employees  and 
realizing  the  great  neglect  io  which 
the  teeth  of  the  children  are  sub- 
jected, he,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  family  dentist.  Dr.  Epling, 
established  at  Maybeury,  West  Vir- 
ginia, a  dental  dispensary  at  which 
the  children  of  his  employees  could 
obtain  dental  services  without 
charge.  This  dispensary  was  named 
the  Jenldi^ones  Dental  Dispensary 


>N  theeztreme  south- 
western section  of 
[^^l  West  Virsinia  and 

^  Virginia  Ues  the  flat 
^•N  top  range  of  the 
^HyJ  Alleghany  moun- 
tains. This  region 
is  largely  devoted  to  the  production 
of  bituminous  coal,  and  West 
^^ginia  is  exceeded  in  the  amount 
of  tonnage  produced  only  by  Penn- 
sylvania ^ 

II  The  Pocahontas  coal-field  pro- 
ducing the  famous  Pocahontas  coal 
is  an  important  factor  in  the  state's 
total  output,  and  is  located  in 
McDowell,  Wyoming,  and  Mercer 
counties  in  West  Virginia  and  in 
Tazwell  county  in  Virginia. 
The  present  organization  of  the 
Pocahontas  Fuel  Company  was 
made  in  1907,  and  its  mines  are 
located  from  2,100  to  2,250  feet 
above  sea  level. 

hi  the  Pocahontas  field  transpor- 
tation facilities  are  excellent.  Both 
the  Virginian  and  the  Norfolk  and 
Western  Rattways  serve  the  field.

€L  After  the  Jenldnjones  Dental 
Dispensary  had  been  in  operation 
six  months  the  directors  of  the 
Pocahontas  Fuel  Company,  appre- 
ciating the  great  work  being  done, 
and  realizing  the  need  for  this  kind 
of  work  among  the  employees  of  the 
company,  assumed  charge  of  the 
dispensary  at  Maybeury,  and  ex- 
tended its  operation  to  all  of  their 
works.  They  are  now  maintaining 
six  dispensaries:  two  located  at 
Maybeury  in  McDowell  county, 
Jenkinjones,  also  in  McDowell 
county,  and  at  Itman  in  Wyoming 
county.  At  each  of  these  points  one 
of  the  dispensaries  is  the  nearest 
building  to  the  school  for  white 
children:  and  the  other  is  the 
nearest  building  to  the  school  for 
colored  children. 

The  dispensaries  are  located  in 
double  houses,  the  dentist  living  on 
one  side,  the  dispensary  being  on  the 
other.  Each  dispensary  has  com- 
pressed air,  electricity,  hot  water 
tank,  and  the  latest  sterilizers,  and 


full  dental  equipment,  the  one  at 
Maybeury  having  the  Ritter  unit, 
Ritter  chairs,  Wapler  Electric 
Company's  X-ray  and  the  American 
Cabinet  Company's  latest  pro- 
duction. The  others  are  equipped 
with  the  Forsyth  unit,  and  the 
Waugh  unit  X-ray,  the  cabinets 
being  productions  of  the  American 
Cabinet  Company.  The  equipment 
for  the  dispensaries  cost  $9,799.38. 
The  net  cost  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  dispensaries  for  the  two  years 
they  have  been  in  operation  has 
been  $17,127.12. 

There  are  working  for  this  company 
approximately  2500  miners.  These 
include  many  nations — American, 
Hungarians,  Italians,  Slavs  and 
Russians.  A  picture  is  here  shown  of 
a  group  of  miners'  residences  at 
Itman,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  say 
that  with  the  increased  output  of 
coal  the  wages  and  prosperity  of  the 
miners  have  gone  hand  in  hand. 
There  have  been  employed  at  the 
three  base  dispensaries,  seven 
licensed  dentists  and  five  dental 
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J'nkinjones  Dental  Dispensary,  w.  Virginia 
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nuraes.  These  nurses  go  to  the  homes 
and  instruct  the  mothers  how  to 
properly  care  for  the  teeth  of  the 
children,  and  also  accompany  the 
children  under  the  school  age  to  and 
from  the  dispjensary.  The  service  is 
rendered  to  the  children  irresp>ective 
of  the  earning  capacity  of  their 
p>arents.  All  are  welcome. 
The  children  are  given  individual 
instruction  by  the  nurses  in  mouth 
hygiene  and  the  use  of  a  tooth 
brush.  The  first  box  of  tooth  powder 
and  the  first  brush  are  given  the 
child  by  the  disp)ensary  where 
necessary 

When  opening  the  first  dispensary 
the  management  offered  three  prizes 
to  the  children — the  first,  for  the 
cleanest  teeth,  the  second  for  per- 
sonal cleanliness,  the  third  for 
deportment.  The  aggregate  amount 
of  these  prizes  was  $521.00. 


The  Company  has  recently  torn 
down  the  old  Beehive  Coke  Ovens 
and  is  converting  the  same  into  a 
playground  for  the  children.  Coke  is 
not  now  being  made  in  this  particu- 
lar region,  the  coal  being  shipped 
away  where  by-products  are  utilized 
and  made  use  of. 

The  total  number  of  children  of 
school  age  who  are  now  receiving 
the  benefits  of  this  philanthropy  is 
1,900  ^ 

Until  the  child  is  fourteen  years  of 
age  and  becomes  a  wage  earner  he 
receives  this  service  free.  Adult 
employees,  also,  receive  treatment. 
C.  The  work  has  already  interested 
a  number  of  collieries  and  Mr.  Jones 
is  in  receipt  of  letters  from  other 
operators  inquiring  as  to  the  value 
of  the  work,  some  statistics,  etc. 
C  At  one  of  these  dispensaries  books 
are  supplied  to  the  children  and  they

C  The  residence  of  the  Director  is 
here  shown.  Outside  of  his  duties  of 
directing  the  operations  he  is  con- 
ducting a  private  dental  practice. 
C  During  the  short  time  that  the 
dispensaries  have  been  located  at 
Maybcury  and  Jenkinjones  the 
•chool  teachers  ha\^e  said  that  the 
children  were  much  improved  in 
their  studies  and  personal  cleanli- 
ness 

C  The  dispensary  nurses  take  care 
of  the  children's  teeth,  who  have 
been  operated  upon  for  tonsils, 
adenoids,  etc.,  until  they  are  able 
to  be  cared  for  at  home. 
The  school  teachers  render  valuable 
I  assistance  to  the  dentists  and  the 
dental  assistants  in  giving  tooth 
brush  drills  which  are  held  in  the 


open  air  at  intervals  of  every  two 
weeks  ^ 

The  colored  children's  teeth  show 
25  per  cent  less  caries  than  the 
white

Not  only  is  this  manifested  in  the 
improved  well-being  of  the  employee 
but  his  healthy  body  means  that  he 
will  be  cheerful  and  contented,  and 
will  be  able  to  do  more  and  better 
work  j»  »m 

The  work  of  the  dental  di^eniary 
covers  these  distiiict  branches  of 

dentistry: 

1.  The  relief  of  pain.  2.  Examination 
and  oonsultation.  3.  Prophylaxis.  4. 
ConsultatiaQ  with  the  medical  de- 
partment. 5.  Filling*  treating  and 
eitnicting  teeth. 

The  relief  of  pain,  whenever  possible, 
is  of  the  first  importance  in  the 
indnstrial  clinic,  as  it  is  in  private 
practice.  It  often  happens  that  when 
sn  employee  reports  Ibr  work  in  the 
morning,  alter  a  sleepless  night,  be- 
cause of  an  abscessed  tooth,  if  his 
pain  b  not  promptly  relieved  he 
loses  the  work  of  the  entire  day.  In 
tome  of  our  factories  there  is  so 
much  of  this  work  that  the  more 
routine  procedures  had  to  be  neg- 
lected for  a  long  time. 
The  rramination  of  applicants  for 
employment  is  a  part  of  the  general 
physical  examination  made  by  the 
physician.  Examinations  are  also 
made  of  the  conditions  of  the  teeth 
of  present  employees. 


The  first  examinaticm  of  applicants 
for  employment  is  not  unnecessarily 
prolonged.  They  are  however,  ad- 
vised that  in  the  routine  care  of  the 
employees  they  will  be  again 
assigned  to  the  dental  dispensary 
for  further  care. 

Of  course,  if  very  bad  cases  arc 
encountered  in  this  first  examination 
they  are  at  once  given  preliminary 
treatment.  The  object  of  postponing 
the  prophylactic  work  of  new  em- 
ployees and  confining  our  work  at 
that  time  msoply  to  examination  is 
that  they  may  not  be  burdened  with 
a  long  tedious  delay  on  their  first 
day  of  cmplogmncnt.  Then,  too,  they 
may  not  remain  in  our  employ,  in 
which  case  they  should  not  be 
given  the  lull  benefit  of  dental  care. 
€LMany  employees  consult  the 
dentist  in  regard  to  work  advised 
by  outside  dentists.  They  fieel  that 
in  this  way  they  can  obtain  expert 
unprejudiced  information  and  ad- 
vice. Advantage  of  this  is  taken  not 
only  by  office  employees,  but  fre- 
quently managers  and  heads  of 
departments  avail  themselves  of 
this  service.  I  have  myself  noticed 
more  than  once  men  in  executive 
positions  in  consultation  with  the 
resident  dentist  regarding  work 
recommended  by  their  personal 
dentist  and  going  over  with  him 
X>ray  plates  taken  of  their  teeth. 
Now  comes  prophylaxis.. This  work 
is  extremely  thorough  and  at  the 
same  time  the  dentist  strives  to 
show,  on  a  model,  tiie  exact  con-

ditioQ  pretest,  the  proper  way  to 
take  care  of  the  teeth  at  home*  the 
lieet  type  of  brush  to  use  and  the 
Snt  Indicationa  of  trouble. 
AH  his  findings  at  this  time  are 
recorded  on  a  permanent  record 
card  and  the  patient  is  advised  as 
to  the  nature,  and  if  posdble  the 
approximate  cost  of  the  worle  that 
should  be  done.  If  the  employee 
has  no  dentist  he  is  given  a  list  of 
dentists  in  his  neighborhood,  whom 
we  have  investigated  and  found  to 
be  thoroughly  reliable,  honest  men 
and  co-operators.  In  order  to  follow 
up  this  work  a  card  of  introduction, 
is  given  to  the  employee.  This  is 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment or  manager  and  also  by  the 
resident  dentist. 

The  average  amount  of  time  con- 
sumed in  prophylactic  treatment 
is  about  one  hour.  It  is  thoroughly 
done  and  is  followed  by  an  expla- 
nation of  the  work  and  the  em- 
ployee  is  told  of  the  necessity  of 
using  tooth  powder  and  brush, 
which  are  supplied  at  cost  by  the 
clinic.  We  also  aim  to  do  a  little 
educational  work  by  means  of  the 
labels  on  the  cans  of  tooth  powder. 
It  is  an  interestinK  fact  that  in 
most  of  our  dispensaries  there  is 
brisk  demand  for  both  brushes  and 
powder 

The  patient  is  often  shown,  by  the 
use  of  mirrors,  the  exact  oonditioii 
of  the  teeth,  the  deposits  of  tartar 
and  what  they  mean,  the  beginning 
cases  of  pyorrhea.  And  patients  are 
also  impressed  with  the  adage 
**  Clean  Teeth  Never  Decay.*'  An 
efiTort  is  also  made  to  show  the 
employee  the  difference  in  his  per- 
sonal appearance  that  is  made  by 
dean  teeth. 

Consultation  with  the  medical 
department  is  the  fourth  branch  of 


the  dental  dispensary^  work.  One 
of  the  most  important  functions 
of  the  industrial  dentist  is  the  work 
he  is  able  to  do  in  oooperatioa  with 
the  plant  surgeon.  These  men,  so 
far  as  possible,  are  at  the  fectory 
office  during  the  same  hours  of  the 
day,  so  that  they  may  be  available 
for  consultation  at  any  time. 
One  great  advantage  that  we  have 
found  in  this  arrangement  is  that 
all  of  the  work  in  physical  examin- 
ation is  done  at  one  sitting.  Not 
only  is  this  a  great  saving  of  time, 
but  the  applicant  is  much  impress- 
ed by  the  thoroughness-  of  the 
cxammation  ^  ^ 
In  order  to  have  the  doctor  and  the 
dentist  cooperate  to  the  fullest 
extent,  their  rooms,  if  possible, 
should  be  adjacent.  Tlieir  records 
should  be  kept  in  the  same  file.  So 
much  importance  is  attached  to 
the  value  of  dental  work  in  in- 
dustry tliat  medical  and  dental 
supervisloa  are  always  installed  at 
the  same  time  in  each  of  our  new 
factories  *^  »m 

Many  instances  might  l>e  given  of 
the  value  of  cooperation  between 
the  dentist  and  the  doctor,  but  one 
of  the  most  striking  that  has  come 
under  my  observation  occurred  in 
one  of  our  divisions  last  fall.  For 
six  months  an  employee  had  been 
practically  confined  to  bed  or  was 
on  crutches  for  weeks  at  a  time  as 
a  result  of  sciatica.  One  day  he 
attended  one  of  our  talks  to  fhctocy 
employees  on  hygiene;  later  he 
reported  for  physical  eiaminatlon. 
This  examination  was  voluntary 
on  his  part-  as  he  was  an  old  em- 
ployee, but  his  Interest  had  been 
awakened  by  the  talk  on  hygiene. 
The  plant  surgeon  could  find  no 
evidence  of  any  infection  that 
might  have  been  the  cause  of  his 
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Why  the  Equipment  is  the  best 

By  providing  the  best  equipment  obtainable  in  the  dispensaries  the 

dentist  can  do  better  and  more  painstaking  work.  Also  it  impresses  the 

employee  with  one  difference  between  good  and  mediocre  dentistry  ^ 


sciatica.  He  had  been  advised  to 
have  his  tonsils  removed,  yet  they 
were  normal.  No  infection  was 
found  in  the  kidneys  or  other  vital 
organs.  On  inquiry,  he  stated  that 
his  teeth  had  been  examined  as 
late  as  two  weeks  previously.  The 
condition  of  the  teeth,  however, 
led  us  to  suspect  that  the  trouble 
might  be  there.  This  suspicion 
was  confirmed  by  the  factory  dent- 
ist, and  he  was  advised  to  have 
radiographs  taken  of  all  his  teeth. 
The  result  of  the  X-ray  examin- 
ation showed  seventeen  abscesses 
at  the  roots  of  as  many  teeth.  All 
of  the  infected  teeth  were  removed 
with  the  result  that  his  sciatica 
has  disappeared  and  he  has  thrown 
his  crutches  away. 
I  have  placed  the  discussion  on 
filling,   treating,    and  extracting 


teeth  last,  because  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  it  can  be  more  satis- 
factorily done  outside  of  the  indus- 
trial clinic  and  yet  there  are  cases 
where  it  can  and  should  be  done 
in  the  factory  dispensary.  In  fact 
we  do  a  comparatively  large  num- 
ber of  extractions.  While  these  are 
mostly  old  roots,  it  not  infrequent- 
ly happens  that  teeth  are  removed 
in  the  dispensary  to  prepare  the 
mouth  for  a  plate  that  will  be 
made  later  by  the  employee's  per- 
sonal dentist. 

To  take  care  of  all  the  dental  needs 
of  the  employees  in  any  one  of  our 
factories  would  require  several 
dentists,  giving  all  their  time  to 
this  work,  while  under  the  present 
plan  the  greatest  amount  of  good 
is  rendered  to  the  largest  number 
of  persons  by  one  dentist.  We  do

In  the  routine  examination  and  in  the  routine  treatment  of  cases

could  be  handled  at  least  twice  a 
year.

The  good  will  established  in  the 

relationship  between  the  factory 
dentist  and  the  employee  is  beyond 
doubt.  We  hear  many  words  of 
appreciation.  Some  have  oftcred 
to  pay  for  thv  sit  vice,  but  we  be- 
lieve that  in  our  own  organization 
this  work  should  either  be  done 
for  nothing  or  not  at  all. 
The  equipment  of  our  dispensaries 
is  the  best  that  we  are  able  to 
obtam.  This  enables  the  dentist  to 
do  better  work,  but  better  than  this 
is  the  fact  that  the  employee  is 
impressed  by  the  painstaking  char- 
acter of  the  work.  From  an  edu- 
cational standpoint,  therefore,  we 
feel  that  it  has  paid  us  to  maintain 
this  excellent  equipment.  It  has

Most  of  our  men  are  giving  but 
part  of  their  time  to  the  factory 
work,  but  more  and  more  we  find 
that  the  full-time  man  is  in  all 
ways  the  most  saCisfiKtory.  In 
fact  in  many  instances  where  men 
have  started  in  on  half  time  the 
managers  have  asked  that  they  be 
replaced  by  full-time  men,  on 
account  of  the  increased  demand 
fbr  tilia  type  of  service.

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THE  KAISER'S  DENTIST  AND  HIS 
AMERICAN  CRITICS

OME  time  ago  our 


Dr.  Arthur  N. 
Davis  after  spend- 
ing fourteen  years 
in  a  rather  proCit- 

 ^  able  and  ealted 

CBterpfffte  of  looldng  after  the  mat- 
ticatory  apparatus  of  his  Majesty. 
William  II, Rex,  suddenly  discovered 
the  fact  that  his  royal  patient  was 
not  radly  a  dewendant  of  God  m 
the  wofid  waa  ahaoit  ted  to  believe, 
but  the  progeny  of  hit  Satanic 
Majesty.  And,  m  a  puWie-spirited 
and  good  AnKricon  citi/t-n.  Dr. 
Davis,  having  had  the  privilege  oi 
Intimate  aaaodation  with  this 
homed  and  hoofed  fndividoal,  Alt 
it  to  be  hit  duty  to  appdac  his 
fiellow-men  cm  this  side  of  the  water 
of  the  manners,  habits,  mode  of  life, 
preferences,  likes,  and  dislikes  of 
tills  widted  man.  For  this  purpose 
the  good  doctor  preserved  the  con> 
vcrsations  and  intimnte  bits  of 
talk  that  he  had  with  this  God- 
descended  man,  and  at  the  right 
moment  brought  them  out  and  hdd 
them  up  to  the  gate  and  delectation 
of  hit  fdtow  Americans.  Surdy  there 
was  no  harm  in  this;  in  fact,  were  he

Dr.  Davis  fa  guilty  on  t 
counts  in  hfa  InlHntenient  of 
ethics  of  his  profession.  First,  h&f 
treated  the  Kaiser  in  profe?^ 
rapacity,  he  was  by  all  the  law 
professional  ethics  bound  not 
divulge  anything  tiiat  this  n 
devil  said  to  him,  and  secoodly  t  i 
dUd  so  or  was  called  upon  to  do  a 
an  act  of  service  to  his  country, 
should  not  have  d^e  it  through 
mediiun  of  the  daily  press, 
received  pesrment  for  it,  but ; 
ferably  handed  in  his  rqtotft  eo 
arrival  at  Washington  to  the  ofik 
of  the  State  Department.  AH 
useful  information  thus  transm^ 
audi  at  how  tiie  Kaiser  carried 
left  arm,  how  he  counted  aD 
pieces  of  gold  tiiat  Dr.  D 
ins<Tted  into  one  of  his  trcth.  I 
he  waved  his  hand  at  him  from 
Thiergarten  to  promote  bust 
for  Idn^  ct&t  atCi,  could  bttveb 
used  for  a  more  eifoctlva  atrst 
against  his  former  patient  wit^ 
violating  thereby  any  of  the  Ii 
of  daital  ethics. 
It  is  well  that  we  are  still  living  i 
time  when  the  dentist  la  hold  is 
hii^  at 
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wat  tlie  fofxner  Raiser  aoiiie  fitre 
years  a^o.  In  those  dasrs  pcans  of 
praise  were  sung  to  him,  and  he  was 
considered  to  be  about  as  ethical  as 
is  tht  average  dentist.  But  now 
tbtough  the  revelations  of  Dr*  Davis 
and  the  course  of  the  war  we  know 
differently.  Incidentally  we  also 
know  that  dentists  are  not  as  ethical 
as  we  were  led  to  believe.  Thanks  to 
the  publicity  given  the  matter  in 
the  page3  of  Oral  Hygiene,  and 
the  airing  of  the  views  of  the 
bighest  and  best  in  the  profession, 
we  all  know  tl  at  Dr.  Da^is  has 
violated  his  professional  vow  be- 
cause the  price  was  Lu  ge  enough. 
A  rather  stunning  revelation,  it 
seems  that  the  price  makes  all  the 
difference  in  the  world. 
We  were  hitherto  led  to  bc!ieve  by 
the  men  high  up  in  the  profession 
that  the  lack  of  etV  ics  was  confined 
mostly  to  tlie  adverti  ing  men  and 
the  fellows  "v. ith  the  bic;  siorns.'* 
Now  it  seems  that  a  man  as  high  in 
the  profession  as  is  Dr.  Da\is,  and 
with  a  clientele  including  the  most 
elite  of  Europe's  most  famous 
capital,  has  not  been  above  vio- 
lating the  ethics  of  the  profession 
when  the  price  was  big  enough.  Of 
course,  tiiere  was  not  about  it  that 
open,  glaring,  inviting  mien,  but  the 
hidden,  subtle  professional  air,  and 
in  principle  both  are  a!ike. 
The  myth  that  dentists  are  above 
the  rest  of  humanity,  engaged  jmrdy 
because  of  the  kyve  of  their  pro* 
fession  and  for  the  succor  of  suffer- 
ing humanity,  has  been  exploded. 


Dr.  Davis's  disckwutes,  both  of  tiie 
Kaiser  and  himself,  has  shown  that 
remuneration  is  as  much  a  con- 
sideration with  dentists  as  with 
other  mortals,  with  this  difference, 
that  while  business  has  openly  oon- 
l<essed  that  it  is  not  in  it  for  its 
health,  dentistry  has  just  as  openly 
proclaimed  that  it  to  doing  it  for  the 
k>ve  of  tiie  professioQ  and  humanity 
at  large.  That  should  be  so,  but 
unfortimately  is  not.  Dentists  are 
subject  to  the  same  economic  laws 
as  other  people;  in  fact,  the  whole 
study  and  practice  of  dentistry  is 
founded  on  an  economic  consider- 
ation, and  dentists  in  their  daily  life 
must,  whether  the  %•  want  to  or  not, 
obey  this  economic  impulse.  If  you 
free  them  from  the  necessity  of 
having  to  compete  with  their  fellow 
dentivts  and  stoop  to  the  dictates  of 
public  ignorance  in  order  to  make  a 
living,  there  is  sufficient  idealism  in 
theirsouls  to  take  the  highest  Mights, 
but  dwarfed  and  stunted  by  econom- 
ic pressure,  they  will  often  not  resist 
the  temptation  of  *'  easy  money." 
Even  if  it  is  in  contravention  of  the 
ethics  of  their  profession. 
Dr.  Da\  is  was  not  subjected  to  the 
grind  of  daily  toil  as  are  the  major- 
ity of  his  colleagues  over  here,  he 
had  a  class  of  patients  who  re- 
munerated him  well  for  his  services, 
and  yet  a  little  extra  mdon  was  not 
to  be  sneesed  at.  Under  similar 
circumstances  and  the  same  tempta- 
tion his  enraged  critics  might  not 
have  done  otherwise.  Let  us  be 
charitable  am

A  Three  and  One- Half  Reel  Picture  Designed  to  Teach  Oral  Hygiene. 

Made  at  The  Army  Medical  Miiseum  with  the  Approval  of  The  Surgcon> 
general,  under  the  Supervision  of  Major  Leonard  G.  Mitchell,  D.  C. 

This  is  a  description  of  a  new  oral  hygiene  film,  of  which  thirty  copies  have 
been  made,  to  be  used  for  educational  purposes  by  the  Government  over> 
eetU,  and  in  the  various  demobilization  camps,  after  which  they  will  be 
attainable  for  civilian  uses.  The  National  Dental  Association  has  secured 
one  copy,  which  mtU  later  be  avaiUMafor  loofilrv  to  penom  deeting  Um 
usejn  lectures  on  oral  hygiena. 


>T  the  condudon  of 
an  oral  hygiene  lec- 
ture at  the  Army 
Medical  Museum, 
to  the  officers  and 
detachment,  the 
offioer  in  ooBuiUtful 
was  to  entliUEed  with  the  subject 

that  I  at  once  took  him  to  Colonel 
Logan,  where  he  placed  at  our  dis- 
posal all  their  faci'.ities  for  the  mak- 
ing of  a  picture,  wliiGh  would  illua* 
tnite  the  subject  presented. 
The  ArmistiGe  had  been  ripied  and, 
unfortimately.  some  of  the  fcrce 
discharged  before  time  and  oppor- 
tvuiity  enabled  us  to  begin  work. 
However,  a  tibree  and  one->balf  reel 
picture  waa  UMide,  tiling  the  scenario 
written  by  Dr.  Fones,  as  a  basis.  The 
name  of  the  picture  is  "Come 
Clean." 

Private  Tom  lifo^  ia  joked  and 
«* kidded"  ao  persiatently  becauae 

he  brushes  his  teeth  after  eadk  meal 
that  he  finally  loses  his  patience  and 
temper  when  they  hide  his  tooth 
brush.  A  fight  ensues,  wherein  his 
Opponent  and  an  innocent  bystander 
are  knocked  down. 
After  the  fight  Tom  is  induced  to 
tell  the  boys  just  why  he  takes  such 
good  care  of  his  teeth.  The  scene 
then  gees  to  the  time  when  Tom 
was  working  in  a  market,  when  war 
was  declared.  He  tries  to  enlist,  but 
it  rejected  becauae  of  hit  bad  teeth. 


Pliappointcd  and  deapondcnt  be, 

by  chance,  meets  the  army  surgeon 
who  rejected  him,  and  is  told  just 
why  the  may  could  not  afford  to 
take  him. 

The  surgeon  then  takes  Tom 
through  aeveral  warda  at  Walter 

Reed  Hospital  and  shows  him  sev« 
eral  cases  of  arthritis  with  swollen 
joints,  a  case  of  heart  disease,  and 
one  with  appendicitis  with  compli- 
cationa.  The  aurgeon  ^mpatbiasa 
with  Tom's  desire  to  enlist  and  sends 
him  to  a  member  of  the  Prepared- 
ness League  of  Dentists,  who  puts 
his  teeth  in  good  condition.  He  again 
applies  for  enlistmient  and  is  ac> 
oepted  ss»  4^ 

All  these  various  scenes  are  shown 

while  Tom  sits  on  the  steps  at  his 
barracks  talking  to  the  group  of  men 
sitting  on  the  ground  in  front. 
The  picture  tibea  takea  up  the  scien- 
tific part,  showing  why  and  how 
infection  from  pyorrhea  and  ab- 
scessed teeth  reaches  and  infects 
different  parts  of  the  body,  produc- 
ing various  diseases.  The  infection 
may  be  aeen  on  ita  way*  by  tiie  use 
of  animated  drawings. 
In  order  that  this  very  important 
part  of  the  picture  might  be  above 
criticism,  the  assistance  and  co- 
operation of  some  of  America's  best 
men  was  obtained.  Cokmel  Prank 
Billings  of  Chicago,  supplied  the 
data«  in  foct,  wrote  the  titlea  per* 
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tojning  to  this  part  of  the  picture. 
Colonel  Mayo  assisted  with  coimsel 
and  advice. 

When  ready  for  the  first  showing  I 
in\itcd   the   Surgeon -general  and 
about  twenty  heads  of  departments 
in  the  Surgeon-gencrars  office  to 
witness  it.   The  Surgeon -general's 
approval  encouraged  mc  to  ask  for 
thirty  copies,  which   received  his 
endorsement.  These  thirty  copies 
cost  the  Government  $4,200,  which 
does  not  iadude  the  expenae  of  floak* 
ing  the  original  picture. 
These  copies  are  now  being  com- 
pleted and  will  loon  be  ready  to  be 
tent  oveneas  and  to  our  demobil- 
ization  camps,  after  which  they 
will  be  available  for  any  organiza- 
tion which  detiret  to  show  them. 
My  present  plan  ia  to  allow  the 
Interior  Department  to  circulate 
ft  number  of  them  9m  Descriptive 
Boatler  will  also  be  sent  to  ooUegea, 
■Me  normnlt,  rotary  duba  and 
.other  civic  organiaatfons. 
An  of  the  men  at  the  Muaeum  who 
iMitHt^d  in  making  this  picture  are 
now  out  of  service,  with  considerable 
"oA  yet  to  be  done  before  these 
pictures  wiU  be  ready  for  distribu- 
tion. I  have  employed  a  man  to 
remain  here  and  work  with  me  in 
completing  these  pictures,  but  it  is 
•fifficuk  to  know  at  this  time  just 
bow  soon  they  will  be  finished. 
Could  I  have  devoted  my  entire 


time  to  this,  they  would  have  been 
completed  and  sent  out  long  ago. 
C  While  this  film  is  self-explana- 
tory, it  should  be  followed  with  a 
thirty-minute  lecture,  going  more 
into  detail  than  was  possible  in  the 
picture.  Any  one  accustomed  to 
giving  oral  hygiene  lectures  could 
do  this.  I  have  shown  this  picture 
on  several  occasions,  with  most 
gratifying  results.  Am  convinced 
that  this  is  but  the  beginning  of 
more  extensive  and  elaborate  work 
of  the  same  Idnd. 

The  officer  now  in  charce  of  this 
work  at  the  Museum  is  soon  to  Open 
a  studio  which  will  be  devoted  ex- 
chisavely  to  the  making  of  scientific 
pictures,  which  will  deal  with  aome 
phase  of  the  healing  art. 
~Our  National  Secretary,  Dr.  O.  U. 
King,  has  placed  an  order  for  one 
copy  of  "  Come  Clean."  The  United 
States  Public  Health  Department 
is  greatly  interested  in  this  and 
other  health  pictures,  and  con- 
templates using  these  in  its  camp 
paign  for  a  atrongerand  more  virile 
nation.  The  govemnent  ia  taking 
cognisance  of  the  great  need  of 
educating  the  people  on  health 
subjects.  This  iiospirea  na  with  the 
bdief  that  we  are  on  the  threshold 
of  a  national  awakening  which 
will  have  a  most  potent  influence 
in  our  fight  for  a  nation  of  clean 
mouths. 
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DENTISTRY  AS  NATIONAL  DEFENSE

leading papm»  This  editorial  ipouMhave  been  impossible  afemyeani 
The  public  are  awakening  to  the  need  of  modern  dentistry,  much  more] 
so  than  the  dental  profession  gives  them  credit.  H  behooves  every  vnaniA 
be  up  and  doing  and  make  good  on  this  propaganda. 


BCAUSB  this 
newspaper  five 
years  ago  pio- 
neered in  editorial 
discussion  of  sound 
teeth  as  a  subject 
of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  the  welfare  of  the 
nation,  we  are  particularly  pleased 
to  be  ciblc  to  present  here  a  chapter 
of  war  history  which,  so  far  as  we 
know,  has  escaped  the  news 
columns 

By  way  of  preface  to  this  unusual 
and  interesting  story,  the  reader 
shovild  remember  that  army  regu- 
lations in  nearly  all  countries 
require  that  the  recruit  possess 
enough  teeth  properly  to  masticate 
food.  This,  of  course,  is  an  element- 
ary need.  And  it  also  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  inmafficient  or 
defective  teeth  ooiistituted  one  of 
the  mi^or  cauaee  for  fejectioo 
during  our  recent  draft,  when  30 
per  cent  of  the  men  examined  were 
rejected  on  physical  grounds. 
In  France,  as  throughout  Burope, 
the  average  of  tooth  oondttlons  is 
far  below  our  own.  Modem 
dentistry  was  **  made  in  Araerica/' 
and  only  within  recent  years  has  it 
been  recognised  abroad  as  a  real 
need.  So  when  the  Allied  nations 
found  it  necessary  greatly  to  en- 
large their  fighting  forces,  they 
encountered  dental  lacks  much 
worse  than  those  with  which  we 
had  to  cope  in  raising  a  vast  army. 


France,  akme,  was  compelled 

reject  for  this  reason  250,000 

otherwise  physically  sound.  AndJ 
the  day  came  when  such  a  numl 
of  troops  might  easily  spell 
difference   between   victory  an£ 
defeat  ^ 
Fortunately — for  France  and  foj 
Freedom — there  was  in  Paris 
certain  dentist,  Dr.  Georges  Villain j 
who  had  foreseen  this  situation.! 
With  untiring  energy  he  had  ad- 
vocated tooth  reconstruction  as  a] 
major   military   measure.  Fina!lyj 
the  war  board  acceded  to  his  pies 
and  went  so  far  as  to  build  a  fac- 
tory for  the  manufacture  of  arti&> 
cial  teeth. 

Thus  backed,  Doctor  Villain  took 
up  the  direction  of  making  over 
the  mouths  of  the  250,000.  It  was 
a  matter  of  immediate  importance, 
for,  as  all  the  world  knows,  the 
French  forces  were  seriously  de- 
pleted. The  work  was  carried  on 
with  all  possible  speed,  and  within 
a  few  months  these  reinforcements 
so  sorely  needed  were  mustered 
into  service! 

It  is  not  possible,  of  course,  to  put 
one's  finger  on  any  one  contribu- 
tion to  the  final  victory  and  say. 
"But  for  this,  democracy  would 
have  lost."  Dosens  of  vital  factors 
combined  to  determine  the  result. 
But  it  is  easy  to  point  out  certain 
contributions  and  say  of  them, 
"Wthout  these  we  might  have 
lost."  J»  ^ 
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Among  such  must  be  counted 
Doctor  VtlUin'8  "false  tooth" 
factory,  which  transformed  a  quar- 
ter of  a  million  men  into  effective 
fighting  units.  And  of  all  that  has 
happened  during  the  last  decade 
to  emphance  the  importance  of 
dentistry  as  a  prime  factor  in  hu- 
man wdfare.  this,  we  think,  stands 
out  aa  the  most  conclusive  evi- 
dence thereof. 

To  it  night  be  added,  as  of  ahnost 
equal  sivailkanoe,  the  recent  action 
of  the  British  govemmcnt  in  deal- 
ing with  the  problem  of  dental 
disorders 

In  Bngland,  as  in  France,  the  war 
revealed  a  hitherto  unsuspected 
degree  of  ph3fsical  unfitness  due  to 
lack  of  mouth  care.  Spurred  by  the 
research  work  of  American  medical 
men  who  had  suddenly  waked  up 
to  the  serious  disease  involvements 
traceable  to  bad  teeth,  English 
doctors  had  discovered  like  condi- 
tions in  that  country.  But  until  the 
war  compelled  widespread  exami- 
nation, no  one  appreciated  the 
extent  and  seriousness  of  the  situ- 
ation ^ 

We  like  to  speak  of  the  Britisher  as 
•low,  but  in  this  case  he  evidenced 
a  speed  which  might  well  be  emu- 
lated in  our  own  land.  For  as  soon 
as   the    mouth   menace  became 
known,  a  royal  commission  was 
appointed  to  deal  with  the  matter. 
II  The  report  of  this  body,  as  epit- 
omized in  the  current  issue  of  the 
Dental  Cosmos,  published  in  this 
city  and  edited  by  Dr.  Edward  C. 
Kirk,  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, one  of  the  leaders  in  the 
dental  crusade  revealed  a  condition 
which  moved  its  members  to  urge 
revolutionary  measures.  For  it  was 
found  that  the  widespread  dental 
defects  were  due  not  only  to  lack 


of  oral  hygiene  on  the  part  of  the 
people,  but  quite  as  much  to  a 
pitifully  inadequate  supply  of 
qualified  dentists. 
For  the  40.000»000  people  living  in 
the  British  Isles  there  are  5.000 
qualified  dentists  and  some  12,000 
unqualified  persons  who  "  work  " 
on  teeth,  usually  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  those  patronising  them. 
And,  aa  Dr.  Percy  Millican,  of  the 
RrUUh  IHnUA  Jmmwi,  figures, 
if  the  5,000  qualified  dentists 
devoted  two  hours  a  day  to  each 
patient  and  worked  ten  hours  a 
day  for  300  days  a  year,  they 
could  treat  only  7,500,000  persons 
annually,  leaving  nearly  32,000,000 
to  the  mercies  of  the  ignorant  and 
unakiUed  12,000,  or  without  any 
dental  care  whatever. 
Because  of  this,  the  royal  commis- 
sion hat  urged  Ptetiament  immedi- 
ately to  admit  to  registered  prac- 
tice numbers  of  unregistered  prac- 
titioners; to  reduce  the  minimum 
time  required  for  dental  study;  to 
establish  a  system  of  free  dental 
scholnrships  with  adequate  main- 
tenance grants;  to  make  increased 
grants  to  dental  schools,  provide 
for  a  new  classification  of  "  dental 
mechanics  "  to  deal  with  certain 
more  easily  handled  phases  of 
tooth  trouble  and  establish  a  pub- 
lic dental  service. 
As  the  Dental  Cosmos  says,  the 
striking  feature  of  this  situation 
is  that  the  British  government 
"  has  shown  itself  fully  alive  to 
the  serious  importance  of  the  den- 
tal problem  and  has  dealt  with  it 
as  one  of  the  elemental  factors  in 
the  general  problem  of  public 
health  conservation." 
England  has  thus  become  the  first 
nation  officially  to  deal  with  dental 
and  oral  hygiene  as  a  national 
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public  health  question.  And,  from 
present  indications,  France  will 
be  a  close  second.  How  long  will  it 
be  before  this  nation,  which  here- 
tofore hee  led  in  dental  progrew, 
Jofait  the  pfooessloa? 
There  is  no  longer  any  eaeute  for 
neglecting  this  phase  of  national 
defense.  It  is  tnie»  also,  that  In 
some  states  our  public  school 
program  includes  periodical  exam- 
Inatioo  of  teeth,  and  in  a  few  of  our 
cities  we  liave  enlarged  this  work 
to  include  dental  clinics. 
But  the  fact  remains  that  not  more 
than  one-ilfth  of  our  population 
ever  visits  a  dentist  unless  Impelled 
by  pain;  that  millions  of  our  chil- 
dren are  paving  the  way  to  sick- 
ness, inefficiency,  povei'ty  and  con- 
sequent bad  dtiscnshlp  through 
Ihc'lailure  ei  parents  to  recognize 
the  protective  power  of  the  tooth 
brush  and  the  vital  value  of  tlie 
dentist  m» 

Every  day  adds  to  the  mass  of 
testimony  proving  the  manifold 

and  widespread  destructive  influ- 
ence of  decayed  teeth  and  diseased 
gums.  It  is,  of  course,  an  obvious 
fact  that  insufficient  teeth  so  inter- 
fere with  proper  chewing  of  food  as 
to  induce  indigestion  and  faulty 
assimilation  of  the  nutritive  intake. 
And  while  interference  v.ith  the 
stomach  and  intestinal  processes 
is  the  underlying  cause  of  many 
nervous  and  functional  disorders, 
the  evil  results  of  bad  teeth  and 
septic  mouth  conditions  do  not  end 
here 

Often  before  in  this  column  we 
have  referred  to  the  many  diseases 
that  are  attributed  or  actually 
traced  to  such  causes,  yet  so  im- 
pressive is  a  list  recently  published 
in  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  AsMociaUan  that  we  feel 


constrained  to  reprint  it.  It  com- 
prises the  "  conclusions  **  in  an 
article  on  "  The  Menace  of  Mouth 
Infections,"  written  by  Dr.  Oliver 
T.  Osborne,  professor  of  thera- 
peutics in  the  Yale  University 
school  of  medicine,  and  is,  in  part, 
as  follows:

This  statement  comes  from  one  of 
the  most  conservative  of  America's 
eminent  medical  men.  Like  other 
members   of   his   profession,  be 

knows  there  arc  isolated  instances 
of  faddism  in  this  matter  of  teeth. 
A  few  doctors  today  are  ordering 
the  pulling  of  teeth  which  should 
not  be  removed  and  a  few  more 
dentists  are  clinging  to  the  old- 
time  practice  of  saving  teeth  at 
any  cost. 

But  the  great  mass  of  doctors  are 
coming  to  know  that  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  look  at  the 
teeth  of  every  patient  suffering 
from  any  one  of  many  widely  prev- 
alent affections,  and  a  majority 
of  dentists  are  paying  more  atten-

Campbell,  in  veto> 
ing  the  proposed 
dental  law  of  Ari- 
zona, exhaustively 
reviews  the  bill, 
points  out  its  weaknesses  and  incon- 
dstewjea  and  compares  the  pieseat 
dental  law  and  the  vetoed  bill  wil^ 
the  regulations  in  other  states.  The 
menage  in  part  is  as  follows: 
It "  The  general  object  of  dental 
laws  is  to  protect  the  public  against 
incompetent  dentists.  That  the 
necesilt^  of  this  protection  is  gener- 
ally recognized  is  proved  by  the 
existence  of  dental  laws  in  all  states 
and  possessions  of  the  United  States. 

Dental  laws  and  the  dental  stand- 
atds  established  thereunder  have 

been  a  matter  of  growth,  and  from 
a  universal  low  standard  of  years 
ago,  when  laws  first  went  into  effect 
and  qualifications  were  few,  have 
evolved  standards  of  varying  de- 
grees of  exeeUenoe,  according  to 
legal  requirements  placed  upon 
Statute  boojcs.  At  one  time,  when 


laws  first  went  into  effect,  any  one 
making  a  pretense  at  the  practice  of 
dentistzy  could  secure  1loenses>ljater 
on  examinations  were  required  or  a 

dental  college  diploma.  StiU  httCf, 
certain  dental  qualifications  became 
necessary  to  entitle  an  applicant  to 
an  examination,  until  finally  even  a 
diploma  from  a  college  not  only  does 
not  entitle  the  holder  to  a  license, 
but  in  many  states  is  absolutely  a 
prerequisite  to  taking  the  examin- 
ation. With  an  exception  to  be 
presently  noted  Arisona,  in  common 
with  all  the  other  states,  requires  an 
examination  of  all  candidates  In 
thcor>'  and  practice,  but,  whereas 
some  stntes  make  a  dental  degree 
and  a  high  scliool  degree  a  prere- 
quisite to  an  examination,  Arisona 
not  oo^  examines  candidates  with 
a  dental  degree,  but  also  those  with 
a  license  from  any  other  state.  Very 
few  states  give  even  such  recognition 
to  a  mere  license,  because  a  license 
In  itself  is  not  generally  regarded  as 
a  sufficient  credential  for  even  an 
examination,  not  to  mention  a 
license,  but  in  any  event,  an  examin- 
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ation  from  every  candidate  has  been 
proven  tiie  oi4y  safe  rule  and  is 
imivenally  adopted. 
Evidently  not  reooipiising  the  pro- 
vision of  the  present  law  in  permit- 
ting the  board  Co  count  the  practical 
work  as  two-thifds  in  case  of  a  five- 
year  practitioner,  or  not  considering 
this  provision  adequate,  the  legis- 
lature in  this  proposed  amendmdfit 
provides  that  *  If  the  appticant 
holds  and  presents  to  the  board  of 
dental  examiners,  a  properly  authen- 
ticated license  to  practice  dentistry 
in  full  force  and  cfTcct  at  the  date  of 
making  such  api^Iications,  and  issued 
by  the  duly  constituted  authorities 
of  any  state  in  the  United  States, 
under  laws  regulating  the  practice 
of  dentistry  equivalent  to  such  laws 
of  the  state  of  Arizona,  and  has  been 
engaged  in  the  active  practice  of 
dentistry  for  not  less  than  two  years 
immediately  preceding  the  date 
of  such  application,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  dental  examin- 
ers to  certify  to  the  secretary  of  state 
that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  a 
license  to  practice  dentistry.'  In 
other  words  the  provision  which  is 
practically  non-existent  in  other 
states,  and  is  applicable  only  at  the 
discretion  of  the  board  in  cases 
presenting  unusually  meritorious 
credentials  is  made  compulsory  in 
case  of  anyone  with  a  two-year 
license,  which  would  not  entitle  the 


holder  to  even  an  examination  in 
any  state  in  the  union  except  two  or 
three,  including  Ariaona.  .  .  . 
Another  objection  to  this  proposed 
amendment  is  the  requirement  of 
only  a  35  per  cent  grade  in  theory. 
The  present  law  handles  the  grading 
of  the  theoretical  examination  very 
satisfactorily,  as  to  an  old  practi- 
tioner in  allowing  him  two-thirds 
for  practical  work,  and  one-third  for 
theory.  As  to  a  recent  graduate,  a  35 
per  cent  is  no  test  at  all.  This  could 
be  an  advantage  to  persons  applying 
under  claim  of  practicing  five  years 
under  a  licensed  dentist,  and  who, 
with  practically  no  necessary  funda- 
mental theory,  could  become  li- 
censed in  Arizona,  when  barred  by 
his  own  state. 

The  matter  of  appealing  purely 
dental  matters  to  an  appeal  board 
of  two  laymen  and  one  physician  is 
neither  reasonable  nor  just.  With  all 
these  objections  before  me,  and 
believing  that  more  harm  will  come 
from  what  may  {XDssibly  be  ill- 
advised,  and  hastily  considered 
amendments  to  the  old  law  than  will 
follow  from  a  continuance  of  that 
old  law  pending  such  time  as  all 
parties  interested  in  the  whole  matter 
may  be  fully  advised  and  have  full 
opportunity  to  present  the  differ* 
ent  phases  of  the  whole  matter,  I 
feel  it  my  duty  to  disapprove  the 
biU." 
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SCHOOL  NURSING  IN  OAK  PARK 

NELLIE  M.  BALTZ,  R.  N. 

The  author  has  much  io  say  on  school  nursing  and  incidentally  on  care  of 
the  teeth,  all  of  which  is  essential  to  the  well  cared  for  body  and  proper 
menial  development  »^  &^ 

3  we  are  just  orga- 
nizing our  work  in 
Oak  Park  many 
things  are  yet  to  be 
introduced  into  our 
schools.  Our  experi- 
ments thus  far  have 
led  us  to  lealiae  the  importance  of 
health  conservation  and  the  culti- 
vation of  habits  of  right  living  for  aU 
our  boys  and  gjrls,  who  are  to  be  the 
men  and  women  of  tomorrow. 
H  First  of  all  we  are  without  medi- 
cal or  dental  inspection.  Therefore 
the  entire  work  is  covered  by  the 
school  nurse.  The  routine  of  pro- 
cedure is  to  inspect  all  pupils 
who  have  been  absent  from  school 
when  they  return.  This  inspection 
covers  personal  appearance,  that  is: 
unclean  clcjthing,  care  of  teeth, 
missing  butt(Jiis,  dirty  hands,  finger 
nails,  examination  of  throats  and 
condition  of  hair. 

CXir  method  of  reporting  absent 
pupils  is  on  a  daily  report  blank  that 
has  the  following  heading. 


the  absentees  have  tdephones  they 
are  called  over  the  telephone  to  find 
out  why  they  are  absent.  If  they 
have  no  phone  a  home  visit  is  made 
by  the  nurse.  The  report  is  returned 
to  the  teacher  before  the  nurse 
leaves  the  school,  and  tmdtk  successive 
day  it  passes  between  teacher  and 
nurse  until  the  end  of  the  month 
when  it  is  placed  in  a  folder  and  kept 
on  file.  With  this  report  we  know 
why  each  and  every  child  is  absent 
throughout  the  sdiool  year. 
Bach  teacher  has  her  own  report 
and  foMer.  These  are  of  heavy 
ledger  paper  with  about  forty  lines 
on  each  side  of  sheet.  At  the  end  of 
the  day  we  know  how  many  pupils 
arc  absent  from  each  room  and  the 
total  number  from  school.  If  our 
absentees  increase  we  have  reason 
to  believe  that  an  epidemic  may  be 
starting  and  can  make  an  effort  to 
protect  our  school  children  at  the 
beginning  of  same.  These  reports 
make  it  possible  for  the  nurse  to 
know  just  how  many  pupils  are

This  report  is  given  to  the  teacher 
on  the  first  day  of  the  month  and 
•he  is  to  write  the  names  of  absent 
pupils  and  send  it  to  the  nurse's 
office  where  it  is  placed  in  a  file 
provided  for  that  purpose.  If  any  of 


absent  from  each  room  on  account 
of  a  contagious  disease  and  at  what 
time  a  new  case  develops. 
We  feel  that  the  condition  of  the 
teeth  is  of  great  importance  to  the 
school  children.  Therefore  we  lay 
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great  stress  upon  their  care  *^ 
Once  a  mcmth  we  have  Tooth  Brush 
Drill  in  each  room.  In  this  drill  we 
check  up  on  our  tooth  brushes  and 
teach  the  children  the  right  way  to 
brush  their  teeth  instead  of  the 
wrong  way.  We  start  on  the  left 
side  using  the  circle  motion,  the 
front  and  then  the  right  side,  the 
upper  iu'iide  and  the  lower  inside. 
We  tell  the  children  how  important 
it  is  to  brush  their  teeth  the  right 
way  so  as  to  brush  the  gums  towards 
the  teeth  and  not  away  ffom  them. 
Wc  have  a  "  Clean  Teeth  Honor 
Roll  "  in  each  room.  The  names  of 
the  boys  and  girls  who  brush  their 
teeth  twice  a  day  are  on  this  roll. 
This  Honor  Roll  serves  as  an  inspi- 
ration to  the  child,  and  the  mothers 
appreciate  our  insisting  on  the  clean- 
liness of  the  teeth.  The  Honor  Roll 
is  made  out  in  the  following  manner.

€L  We  started  our  tooth  brush  drill 
by  giving  each  child  a  sample  tube 
of  tooth  paste.  Dental  floss  is  used 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  tooth 
brush  drill.  It  is  used  in  the  school 
room  for  demonstrating  purposes. 
Aftef  the  examinations  were  com- 
pleted in  one  school  it  was  found 
that  about  60  per  cent  of  the 
children  had  defective  teeth.  We 
followed  this  work  to  the  home  and 
found  that  only  10  per  cent  of  these 
defects  had  been  corrected  by  the 
dentists.  These  ligures  shew  how 
great  the  need  i*?  for  a  dental  clinic 
in  our  schools.  II  ac  want  to  increase 
the  efiicicncy  of  our  pupils  wc  must 
first  correct  their  defects.  VJc  hope 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we 
will  have  a  dental  chair  in  every 
school  ^ 


If  we  find  it  necessary  to  exclude  a 
pupil  from  school,  a  notice  is  sent  to 
the  teacher  and  parent  informing 
them  why  the  child  is  being  ex- 
cluded. 

In  Feb.  1919  we  received  a  chart 
from  the  Bureau  of  Education  in 
Washington  called  **  Class  Room 
Weight  Record."  On  this  chart  is 
a  place  for  names  of  children,  height, 
normal  weight  and  actual  weight. 
The  children  are  to  be  weighed 
monthly  throughout  the  school  3rear 
and  their  wei^^ts  entered  under  the 
month  in  which  they  were  weighed. 
At  the  bottom  of  the  chart  a  sched- 
ule is  given  for  what  they  should 
weigh  and  measure  according  to 
their  years.  One  valuable  thing 
about  this  chart  is  that  each  child 
enters  his  own  weight  and  keeps  a 
check  on  himself  .  At  one  school  three 
hundred  children  were  weighed  and 
out  of  this  number  one  hundred  and 
eighty  were  under  weight. 

At  thL'  time  the  child  is  weighed  a 
yellow  tag  is  sent  home  to  the 
mother  informing  her  of  the  weight 
and  height  of  her  child  and  what 
he  should  weigh.  We  hope  with  the 
right  kind  of  food  to  be  able  to 
decrease  our  underweight  pupils. 
We  have  obtained  bulletins  from 
the  Government  entitled  "  Food 
For  Your  Children  "  "  Start  The 
Day  Right  '*  and  sent  them  to  all 
of  our  parents. 

We  are  comparing  our  weigjht  cards 

with  the  pupils"  report  cards  to  sec  if 

our  underweight  pupils  do  as  good 
work  as  those  of  normal  weight. 

Wc  hope  to  have  in  a  short  time  an 
individual  \Vv.ight  card  for  each 
child  to  carry  in  his  pocket  so  if  he 
is  underweight  it  will  make  him 
ambitious  to  reach  the  normal 
weight.  Our  mothers  are  all  well

The  physical  examination  that  is  made  by  the  nurse  covers  the 
teeth,  eyes,  hearing,  throats,  hair,  nutrition,  and  speech.  A  cara 
like  the  one  above  is  filled  out. 
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pleased  witli  tlie  work  that  is  bemg 
dcme  and  qptendld  oo-operatkm  has 
thus  far  been  secured. 
The  tabulated  statistics  of  the 
national  draft  boards,  show  that 
one  third  of  the  men  called  to  the 
odors  in  the  recent  war,  were  suffer- 
ing from  physicd  defects  of  one 
kind  or  another.  Of  course  a  lar^e 
part  of  the  responsibility  for  this 
condition  has  been  laid  at  the  door 
of  the  American  Public  School.  If 
this  condition  is  to  be  corrected  it 
means  that  greater  attention  must 


be  given  to  physical  defects  amons 
tibe  pupils  in  our  Elementary 
sdiools.  SdioQl  Boards  and  tax- 
payers must  be  ready  to  spend  more 
money  for  service  wfaidi  will  pro- 
tect the  heal^  of  pupils  vdio  are 
attending  the  Elementary  schools.

Our 
ideal  is  to  establish  that  standard 
which  insures  the  highest  type  of 
American  citizenship  by  insuring 
health,  intellectual  ability,  and 
moral  and  civic  efficiency. 


THE  SILICATE  FILLING,  ITS  LIMITA- 
TIONS AND  VALUE

deal  mth  a  live  subject  oj  interest  to  every  reader. 


>N  consenting  to  pre- 
sent the  subject  of 
silicate  lUlings  at 
this  meeting  I 
would  disclaim  any 
attempt  to  enoour* 
age  an  increased 
use  of  ttiis  material  (I  would  prefer 
to  be  understood  to  be  making  a 
plea  for  its  more  rational  use)  for 
valuable  as  it  is  and  having  a  wdl 
defined  field  in  dentistiy,  and  cap- 
able of  rendering '  most  valuable 
service,  its  successful  employment 
requires,  as  with  any  otlier  material, 
first,  a  full  knowledge  of  its  physical 
properties  in  order  to  recognise  its 
limitations,  as  to  its  resistance  to 
stress:  and  second,  the  exact  con- 
ditions required  during  the  mixing 
and  setting  process,  to  secure  its 
maximum  hardness,  translucency, 
and  insolubility,  as  the  margin  of 
safety  m  all  three  of  these  proper- 
ties is  so  slight  as  to  permit  any 


variation  from  the  ideal,  either 
to  its  manipulatian  or  the  indica^ 
tions  of  its  use. 

The  slab  must  be  of  the  correct 
temperature  *^ 
The  instruments  should  be  such  aa 
recommended  by  the  manufacturer. 
H  The  rublier  dam  must  be  cm- 
ployed;  to  attempt  its  use  witiiout 
the  rubber  dam  is  careless,  slovenly 
practice,  and  will  not  produce  re- 
sults worthy  of  the  material. 
It  must  be  ever  kept  in  mind  that 
this  is  a  very  ddteate  and  most 
exacting  material  and  positively  will 
not  admit  of  abuse.' 
The  filling  must  be  protected  from 
the  air  by  cocoa  butter  (when  such 
application  is  recommended  by  the 
manufacturer)  while  setting,  to  pre- 
vent the  evaporatian  of  the  water 
of  ciystallisatioii,  for  a  period  of  at 
least  tea  minutes,  and  then  five 
minutes  before  removing  the  dam  it 
must  be  further  protected  by  an 
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ethereal  vamldi.  Even  then  the 
surface  may  slightly  dialntegrate 
through  exposure  to  the  saliva  and 
for  this  reason  the  final  finish 
should  always  be  deferred  to  some 
subsequent  sitting. 
It  should  Airther  be  remembered 
that  urtifin  the  dam  is  applied  over 
teeth  tbat  contain  silicate  fillings 
that  the  thorough  drying  of  them, 
even  though  they  have  been  in  the 
mouth  for  years,  is  very  injurious  to 
them  and  may  result  in  causing 
them  to  check;  and  for  this  reason, 
such  fillings  should  be  protected 
during  any  subsequent  ojjerations 
when  the  dam  is  applied ,  with  cocoa 
butter,  paraffin  or  varnish  to  pre- 
vent the  evaporation  of  the  moist- 
ure contained  in  such  fillings. 
It  is  sometimes  observed  that  the 
surfaces  of  silicate  fillings  have 
chipped  off;  this  is  through  faulty 
technique  in  its  insertion.  In  pack- 
ing this  material  it  must  be  made 
certain  that  the  mass  is  made  homo- 
geneous and  not  laminated.  This 
is  accomplished,  first  by  having 
exactly  the  right  consistency  and 
then  placing  it  into  the  cavity,  en 
masse  causing  any  overlying  por- 
tions to  unite  and  thus  making  the 
whole  mass  perfectly  homogeneous. 
H  Now  what  are  the  indications  for 
silicate  fillings,  and  what  may  be 
expected  of  them,  and  how  do  they 
compare  with  gold  fillings  and  with 
porcelain  inlays? 

I  would  say:  all  proximal  cavities  in 
the  incisor  and  cuspid  teeth  where 
the  indsal  angle  is  not  involved,  and 
all  labial  cavities  as  far  back  and 
including  the  second  bicuspid  and 
that  they  are  practically  limited  to 
these  areas. 

While  of  course  we  must  admit  that 
more  important  work  can  be  <fone, 
even  in  sudi  cavities,  with  gold 


foil;  esthetic  conalderationv,  I  be- 
lieve, for  overbalance  the  daim  of 
increased  durability.  The  human- 
itarian side  is  also  an  important 
factor  in  favor  of  the  silicate  filUng. 
Now  how  do  they  compare  with  the 
porcelain  inlays?  Here  again  we 
must  concede  that*  in  the  ideal 
porcelain  inlay,  dentistry  has  at- 
tained its  highest  artistic  achieve- 
ment. Please  note  that  I  say  the 
"  ideal  "  or  "  perfect  "  porcelain 
inlay,  imd  emphatically  not  the 
average  inlay  by  any  manner  of 
means.  The  porcelain  inlay  has  to 
commend  it,  esthetics  alone,  and 
judged  from  this  standpoint  the 
average  porcelain  inlay  was  a  failure, 
a  failure  so  complete  that  it  would 
be  hard  to  find  a  dozen  men  in  the 
whole  country  today  who  are  using 
them  at  all. 

The  time  and  skill  required  to  make 
a  satisfactory  porcelain  inlay  is 
such  as  to  limit  its  use  to  tbe  special- 
ist, and  to  that  very  limited  class, 
willing  and  able  to  pay  the  high  fees 
necessary  to  encourage  the  develop- 
ment of  the  talent. 

Now  fbr  an  honest  comparison  of 
the  silicate  filling  with  the  porcelain 
inlay  $^ 

A  silicate  filling  may  be  used  practi- 
cally wherever  a  porcelain  inlay  may 
be  used  and  the  cavity  is  prepared 
with  far  less  sacrifice  of  tooth  struc- 
ture. A  silicate  filling  if  properly 
inserted  may  be  expected  to  last 
from  five  to  ten  years,  with  possi- 
bilities of  even  longer  service. 

Now  while  a  porcelain  may  last 
mudk  longer  tiian  this,  owing  to  its 
insolubility,  the  natural  teeth  will 
have  grown  enough  darker  as  to  so 
affect  its  esthetics  as  to  neutralise 
its  one  greatest  virtue. 

We  frequently  hear  of  this  material 
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being  used  in  cavities  involving  tiie 
oodiaal  tuifaoet  of  tiie  biciupids 
and  molars.  Its  shortcooiings*  how- 
ever, are  such  as  to  oontraindicate 
its  iise  in  these  locations  where  any- 
thing l&e  the  normal  force  of  occlu- 
sion is  to  be  encountered* 
Si!icate  finings  are  often  accused  of 
being  dangerous  to  the  dental  pvdp 
and  frequently  causing  its  death.  I 
do  not  bdieve  this  to  be  true,,  al- 
though I  "s^l  admit,  that  I  have 
observed  many  dead  pulps  under 
such  fillings.  Now  why  is  it  that  we 
so  frequently  find  the  pulp  to  be 
dead  under  the  silicate  fillings?  I  am 
convinced  that  the  explanation  is  to 
be  found  in  the  fact  that  we  are 
using  it  in  cavities  so  deep  that  we 
would  not  think  of  using  gold  or 
amalgam 

For  instance  a  cavity  in  an  incisor 
or  cuspid  is  so  deep  that  we  fear  the 
death  of  the  pulp  under  a  gold  filling, 
will  invariably  be  filled  with  silicate 
and  \vc  fcsr  too  frequently,  without 
antiseptic  or  protective  treatment. 
Personally,  I  am  convinced  that  the 
silicate  filling  is  as  comp>atible  with, 
tooth  structure  as  is  Oxy-Phosphate 
which  until  the  introduction  of  sili- 
cates headed  the  list. 
It  is  a  material  worthy  of  our  best 
efforts,  and  if  used  with  judgment 
and  care  it  will  nrove  itself  a  positive 


boon  to  dcptiatiy  and  I  mean  by 
tliat,  both  patient  and  dentist. 
The  gold  foil  filling  saved  teeth  but 
it  kiUed  dentists.  I  doubt,  with  the 
increased  demand  for  dental  services 
of  the  present  day,  if  it  would  be 
even  possible  for  tiie  deuUsIs  of 
today  to  find  time  to  fill  all  the 
cavities  with  gold  foil  tibat  are  today 
befaig  filled  with  Hie  siiieate  material 
and  it  would  most  certainly  be  si 
great  disappointment  to  the  public 
if  they  had  to  submit  to  tiie  long* 
tedious  and  painful  gold  foil  opera- 
tions of  a  decade  ago. 
The  silicate  filling  has  created  a  most 
insistent  demand  for  itself  and  this 
demand  must  be  intelligently  met. 
€[  And  finally  to  put  too  low  a  fee 
on  this  service  is  to  invite  failure  as 
well  as  a  discredit  upon  dentistry. 
The  public  demands  the  best  and 
will  cheerfully  pay  for  it.  Therefore 
I  would  again  urge,  on  the  grounds 
of  honesty  to  our  patients,  honesty 
to  ourselves,  and  honesty  to  our 
profession,  that  we  give  the  manipu- 
lation of  this  material  our  very  best 
thought  and  talent  and  then  be 
honest  enough  to  charge  an  honest 
fee  and  thus  stimulate  in  oursdveSt 
and  others,  a  desire  to  deliver  a 
higher  grade  of  service  with  thta 
material  which  so  nearly  apptoachea 
^  ideal.

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A  TALK  TO  PROSPECTIVE  MOTHERS

This  talk  to  pros^ectme  mothers  would  be  of  value  for  leafleie  when  con- 
ducting  a  local  campaign  /or  oral  hygiene,  inasmuch  as  there  is  an  a^lon- 
ishing  amount  of  ignorance  on  these  suttfects,  and  partiadarly  SO  on  the 
use  of  the  pacifier  and  thumb  sucking.

If  your  gums  bleed  did  you  know 
that  you  ahould  haire  your  teeth 
deaned?  Fine  pieces  of  tartar  will  be 
found  around  the  necks  of  the  teeth 
under  the  gums. 

Did  you  know  that  to  lose  a  tooth 
for  each  child  is  only  neglect?  It  is 
not  necessary  to  have  trouble  with 
the  teeth  if  they  are  cared  ibr. 
Do  you  know  that  it  is  perfectly 
safe  to  do  any  necessary  dental 
work  during  pregnancy?  Only  tell 
the  dentist  of  your  condition  so  he 
v.ill  not  let  you  get  tired.  Wlien  he 
has  finished  go  home  and  rest.  Do 
not  go  shopping  the  day  you  go  to 
the  dentist. 

Do  you  know  that  women  have 
miscarried  because  they  have 
suffered  greatly  with  ulcerated 
(abscessed)  teeth?  The  teeth  begin 
to  decay  when  the  mouth  is  so  acid 
the  first  three  months.  If  you  will 
rinse  your  mouth  with  a  little  salt 
or  soda  in  half  a  glass  of  water  after 
brushing  the  teeth  it  will  help  pre- 
serve them.  Better  stiU»  rinse  the 
mouth  with  milk  of  mapiesia  two 
or  three  times  a  day — espedaUy 
before  going  to  bed. 
Did  you  know  that  you  should  eat 
plenty  of  dark  bread  and  vegetables 


which  yon  should  thorougbty  chew? 
These  foods  will  give  you  the  Ume 
salts  for  the  growhig  bahy. 
Did  you  know  tiiat  all  of  the  baby 
teeth  or  milk  teeth  and  the  four 
largest  of  the  second  or  permanent 
set  are  forming  during  the  last  five 
months  of  pregnancy?  Anything 
which  seriously  affects  the  niodier's 
health  during  that  period  may  affect 
the  growth  of  these  teeth. 
Did  you  know  that  if  3rou  nurse 
your  baby  you  have  twice  as  good  a 
chance  to  raise  it?  Also  your  baby 
will  have  a  better  shaped  mouth  and 
stronger  teeth  if  nursed? 
Do  you  know  why  so  many  children 
have  badly  shaped  mouths?  It  is 
because  they  are  allowed  to  suck  a 
bottle  too  long  or  to  suck  a  pac'fier 
or  perhaps  a  finger  or  thumb.  When 
a  child  has  a  high,  narrow  arch  from 
such  habits  its  nose  is  partly  closed 
and  it  gets  into  the  habit  of  breath- 
ing through  its  mouth.  Such  a  child 
will  have  frequent  colds  and  is  more 
apt  to  catch  measles,  whooping 
cough  and  all  such  diseases. 
Did  you  know  that  when  children 
have  such  diseases  all  the  teeth  that 
are  ^.rowing  in  the  jaw  at  that  time 
n"ia\'  be  badly  injured-'  Such  teeth 
have  white  or  yellow  spots  on  them. 
Or  they  may  be  badly  shaped  with 
pits  and  grooves. 

Children  should  be  protected  from 
taking  diseases  also  because  their 
mouths  are  hard  to  keep  clean  and 
their  teeth  begin  to  decay  while  they 
are  sick. 
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PENCIL  BITING  AMONG  SCHOOL 

CHILDREN 

H.  W.  RALSTON.  D.  D.  S.,  School  Dentist,  Wichita,  Kansas. 

The  author  calls  our  attention  to  the  evils  of  pencil  biting  among  scho< 
children,  which  in  addition  to  being  a  menace  to  health,  also  forces  th 
teeth  out  oj  alignment.  This  is  a  matter  of  great  moment,  and  the  schot 
lecturer,  and  teacher  as  well,  should  educate  the  children  in  the  eliminatio 
of  this  evil. 


;HE  unsanitary  slate 
and  noisy  slate  pcn- 
cil  have  been  re- 
placed in  our  mod- 
em schools  by  the 
tablet  and  lead  pen- 
cil, but  it  is  ques- 
tionable whether  we  have  not  adop- 
ted the  greater  of  two  evils.  We  who 
were  school  children  a  few  years  ago 
have  memories  of  the  dirty  slate  rag, 
the  smooth  coat  sleeve,  and  the 
noise  the  mischievous  boy  knew  how 
to  make  by  tilting  his  slate  pencil  at 
a  certain  angle.  No  one  questions 
that  the  slate  was  unsanitary  and 
the  noise  annoying,  but  the  slate 
pencil  made  a  better  mark  dry  than 
wet  and  was  too  hard  for  the  child 
to  enjoy  holding  in  his  mouth. 
From  the  pencil  marks  on  the  teeth 
of  children  that  I  examine  I  believe 
that  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the  school 
children  of  Wichita  wet  their  pencils 
before  using  them  and  about  15  per 
cent  hold  their  pencils  in  their 
mouths  enough  to  cause  their  teeth 
to  be  malposed.  When  one  stops  to 
think  in  how  many  dirty  places  a 
pencil  is  throughout  tlie  day,  he  will 
realize  what  a  dirty  habit  holding 
the  pencil  in  the  mouth  is.  First  the 
school  child  keeps  his  pencil  in  a 
dirty  groove  on  the  top  of  his  desk, 
or  in  his  pocket,  or  at  best  in  a  pencil 
box  which  is  not  always  clean,  and 
when  he  uses  it,  he  holds  it  in  his 
hands  which  arc  dirty,  or  he  may 


stick  the  point  of  it  in  his  ink  wc 
or  uses  it  to  clean  his  ears,  then  1 
will  hold  it  in  his  mouth  for  a  whil 
and  when  he  goes  to  write  he  w 
wet  the  point  in  his  mouth.  Th< 
his  seat  mate  or  the  child  across  tl 
aisle  borrows  it  and  does  the  san 
thing.  That  pencil  is  placed  in 
multitude  of  dirty  places  every  da 
C  In  the  fourth  grade  of  one  scho 
that  I  examined  twelve  out  of  fort 
five  children  had  malposed  teeth  dt 
directly  to  the  lead  pencil.  Tl 
most  of  them  had  one  or  both  upp 
lateral  incisors  tilted  out  of  alig 
mcnt  from  holding  the  f>cncil  in  t 
sides  of  their  mouths.  One  child  Vu 
her  upper  central  incisors  tipped  oi 
another  had  pushed  against  h 
upper  centrals  with  the  eraser  un 
both  upper  and  lower  centrals  we 
rotated  to  the  lingual  at  the  mesi. 
Another  girl  had  been  placing  t 
point  of  her  pencil  in  the  spa 
between  the  upper  central  ai 
lateral  and  was  widening  the  spa 
and  rotating  the  lateral.  When  \ 
remember  that  this  is  the  age 
which  the  permanent  bicuspids  at 
second  molars  are  erupting,  and  t 
wedging  process  is  going  on,  ai 
that  any  little  deviation  from  t' 
normal  will  cause  a  great  deal 
irregularity,  we  realize  how  serio' 
tliese  habits  are. 

Now  tins  filthy  habit  children  ha> 
of  placing  pencils  .in  their  moutl 
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can  be  stopped.  It  is  not  the  same  as 
our  other  dental  problems  among 
children  where  the  parents  are  re- 
sponsible. The  responsibility  for  this 
lies  entirely  with  the  teacher,  for  the 
child  uses  a  pencil  but  very  little 
outside  of  school  hours.  All  teachers 
know  that  the  habit  la  unsanitary. 


and  I  believe  if  they  were  shown  the 
evil  results  in  the  looks  and  health 
of  children  caused  by  irregular  teeth 
that  tliey  would  have  the  welfare  of 
the  children  in  their  care  enough  at 
heart  to  make  the  placing  of  a  pencil 
in  the  mouth  the  "  Unpardonable 
Sin."  »m  «» 


THE  USE  OF  THE  TOOTH  BRUSH  AND 
ANTISEPTICS  IN  THE  MOUTH 

This  is  an  abstmct  from  an  article  appearing  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
"  Dominion  Dental  JmrniaV  The  writer  has  some  crigirud  ideas  an  ofriA 
prophylaxis.  He  also  pays  his  respects  to  tiie  tooOi  brush. 


AS  oral  prophylaxis 


pfeventive  against 
tooth  decay?  Our 
great  army  of  den- 
tists and  teachers 
all  over  the  civilised 
world  are  recommending  the  dili- 
gent use  of  the  tooth  brush 
One  dentist  that  I  know,  conceived 
the  idea  that  he  could  prevent 
his  patients*  teeth  from  decaying 
altogether  by  oral  prophylactic 
measures.  His  method  was  to  have 
hb  patients  come  to  his  office  as 
often  as  he  thought  desirable,  once 
a  week  or  once  in  two  weeks,  etc., 
and  thoroughly  cleanse  all  the 
interproximal  spaces.  This  kind  of  a 
practice  did  not  last  long,  as  the 
cavities  were  multiplying  so  rapidly 
that  he  had  to  either  send  his 
patients  to  another  dentist  or  return 
to  his  general  practice.  He  decided 
on  taking  no  chance  of  losing  his 
patients,  so  he  went  back  to  general 
practice  ^ 

No,  I  do  not  believe  the  tooth  brush 
ever  prevents  tooth  decay.  If  the 
enamel  will  not  resist  the  action  of 
the  fluids  of  the  mouth,  the  tooth 
bnuh  will  not  prevent  the  onset  of 


decay  on  the  surface  of  the  teeth  or 
in  the  interproximal  spaces.  It  has 
been  found  that  mouths  that  are 
immune  to  decay  have  very  often  a 
greater  number  of  fermentative 
bacteria  than  the  mouths  of  patients 
where  decay  is  rampant.  The  plain 
fact  is,  that  the  tooth  brush  is  a 
dangerous  germ-ridden  instrument, 
which  it  is  impossible  to  sterilize. 
It  cannot  be  boiled  and  we  have  no 
disinfectant  which  would  render  it 
aseptic  and  not  leave  it  unfit  for 
further  use. 

On  my  way  back  from  Jena  to 
Canada  in  1904,  I  called  on  my  old 

friend,  Mr.  Gilmour,  in  Liverpool, 

and  I  was  telling  him  about  some 
experiments  that  I  had  made  during 
the  summer  with  different  tooth 
pastes  and  washes  that  are  in  gen- 
eral use.  I  showed  him  my  results 
and  told  him  how  short  a  period  the 
antiseptic  properties  of  these  washes 
would  last  and  the  increased  growth 
of  bacteria  over  the  normal  within  a 
few  hours'  time,  due  to  the  destruc- 
tive effect  on  the  delicate  mucous 
membrane  of  the  mouth,  causing  an 
impaired  condition  of  the  natural 
resistance  and  thereby  intensifying 
the  growth  of  bacteria.  In  no  case 
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did  the  antiseptic  action  laat  over 
fifteen  minutes.  He  then  told  me 
that  be  had  been  watching  the 
results  of  different  patients  of  his, 
tiut  be  could  rdy  on  as  being  very 
careful  to  cleanse  the  mouth  out 
regularly,  and  tiiat  frequently  they 
had  an  increased  amount  of  work  to 
be  done  over  the  previous  year.  On 
turning  up  his  records  I  found  some 
of  his  patients  he  was  referring  to 
were  using  the  sane  pastes  and 
washes  that  I  had  eacperimented 

with  41^ 

For  our  own  comfort  we  have  got 
to  keep  the  tooth  brush  going,  but 
it  is  not  going  to  prevent  tooth 

decay.  Tartar  has  never  decayed 
teeth,  but  in  lots  of  cases  it  has,  I 
beHeve,  saved  them  from  decay.  If 
you  gather  records  of  conditions  of 
the  teeth  extending  over  a  large 
area,  you  will  find  the  least  decay 
always  where  the  tooth  brush  is  not 
in  use  and  this  has  been  my  experi- 
ence all  over. 

We  have,  therefore,  to  look  to  some 
other  source  to  find  the  true  cause 
of  tooth  decay,  and  I  think  it  can 


usually  be  traced  to  the  improper 
diet  of  the  child  in  infisncy. 
Antiseptic  washes— Tht  conception 
which  prevails  generally  among 
medical  and  dental  practitioners  in 
regard  to  the  use  of  antiseptic 
washes  in  the  throat  and  moiitii,  is 
singularly  confiising  and  confused 
It  is  credited  by  them  with  consis- 
tent and  often  contradictory  attri- 
butes, so  great  is  the  lade  of  dear- 
ness  and  precision  of  sdentific  work 
on  this  subject*  when  it  approadies 
this  topic,  whidi  has  so  weighty  a 
bearing  on  our  daily  work.  I  began 
to  despair  of  ever  being  able  to  get 
an  antiseptic  wash  that  we  would  be 
able  to  use  on  such  a  delicate 
structure  as  the  mucous  membrane 
of  the  mouth  and  throat,  but 
through  the  work  on  flavine  of  Dr. 
Browning  of  the  Bland-Sutton  In- 
stitute, we  have  now  a  wash  that 
will  not  only  act  as  a  good  antisep- 
tic, without  cau^ng  irritation,  and 
its  retentive  powers  are  sucli  that 
it  keeps  the  bacterial  flora  down  for 
hours,  instead  of  a  few  minutca.

THE  FRENCH  AND  BELGIAN 

RELIEF  FUND 

HE  Preparedness  League  of  American  Dentists 
is  raising  a  fund  for  die  dentists  of  devastated 
France  and  Belgium  who  were  driven  from  their 
offices  and  their  equipment  appropriated,  sepa- 
rated from  their  families  and,  in  many  cases, 
their  towns  destroyed.  Some  of  tiiese  took  up 
arms  and  fought  in  the  trenches,  many  were 
killed,  others  were  partially  or  wholly  incapacitated,  leaving 
wives  and  children  who  have  suffered  unspeakable  tortures 
and  are  now  without  the  means  of  sustenance  and  support. 
We  cannot  help  but  sympathize  with  these  our  brethem  who 
have  met  with  this  misfortune,  and  it  is  only  right  and  proper 
that  they  should  be  furnished  fimds  to  enable  them  to  start  in 
practice  again  and  thus  become  self-sustaining. 
As  a  means  to  this  end  the  automobiles  owned  by  the  Associ- 
ation could  bt.  disposed  of  readily  and  turned  over  to  the  relief 
fund  which  would  inaterially  add  to  its  total.  At  the  close  of 
hostilities  a  nuinbcr  of  such  machines  had  been  purchased  and 
are  now  used  in  the  demobilization  camps. 
The  New  York  State  Committee  on  Oral  Hygiene,  of  which 
Dr.  Timinerman  is  Chairman,  raised  through  voluntary  sub- 
scriptions among  members  of  the  New  York  State  Society,  a 
sum  sufficient  to  purchase  an  automobile  and  equip  the  same. 
This  was  the  contribution  of  the  Oral  Hygiene  Committee  and 
it  pro\'ided  also  a  dental  operator  and  mechanic  and  awaited 
the  pleasure  of  the  Red  Cross  to  place  it  on  duty  on  tlie  Western 
Front.  Hostilities  came  to  a  close  beiore  it  had  been  in  actual 
use  and  it  is  now  stored  with  a  member  of  the  committee.  This 
could  also  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  turned  over  to  the  Pre- 
ppredness  League  of  American  Dentists. 
But  we  should  not  be  content  with  the  sale  of  these  mRchine?. 
The  need  is  pressing  and  all  moneys  received  will  be  faithfuliv 
used  to  lessen  the  burden  of  those  in  need.  Make  all  checks

THE  FINDINGS  OF  THE  X-RAY 

T  is  said  "  Ignorance  is  the  curse  of  God; 
Knowledge  the  wings  wherewith  we  fly  to  health." 

For  centuries  the  profession  of  medicine  was 
based  upon  mystery.  It  is  based  largely  today 
on  anything  but  sound  scientific  principles.  Only 
a  few  drugs  are  specific  in  their  action.  The  pre- 
vention of  disease  is  today  the  great  object  of 
both  medical  and  dental  professions.  Until  quite  recently  all 
dentists  were  agreed  as  to  the  value  of  correct  dental  service, 
but  with  the  advent  of  the  X-ray  there  has  come  a  serious 
questioning  and  a  division  of  opinion  among  the  profession  ^ 
It  has  been  foimd  that  the  X-ray  picture,  due  to  distortion  and 
vagueness  of  outline,  is  in  many  cases  most  unreliable  and,  as 
one  writer  expresses  it,  half  a  bet  and  half  a  guess.*'  The 
correct  interpretation  of  the  him  requires  greater  skill  than  the 
photographing  ^ 

The  medical  profession  in  their  obstinate  cases  have  not  failed 
to  diagnose  the  trouble  as  of  dental  origin  and  have  ordered  the 
removal  of  bridges  and  the  extraction  of  teeth.  This  without 
consulting' the  dentist  and,  in  many  cases,  without  an  X-ray 
examination.  In  other  cases  the  patient  under  treatment  has 
gone  to  the  dentist  and  he,  finding  an  ulcerated  tooth  or  teeth, 
persuaded  the  treatment  of  same  without  results.  The  patient 
is  disgusted  with  the  treatment  of  the  M.  D.»  and  has  no  faith 
m  the  dentist. 

We  are  prone  to  tell  of  our  success  in  the  treatment  of  these 
cases  and  say  nothing  of  oiu*  failures.  The  truth  is  that  many 
cases  are  treated  to  the  best  of  our  abihty  and  refuse  to  clear 
up.  The  treating  of  the  teeth  is  without  apparent  benefit. 
A  case  in  point  is  that  of  a  patient  of  the  ^itor  who  was 
suffering  from  rheumatism  so  much  that  she  had  her  knee 
in  a  plaster  cast  and  was  going  about  her  work  on  crutches. 
The  upper  teeth  were  extracted  and  a  most  satisfactory  denture 
inserted.  On  the  lower  jaw  was  located  a  bridge,  one  abutment 
of  which  was  swinging  back  and  forth  in  a  pool  of  pus.  The 
other  teeth  were  badly  infected.  When  it  came  to  having  them 
out  the  patient  objected  and  said  she  would  rather  die  than 
liave  a  lower  plate.  She  persisted  in  her  refusal  but,  strange  to 
lay,  after  a  short  time  discarded  her  plaster  cast  and  her  rheu« 
matism  disappeared  entirely.  Had  she  consented  to  the  re- 
moval of  the  lower  teeth  and  the  substitution  of  an  artificial 
daiture,  nothing  could  have  convinced  us  but  that  the  ex- 
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tracting  of  the  teeth  was  the  cause  of  her  recovery.  Perhaps  h 
may  be  argued  that  the  removal  of  the  diseased  teeth  in  the 
upper  jaw  was  enough  to  swing  the  balance  and  her  reooveiy 
made  possible. 

Men  are  practising  dentistry  with  the  loss  of  confidence  lhat 
they  are  doing  the  best  thing  for  the  patient,  and  with  the 

advent  of  the  X-ray  this  has  been  intensified.  We  are  passing 
through  a  stage  of  doubt  which  the  medical  profession  has 
faced  for  years.  Undoubtedly  the  time  will  come,  perhaps 
not  in  this  generation,  when  we  will  have  settled  down  to  the 
mode  of  practice  that  is  accepted  as  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  patient.  Until  that  time  we  must  be  content  to  go  ahead 
and  use  our  best  judgment  and  trust  in  the  futxire  that  this 
will  be  justified. 

WHAT  SAY  YOU? 

N  every  issue  of  our  magazine  there  appears 
material  intended  for  the  preparation  of  papers 
to  be  read  by  the  dentist  before  the  laity,  or 
for  use  in  the  daily  press  to  aid  in  an  oral  hygiene 
campaign.  I  am  sure  our  readers  are  in  full 
possession  of  the  material  facts  and  it  is  a  ques- 
tion in  my  mind  whether  I  am  justified  in  going 
ahead  and  republishing,  using  up  our  reading  pages  which 
could  be  better  employed  in  presenting  new  facts  witii  which 
the  dentist  is  not  quite  so  famOiar. 

Nearly  every  day  I  receive  requests  from  dentists.  They  are  up 
against  it  and  want  help  ri^t  away  as  they  are  to  read  a 
paper  before  a  Sunday  School,  Church  Society,  High  School 

audience,  or  some  Mothers'  Club.  This  would  go  to  prove  that 
they  do  not  consult  back  issues  of  Oral  Hygieney  nor  use  its 
pages  for  this  purpose.  It  has  been  well  said  there  is  no 
royal  road  to  learning,"  and  it  may  also  be  said  there  is  no 
royal  way  of  preparing  a  paper  on  any  subject  but  getting 
down  to  brass  tacks  and  doing  it  for  yourself.

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WATCHMAN,  WHAT  OF  THE  NIGHT? 

EARLY  all  materials  used  by  the  dentist  have 
advanced  in  price.  This  was  not  true  during  the 
first  years  of  the  Conflict  in  which  it  seemed  that 
the  dentist  was  particularly  favored,  but  with 
the  advance  in  the  price  of  steel  and  labor,  in* 
struments  have  doubled  in  value.  It  would  seem 
that  dental  ftimiture  is  only  the  grand  exception. 
It  is  claimed  by  the  dental  supply  houses  that  it  costs  from  20 
to,  25  per  cent  to  sell  goods.  This  is  quite  modest  if  we  agree 
with  George  Edwin  Clapp  of  the  Dental  Digest  that  the  over- 
head charges  of  the  dentist  are  50  per  cent. 

The  dental  supply  houses  make  a  profit  of  one-third  on  dental 
furniture.  It  costs  25  per  cent  to  conduct  the  business,  a 
profit  remaining  of  8  per  cent.  This  is  very  modest  when  it  is 
considered  that  such  articles  are  mostly  sold  on  the  contract 
basis  and  in  a  year  or  more  notes  given  in  payment. 

One  of  the  great  causes  of  advance  has  been  the  increase  in  the 
price  of  labor  which  has  practically  doubled.  It  would  seem 
that  labor  will  not  be  content  until  they  receive  a  dollar  an 
hour  for  their  services  of  eight  hours  and  when  they  obtain 
this  point  they  will  work  for  six  hours  a  day.  This  does  not 
seem  an  unreasonable  wage  when  it  was  stated  in  the  New  York 
State  Industrial  Commission's  Report  recently  issued  that  in 
Uie  city  of  New  York  a  salary  of  $2,500  a  year  is  absolutely* 
necessary  for  the  average  family  if  they  expect  to  maintain 
a  semblance  of  respectability.  Thus  we  see  that  eight  dollars  a 
day  wage  is  absolutely  essential  if  the  New  York  family  would 
maintain  themselves  in  a  "  semblance  of  respectability.*' 

During  war  times  men  worked  on  Oovemment  contracts  and 

secured  a  high  wage.  In  many  cases  men  who  never  before 
made  over  $20  or  $25  a  week  were  receiving  $60,  $90  or  $100. 
With  the  ceasing  of  hostilities  and  the  closing  of  munition 
factories  such  labor  has  been  placcrl  on  a  peace  basis,  but  it  is 
only  human  nature  for  men  who  have  secured  a  high  wage  that 
they  should  expect  to  continue  in  the  same.  It  needed  a  number 
of  years  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities  during  our  own  Civil 
War  for  prices  to  be  materially  lowered.  With  this  world 
condition,  and  the  need  of  feeding  and  furnishing  supplies  to 
all  civilized  Europe,  price  conditions  will  remain  the  same  for 
a  period  of  years.  In  every  country  the  cost  of  Uving  has 
advanced  faster  than  the  wages  of  the  worker. 

But  more  serious  than  price  conditions  is  the  attitude  of  labor 
which  is  receiving  a  large  wage  and  refuses  to  deliver  a  day's 
work  under  the  best  conditions.  The  laboring  mass  is  delivering 
50  to  75  per  cent  of  its  pre-war  efficiency.  This  has  discouraged 
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building  more  than  the  price  of  materials  and  the  high  cost  of 
labor  ^ 

It  has  been,  and  is  at  the  present  time,  possible  to  secure  a 
dental  education  in  a  chosen  few  of  our  Western  universities 
with  fees  as  low  as  $60  per  year.  With  the  average  dental 
coUege  tiiie  cost  of  instruction  has  been  $200.  With  the  nec-  | 
essity  of  new  and  expensive  equipment,  the  advance  in  the 
salaries  of  the  professors,  it  will  be  necessary  to  charge  more 
for  such  instruction.  All  of  this  means  an  increase  in  the  cost 
of  conducting  a  successful  dental  school  and  the  price  of  in- 
struction must  be  increased.  An  advance  of  $300  per  term  at 
an  early  period  seems  inevitable.  This  is  in  recognition  of  a 
new  price  level. 

The  average  dentist  is  doing  a  gross  business  of  not  over 

$2,500  or  $3,000  a  year.  Half  of  this  amount  is  profit.  Indeed, 
many  men  are  working  for  less,  far  less  than  mechanics'  wages. 
Notwithstanding  the  advance  in  prices,  that  everything  they 
eat  and  evcr>'thing  they  wear,  costs  them  double,  they  are 
charging  the  same  old  fee  of  scventy-tive  cents  to  a  dollar  for 
amalgam  fillings.  As  everything,  including  the  wage  of  the 
mechanic  has  doubled  in  price,  it  is  only  right  that  the  prac- 
tising dentist  should  receive  more  for  his  services. 

The  Brockton,  Massachusetts,  Dental  Society,  through  a 
committee,  has  recommended  that  a  m.inimum  charge  be  made 
of  $6  per  hour.  This  means  that  the  prices  for  cleaning  and 
extracting  and  amalgam  fillings  must  be  doubled.  Canal 
treatments,  if  they  would  withstand  the  searching  of  the  X-ray, 
must  be  carefully  done,  all  entailing  a  large  amount  of  time 
which  must  be  paid  for  by  the  patient. 

FUNNIES 

B  are  not  all  agreed  as  to  what  constitutes  humor* 
The  thing  that  appeals  to  one  audience  as  **  fun- 
ny/' falls  flat  with  the  next.  There  are  all  grades 
and  kinds  of  humor.  In  conducting  our  depart- 
ment we  desire  to  present  jokes  that  appeal  to  the 
men  folk  as  this  is  a  man's  magazine.  The  aver- 
age man  understands  the  working  of  the  dnmk- 
en  man's  mind,  therefore,  jokes  having  to  do  with  a  drunken 
man  are  generally  understood  and  appreciated  by  the  mascu- 
line gender.

Up  North,  where  we  do 
not  appreciate  this  humor,  nor  have  an  understanding  of  the 
negro,  many  times  such  jokes  are  beyond  us.

The  Irishn^ian  is  particularly  open 
to  attack  and  many  a  joke  has  Pat  and  his  doings  as  a  back- 
ground 5«»

C  America  has  been  suffering  from  a  lack  of  trained  nurses.  The  call  to  the 
Western  Front  was  imperative  and  the  iniluensa  epidemic  added  to  the 

scarcity.  The  trained  nurse  of  memory  dear,  who  would  go  into  a  family 
and  look  after  the  patient,  do  part  of  the  housekeeping  and  was  twenty- 
four  hours  on  the  job,  is  of  the  past.  Nowadays  she  demands  a  twelve 
hour  day  and  is  preparing  to  ask  for  an  eight  hour  period  of  labor.  Formerly 
die  reo^ved  twenty-five  dollars  per  week.  This  has  been  increased  to  four 
dollars  per  day.  Coiosidering  the  increased  cost  of  everything  this  is  not  an 
unreasonable  advance.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  in  health  and  nurse  sick 
people  continually  and  it  is  a  serious  question  if  the  trained  nurse  at  the  end 
of  the  year  is  any  better  off  financially  than  the  average  female  worker.  The 
trained  nurse  has  made  good  during  this  War  of  the  World.  She  has  shown 
her  ability,  her  courage.  We  sympathize  with  her  in  her  demands,  but, 
until  war  conditions  cease  to  exist,  and  we  are  placed  on  the  road  to  lower 
cost  of  living;  and  prosperity,  the  rigihts  of  the  nurse  will  have  to  watt  until 
a  more  opportune  time.

necessity  been  confined  to  first  grade  children.  The  Board  of  Health  intends 
to  extend  the  scope  of  the  clinic,  realizing  that  the  work  is  of  the  utmost 
importance." 

C  The  Parents*  Association  of  Alexander  S.  Webb  Public  School  No.  5.,  of 
New  York,  has  presented  a  dental  dispensary  to  the  institution.  Parents  and 
teachers  became  interested  in  a  clinic  in  1917,  when  a  survey  showed  that 
nearly  50  per  cent  of  ttie  children  had  defective  teeth. 

C  France  has  offered  a  premium  to  the  physicians  formerly  practising  in 
the  war  devastated  zones  to  enable  them  to  return  to  their  former  pi  a  cos 
of  residence.

A  scarcity  of  drugs  in  Norway  is  noted,  and  this  is  particularly  true  of 
hypophosphis  calcicus,  and  camphor  which  is  to  be  used  strictly  for  internal 
use.  A  further  order  specifiea  that  substances  must  not  be  used  in  sterilizing 
rooms  which  destroy  the  paint  as  the  supply  of  linseed  oil  is  limited.  Crude 
potassium  permanganate  is  not  to  be  obtained,  and  the  purified  costs  20 
ciowns  per  kilo,  a  prohibitive  price  for 
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The  Philadelphia  {Pennsylvania)  North  American,  under  date  of  May  15, 
states  that  the  Senate  has  passed  tiie  bill  authorisiiig  the  State  Dental 

Council  to  grant,  upon  application,  for  a  period  of  one  year  after  the 

passage  of  the  act,  licenses  to  prnctice  dentistry  to  persons  who  served  as 
soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  in  the  war  against  Germany,  and  who  are 
licensed  to  practise  in  other  states. 

C  Dr*  Frederick  Henshaw,  Dean  of  the  Indiana  Dental  College,  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Honorable  James  P.  Qoodrich,  Governor  of  the  State,  t30 
serve  on  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  a  period  of  four  years.  The  Governor 

has  disregarded  p>olitical  affiliations  in  this  choice  and  we  congratulate  him 
on  being  big  enough  to  make  the  appointment  of  a  man  who  has  sho'w.nn 
himself  interested  in  the  oral  hygiene  campaign  throughout  tlie  state.  The 
appointment  is  well  merited  and  a  popular  one. 

C  How  much  does  it  cost  to  prevent  deaths  from  diphtheria?  The  Oral 
Public  Health  Journal  for  February  gives  the  experience  of  the  city  of 
Salem,  Ohio,  for  27  years.  During  this  period  a  careful  expense  account  had 
been  kept  and  it  is  ascertained  that  by  the  use  of  free  antitoxin  furnished 
for  the  period,  the  last  ten  years  has  cost  the  city  approximately  $220, 
an  average  of  $6.00  per  life  saved  from  dipthcria. 

€1  As  a  fitting  memorial  to  the  long  and  loving  labors  of  the  late  Dr.  Ware, 
founder  and  for  many  years  head  of  the  Bloomingdale  clinic  at  St.  Midia^*8 
church,  at  99th  St.  and  Amsterdam  Ave.,  N.  Y.,  it  is  proposed  to  establish 
a  dental  clinic  as  a  new  department,  and  to  modemiae  the  equipment,  and 
add  new  facilities.  For  many  years  the  poor  iiave  come  from  every  part  of 
Manhattan,  the  Bronx,  and  Jersey  City. 

C  The  tourist  to  New  York  City  should  not  miss  seeing  the  Cathedral  of 
St.  John  the  Divine.  The  trustees  are  maturing  plans  to  raise  funds  for 
the  completion  of  the  nave.  It  is  said  that  $5,000,000  is  needed  for  this 
purpose,  $1,000,000  of  which  was  recently  given  as  a  bequest.  When 
finished  this  will  be  the  third  or  fourth  largest  church  in  the  world,  and 
the  largest  in  the  western  hemisphere. 

^  Recent  developments  in  Europe  point  the  way  to  future  progress,  and 
it  may  be  possible  sometime  in  the  fiiture  that  the  swampy  regions  of  our 
country  may  be  the  seat  of  great  electric  power  plants,  rivaling  the  one  at 
Niagara  Palls.  Boston  of  the  fixture  may  be  lighted  by  the  cranbctiy 
bogs  of  Cape  Cod.  Philadelphia  trolley  cars  and  factories  may  be  run  with 
power  from  the  marshes  of  New  Jersey.  Millions  of  trees  can  be  saved  if 
peat  is  used  as  a  source  of  paper  pulp,  and  the  fibre  used  in  place  of  wool. 

€i  A  new  local  Anaesthetic  has  been  discovered  by  Dr.  David  I.  Madit  of 

Johns  Hopkins  University.  It  is  benzyl  alcohol,  or  phcn-methylol,  whidi 
had  not  been  known  to  have  anaethesic  properties.  It  is  said  to  be  forty 
times  less  toxic  than  cocaine. 

€1  Dr.  Macht  who  is  said  to  have  proved  the  value  of  the  new  anaesthetic, 
is  credited  with  having  been  the  first  to  use  benzyl  benzoate  instead  of 
opium  in  certain  instances. 
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H  "Porvyth  Day  "  in  celebration  of  the  3rd  Anntvenaiy  wi^s  hdd  at  the 
Institute  in  Boston,  May  6th.  Dr.  H.  E.  Friesell  of  Ptttabufgh  delivered  the 
oration  of  the  occasion.  We  expect  to  publish  the  same  in  an  early  issue. 

C  Sunday  baseball  seems  to  be  coming  into  its  own  and  in  New  York  State, 
where  each  man  was  given  the  privilege  of  determining  his  own  conduct  in 
tills  matter,  Sunday  ball  games  of  an  amateur  class  have  been  attended  by 
SIX  or  seven  or  more  thoiuands  of  people.  Now  Philadelphia  is  out  with  a 
pamphlet  advocating  the  repeal  of  the  Sunday  Blue  Laws  of  1 794  prohibit- 
ing health  and  recreation  and  amusement.  It  is  claimed  that  they  are  also 
inconsistent  and  an  absolute  disgrace  to  modern  civilized  legislation — all  of 
which  means  baseball  and  moving  pictures. 

CThe  Filth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Connecticut  Dental  Hygienists< 

Association  was  held  at  Bridgeport,  Friday  and  Saturday,  May  23,  24, 
1919.  This  was  the  first  convention  of  the  associntinn  held  indep>endently 
of  the  Connecticut  State  Valley  Dental  Association  with  whom  it  has  pre- 
viously met  and  joined  in  convention  and  been  the  recipient  of  many 
courtesies  received  in  the  past  four  years.  A  banquet  for  members  and 
guests  was  arranged  for  Friday  evening,  May  23,  at  six  o'dode.  The 
program  consisted  of  papers  and  demonstrations. 

d  According  to  the  New  York  Sun,  Haley  Fiske.  president  of  the  Metropol- 
itan Life  Insurance  Company,  has  directed  that  all  employees  must  have 
their  teeth  ejcamined  and  cleaned  twice  a  year.  The  work  may  be  done  by  a 
private  dentist,  or  in  the  dental  division  maintained  in  the  main  offices, 
at  tiie  expense  of  the  Company.  B/lr.  Fiske  said  he  wished  all  employees  to 
be  benefited,  as  their  health  had  been  greatly  improved  by  the  notable  work 
done  by  the  dental  division.  Dr.  T.  P.  Hyatt,  director,  states  that  the 
teeth  are  responsible  for  many  ailments. 

C  The  New  York  State  Board  of  Charities  has  high  praise  for  the  Rochester* 
Dental  Dispensary  and  in  a  report  says:  "  The  plant  in  which  the  work  is 
esnied  on  is  a  remarkable  one  in  every  way,  and  is  not  equalled  by  any 
other  doing  similar  work  in  this  state.  Not  only  is  the  space  ample,  the  con- 
struction such  as  to  make  possible  the  best  sanitary  conditions,  but  the 
equipment  is  of  the  most  modem  and  approved  type.  "  No  other  city  in  the 
world  has  taken  the  interest  in  school  welfare  work  that  has  been  exhibited 
by  the  municipal  authorities  in  this  city.  Dental  societies  and  educational 
bodies  throughout  the  country  are  constantly  making  inquiries  at  the 
Public  Health  Bureau,  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Dispensary  for 
information  with  reference  to  the  conduct  of  the  work  and  from  every  side 
the  work  is  receiving  very  generous  commendation  and  appreciation.

€[  The  modem  gas  mask,  as  every  one  knows,  has  two  eye  pieces,  lenses 
made  of  glass  or  celluloid  or  a  combination  of  both.  It  is  essential  that  these 
be  clean  and  bright  as  long  as  the  mask  is  in  actual  use.  Should  they  for  any 
reaaon  become  clouded  the  soldier  is  as  helpless  as  thouf^  he  were  blind. 
The  need  of  an  anti-dimming  material  was  recognired  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment in  preparing  equipment  for  overseas.

It  was  necessaiy  to  have  sufficient 
sticks  to  replace  any  that  were  lost. 

C  In  building  the  modem  aeroplane  much  difficulty  was  found  in  con- 
structing a  proper  propeller.  No  matter  how  well  the  wood  was  selected  or 
dried,  under  the  changing  weather  conditions  the  propeller  would  get  out 
of  true  or  fly  to  pieces  under  stress.  This  was  of  particular  moment  in  the 
use  of  the  aeroplane  in  war.  Undisoouraged  by  the  fact  that  four  European 
countries  bad  tried  out  every  means  their  ingenuity  could  suggest,  even  to 
attempting  propellers  molded  from  solid  metal,  the  Forest  Products 
Laboratory  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  tackled  the 
problem.  Wood,  they  foimd,  was  the  best  material»  but  wood  possesses  the 
fault  of  having  a  high  percentage  of  moisture  content*  even  when  thoroughly 
air-seasoned,  including  mahogany  or  walnut,  the  two  best  materials  for 
propellers,  containing  40  to  50  per  cent  of  moisture.  Under  proper  treatment 
the  moisture  content  was  reduced  to  15  per  cent  but  immediately  when 
driven  to  high  speed  by  a  Liberty  motor  they  cracked  and  burst.  No  paint 
that  was  manufactured  could  hold  this  moisture  content  and  there  was 
invented  for  this  special  use  the  aluminum  leaf  method  of  waterproofing 
wood.  Aluminum  leaf  was  made  to  cover  every  portion  of  the  propeller, 
protected  by  two  good  coats  of  varnish.  It  was  then  discovered  that  this 
method  of  treating  propellers  resulted  in  an  absolutely  unchangeable  pro- 
duct equally  suited  for  the  "  Painted  Desert,"  or  the  wilds  of  Alaska.

THE  INDUSTRIAL  DENTAL 

DISPENSARY 

WM.  W.  BELCHER,  D.  D.  S..  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

The  Jollowing  paper  was  read  at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Dental  Trade 
Anoeiation,  held  at  tmmx,  Manachusetis,  June  25,  26,  27,  1919,  The 
Industrial  DervUA  DiMpenmny  is  a  development  of  the  past  few  years  and 

threatens  to  be  a  most  important  factor  in  the  oral  hygiene  field.  With  a 
number  of  factories  establishing  industrial,  medical  and  dental  clinics  it 
promises  to  be  but  a  short  time  before  they  rival  in  number  the  free  school 
danttd  clinics.  It  is  natund  for  an  employee  to  ualue  dress,  hats,  and 
rilfbans  as  of  greater  value  than  attention  to  the  teeth,  but  as  they  team 
that  this  is  an  important  health  factor,  and  the  money  and  time  spent  for 
dental  service  is  for  the  protection  of  healthy  we  will  have  a  greater  appre- 
ciation of  this  work  ami  the  spreading  of  the  gospel  of  mouth  hygiene.  Th^ 
services  performed  for  this  aass  are  largely  outside  the  field  of  profitable 
denUd  practice  and  unless  these  employees  were  attended  to  at  the  factory 
they  would  receive  little  or  no  dental  attention.  In  fact  the  industrial 
dental  dispensary  may  be  considered  an  educational  center  from  which 
shall  radiate  an  appreciation  of  good  dentistry  and  the  dentist  will  benefit 
thereby.  It  is  our  duty  to  be  informed  on  this  subject  and  call  the  attention 
of  our  pedients  who  are  employers  of  labor  to  the  value  of  the  dental 
dispensary  and  what  others  have  accomplished  in  this  line  The 
information  here  contained  is  strictly  up-to-date  and  is  as  complete  as  we 
know  how  to  make  it.  The  article  will  bear  re-reading  and  kept  as  a  refer- 
ence  in  discussirig  the  subject  with  employers  of  labor. 


>HB  earlieet  reoog- 
niticiii  of  the  pro* 
fetsions  in  the  field 
of  indugtry ,  was  the 
"BAIiie  Doctor," 
employed  by  the 
miiitiig  company, 
many  times  separated  from  the  out- 
side world,  to  miiuster  to  its  help. 
^  The  medical  department  of  the 
induatrial  establishment,  a  child  of 
Hie  past  decade,  has  tremendously 
advmnoed.  Beginning  with  the  simple 
treatment  of  emergency  iiguries,  it 
has  been  gradually  eartended  until 
at  pceaent  in  some  of  the  best  and 
largest  plants,  medical  supervision 
embraoea  first-aid  service,  regular 
^Ifw^i^t  diapcnsaries,  emergency  hos- 


pitals, visiting  nurses,  eiamination 
before  entering  the  plant,  as  well  as 
periodical  examinaton  of  all  work« 
ers;  Inrluding  also  factory  inspec- 
tion, educational  work,  safety  work, 
sanitary  care  of  the  plant  and  treat- 
ment of  the  employees  and  their 

It  has  been  estimated  that  every 
man  replaced  in  an  industrial  plant 
fjoetd  the  management  fjptwn  ten  to 
three  hundred  dollars,  depending  on 
the  ability  of  the  employee.  The* 
bcdance  is  in  favor  of  keqping  the 
satisfactory  worker  at  an  advanced 
wage  rather  than  a  fresh  hand  at  a 
lower  rate. 

It  is  said  that  at  the  present  time 
there  are  over  four  hundred  indust- 
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Tial  diapenwriet  and  the  number  is 
jncfeanng  ni|iidly.  Undoubtedly  iht 
cause  of  tfadr  establiahment  was  the 
Compensation  Laws  for  the  benefit 
of  employees.  In  times  past  an 
employee  receiving  an  injury  paid 
his  own  doctor  bill,  was  the  recipient 
of  a  benefit  subscription  taken  up  by 
hSkm  employees  and,  after  partial 
recovery,  went  bade  to  work  for  the 
firm  who  emptoyed  him  until  the 
danger  of  a  suit  had  passed  and  then 
he  was  dropped  from  the  rolls,  a 
dereilict  unable  to  sustain  his  family 
and  either  society  had  to  assume  the 
burden  or  members  of  the  family 
become  wage  earners.  In  case  of  tiie 
employee  bringing  a  suit  it  was 
cheaper  for  the  firm  to  law  the  man 
out  of  court  tiian  to  aUow  his  claim. 
At  one  time  the  railroad  companies 
of  the  country  asserted  that  it  was 
cheaper  to  kill  a  man  than  to  injure 
him.  In  case  of  deatii  his  iamily 
collected  $3,000.  In  case  of  injury  he 
mii^t  be  awarded  many  times  this 
amount.  With  the  advent  of  the 
Compensation  Laws,  he  was  pro- 
tected from  accidents  and  for  the 
first  time  the  man  operating  the 
machines  was  considered  of  as  great 
or  greater  value.  Up  to  this  time  it 
had  been  possible  to  scrap  the  man 
and  supply  new  machinery. 
But  the  firms  establishing  an  indus- 
trial dispensary  found  that  it 
actually  paid  in  dollars  and  cents 
outside  ofthecompensation  features: 
that  men  who  were  Injured  and  had 
their  wounds  taken  care  of  immedi- 
ately were  not  absent  for  long 
periods,  as  they  oould  have  their 
hurts  taken  care  of  without  the  loss 
of  a  day's  time.  The  loss  of  time 
through  illness  is  about  one  to 
seven.  Medical  departments  report 
reduction  of  time  1^  illness  to  be 
one-half.  The  spirits  of  the  men  were 


also  raised  and  their  loyalty  to  [the 
institution  strengthened. 
The  first  dental  diqwnssry  wm 
undoubtedly  that  of  the  XDiamood 
Match  Company — who,  before  the 
perfection  of  its  process,  had  to 
employ  a  dentist  to  fight  phosphor- 
necrosb  of  the  jaw. 
With  the  recognition  of  dentistry  sa 
a  health  foctOT"  that  a  large  per* 
oentage  of  the  diseases  of  the  system 
were  first  introduced  through  the 
mouth,  it  was  inevitable  that  dea- 
tistiy  should  play  its  part  in 
industry  and  the  establiahment  of 
the  industrial  dental  dispensary 
became  an  accepted  feet.  Tliis,ln 
conjunction  witli  the  medical  de* 
partment  under  the  control  and 
direction  of  tiie  M.  D.,  with  the 
X-ray  madrine  and  nurses  tSiat  were 
up  to  this  time  partially  empkq^ 
They  oould  all  be  used  in  the  dental 
dispensary  to  good  advantage. 
This  movement  is  not  confined  to 
America.  At  least  one  ^^g^j??*  jam 
factory  and  several  French  munition 
factories  have  established  industrial 
dental  dispensaries  for  the  benefit 
oCtiieir  employees. 
Therehave beenpublidied,  at  various 
times,  lists  of  industrial  dental  dis- 
pensaries in  the  United  States. 
These  are  mtslfading  in  that  they 
have  been  gathered  hastily,  and, 
thereibre,  inaccurate.  Moot  of  the 
establishments  listed  as  non'eadstent 
insist  on  a  dental  as  wdl  as  a  physi- 
cal examination  of  entering  em- 
ployees, but  do  not  maintain  a 
dental  dispensary. 
A  number  of  listed  industrial  dental 
dispensaries  were  active  in  nnmitian 
plants  but  since  the  armistice  have 
been  discontinued.  A  list  of  these 
faistitutfons  foOow: — Air  Nitrates 
Corp.,  Natro,  W.  Va.,  The  Daarton 
Metal  Products  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio, 
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The  Dgofton-Wrii^  AiiplM  Co., 
Daytan,  Ohio,  md  tiie  B.  I.  DuFont 
Oe  Ncmoun  ft  Coin|My»  WUminc- 
too,  Ddawaie. 

The  indiutrial  dental  diapenasries 
have  been  ao  recently  establidied  that 
there  ia  an  abaence  off  unifbnntty  in 
their  directicn  which  we  oould  well 
eipect.  The  dentist  employed  is  on 
pert  time  in  many  cases,  whidi  has 
not  been  found  for  the  best  results 
aa  his  interest  is  dsefdiere  and  be 
la  only  waiting  for  fait  time  to  be  up 
ao  that  he  can  fet  bade  to  his  office 
and  attend  to  his  private  practice. 
The  full  time  dentist,  therefore,  is 
indicated.  His  salary  is  found  to 
vary  in  different  diapenaarics  from 
$1,200  to  $4,000  a  year.  The  lady 
assistant  or  nurse  receives  a  salary 
varying  from  $15  to  $25  per  week. 
The  cost  of  equipment  is  from  S800 
to  $2,500  a  imit.  The  yearly'  ex- 
pense according  to  the  nature  of 
the  services  rendered  j» 
In  some  institutioos  only  examin- 
tkma  and  prophylactic  work  are 
done  and  the  patients  rcooniniBnded 
to  the  regular  family  dentist  for 
treatment.  In  other  cases,  notably 
the  Armstrong  Cork  Company, 
Pituburghf  the  service  is  open  to 
all  employees  and  includes  gold 
finings,  artificial  dentures  and 
bridge  work.  It  is  saki  that  the 
^'■pfntf  of  maintenanoe  in  this  futg 
is  somewhat  over  $6,000  per  anniun. 
The  per  capita  fjpcnac  varies  from 
80  cents  up,  according  to  the  services 
rendered.  To  an  institution  employ- 
ing a  dental  diipenaaiy  and  giving 
real  service  the  per  capita  expense 
would  be  $3.00  to  $5.00. 
In  some  institutions  the  company 
provide  the  office  and  the  expense 
of  operator  and  materials  is  divided 
between  the  firm  and  the  welfare  or 
penskn  association.  In  several  cases. 


notably  that  of  the  Macy  Mutual 
Aid  Association  and  the  Joint 
Board  of  Sanitary  Control  for 

Garment  Workers'  Union,  the  ser- 
vice is  supplied  entirely  by  the 
employees  »m  *^ 

Also,  in  many  instttutians  tooth 
powder  and  brush  are  fUmished  free 
and  subsequent  supplies  charged  for 
at  cost. 

While  it  is  reported  that  there  is 
hardly  an  Gcoeption  as  to  the  good 
work  the  dental  dispensary  is  doing 
and  its  economic  value  and  the 
dearing  up  of  many  oases  of  riieu- 
matism  and  heart  trouble  among 
the  employees,  in  one  instance,  at 
least,  that  of  the  H.  J.  Heins 
Company,  its  economic  value  is  not 
considered.  It  is  their  practice  to 
ftmuah  manicure  service  for  all  em- 
ployees handling  food  stuffs.  Fol- 
lowing these  lines,  how  much  more 
important  it  is  that  an  emf^oyee 
handling  food  stufib  ahould  have  a 
dean  mouth,  freefrompyorriiea.  The 
company,  therefore,  provide  dental 
service  to  the  emfdoyees  to  this  end, 
and  if  they  are  unable  to  afford  the 
expense,  the  service  is  free.  To  them 
it  is  a  purely  bustness  proposition 
and  they  w  loath  to  have  it 
accepted  in  any  way  as  a  charity. 
€1  We  find,  therefore,  that  the 
industrial  dental  dispensary  today 
may  be  dassed  under  several  head- 
ings. Fvst,  the  industrial  dental 
dispensary  furnishing  service  to 
children  only;  seccnd,  furnishing 
service  to  employees;  third,  furnish- 
ing service  in  cotuunctkn  with  tiie 
welfare  or  mutual  aid  association; 
fourth,  services  are  paid  for  in  part 
by  the  employee ;  fifth,  the  wdfare 
association  pays  for  all  service. 
€1,  The  industrial  dental  dispensaries 
furnishing  service  to  the  diildren  of 
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its  employees  are  as  follows:  ^ 
The  Amoskeag  Company,  Man- 
chester, N.  H.,  employing  some 
15,000.  This  service  is  rendered  free, 
the  chief  operator  and  anistants 
being  paid  by  the  company.  They 
fed  that  this  department  is  doing 
good  work  and  it  is  much  appreci- 
ated* 

The  Colorado  Fuel  ^  Iron  Company 
with  headquarters  at  Pueblo,  Colo- 
rado, where  they  have  a  model 
hospital,  and  various  dental  dis- 
pensaries throughout  the  states  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming,  supply 
service  to  the  school  children  located 
in  mining  camps.  They  employ  some 
14,000  people.  The  services  are 
deantng,  treating,  filling  and  ex- 
tractions whidi  are  rendered  free.  A 
small  charge  itf  made  for  tooth  brush 
and  powder.  Lectures  on  oral 
hygiene  and  tooth  brush  drills  are 
pert  of  the  regular  schedule.  It  has 
been  found  that  98  per  cent  of  the 
children  were  in  need  of  dental 
attention.  Bight  hundred  and  thirty 
children  were  treated  during  the 
last  year-  at  Pueblo,  Colo.,  the 
company  paying  for  the  children 
of  employees  in  conjunction  with 
the  Public  Board  of  Education. 
It  is  expected  to  extend  the  dental 
service  in  its  wide  sense  throughout 
the  mining  camps  of  the  company 
and  eventually  to  have  the  same  at 
the  steel  works. 

The  Jenldnjones  Fuel  Company,  a 
division  of  the  Pocahontas  lyQning 
Company,  maintain  six  dispensaries, 
equalty  divided  between  the  white 
andcoloredempk>yees'  children.  The 
number  of  employees  is  about  2,500. 
They  maintain  a  tooth  brush  drill 
and  lectures  on  oral  hygiene.  All 
these  dispensaries  are  located  at 
Maybeury,  Jenldnjones  and  Itman, 
West  Virginia;  in  each  place  two 


dispensariea.  one  for  eadi  race.  The 
services  rendered  have  been  very 
much  appreciated  and  a  full  account 
of  same  appears  in  the.  July  issue  of 
Oral  Hygimt, 

CThe  Williams  Pocahontas  Coal 
Company,  War,  licDcnvdl  County, 
W.  Va.,  ftimish  dental  service  to 
children  up  to  fourteen  years  of  age. 
41  The  American  Cast  Iron  Pipe 

tain  one  dispensary  and  have  on 
their  payroll  1,000  men.  The  service 
is  free  to  employees  and  familiet 
except  a  cliai«e  Is  made  for  gold 
work  covering  the  cost  of  materiab 
which  is  allowed  to  be  paid  in 
installments.  The  services  are  ren- 
dered on  the  company's  time  by 
foil-time  operator  whose  salary  is 
$300  per  month.  The  lady  assistant 
is  paid  $135  per  month.  Lectures  on 
oral  hygiene  are  maintained  and  an 
X-ray  machine  is  part  of  the  equip- 
ment. The  industeial  medical  and 
dental  dispensaries  are  ooty  one  of 
the  various  activities  of  the  com- 
pany. A  Y.  M.  C  A.,  for  both 
colored  and  white,  baseball  team, 
musical  organixatioas,  and  dnircbes 
maintained  at  the  company's  ex- 
pense are  part  of  the  welfare  work. 
The  Tennessee  Coal,  Iroo  A  R.  R> 
Company  maintain  an  extensive 
organisation  at  Birmingham,  Ala., 
and  in  neigbbodng  ooal  centers. 
They  employ  both  white  and  colored 
races  and  a  moderate  charge  b  made 
to  the  emplosrees  for  services 
rendered  as* 

€L  The  following  letter  from  the 
chief  operator  describes  the  work 
of  the  company: 

"  Our  dispensaries  are  operated  on 
a  unit  system,  as  our  various  mines 
and  sted  plants  are  situated  in 
diiTerent  focalities.  In  September. 
1915,  we  esUblished  a  children*^ 
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clinic  where  all  children  of  em- 
ployees of  this  company  could  ob- 
tain dental  service  absolutely  free, 
regardless  of  the  class  of  service 
that  was  needed.  A  portable  equip- 
ment ruch  as  is  used  in  the  United 
States  Army  was  used  for  this 
work,  being  taken  from  place  to 
place.  In  October,  1917,  we  estab- 
lished four  permanent  clinics  at 
Docena,  Bay  view  and  Edgewater 
Coal  Mines,  and  Fairfield  Steel 
Fant.  In  April,  1918,  we  established 
clinics  at  Ishkooda,  Wenonah,  and 
Muscoda  Ore  Mines,  and  in  Octo- 
ber, 1918,  we  established  a  clinic 
at  Johns  Coal  Mines.  In  November, 
1918,  we  established  a  clinic  at  the 
Ebsley  Steel  Plant,  with  two  equip- 
ments. These  clinics  were  operated 
very  successfully,  being  furnished 
with  the  latest' modem  equipment, 
therefore  it  would  be  rather  expen- 
sive to  maintain  separate  operating 
rooms  for  white  and  colored  patients. 


We  established  three  days  a  week 
to  work  for  the  white  patients,  and 
three  days  a  week  for  colored.  How- 
ever, we  have  separate  waiting 
rooms.  We  do  all  classes  of  work, 
charging  for  the  cost  of  materials." 
In  the  case  of  The  Bailey  Company, 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  employing  1,200 
people,  the  salary  of  the  dentist  is 
paid  in  part  by  the  company  and 
in  part  by  the  Employees'  Insurance 
Fund.  Relief  from  pain  is  rendered 
free,  other  services  are  charged  for 
but  the  recipient  is  allowed  to  pay 
for  same  in  installments. 
The  Cincinnati  Milling  Machine 
Company  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  furn- 
ish the  equipment  and  the  dentist 
is  employed  by  the  Mutual  Benefit 
Association.  C.  The  Kimberly-Clark 
company  of  Neenah,  Wis.,  main- 
taining dental  disF>ensaries  at  sev- 
eral points,  the  company  and  the 
Benefit  Association  each  pay  half 
the  expense  for  services  rendered. 


The  Hood  Rubber  Company,  E:  Watertown,  Mass. 
Industrial  Dental  Dispensary 
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A  novel  scheme  of  the  Berkshire  Knitting  Mills  for  using  the  pay  envelope  to 

illustrate  the  health  activities  of  the  firm. 
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The  Macy  Mutual  Aid  Association, 
New  York  City,  maintains  a  dental 
dispensary  for  which  the  funds  are 
furnished  by  the  Mutual  Aid 
Association.  Services  arc  rendered 
all  employees  and  members  of  the 
Association 

A  cooperative  self-paying  clinic 
established  by  the  workers  for  them- 
selves IS  that  of  the  Joint  Board  of 
Sanitary  Control  for  members  of 
the  International  Ladies'  Garment 
Workers'  Union,  New  York  City. 
The  establishment  of  this  dental 
dispensary  was  in  recognition  of  the 
foct  that  the  employees  could  not 
obtain  satisfactory  service  at  a 
moderate  price  from  private  prac- 
titioners. It  costs  the  members  of 
the  International  Union  $100  a 
month  for  tbe  dinic  and  the 

dentist  is  paid  $50  a  wedc  for  fait 
services.  In  the  beginning  •  inoder- 
ate  charge  was  made  for  opemthre, 
pUite^and  bridge  work,  but  an  ever* 
tncreaiing  deficit  made  it  necessary 
to  increase  the  fees.  A  point  is  made 
with  those  in  charge  that  they  are 
not  competing  with  the  cheap 
advertising  dentist.  That  the  ser- 
vices rendered  are  superior,  and  a 
proportionate  charge  made  for  the 
same.  The  financial  report  for  the 
first  year  shows  1,398  patients  were 
treated  from  whom  was  received 
$8,980.76.  The  expenses,  including 
equipment,  were  $12,271.75.  This 
leaves  a  deficit  of  $3,290.99.  Not 
counting  the  cost  of  equipment,  the 
first  year  shows  that  the  clinic  paid 
for  itself. 

The  Larkin  Soap  Company,  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  maintain  a  dental  dispensary 
for  the  benefit  of  their  office  em* 
ployees.  The  equipment,  etc.,  is 
supplied  by  the  company.  The 
dentist  furnishes  all  materials  and 
charfea  for  his  time  at  $2.00  per 


hour.  The  employees  arc  asked  to 
pay  this  amount  and  if  unable  to 
meet  charges  the  company  does  so 
and  takes  out  the  same  in  weekly 

installments 

At  the  dispensary  of  Armour  & 
Company,  Chicago,  111.,  employing 
about  10,000,  service  is  free  in  needy 
cnsrs,  others  may  pay  in  install- 
mciits  .-^  *♦ 

At  the  dental  dispensary  of  the 
Eastern  Manufacturing  Company  at 
South  Brewer,  Maine,  employees 
pay  for  services  at  minimum  cost. 
C  The  Erie  Forge  Company,  Eric, 
Pa.,  charge  employees  for  service 
in  part.  Payment  may  be  made  by 
installments  and  work  is  done  on 
the  company's  time  in  emercency 
cases 

The  Berkshire  Knitting  Mills,  Read- 
ing, Penn^^vania,  with  2,700  em- 
ployees, maintain  a  dental  dispen* 
sary  in  which  complete  dental  ser- 
vice is  rendered  and  charged  for  at 
actual  cost.  The  services  are  ren- 
dered on  the  company's  tune  and 
the  company  eipect  to  make  ar- 
rangements at  an  early  date  for  an 
extra  dentist,  as  the  employees  ap- 
preciate the  fact  that  they  can  have 
dental  work  done  on  the  company's 
time,  thus  eliminating  long  waits, 
and,  furthermore,  tiiQr  are  assured 
first-class  service  at  a  price  which 
is  net  cost.  While  no  lectures  on  ofal 
hygiene  are  given,  they  have  a 
novel  scheme  of  using  the  pay  enve- 
lopes to  illustrate  the  health  activi- 
ties of  the  firm.  Every  time  a  man 
receives  his  pay,  he  gets  a  lesson  on 
some  health  subject  *^ 
The  B.  F.  Goodrich  Company, 
Akron,  Ohio,  render  service  free,  for 
relief  from  pain;  all  permanent 
work  and  gas  extractions  are  paid 
for  fay  the  employees.  Payment  may 
he  made  by  installments  and  the 
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work  is  done  |on  the  [company's 
time  when  necessary. 

Hart,  Schaffher  Sc  Marx,  Chicago, 
111.,  have  about  6,000  in  their  em- 
ploy. A  nominal  rate  is  charged  for 
time  in  chair.  Company  stand  ex- 
penses of  needy  cases. 

Hood  Rubber  Company,  East 
Watertown,  Mass.,  employing  about 
8,000,  payment  for  service  is  to 
cover  cost  of  materials. 

International  Harvester  Company, 
Chicago,  111.,  maintain  two  dental 
dispensaries,  at  the  Deering  and 
McCormick  plants.  Employees  pay 
for  services  rendered. 

Kabo  Corset  Company,  Chicago, 
111.,  the  employees  pay  in  part  for 
services.  Payment  may  be  made  by 
installments  ^  *^ 

The  Kaynee  Company,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  employees  pay  for  services  at 
cost.  Rates  charged  are  not  those 


prevailing  locally,  the  difference 
in  cost  being  assimied  by  the  com- 
pany *^ 

Lord  A  Taylor,  New  York  Gty, 
maintain  a  dental  dispensary  where 
free  service  for  oral  prophylaxis  is 
given.  Nominal  rates  are  charged 
for  other  work  at  a  sliding  scale 
according  to  salary.  Payments  may 
be  made  in  installments.  The  dentist 
in  this  case  furnishes  supplies  and 
the  comp>any  provide  the  heat, 
light,  electricity  and  equipment. 
C  The  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance 
Company,  New  York  City,  maintain 
a  dental  dispensary  for  office 
employees,  of  which  there  are  2,600. 
It  is  fitted  with  the  latest  type  of 
apparatus  and  includes  five  chairs; 
a  superintending  dentist,  five  assist- 
ants, a  radiologist  and  seven  lady 
assistants,  employed  on  full  time. 
The  dispensary  was  established 
July  1,  1915,  and  has  proved  one  of 
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Keeping  records  and  card  index  system — The  Hood  Rubber  Company 


the  most  valuable  assets  of  the 
medical  department.  A  charge  is 
made  for  services  at  as  low  a  price 
as  is  consistent  with  careful  work.  A 
complete  recording  system  is  one  of 
the  features  which  enables  the 
company  to  determine  results.  It  is 
claimed  that  during  the  year  1917, 
fifty-two  deaths  were  traceable  to 
infections  of  the  teeth  and  gums 
occurring  among  its  industrial  policy 
holders,  causing  death  through  the 
complications  which  set  in.  Blood 
poisoning,  inflammation  of  the 
membrane  of  the  brain,  inflamma- 
tion of  the  ear,  the  decay  of  the 
bones  of  the  jaw  and  head,  inflam- 
mation of  the  lining  of  the  heart, 
derangement  of  the  digestive  sys- 
tem, and  articular  troubles  may  re- 
sult from  so-called  '*  blind  ab- 
scesses," ulcerations,  and  pyorrhea 
or  Riggs'  disease.  The  average  cost 
for  each  patient,  during  the  year 
past,  was  $2.33. 


Montgomery,  Ward  &  Company, 
Chicago,  111.,  maintain  a  dental 
dispensary  with  a  number  of  assist- 
ants. The  employees  pay  for  services 
at  cost,  which  may  be  made  by 
installments.

Company, 
Pittsburgh,   Pa.,   employ   a  part- 
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Record  charts  used  by  (he  Metropoliian  insurance  Con^anjf 

in  their  dentid  dispensary 
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time  dentist  to  care  for  the  teeth  of 
tiidr  employees.  No  charge  is  made 
for  tbb  service. 

The  Washbuiii-Crosby  Company, 
MiimrapoUs,  Minn.,  employees  pay 
about  thirty  per  cent  of  regular 
prices.  Payment  may  be  made  by 
inataUments.  Dentist  receives  pay 
from  the  employees. 
The  S.S.  White  Dental  Manufact- 
uring Company,  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
maintain  a  dental  dispensary  at 
their  Staten  Island  factory.  Em- 
ployees  pay  cost  of  gold  work. 
All  other  services  free.  Payments 
may  be  made  by  installments. 
National  Lamp  Works  of  General 
Electric  Company,  employing  over 
10,000  furnish  free  service  to  their 


employees.  Thirteen  dispensaries 
are  in  successful  operation  at  differ- 
ent plants  and  an  addition  of  five 
more  is  contemplated  at  an  early 
date.  These  services  rendered  are 
prophylactic,  emergency,  chart  and 
advice.  In  no  other  work  in  which 
the  company  is  engaged  is  greater 
satisfaction  felt,  nor  more  immediate 
returns  shown  than  in  the  dental 
clinics.  The  rapid  extension  in  the 
number  is  evidence  that  this  com- 
pany, at  least,  finds  them  most 
profitable  ^  ^

A  great  future.  When  we  copiider 
tiiat  there  are  tfaouiands  of  In* 
dustrial  plants  In  wfakh  the  dental 
and  medical  diq)ensaiy  is  a  possibil- 
ity, Its  importanre  is  not  to  be  over* 
esUmated.  It  is  a  part  of  preventive 
medicine.  Nearly  five  mHUofi  men 
have  fbnned  a  part  of  our  Army  and 
have  seen  the  benefits  to  be  derived  * 
from  preventive  medldne.  It  is 
only  natural  that  they  will  demand 
tudi  treatment  when  tiiey  are 
engaged  in  industrial  work. 

With  the  training  of  many  physi- 
cians and  dentists  in  the  medical 
corps  of  the  United  Slates  Army, 
giving  them  special  training  in  this 
line  of  work,  the  cessation  of  hostil- 
ities leaves  them  unemployed.  A 
great  opportunity  for  industries  to 
secure  trained  sanitarians  for  tiicir 
work  is  thus  presented. 

In  the  case  of  the  younger  genera- 
tlon  who  come  from  all  sorts  and 
OQoditions  of  homes  and  are  put  to 
work  when  they  should  be  in  school, 
it  is  to  their  credit  that  they  wish  to 
look  nice  and  weU-dresscd.  They 
have  given  little  or  no  thought  to 
their  teeth— that  this  is  of  more 
importance  to  their  appearance 
than  gay  hair  ribbons — ^but  they 
aoon  learn  and  the  lessons  are 
carried  home  to  the  families,  and  the 
children  of  these  workers  will  reap 
the  benefits* 

We  must  have  health  among  our 
cmptoyees.  WIdiout  It  productian 
cannot  be  kept  up.  When  an  empkyy- 
er  aims  to  keep  his  workmen 
bealtfay.  It  shows  sound  business 
judgment  as  well  as  decent  human 
interest.  It  is  reported  in  one  plant 
maintaining  a  dental  dispensary.

the  time  saved  from  January  1, 
1918,  to  August  1,  1918,  by  men 
who  hadworkdoneatthe  dispensary, 
was  25,300  hours.  It  took  a  mini- 
mum of  four  hours  to  visit  an 
outside  dentist  «^  The  mhmim^it^^ 
wage  in  the  plant  was  one  dollar 
per  hour.  If  it  saved  the  men 
$25400,  how  mudi  did  it  save  the 
firm?  In  industry  a  physical  exam- 
ination is  a  safety  first  move  of  the 
company,  for  the  men  of  the  plant, 
and  for  the  applicant.  The  spirit 
engendered  is  spread  to  the  home 
and  through  the  surrounding  com- 
munity and  the  plant  becomes  a 
definite  social  asset. 
We  have  In  New  York  State  alone 
60,000  industrial  establishments. 
Not  all  of  these  are  large  enough  to 
maintain  a  medical  and  dental 
dispensary  but  it  shows  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  future.  Also  it  solves 
the  problem  of  extending  dental 
service  to  the  adult.  We  look  for- 
ward to  the  establishment  of  the 
industrial  dental  dispensary  as  a 
great  health  asset  and  In  number 
they  wUi  rival  the  school  dental 
dispensaries.  They  are  to  be  an 
immediate  asset  t&  the  health  of 
any  community.  With  an  increase  of 
such  knowledge  and  the  value  of 
good  dentistry  in  preventive  medi- 
cine will  ff?»**e  a  ^f*my*d  for  sudi 
service  in  v^iich  all  will  be  benefited, 
the  emfdoyer,  the  employee,  the 
dentist  and  the  def^tnl  trade.

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FREE  DENTAL  CLINICS  IN  NORTH 
CAROLINA  FOR  RURAL  SCHOOLS

The  author  very  much  interested  in  (he  subject  of  dental  dispensaries 
in  (he  rural  districts.  His  account  of  what  he  has  accomplished  m  North 
Carolina  is  an  inspiration.  The  schools  of  our  rural  districts,  as  shown  by 
the  recent  army  draft,  need  dental  dispensaries  as  much  as  those  of  our 
ciHes  and  any  movement  to  relieve  this  situation  is  to  b€  wetamed.  If 
the  children  in  the  rural  districts  of  North  Carotina  can  he  aUandod  to, 
why  not  those  of  other  states  as  well? 


N  response  to  a 
request  from  the 
editor  of  Oral  Hy- 
giene for  an  article 
dealing  with  the 
above-mentioned 
subject,  I  am  here- 
xath  Mttillg  forth  briefly  some  of  the 
experiences  and  results  from  the 
first  organized  efforts  along  this  line 
in  North  Carolina.  So  far  as  all 
available  records  indicate,  I  think 
this  is  the  first  efifort  akmg  this  line 
ever  undertaken  on  an  cstensive 
scale  at  strictly  public  expense  for 
all  classes  of  school  children  in  the 
rural  sections  of  the  United  States. 
Isk  other  WOfds,  we  have  tried  to 
institute  a  real  traveling  dental 
service  for  rural  school  children  out 
in  the  country  oo  a  ^rstematic  scale; 
i40twithstanding,  in  the  March 
issue  of  Oral  Hygiene  it  is  daimed 
that  "  Vermont  is  the  first  sUte  in 
the  Union  to  empkiy  a  traveling 
dental  clinic  for  rural  district 
schools/'  There  is  this  rsiential 
(and  to  the  lover  of 
institutions  it  is  a  basic 
difference)  the  Vermont  work  has 
been  maintained  wholly  by  private 
donations,  while  the  North  Carolina 
iirork  has  been  at  the  expense  of 
public  money  almost  altogether. 


But  all  that  is  irrelevant,  except  in 
that  a  work  of  this  nature,  when 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  tax- 
payers and  when  it  is  understood 
that  it  is  regarded  as  exactly  the 
same  as  the  public  school  itself,  and 
therefore  accepting  the  treatment 
of  all  classes  removes  any  po^ble 
stigma  of  charity.  It  is  a  business 
proposition  which  we  have  put 
squardy  up  to  the  tax-payers  and  ss 
an  evidence  of  the  way  tliey  regard 
the  whole  proposition,  we  may 
merely  mention  the  fact,  that  as  a 
result  of  our  first  year's  efforts  the 
General  Assembly  of  North  Caro* 
lina,  at  its  meeting  last  winter, 
increased  its  appropriation  for  the 
medical  Inspectioa  of  school  children 
Ave  times  more  than  it  had  ever 
given  before.  This  work  for  the 
dental  treatment  of  school  chikiren 
is  merely  an  integral  part  of  the 
follow-up  work  of  medical  inspec- 
tion 9^  »^ 

Medical  inspection  of  sduiols  and 
sdiool  children  as  it  has  been  prac- 
tised in  the  United  States  almost 
altogether  in  the  past  has  contietcd 
of  an  examination  made  by  a  doctor 
or  a  nurse,  and  when  a  cliikl  has 
been  found  suffering  from  one  or 
more  of  the  common  defects,  as 
decayed  teeth,  diseased  tonsils, 
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adenoids,  etc.,  then  a  card  hat 
merely  been  sent  advising  the 
parents  of  the  child's  condition 
and  urging  that  the  child  be 
treated.  A  small  per  cent  of  the 
parents  have  always  taken  the  ad- 
vice, and  it  has  done  much  good;  a 
much  greater  per  cent  have  accepted 
the  advice  with  indifference,  and  a 
stm  greater  per  cent  have  been  too 
poor,  or  too  far  away  from  dentists 
and  specialists,  to  heed  the  advice 
no  matter  how  badly  they  wished  to 
comply.  To  remedy  this  condition

After  thinking  the  matter  over  and 
gathering  aU  defiidte  information 
from  the  four  comers  of  the  world 
which  was  available,  the  conclusion 
was  reached  that  the  only  way  to  do 
anything  worth  while  was  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  few  high-class 
young  dentists,  equip  each  of  them 
with  a  portable  outfit,  and  place 
them  here  and  there  in  the  state  at 


€L  "A  major. ty  of  men  who  are  really  able  to  take  their  children 
to  dentists  regularly  fcr  dental  treatment  never  do  it,  and  it  re- 
quires the  hardest  sort  of  urging  to  get  this  same  type  of  people 
to  take  their  children  to  the  free  clinics  and  get  the  advantage 
of  absolutely  free  treatment.  Men  who  would  walk  a  mile  to

Our  idea  is  to  get  the  little 
fellows  of  six  years  old  into  the  dental  chair,  and  therefore  make 
a  dental  patit^nt  for  some  dentist  at  regular  intervals  as  long  as 
he  lives. 


the  director  of  this  bureau  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Board  of 
Health  has  for  several  years  con- 
sidered it  a  ridiculous  proposition  to 
spend  money  and  time  examining 
and  card  indexing  children  as  to 
defects  and  at  the  same  time  making 
no  special  effort  to  remedy  such 
defects.  To  remedy  this  procedure 
the  work  had  to  be  divided  into  two 
general  divisions:  First,  the  common 
defects  other  than  related  to  the 
tff/lhf  as  diseased  throats, 


points  where  the  public  is  most 
interested,  and  try  the  plan  out.  The 
leading  dentists  of  North  Carolina 
favored  the  plan,  and,  throogh  the 
State  Dental  Society,  gave  us  their 
moral  support.  Consequently  six 
young  dentists  were  selected;  work 
was  begun  in  one  county  of  the  state 
on  July  10,  1918,  and  in  the  other 
five  counties  on  July  15, 1918.  To  get 
the  cart  slightly  before  the  horse, 
the  result  was,  before  tlie  end  of 
227  dispensaries  had 
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been  held  and  nearly  7,000  children 
given  free  treatment,  in  nine  dif- 
ferent counties;  more  than  100 
lectures  on  oral  hygiene  were  given, 
and  the  work  had  come  to  stay. 
C  Since  February  first  of  this  year 
we  have  three  dentists  constantly 
employed.  Contracts  are  now  ready 
with  six  more  dentists,  one  of  whom 
will  go  to  work  on  the  fifteenth  of 
June,  and  the  other  five  on  July 
first  and  August  first,  each  dentist 
in  a  separate  county.  The  work  in 
a  county  will  co.itinue  from  six  to 
thirteen  weeks,  according  to  the 
population  of  the  county.  We  hop>e 
and  expect  to  get  at  least  fifteen 
thousand  children  treated  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  Four  cities  of 
the  state  have  cooperated  with  us 
to  the  extent  of  putting  in  perma- 
nent equipment  of  the  best  material 
for  a  permanent  dispensary.  These 
four  places  have  been  open  for  three 
months,  and  beginning  July  first 
one  of  the  stale's  largest  cities  will 


open  a  dispensary,  which  will  be 
open  the  year  round,  six  days  in  the 
week,  and  will  cooperate  with  our 
board  ^ 

The  treatment  we  do  is  largely  pro- 
phylactic and  educational.  We  make 
it  plain  everywhere  that  it  is  simply 
a  part  of  the  follow-up  work  of  our 
medical  insjjection  system.  The 
dentists  do  no  frontal,  or  porcelain, 
or  gold  work,  and,  of  course,  no 
crown  or  bridge  work,  or  the  more 
difficult  root-canal  or  pulp-work- 
Cement  and  gutta  percha  fillings  are 
used  in  the  temporary  teeth,  which, 
by  the  way,  are  given  just  as  much 
attention  as  the  i>ermanent  teeth. 
Silver  nitrate  treatments  arc  used 
when  necessary.  Extraction  is  done 
in  all  cases  where  demanded,  but 
the  most  important  part  of  the 
work  consists  in  placing  thousands 
of  amalgam  fillings  in  the  six-year 
molars  where  at  all  possible  to  save 
them.  The  age  limit  is  restricted  to 
school  children  from  six  to  twelve 
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years  inclusive.  Under  no  circum- 
stances do  we  vary  from  this  require- 
ment. Children  of  all  classes,  races, 
social  or  financial   condition  are 
treated  exactly  alike. 
Each  dentist  is  required*  to  provide 
his  own  automobile  transportation. 
We  recommend  an  ordinary  Ford 
touring  car,  in  which  he  can  place 
his  student's  dental  case,  foot  engine, 
McConnell  folding  chair,  a  small 
oil  heater,  a  small  sterilizer,  and  the 
necessary  operating  instruments  and 
material.    When   arriving   at  the 
school  house  or  other  place  selected 
for  the  day's  work,  the  dentist  can 
set  up  his  outfit  and  is  ready  for 
work  in   exactly  fifteen  minutes. 
When  schools  are  in  session,  the 
school  house  is  always  the  place 
where  the  outfit  is  set  up,  the 
teachers  of  the  lower  grades  sending 
in  the  children  as  fast  as  the  dentist 
can  treat  them.  When  the  school  is 
finished,  the  dentist  packs  up  and 
moves  on  to  another  school.  During 
the  three  or  four  months  in  the  sum- 


mer time  when  the  schools  are  not 
in  session,  the  method  followed  is  to 
select  a  convenient  country  store  or 
school  house  in  a  neighborhood 
center,  and  by  writing  the  parents 
of  the  children  whose  cards  show  the 
children  of  the  proper  age  having 
defective  teeth,  the  parent  is  urged 
to  bring  the  child  to  the  clinic  at  a 
certain  hour  on  a  certain  day.  Under 
no  circumstances  are  children  treated 
who  have  not  first  had  the  proper 
inspection  and  a  record  made  of 
their  condition.  The  official  attitude 
of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board 
of  Health  is  that  free  dental  service 
to  the  public  school  children  is  just 
as  necessary  and  as  essential  to  the 
prop>er  development  of  the  children 
as  is  the  teaching  of  arithmetic  or 
sp>elling,  and  on  this  rock  we  build 
our  house.  It  is  needless  to  say  that 
the  offices  of  every  private  dentist 
in  the  localities  where  we  have 
worked  have  been  overrun  with 
patients  during  the  time  we  held  the 
clinics,  and  for  several  weeks  after-

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the  free  clinics  and  get  the  advan- 
tage of  absolutely  free  treatment.

ward.  We  have  found  that  anywhere 
from  75  per  cent  to  90  per  cent  of  all 
school  children  between  six  and 
twelve  years  of  age  are  in  urgent 
need  of  dental  treatment  of  one 
class  or  another. 

The  whole  work  is  primarily  educa- 
tional. It  is  a  well-known  fact  that 
people  will  let  their  children's  teeth 
decay  to  a  point  beyond  saving  and 
take  them  to  a  country  doctor  to 
extract  or  break  off,  or,  at  best,  to  a 
dentist  to  extract  after  it  is  too  late 
to  save,  when  the  tooth  begins  to 
hurt,  and  not  before.  We  find  the 
hardest  part  in  the  whole  work  is  to 
get  a  majority  of  the  parents  to  see 
the  importance  of  having  their 
children's  teeth  treated  and  to 
appreciate  the  urgent  need  for  tak- 
ing care  of  the  children's  teeth.  A 
majority  of  men  who  are  really  able 
to  take  their  children  to  dentists 
regularly  for  dental  treatment  never 
do  it,  and  it  requires  the  hardest 
sort  of  urging  to  get  this  same  type

H  Of  oourae  we  may  read  thla  and 
declare  that  Dr.  Deaver  coQvicta 
liimadf •  holdinc  that  there  ia  aiirdy 
something  wrong  witii  a  profearioD 
whoae  practice  brings  a  skilled  man 
a  return  of  but  fifty  or  seventy-five 
ceata  per  liour;  but  Dr.  Deaver  may 
*  be  ri^t.  There  may  be  nothing  the 
matter  with  dentistry,  but  there  is 
mmething  wrong  aomewiiefe.  Wiiere 
iait? 

Dr.  Dettver  aaya  that  liift  f«dt  ia 


with  the  public  and  that,  if  there 
ia  any  censure  to  be  given,  the  dear 
people  Aould  be  made  to  bear  it. 
Foasllily  lie  ia  correct  in  hia  diagno- 
sia.  B'Hdent^  Dr.  Denver'a  public 
ia  impresacd  with  the  fact  that  his 
aarvioea  ette  worth  cn!^  fifty  centa 
per  hour— or  they  will  aQow  him 
aeventy-five  in  cases  requiring  ex- 
treme skilL  Fbr  certainly  if  the 
public  tibougbt  his  aervioea  were 
worth  more»  and  he  agreed  with 
themt  he  could  command  living  feea. 
Doeant  hia  public  need  a  miaiion- 
ary?  PossiUy  he  has  left  all  the 
educational  work  to  his  advertising 
competitor  m 

Now  you  see  how  broad  our  subject 
has  grown,  and  how  much  light 
this  treatment  sheds  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  how  the  great  profession  is 
going  to  extend  its  seryioe  until  the 
masses  receive  its  fuD  benefits.  But 
that  question  has  to  wait  until  we 
inquire  into  the  particulars  of  Dr. 
Deaver's  practice  and  decide  wheth- 
er he  is  ever  going  to  get  more  than 
fifty  cents  an  hour. 
So  we  must  not  adc  *' What  is  tbt 
matter  with  dentistry?  "  ainoe  that 
queation  haa  been  disposed  of.  And 
we  shaU  not  ask  "What  is  the 
matter  wiUi  Dr.  Deaver?"  That 
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would  be  discourteous.  But  there 
are  a  lot  of  people  and  they  are 
not  likely  to  take  our  remarks  as 
personally  offensive,  so  we  may 
follow  Dr.  Deaver  and  place  the 
blame  on  them 
,  In  the  first  place,  the  public  is  ignor- 
ant of  the  science  and  art  of  den- 
tistry. The  masses  have  neglected 
their  opportunities  for  dental  edu- 
cation. Not  one  man  in  ten  can  tell 
the  difference  between  orthodontia 
and  exodontia.  This  ignorance  is 
exemplified  every  day  when  patients 
ask  to  have  teeth  pulled  instead  of 
requesting  extractions,  or  demand  a 
plate  or  a  set  of  teeth  instead  of 
dentures.  They  want  teeth  filled  and 
do  not  mention  restorations. 
The  public  is  ignorant,  too,  of  the 
importance  of  dentistry  from  the 
standpoint  of  health.  How  many 
person^,  when  not  feeling  up  to  par, 
resort  to  all  sorts  of  patent  medicine 
dope,  without  a  suspicion  that  the 
cause  may  lie  in  some  diseased  con- 
dition of  the  oral  cavity.  Yet  with 
their  health,  and  even  their  lives,  at 
stake,  the  people  hardly  ever  open 
a  dental  text  book  or  glance  through 
the  pages  of  a  dental  journal.  What 
are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 
Of  course,  there  is  one  remedy  which 
Dr.  Deaver  is  quick  to  employ.  We 
can  rail  at  the  advertising  dentist 
and  thus  relieve  ourselves.  You  see 
the  ethical  element  of  the  profession 
has  no  concern  with  educating  the 
public,  while  the  advertising  man 
does  impart  a  crude  sort  of  infonna- 
tion.  If  we  "  cuss  "  out  the  adver- 
tiser sufficiently,  then  the  dear  pub- 
lic will  be  driven  into  ethical  offices, 
like  that  of  Dr.  Deaver,  and  waU  be 
soaked  as  much  as  fifty  oentt  an 
hour.  It  costs  real  moQCy  to  com- 
maud  skillful  service. 
But  mo  critic  calls  our  attentkn  to 


another  ethical  feature  of  practice. 
Not  only  does  he  work  at  times  for 
less  than  fifty  cents  per  hour,  but 
he  scorns  even  to  consider  the  cost 
of  materials  in  making  up  his  fees.  A 
little    figuring    will    indicate  that 
when    he    is    employing  precious 
metals  in  his  restorations,  for  which 
he  is  obliged  to  pay,  the  cost  of  these 
may  very  easily  overbalance  his  fees, 
and  thus  his  apparent  remuneration 
may  prove  deceptive.  He  may  even 
be  practising  dentistry  at  a  loss. 
And  if  he  has  office  rent  to  pay,  and 
n  family  to  provide  for,  may  wc  not 
respectfully  suggest  that  such  prac- 
tice is  unethical?  How  can  other 
dentists  compete  with  him? 
And  this  leads  to  another  branch  of 
the  discussion:  Is  a  dentist  ethical 
in   proportion  as  he  ignores  all 
business  considerations?  And  what 
do  we  understand  by  ethics?  In  the 
profane  world,  the  word  has  a  well- 
defined  meaning.  Broadly  speaking, 
it  contemplates  the  application  of 
the  Golden  Rule.  But  oftentimes  we 
are  impressed  with  the  belief  that 
professional    ethics    mean  simply 
that  men  shall  not  advertise.  When 
that  Injunction  is  observed,  then 
you  are  entitled  to  sit  with  the  elect. 
C  The  argument  runs  this  way  :  All 
business  is  sordid  and  mean.  But  as 
there  are  some  details  involving 
trade,  one  should  be  miarried  and 
thus  have  somebody  to  look  after 
the  rent,  pay  the  coal  billSt  and  run 
the  heater.  But  any  woman  who  can 
do  this  successfully  when  her  hus- 
band works  for  fifty  cents  an  hour, 
with  materials  thrown  in,  is  a  jewel 
beyond  prioe. 

Dr.  Deaver  concludes  his  article  by 
saying  thnt  dentistry  can  be  gotten 
"  out  of  the  rut  by  simply  telling  the 
truth  to  all  the  people."  But  we 
were  told  in  the  beginning  of  his 
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article  tiiat  "  nothing  is  the  matter 
widi  dentistry."  If  notRing  la  the 
matter,  why  pull  it  out  of  Hie  rut? 
And  if  the  truth  is  to  be  told  the 
people,  what  is  the  truth? 
Is  it  true  that  aU  advertising  men 
are  crooks  and  grafters?  Isn't  that 
an  over-statement?  Isn't  it  strange 
that  the  general  public,  who  know 
how  to  buy  without  being  dieated, 
should  be  deceived  in  such  large 
numbers  and  come  to  like  the  exper- 


tifltiy,  and  that  is  a  kuh  of  vision* 
Thesemen  neverthink  of  dentistry  at 
all ;  they  ate  coooemed  only  with  the 
details  of  their  individual  practice. 
The  business  men,  whom  tfaey  soom, 
set  them  good  examples.  The  lumber 
dealers  get  together  and  plan  pub- 
licity campaigns  to  popularise  their 
product.  The  growers  of  citrous 
fruits  plan  an  edueatknal  campaign 
to  extend  the  use  of  their  output. 
The  medical  profession  has  come 


tl  Do  you  know  why  legislatures  and  courts  are 
reluctant  to  put  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  adver- 
tising dentist?  I  do.  It  is  because  the  public  real- 
iges  that  there  should  be  more  dentistry,  not  leas. 
And  even  though  it  may  not  always  be  ideal, 
the  public  officials  are  loath  to  run  an  advertis- 
ing man  out  when  there  is  no  ethical  man  to 
take  his  place  and  assume  a  practice  with  a 
great  volume  of  poor  patients  with  meagre  fees. 


ienoe  of  being  repeatedly  skinned? 
Are  we  to  believe  that  cttiy  consider- 
able number  of  dentists  who  served 
the  army  overseas  are  quacks? 
Hasn't  Dr.  Deaver's  fifty-cents-an- 
hoar  experience  interfered  with  Us 
outkx>k?  Are  his  observations  in  the 
broadest  sense  ethical?  Is  his  artide 
oonatrucdve? 

Doubtless  your  readers  vtnSi  wonder 
why  I  am  consuming  so  much  space 
in  considering  such  details.  I  answer, 
becsniae  Dr.  Deaver  represents  a 
type  that  gives  us  an  idea  of  one 
thing  that  is  the  matter  with  den- 


to  recognise  its  responstMlity  for 
sanitation  and  odier  matters  vitally 
concerning  public  health. 
In  fticti  every  good  dtisen  realises 
that  he  has  a  duty  first  to  hhnsdf  , 
and  after  that  to  the  public.  And 
how  can  a  man  discharge  his  duty 
to  the  public  in  a  better  way  than  by 
disseminating  information  regard- 
ing his  own  spedalty? 
If  the  business  man  is  ignocaat  of 
dentistry,  so  is  the  dentist  ignorant 
of  business.  Bach  must  to  a  degree 
educate  the  other;  and  the  only 
thing  that  we  have  to  fear  is  that  the 
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education  may  be  partial,  and  may 
squint  in  one  direction  or  the  other. 
<t  If  a  criticism  may  be  made  of  the 
attitude  of  the  profession,  I  should 
say  that  it  is  too  self- conscious. 
Dentists  arc  eager  for  opportunities 
to  educate  each  other.  This  is  cer- 
tainly praiseworthy,  but  it  mi^ht 
not  hurt  if  a  little  of  this  science,  in 
dilute  form,  were  allowed  to  trickle 
through  the  public. 
I  know  the  objection  that  will  be 
raised  at  once.  This  would  mean  a 
form  of  advertising  rather  skilfully 
concealed.  But  on  the  same  ground, 
the  preacher  should  guard  himself 
lest  by  his  eloquence  he  become  pop- 
ular and  thus  fill  his  church. 
Reading  between  the  lines  of  Dr. 
Deaver's  article,  I  gather  that  he 
resents  any  discussion  of  this  theme 
on  my  part,  since  I  am  only  a  lay- 
man. But  this  again  shows  a  narrow- 
ness of  vision  which,  if  held  by  the 
profession  generally,  would  preclude 
progress.   Every   time   a  dentist 
stands  up  and  reads  a  paper  showing 
how  mfiny  diseases  have  their  origin 
In  neglected  teeth,  I  am  interested. 
It  becomes  a  mattaf  of  concern  to 
the  dtlien  and  he  wants  to  know 
where  the  nmedy  lies. 
Then,  when  prominent  dentists  have 
fstablishcd  in  our  minds  that  liter- 
ally millions  of  men  and  women  are 
suffering  in  health,  and  that  we  are 
wasting  millions  of  dollars  in  public 
education  because  diikiren  with 
ulcerated  teeth  cannot  get  the  maxi- 
mum out  of  their  school  work,  the 
man  who  insinuates  that  it  is  none 
of  my  business  indicates  a  rather 
narrow  brand  of  etliics. 
-And  when  he  says  that  the  fault  is 
with  the  public,  then  I  answer  that 
the  church,  holding  the  same  view, 
would  say  that  it  had  presented  a 
scheme  of  salvation  and  if  the  public 


didn't  care  to  embrace  it,  it  could 

go  to  the  devil. 

I  am  not  so  much  interested  in  dis- 
cussing remedies  as  I  am  in  asking 
that  the  condition  which  exists  be 
recognized.  When  dentists  tell  us 
that  the  profession  is  doing  only 
about  a  tenth  of  the  work  that  the 
public  health  requires,  are  they  tell- 
ing the  truth?  If  they  are  not  exag- 
gerating greatly,  then  the  public  has 
a  right  to  say  to  the  dental  profes- 
sion :  "  Qcntlemen»  what  do  you  pro- 
pose? ** 

If  they  proF>ose  nothing,  then  the 
public  will  gradually  seek  to  apply 
remedies,  and  do  it  in  its  own  way. 
d  Do  you  know  why  legislatures 
and  courts  are  reluctant  to  put 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  advertis- 
ing dentist?  I  do.  It  is  because  the 
public  realizes  that  there  should  be 
more  dentistry,  not  less.  And  even 
though  it  may  not  always  be  ideal, 
the  public  officials  are  loath  to  run 
an  advertising  man  out  when  there 
is  no  ethical  man  to  take  his  place 
and  assxmie  a  practice  with  a  great 
volume  of  poor  patients  with  meagie 
fees 

Any  bfoad  grasp  of  the  situation 
convinces  us  that  the  remedy  does 
not  lie  here;  it  must  be  more  oompre* 
hcnsive.  It  must  get  beyond  the 
thought  that  the  public  exists  for  the 
benefit  of  the  dental  profession  and 
come  to  fCQQgnize  that  dentistry 
exists  because  of  human  needs.  It 
will  receive  icoopiltioii  and  com* 
pensation  as  it  measurei  iq>  to  its 
opportunities  «•> 

Is  there  anything  the  matter  with 
dentistry?  Yes;  there  is  something 
the  matter  with  me,  with  you, 
with  every  human  institutiocL  It  is 
only  by  right  diagnosis  preceding 
treatment  that  the  patient  can  hope

We  mil  agree  that 
the  blame  cannot  be  put  on  the 
pubfic  alone  nor  on  the  dentista 
became  it  ia  the  fault  of  both. 
I  win  not  attempt  to  answer  the 
question  fiilly  but  tliefe  are  certain 
things  in  Dr.  Deaver*s  artide  to 
which  I  take  exception.  I  would 
judge  from  his  article  that  he  was 
sore  at  the  whole  world  and  thor- 
oughly disgusted  with  dentistry.  If 
that  is  the  way  he  feelst  he  should 
quit  practising  and  do  something 
that  he  enjoys,  instead  of  inflicting 
a  disposition  of  that  kind  upon  the 
public  ♦ 

It  is  no  one's  fciult  but  the  dentist  s 
i  f  he  isn't  getting  more  than  seventy- 
live  ccx)ts  an  hour  for  his  work.  It  is 
tht  business  of  the  dentist  to  fducate 
\w£>  patients  as  to  the  value  of  mouth 
hygiene,  and  charge  for  it.  They 
will  scon  learn  that  his  services  are 
worth  money  and  will  be  willing  to 
pay  for  them.  People  don't  want 
tialf  a  dozen  different  systemic  dis- 
eases and  their  lives  shortened 
several  years  on  account  of  some 
infection  in  tiieir  mouth  but  how 
do  th^  know  what  the  result  of  an 


abscess  will  be  if  the  dentist  does 
not  tell  them? 

Dr.  Deaver  tells  us  not  to  get  ex- 
cited about  the  uplift  the  army 
dentist  is  going  to  institute.  I  wQl 
wager  that  the  Doctor  baa  not  been 
in  tlie  mtlitacy  service  during  this 
war  nor  has  he  even  inspected  an 
army  dental  infirmary.  He  is  sore 
again.  Undo  Sam  must  have  fixed 
up  some  teetb  for  some  one  in  his 
home  town  and  beat  him  out  of  his 
seventy-five  cents*  He  saar*  that  he 
has  done  considerable  work  for  men 
home  on  furlough  and  asks  why  they 
did  not  have  it  done  in  the  army? 
C  That  questkm  is  easily  answered. 
They  had  not  even  attempted  to 
have  it  done.  Why?  Because  they 
have  a  fear  of  an  army  dentist  that 
has  been  incited  in  their  mind  by 
just  such  men  as  Dr.  Deaver.  I  dare 
say  those  same  men  would  have 
gotten  as  good  or  better  work  by 
tlie  nrmy  dentist  and  Uncle  Sam 
would  have  been  only  too  glad  to 
have  done  it,  if  given  the  oppor- 
tunity

army.  That  is  a  mi^tatement.  Does 
he  know  that  only  ethical  dentists 
were  given coniiiiissions  ui  thcArmy, 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps?  Perhaps 
that  is  why  he  wasn't  an  army 
dentist  *•»  *•» 

The  United  States  Qovemment  has 
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done  exceedingly  well  in  taking  care 
of  the  men's  teeth.  Hundreds  of 
thousands  of  them  are  leaving  the 
army  with  healthy  mouths,  free 
from  infection,  that  came  in  with 
mouths  absolutely  putrescent.  They 
are  leaving  the  army  knowing  the 
value  of  good  dentistry  and  knowing 
more  about  the  proper  care  of  their 
mouths  than  tlicy  have  ever  known 
before.  It  is  true  that  all  do  not 
know  those  things  but  it  wasn't  the 
fault  of  the  army  dentist.  Some  were 
not  in  one  place  long  enough  to  get 
their  teeth  cared  for  and  others 
never  went  to  the  dentist  and  un- 
fortunately were  not  called  for  ex- 
amination and  treatment,  being  in 
places  where  it  was  impossible  for 
the  dental  surgeon  to  be  reached. 
This  war  has  been  a  big  business  and 
when  it  started  we  were  not  pre- 
pared at  all  but  the  greatest  progress 
has  been  attained  and  many  lessons 
learned  from  it.  There  never  has 
been  a  sufl'icient  number  of  dentists 
in  the  army  and  we  have  hopes  of 
having  enough  to  properly  care  for 
the  men's  teeth  in  the  future  army. 
At  the  beginning  of  this  war  the 
dental  surgeons  labored  under  a 
great  handicap,  but  after  things 
were  more  organized,  Uicy  were 
situated  so  that  they  could  give 
better  service,  because  of  better 
equipment  and  materials.  From  the 


war,  we  have  proved  that  more 
dentists  are  required  to  care  for 
the  men's  mouths  than  were  pre- 
viously allowed  by  legislation,  and 
in  the  future  army,  I  am  sure  that 
you  will  find  the  healthiest  mouths 
of  any  group  of  people.  Uncle  Sam 
is  not  stingy  by  any  means  and 
wants  to  take  care  of  his  boys  in  the 
best  possible  manner.  I  have  seen 
some  of  the  most  beautiful  and  most 
substantial  work  done  in  soldiers' 
mouths  that  I  have  seen  anywhere, 
not  excepting  models.  The  equip- 
ment is  always  absolutely  clean  and 
all  instruments  are  carefully  steril- 
ized. Cleanliness  such  as  is  seldom 
seen  in  the  average  dental  office 
prevails 

So  Doctor  Deaver,  don't  try  to 
inflict  any  of  your  lovely  disposition 
up>on  the  army  for  they  won't  take 
it.  Dentistry  would  be  far  better  off 
if  men  with  those  ideas  in  their  mind 
would  leave  it  and  do  something 
else,  for  patients  don't  want  their 
work  done  by  a  dentist  who  doesn't 
enjoy  doing  it.  Personality  counts  a 
great  deal  in  practice.  If  the  patient 
has  n't  confidence  in  the  dentist, 
there  is  no  use  of  the  two  having 
any  dealings.  If  there  is  confidence, 
tlien  the  public  can  easily  be  edu- 
cated as  to  the  value  of  good  dent- 
istry and  fees  that  are  worth  the 
effort  obtained.  Just  try  it  and  see.

}0  you  know  that 
about  ninety-five  in 
every  hundred  chil- 
dren have  trouble 
with  their  teeth? 
You  can  prevent  a 
nooro  xTom  navins 
a  hole  but  after  the  hole  is  once  there 
the  tooth  can  never  be  so  atrong 
agam.  No  filfing  ia  aa  perfect  aa  a 
whole  tooth. 

Decayed  teeth  are  partly  the  cauae 
of  most  diseases  of  the  body.  The 
disease  cerms  can  grow  very  rapidly 
in  a  hole  in  a  tooth  and  fiom  there 
spread  to  the  rest  of  the  body. 
C  When  the  teeth  are  sore  the  food 
cannot  be  properly  chewed  and  so 
trouble  with  the  stomach  begins. 
C  If  one  chews  crusts  and  hard 
foods  it  helps  to  keep  the  teeth 
clean  and  the  gums  healthy. 
A  acfaool  teacher  who  sees  what  poor 
work  diildren  with  bad  teeth  do, 
says;    "Bvery   permanent  tooth 
saved  ia  better  for  a  chikl  than  a 
hundred  dollars  in  the  savings 
bank." 

4  The  poorest  people  in  the  land 
can  give  perfect  teeth  to  each  of 
their  children  if  they  will  only  take 
the  trouble.  They  must  begin  to 
wntcfa  the  teeth  as  soon  as  the  first 
ones  come  into  the  mouth  and  con- 
tinue watching  until  the  child  is 
fifteen  years  okt  Three  things  must 
be  thought  of— 
First — their  food. 
Second    care  of  the  mouth. 
Third— children's  diseases. 
First f  children  that  are  nursed  have 
a  better  chance  fior  food  teeth  than 


bottle-l(Bd  babies.  The  milk  firom  a 
healthy  mother  makes  a  healthy 
baby.  Bottle-food  may  make  a 
sickly  baby.  If  the  food  sours  in  the 
mouth,  as  most  bottle-foods  do,  the 
first  teeth  turn  black  and  begin  to 
have  holes  soon  after  they  are  in  the 
mouth.  A  very  short  time  after  the 
hole  begins,  the  nerve  dies  and  a  gum 
boil  forms  on  the  gum.  These  dead 
teeth  are  very  bad  for  the  health. 
They  poison  the  blood  and  if  the 
diild  is  exooaed  to  a  disease  it  ***** 
hardly  help  taking  it,  because  it  is 
not  strong  enough  to  fight  it. 
As  soon  as  a  chikl  has  teeth,  its  food 
must  be  coarse  and  hard.  Soft  food 
and  food  that  sticks  to  the  teeth, 
sudi  as  mushes,  white  bread  and 
crackers  are  Injurious.  Soft  foods  can 
be  swallowed  without  chewing  which 
causes  the  stomach  to  do  more  work 
than  it  should.  If  hard  food  is  given 
it  has  to  be  chewed  and  that  helps 
digest  it.  Children  should  early  be 
taught  to  cAeis  thoroughly. 
No  water  ahould  be  drunk  while 
eating.  If  children  have  milk,  have 
the  entire  meal  of  dark  bread  and 
milk.  Do  not  eat  between  meals.  Do 
not  eat  candy. 

Second,  a  baby's  mouth  ahould  ba 
washed  every  day  with  a  little  cot- 
ton dipped  in  boric  ackl  and  water. 
As  soon  as  it  has  teeth,  a  soft  bni^ 
should  be  used.  As  soon  as  aU  the 
teeth  are  in  the  mouth  $1op  mot  <  of 
the  soft  foods.  Chewing  helps  to 
keep  the  teeth  dean  and  healthy.  At 
this  time  have  two  brudies.  Use  one 
after  breakfost  and  the  other  before 
going  to  bed.  No  tooth  powder  or 
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paste  is  necessary  for  a  child.  Take 

the  brush  dry  and  place  upon  the 
gums  under  the  lip  and  brush  to  the 
edge  of  the  teeth.  Do  this  thoroughly 
until  all  food  has  been  cleaned  from 
between  them,  then  rinse  the  brush 
in  cold  water  and  brush  all  surfaces 
several  times.  Also  clean  the  tony,ite. 
C  Do  you  know  that  the  most  im- 
peirtant  teeth  of  the  second  spt  come 
just  back  of  the  baby  teeth  when  the 
child  is  about  sixl^  They  must  be 
closely  watched  or  they  will  begin  to 
decay.  If  they  arc  lost,  the  liealth  is 
never  as  pcKjd  as  it  sliould  be. 
Third,  never  exjx^se  \-our  children 
to  measles  or  wiiooping  cough.  Do 


everything  to  prevent  them  having 
such  diseases.  They  injure  the  teeth 
in  two  ways.  If  the  fever  is  severe 
enough,  the  teeth  growing  in  the 
jaw  will  have  yellow  and  white  spots 
or  pits  and  when  the  teeth  cut 
through  the  gum  these  spots  soon 
decay.  If  the  child  is  very  ill  the 
teeth  may  be  very  badly  shaped 
with  sharp,  ragged  points.  The  teeth 
which  are  already  in  the  mouth  get 
badly  coated  when  a  child  is  sick 
and  if  not  kept   very  clean,  soon 
begin  to  have  holes  in  them. 
So, — feed   the    children  carefully, 
keep  the  mouth  clean  and  avmd 
disease

\0  much  has  been 
written   and  aaid 
about  the  dangers 
of  devitalized  teeth 
and  other  patholog» 
ical  conditions  of 
the  oral  cavityi  tliat 
it  waiay  not  be  out  of  place  to  report 
the  clinical  findings  accumulated 
from  the  experience  of  the  last  few 
years,  not  only  from  private*  but 
also  from  hospital  practice.  It  seems 
diat  the  influence  of  the  so-called 
oral  foci  of  infection  is  vastly  over* 
estimated  and  that  the  experience  of 
honest  observers  will  bring  the  per- 
centage of  systemic  disorders, 
caused  hy  such  fod,  either  to  the 
level  or  bdow  the  one  caused  by 
fod^in  other  parts  of  the  human 
body.  To  the  medical  profession, 
devitalised  teeth  have  apparently 
been  the  last  straw  to  grasp  in  those 

where  the  routine 
of  no  avail.  It  is 
unqnestiofiably  true  that  diseased 
parts  should  be  either  cured  or  re- 
moved, and  this  holds  good  particu- 
larly for  those  patients  who  are 
aufifering  with  systemic  disorders, 
the  cause  of  which  is  not  known. 
On  the  otiier  hand  it  is  absurd,  to 
my  mind,  to  promise  the  patient,  as 
is  so  often  done,  a  cure  by  the  re- 
moval of  infected  teeth.  Calm 
observation  will,  I  am  sure,  finally 
prove  that  if  such  teeth  are  re- 
sponsible for  general  disorders,  the 
percentage  is  comparatively  small 
and  that  the  advocates  of  the  "  cure

While  many  different  parts  of  the 
anatomical  make-up  of  the  oral 
cavity  may  harbor  infection,  as  for 
instance*  the  salivary  glands  and  the 
mucous^  lining  of  the  mouth,  it*may 
be  accepted  as  a  fact  that  the  peri- 
dental membrane  either  at  the  apes 
or  at  the  gingiva,  is  the  most  or  only 
important  location  for  a  focus  of 
in/ection.  Diseases  of  the  gingiva 
and  of  the  pericementum  at  the 
gingiva  comprise  conditions  gener- 
ally and  most  commonly  known  as 
"  pyorrhea  alveolaris  *'  and  its  fore- 
runner "  gingivitis.*'  The  pathology 
of  the  apical  peridental  membrane 
b  probably  most  dten  made  re- 
sponsible for  ^temic  disorders.  Its 
first  deviation  from  the  normal,  as 
studied  by  means  of  the  X-ray,  is 
properly  termed  chronic  apical 
pericementitis,  meaning  a  chronic 
inflammation  (thickening)  of  the 
apical  pericementum.  A  further 
growth  of  this  apical  area  with  the 
accompanying  destruction  of  the 
surrounding  alveolus  results  in  the 
breaking  down  of  a  number  of  cells 
and  liquefaction  necrosis  in  its 
centre.  The  immigration  of  epithe- 
lial cells  from  the  peridental  mem- 
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brane  may  entirely  line  the  now 
established  ca\'it3^  with  these  cells, 
resulting  finally  in  the  formation  of 
a  radicular  cyst,  a  cyst  originally 
caused  by  a  diseased  tooth  root. 
Such  cysts  may  assume  large 
dimensk>ns,  displace  the  antrum, 
if  in  the  maxilla,  or  the  contents  of 
the  interior  dental  canal,  if  in  the 
mandible,  etc.  Chronic  apical  peri- 
cementitis may  never  develop  any 
further.  A  large  majority  of  the 
small  areas,  however,  show  a  posi- 
tive culture,  mainly,  streptococcus 
viridans.  It  seems  that  the  larger  the 
cavity,  the  less  likelihood  of  finding 
an  ofgittiism.  In  fact,  radicular  Qfsts, 
unless  secondarily  infected,  are 
sterile.  There  is  one  other  condition 
which  is  very  often  overlooked  and 
may  possibly  be  a  cause  of  infection. 
This  .is  tiie  so-called  wisdom  tooth 
pocket,  a  pocket  which  is  formed  by 
a  partly  erupted  wisdom  tooth  and 
its  overlaying  gum  tissue.  It  often 
takes  quite  some  time  for  sudi  a 
tooth  to  erupt  and,  therefore,  the 
eadstenoe  of  such  a  focus  may  be 
veiy  much  prdooged.  The  treat- 
ment is  obvious. 

Why  do  not  most  of  the  cultures 
taken  from  so-called  foci  show 
streptococcus  vindans?  It  is  very 
difficult,  and  at  times,  impossible, 
to  take  a  culture  from  the  apex  of  a 
tooth  without  contamination,  from 
any  or  all  the  different  tissues  and 
instruments  and  apparatus  the 
parts  come  in  contact  with.  The 
oral  cavity  under  normal  conditions 
harbors  the  streptococcus.  Contact, 
therefore,  with  the  gingiva  or  any 
part  of  the  oral  cavity  makes  our 
finding  worthless.  Instruments  may 
not  be  property  sterilized  and  the 
culture  tubes  themselves  handled 
in  such  a  way  as  to  interfere  with  the 
final  results.  Then  again,  the  reports 


from  unreliable  commercial  labora- 
tories should  be  excluded  by  serious 
scientific  investigators.  Consequent- 
ly, a  positive  culture  taken  by  the 
average  general  medical  or  dental 
practioner  is  not  conclusive.  Neither 
can  a  negative  culture  always  be 
looked  upon  as  final,  because  im- 
proper technic,  as  hot  instruments 
or  those  covered  with  alcohol  or 
other  disinfectants,  may  have  killed 
the  organism  before  reaching  the 
culture  tube.  Low  temperature  of 
the  test  tube  and  its  contents,  oftoi 
interfere  with  the  results  which 
otherwise  could  have  been  obtained 
with  proper  care.  It  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  thtre  are  certeb 
organisms  which  at  the  pcesnt 
time  camiot  be  cultured,  the  cause 
of  whidi  may  lie  in  the  fact  that  a 
proper  mediimi  has  not  been  found. 
C  The  stand  taken  by  the  average 
physician  r^arding  oral  focal  in- 
fections can  be  svunmed  up  in  a  few 
words.  He  has  heard  and  read  • 
food  bit  about  the  importance  of 
dental  foci  of  infection.  In  the  aver- 
age case  he  does  not  bother  about 
the  teeth  at  all.  When,  however,  be 
is  oonfronted  with  a  patient  for 
whom  the  routine  treatment  does 
not  result  in  partial  or  permanent 
cure,  then  the  old  "  stand  by  "  gains 
prominence.  The  patient  as  a  rule  it 
sent  to  a  commercial  laboratory 
where,  for  a  smtdl  fee»  not  only  an 
X-ray  examination  and  diagmow*  is 
made,  but  also  advice  at  to  treat- 
ment is  given  by  incompetent  men. 
Most  often  a  diagnosis  of  abscess  is 
made,  altfaoui^  first  of  all,  an  ab- 
scess at  the  apex  of  a  tooth  cannot 
be  diagnosed  by  means  of  the  X  -rsy 
alone  and  that  secondly,  only  in  a 
small  percentage  of  cases  do  these 
apical  areas  ahow  pus.  He  recom- 
mends the  removal  of  a  tooth  cany- 
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ing  a  gold  crown  or  a  bridge,  al- 
though its  pulp  may  be  vital.  At  any 
rate,  the  patient  is  advised  to  have 
the  '*  abscessed  "  teeth,  and  those 
with  gold  crowns  removed,  without 
consulting  the  patient's  dentist  or 
some  dentist  as  to  the  proper  proce- 
dure. While  the  cooperation  be- 
tween the  two  professions  is  para- 
mount, the  physician  should  not 
overstep  his  field  by  ordering  certain 
operations  in  a  field  with  which  he  is 
only  slightly,  if  at  all  familiar. 
The  average  dentist's  view  relative 
to  this  subject,  while  probably  more 
logical,  because  he  is  or  should  be 
trained  in  this  special  field,  still  is  a 
good  bit  influenced  by  the  signi- 
ficance that  has  been  attached  to  his 
sphere  of  activity  by  the  medical 
man.  The  radical  demands  the  re- 
moval of  not  only  each  devitalised 
tooth,  but  also  of  those  teeth  which 
show  disease  of  the  gingiva.  The 
conservative,  on  the  other  hand, 
can  be  characterized  by  the  state- 
ment of  their  most  ardent  exponent 
namely   that    "  devitalijwd  teeth 
properly  treated  are  forever  secure 
against  infection  **  and,  therefore, 
believe  in  the  retention  of  most  of 
the  clevitalized  teeth.  There  is,  how- 
ever, no  scientific  proof  as  yet  of 
their  contention  »^ 
The  present  knowledge  regarding 
focal  infection  of  the  oral  cavity  is 
so  uncertain,  that  competent  re- 
aesrcfa  work  is  essential  «»  The 
number  of  capable  men  interested 
in  this  subject  is  very  small.  It 
should    be  dear  to  everybody's 
noind  that  no  one  is  in  a  position 
to  do  research  work  unless  especi- 
ally trained  to  do  so.  Therefore, 
the  fact  that  one  holds  an  M.  D., 
or  D.  D*  S.  degree,  or  both,  is 
not  encMSflib  qualification.  One  has  to 
spend  qpa^  *i      years  in  a  labora- 


tory, practically  away  from  any 
private  work  (as  is  the  rule  at  the 
Rockefeller  Institute)  to  accomplish 
successfully  the  task  of  serious  in- 
vestigation. S<)  many  dentists  be- 
lieve that  a  microscopic,  an  incubator 
a  few  culture  tubes,  media  and 
stains,  etc.  are  all  that  is  necessary. 
This  is  not  so,  however.  One  man 
cannot  practise  all  the  specialties 
and  be  efficient  in  each  of  them. 
Some  dentists  have  established 
their  own  laboratories  in  connection 
with  their  office,  the  laboratory 
work  being  done  by  a  technician 
under  the  supervision  o£  the  prac- 
titioner. The  practitioner  not  being 
an  expert  in  bacteriology,  carmot 
accomplish  satisfactory  results.  One 
must,  therefore,  look  upon  the 
establiahment  of  such  offices  as  a 
commercial  tendency  on  the  part 
of  the  owner  because  he  knows,  or 
at  least  ought  to  know,  that  he  can- 
not give  his  patients  the  best  ad- 
viot  and  treatment.  Considering  the 
above,  one  arrives  at  the  conclusion 
that  for  the  conduct  of  scientific 
research,  three  specialists  are  re- 
quired, namely,  a  bacteriologist,  a 
physician,  and  a  dentist.  The  eoop- 
eration  of  the  three  alone  can  throw 
light  upon  this  subject. 
'  Thepositionof  the  oral  surgeon  who 
acts  as  a  consultant  or  operator  in 
these  cases  Is  not  to  be  envied. 
Patients  appear  at  his  office  with  a 
set  of  X-rays  of  the  teeth  and  with 
the  complaint  of  some  systemic  dis- 
order. They  are  referred  mostly  by 
their  physician  or  dentist  who  usu- 
ally promise  that  the  removal  of  the 
devitalized  teeth  will  cure  them. 
What  hopes  can  we  give  the  patient 
and  what  should  be  the  outline  of 
treatment?  Every  honest  practi- 
tioner must  admit  that  no  one  is 
In  a  position  to  assure  the  patient 
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befdreband,  that  the  eradication  of 
such  foci  will  at  the  tame  time,  or 
in  due  time,  improve  and, finally 
entirely  oonect  the  lystemic  co^* 
diUon  the  patient  suffers  from.  An 
infected  area  somewhere  about  tiie 
mouth  may  or  may  not  be  respon- 
sible for  the  patient's  ceneral  con* 
dition.  If  however,  directly  respon- 
sible (in  case  this  can  be  scien- 
tifically  proven)  the  orsanism  or 
their  toxins  may  have  injured  the 
body  tissues  to  such  an  extent, 
that,  although  the  primary  cause 
of  the  malady  their  eradication  will 
not  cure  the  patient,  even  though 
further  advance  of  the  disease  may 
be  prevented  «^  «^ 
The  most  important  locatioa  of 
infection  in  the  mouth  lies  in  the 
at^cal  pericementum,  either  due  to 
Infection  from  the  pulp  proper  or 
hematogenous.  Only  a  short  time 
ago,  a  well-known  dentist  in  New 
York  made  the  statement  "that 
devitalised  teeth  properly  treated 
are  forever  secure  against  infection  *' 
and  remarked  that  he  had  demon- 
strated this  scientifically,  although 
he  neglected  to  refer  me  to  his 
works  on  this  subject.  The  only 
absolutely  certain  eradication  of 
such  fod  consists  of  the  surgical 
removal  of  the  teeth  in  question, 
wiiich,  of  course,  includes  the  curet- 
ment  of  the  sodwt^f  indicated.  The 
fict  that  these  areas  after  dental 
root-canal  treatment  in  a  number  of 
cases  become  smaller,  as  demon- 
strated by  the  X-ray,  does  not  give 
any  one  the  privilege  to  assume  that 
the  infection  had  subsided,  because 
new  bone  may  be  formed  while 
even  an  active  process  of  infection  is 
going  on,  as  for  instance,  in  a  case 
of  osteomyelitis.  At  this  point,  I 
must  add  that  if  a  patient  comes  to 
my  olfice  with  «  history  of  some 


systemic  malady,  and  tiie  dental  X- 
ray  examination  diows  a  tooth  vrith 
what  is  caDed  a  complete  root-canal 
filling  with  some  rarefaction  at  tiie 
apes,  or  even  one  at  all,  I  cannot 
honestly  say  to  the  patient  that  thb 
too^  witii  its  pericemental  mem- 
brane—no matter  who  treated  the 
root  canal— 4s  not  a  causative  factor 
of  his  trouble.  In  oter  words,  any 
devitaUaed  tootii,  no  matter  what 
treatment  it  was  subjected  to,  may 
be  a  focus  of  infection.  No  scientific 
proof  has  been  presented  as  yet  to 
the  contrary. 

To  my  mind,  a  so-called  complete 
root-canal  filling  is  the  Ideal  result  of 
an  operation,  the  a4ioctive  ''ideal" 
characterising  it  as  something 
that  cannot  be  acoompBdied.  The 
only  means  we  have  at  the  present 
time  to  judge  a  root-canal  filfing 
in  vivo  is  by  means  of  the  X-ray  and 
every  one  knows  that  sudi  an  cz- 
aminatlan  win  not  permit  the  opera- 
tor to  iiftte  tliat  the  apical  foramen 
and  all  the  accessory  foramina  are 
hermetiGally  tgalftd,  nor  that  all 
the  infection  had  been  removed,  nor 
that  reinfection  wHl  not  take  place. 
The  &ct  that  a  negative  culture  was 
obtained  ftom  a  toot  canal  just 
previous  to  its  befaig  filled  doet 
not  guarantee  that  rdnfection  can- 
not take  place.  I  have  yet  to  see  the 
dentist  who,  during  a  root-canal 
operation,  will  not  forget  himself  at 
some  time  and  touch  some  object 
which  will  cause  ^e  infection  of  the 
field  of  operation.  And  I  really  can- 
not blame  him  for  it,  because  it 
certainly  seems  quite  impossible  to 
keep  everything  sterile,  during  such 
a  prolonged  and  intricate  procedure. 
Even  a  root  amputation  Is  not  ad- 
visable In  case  the  patient  is  sufite- 
ing  from  a  systemic  malady  as  the 
remaining  part  of  the  root-^io 
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matter  how  trrntrrt   mjy  act  as  a 
foreign  body  and  present  a  locus 
minoris  resisianlim.  In  nromining 
the  patient,  diseases  of  the  gingiva 
must  not  be  neglected,  and  the 
proper  treatment,  prophylaxis,  in- 
stalled      Local  cxmditions  (mal- 
posttkm,  laulty  articulation,  etc.)» 
if  the  cauae,  muat  be  attended  to  as 
well  aa  ganeral  conditions,  which 
may  be  responsible  for  it. 
To  complete  one's  record,  cultures 
are  taken  to  eataUiah  the  identity 
of  the  ofjganitm.  The  value  of 
vaodne  aa  a  part  of  the  general 
treatment  has  apparently  lott  ita 
previous  importance.  It  may  do 
good,  but  it  surely  does  no  harm. 
The  compliment  fixation  test  for 
streptococcus  is  rarely  used. 
In.  my  experience,  both  at  the  hoa- 
pitals  and  office*  the  number  of  cases 
which  were  relieved  by  the  removal 
of  foci  of  infection  from  the  oral 
cavity  is  very  smalL  Some  patients 
do  not  derive  any  benefit  at  all  as 
far  aa  their  general  condition  is  con^ 
cemedy  others  show  slight,  while 
again  others  show  temporary  im- 
fMOvenoent.  X  feel  certain  that  sug- 
gestion, as  applied  to  patients  by 
some  practitioners,  has  quite  an 
inihtmnr^  CO,  the  patients*  mental 
condition  and  with  it,  on  their  bodily 
osimiiitt^  stiU,  I  have  never  seen  a 
case  similar  to  the  ones  reported  at 
dental  meetings  or  in  different 
jcnimals,  namdyt  of  patients  who 
were  brought  to  the  office  of  these 
nocn  on  invalid  chairs,  who  after  the 
removal  oC  oral  focal  infections, 
regained  the  use  of  their  joints  and 
muades  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
could  walk  in  a  few  days.  Such  an 
ill ly f*w*'"'^*"t,  of  course,  is  impos- 
sible in  dironic  cases  as  organic 
leaiona  cannot  be  repaired  in  such  a 
abort  time.  Jn  acute  cases,  the  swell- 


tngs  of  the  joints  disappear  to  a 
large  extent  with  the  acute  attacks, 
when  the  patients  regain  the  useful* 
ness  of  the  affected  joints.  To  con- 
sider a  case  cured  because  the  gen- 
eral symptoms  have  disappeared,  is 
a  fallacy  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
attacks  of  arthritis  and  other  dis- 
eases of  which  focal  infection  is 
regarded  as  a  cause,  may  and  very 
often  do  return  sooner  or  later. 
Since  the  advent  of  focal  infection, 
practically  every  part  of  the  body 
has  been  pointed  out  as  a  focus  of 
nearly  every  malady,  each  one  being 
claimed  by  their  advocates  aa  the 
most  significant  one.  To  my  mind, 
the  importance  especially  of  the 
apical  infections  has  been  greatly 
over-estimntcd.  Unfortunately, 
many  physicians  and  dentists  are 
so  convinced  of  the  ever  present 
connection  between  infected  areas 
about  the  mouth  and  their  patient's 
general  condition,  that  they  promise 
that  the  removal  of  all  bad  teeth 
would  cure  them.  It  is  often  very 
difficult,  therefore,  to  make  these 
patients  understand  that  no  such 
promise  can  be  given  but  that  we 
*  only  consider  it  the  proper  procedure 
to  remove  these  teeth,  because  there 
is  a  posnble  or  remote  chance  of 
their  being  responsible  for  the 
trouble.  Past  experience  seems  to 
show  that  as  a  ibcus  of  infection,  the 
teeth  are  not  nearly  as  important 
as  other  parts  of  the  body.  A  genito- 
urinary surgeon  dted  to  me  the 
other  day  a  case  in  whidi  an  oral 
surgeon  positively  insisted  that  the 
patient's  general  condition  was 
caused  by  areas  of  infection  about 
the  teeth,  the  removal  of  which  did 
not  improve  his  condition,  while 
later  on,  an  infection  of  the  lower 
alimentaiy  canal  was  proven  to  be 
the  causative  factor.  It  may  not  be 
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out  of  place  to  make  the  statement 
here  that,  unfortunately,  many 
members  of  the  profession  have 
during  the  last  feW  years  taken 
undue  advantage  of  the  popular 
belief  in  oral  focal  infections. 
The  fact  that  an  organism  is  found 
at  the  ap>ex  of  a  devitalized  tooth 
brings  up  the  question  whether 
such  an  organism  was  introduced 
either  at  the  time  of  dental  treat- 
ment or  without  such  (simply 
gaining  access  through  the  pulp 
chamber  and  canal),  or  whether 
this  organism  selected  this  habitat, 
being  carried  through  the  blood  or 
lymph  stream,  the  devitalized  tooth 
being  a  point  of  lowered  resistance. 
Personally,  I  would  consider  it 
quite  possible. 

C  Our  present  knowledge  of  this 
subject  being  incomplete,  the  follow- 
ing outline  of  treatment  should  be 
considered:  It  is  possible  for  a  tooth 
to  be  a  focus  for  infection.  Our 
advice  to  the  patient,  therefore, 
should  be  the  eradication  of  the 
focus,  the  only  positively  certain 
one  being  the  removal  of  the  tooth 
and  curetment  if  indicated.  On  the 
other  hand,  past  experience  has 
shown  that  the  percentage  of  cases 
of  oral  focal  infections  is  compara- 
tively small.  The  average  f>atient, 
therefore,  who  has  devitalized  teeth 
and  is  enjoying  good  health,  should 
be  advised  to  have  these  teeth 
treated  by  dental  or  surgical  means, 


if  possible.  Patients,  however,  who 
are,  or  who  have  been  suffering 
with  some  systen^ic  condition,  must 
have  all  devitalized  teeth  removed, 
if  one  wishes  to  remove  all  likely 
causes  of  such  disorders.  In  these 
cases,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
every  part  of  the  body  besides  the 
oral  cavity  should  be  examined  for 
the  detection  of  a  possible  focus. 
Any  bridgework,  crown  or  filling — 
no  matter  of  what  type — should  be 
removed  in  any  patient  if  they 
irritate  the  surrounding  tissues.  It 
is  rather  unfortimate  that  so  many 
teeth  must  be  removed,  although 
we  are  not  certain  and  cannot  state 
that  they  are  the  cause.  As  soon  as 
the  research  work  in  this  subject 
shall  be  done  by  competent  men 
only,  and  their  findings  alone 
seriously  looked  up>on  by  the  medi- 
cal and  dental  practitioners,  more 
light  will  be  thrown  upon  this  field 
for  the  benefit  of  both  the  suffering 
patients  and  our  profession  as  well. 
Our  hope,  however,  does  not  lie  so 
much  in  the  future  accomplishments 
of  this  research  work  as  in  the 
enlightenment  of  both  the  profession 
and  the  public  on  one  hand,  and  the 
legislative  bodies  on  the  other,  in 
regard  to  the  paramount  importance 
of  oral  prophylaxis.  Oral  prophy- 
laxis systematized  and  well  estab- 
lished would  unquestionably  free 
the  coming  generation  of  the  men- 
ace of  oral  focal  infection.

The  dental  profession  has  much  to 
learn  in  this  respect,  and  the  careful  perusal  cyf  this  article  wtU  be  oj  great 
benefit.

Remember,  you  are  giving  material 
jfou  are  familiar  with;  you  can  race 
through  It  intdfigently:  but  it  is 
new  to  your  hearers,  and  they  must 
get  it  iiowly  or  not  at  all. 

4.  Inflect  the  voice  as  if  you  were 
addressing  one  individual  in  private; 
use  language  as  direct  and  forceful 
as  you  would  in  private;  talk  to  the 
audience  as  you  would  talk  to  any 
good  individual  friend,  simply, 
energetically,  cordially,  emphatical* 
ly.  Use  appropriate  gestures;  tell 
apropos  stories  with  a  definite  and 
veiydear  point,  definitely  humor- 
ous or  definitely  pathetic,  and  act 
the  story  by  gestures  if  possible. 

5.  Tell  your  audience  things  to  do; 
if  youtdl  them  "don'ts"  only,  it 
leaves  them  in  a  negative  state;  if 
you  tell  them  what  "  should  be 
done  "  it  leaves  them  as  spectators, 
agreeing  with  you,  but  not  acting. 

6.  Be  brief:  twenty  minutes  is  quite 
enough;  give  a  very  few  figures  or 


fSscts,  and  these  very  cleariy  and 
definitely.  Long  statistical  state- 
ments are  eatwmely  conluring,  are 
never  remembered,  and  are  useful 
only  to  impress  the  audience  with 
the  fact  that  such  figures  have  been 
obtained;  they  do  no  other  good. 

long  statistical  statements  are 
dttremely  vmthjX  if  introduced  into 
an  article  for  pubUcatioo;  they  are 
usdkss  in  a  talk. 

7.  Try  to  "get  over"  one  idea  clearly, 
definitely,  in  not  too  much  detail, 
for  details  will  not  be  remembered. 
Two  ideas  in  one  address  is  the 
maximum  one  should  try  to  put 
over  «^ 

8.  Alwajrs  invite  discussion;  alwa3^ 
get  some  actloot  a  committee 
appointed,  a  resotutioii  passed, 
something  started  that  will  continue 
after  the  meeting  has  broken  up. 

9.  The  worst  habits  a  speaker  can 
have  are:  (a)  Speaking  in  a  voice 
that  cannot  be  clearly  heard,  (b) 
Drawling,  hesitating,  stammering, 
apologizing,  "didnt  know  I  was 
to  be  called  on,"  "haven't  any- 
thing to  say,  but  will  tryto  tell  you 
something,"  '*  should  not  have  been 
asked  to  speak,"  etc  If  an  apology 
for  speaking  is  really  proper  and 
appropriate,  then  usually  it  would 
be  still  more  proper  and  appropriate 
not  to  speak  at  aU.  (c)  Reading  an 
address  instead  of  speaking.  If  read- 
ing  cannot  be  avoided,  read  slowly, 
with  careftil  inflection,  and  proper 
gesture,  (d)  Speaking  from  a  written 
manuscript;  especially  speaking  a 
paragraph  or  two  on  a  subject  and 
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then  reading  the  same  material  over 
again  from  the  manuscript  because 
you  have  lost  your  place,  (e) 
Wandering  away  from  the  main 
subject,  (f )  Stopping  by  a  process  of 
"running  do^^Ti  "  instead  of  defi- 
nitely and  clearly,  because  you  have 
finished  telling  what  you  came  to 
tell,  (g)  Saying  continually  "  now, 


one  word  more  "  and  then  spending 

ten  minutes  on  thai  "  one  vvord.** 
(h)  Premising  the  audience  to  speak 
five  minutes  and  keeping  on  for 
twenty  or  even  ten.  To  break  your 
word  to  one  jxrson  is  bad  enough — 
to  break  it  to  five  hundred  at  once 
is  the  worst  ot  bad  policies,  and  bad 
manners  besides. 


CORRESPONDENCE 


Editor  Oral  Hygiene; 

I  was  pleased  to  see  the  important 
notice  in  your  edilorial  pertaining 
to  the  work  of  the  Infirmary.  Wc  are 
always  glad  to  have  these  articles 
appear  in  order  to  spread  the  news 
of  our  work  as  much  as  possible.  In 
this  instance,  ho v,- ever,  there  has 
evidently  been  a  misunderstanding 
of  the  Infirmary's  report  referred 
to,  which  gives  an  entirely  wrong 
idea  as  to  the  policy  and  methods 
by  which  our  work  is  to  be  carried 
on  and  gradually  improved  upon : 
namely,  that  there  has  been  pre- 
viously, and  is  still— although  re- 
duced— an  age  limit  below  which 
children  are  not  accepted  for  treat- 
ment. We  have  always  maintained 
an  age  limit,  beyond  which  children 
will  not  be  accepted,  of  sixteen 
years.  We  have  never  had  any  other 
age  limit. 

The  reference  in  my  report  to  the 
"  reduction  of  age  "  was  not  as  an 
age  limit  but  as  a  demonstration  of 
the  improved  knowledge  of  the 
public,  and  that  through  publicity 
and  educational  work»  and  more  or 


less  insistence  upon  the  part  of  the 
Infirmary,  it  has  been  possible  to 
reduce  the  resultant  average  age  at 
which  children  come  to  the  Infirm- 
ary for  treritment.  As  referred  to  in 
your  article,  children  have  frequent- 
ly been  brou^^ht  for  trentment  at  as 
low  an  age  as  cif^hteen  months,  and 
a  considerable  number  have  been 
brought  at  the  age  of  three  or  four 
years.  Of  course,  one  cannot  help 
agreeing  with  your  statement  per- 
taining to  six  year  molars  pnd  de- 
ductions as  to  what  would  be  found 
at  the  age  of  eight. 

I  hope  that  you  will  accept  the 
foregoing  in  an  explanatory  rather 
than  criticising  manner,  and  that — 
if  you  see  fit — some  notice  will  be 
given  to  the  correction ,  which 
otherwise  would  do  injustice  to  the 
policy  which  has  been  in  the  minds 
of  the  trustees  since  the  very  b^^> 
ning^  of  the  Infirmary's  work.

A  PRELIMINARY  STATEMENT 

HERE  are  in  this  country  2,562  daily  and  15,735 
weekly  newspapers.  The  total  average  daily 
circulation,  compiled  from  actual  statistics,  is 
51,596,000  and  the  publishers  of  the  **  American 
Newspaper  Directory "  are  authority  for  an 
estimate  that,  after  excluding  trade,  class, 
religious  and  foreign  languages,  etc.,  the  total 
average  circulation  of  the  weeklies  will  amount  to,  probably, 
10,000,000.  Here  is  a  tremendous  force  that  in  a  large  degree 
is  and  has  been  dormant  so  far  as  dental  publicity  is  concerned. 
United  there  is  nothing  in  which  they  cannot  accomplish  in 
moulding  public  oi)Uiion. 

To  be  sure  the  dentist  in  his  own  private  office,  so  far  as 
dentistry  is  concerned,  has  an  ideal  opportunity  for  an  educa- 
tional campaign,  with  a  patient  in  a  receptive  mood  and  not  in 
a  particularly  favorable  position  to  talk  back.  This,  provided 
the  dentist  doing  the  work  has  something  to  say  and  knew 
how  to  say  it.  But  we  are  a  busy  profession.  All  are  agreed  as  to 
the  necessity  of  educating  the  public  but  not  all  have  the  time 
nor  the  ability. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  a  national  educational  campaign  be 
instituted.  Local  efforts  have  failed  in  the  past  because  of 
local  jealousies  and  talent  that  could  not  be  continuously 
employed.  Oral  Hygiene  has  a  scheme  in  preparation  in  which 
a  national  campaign  of  education  could  be  instituted.  To 
launch  such  a  plan  would  require  considerable  outlay  of  money 
and  talent.  This  in  time  would  be  returned  and  the  campaign 
made  to  pay  for  itself. 

The  proposition  is  ideal  in  the  sense  that  the  public  is  charged 
for  its  own  education  and  at  the  same  time  have  value  received 
for  its  money,  and  humanity  has  been  boiefited. 

To  be  successful  we  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  whole 
dental  profession.  They  must  be  assured  that  the  effort  is  to  be 
an  ethical  one.  That  it  is  to  be  national  in  character  and  no  one 
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particular  set  of  individuals  is  to  be  benefited  thexeby.  We  are 
confident  that  when  the  whole  scheme  as  outlined  is  presented 
to  our  readers  that  we  will  have  their  endorsement  and  co- 
operation in  presenting  this  subject  to  the  public. 

I  am  quite  firmly  convinced  that  this  will  prove  to  be  as  valu- 
able a  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  American  people  as 
has  been  made  since  dentistry  became  recognized  as  a  means 
to  that  end. 

In  future  issues  of  the  magazine  will  appear  a  series  of  articles 
explaining  the  matter  in  all  its  details. 

Oral  Hygiene  in  the  past  has  many  things  to  its  credit,  but- 
nothing  to  compare  with  this  campaign  of  publicity.  We  hope 
that  you  are  in  a  receptive  mood  and  wUl  do  your  part  in 
making  this  effort  a  huge  success. 

Naturally  such  a  stupendous  undertaking  cannot  become  oper* 
ative  over  night,  but  it  can  and  will  be  made  operative  if  it  has 
the  quality  of  support  warranted  by  its  merit. 


SAVE  DAYLIGHT  SAVING 

RESIDENT  WILSON  has  vetoed  the  Act  of 

Congress  in  the  Daylight  Saving  rider  of  the 
Agricultural  Bill.  Undoubtedly  its  opponents  will 
use  every  effort  to  have  it  reconsidered.  We 
should  rally  to  the  President's  support  and  assure 
our  Congressmen  that  his  action  meets  with  our 
fnll  RpprovRl.  The  Daylight  Saving  law  has  un- 
doubtedly helped  thousands  of  people  to  keep  down  the  high 
cost  of  living,  to  enable  them  to  work  m  their  back  gardens 
and  effected  a  saving  in  the  lighting  and  fuel  bills.  Surely 
dentists  have  no  reason  to  complain  with  an  added  hour  in 
which  to  devote  to  riding  one's  automobile  or  other  recreation. 

€1  The  farmers  of  the  country  are  up  in  amis  in  objection  to  the 
law  as  it  is  claimed  that  it  is  of  direct  damage  to  them  and 
perhaps  this  is  so.  But  every  other  industry  will  be  injured. 
The  fanner  is  a  most  selfish  animal.  He  may  be  patriotic  in 
spots  but  shows  a  lack  of  it  at  times.  For  him  we  have  legis- 
lated in  favor  of  a  tax  on  oleomargarine  which  if  colored 
is  taxable.  Nearly  all  natural  butter  is  colored.  Why  not 
allow  its  substitute  to  be  colored  also?  Wc  cannot  import  a 
dozen  eggs  from  Canada  or  China  without  paying  a  tariff.  The 
Government  has  set  a  price  for  wheat  and  pledged  itself  for 
millions  of  dollars  to  help  the  poor  farmer. 
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It  seems  difficult  to  understand  why  the  needs  of  the  agricul- 
tural class  should  be  considered  paramount  to  the  needs  and 
wishes  of  all  other  classes  of  the  country,  even  though  it  may 
be  said  that  the  prosperity  of  the  country  as  a  whole  is  bound 
up  in  the  prosperity  of  the  agriculturist.  Never  in  history  has 
the  farmer  population  been  as  prosperous  as  at  present.  It 
would  seem  that  the  more  they  get  the  more  they  want.  They 
are  never  satisfied.  Like  unto  the  old  lady  who  was  continually 
complaining  to  the  Priest  that  the  season  was  unfavorable  and 
the  poor  farmer  was  always  getting  the  worst  of  it.  There  came 
a  season  in  which  the  potato  crop  was  particularly  fine  and  the 
Father  said  to  her  :  "  Well,  Mrs.  O'Grady,  you  cannot  complain 
this  year,  the  Lord  has  given  you  an  extra  bountiful  potato 
crop."  She  replied,  quickly,  **  But,  Father,  how  about  the 
rotten  ones  for  the  pigs? 

It  is  said  that  the  Standard  Oil  Company  is  also  interested  in 
the  repeal  of  this  Daylight  Law.  Whether  or  not  this  is  true  it 
gives  us  a  chance  to  hang  something  new  on  the  Standard  Oil 
Company.  With  the  present  demand  for  their  products  it  would 
seem  that  they  ought  to  he  satisfied. 

Undoubtedly  Daylight  Saving  **  has  been  of  advantage  to* 
the  city  worker  and  there  is  no  reason  why  by  the  expen<!Uture 
of  a  UtUe  foibeaianoe  and  common  sense  he  shouM  not  continue 
to  reap  that  advantage  next  year  and  indefinitely.  All  that  is 
necessary  is  for  him  to  agree  with  his  employer  that  work  shall 
start  at  7  A.  M.,  instead  of  8  A.  M.,  for  this  is  what  he  has 
actually  been  doing  for  two  summers. 

The  city  of  Detroit  has  for  a  number  of  years  been  working 
under  the  eastern  time  sched\ik ,  although  located  in  a  different 
zone.  The  business  men  have  set  their  clocks  an  hour  in  ad- 
vance and  thus  secured  all  the  advantages  of  their  eastern 
brethren.  This  makes  it  necessary  to  have  two  time  schedules, 
local  time  and  railroad  time,  but  it  has  worked  out  ver>^  nicely. 

<t  Before  the  railroads  decided  on  a  definite  zone  system  many 
municipalities  labored  under  the  handicap  of  as  many  as  three 
time  schedules,  local,  railroad  and  *'  Chicago  '*  or  "  New 
York  "  or  "  Albany  "  time.  Notwithstanding  this  handicap 
they  seemed  to  exist  and  the  advent  of  the  zone  system  was 
not  without  its  protest. 

The  dental  profession  as  a  body,  if  they  desire  suitable  legis- 
lation, can,  by  talking  the  matter  over  with  their  patients, 
writing  the  members  of  Congress  and  using  their  best  efforts, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  business  men  of  the  country,  secure 
such  legislation  as  is  necessary  to  continue  in  daylight  saving. 
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SPENDING  FOR  HEALTH  AND 

EFFICIENCY 

S  a  result  of  our  entrance  into  the  World  War  the 
l)ublic  was  brought  face  to  face  with  the  start- 
ling fact  that  one  half  of  its  citizen  soldiers 
were  unfit  to  serve  because  of  physical  ills.  Most 
of  these  had  been  acquired  during  school  life,  in 
iact  had  been  a  part  of  it.  The  question  is,  shall 
we  continue  to  go  on  as  in  the  past  trying  to 
educate  children,  who,  because  of  physical  ills  are  unable  to 
assimilate  the  teaching  so  carefully  presented?  What  availeth 
it  if  we  have  expensive  school  buildings,  apparatus,  and  a 
picked  teaching  force,  if  the  children,  because  of  physical  ills  of 
the  teeth,  tonsils,  adenoids,  ears,  and  eyes  are  incapacitated  to 
receive  the  instruction  so  carefully  planned.  All  of  these  may 
be  prevented,  in  a  large  degree,  by  early  attention. 

Over  one  per  cent  of  our  school  children  are  handicapped  by 
organic  heart  disease;  five  per  cent  have  tuberculosis;  five 
per  cent  have  defective  hearing;  twenty  five  per  cent  have 
defective  eyesight.  A  like  number  are  suffering  from  mal- 
nutrition, the  result  of  poverty  and  incorrect  living.  It  is 
calculated  that  75  per  cent  of  all  school  children  have  physical  , 
defects  which  are  potentially  or  actually  detrimental  to  | 
health  ^ 

We  have  looked  upon  the  countiy  boy»  enjoying  fresh,  out- 
door air,  as  essentUdly  a  healthy  product^  but  statistics  show 
that  a  larger  proportion  of  country  boys  were  refused  in  the 
army  draft  because  of  phsrsical  ills  than  were  their  city 
brethren.  Very  little  has  been  done  for  the  little  red  school- 
house.  Therefore,  country  children  know  little  or  nothing  in 
regard  to  health  topics.  The  tooth  brush  is  an  unknown 
quantity.  Now,  thanks  to  the  state  health  boards,  we  are  to 
have  sdiool  physicians,  visiting  nurses  and  dentists  for  the 
country  districts.  We  are  not  to  continue  in  the  wastefiil  ways 
of  the  past — ^wasting  our  greatest  natural  asset,  the  boys 
and  girls  of  today  who  are  soon  to  be  our  lawgivers — our 
teachers  of  tomorrow. 

<][  As  a  matter  of  fact  we  have  given  more  attention  to  our 
live  stock  than  to  our  children.  The  laws  prescribe  light  and  airy 
cattle  bams,  but  in  New  York  City  there  are  school  rooms  with 
practically  no  daylight;  every  pupil  must  study  by  artifidal 
illumination.  We  have  spent  millions  of  dollars  for  the  study 
and  relief  of  hog  cholera,  the  diseases  of  peach  trees,  clams  and 
the  boll-weevil,  and  neglected  our  children.  To  remedy  these 
conditions,  to  place  them  in  the  best  possible  form  for  recetv- 
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Ing  those  benefits  would  not  be  a  permanent  expense,  in  the  end 

We  w6uld  save  money. 

We  kui^t  that  our  diildren  shall  be  va<^cinated  against  smatt- 
pox  and  in  most  munic^lities  entrance  to  school  life  id  fte-r 
fused  until  this  is  an  aocompldshed  fact.  But  at  the  present 
time  we  allow  duldren  to  enter  with  evety  physical  disease 
conceivable  not  ot^y  to  their  physical  and  mental  handicap 
but  to  all  those  with  whom  they  associate. 
It  is  estimated  that  every  time  a  child  does  not  make  its  gi^clcf 
in  school  it  costs  the  miuiidpality  thirty  dollars.  These  chil- 
dren are  from  one  to  three  years  back  in  their  grades  and  thus 
it  is  costing  the  state  additional  mon^  as  well  as  tiie  child 
losing  a  part  of  its  life  work. 

Modem  legislatures  are  trying  to  correct  this  evil  and  make 
obligatory  the  a]n>ointment  of  school  physicians  and  dentists 
for  tiie  examination  of  children  before  and  after  their  entrance 
into  school.  We  are  gradually  eliminating  the  physically  unfit  in 
our  modem  curriculum.  Speed  the  day  when  we  shall  demand 
from  the  parents  that  our  children  must  be  in  good  physical 
condition  before  they  enter  school  life! 
With  the  increased  public  interest  in  these  matters,  the  high 
daima  of  dentistry  as  a  health  preventive,  and  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  medical  profession,  it  should  be  but  a  short 
time  bdbre  these  evils  are  recognized  and  corrected. 


C  inie  Roysl  Colkge  of  Dentil  8uiVMiiB,Taronto,  Oat.,  with  the  seMlon  of 
1919-20  IVin  fiave  a  traiiiiiig  tdiool  for  dental  nunet.  The  intention  of  this 
coufie  it  to  train  young  women  for  service  to  both  dentist  and  patient  in 
tiie  piactioe  of  dcnUitry.  To  prepaie  them  for  publie  service,  to  act  in  the 
capacity  of  assistants  to  dentists  engaged  in  sdiool  and  hospttal  dental 
servioe.  Tiiec(wne  will  embrace  seven  months*  instruction  divided  into  two 
semesters.  The  subjects  of  tlie  course  are:  The  tooth  brush  and  its  use; 
office  routine  and  management;  records,  banking  and  correspondence ; 
asrfsting  at  dental  diair;  knowledge  and  care  of  instruments,  materials  and 
equipment;  assisting  wUh  anesthetics;  preparation  of  drugs  for  dental  use; 
arrffiHiatinn  and  sanitation;  elementary  pathological  laboratory  technique; 
elementary  prosthetic  laboratory  technique;  radiography;  ethics  and 
conduct;  school  and  hospital  dental  service.  Registratum  fee  is  ten  doUars, 
and  tuition  fee  twenty  doUars  for  eadi  semester.  The  first  class  is  limited  to 
fifteen  members.  Badi  candidate  who  successfully  completes  this  course  is 
to  be  known  as  a  dental  nurse  and  will  act  entirely  as  an  assistant  and  not 
be  trained  or  permitted  to  practise  as  a  "  hygienist."

Carl  £.  Smith,  D.  D.  S.,  B.  F.  Goodrich  Company,  Akron,  Ohio,  claims 
to  have  made  30,000  mouth  examinations  in  the  past  16  months.  This  for 
17,000  Americans  and  13,000  foreigners.  Of  this  number  96  per  cent  were 
in  need  of  dental  service  and  only  4  per  cent  had  clean,  healthy  mouths. 
Nine  i>er  cent  were  without  cavities  and  could  be  made  healthy  by  thorouglf 
cleansing,  the  balance  had  all  the  pathological  conditions  known  to  den- 
tistry j» 

C  Akron's  admirable  public  health  nursing  service  is  responsible  for  the 
low  child  mortality  rate  achieved  by  Summit  County  in  February,  with  its 
forty -three  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  in  February,  twenty 
below  its  record  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year,  and  Uiirty-seven 
and  twenty-three  respectively  below  the  monthly  averages  of  1916 and  1917. 
This  record,  it  will  be  noted,  was  in  February  when  in  the  state  at  large 
diseased  conditions  were  still  abnormal  as  a  result  of  the  Influenza  epidemic, 
and  in  a  city  whose  population  has  been  increasing  at  a  tremendous  rate 
in  recent  years.  The  fact  that  this  great  reduction  in  child  mortality  was 
achieved  in  the  city  which  is  probably  better  equipped  with  nursing  service 
than  is  any  other  city  in  the  state  offers  food  for  thought  to  many  other 
municipalities. — Qhio  Public  Health  Journal.

4  Never  in  the  hiatofy  of  New  York  real  estate  has  there  been  such  a  trans* 
formatkm.  A  decade  past  many  buildings  did  not  return  enough  to  pay  the 
tax.  Some  wm  sold  for  taxes*  many  were  half  empty,  not  one  was  fully 
occupied.  Today,  an  old  building  brings  more,  twice  over,  than  the  best 
and  most  modem  ones  did,  foot  for  foot  of  floor  space,  a  few  years  ago. 
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€L  Some  obtefven  fiavt  contended  that  the  maaha  of  fliM  during  late 
ytm  haB  materiidly  decreaaed.  This  due  to  xemlta  of  a  natkm  wide  cam- 
paign* Some  cooinumities  excel  in  this  fcipect  lo  that  oertain  faiids  wtiicfa 
chiefly  depend  pa  flies  for  their  fdod  are  compelled  to  move  diewherc* 
Wth  proper  precautions  and  keeping  everlasting^  at  it  there  are  no  good 
.reasons  why  many  oonununitiiet  should  not  be  fiyless.

^  As  ejiiiected,  there  has  been  an  Important  drop  In  llie  price  of  dAigs  linoe 
the  armistice.  Phenol  and  salicylates  have  markedly  weakened.  This  is  due 
largely  to  the  immense  stock  of  crude  phenol  which  win  dwrtty  be  placed 
on  tiie  market  by  the  govenuncnt.  Fl»ol  Is  now  being  offered  as  tow  as  6 
and  7  cents  per  pound  in  ton  lots.  This  Is  some  contrast  to  the  war  days 
when  it  sold  as  higli  as  $3  to  $4  a  pound.

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C  The  following  U  taken  from  the  Dental  Surgeon,  published  in  London, 
Eng.:  "American  doctors  who  have  had  experience  with  our  troops  during 
the  war  say  that  the  most  Cs  symptom  about  us  is  our  teeth.  They  are  quite 
well  impressed  as  to  our  general  physique,  particularly  considering  our 
town  habits,  but  they  assert  that  we  have  the  worst  teeth  in  two  hemi- 
spheres. This  is  attributed  to  climate  in  part,  in  part  to  niistaken  dentistry 
in  the  past,  and  it  may  be  to  habits  of  food.  But  the  strange  thing  is  that 
American  dental  experts  are  not  alone  in  blaming  the  tooth  brush  for  a 
great  deal  of  trouble.  They  say  that  we  injure  the  ligatures  of  the  gums  by  a 
wrong  and  rough  use  of  the  old-fashioned  tooth  brush,  with  the  result  that 
our  teeth  become  loose  and  soft.  In  this  connection  I  came  across  a  curious 
case  the  other  day.  It  was  that  of  a  well-known*  lawn  tennis  player  who 
contracted  '  tennis  arm.'  He  sj>ent  over  £200  m  trymg  to  get  it  put 
right,  and  then  he  happened  to  pay  a  visit  to  his  dentist,  who  scraped  his 
teeth.  At  once  the  tennis  arm  symptoms  disappeared.  It  sounds  absurd  to 
the  layman,  but  the  dentists  .say  that  all  sorts  of  maladies  of  the  body, 
including  rheumatic  symptoms,  sometimes,  are  traceable  to  teeth." 

SCHOLARSHIP  AND  GOOD  TEETH 

€L  The  following  is  taken  from  the  Manchester  Union:  "  If  any  one  should 
have  perfect  teeth  it  should  he  the  p;raduating  class  of  a  normal  school.  They 
are  to  go  out  and  teach  the  practical  importance  of  good  teeth  as  a  general 
health  asset  and  the  resolution  of  this  class  recommending  future  graduates 
should  be  thus  equipped  is  most  significant.  As  a  sound,  sensible  and  gener- 
ally admirable  proceeding,  we  commend  the  plan  followed  by  the  graduat- 
ing class  of  the  Plymouth  Normal  School,  by  which  every  member  secures 
certification  of  the  possession  of  a  set  of  teeth  in  perfect  order,  either  by 
nature's  favor  or  the  dentist's  skill.  The  class  has  drawn  up  resolutions, 
urging  a  similar  course  upon  succeeding  classes,  and  recommending  that 
ability  to  meet  dental  requirements  be  made  a  requisite  for  graduation.  Also 
it  will  forward  its  certificates  to  the  state  school  authorities." 
C  It  seems  to  the  Union  that  this  plan  has  far  reaching  possibilities  for 
good.  The  practical  importance  of  good  teeth  to  the  general  health  of  the 
individual  is  coming  to  be  more  and  more  widely  recognized,  a  diseased 
molar,  for  example,  being  often  found  cause  for  miseries  in  other  parts  of 
the  body.  The  health  of  the  graduates  will  be  better  because  they  begin 
their  professional  tasks  possessed  of  teeth  in  full  commission.  Still  more 
important,  perhaps,  will  be  the  results  of  excellent  example  upon  the 
children  whom  these  young  women  are  to  instruct.  Each  teacher  w  ill  go 
to  her  school,  not  only  carrying  the  gospel  of  caring  for  the  teeth  but 
also  serving  as  a  shining  exemplar  of  its  great  virtues.  The  Plymouth 
girls  undoubtedly  will  be  called  to  all  parts  of  the  state,  and  so  many 
cities  and  towns  may  share  in  the  benefits.  The  girls  who  as  a  class  made 
sure  that  they  registered  100  per  cent  efficient  from  the  dentist's  point  of 
view  are  likely,  individually,  to  be  enthusiastic  advocates  of  similar  efh- 
dency  among  their  pupils.  It  is,  indeed,  a  plan  of  much  promise  which  has 
'  been  adopted  by  the  dMs  of  1919.

|ITH  the  wisdom  of  experience,  the  people  of 
Europe  instinctively  looked  at  the  teeth  of  the 
Americans.  They  spoke  of  the  splendid  physique, 
the  elastic  step,  and  the  glowing  health  of  our 
men.  These  things  pleased  them  greatly  but  they 
had  watched  their  own  men  leave  the  comforto 
of  civil  life  to  go  into  the  field  and  into  the 
trenches  looking  equally  fit,  only  to  see  thousands  after 
thousands  of  them  invalided  back  because  their  mouths  and 
teeth  had  been  neglected. 

In  those  tr^dng  days  when  every^  man  was  needed,  it  was  a 
tragedy  to  send  soldiers  away  from  the  line  because  of  defects 
that  could  have  been  eliminated  by  proper  treatment  in  time 
of  peace. 

Those  people  over  there  know  that  a  strong  man  with  good 
sound  teeth  can  stand  the  strain  and  that  a  soldier  who  cannot 
eat  the  Army  rations  and  who  has  infection  in  his  mouth  is  a 
candidate  for  the  hospital. 

Fortunately  for  America,  our  soldiers  have  the  finest  teeth  of 
any  soldiers  in  the  world,  but  think  of  the  great  number  of 
otherwise  available  men  who  were  refused  on  account  of  their 
teeth 

The  events  of  the  last  few  years  have  brought  dentistry  into  a 
position  of  prominence  that  we  must  accept  whether  we  wish 
to  do  so  or  not.  Millions  of  men  in  the  world  have  had  dental 
treatment  that  otherwise  would  have  gone  through  life 
suffering  and  in  ignorance  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a 
healthy  m.outh. 

Millions  of  men  and  women  in  our  country,  who  have  never 
been  interested  in  oral  hygiene  before,  are  now  asking  for 
information,  and  what  they  read  they  believe. 
The  world  has  reached  the  j  loitit  where  it  is  ready  to  accept  the 
great  truth  that  the  survival  oj  the  fittest  begins  with  the 
mouth  ^  ^ 

The  ground  is  prepared,  it  is  up  to  us  to  sow  the  seed.  In 
order  to  educate  the  people  it  is  necessary  to  go  to  them  and 
the  way  to  reach  the  greatest  number  is  through  the  pubhc 
press.  It  is  unfortunate  that  most  of  the  newspaper  stories  in 
the  past  that  had  any  bearing  upon  technical  subjects  were 
written  either  by  peo}>le  without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
subiect  or  bv  those  wiio  iiad  an  axe  to  grind. 
Oral  hygiene  has  decided  to  take  on  a  new  department,  that 
of  newspaper  publicity  and  I  have  accepted  the  position  of 
Contributing  Kditor  of  the  Magazine  in  ciiarge  of  this  depart* 
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ment.  This  will  be  known  as  the  Department  of  Lay  Education 
and  will  furnish  to  the  newspapers  of  the  United  States  and 
other  English-speaking  countries  daily  stories  in  regard  to 
mouth  hygiene  and  dentistry  in  general  that  will  be  the  real 
truth  and  will  be  put  up  in  such  a  readable  way  that  the  plain 
people  will  read  them.  The  most  careful  consideration  will  be 
given  to  our  well-established  professional  ethics;  every  article 
will  be  written  with  the  one  idea  of  conveying  useful  infor- 
mation to  the  reader.  The  burden  of  this  information  will  be 
the  conservation  of  health  and  the  imdisputed  fact  that  the 
health  of  the  mouth  is  the  greatest  single  factor  in  the  health 
of  the  individual. 

There  are  now  about  ten  million  people  in  the  United  States 
who  visit  the  dentist  professionally.  These  syndicated  stories 
will  probably  reach  twenty-five  million  or  more  people  when 
the  syndicate  is  fully  established.  Just  think  what  that  means 
to  the  oral  hygiene  movement  and  to  dentistry  in  general. 
This  syndicate  can  be  successful  only  if  it  has  the  complete 
support  of  all  of  the  dentists  in  all  of  the  dental  societies  in 
the  country.

The  dentists  of  America  will  be  expected  to  act  as  a  board  of 
censofs  'and  as  contributing  editors.  The  McClure  Newspaper 
Syndicate  has  taken  the  contract  for  placing  this  matter  in  the 
newspapers.

This  carefully  planiieid 
putdidty  is  to  be  given  to  the  dental  pcofie^on  Without  dtte 
cent  of  expense .  These  is  no  profit    it  for  any  on^.  All  that  we 
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can  hope  for  it  is  that  it  will  pay  its  expoiaes;  any  defidt  win 
be  put  up  by  the  publishers  of  Orul  Hygiene.  So  come  in  and 
help,  thore  is  eveiything  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose.  No  one 
who  is  connected  with  this  movement  can  afford  to  get  in  bad 
with  the  National  Dental  Association  so  you  can  rest  assured 
that  there  win  be  a  very  strict  regard  to  the  proprieties. 
Tell  your  local  newspaper  tiiat  this  syndicate  is  not  handled 
by  amateurs  but  Hiat  the  bunness  management  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  McClure  Newspaper  Syndicate  and  that  when  a  con- 
tract is  made  it  will  be  lived  up  to,  to  the  very  letter. 
If  you  would  like  to  see  sample  stories  which  have  already  been 
prepared  write  to  McClure  Newspaper  Syndicate,  373  Fourth 
Avenue,  New  York  City.

When  the  oral  hygiene  movement  was  started  in  the  public 
schools  it  seemed  like  a  hopeless  job,  but  truth  and  publicity 
put  it  over  and  today  that  very  movement  is  one  of  the  proud- 
est achievements  of  dentistry  and  furthermore  it  is  one  of  the 
greatest  advances  in  the  matter  of  public  health  that  has  ever 
been  made  in  any  country  at  any  time. 

When  the  little  magazine  Oral  Hygiene  was  started,  failure 
was  predicted  on  every  side  but  for  nine  years  it  has  forged 
ahead  and  instead  of  running  out  of  matter  to  print  it  must 
now  branch  out  into  the  daily  press. 

Old  patients  and  new  patients  will  discuss  these  articles  with 
you;  when  they  do,  make  notes  of  points  that  they  may  want 
cleared  up  or  topics  that  you  feel  would  be  desirable  to  print 
and  send  them  in.  //  each  dentist  will  feel  that  he  has  a  personal 
interest  in  this  publicity  and  will  contribute  even  a  little  in 
the  way  of  information  and  suggestion,  it  will  be  the  biggest 
campaign  for  the  education  of  the  public  in  the  line  of  health 
that  has  ever  been  undertaken.

The  Government  of  the  United  States  did  not  hesitate,  when 
it  wished  to  reach  the  people  direct,  to  go  into  the  newspapers 
upon  every  occasion.  The  results  were  beyond  all  expectatiOT. 
Certainly  our  dignity  is  not  greater  than  that  of  the  Govern- 
ment under  which  we  live  and  it  is  our  desire  to  reach  the 
people  of  this  country  with  convincing  reasons  why  they 
should  care  for  their  own  mouths  and  the  mouths  of  their 
children.  It  is  the  duty  of  each  dentist  to  take  a  personal 
interest  in  this  campaign  of  education. 

The  health  of  the  nation  is  its  greatest  asset  and  in  the  tri- 
umphal arch  of  national  health,  oral  hygiene  is  the  keystone.

Iminanitarian  and 
thf  orhrr  business, 
prompted  the 
American  Cast  Iron 
Pipe  Company  to 
i n  n  ugurate  i  t  s 
Medical  Service  Department  some 
seven  years  ago,  ^The  work  has 
proven  a  complete  success  from 
both  viewpoints. 

This  work  was  not  started  at 
Acipco  on  a  big  scale  and  with  a 
grand  flourish,  but,  with  a  small 
beginning,  with  one  doctor  in  a 
meagre  office  in  a  corner  of  the 
plant,  it  has  grown  by  natural  de- 
velopment to  probably  one  of  the 
moat  '  complete  Medical  Servrioe 
Departments  of  its  kind  in  southern 
industry.  At  first,  of  course,  it 
included  only  a  physician  with  a 
pntrhcl  full  of  pills  and  a  breast 
full  of  the  milk  of  human  kindness. 
It  has  now  grown  until  it  occupies  a 
six-room  building  of  its  own  in 
which  are  housed  two  physicians, 
a  dental  surgeon  and  two  trained 
nunes.  Associated  with  this  staff 
is  a  group  of  consulting  specialists 
and  a  skilled  surgeon  whose  offices 
are  in  the  city»  but  who  can  reach 
the  plant,  or  the  home  of  any 
employee,  within  a  few  minutes 
when  called. 

The  cost  of  this  service  to  the 
employee  and  his  family  is  $1.00  a 
month  to  a  married  man  and  50 
cents  a  month  to  a  single  man.  This 
cost  is  not  assessed  with  a  view  to 


meeting  the  expenses  of  operation, 
which,  of  course,  it  will  not  do  by 
50  per  cent  at  IcRst.  It  is  intcnJri 
rather  to  convey  to  the  employee 
that  he  is  not  gcttii^g  something  for 
nothing.    The   experience   of  this 
company  is  that  all  aspects  of  pater- 
nalism must  be  avoided  in  work  of 
this  kind.  The  charge  to  the  em- 
ployee conveys  to  him  the  impres- 
sion that  he  pays  for  what  he  gets, 
that  the  service  is  of  more  value  than 
if  it  were  free,  and  that  he  is  a  free 
agent  to  accept  or  decline  it,  or 
criticise  it,  as  he  sees  fit.  Many  a 
man  can  be  led  who  will  not  be 
driven.  Any  aspect  of  coercion  or 
obligation  in  connection  with  work 
of  this  kind  immediately  arouses 
resentment  and  unpopularity. 
This  service  indudes  the  wife  and 
children  of  married  ^en.  People 
nre  Urged  to  oome  to  the  Medical 
I>aspensary  whenever  possible  for 
minor  treatment,  but  one  of  tbe 
doctors,  the  surgeon,  and  one  of 
the  nurses  are  visiting  the  homes 
of  the  employees  practically  all  of 
the  time. 

Of  course,  all  general  treatments  are 
given  at  the  Medical-  Service 
Department.  Two  dental  operating 
rooms  have  been  eqtdpped;  one  for 
colored  and  one  for  white  members. 
The  work  performed  includes  ex* 
traction,  treatment  of  gums  and 
cement  fillings.  The  higher  grade 
work,  such  as  gold  fillings  and 
bridgework,  bears  a  nominal  cost 
to  pay  for  the  expense  of  the 
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Waiting  Room  in  the  Medical  Dispensary 


materials  used.  This  is  borne  by  the 
employee  receiving  the  treatment 
and  can  be  paid  in  weekly  install- 
ments when  desired.  Some  re- 
markable cures  of  rheumatism, 
neuralgia  and  stomach  disorders 
have  been  worked  through  the 
Dental  Department.  Some  cases 
have  been  found  in  which  abscessed 
teeth  were  discharging  pus  into  the 
system,  and  probably  had  been 
doing  so  for  a  number  of  years.  Of 
course,  treatments  other  than  ex- 
traction of  the  tooth  had  been  tried 
without  number  and  without  result. 
The  extraction  of  the  tooth  in  these 
cases  resulted  in  a  clearing  up  of  the 
condition  which  seemed  a  little  less 
than  marvelous.  These  dental  rooms 
are  equipped  with  every  modem 
convenience. 

The  Medical  Service  Department 
is  a  part  of  the  general  welfare  work 
of  the  American  Cast  Iron  Pipe 


Company,  which  includes  a  three 
story  Y.M.C.A.  building,  a  bath 
house  and  a  modem  negro  village. 
In  the  Y.M.C.A.  building  are  lo- 
cated two  motion  picture  theatres 
which  are  free  to  employees  twice 
each  week,  one  being  for  white  and 
the  other  for  colored  employees.  In 
the  same  building  is  a  cafeteria 
where  meals  are  served  both  night 
and  day  to  employees  at  cost.  In 
both  the  white  and  colored  depart- 
ments of  the  Y.M.C.A.  are  reading 
rooms,  libraries,  pianos  and  phono- 
graphs. The  third  story  of  the  build- 
ing is  a  dormitory  for  colored  men 
who  work  in  the  shop,  where  they 
may  procure  a  clean  bed  for  five 
cents  per  night.  The  bath  house  is 
equipped  with  steel  lockers,  basin 
and  shower  baths,  for  both  races. 
The  negro  village  consists  of  three, 
four  and  five  room  houses  of  various 
designs  with  modem  sanitary  fix- 
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tures  and  electric  lights.  In  addition 
there  are  two  athletic  fields,  one  for 
white  and  one  for  colored  employees, 
where  baseball,  football  and  similar 
sports  are  indulged  in.  In  the  Y.M. 
C.A.  building  are  located  classes, 
free  to  employees,  in  elementary 
education,  which  is  intended  especi- 
ally for  colored  men  who  have  never 
learned  to  read  or  write.  There  are 
also  classes  in  mechanical  drawing 
and  similar  subjects  for  white 
apprentice  boys,  and  a  class  in 
foundry  practice  for  men  who  desire 
to  become  more  familiar  with  the 
fine  points  of  their  profession. 
In  the  negro  village  is  a  Union 
Church  and  a  school  building  do- 
nated to  the  community  by  the 
company.  The  school  is  op>erated 
under  the  city  public  school  system. 
A  two  story  domestic  science  build- 
ing was  erected  by  the  company 
with  a  tile  kitchen,  modern  and 
sanitary  in  every  respect,  in  which 
lessons    in    domestic    science  are 


given  to  the  girls  and  women  of  West 
Acijxro  twice  each  week  by  trained 
experts  employed  by  the  company. 
The  past  three  years  a  hundred  acres 
of  ground  have  been  xmder  cultiva- 
tion as  war  gardens,  free  to  employ- 
ees, and  a  canning  plant  is  operated 
by  the  company  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  raise  sufficient  vegetables 
to  be  canned  for  winter  use. 
Every  fall  a  colored  agricultural 
fair  is  given  on  the  colored  athletic 
field  in  which  several  hundred 
dollars  are  awarded  in  cash  prizes 
for  the  best  exhibits  of  live  stock, 
agricultutal  produce  and  domestic 
science  materials.  Of  course,  at  this 
fair  there  are  numerous  amusements 
and  sport  events. 

These  things  have  come  about  at 
AcijxTO  by  a  natural  development 
through  a  period  of  ten  years.  No 
system  was  laid  out  or  designed  in 
the  beginning.  The  company  merely 
started  out  to  do  the  proper  and 
obvious  thing  as  it  presented  itself. 
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President  J.  R.  McWane  speaks  of 
this  work  as  follows: 
*'  Much  has  been  said  during  the 
war  on  the  subject  of  morale.  Briefly 
it  is  the  thing  without  which  no 
battle  is  ever  finally  won.  The  indus- 
try that  maintains  an  army  of  work- 
ers without  regard  to  their  working 
and  living  conditions,  their  health, 
recreations,  religious  and  social  life 
cannot  succeed  in  the  largest  sense. 
Such  interest  can  be  manifested 
while  still  doing  justice  to  the  work- 
man in  the  matter  of  wages  and 
hours,  and  without  sacrificing  his 
self-respect.  If  it  is  not  carried  out 
on  this  principle  the  whole  thing  is 
a  failure,  but  if  done  in  the  proper 
spirit  the  result  is  not  an  army  of 
slaves,  but  happy  and  contented  free 
men,  fighting  in  harmony  with  the 
purpooc  of  their  leaders. 
From  the  standpoint  of  the  manage- 
ment, perhaps  the  most  satisfactory 
result  is  the  promotion  of  team  work 
and  the  spirit  of  cooperation.  A 


brickyard  that  is  content  to  make 
bricks  as  they  were  made  when 
Pharaoh  exacted  *  bricks  without 
straw  '  need  not  expect  the  largest 
returns  from  such  an  investment; 
but  if  there  is  an  ambition  to  make 
a  different  brick,  better  burned,  of 
stronger  material,  of  more  attractive 
color,  then  this  kind  of  work  pays. 
The  glory  of  business  is  not  to  make 
money  out  of  it  alone,  but  to  make 
progress  in  it,  to  de/elop  men  and 
methods  and  pwoduct,  to  improve 
the  '  state  of  the  art.'  This  can  not 
be  done  by  the  management  alone, 
however  resourceful  and  brilliant 
it  may  be.  It  can  only  be  done  when 
the  rank  and  file  of  the  workmen 
believe  in  the  management  and  are 
willing  to  take  hold  of  whatever  is 
proposed  and  put  it  over.  With  such 
a  force  it  is  possible  for  things  to  be 
better  today  than  yesterday,  and  bet- 
ter tomorrow  than  today, for  each  day 
to  make  some  distinct  progress,  and 
everybody  to  feel  that  'we  did  it.'  "

The 
writer,  although  far  distant  from  hon^e.  is  not  a  bit  sorry  for  himself,  arui 
is  enjoying  most  of  the  luxuries  of  home,  and  some  not  so  obtained, 
mctuding  battled  beer  of  the  ancient  brew*  BvA  read  for  yourself.

At  its  head  a  penimida  extends 
south-westwaid,  dividing  the  bay 
into  two  smaller  bodies  called  the 
Gulft  of  Amur  on  the  west  and 
Ussuria  on  the  east.

Now  I  can  I  give  you  my  pcr^nal 
location,  but  if  you  should  drop  in 
here  some  afternoon  to  sell  me  dental 
supplies  don't  come  at  3  o'clock, 
for  that  is  my  siesta  hour. 
The  equipment  consists  of  a  portable 
field  dental  outfit.  A  portable  folding 
chair,  cabinet,  dtsk  and  supply 
chest.  As  there  is  no  electricity,  the 
engine,  lathe,  and    blowpipe  arc 


operated  by  man  power.  The  foun- 
tain cuspidor  is  an  unknown  thing 
in  this  country,  hut  a  regular  Q.  I. 
bucket  wliich  can  be  burnt  out  every 
day  answers  the  purpose  admirably. 
In  regBid  to  supplies,  all  I  can  say  is 
we  have  the  best  of  everything.  Our 
amalgain,  mercury,  forceps,  cutting 
instruments  and  burs  are  fine. 
Have  polished  several  plates  with 
that  d—  foot  lathe.  One  of  the  first 
things  I  am  going  to  get  for  my  new 
office  when  I  return  is  an  dectrk 
lathe.  Try  polishing  a  plate  fresh 
from  the  vulcaniser  with  a  foot 
lathe.  Yes,  I  dare  you  try  it! 
To  the  best  of  our  ability  we  follow 
.  Dr.  ^  G.   V.  Black's  theory  and 
tedmic  in  cavity  preparation  and 
filling.   The   use   of  the  matrix, 
wedges,  extension,  etc.  is  rigidly 
enforced.  Nothing  is  too  good  for 
the  American  soldier ;  he  is  deserving 
and  receiving  better  care  of  his  teeth 
and  mouth  than  ever  before.  Now 
thnt  clots  not  include  every  one  of 
oiH  soldiers.  You  can  give  some  of 
the  men   every   opportunity  and 
every   adv;uUage   that   is  in  our 
power  to  give,  but  it's  the  old  story, 
'*  You  can  lead  a  horse  t  o  water,  but 
you  can't  make  hui^  tlnuk." 
We  have  the  general  run  of  cases 
(such   as   fillings,   extractions,  ab- 
scesses, crowns  to  remove,  plates  to 
make,  etc.)  with  the  exception  of 
an  unustially  large  amoimt  of  in- 
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fectcd  gums  to  treat.  It's  a  peculiar 
infection.  It  could  easily  be  called 
Vincent's  Angina,  Ulcerative  Gingi- 
vitis, or  even  pyorrhea.  Whatever 
the  soldier  names  it,  that's  what  I 
call  it,  but  most  of  the  soldiers  call 
it  *'  Vodka  mouth,"  because  all 
guard  house  patients  that  have 
been  on  a  month's  spree  and  never 
thought  it  necessary  to  brush  their 
teeth  since  they  were  using  such  a 
powerful  antiseptic,  have  it.  Other 
soldiers  are  more  lenient  about 
Vodka,  and  say  it  comes  from  the 
water.  In  fact,  they  will  admit  their 
sore  mouth  comes  from  anything 
but  from  neglect.  I  was  knocked 
cold  by  what  one  soldier  admitted 
when  he  said;  "  I've  let  my  teeth 
go  Democratic." 

Lamace  E.  Sargent,  Supply  Co., 
31st  Infantry,  and  with  eleven  years 
service,  rep>orted  to  this  infirmary 
April  15,  1919  with  a  typical  case 
of  "  Vodka  mouth."  On  the  right 
hand  side  the  gums  were  badly 
ulcerated.  The  ulcers  extended  from 
the  third  molar  to  the  centrals  of 
both  upper  and  lower  teeth.  His 
lace  was  very  swollen.  His  teeth 
were  perfect;  not  a  filling.  On  the 
fint  sitting  he  was  given  a  thorough, 
or  as  near  thorough,  prophylaxis  as 
possible,  the  ulcers  curetted  and  a 
caustic  used,  then  MgS04  and  a 
mouth  wash.  We  kept  that  up  for 
a  month,  only  we  cut  down  oa  the 
caustic  We  irrigated,  we  did  eveiy- 
thing,  but  no  improvement.  One 
month  and  five  days  after  his  first 
visit.  May  20,  1919,  the  infection 
was  as  bad  as  ever,  and  his  fact  still 
badly  fwoUen.  I  made  a  tuberonty 
ttid  Inferior  dental  iigection  and 
extracted  both  the  upper  nod  lower 


third  molars.  Then  more  MgSO^, 
and  said  a  prayer.  He  felt  like  a 
fighting  cock  in  two  days.  If  he  had 
not,  I  never  would  have  told  you 
the  story. 

Most  all  of  the  gum  infections  we 
have  will  respond  to  a  thorough 
prophylaxis,  plus  curetment  of 
ulcers,  together  with  a  mild  astrin- 
gent, antiseptic  mouth  wash.  Capt. 
Veach,  Machine  Gun  Co.,  31st. 
Infantry,  has  for  the  last  few  years 
been  troubled  with  sore  and  bleeding 
gums.  Mouth  washes,  prophylaxis, 
massage  and  everything  would  do 
him  no  good.  In  some  way  I  received 
a  copy  of  The  Dental  Cosmos;  out 
of  it  I  obtained  this  prescription: 

Alcohol  1  part 

Vinegar   1  part 

Water  8  parts 

Well,  the  Captain  is  having  absolute 
comfort,  gums  have  quit  bleeding 
and  arc  not  a  bit  sore.  I  use  it  on 
every  one  now  and  sure  am  getting 
results.  If  it's  a  bad  case,  just  add 
more  of  the  astringent,  vinegar,  and 
all  will  be  "  quiet  along  the  Po- 
tomac." If  it's  real  bad,  or  worse 
than  that,  add  a  bit  of  alum. 
It's  pretty  here  on  the  Gulf,  the 
climate  is  not  bad  (about  the  same 
as  the  Dakotas);  we  have  good 
quarters,  good  food,  good  care.  Say, 
if  we  could  hold  a  dental  convention 
over  here  in  some  of  these  dug  outs 
and  put  a  dash  of  Vodka  in  the 
coffee.  Well,  that's  what  I  say,  the 
dental  convention  would  soon  be 
null  and  void.  Remember  me  to  all 
my  friends  and  tell  them  on  a  hot 
August  day,  I  am  over  here  where 
you  can  still  get  a  cc^d  bottle  of 
beer.  Fm  not  unlucky,  but  it's  you 
fellows  at  home  that  worry  me. 
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PYORRHEA 

The  Necessity  of  Dental  and  Medical  Cooperation. 
A.  L.  BENEDICT,  A.M.,  M.D.,  Buffalo^  N.  Y. 

The  author  takes  exception  to  the  common  use  of  the  term  "  pyorrhear 

for  caries  and  minor  infections  of  the  gums.  His  discussion  of  prophylaxis 
and  methods  of  treatment  from  a  physicuin's  viewpoint  is  interesting,  and 
well  worthy  of  consideration. 

)YORRHEA  alvco- 
laris  of  marked  de- 
gree need  not  be 
discuMcd  here.  Un- 
fortunately the 
term  is  often  used 
in  a  very  bfoad» 
indusive  stoset  which  may  be  cor- 
rect potentially,  but  which  is  not 
warranted  by  a  literal  flow  of  pus, 
or  even  by  its  probable  future 
occurrence.  This  use  of  the  term 
tends  to  confuse  a  definite,  though 
not  necessarily  specific,  process 
with  dentnl  caries  and  minor  in- 
fections of  the  gums. 
The  tcctli  are,  in  the  main,  mcso- 
blastic  structures  quite  comparable 
to  bones.  They  are  vmique  only  in 
certain  chemic  and  histologic  fca 
tures,  but  in  that  they  are  the  only 
mesoblastic  structures  of  the  body 
not  deeply  covered  and  ultimately 
protected  from  the  outer  world  by 
epithelium — the  rapidly  disappear- 
ing initial  epithelical  covering  being 
practically  negligible.  The  nearest 
approach  to  this  exposure  is  found 
in  a  remote  and  entirely  different 
structure  and  the  analogy  is  lacking 
in  obvious  points  of  similarity. 
Allusion  is  made  to  the  indirect 
communication  of  the  female  peri- 
toneum— whose  mesoblastic  origin 
is  not  universally  conceded — with 
the  outer  air.  Otherwise,  all  meso- 
blastic tissues  are  protected  from 
tiie  invasion  of  bacteria  by  tlicir 
more  or  less  deep  seated  location  and 
tiltlniately  by  some  foro>  Qf  integu- 


ment, skin  or  mucous 
consisting  of  epithelial  cells 
foimdatlon  of  spedaliaed,  and 
or  less  complicated  kqren  of 

blast ic  structure. 
In  the  case  of  the  teeth,  we 
that  the  projecting  portjooa  are 
protected  against  tlie  outer  worlds 
meaning  mainly  against 
by  a  highly  specialized 
enamel,  to  which  there  is  no 
analogue  elsewhere,  while  the 
projecting  portions  arc 
as  are  mesoblastic  tissues  generally. 
Both  of  these  methods  of  protectioo 
may   be   considered   as  adequate 
barring  inevitable  gross  traumatisms 
of  one  kind  or  another,  the  risk  of 
lack  of  defence  being  such  aa  pq. 
tains  to  the  body  in  general,  thcx^h 
perhaps  of  some  what  higher  degree. 
But,  the  two  methcxls  of  defence 
meet  in  a  mere  hnc,  with  no  over- 
lapping of  protective  functions,  aad 
with  a  vulnerability  m  rep.ard  to  the 
attack  of  micro-organisms,   in  the 
event  of  very  minor  traumatisms  of 
mechanic,  tliermic  or  chemic  nature 
which  are  almost  inevitable.  The 
fact  that  dental  caries  on  the  one 
hand  and  infection  of  the  gunns  oo 
the   other,    does    not  universfllH 
occur,  can  be  explained  only  on  the 
basis  of  "natural  resistance."  vari- 
ously amplified  and  not  very  practi- 
cally elucidated,  to  cover  the  actua! 
resistance    to    bacterial    and  the 
prompt  healing  of  lesions.  It  is  the 
iacvitabkncss — barring  these  actu- 
ally uneicplained  factors — oC  bac* 
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terial  invasions  of  both  teeth  and 
soft  structures,  that  leads  to  the 
objection  to  the  use  of  the  term 
pyorrhea  in  the  inclusive  sense, 
although  the  essential  analogy  of 
the  pathologic  processes  must  be 
admitted. 

Man  ceased  to  be  in  a  state  of 
nature  as  soon  as  he  became 
man,  but  it  may  be  confidently 
stated  that  savage  men  of  the  Stone 
Age  suffered  frequently  from  all 
sorts  of  dental  and  circum dental 
lesions,  and  that  his  relative  advan- 
tage from  being  approximately  in  a 
state  of  nature  was  not  equal  to  the 
advantage  of  civilized  man  of  the 
last  generation  and  the  present, 
from  the  availability  of  American 
dentistry. 

It  may  be  an  impertinence  for  a 
physician  to  express  an  opinion  on 
a  dental  subject,  especially  as  the 
opinion  is  bcised  on  incidental  obser- 
vation of  patients  and  as  a  patient, 
rather  than  on  extensive  study,  but, 
for  what  it  is  worth,  the  following 
is  offered:  Dental  caries  at  the  gum 
line  and  associated  more  or  less  sep- 
tic lesions  of  the  soft  parts  are 
practically  inevitable  under  ordi- 
nary ezistfaig  conditions.  The  appli- 
cation of  silver  to  very  minute 
dental  lesions  and  the  excavation 
and  filling  of  appreciable  cavities  as 
they  develop*  with  regular  inspec- 
tion at  periods,  of  ' at  most  a  year, 
are  the  best  methods  of  treatment 
and  may  even  be  considered  prophy- 
lactic in  a  certain  sense,  even  as 
regards  the  development  of  pyor- 
rhea. From  favorable  personal  ex- 
perience, I  am  skeptical  as  to  the 
necessity  of  sacrlfidng  a  tooth  on 
account  of  temporary  septic  In- 
volvement of  the  parts,  even  when 
an  apical  abscess  to  demonstrated 
radiographically  ^  <^ 


Whether  any  royal  road  to  efficient 
prophylaxis,  against  dental  caries  or 
pyorrhea,  has  been,  or  will  be,  dis- 
covered, may  be  doubted.  Certain 
general  principles  and  relatively 
efficient  methods  have  been  estab- 
lished but,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
last  word  has  not  been  uttered.  For 
example,  it  is  pretty  generally 
accepted  that  antiseptics  do  more 
harm  than  good,  not  only  because 
they  arc  usually  more  or  less 
destructive  of  tissues  by  virtue  of 
inherent  chemic  properties  but 
because  they  diminish  "  natural 
resistance."  But,  whether  this  ob- 
jection applies  to  hydrogen  peroxid 
or  analogous  bivalent  substances 
which  oxidise  organic  detritus  rather 
than  destroy  or  inhabit  bacteria,  to 
sodium  bicarbonate,  borax,  mag- 
nesia, etc.,  which  arc  more  or  less 
antacid,  should  not  be  decided  off- 
hand. We  should  neither  be  thera- 
peutic nihilists  nor  credulous,  nor 
should  we  neglect  discriminations 
based  on  exact  studies  of  individual 
conditions  and  actual  results. 
Notwithstanding  the  optimistic  ad- 
vertisements of  various  tooth  pastes, 
and  the  equally  optimistic  ofrfnions 
of  dentists  with  regard  to  more 
elaborate  prophylactic  methods  that 
have  the  analogy  of  abrasive  clean- 
liness, it  may  be  questioned  whether 
any  abrasive,  however  mild  and 
fine,  or  any  mechanic  abrasive 
treatment  should  be  used  as  a  rou- 
tine. Anything  that  polishes,  wears. 
H  A  similar  problem  applies  to  the 
gross  mechanic  removal  of  debris. 
We  must  sail  between  the  Scylla  of 
producing  minute  lesidns,  and  the 
Charybdis  of  allowing  putresdble 
and  fermehtable  debrto  to  accumu- 
late. The  metallic  tooth  pick  to 
unanimously  condemned,  except  as 
it  takes  the  form  of  a  true  dental 
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instrumeot,  used  occasionally  by  an 
expert  operator.  But  the  vulnerating 
power  of  even  wooden  and  quill 
pkka  it  frequently  demooatrated. 
Even  the  tooth  brush  often  produces 
hemorrhage  and  therefiofe  lays  bare 
the  way  to  both  marginal  caries  and 
pyorrhea.  But,  is  the  oorrugated 
rubber  finger-cot  an  efficient  substi- 
tute? Floss*  thread  and  rubber  fila- 
ments  certainly  remove  debris  firam 
tight  interdental  spaces  better  than 
any  other  means  but  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  use  fhem  constantly 
without  injuring  the  gums  and  pro- 
ducing retraction.  For  example,  a 
case  which  several  dentists  had 
regarded  as  one  of  incipient  pyor- 
rhea, expressing  surprise  at  the  few 
actual  lesions  with  so  marked  re- 
traction of  the  f',ums.  some  diat;nos- 
ing  constitutional  acidity,  showed  a 
disappearance  of  retraction  when  a 
fracture  of  the  jaw  with  wiring 
prevented  the  conscientious  prac- 
tice of  threading  the  teeth. 
"  Acidity  "  is  regarded  by  many  as 
the  true  explanation  of  marginal 
lesions  and  pyorrhea.  But  under  the 
conditions  existing  in  the  mouth, 
fermentative  acidity  is  of  frequent 
occurrence  and  considerable  dura- 
tion, and  it  is  by  no  means  estab- 
lished that  such  acidity  is  sufficient, 
either  to  produce  caries  chemically 
or  that  it  indicates  the  presence  of 
bacteria  that  will  produce  citlur 
dental  canes  or  suppuration  of  soft 
parts.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  claimed 
that  such  lesions  are  rare  in  ])coples 
that  use  sugar  and  starches  liberally 
and  that  have  practically  no  re 
course  to  dental  care.  Be  this  as  it 
may,  the  diagnosis  of  "  acidity  "  as 
a  constitutional  state,  by  the  mere 
application  of  litmus — a  very  falla- 
cious indicator  of  acidity  even  for 
urinary  analysis — is  probably  in- 


oocrect  at  least  nine  times  out  of  tsn^ 
on  account  of  tUs  Crciquent  adventi- 
tious aoiiroe  of  an  add  leacUon.

superaddity.  The  tmUi  of  the 
matter  caa>  not  be  determined  so 
ioag  as  the  dentiat  who  correctly 
diagooaes  and  ^'■^^"nq^T  Hie  local 
lesions  of  the  teeth  and  gums, 
makes  a  snap  diagnosis  of  acuUty  on 
general  principles,  or  by  applying 
litmus  paper — nor  so  long  as  the 
internist  who  established  the  diag- 
nosis of  acidosis  as  accurately  at 
clinical  methods  yet  allow,  fails  to 
examine  the  teeth  altogether;  or 
decides  from  a  superficial  inspection 
that  there   is  no  need  of  dental 
attention,    or    actually    refers  the 
patient  for  dental  care,  but  gives  no 
information  as  to  the  constitutional 
condition  and  takes  no  interest  in 
whether  the  lesions  have  any  special 
features,  not  encoimtered  from  vari- 
ous accidental  causes. 
Here  is  a  neglected  opportunity  for 
achieving  brilliant  results  if  dentist 
and  physician  will  work  and  study 
together.  The  advantages  of  such 
cooperation  may  be  of  the  highest 
practical  value.  On  the  other  hand, 
we  must  recognize  the  possibility' 
that  nothing  brilliant  or  positively 
valuable  will  be  achieved.  Much 
work  may  result  only  in  the  disap- 
pointing discovery  that  all  the  allur 
ing  generalities  about  acidity  in  this 
connection  must  be  discarded.  The 
writer  has  in  the  past  devoted  many 
months    of    labor    to  somewhat 
analogous  problems,  only  to  find 
that  the  hope  based  on  first  impres 
sions  and  superficial  observations 
was  not  realised  and  that  an  attrao 
tiva  tbeocy  bad  to  be  discardwl.

)UR  first  d  .ity  to  our 
patients,  A  they  are 
suffering,  is  to  re- 
lieve  their  pain, 
then  a  carefully 
tabulated  examina- 
r-  on  of  their  mouths 
should  be  made  which  will  enable 
us  to  advise  them  intelligently  as  to 
the  condition  of  their  mouth  and 
its  bearing  on  their  general  health, 
a.  Each  tooth  that  is  dead  or  sus- 
pected of  being  dead  should  be  tabu- 
lated on  this  chart  and  radiographed. 
Each  tooth  affected  with  pyorrhea 
should  also  be  marked  on  thia  chart, 
and  all  other  conditions  requiring  at- 
tention should  be  carefully  recorded. 
^  In  order  to  receive  the  entire  co- 
operation of  our  patients  we  should 
explain  clearly  the  serious  results  to 
their  general  health  of  infected  areas 
in  the  mouth.  All  infected  areas 
should  be  eliminated  and  the  mouth 
placed  in  a  healthy,  dean  condition. 
Patients  should  be  requested  to 
bring  to  you  a  brush  and  paste  and 
they  should  be  taught  how  to  use 
them  effectively.  When  this  is  done 
carefully,  our  patients  have  received 
a  bit  of  information  which  will  be 
xised  at  least  twice  a  day,  as  long  as 
they  live  and  which  will  help  them 
to  maintain  a  healthy  condition  in 
their  mouth. 

In  the  interest  of  this  particular 
part  of  our  work,  I  am  submitting 
the  following  series  of  cuts  which 
will  demonstrate  a  method  for 
cleaning  the  teeth  and  mouth  with- 
out injuring  the  soft  tissuM. 


Most  people  clean  only  the  te^h, 
but  is  it  not  jvist  as  reasonable  to 
thmk  tl;at  we  should  clean  just  the 
teeth  and  not  tiic  soft  tissues  sur- 
mun  iing  the  teeth  as  it  is  to  think 
of  washing  our  face  and  not  ears,  or 
our  hands  and  not  our  wrists?  I  am 
sure  most  of  our  patients  would 
appreciate    our   taking  sufficient 
interest  in  them  to  make  clear  to 
them  the  technique  of  this  work. 
Dr.  Charters.  Dr.  Fones  and  others 
have  worked  faithfully  along  these 
lines,  endeavoring  to  give  to  the 
public  something  which  will  benefit 
their  general  health,  and  I  believe 
the  profession  in  general  have  net 
given   this   subject   the  aerious 
thought  it  deserves. 
Dangerous  results  can  develop  by 
itguring  the  gums  with  the  infected 
ends  of  a  tooth  brush.  A  brush 
whidi  has  been  used  for  a  few  weeks 
usually  contains  from  one  to  two 
minions  of  germs,  and  we  should 
explain,  clearly  to  our  patients  the 
danger  of  injuring  their  gums  with 
these  infected  bristles. 
We  would  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  avoid  infection  if  our  finders  were 
injured  with  an  instrument  covered 
with  infection,  but  we  deliberately 
allow  our  patients  to  use  a  brush  in 
their  mouths  whose  bristles  aie 
covered  with  infection,  without 
warning  them  of  the  danger  of 
injuring  the  gums. 
There  is  as  much  logic  in  causing 
your  gums  to  bleed  while  deaning 
your  teeth  and  mouth  with  a  tooth 
brush,  as  there  would  bt  in  causing

your  face  to  bleed  while  washing  it. 
CFew  dentists  explain  clearly  to 
their  patients  the  importance  of 
trying  to  keep  their  brash  sterilised. 
Patients  should  be  instructed,  after 
cleaning  ttudx  teeth,  to  hold  their 
brush  under  the  hot  water  faucet 
until  it  is  free  from  all  the  small 
particles  of  food  or  paste  which  can 
be  removed  in  that  way.  Then  it 
should  be  dipped  into  a  small  bottle 
of  alcohol  denatured  with  Formalin, 
and  should  not  be  left  in  the 
alcohol  *^  *^ 

Most  people  use  a  brush  from 
three  to  six  months  without  cleaning 
it  other  than  holding  it  under  the 
hot  water  faucet  a  moment,  because 
the  dental  profession  has  not 


explained  to  them  the  aerioua  possi- 
bilities if  the  gums  are  injured.  If 
they  oould  examine  this  same  brush 
under  a  microaoope  tfa^  would 
hesitate  before  putting  to  filthy  a 
thing  into  their  mouths,  and  these 
same  people  would  object  seriously 
to  using  a  fttoe  doth  one  wedc  with- 
out  having  it  boiled  and  washed. 
The  use  of  the  Tongue  Scraper 
should  be  the  first  step  in  the 
morning  toilet,  followed  l^y  the 
cleaning  of  the  teeth  and  mouth. 
If  some  efficient  system  of  mouth 
Iqrgiene,  wfaidi  oould  be  taught  the 
public,  was  made  a  reqyiieoicnt  for 
each  nurse  as  well  as  the  dentist,  the 
public  would  soon  receive  much 
greater  benefits  from  our  efforts.

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ABSENCE  OF  ALL  SENSATION

^^^'^jcJ^^^i^J  nxoved  from  the 
C— S^CJa- — -^neurotic  or  hys- 
terical type,  whose  family  and 
personal  history  is  negative,  except 
for  an  attack  of  yellow  fever  at  the 
age  of  17.  Since  then  he  has  noted 
absence  of  all  sensation.  There  is 
complete  absence  of  both  sapot- 
fidal  and  deep  tactile  sense  over 
the  whole  skin  snrlsce,  and  also 
oyer  mucous  membrane,  where 
attainable.  There  is  no  conscious- 
ness of  deep  vibration.  He  does  not 
feel  the  ground  with  his  feet,  and 
experiences  difficulty  when  walking 
at  night.  He  says  that  his  inability 
to  bring  his  heels  together  at  the 
oomnnand  "  Attention,"  without 
controlling  the  movement  with  his 
eyes,  had  frequently  led  him  into 
trouble  with  hie  drill  sergeant. 
Thefe  is  complete  inability  to 
recognise  objects  placed  in  the  hand 
when  the  eyes  are  shut.  Sense  of 
pain  is  completdy  absent.  He 
underwent  the  radical  cure  of 
double  inguinal  hernia  without 
anesthetic  of  any  kind,  being 
totally  unconscious  of  any  sensation 
either  of  pain  or  touch.  He  never 
suffers  from  headache,  toothache, 
abdominal  or  other  visceral  pain  of 
any  description.  The  cornea  shares 
in  the  general  anesthesia.  Thermal 
sensation  is  also  absent.  There  is  no 
perception  of  temperature  in  food  or 
drink.  There  is  hisensibility  to 
atmosj^heric  Changes  of  tempera- 
ture «»  ^ 

4  The  muscular  sense  appears  to  be 
completely  absent.  Vfith  the  eyes 


closed,  if  asked  to  make  any  move- 
ment with  his  arms — the  choice  of 
movement  being  left  to  him — he  is 
incapable  of  doing  so,  saying  he 
cannot  tell  if  his  arms  are  moving 
or  not,  and  all  he  can  accomplish 
is  a  slight  convulsive  twitching  of 
the  hands  and  arms.  On  the  other 
hand,  if,  when  standing  upright 
with  closed  eyes,  he  be  told  to  walk 
toward  the  observer  he  docs  so 
without  trouble.  He  is  a  good 
swimmer.  The  sense  of  position  is 
absent.  He  exhibits  the  phenom- 
enon of  the  fixation  of  the  limbs  in 
the  portions  in  which  they  £u:e 
placed.  Sense  of  taste  is  completely 
absent.  The  sense  of  smell  is  prac- 
tically nonexistent.  The  iumes  of 
the  strong  solution  of  ammonia  and 
of  pure  hydrochloric  add  produce 
a  faint  sensation  of  an  odor  which 
the  patient  remembered  to  have 
smelt  in  his  youth. 
€1  The  only  response  on  both  sides 
to  plantar  irritation  is  slight  ab- 
duction of  the  little  toe.  The 
patellar  reflexes  were  present  and 
normal.  The  orbicularis  palpebrar- 
rum  muscles  contracted  on  touching 
the  cornea,  though  no  sensation 
was  evoked.  The  pupils  reacted  to 
light  and  accommodation.  The 
bowels  usually  act  regularly  once  a 
day.  There  is  no  conscious  desire  to 
defecate  beyond  what  he  describes 
as  an  ooca^onal  "  rolUng  "  in  the 
abdomen.  He  never  makes  any 
effort,  nor  is  there  knowledge  of  the 
passage  of  the  feces.  Only  when 
there  is  looseness  of  the  bowels  is 
there  any  incontuienoe.  Micturition 
ordinarily  occurs  during  action  of 
the  bowels  once  in  twenty-four  hours 
at  about  8  o'dock  in  the  morning. 
There  is  never  a  desire  to  micturate. 
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C  Finally,  he  seems  to  be  without 
most  of  the  common  emotions.  He 
is  without  family  affection.  He 
makes  neither  friends  nor  enemies. 
He  has  no  love  of  country  or  home, 


but  he  is  a  smart  and  efficient 
soldier  and  takes  a  pride  in  it.  The 
diagnosis  of  syringomyelia  com- 
bined with  hysteria  is  suggested  as 
one  which  seems  to  meet  the  case.

For  who  would  bear  the  awful  soreness  and  the  throbbing  pulse,  your 
unbalanced  countenance,  the  proud  man's  contumely,  the  pangs  of  shooting 
pains,  the  daylight's  delay,  the  insolence  of  everybody,  and  the  cold  clammy 
thought  of  sitting  in  the  torture  chair  of  a  heartless  dentist,  to  grunt  and 
moan  and  sweat  under  a  weary  life,  but  that  the  dream  of  something  worse 
than  death,  the  undiscovered  country  from  whose  bourne  no  traveller 
returns,  puzzles  the  will  and  makes  us  rather  bear  those  awful  pains,  than 
fly  to  others  that  we  know  not  of. 

Thus  dentists  do  make  cowards  of  us  all ;  and  thus  our  good  old  nervine  is 
sicklied  o  'er  with  the  pale  cast  of  thought  and  our  resolutions  of  great 
pitch  and  moment  with  this  regard  get  fatally  twisted  and  the  poor  dentist 
loses  action.

NOWADAYS  skilled 
operators,  working 
with  fine  instru- 
ments, aided  by 
anesthetics,  have 
done  very  much  to 
diminish  this  ill  that 
flesh  is  heir  to.  In  the  days  before 
dentists,  however,  toothache  wa* 
indeed  a  terrible  matter.  On  one  of 
the  Early  English  capitals  in  WeUt 
Cathedral  is  a  huge  carving  repre- 
senting the  contorted  face  of  a  man 
who  with  one  hand  is  pulling  away 
his  cheek  from  his  ginns»  for  all  the 
ivofid  as  if  making  way  for  the 
insertion  of  the  forceps.  This  carv« 
ing  is  locally  known  as  '*  The  man 
with  the  toothache/' 
In  tiiat  famous  work  "  The  Annals 
of  Japan/'  written  in  the  eighth 
century,  mention  is  made  of  an 
Emperor  whose  name,  Mldzuha- 
wake,  or  Prince  with  Auapidous 
Tooth,  is  said  to  have  heen  i^ven 
him  from  his  having  the  so-called 
teeth  in  a  sini^  piece.  A  correspond- 
ent to  ATolctf  mid  Queries  a  few 
years  ago  stated  that  when  he  was 
an  infuit  he  bad  heard  his  old 
master  narrate  that  a  knight  in  the 
Province  of  Kii,  called  Hagui  Onie- 
mon  CStfong-Bites  Demon),  had  a 
set  of  teeth  of  such  a  conformation 
tliat  he  was  able  to  bite  off  an  iron 
pani  Again,  in  the  "  Life  of  Pyrr- 
hus,"  Phitarch  says  that  "  instead 
of  teetii  in  tiie  upper  jaw,  he  had 
one  continued  bone,  marked  with 
small  lines  resembling  the  divisions 
of  a  row  of  teeth.*' 


A  later  correspondent,  writing  in 
the  same  paper  with  regard  to  this 
matter  of  the  single  tooth,  stated: 
'*  My  library  of  dental  works, 
including  periodical  literature,  is 
possibly  the  most  extensive  in  the 
provinces  for  a  private  collection, 
and  though  I  have  h^rd  of  such 
monstrc^itics  *  *  I  cannot  trace  any 
account  of  them  *  *  *  I  am  strongly 
of  the  opinion  that  what  are  now 
separate  teeth  were  at  one  time  a 
continuous  piece  of  bone,  with,  of 
course,  their  present  component 
parts,  such  as  dentine,  oementum, 
etc." 

Herodotus  has  a  passage  referring 
to  the  subject  which  states  that, 
after  the  Persians'  overthrow  at 
Platwa,  among  human  abnormal- 
ities noticed  when  tiie  dead  bodies 
were  bared  of  flesh  "there  was 
discovered  a  jaw,  and  the  upper  jaw 
had  teeth  growing  in  a  piece,  all  in 
one  bone,  both  the  front  teeth  and 
the  grinders."  It  should  be  noted 
that  it  was  to  the  upper  jaw  that  the 
growth  of  the  sinitle  tooth  was 
apparently  restricted. 
An  alleged  instance  of  a  person 
possessing  one  continiiouff  tootii  in 
each  jaw  occurs  in  Melanditiion's 
"  De  Anima,"  in  the  section  headed 
**  Vocabttla  partium  corporis  humani 
ezteriorum."  After  mentioning 
^rriius's  case,  Melanditlion  says, 
*'Et  nostra  state  in  auH  optimi 
Prindpis  Emesti  Duds  Luilebur* 
gensis  fiiit  virgo  nata  in  familia 
nobili,  cui  luit  os  dentium  continu- 
um. Bt  narrabat  Dus  Emestus,  ex* 
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imiaxn  in  ea  virtutem  et  gnitnita- 
tern  ftiiaae."  The  Duke  at  ^vlioee 
•  court  this  young  lady  displayed  her 
teeth  and  eminent  virtue  was  Ernest 
the  Confessor,  of  Brunswick-Lune- 
herg  (ob.  1546),  ancestor  of  the 
Hanoverian  line. 

In  regard  to  this  same  matter,  an 
American  correspondent  mentions 
that  several  members  In  two  genera- 
tionsof  a  certain  Connecticat  femfly 
had  no  teetii  proper.  The  gums 
were  replaced  by  an  undivided 
ring  of  tooth  substance,  prolong- 
ed upwards  to  the  height  of  or- 
dinary teeth,  and  were  used  lu  ail 
respects  as  such. 

Before  now,  persons  have  been 
credited  with  l^avin^  actually  been 
bom  with  teeth,  and  the  ill-famed, 
crook-backed  Richard  III.  is  among 
these.  It  should  be  mentioned,  how- 
ever, that  tliis  statement  is  made 
ahnost  solely  upon  the  authority  of 
Shakespeare,  and  it  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  poet  and  dramatist 
was  really  characterizing  some  other 
personage  than  Richard  in  his  play. 
Some  have  expressed  the  opinion 
that  this  characterization  refers  to 
the  Earl  of  Salisbury.  In  Samuel 
Rawson  Gardiner's  "  History  of  the 
Life  and  Reign  of  Richard  III  ,*» 
the  following  passage  may  be  found: 
"  He  (Richard)  left  such  a  reputa- 
tion behind  him  that  even  his  birth 
was  said  to  have  proclaimed  him  a 
monster.  He  had  been  two  years,  we 
are  told,  in  his  mother's  womb,  and 
was  bom — or,  rather,  like  Macduff, 
was  by  a  surgical  operation  sepa* 
rated  from  his  mother's  body,  when 
he  came  into  the  world  feet  foremost 
— with  teeth  in  his  jaws  and  with 
hair  down  to  the  shoulders." 
In  Smith's  "  Mirabeau  "  it  is 
stated  that  at  his  birth  that  orator 
"had  an  immense  head,  almost 


amountliig  to  a  defbcinity;  tt  twiafeod 
foot,  two  molar  teatii  were  found  . 
cut,  and  his  tongue  was  tied  to  the 
fimmm  " 

A  curkNit  tooth  stoiy  is  told  by 
WilHam  Hone  in  Us  wdl-known 
"  Table  Book: "    In  1593,  H  was 
reported  that  a  SHesiaa  ddtd*  aeven 
yeaiB  M,  had  kist  all  its  teeth,  said 
that  a  golden  too€h  had  grown  in  tlie 
place  of  a  natural  double  ooe.  In 
159S,  Hofstiut,  Professor  of  Medi- 
cine in  the  University  of  Heimatadt, 
wrote  the  history  of  this  golden 
tooth.  He  said  it  was  partially  a 
natural  event,  and  partly  miracu- 
lous, and  that  the  Almighty  had 
sent  it  to  this  child,  to  console  the 
Christians  for  their  persecution  by 
the  Turks.  In  the  same  year,  Rul- 
landus  drew  up  another  account  of 
the  golden  tooth.  Two  years  after- 
wards Ingostcterus,  another  learned 
man,   wrote    against  the  opinion 
which  Rullandua  had  given  on  this 
tooth  of   gold.  Rullandus  imme- 
diately replied  in  a  most  elegant 
and  erudite  dissertation.  Libavius, 
a  very  learned  man,  compiled  all 
that  had  been  said  relative  to  this 
tooth,  and  sub-joined  his  remarks 
upon  it.  Nothing  was  wanting  to 
rcccommend  these  erudite  writings 
to   posterity   but  proof  that  the 
tooth   was  gold:  a  goldsmith  ex- 
amined it,  and  found  that  it  was  a 
natural  tooth  artificially  gilt!  *' 
It  is  on  record  that  some  thirty  to 
forty  years  ago  a  drain  was  made 
across    the    northern    portion  of 
Bottesford  churchyard,  in  which 
burial-ground  no  interments  had 
been  made  for  a  considerable  period 
— some  say  since  the  Reformation. 
During  the  process  of  the  wofk 
some  thirty  skulls  were  d«ig  up,  and 
by  tag  the  greater  part  of  these 
possessed  perfect   teeth.  Among 
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them  was  one  remarkably  small 
skull,  in  which,  thoug)i  every  tooth 
was  in  Ua  place,  and  eveiy  one  of 
them  sound,  they  were  yet  all  very 
much  worn — so  much  so  as  to  tug- 
gest  that  the  food  eaten  for  many 
years  was  of  a  very  hard  quality. 
Speeiafists  who  ejt^ined  the  teeth 
came  to  the  cqoclusion  that  the 
skull  belonged  to  a  very  old  wofnan. 
^  An  interesting  little  note  regard- 
ing the  drawing  of  teeth  black- 
amiths  was  contributed  to  Notes 
und  Queries  some  few  years  ago  by 
Mr.  W.  F.  Prideauz.  He  wrote:  "  I 
do  not  know  if  blacksmiths  have  yet 
given  up  the  practioe  of  dentistry 
in  England,  but  they  have  not  don$ 
to  in  some  not  very  remote  parts  of 
Europe.  A  few  years  ago,  when- 
staying  at  Vissavona,  in  the  Corsi- 
can  hills,  toy  wife  suffered  consider^ 
able  inconvenience  from  a  loose 
tooth,  and  on  inquiring  from  the 
excellent  patron  of  tlie  little  hotel, 
M .  Baretti,  whether  tiiere  was  any 
dentist  nearer  thaii  Ajaocio  who 
could  rdieve  her,  I  was  told  that 
tiiere  was  a  good  one  at  Booognano, 
a  village  two  or  three  miles  off.  He 
added  that,  if  we  liked  to  try  him, 
his  sister  was  wife  of  the  moire  o(the 
commune,  and  that  she  would  be 
glad  to  receive  us.  We  therefore  set 
off  by  rail  under  the  guidance  of 
our  friend's  daughter,  a  pretty  girl 
of  fifteen.  On  the  way  Antoinette 
informed  us  that  the  dentist  was 
really  an  ouurier,  and  on  further 
inquiry  we  discovered  he  was  the 
village  farrier.  Airiving  at  Bocog- 
naoo,  we  were  received  by  the  May- 
ofcat  in  a  very  kind  and  hospitable 
manner,  and  while  we  were  discuss- 
ing coffee  and  cakes  in  her  little 
saloo  she  sent  for  the  dentist,  who, 
however,  did  not  turn  up,  as  he  had 
gone  to  Ajacdo  for  the  day.  Our 


trepidation  being  quite  removed  by 
this  good  news,  we  spent  a  pleasant 
afternoon  with  our  kind  friends,  and 
the  neit  morning  my  wife,  taking 
her  courage  in  both  hands,  dis- 
lodged the  tooth  herself.  On  the 
blacksmith's  presenting  himself,  we 
were  therefore  enabled  to  tell  him 
that  his  services  were  no  longer 
required.  What  his  dental  armoury 
consisted  of  I  cannot  say,  but  from 
what  we  heard  at  Booognano  he 
seems  to  have  been  a  skilful  prac* 
titioner." 

In  the  past  much  controversy  has 
centered  round  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  Greek  physicians  ex- 
tracted teeth.  That  the  Egyptians 
paid  much  attention  to  the  care  and 
preservation  of  the  teeth  is  vouched 
for  fay  Herodotus:  "The  art  of 
mecfidne  is  thus  divided  amongst 
them  (tlie  Egyptians):  each  physi- 
cian applies  himsdf  to  one  disease 
only ,  and  no  more.  AU  places  abound 
in  physidans;  some  pliysidans  are 
for  the  eyes,  others  for  the  head, 
otiiers  for  the  teeth,  and  others  for 
internal  disorders."  These  old  Egyp- 
tians could  hardly  have  used  surgi- 
cal instruments  made  of  steel,  how- 
ever, for  none  of  their  dental  appara- 
tus has  come  down  to  us,  although 
tlie  number  of  various  other  utensils 
which  have  been  preserved  is  very 
great.  Another  passage  worth  at- 
tentkm  Is  that  of  Hippocrates, 
wherein  he  speaks  of  the  maladies 
of  the  teeth  to  wit:  "  With  a  chiM 
suffering  from  phagedenic  affection, 
the  tooth  feU  out,  as  the  bone  Qaw) 
had  become  hollow.  The  wife  of 
Aspasias  had  violent  toothache;  the 
jaw  swelled;  having  used  a  collutor- 
ium  of  castorium  and  pepper,  she 
was  relieved.*'  Again,  in  another 
place,  the  same  writer  observes: 
"  Melesander,  the  gums  being  al  - 
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fected,  swollen,  and  very  painful, 
he  was  bled  on  the  arm;  Egyptian 
alum  helps  at  the  outset."  Else- 
where, Hippocrates  has  also  written: 
"At  Candia,  the  child  of  Metra- 
dorus,  in  consequence  of  toothache, 
had  a  sphacelus  of  the  jaw;  over- 
growing flesh  on  the  gums,  the 
suppuration  was  middling,  the 
molar  teeth  and  jaw  fell  (off)." 
So  far,  although  some  grave  in- 
stances of  teeth  trouble  arc  referred 
to,  there  is  no  mention  of  extractioo, 
although  there  was  every  indicatkm 
of  thi<?  practice.  However,  an  old 
text  of  Cselius  Aurelianus  refers  to 
tablets  and  presents  offered  to  the 
Greek  temples  by  grateful  patients 
who  1  1  1  been  cured  of  their  mala- 
dies. The  pasaace  runs:  *'  Even 
surgical  intruments  were  be- 
queathed by  the  inventors  to  these 
sacred  shrines  of  Medicine.  Thus» 
ErasistratuB  presented  to  the  Del- 
phic Temple  of  ApoUo  an  instru- 
ment for  extracting  teeth." 
The  Greek  writer  Galen  also  gives 
some  useful  information  concerning 
the  teeth:  "  This  you  will  discover 
in  the  food  which  is  left  in  the  in- 
tervals between  the  teeth,  and  which 
remains  there  all  night;  *'  while  in 
the  works  of  Paulus  Agineta  we 
may  light  upon  a  whole  chapter 
*'  on  the  extractum  of  the  teeth/'  It 
is  thus  perfectly  clear  that  the 
Greeks  were  not  only  acquainted 
with  the  art  of  extracting  teeth,  but 
there  is  plenty  of  evidence  to  prove 
that  they  were  proficient  in  the 
making  of  false  ones,  and  the  stop- 
ping of  decayed  ones  with  gold, 
^milarly,  the  Romans  were  also 
skilled  in  dental  practice,  for  not 
only  did  many  of  them -especially 
the  ladies — wear  lalae  hair— for  the 
truth  of  which  there  is  abundant 
evidence  in  the  writings  of  their 


poets — but  from  the  following 
epigram  of  Martial  it  would  appear 
that  false  teeth  were  also  in  use: — 


in  LaMim 

Dcnttbut  atque  comity 

utsris  emptU; 
Quid  MmocoIo.  LmUa?  ao« 


Further,  it  is  on  record  that  Roman 
skulls  have  been  exhumed  con- 
taining false  teeth,  fashioned  out  of 
ivory  and  box.  Then,  if  further 
proof  be  needed,  there  are  the  '  'L.aws 
of  the  Twelve  Tables,"  No.  10  of 
which  forbids  useless  extravagance 
at  funerals  in  general,  while  No.  11, 
as  an  exception,  allows  that  the 
gold  settings  of  false  teeth,  or  the 
gold  with  which  they  were  bound, 
should  b  b  iried  or  burnt  with  the 
deceased.  This  establishes  the  fact 
beyond  dispute  that  false  teeth 
mounted  in  some  manner  in  gold 
were  in  common  use  among  the 
Romans  at  an  early  period.  The 
precise  terms  of  the  Law  are  aa 
foUows:  XI.  Neve  aurum  addito: 
ast  quoi  auro  d^ptea  vincti  enmt,  hn 
cum  iUo  sepelire  ct  urere,  se  fraude 
esto.*'  A  comparison  may  alao  be 
made  with  Horace:^ 

At  illae  currere  in  usfeSflS, 
Candidic  deates  escidere  .  • .  . 

The  use  of  mineral  teeth,  or,  aa  tfa^r 
were  originally  advertised,  "in- 
corruptible mineral  teeth,*'  dates 
^rom  about  a  hundred  years  ago— 
at  least  in  this  oountiy,  for  at  tiiat 
time  the  first  advertisements  regard- 
ing them  began  to  appear.  They 
were  formed  of  a  species  of  acoi- 
opaque  enamdt  and  their  manu- 
facture, with  the  lapse  of  time,  has 
now  reached  a  very  high  degree  of 
excellence.  An  incidental  notice  of 
their  employment  much  earlier  tfafli 
their  commercial  development  datei 
from  1735:  **  Lord  Harv^  has  tht 
finest  set  of  Egyptian  teeth  as 
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you  saw."  This  Is  an  extract  from  a 
letter  sent  by  the  Duclicss  of  Port- 
land to  Mrs.  Catherine  Collingwood, 
and  dated  from  BuUstxode,  Dec. 
1st,  1735. 

In  connection  with  the  stopping  of 
teeth  by  the  Egyptians,  an  interest- 
ing little  nnte  may  be  founi  in  Sir 
J.  Gardner  Wilkinson's  "  Popular 
Account  of  the  Ancient  Egyptians," 
in  1874.  "  And  it  is  a  singular  fact 
that  dentists  adopted  a  method  not 
very  long  practised  in  Europe  of 
stopping  teeth  with  gold,  proofs  of 
which  have  been  obtained  from  some 
mummies  of  Thebes." 
Teeth  play  a  very  important  part 
in  connection  with  the  religious  rites 
and  ceremonies  of  native  tribes,  and 
like  many  other  things,  possess  a 
superstition  and  magic  all  their  own. 
The  teeth  of  the  pagan  races  of  the 
Malay  Peninsula  are  usually  very 
good,  and  are  seldom  attacked  by 
caries.  In  Semang  the  custom  is  to 
file  them — generally  half  a  dc/eii  of 
the  front  teeth;  while  the  Jukims 
file  theirs  to  a  small  point.  Indeed, 
the  filling  of  the  teeth  is  also  mnch 
resorted  to  by  the  Pacific  tribes.  The 
natives  of  Panuco— one  of  the  wild 
Meiican  tribes — for  many  years, 
even  after  the  Spanish  conquest, 
filed  their  teeth,  bored  holes  in 
them,  and  dyed  tton  black.  This 
peniliar  practice  of  filing  also  pre- 
vailed to  a  great  extent  among  the 
women  of  Yucatan,  whose  ideal  of 
dental  diarms  rendered  a  saw-like 
arrangement  desirable*  This  opera- 
tion was  perfonned  by  certain  old 
professors  of  the  art,  by 
of  sharp  gritty  stones  and 
water.  Among  the  Lacandones  a 
wild  tribe  of  Central  America — it  is 
the  custom  to  invest  the  chief  with 
tton  skins,  and  a  ooUar  of 
tcatti,  as  a  tribute  to  Us  gmatnessj

Tlaloc,  a  great  tribal  dignitary,  was 
the  god  of  water  and  rain,  and  the 
great  fertilizer  of  the  earth.  Gro- 
tesque and  hideous  as  his  appear- 
ance is  said  to  have  been,  his  image 
is  chiefly  interesting  to  us  from  the 
fact  that  in  his  mouth  were  only 
three  grinders,  while  his  front  teeth 
were  painted  red! 

The  New  Mexicans  are  noted  for 
white  and  evenly  set  teeth;  but  the 
Chinooks,  a  Columbian  tribe,  are 
chiefly  remarkable  for  very  irregular 
and  much-worn  dental  ornaments. 
Vancouver,  the  traveller  who  made 
many  journeys  among  the  various 
Califomian  tribes,  invariably  found 
that  all  the  teeth  of  both  sexes  were 
by  some  process  grotmd  down  uni* 
formly  and  horizontally  to  the  gums. 
The  women  especially  carried  the 
fashion  to  anesrtreme  length,  reducing 
their  teeth  to  even  below  this  leveL 
The  Hyperboreans — a  term  given 
to  those  Pacific  Island  nations 
whose  territory  lies  north  of  the  55th 
parallel  possess  regular  teeth,  but 
from  the  nature  of  their  food,  and 
the  ptactioe  of  preparing  hides  by 
chewing,  they  are  worn  down  almost 
to  the  gums  at  a  veiy  early  age.  In 
this  respect  the  Columbians  have 
frequently  worn  their  teeth  down 
to  the  gums  through  eating  sanded 
salmon.  The  salmon  is  opened,  and 
the  entrails,  backbone,  and  head 
removed  before  drying.  During  the 
latter  process,  sand  is  blown  over 
the  fish,  and  as  a  consequence  the 
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teeth  of  the  eater  arc  almost  worn 
down.  It  is  significant  that  almost 
all  travellers  emphasize  this  point, 
and  trace  the  cause  to  the  eating  of 


sanded  salmon.  The  teeth  of  the 
natives  arc  as  a  rule  regular,  but 
stumpy,  and  deiicient  m  enamel  at 
the  points.

We  fisel  that  a  great 
deal,  if  not  all  of  this,  is  due  to  the 
extensive  dental  hygiene  that  has 
been  carried  on  there  for  five  years. 
€L  Although  notices  were  sent  to 
the  parents  of  all  dbUdten  ti41hig 
them  of  the  need  of  dental  atten* 
tion,  only  twelve  visited  their  den- 
tists between  the  first  and  second 


eiamfaiation.  There  is  a  need  of 
more  propaganda  for  both  parents 
and  children.  It  is  hoped  that  next 
year  short  lectures  can  be  given  the 
diildren,  and  scmie  lantern  slides 
may  be  borrowed  which  would  show 
the  children  more  plainly  what 
happens  from  neglect.  Such  lectures 
with  the  slides  may  be  rented  for 
a  very  small  amount  and  would  be 
splendid  to  use  when  the  pupils  are 
having  assembly. 

Some  literature  for  the  children  to 
take  home  to  their  parents  would  be 
an  excellent  thing,  as  we  must 
instruct  the  parents  as  well  as  the

children,  if  we  wish  to  gain  our 
objective. 

The  care  of  the  teeth  is  needed  not 
only  in  the  Federal  Hill  School  hut 
in  all  the  schools  of  BristoL  We  are 
boosting  our  city  in  many  ways  to 
make  it  Ugger  and  we  want  a  better 
Bristol,  too.  Why  not  make  it 
better  by  taking  care  of  the  needs 
of  our  coming  citizens  and  make 
them  healthy  and  inteHigent? 
Dental  Hygiene  is  spreading  surely 
and  rapidly  over  our  country  and 
we  hope  that  we  sliall  not  be  £ar 
bdiind  other  progressive  dties  in 
caring  lor  our  school  diildicn's 
teeth.  I  hope  that  this  work  may 
be  continued  on  a  larger  scale  nest 
year  and  in  years  to  come.  When  all 
school  diildren  have  sound  and 
healthy  teeth  we  diaU  not  fed  that 
we  were  entirdy  bdiind  the  times 
for  having  started  our  work  when 
we  did.

The  following  letter  received  from  Dr,  Ernst  Jessen,  father  of  the  schcx)l

Jessen,  dciwhiped  info  one  of  the  great  dental  school  ^inics  of  Europe,  €Ul 
inspiration  to  every  country,  especially  America. 

up  to  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  Forsyth  and  Eastman  Dispen^ 
saries,  the  work  at  StrasBburg,  ivilh  its  buOdinff  costing  $60jim,  wa$  a 
model.  At  the  opening  of  the  war  we  tried  to  get  in  communication  with 

Dr.  Jessen.  Several  of  our  letters  were  returned  as  unmailable. 
As  stated  in  his  letter,  seventy-five  dentists  and  equally  as  many  technolo- 
gists {mechanical  dentists}  treated  from  200  to  250  soldiers  daily.  In 
addition  they  had  a  hospital  with  2S0  beds,  caring  for  jaw  wounds.  Thm 
work  at  Strassburg  was  under  the  direct  encouragement  of  the  Oerrrmn 
Government,  and  undoubtedly  its  strategic  position  in  case  of  war  toas 
considered  in  extending  this  support. 

Dr.  Jessen  ivnies  from  Basel,  Switzerland,  where  he  has  fled  since  the 
French  captured  the  city  oj  Strassbury,  and  hopes  to  establish  a  dent<d 
school  dime  in  that  dty.  He  encloses  a  number  of  clippings,  which  are  hare 
presented.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Doctor  will  receive  every  encouragement  to 
continue  his  good  work;  and  that  it  wiU  be  so  recognized  in  Basel*

THE  ARRANGING  AND  CONDUCT- 
ING OF  A  DENTAL  SCHOOL  CLINIC 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  heading, 
the  educational  department  has 
arranged  for  an  illustrated  lecture 
by  Prof.  Dr.  Jessen,  previously 
principal  of  the  Dental  School 
Clinic  in  Strassburg,  on  May  26» 
1919,  at  6  P.  M.  in  the  jjarge  audi- 
torium of  the  Bernullianbth.  The 
topic  for  discussion  will  be:  "The 
Opening  and  Conducting  of  a  Dental 
School  Clinic  and  its  Importance  for  ^ 
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Y  Worthy  Colleague: 
Your  kind  letter 
of  Jan.  22nd  duly 
received.  I  have 
been  driven  out  of 
^^^JJi^j^^'!  Strassburg,  where 
my  work  has  been 
destroyed,  and  have  taken  up  my 
residence  in  hospitable  Switzerland, 
where  I  hope  ta  be  able  to  again 
take  up  my  vocation. 

Following  an  invitation  of  the 
authorities,  I  have  delivered  an 
address  here.  Am  enclosing  an 
article  regarding  the  same,  which 
you  may  be  able  to  use  in  Oral 
Hygiene j» 

The  dental  school  cHnic  served  for 
military  purposes  during  the  war. 
Seventy-five  dentists  and  equally 
as  many  technologists  treated  200- 
250  sokiiers  daily.  In  addition  we 
had  a  hospital  with  250  beds  caring 
for  jaw  wounds. 
After  the  Froncfa  broke  in,  tl^ 
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the  people."  An  open  debate  win 
follow*  The  iHCCting  Is  open  to  the 
public;  but  the  pcivilefe  of  the  open 
diioprioo  ahan  be  given  to  the 
teadcftf  teachers^  dentiitBt  doctorsy 
and  others  who  are  interested.  Ow- 
ing to  war-tinie  conditions»  the 
proposed  dsnic  in  Basel  has  not  yet 
been  opened*  but  since  the  rooins 
for  its  locatioD  are  to  be  had  in  No, 
24  Albangraban  Bldg.»  and  the 
need  of  sudi  an  institution  Is  being 
Mt  more  and  more.  It  is  intended  to 
place  the  matter  before  the  Govern- 
ment, so  that  the  school  may  be 
opened  immediately  alter  the  ezpir- 
ation  of  the  Referendum. 

BASEL 

TBB  DBNTAL  8CHOCXL  CLINIC 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  a  Dental 
Clinic  is  very  shortly  to  be  opened 
for  the  school  children  of  Basel,  the 
educational  department  has  called 
upon  a  recognized  authority  in  this 
sphere  in  the  person  of  Prof.  Dr. 
Jessen,  recent  conductor  of  The 
Strassburg  Dental  School  Clinic. 
Dr.  Jessen  spoke  to  a  large  assembly 
of  the  authorities,  teachers,  and 
dentists  on  Mcmday  evening  in  the 
BemuUianum  on  the  conducting 
of  the  modem  school  just  opened 
under  his  leadership.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Educational  Depart- 
ment, the  Hon.  Dr.  Fritz  Hauser 
opened  the  meeting  with  a  few 
words  of  greeting  and  introduction. 
Prof.  Jessen  then  spoke  with  sym- 
pathetic interest  and  intelligence. 
The  development  of  medical  sci«nce 
has  also  fought  dentistry  its 
importance.  Statistics  show  that 
80-90  per  cent  of  children  have 
diseased  teeth  and  that  15-35  per 
cent  of  these  teeth  are  affected. 
Abnormal  mastication  with  its 
harmful  results ,  poor  ventilation  in 
sdiool 'ffOOBBs  to  the  detriment  of 
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ti*h*ffary  M***  tifaAgfj  ^iff^fliy  of  teeth 
as  a-oonductor  of  infectious  diseases, 
espedaUy  of  tuberculosis,  weak 
constitutions  resulting  from  poor 
mastication,  offering  fovoraUe  con- 
ditions for  ittfoctioiis  diseases  in  the 
scarcely  resistible  body  of  the  child, 
tliese  are  the  noticeable  results  from 
lack  of  attentkn  to  teeth.  Regular 
dental  attention  does  away  with 
these  conditions,  and  therefore  it  has 
become  quite  necessary  to  have  the 
dental  clinic  which  gives  diildren 
the  opportunity,  yes,  compels  them, 
to  keep  their  mouths  in  a  healthy 
condition  with  little  or  no  cost  what- 
ever. The  beginning  was  made  on  a 
very  small  scale,  but  first  results 
forced  the  city  of  Strassburg  to  aid 
the  work  to  a  much  greater  extent. 
Finally,  a  new  building  had  to  be 
erected  for  the  work  of  the  clinic,  in 
which  past  experiences  rendered 
great  assistance.  The  new  "  Strass- 
burg Dental  School  Clinic  "  will 
answer  all  architectural,  hygienic, 
medical  and  modem  needs.  It  is 
always  understood  that  an  institu- 
tion of  this  nature  be  conducted 
imder  jurisdiction  of  the  city,  and 
be  financially  supported  by  the 
same,  for  in  this  manner  alone, 
where  city  and  school  administra- 
tion, teachers  and  dentists  work  in 
harmony,  can  there  be  permanent 
success.  Strassburg  had  its  first 
dental  school  clinic  in  the  year  1902. 
C  It  docs  not  suffice  that  in  a  school 
of  this  nature  only  the  children  with 
defective  teeth  are  cared  for.  There 
must  be  some  systematic  method 
for  investigation  and  carrying  out  of 
plans.  The  work  must  go  to  the  very 
bottom  of  things.  For  this  reason, 
for  instance,  all  public  schools  ot 
Strassburg  were  under  the  juris* 
diction  of  the  dental  school  clinic. 
All  children,  even  the  very  smallest. 
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very  wUlingly  came  to  the  clinic  for 
examination  and  attention.  Finally 
the  sympathy  for  the  work  went  so 
far  as  to  grant  the  chiKlren  percent- 
age in  their  standing  in  school  for 
the  condition  of  their  teeth. 
In  a  series  of  photographs  on  the 
screen,  Prof.  Jrssen  illustrated  the 
arrangement  of  the  various  rooms 
of  the  Strassburg  Dental  School 
Clinic.  At  the  same  time  he  related 
very  interesting  statistics  on  the 
spread  of  tooth  diseases,  showing 
the  photographs  of  healthy  and 
diseased  teeth  and  of  complete  jaws 
with  the  various  methods  of  treating 
the  same^  The  total  cost  for  up-keep 
of  the  school  in  Strassburg 
amounted  to  twenty-five  to  twenty* 
sax  thousand  marks.  The  children 
themselves  contributed  one  mark  an- 
nually toward  the  running  expense  ^ 
The  Hon.  Dr.  Fritz  Hausen  thanked 
the  speaker  for  his  interesting  words* 
and  then  opened  the  discussion.  The 
need  of  the  dental  school  clinic  was 
repeatedly  expressed  on  the  part 


of  the  teachers  and  medical  doctors. 
Prof.  Jessen  briefly  closed  the  meet- 
ing ^  ^

In  the  reix)rt  on  the  lecture  in  the 
BemuUianum  on  May  26th,  in  the 
number  of  The  Baseler  Nachricht 
of  Thursday,  two  errors,  which  in 
some  way  crept  in,  are  here  cor- 
rected: 

1.  Strassburg  did  not  open  a 
dental  school  clinic  in  1892,  after 
which  220  such  institutions  were 
Opened,  but  after  long  preparation, 
B<;  early  as  1887,  Strassburg  in 
1892  was  the  first  ci^  to  contribute 
toward  this  work,  and  in  1902 
became  the  first  city  to  have  such  an 
institution.  Up  to  the  time  of  the 
war,  about  ten  years,  this  examine 
was  foQowed  by  220  other  cities  of  * 
Germany  ^ 

2.  In  many  of  these  cttiea,  the 
children  which  were  treated,  con- 
tributed one  mark  anmiaDy,  In 
Strassburg  the  treatment  was 
always  gratis  to  diildren. 


The  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York  City  has  issued  an 
edict  that  dental  examination  is  now  a  requirement  of  employment  in  that 
institution,  reading  as  follows  ...  "The  services  rendered  by  the  Dental  Divi- 
sion .since  its  establishment  in  1915  have  been  so  curative  of  impfdred  health 
conditions  and  so  permanently  helpful  to  the  employees  who  have  taken  ad- 
vantage of  the  opporttmities  offered,  that  henceforth  every  Home  Office  em- 
ployee will  be  required  to  undergo  examination  and  cleansing  «f  the  teeth  in 
the  Home  Office  Dental  Division  twice  a  year.  If  the  service  of  the  family 
dentist  is  desired  rather  than  that  of  the  Home  Office  dentists,  such  examin- 
ations and  deansings  by  him  will  be  accepted,  but  they  must  be  procured 
without  expense  to  the  company  and  the  emplosree  must  furnish  a  satisfiK- 
tocy  certificate  from  him  that  the  required  work  has  been  done.'^  This  we  be- 
lieve is  the  first  time  in  the  world  that  such  a  requirement  has  ever  been 
made  by  any  large  company. 
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PHYSIOLOGIC  COST  OF  CHEWING 

The  foGowing  is  an  editorial  from  the  July  12, 1919,  issue  of"  The  Journal 
of  the  American  Medical  Association."  The  author  does  not  believe  in  (he 
teachings  of  Horace  Fletcher,  and  does  not  hesitate  to  say  so.  He  also  gives 
his  reasons.  The  article  is  short,  and  will  bear  close  study.

the  vigorous  advocacy  of  thorough 
mastication  as  the  basis  to  hy- 
gienic well-being  It  is  largely 
owing  to  the  propagandist  energies 
of  the  late  Mr.  Horace  Fletcher  that 
the  doctrine  of  deliberate  mastica- 
tion has  been  widely  preached;  and 
*  flctcherism  *  has  gained  many  ad- 
heroits  among  that  omnipresent 
group  which  is  searching  for  the 
secret  of  a  better  existence  through 
improved  health.  One  of  the  claims 
made  in  favor  of  thorough  masti 
cation  as  advocated  by  Fletcher  is 
that  the  extreme  comminution  of 
the  food  and  the  more  effective 
insalivation  promote  the  digestion 
and  utilization  of  the  nutrients. 
Despite  the  plausibility  of  this 
argument  there  is  an  abundance  of 
experimental  evidence  to  sh(3w  that 
the  nutrients  in  the  common  food 
prroducts  are  absorbed  in  large 
measure  even  under  ordinary  habits 
of  eating.  It  it  exceptional  to  find 
less  than  90  per  cent  of  the  digestible 
nutrients  utilised;  and  for  the  famil- 
iar firts  and  carbohydrates  the 
neofds  approach  almost  perfection. 
The  residual  fecal  masses  are 
aocmally  devoid  of  more  than  small 
quantities  of  digestible  nutrients. 
That  which  oQOStitutes  the  output 
by  the  bomi  oooaprises  indigestible 
(Ch^ubsb  leflsa  flDaEBsr  firoiB  all* 


mentaiy  secretions,  and  bacterial 
residues.  These  are  not  utilized 
nutrients.  Furthermore^  compara* 
tive  investigations  of  tiie  actual 
utilisation  of  the  nutrients,  by 
persons  who  on  one  occasion 
'  bolted  •  and  on  another  occasion 
*  fletcherized  '  the  same  diets,  have 
given  no  experimental  justification 
for  the  assumption  of  improved 
absorption  as  the  effect  of  the  more 
thorough  mastication.  Obviously  it 
is  a  physiologic  desideratum  to 
comminute  moderately  at  least 
some  of  the  meats  and  carbohydrate 
foods  that  enter  into  the  customary 
human  dietary.  In  certain  diseased 
conditions,  comminution  of  the 
fcKxl  is  an  indispensable  requisite. 
However,  so  far  as  the  faddist  fea- 
tures and  the  extreme  claims  of 
unique  benefits  arc  cor^emed,  we 
cannot  forego  quoting  the  remark 
of  an  extremist  in  the  other  direc- 
tion. '  Fletchcrism,'  he  writes,  is 
permissible  in  those  easy-going 
lackadaisical  individuals  whose 
tastes  arc  gently  Epicurean  and 
who  j)osscss  the  desires  of  a  Lucullus 
minus  the  means.  Let  those  be 
nighted  harmless  souls  chew  and 
champ  to  their  hearts'  content,  for 
they,  poor  beings,  need  some  fad. 
and  this  one  can  harm  no  one,  unless 
it  be  themselves.  But  to  busy  men 
who  are  shouldering  the  cares  of 
government,  commerce  and  science 
and  whose  strenuous  impetuosity 
moves  them  to  act  quickly,  whose 
eveiy  act  is  intense  and  every  move- 
ment a  flash — to  such  individuals, 
fletcherism  is  a  tliom  in  tlie  flesh. 
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'*  In  the  second  place,  mastication 
has  become  conspicuous  in  this 
country  through  the  widespread  use 
of  chewing  gum.  Some  time  ago  a 
distinguished  chemist  remarked  in 
a  public  address  that  if  the  Rocke- 
feller Institute  is  spending  to  good 
advantage  about  half  a  miUlon 
dollars  per  annum  for  medical  re- 
search, the  chewing  gum  bill  of  the 
United  States  would  easily  support 
half  a  dozen  Rockefeller  Institutes. 
Coaxed  by  the  insidious  suggestiofis 
of  advertisements  and  encouraged 
by  tfae  public  eiample  of  bankers 
and  minlsten,  physicians  and 
judges,  men  and  women  fiom  all 
classes  have  joined  the  ranks  of  the 
mastication  army.  The  lasting  odor 
of  mint  has  begun  to  oompele  with 
that  of  onions  and  garlic  in  certain 
groups  of  our  population*  We  shall 
not  venture  to  discuss  the  alleged 
virtues ,  of  diewing  gum.  The 
reports  of  Its  help  in  allaying  thirst 
for  the  boys  in  the  trenches  can 
scarcely  be  used  In  support  of  the 
useof  clieAng  gum  In  the  ordinary 
walks  of  life.  Nor  can  the  alleged 


presence  of  pepsin  in  certain  brands 
be  emphasized  as  a  universal 
panacea.  Amid  all  the  uncertainty 
as  to  the  physiologic  effects  of  chew- 
ing gum  one  fact  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated.  Benedict  and  Car> 
penter  of  the  Nutrition  Laboratory 
of  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Wash- 
ington, in  Boston  have  found  that 
as  a  result  of  ckiewing  gum  tlie  basal 
metabolism  may  be  increased  more 
than  17  per  cent. 

"  This  has  a  further  bearing  on  the 
doctrine  of  '  fletcherising.'  If  pro- 
longed mastication  can  necessitate 
an  excess  heat  production  equiva- 
lent to  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  basal 
metabolismt  It  Is  ea^y  seen,  to 
quote  the  Boston  physiologists,  that 
any  advance  gained  from  a  possible 
Increase  In  tfae  digestibility  of  the 
food  Is  more  than  compensated  by 
the  increase  in  heat  production. 
The  oonceptlonp  they  add*  of  an 
Increase  In  tfae  digestibifity  and  in 
tfae  utitotion  of  tfae  energy  of 
foodstufis  as  a  result  of  pfolonged 
mastication  thus  finds  no  support 
faifoct.*'

With  a  few  exceptions,  the  only  information 
the  general  public  has  received  is  that  which  the  quacks  have 
given  them  through  the  public  press  and  the  weekly  horribles 
with  their  illustrations  of  half  truths* 

Where  shall  we  begin  in  this  education  of  the  public?  What 
better  source  than  the  daily  and  weekly  newspapers  of  the 
country,  oif  which  there  are,  as  announced  in  a  previous 
edi^rial»  2,562  daily  and  15,735  weekly  papers.  This  must  be 
a  national  undertaking.  The  articles  ^ould  be  of  an  etidcal 
nature*  although  all  are  not  agreed  as  to  what  constitutes 
ethics.  The  larger  number  of  dentists  3rou  get  together  the  less 
t;hey  can  agree  as  to  what  are  essentials.  Briefly,  the  plan  is  to 
prepare  a  series  of  short,  readable  articles  for  the  public  press 
coyerixig  a  period  of  at  least  a  year.  Such  artides  should  appear 
daily,  be  well  written  and  truthful.  Where  shiJl  we  find  the 
man  who  is  competent  to  do  this  work?  This  entails  not 
only  an  initial  expenditure  of  time  but  also  money. 

Lt.  Colonel  Rea  P.  McGee,  M.  D.,  D.  D.  S  ,  one  of  our  con- 
tributing editors,  will  have  charge  of  the  campaign  of  publicity. 
Under  his  direction,  with  the  cooperation  of  this  magazine  and 
the  dental  profession,  the  plan  promises  to  be  a  great  success. 

€1  The  power  of  the  public  press  is  unlimited.  Soldiers  were 
advertised  into  the  army.  A  most  effective  poster  was  that  of 
a  recruiting  officer  with  pointed  finger,  I  want  you."  Money 
was  advertised  into  the  Treasury;  ships  were  advertised  into 
the  water;  aeroplanes  were  advertised  into  the  air;  we  adver- 
tised ourselves  into  an  unpopular  war;  a  series  of  Liberty  Loans 
and  Thrift  Stamps,  totaling  billions  of  dollars,  were  adver- 
tised and  successfully  placed  on  the  market. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  the  dental  profession,  if  tmited, 
could  elect  a  president  of  the  United  States.  When  a  man  is  in 
a  dentist's  chair  he  is  in  good  health  or  he  would  not  be  there. 
Dentists  and  dental  societies  in  various  sections  of  the  coun- 
try .^through,  the  pages  of  Ord,  Hygiene,  and,  I  trustt  other 
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magazines  in  the  field,  will  be  urged  to  organize  for  the  pur- 
pose of  bringing  pressure  to  bear  upon  local  publishers  inducing 
them  to  subscribe  to  this  service. 

Only  ten  per  cent  of  the  public  are  at  present  patronizing  the 
dentist.  What  have  we  done  to  educate  them?  What  do  they 
know  of  modem  dentistry,  the  evils  of  dead  teeth,  focal  in- 
fection, heart  and  other  complications  too  numerous  to 
mention?  Very  little,  indeed.  If  parents  realized  for  a  moment 
the  need  of  these  things  do  you  suppose  that  if  they  loved  their 
children  they  would  neglect  them?  Surely  not.  Dentists  have 
other  things  to  do  besides  making  a  living.  One  is  to  inform  the 
public  of  these  conditions  and  if  then  the  parents  wilfully 
neglect  the  children's  happiness,  comfort  and  future  welfare 
they  alone  are  to  blame.  Until  sudi  time  as  we  educate  them 
as  to  this  need,  we  aie  the  guilty  parties. 
OralHygiene  is  prepared  to  finance  the  enterprise  in  its  entirety. 
No  one  is  seeking  personal  profit.  It  is  only  asked  that  the 
service  be  self-supporting.  But,  whether  or  not  this  is  true,  it 
will  be  in  operation  and  the  matter  of  its  being  self-supporting 
is  of  small  consequence.

Surgery  in  the  University  of  Denver. 

In  the  world  conflict  he  was  one  of  the  first  to  volunteer  and 
on  June  12,  1917,  he  received  a  commission  as  First  Lieutenant 
in  the  Dental  Reserve  Corps,  being  the  first  dentist  west  of  the 
Mississippi  to  obtain  this  honor.  After  serving  in  an  advisory 
capacity  uiidtr  Captain  J.  R.  Bemheim,  Chief  of  the  Dental 
Service  for  the  western  states,  in  November,  1917,  he  was 
ordered  lu  Si.  Louis  to  attend  the  Military  School  of  Tactics 
and  Oral  Surgery  at  Washine^ton  University.  On  March  17, 
1918,  he  was  ordered  to  W  ishington  Barracks,  Washington, 
D.X.  He^was  then  proniuUd  to  the  rank  of  Major  on  March* 
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28,  1918,  and  ordered  to  New  York  to  join  the  Maxillo-Facial 
Unit  under  Major  V.  P.  Blair  and  sailed  for  France  on  April  4, 
landing  at  Brest  April  17,  and  with  a  number  of  other  officers 
was  ordered  to  London,  England,  where  he  served  on  the 
staff  of  the  Queen's  Hospital.  On  July  2,  he  joined  the  United 
States  Mobile  Hospital,  No.  1,  as  Chief  of  the  Maxillo-Facial 
Service  at  Chateau-Thierry,  France  and  served  at  the  front 
in  counter-defensive  on  the  Mame  with  the  first  army.  On 
August  27,  with  his  unit,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Verdun 
sector  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  St.  Mihiel  and  following 
this  successful  drive  was  transferred  to  Laclaire  Chene  for 
preliminary  operations  in  the  Argonne  Forest. 
Following  cessation  of  hostilities  his  unit  was  stationed  at 
various  points  in  France.  On  February  17,  1919,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel*  being  one  of  the 
nine  members  of  the  dental  corps*  consisting  of  some  five 
thousand  men,  to  receive  that  honor  and  returned  to  the 
United  States  on  April  8,  since  which  time  he  has  served  as 
Chief  of  Dental  Surgeons  and  of  Dental  Oral  Surgery  Service 
at  the  United  States  General  Hospital,  No.  40,  at  St.  Louis, 
Missouri  &^ 

Howard  Riley  Raper,  D.D.S.,  is  author  of  a  standard  text- 
book. Elementary  and  Dental  Radiography."  He  is  professor 
of  RoentgenoloQT,  Operative  Technique,  Materia  Medica 
and  Therapeutics,  at  the  Indiana  Dental  College,  Indianapolis, 
Indiana ;  Past  Dental  Surgeon  to  the  Indiana  School  for  the 
Feeble -Minded  Youth;  member  of  American  Institute  of 
Dental  Teachers,  local,  state,  and  national  dental  societies ;

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STANDARDIZATION 

TANDARDIZATION  has  a  new  significance 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war.  We  have 
learned  to  standardize  our  shipbuilding.  Why 
should  every  ship  be  of  different  dimensions, 
and  a  different  design  necessary?  We  have 
learned  to  standardize  everything  else,  even 
automobiles,  and  a  plan  that  has  worked  out 
so  well  in  fresh  water  is  entitled  to  a  little  salt  air. 
The  Shipbuilding  Commission  found  it  necessary-  if  they  got 
out  ships  in  record  time  to  standardize  all  designs.  If  we 
could  employ  this  method  in  building  typewriters,  rifles  and 
sewing  machines,  why  not  apply  it  to  other  products. 
In  years  past  it  was  every  man's  privilege  when  building  a 
house  to  do  as  he  pleased.  If  he  liked  cupolas,  domes,  ornate 
carved  pillars  and  embroidery  jig-saw  features,  if  he  must 
have  something  different,  he  went  to  it,  and  the  result  was  not 
pleasing. 

Before  the  war  we  had  5»710  different  kinds  of  pocket-knives. 
Why  was  this?  Nobody  knows.  The  Wgur  Board  reduced  these 
to  250  in  number. 

Also  be  it  known  there  were  207  different  kinds  of  lawn  mowers: 
now  there  are  six  different  patterns.  One  of  the  most  far- 
reaching  and  remarkable  results  of  the  war  was  in  the  furniture 
business.  The  War  Industries  Board,  acting  in  connection  with 
the  Coimcil  of  National  Defence,  consulted  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  all  great  business  interests,  and  advised  them  all 
how  they  could  cut  down  expenses  and  save  men  and  money, 
for  the  country's  service. 

Before  the  war  there  were  thousands  and  thousands  of  designs 
in  furniture  to  choose  from.  They  cut  down  the  number  of 
patterns,  and  during  the  war  saved  so  much  in  material  and 
money  they  voted  to  keep  to  this  order  of  things,  and 
never  go  back  to  the  pre-war  conditions. 

A  similar  economy  was  effected  in  the  paint  business,  in 
eliminating  small  size  packages.  Now  all  has  been  changed, 
and  a  number  of  standardized  sizes  only  are  marketed. 
In  making  out  a  schedule  for  the  Army  dental  equipment,  it 
was  necessary  to  standardize  the  instruments,  to  specify  what 
should  and  should  not  be  used.  A  few  decades  ago  one  of  our 
largest  manufacturers  standardized,  or  attempted  to  do  so, 
the  manufacture  of  steel  instruments,  throwing  out  many 
foiins  that  had  crept  into  use,  and  duplicates  of  well-known 
sets  ^ 

Much  could  be  done  to  improve  present  conditions,  and  many 
of  our  steel  instruments  could  be  abandoned  to  the  advantage 
of  all  concerned,  as  one  becomes  skilled,  he  uses  fewer  and  fewer 
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sizes  and  shapes.  One  manufacturer  of  teeth  is  attempting  to 
standardize  the  same,  by  supplying  a  few  sets  of  a  certain  type. 
When  the  work  is  completed  they  will  have  a  few  dozen  styles, 
shapes,  sizes  that  will  cover  the  whol^  phase  of  manufacture. 

In  our  toothbrushes  the  number  of  styles  is  confusing.  The 
bristles  must  be  white,  soft,  stiff  and  hard,  although  by  the 
use  of  warm  water  all  are  in  time  rendered  soft.  The  handles 
must  vary  in  shape,  size,  bend  and  with  a  hole  in  the  end  or 
vice  versa.  The  rows  of  bristles  must  vary  from  one  to  five. 
The  use  of  black  bristles  is  taboo,  although  this  is  superior  to 
the  white  variety,  which  by  bleaching  has  lost  a  large  part  of 
Its  virtue,  and  is  of  short  duration.  The  t^ck  bristles  on  the 
jther  hand  are  stiff,  and  remain  so  after  most  strenuous  usage. 
They  will  bear  sterilization,  and  thrive  in  baths  of  hot  water. . 
Notwithstanding  the  virtue  of  the  black  bristles,  we  still 
continue  the  use  of  the  white. 

If  we  return  to  pre-war  conditions,  with  over  one  hundred 
different  styles,  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  the  advent  of  a 
cheaper  article. 

In  tooth  powder  we  have  an  infinite  variety.  Truth  be  known, 
it  is  not  the  matter  of  powder,  but  rather  ielbow  grease  and  the 
employment  of  salt  or  lime  water  as  a  den^rice  would  imduce ; 
better  results. 

Perhaps  of  all  dental  materials  used  today,  our  amalgams  are 
most  standardised.  This,  thanks  to  the  late  Dr.  G.  V.  Black; 
but  even  here  we  arc  at  sea,  and  the  matter  of  zinc  as  a  com- 
ponent is  strongly  defended  by  its  adherents,  and  equally 
condemned  by  those  who  believe  otherwise. 
In  the  placing  of  artificial  dentures  by  the  dentist  who  stand- 
ardizes his  shades  and  colors  to  fit  all  faces,  one  of  the  most 
distressing  things  is  to  meet  an  old  man,  who,  when  he  smiles, 
exposes  a  row  of  ivories  that  seem  to  reach  from  ear  to  ear, 
all  of  one  color  with  thin  unused  edges,  vvilhoiit  a  sign  of  wear. 
All  of  this  is  wrong.  Why  have  your  patients  advertise  a  tooth 
factory,  or  a  certain  brand  of  dentistry? 

A  set  of  false  teeth  is  much  more  natural  when  the  color 
scheme  is  broken  up;  and  several  shades  employed  in  their 
construction.  The  laterals  and  eye  teeth,  so  called,  mny  be 
darker,  and  serve  to  break  up  the  monotony  and  have  them 
appear  more  natural.  As  we  grow  older,  our  teeth  get  more 
stubby,  and  show  signs  of  wear.  We  should  grind  down  the 
edges  of  artificial  dentures  and  duplicate  nature. 

In  hospital  construction  one  of  the  latest  things  is  to  stancW 
ardize  every  ward;  that  is  should  be  a  fac-simile  of  the  next. 
Every  bottle,  appliance  and  medicine  is  in  place,  and  in 
dup]i^te^«s» 

There  is  much  that  dentistry  can  learn  from  the  Council  of 
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Natiofial  Defence*  and  take  advantage  of  events  that  have 
hurried  us  into  warfare.  If  we  profit  hy  its  lessons,  instead  of 
bdng  a  liability,  it  will  in  the  aid  prove  a  valuable  asset. 


REVIEW  OF  A  BOOK 

This  is  against  the  rule  but  the  editor  has  a  good  reason, 

LBMBNTARY  jeaad  Dental  Radiography/' 
Howard  Ril^  Raper,  D.D.S.»  Consolidated 
Dental  Mani^acturing  Company,  New  York 
City,  price  $7.00.  This  is  a  second  printing  of  the 
second  edition  and  has  been  adopted  as  a  text 
book  by  the  National  Association  of  Dental 
Faculties^  It  is  substantially  bound,  nicely  printed 
on  good  paper,  with  over  500  pages  and  500  illustrations. 
The  X-ray  pictures,  most  of  them  have  not  been  retouched,  look 
and  appear  like  many  of  those  made  in  our  laboratory.  Seme 
are  good,  some  are  bad,  a  lew  are  Indifferent,  but  all  tell  a 
story  of  tiieir  own  s^ 

The  beginner  on  noting  the  me  of  the  volume  would  ask  for  a 
smaller  book,  one  whidi  treats  the  subject  in  a  less  eadiaustive 
manner,  but  here  the  entire  subject  ik  electricity  is  covered 
in  only  13  pages.  The  subject  elementary  radiography  in 
84  pages,  and  only  52  pages  covering  the  detailed  consider- 
ation of  dental  radiography  technique.  Thus  the  entire  sub- 
ject of  elementary  and  dental  radiography  is  covered  in  only 
145  consecutive  pages.  The  rest  of  the  volume  may  be  desig- 
nated as  a  reference  book,  special  attention  being  ^iven  to  the 
Index  so  that  the  reader  may  easily  locate  any  subject. 
The  whole  matter  of  radiography  is  treated  in  a  manner  so 
simple  that  even  he  who  runs  may  read.  The  author  well  says 
that  the  taking  of  an  X-ray  is  a  comparatively  easy  matter, 
but  the  interpreting  of  the  photograph  with  the  possibility  of 
distortion,  etc.,  is  only  for  the  experienced  operator. 
The  X-ray  requires  an  unusual  intimacy  with  its  idiosyn- 
cracies  and  great  experience  in  its  interpretation  before  a 
reliable  opinion  may  be  rendered.  It  is,  therefore,  apparent 
that  the  best  skill  in  the  manipulation  of  the  X-ray  apparatus 
is  necessary.  As  one  writer  has  well  said :  **  It  is  an  expensive 
plaything  and  a  cheap  necessity.  It  is  a  Sherlock  Holmes  of 
our  interior  and  has  an  afternoon  sewing  circle  beaten  as  a 
means  of  exposing  our  umermost  secrets  and  obtaining  inside 
information." 

The  author  has  done  his  part  in  presenting  a  volume  that  is 
monumental  and  no  man  who  practises  the  science  of  radio- 
graphy, no  matter  wiiat  hia  experience,  can  afford  to  be  with- 
out its  aid  and  help.

Tin  plate  mills  are  increasing  their  output.  The  United  States  now  produces 
three-fourths  of  the  world's  supply. 

C  Durham  County,  North  Carolina,  will  establish  a  year-round  dental 
clinic  for  its  school  children.  It  is  expected  that  the  formal  opening  will  be 
July  1, 1919. 

A  rise  in  the  price  of  platinum  to  possibly  $150  an  ounce  is  looked  for  when 

the  Government  restrictions  are  removed,  as  present  production  in  the 
Russian  fields,  almost  abandoned,  is  far  below  normal  consumption. 

C.  In  view  of  the  National  Dental  Society  Meeting  at  New  Orleans,  La., 
it  is  a  matter  of  interest  that  the  New  Orleans  Board  of  Health  completed 
its  one  hundred  years  of  service  in  March,  1919. 

C  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross  local  chapter,  Plattsburgh, 
New  York,  has  appropriated  $600  to  be  used  to  establish  a  dental  dinic  m 
the  city  schools. 


The  dtlsens  of  McDowell  County,  West  Vhginia*  by  a 

1,500  voted  in  favor  of  authorizing  the  county  court  to  levy  a  tax  to  estab- 
lish a  free  dental  clinic  f  or  the  children  of  the  county  as  provided  by  special 
act  of  the  West  Virginia  legislature. 

C  Before  the  war  Europe  was  learning  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  the  American 
peanut;  likewise  India  and  Africa.  As  long  ago  as  1913  more  than  500,000 
tons  were  imported  into  France.  The  peanut  is  an  important  food  a4junct, 
and  its  importation  helps  in  the  problem  of  feeding  hungiy  Europe. 

41  The  Springfield,  Mass.  Board  of  Health  will  start  a  second  clinic  in  the 
north  end  of  the  dty.  Money  has  been  appropriated  by  the  City  Council. 
The  exact  location  has  not  been  determined,  but  it  is  to  be  in  one  of  the 

newer  schools. 
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The  British  pound  at  this  date  is  worth  about  $4.35,  and  the  American  dol- 
lar it  worth  about  foity  cents,  coini>ared  with  its  purchasing  power  five  years 
ago.  This  brings  tl.c  purchasing  power  of  a  pound  Sterling  down  to  $1.75 
here,  oompared  with  $4.84  before  the  war. 

The  Roche«?ter  Dental  Dispensary  has  recently  extended  its  service  to  the 
children  of  the  rural  schools  of  Monroe  County.  Up  to  this  time  it  has 
treated  the  teeth  of  the  Public  and  Parochial  schools  of  the  city,  but  as 
stilted,  tiie  wofkisnow  to  be  enlarged  to  include  the  rural  school  children. 

Automobile  stealing  has  grown  to  such  an  eitent  that  it  seems  almost  to 
have  obtained  the  respectability  of  a  sound  oonuneroe.  It  is  stated  that 
$75,000  worth  of  cars  are  stolen  daily.  As  a  result  companies  will  not  insure 
an  autaaMsbile  except  at  pcobibitive  rates. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society,  held  at  Syracuse, 
N.  Y.,  a  committee  was  app>ointed  to  have  a  special  society  of  dentists  oper- 
ating in  school  dental  dispensaries.  Persons  interested  in  such  work,  to  be 
called  at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Dental  Association,  October  20-34thy 
at  New  Orleans,  La. 

C  Statistics  have  shown  that  preventable  accidents  alone  amount  to 
25,000  persons  killed  yearly  and  more  than  500,000  seriously  injured  in 
industrial  pursuits.  More  startling  still,  30  per  cent  of  the  killed  and  80 
per  cent  of  tiie  ii^urecl  were  railroad  employees.  Mining  ranks  next  in  peril. 

C  Glycerine  serves  many  useful  purposes.  It  is  used  for  making  transparent 
soaps  and  beautifying  lotions;  for  making  perfumes;  as  a  lubricant  for  gas 
meters  and  machines  of  precision;  an  ingredient  of  copying  and  printers* 
inks;  by  the  spinner  and  the  weaver  and  in  scores  of  arts  and  crafts. 

With  live  hog  quoted  at  $23.00  a  hundred  in  Chicago,  the  price  of  pork 
has  advanced  to  forty-eight  cents  a  pound.  One  sighs  to  be  back  to 
the  time  of  his  boyhood,  when  the  best  pork  steak  sold  for  eight  cents  a 
pound,  and  th^  threw  in  a  hunk  of  liver.  *'  Them  were  happy  days." 


4[  The  Dttde-KOed  Dinosaur  who  existed  it  is  calculated  some  eight  million 
years  ago  in  the  interior  of  the  American  Continent,  sported  more  teeth 

than  any  other  animal  that  ever  Hve<i.  He  had  2.500  by  actual  count. He  was 
45  feet  over  all  and  weighed  a  ton.  Fifteen  feet  of  his  length  was  tail.  The 
skuU  that  contained  the  2,500  masticators  was  four  or  five  feet  in  length. 

Seven  out  of  nine  children  of  school  age  in  the  city  of  New  York  are  of  im- 
migrant parentage.  The  schools  have  to  substitute  Bnglish  for  more  than 
seventy  different  languages  spoken  by  the  pupils.  There  are  904  district  hos- 
pitals, homes,  and  societies  for  relief.  This  does  not  include  the  seventy- 
seven  authorized  war  relief  associations. 

^  The  Board  of  Education,  Plattsburgh,  New  York,hasdecidedtoinstitute 
a  dental  dinic  in  the  public  schools. 

€L  Cunmdngton,  Massachusetts,  has  established  a  dental  clinic  through 
the  eflbfta  of  the  Sdeetmen  and  School  Committee  for  the  benefit  of  their 
town  and  thoas  surrounding. 
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At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  Midvale  Steel  &  Ordnance  Com- 
pany, it  was  decided  to  spend  three  million  dollars  for  a  hospital  for  the  use 
of  the  employxes  of  the  company  and  their  families.  It  is  bdaeved  it  will  be 
established  at  tlie  Cambj^  (  Pa.)  works. 

The  Stsrte  of  Massachusietts  has  an  amendment  to  the  State  Labor  Laws  re- 
[ring  evesy -employer  of  over  one  hundred  persons  to  provide  facilities  for 
' ^treatmnat  of  pcnona  injured  or  taken  ill  on  the  pirmlses,  A1m>  dvU  and 
^iry  '^acilitieM!br  beating  or  wanning  of  food  to  be  comumed  bgr  the 
enipl(^peefiu.«s'  "*

C  J.  M.  A.  Sanz,  in  Siglo  Medico  says:  *'  The  medical  fees  paid  by  King 
Antiochus,  300  years  B.  C,  are  said  to  have  been  about  $120,000.  Dubois 
received  $20,000  and  the  title  of  Baron  for  attending  the  wife  of  Napoleon. 
The  latter  declared  that  he  did  not  believe  in  physicians,  but  he  averaged 
over  $40,000  a  year  paid  to  doctors,  dentists  and  chiropodists. 


H  The  importance  of  dentistry  as  a  health  fhctor  is  becoming  wocM- 
reoognised.  This  applies  even  to  En^and  where  dentists  liave  been  perhaps 
less  appreciated  than  in  any  other  country.  The  Prince  of  Widee  has 
graciously  consented  to  become  the  President  of  the  Royal  Dental  Hospital 

of  London,  Leicester  Square. 

C  A  new  explosive  is  being  used  in  South  African  mines  and  is  resulting  in 

a  great  saving  of  nitro- glycerin.  It  is  called  sengite,  and  is  a  gun  cotton 
explosive,  specially  prepared  and  put  into  cartridges  for  the  mines.  The 
ingredients  of  sengite  are  more  readily  obtainable  than  nitro^ycerin, 
they  are  added  to  gun  cotton.

€1  In  the  Spanish -American  War  one  man  out  of  five,  or  twenty  per  cent, 
contracted  typhoid  fever  which  was  responsible  for  eighty-six  per  cent  of 
the  total  deaths.  In  the  present  war  during  a  period  from  December  7,  1917, 
to  April  5,  1918,  twenty-one  weeks,  of  one  million  of  our  recruits  who  had 
been  vaccinated  against  disease  but  ten  cases  of  typhoid  developed,  i.  e., 
one  in  100,000  soldiers. 

C  According  to  a  recent  report  there  are  1,930,000  people  employed  in  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  motor  cars.  Of  this  number  580,000  arc  in  automo- 
bile factories,  1,020,000  make  parts  and  accessories  and  230,000  are  em- 
ployed by  agencies  and  garages.  This  number  equals  10  per  cent  of  all  the 
people  engaged  in  mechanical  and  manufacturing  industries  of  the  United 
Sutes. 

C  The  odor  of  cloves  has  been  known  to  destroy  microbes  in  35  minutes; 
cirmamon  will  destroy  some  species  in  12  minutes.  In  45  minutes  the 
common  wild  verbena  is  found  effective,  while  the  odor  of  some  gwanium 
flowers  has  destroyed  various  forms  of  microbes  in  50  minutes.  The  essence 
of  cinnamon  is  said  to  destroy  the  ty^^hoid  fever  microbes  in  1  2  minuteSy 
and  is  recorded  as  the  most  effective  of  all  odors  as  an  antiseptic. 
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.    d.  The  total  seating  capacity  of  motor  ci|T{^  25,0yD.OOa.  grh^t^^^U%i  that 
of  railroads  and  street  cars  combined,  'rh^^a^sen^l^  ^^^^  trs^^llnl  by 
automobiles  exceeds  those  of  street  cars  anofeifl^i  r^ro^^,  by^l 
twenty  miles  for  each  passenger.  ^i^*^    ^/ , 

C  As  a  result  of  our  acting  in  this  War  of  the  NationS^we'have  ]njpenorin5us 
bill  to  pay.  The  national  debt  of  the  United  States  i^j^out  t\^en^i^five 
million  dollars.  This  means  about  $1,000  per  capita  for  every  man  in  the 
country  over  twenty-one  years  of  age.  It  is  approximately  half  our  national 
income  for  the  year.  Let  us  get  at  least  a  part  of  this  debt  paid  before  we 
spend  all  we  are  making,  as  we  cannot  eat  our  cake  and  have  it  too. 


The  Canadian  legislature  has  appropriated  ten  thousand  dollars  to  make 
a  medical  and  dental  inspection  of  the  rural  schools.  Four  physicians  have 
been  appointed.  A  critical  dental  examination  is  a  matter  of  time  and  the 
employment  of  one  dental  inspector  is  a  crime.  The  whole  sum  would  not  be 
sufficient  to  make  a  complete  dental  inspection  of  the  Province. 

d,  A  Provincial  Director  of  Dental  Inspection  for  the  Province  of  Ontario 
has  recently  been  appointed  and  Dr.  Fred  J.  Conboy  is  to  undertake  this 
important  work.  The  work  to  be  carried  on  will  be  of  an  educational  nature. 
The  department  striving  with  the  public  and  their  representatives,  in 
municipal  councils  and  boards  of  education  for  the  urgent  need  of  appoint- 
ing a  permanent  dental  inspector  to  work  in  each  local  district. 

C  The  Canadian  Dental  Research  Foundation  is  in  process  of  formation. 
An  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  dental  profession  of  Canada  has  been  sent 
out  and  it  is  proposed  to  raise  $50,000  for  this  purpose.  The  students  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Dental  Surgeons  have  raised  within  the  college  walls  a 
total  of  $1,500.  Many  unsolved  problems  are  facing  the  dental  profession 
and  Canada  proposes  to  do  her  share  in  the  solution. 

€[  The  King  is  dead  I  Long  live  the  King!  "  Nuxated  Iron,"  a  patent 
medicine,  for  a  period  has  been  nmning  an  account  of  Jess  Willard  being 
able  to  whip  Jack  Jackson  because  he  took  to  the  habit  of  using  Nuxated 
Iron.  Now  they  are  out  with  another  advertisement  from  one  Dempsey, 
who  has  been  taking  Nuxated  Iron,  and  attributes  his  winning  the  pri^e 
fight  f  rom  Willard  as  due  to  his  taking  the  drug.

€L  The  discarded  nightcap,  such  as  our  grandparents  used  to  wear  is  said 
to  be  a  promoter  of  sleep.  In  addition  to  keeping  the  head  warm  it  shuts 
out  extraneous  sounds  and  other  sense  impressions. 

€1  This  experience  is  confirmed  by  that  of  the  soldiers  in  the  present  war  - 
who  wore  the  knitted  helmet  in  camp  and  billet  and  dugout,  and  found  its 
warmth  most  soothing  and  comforting,  and  promotive  of  sleep. 
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C  '*  Madam  Walker,"  who  died  recently  at  Irviii8toci-cii-the*Hudaon,  at 
the  of  fif^-two,  was  the  richest  colored  woman  in  eiiatence,  she  leaving 
an  estate  of  more  than  one  million.  The  Madam  was  a  washtub  artiit  a  few 
years  afO  at  Denver,  Colorado.  Here  she  got  the  idea  of  preparing  a  hair 
preparation  to  take  the  kink  out  of  the  negro's  hair.  From  the  sale  of  this 
ooncoction  she  made  her  fortune. 

€L  Perhaps  no  part  of  the  country  has  fdt  the  influence  of  the  War  so  greatly 

as  the  mountainous  districts  of  the  South.  With  the  return  of  its  soldier 

boys  with  new  ideas  and  a  larger  outlook  of  life,  they  have  advanced  one 
hundred  years.  They  have  created  a  greater  interest  in  education  among  the 
mountainous  people  than  has  been  known  since  Daniel  Boone  set  foot  in 
Kentucky  150  years  ago. 

H,  It  may  seem  a  kmg  way  from  good  roads  to  better  babies  and  yet  the 
two  are  closely  connected.  Of  what  use  as  the  Uttk  hospital  at  the  county 
seat,  if  the  woman  whose  life  depends  upon  its  care  cannot  be  taken  there 
swiftly  and  comfortably.  The  only  relief  is  to  make  the  farm  accessible  to 
the  doctor  and  nurse  to  make  the  hospital  and  the  health  center  accessible 
to  the  farm.  This  can  only  be  done  through  better  roads. 

€[  In  the  entire  country  there  is  one  bank  for  every  4,032  persons.  Nofth 
Dakota  leads  in  this  particular  with  one  bank  for  every  948  population.  The 
Philippines  have  one  bank  to  each  1,000,000  persons  and  are  at  the  bottcnn 
of  the  list.  These  figures  were  recently  compiled  by  the  Omaha  Bank  of 
ComniLi  ce  and  appear  in  the  New  York  Annalist.  Through  the  help  of  the 
banks  the  Government  sold  last  year  more  than  $1,000,000,000  worth  of 
Thrift  Stamps,  an  equivalent  of  $10.00  per  capita. 

€i  A  large  part  of  the  Irish  linen  supply  has  come  from  Russia  and  since 
no  material  has  been  imported  horn  Russia,  Ireland  has  had  to  depend  on 
her  own  resources.  As  a  result  we  are  faced  with  a  famine  of  real  "  Irish 
linen."  To  supply  this  deficiency  Canada  has  come  to  the  front  and  estab- 
lished a  linen  industry  which  promises  to  supply  her  own  needs  and  that  of 
the  Allies.  This  is  only  an  illustration  of  an  industry  adapting  itself  to 
circumstances  *^ 

C        to  the  lack  of  cold  weather  the  past  season,  ice  has  risen  to  unknown 

figures,  a  ton  retailing  now  for  the  sum  of  $11 .00.  This  is  where  you  hang  out 
your  card  and  delivery  is  made  by  the  iceman.  Stations  have  been  estab- 
lished at  which  people  can  buy  a  piece  of  ice  for  five  or  six  cents,  paying 
cash  and  carrying  it  home  themselves.  This,  during  the  past  season,  was 
very  successful  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  the  company  which  established 
these  stations  has  now  thirty-five  in  operation.  There  is  no  charity  or 
philanthropy  about  "  cash  and  carry  "  ice.  The  company  has  found  it  a 
very  profitable  venture. 
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^  With  the  advent  of  modem  chemistry  in  the  field  of  mining  it  is  possible 
to  work  many  ores  that  heretofore  have  not  been  of  profit.  The  greatest  of 
Alaskan  mines  Is  one  that  yidds  on  an  average  of  $1.50  a  ton.  Tliere  is  In 
siglit  one  hundred  yean*  work  and  until  these  fields  are  eihausted  the  world 
cannot  be  said  to  havt  used  its  visible  supply  of  fold. 


Tlie  foOowbiB  is  from  a  CkMfemmmd  BuUeHn :  **  Probably  the  first  thing  to 
mnsidcr  is  the  teeth.  If  they  are  badly  worn,  they  should  be  renewed.  Any 

bent  or  damaged  teeth  should  be  replaced.  Each  tooth  should  be  tapped 
lightly  with  a  hammer  to  determine  by  the  sound  whether  it  is  tight.  Any 
loose  teeth  should  be  driven  firmly  in  place,  with  a  heavy  hammer,  and  a  nut 
drawn  down  tight  against  the  bar  or  spring  washers.**  The  Bulletin, 
we  Ibi^ot  to  say»  refers  to  the  care  and  repair  of  farm  implements. 

f[  It  is  now  proposed  to  issue  abstracts  of  titles  for  automobiles.  The  im- 
mediate and  most  Important  results  to  the  motorist  will  be  a  material 

reduction  in  the  number  of  cars  stolen  and  a  reduction  of  the  insurance 
rates.  Under  this  plan  it  will  be  quite  as  impossible  to  steal  and  sell  a  motor 
car  so  protected  as  it  would  be  in  the  case  of  real  estate.  In  addition,  the 
abstract  will  serve  a  number  of  other  worthy  purposes,  such  as  providing 
information  of  mortgages,  liens  and  similar  l^fal  claims  as  may  exist  against 
cart.  The  automobile  abstract  is  the  biggest  Mp  In  motor  car  protection 
iinoe  tibe  advent  of  the  automobile  itself. 

H  Just  In  pasdng,  referring  to  H.  C.  L.,  the  oyster  stew  is  a  horrible 

example.  The  oyster  digger  who  used  to  get  $1.00  a  day  and  grub,  now 
demands  $125  a  month.  They  work  five  days  a  week.  Oyster  openers, 
formerly  content  with  $15.00  a  week  and  board,  now  demand  $25.00  a  week. 
Waiters  and  dUiwashers  insist  on  wages  lordly  in  comparison  with  their 
former  pay.  CradDers  and  butter  think  they  bdong  to  tiie  jewelry  trade. 
HauHnc  oystera  costs  forty  cents  a  sack.  In  the  good  old  days  the  shells 
could  be  carted  away  for  nothing.  Now  it  costs  $6.00  a  load.  With  all  the 
rest, "  oysters  ain't  so  good  as  they  were  last  year." 

The  following  from  Hospital  Management  is  of  interest:  "  There  are  many 
little  ways  in  which  the  hospital  can  teach  right  ways  of  living  to  patients 
who  come  to  the  institution  for  treatment  of  civic  diseases  or  conditiuas.  For 
exunqple:  a  certain  Ohio  hospital  fundshes  as  a  matter  <tf  routine  a  tooth 
brush  to  every  patient  who  does  not  happen  to  be  provided  with  one.  The 
timely  suggestion  rppording  mouth  hygiene  forms  a  lesson  which  is  usually 
takoi  to  heart,  and  great  improvement  along  this  line  is  always  noted  before 
the  patient  is  discharged.  The  tooth  brushes  distributed  by  the  hospital  are 
not  expensive,  but  they  are  quite  useful,  and  the  plan  of  bringing  home  the 
Impotuaioe  of  onl  hygkne  to  the  patient  has  been  found  an  important  one." 

A  movement  to  create  a  Department  of  Public  Health  in  the  Federal  Gov- 
emment  has  been  laundied  in  Congress  in  the  form  of  a  bill  introduced  by 

Congressman  John  McDuff  of  Alabama,  which  authorizes  the  President  to 
appoint  a  Secretary  of  Public  Health  at  a  salary  of  $12,000,  who  is  to  be 
head  of  the  department.  The  Secretary  of  Public  Health  should  have 
personal  jurisdiction  and  supervision  of  all  public  health  measures  of  the 
Federal  Qoverament,  except  those  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army 
and  Navy.  The  measure  provides  for  the  organization  of  the  following 
bureaus:  Sanitary  Research,  Vital  Statistics  and  Publications,  Foods  and 
Drugs,  Quarantine,  Sanitary  Engineering,  Government  Hospital  Personnel 
and  Accounts. 
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C  Waterbury,  Coimecticut,  has  engaged  a  dentist  and  two  lady  assistants 
to  look  after  the  dental  aeeds  of  the  public  school  children.  The  work  will 
first  be  confined  to  prophylaxis  and  preventive  dentistry.  Tooth  brush 
drills  and  helping  the  children  to  keep  their  own  mouths  clean  will  be 
featured  «•» 

C  The  Management  of  the  new  hotel  opposite  the  Pennsylvania  station  at 
New  York  City  has  opened  a  hospital,  fully  equipped  with  operating  room 
and  Roentgen-ray  apparatus  for  the  use  of  its  more  than  two  thousand 
employees.  The  hotel  has  conducted  a  clinic  for  several  months  and 
treated  an  average  of  sixty  patients  daily.  A  visiting  nurse  will  be  employed 
to  look  after  the  home  conditions  of  the  patients.  Dr.  Joseph  Darwin  Nagle 
is  in  charge,  assisted  by  a  staff  of  visiting  phywidans,  surgeons,  and  a  corpa 
of  trained  nurses. 

C  The  North  Carolina  Legislature,  by  recent  legislation,  has  made  it  lawful 
for  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  appoint  a  regular  licensed  dentist  who  shall 
be  known  as  an  assistant  secretary.  His  duties  will  be  that  of  establishing  a 
Bureau  of  Oral  Hygiene.  Part  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  a  reputable  dentist  in  each  county  who  is  to  be  known  as 
the  county  mouth  hygienist.  These  county  mouth  hygienists  are  to  serve 
without  compensation  in  conjunction  with,  and  under  the  direction  of,  the 
state  officer.  Salary  of  new  appointee  is  to  be  three  Uiousand  dollars  and 
expenses  «•» 

4[  At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association  at 
Atlantic  City,  one  of  the  speakers  said;  "Brush  your  teeth;  keep  your 
mouth  clean.  The  army  bought  tens  of  tliousands  of  tooth  brushes  and  lots 
of  soldiers  used  them  to  clean  the  cracks  in  their  shoes.  I  wonder  how  many 
of  the  670  men  who  died  at  Camp  Lee  would  have  been  alive  today  if  they 
had  kept  their  mouths  clean.  Wash  your  hands.  Hardly  anybody  washe<l 
their  hands  forty  years  ago  except  upon  compulsion.  Most  infectious  dis- 
eases enter  the  system  by  way  of  the  mouth,  conveyed  there  by  the  hands. 
Unclean  hands  carry  disease.  Rubber  gloves  were  one  of  the  greatest  things 
that  happened  In  medicine." 

C  During  this  War  of  the  Nations  we  have  looked  forward  to  the  trade 
expansion  of  all  Europe,  especially  Germany,  to  our  own  detriment.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  the  countries  lately  at  war  are  bled  white.  They  have  no 
money  to  engage  in  manufacturing,  to  buy  raw  aiaterialB,  or  the  necessary 
machinery,  and  unless  the  United  States  comes  forward  with  a  loan  of 
huge  proportions,  it  seems  unlikely  that  modem  Europe,  at  we  know  it, 
will  be  a  factor  in  the  manufacturing  industry  for  the  next  decade. 

€L  We  find  that  Europe's  buying  ability  is  deplorably  small.  She  has  little 
wherewithal  to  pay  for  what  she  needs.  With  immense  debts,  the  interest 
of  which,  at  least,  must  be  met,  it  is  a  serious  question  if  we  can  avert  the 
calamity  that  threatens  the  world. 
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Dr.  George  W.  Goler,  Health  Officer,  Rochester,  New  York,  in  his  report  for 
June,  1919,  nys  :  "  For  more  than  ten  yean  the  Biueau  has  heen  attempt- 
ing to  place  brfore  the  public  the  dangers  of  decajred  teeth  and  the  presence 
of  large  tonsils  and  adenoids.  There  can  ho  no  question  but  that  one  day  the 
child  with  decayed  teeth,  diseased  tonsils  and  dribbling  adenoids  will  not  be 
permitted  to  go  to  school,  because  it  will  be  viewed  as  a  possible  dangerous 
diameter.  *  *  *  *  *  ^"Letevery  one  take  his  or  her  moutfatothe  dentist  at 
leaatrevery  six  months  ;  or  better,  once  in  thr  months.  Diseases  caused  by 
obstructions  in  the  breathing  apparatus  and  defective  teeth  cannot  always 
be  cured  by  treating  them  after  fifty.  Prevent  them  in  childhood  and  early 
youth  by  taking  out  the  tonsils  and  repairing  the  teeth." 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  of  Leominster,  Mass.,  is  making  appeal  to  all  of  its 
friends  for  canned  fruits  to  be  put  up  and  laid  aside  for  the  big  Junior  Carni- 
val, which  will  be  held  October  18th.  The  society  is  depending  on  this  fruit 
sale  as  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  revenue.  At  the  cessation  of  the  war,  the 
activities  of  the  Junior  Department  were  directed  to  local  work,  and  a  field 
was  easily  found.  Nearly  all  the  resources  of  this  society  are  devoted  to  the 
care  of  the  teaching  of  school  children;  children  not  able  otherwise  to  receive 
the  necessary  attention.  As  yet  the  city  has  made  no  provision  for  this  work, 
and  since  the  work  of  tiie  Child  Welfsfe  Society  cease^with  children 
of  school  age,  there  was  no  fund  to  devote  to  this  purpose. 
The  Junior  Red  Cross  working  in  conjunction  with  a  school  nurse  is  sending 
to  the  dentist  for  treatment  all  children  recommended  by  the  nurse.  These 
are  children  whose  parents  arc  not  able  to  give  them  the  necessary  attention 

Eugene  S.  Talbot,  M.  D.,  D.D.S..  in  the  May  Denfal  Cosmos,  snys:  "  A  pa- 
tient's health  is  worth  more  than  all  the  teeth.  It  jtatu  nts  with  one  or  more 
pulpless  teeth  are  complaining  of  bad  health,  1  do  not  hesitate  to  remove  the 
pulpless  teeth  when  all  other  sources  of  infection  have  been  removed.  I  have 
arrested  arthritis  deformans,  cured  headadies,  indigestion,  boils,  skin  erup- 
tions, and  larpe  glands  in  the  neck,  supposed  to  be  due  to  tuberculosis  and 
other  diseases,  by  removing  pulpless  teeth  that  did  not  show  defects  in  the 
X-ray."  And  again,  "  We  have  arrived  at  a  very  critical  period  in  dental 
practice  in  regard  to  oral  sepsis  and  focal  infection.  Are  we  to  go  on  filling 
roots  of  tee^  when  we  know  that  9  5  per  cent  of  root-fUlings  are  failures  ?  Or 
that  many  diseases  of  the  body  are  due  to  imperfect  root-fillings?  Or  shall 
we  extract  the  teeth  to  be  sure  that  systemic  disease  cannot  occur  ?  " 

C  The  new  prohifattkm  law  allows  the  physician  to  prescribe  not  more  than 
one  quart  of  liquor  for  a  patient  at  a  given  time,  and  in  no  case  shall  he  pre- 
scribe alrnhnlir  liquor  imless  the  patient  is  under  his  constant  personal  sup- 
ervision. The  prescription  which  is  non-refillable,  must  show  the  name  and 
address  of  the  patient,  including  the  street  or  apartment  number,  if  any,  the 
date  when  prescription  was  written,  condition  of  illness  for  which  prescribed, 
and  the  name  of  the  phaimadst  to  whom  prescription  was  presented  for  fill- 
ing. Physicians  desiring  alo^ol  for  strictly  scientific  and  medicinal  purposes 
must  file  application  for  a  p>ermit  with  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  of 
the  district  in  which  they  live.  This  application  must  be  accompanied  by 
bond  furnished  by  a  Surety  Comi>any,  or  signed  by  two  individuals  as  sure- 
ties. Both  the  application  and  bmd  must  be  in  duplicate.  A  bond  for  $100 
allows  the  physiciBn  to  have  on  hand,  or  in  transit,  twenty  gallons  of  alcohol 
or  liquors.  The  sameprivilege  is  open  to  dentists  who  may  become  applicants 
for  a  permit.  An  account  of  all  alcohol,  or  alcoholic  liquors,  purchased  and  on 
hand  must  be  ready  at  any  time  for  the  inspection  by  an  Internal  Revenue 
officer.  Aloohclpr  alcoholic  liquors  purchased  under  these  conditions  canno 
be  used  for  thc^physidan's  own  consumption. 
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The  dental  hygienists  of  Connecticut,  some  150  in  number,  met  at 
Bridgeport,  Connecticut,  JAay  24,  1919.  Papers  were  read  on  different 
subjects  by  Doctors  A.  C.  Fones,  Harvey  Burkhart,  Albert  Stevenson,  and 
Edward  Kirk,  who  had  just  returned  from  over-seas,  made  an  informal 
address  at  the  banquet.  His  intimate  stories  of  London  experience  at  the 
close  of  the  War  led  up  to  the  critical  situation  in  the  dental  profession  at 
the  beginning  of  the  hostilities  and  the  stringent  methods  now  taken  to 
remedy  same.  That  there  were  registered  legally  less  than  5,000  dentists 
for  the  40,000,000  and  that  one  dentist  was  allotted  180,000  men  was 
the  huge  problem. 

C  Mrs.  A.  C.  Fones,  Chairman  of  the  Banquet  Committee,  arranged 
attractive  decorations  with  baskets  of  purple  lilacs  and  dark  red  roses  and 
unshaded  purple  candles. 

C  Dr.  A.  C.  Fones  read  a  paper  on,  "  Five  Years  of  Mouth  Hygiene  in  the 
Public  Schools  of  Bridgeport." 

C  The  supply ^f  physidant  in  this  oountiy  It  ttill  greater  in  proportion  to 
the  population  than  that  of  any  other  dvilixed  country.  That  is»  one 
physician  for  eveiy  712  people  or  a  total  of  147,812  physicians.  This  woukl 
mean  that  we  have  twice  as  many  physicians  to  population  as  in  the  most 
fiivofed  countries  of  Europe.  We  liave>  however,  a  large  number  of  physi- 
cians engafed  in  the  work  of  public  health,  preventive  medidne,  laboratory 
and  diagnostic  work,  full  time  teachers  in  medical  sdiools;  men  who  devote 
themselves  to  insurance  problems,  and  research  given  to  tuberculosis, 
mental  diseases,  cancer  and  other  like  problems.  The  chief  complaint  in 
regard  to  the  scarcity  of  physicians  comes  naturally  from  the  sparsely 
settled  rural  communities.  This  is  due  in  a  large  degree  to  the  difficulties 
of  inter-communication  and  transportation.  With  the  advent  of  the 
telephone,  the  automobile  and  improved  roads,  these  conditions  in  rural 
communities  have  gradually  improved. 

#1  "  Lrwisitc  "  is  the  deadliest  poison  yet  discovered.  Guarded  night  and 
day  and  far  out  of  human  reach  on  a  pedestal  at  the  Interior  Department, 
on  exhibition,  is  a  tiny  vial  which  contfiins  a  specimen  of  the  deadliest  poison 
ever  known,  the  product  of  an  American  scientist.  It  is  what  Germany 
escaped  by  signing  the  armistice  before  all  the  resources  of  the  United 
States  were  turned  upon  her. 

C  Ten  airplanes  carrying  Lewisite  would  have  wiped  out  every  vestige  of 
life,  human,  animal,  and  vegetable,  in  Berlin.  A  single  day's  output  would 
snuff  out  four  thousand  lives  on  Manhattan  Island.  A  single  drop  poured 
in  the  band  would  penetrate  the  blood»  reach  the  heart  and  kill  the  victim 
with  great  agony. 

€L  When  the  armistsoe  was  signed  Lewisite  was  being  manufactured  at  the 
rate  of  ten  tons  a  day,  and  three  thousand  tons  of  this  most  terrible  con- 
coction ever  conceived  would  have  been  ready  for  business  on  the  American 
Front,  in  France  on  Mardi  1. 
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d.  In  the  course  of  an  article  on  the  tomato  as  an  antiscorbutic  a  medical 
exchange  says:  Side  by  side  with  the  juice  of  the  lemon  and  the  swede,  the 
tooMito  is  now  worthy  of  ranking,  according  to  the  dmultaneously 
published  observations  of  Hess  and  Unger  at  the  Bureau  of  Laboratories  in 
the  New  York  City  Department  of  Health,  and  of  Givens  and  McClugage 
at  the  University  of  Rochester.  Hess  and  Unger  have  actually  administered 
canned  tomatoes  to  infants  who  were  receiving  pasteurized  milk,  sub 
*  sUluting  it  in  the  dietary  for  orange  juice,  which  Iws  become  increasingly 
expensive.  The  amount  given  to  babies  3  months  or  more  of  age  was  15  cc, 
half  this  quantity  being  given  daily  to  younger  infants.  The  tomatoes  have 
been  uniformly  well  tolerated  throughout  the  summer  by  babies  as  young 
as  1  or  2  months  of  age.  The  fact  that  both  the  New  York  and  the  Roch- 
eiter  investigators  found  that  the  methods  of  preservation — canning  and 
drying  respectively — do  not  enthrely  deprive  the  tomato  of  antisoodnitic 
potency,  gives  a  welcomed  addition  to  the  list  of  perennially  available  food 
products  that  can  be  depended  on  to  protect  infants,  as  well  as  adults 
likewise  depending  on  restricted  diets,  from  the  danger  of  scurvy. 

H  A  writer  in  the  /.  A,  M.  A,,  says:  '*  It  is  true  that  during  the  War  no 
entirely  new  surgical  principle  was  uncovered.  But  in  this  fact  there  is  no 
discredit  to  surgery,  since  it  is  equally  true  that  the  long  established  princi- 
ples on  which  surgery  rests  emerged  triumphant  from  a  test,  the  equal  of 
which  they  will  never  meet  again.  Pasteur  and  Lister  buildcd  for  all  time. 
At  no  period  of  the  War  was  the  truth  of  the  principles  of  asepsis  and  anti- 
sepsis in  danger;  their  practice,  however,  was  at  first  rudely  shaken.  The 
novelty  of  it  all,  the  conditions  of  time,  soil,  movement,  equipment  both 
human  and  material,  the  number  of  wounded,  their  uneven  distribution, 
the  multiplicity,  the  extent  and  the  severity  of  their  lesions,  the  virulence 
and  rapidity  of  their  infections  seemed  about  to  overwhelm  our  methods  of 
surgical  practice.  But  organization  of  our  forces  and  the  application  of 
knowledge  already  possessed  to  conditions  in  the  end  adequately  compre- 
hended, finally  resulted  in  the  advent  of  the  two  great  surgical  developments 
of  the  War,  the  "primary  closure"  of  contaminated  wounds,  and  the  so- 
called  Carrel-Dakin  method  of  treatment  through  which  successful  second- 
ary suture  of  once  infected  wounds  was  rendered  feasible.  •  •  • 
C  War  has  brought  into  sharp  relief  the  fact  that  the  prompt  application  of 
proper  treatment  is  the  prime  essential  to  success  in  traumatic  surgery 
and  that  lack  of  it  is  the  great  contributor  to  disaster;  it  has  given  certainty 
to  our  opinion  that  mechanical  cleansing  of  a  wound  has  greatt  r  basic 
value  than  attempts  at  chemical  sterilization;  it  has  given  new  strength  to 
our  belief  that  the  body  tissues  and  fluids  possess  in  tlicinsclvcs  trcmendou-; 
powers  of  resistance  tf)  infection,  if  only  the  contaminating  agent  and  the 
hopelessly  traumatized  tissue  are  removed.  *  ♦  * 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  even  in  severe  wounds  with  existing 
contamination,  infection  can  be  prevented  or  controlled.  Tetanus  has 
practically  been  banished  because  of  the  preventive  quality  of  the  antitoxin. 
Treatment  by  magnesiiun  sulphate  and  phenol  has  been  definitely  put 
aside,  ♦  ♦  •  There  is  no  longer  any  question  as  to  the  proper  treatment, 
either  in  peace  or  in  war,  of  penetrating  wounds  of  the  abdomen.  Many 
of  our  doubts  in  chest  surgery  have  vanished.  The  treatment  of  fractures 
has  been  stabilized  by  the  standardisation  of  splints  and  other  apparatus 
for*  immobolisation.''

OME  seven  ^ousand  mUet  removed 
y\)  fr&m  New  Yoilc  City  is  the  BiB|Mre  of 
/A  Japan.  Uhtfl  the  advent  of  Commodore 
^  Ptanty's  visit  hi  18S2-54,  Japan  waff  a 
.Iq.  land  of  mystery  and  had  no  oommerce 
with  the  outside  world.  Shiee  that  time 
it  has  rapidly  developed  and  today  ia  one 
of  the  great  powers  of  the  woiid. 
Dentistsy  as  practised  hi  Japan  a  few  decades  past, 
when  the  only  substitutes  for  artificial  dentures  were 
wooden  plates  prepared  by  men  witiiout  training,  to 
the  present  with  2,404  registered  dentists.  Is  but  a 
short  time.  Japan  boasts  two  dental  colleges — the 
''Tokio  Shikwa  Igalni  Semmon  Gakko**  (Tokio 
Dental  College),  established  nearly  thirty  years  ago, 
also  the  NIhow  Shikwa  Igaku  Semmon  Qakko," 
Oapan  Dental  College).  Its  grmhiatcs  are  eatHled  to 
a  license  for  dental  practice  witiiout  being  officially 
examined  as  to  their  peisonal  attainments,  a  courlesy 
extended  also  to  American  graduates  of  reputaUe 

schools  ^  9^ 

The  Associated  Dental  Society  of  Japan,  the  national 
body,  has  an  annual  meeting.  ^  organisation  for 
scientific  investigation,  the  Japan  Odontological  So- 
ciety, has  enjoyed  a  long  existence,  most  dental  practi- 
tioners in  Japan  bLing  its  members.  The  monthly 
meeting  is  held  in  Tokio  and  once  a  year  the  general 
meeting  takes  place  in  the  same  city-  Seven  monthly 
dental  journals  are  issued  and  while  American  and 
finghsh  manufacturers  are  advertised  in  their  pages, 
a  large  part  of  the  advertising  section  is  giVen  up  to 
dental  commodities  made  in  **  Nippon." 
Many  of  the  dental  offices  are  weU  equ^iped,  largely 
of  American  manufacture.  There  is  a  fair  sprinkling  of 
American  and  English  dentists  who  find  in  Japaft  a 
profitable  pnMctice. 

Oral  hygiene  is  not  confined  to  America,  but  is  world- 
wide in  its  application.  It  has  been  in  early  evidence 
in  Japan.  A  number  of  moving  picture  films  have  been 

ordered  from  this  country,  lectures  have  been  delivered 
in  the  schools,  and  the  following  pages  testify  as  tO 
their  active  interest  in  the  work*

Almost  exactly  eighty   years  ago 
the  first  dentf)]  journal  was  founded 
on    a  similar   plan   and  rendered 
creditable  service  for  twenty  years. 
The  description  of  tlic  magazine 
quoted  above  is  from  an  opening 
note  by  Dr.  Gics.  Dr.  Gies  writes  so 
well  t  int  it  is  a  pleasure  to  read  even 
when  one  feels  that  the  spirit  of  the 


apostle  hat  led  him  to  overlook  tbe 
food  in  some  of  the  things  he  spurns 
and  in  things  which  wQl  be  iropoi1> 
ant  factors  in  making  possible  the 
success  of  tbe  present  acfaievcnettt 
Perhaps  all  of  Dr.  Oies'  criticism  of 
the  present  dental  journalism  mmj 
be  summarised  to  his  iwords,  a 
system  of  journalism  that  has  been 
oompletdy  eliminated  from  respect 
and  Influence  in  every  other  profes- 
don,  because  of  that  system's  inher- 
ent insincerity,  unreliability  and 
selfishness."  At  least  such  an  indict- 
ment is  sufficiently  S'veepinj?  and 
severe  to  include  ail  else  tlial  he 
might  have  written. 
Truth,  like  i  i  imDnds,  presents 
many  facets,  iind  n  ^  man  can  catch 
the  reflections  from  ail  ct  oacz.  It  is 
possible  for  men  wlio  are  agreed  on 
a  principle  and  are  of  equ.-«l  ability, 
integrity  and  nobility  of  pur.xjst?.  to 
differ  in  interj^  rct  .ti  ^n  c  f  facts,  and 
as  to  the  method  most  de>irable  to 
achieve  an  end.  Let  us  a^ree  on  the 
desirability  of  a  dental  magazine 
edited  in  the  spirit  of  Dr.  Gies' 
words.  Let  us  tike  issue  with  the 
statement  th^t  dental  journalism* 
asexcmi  Hhed  by  those  dental  maga- 
zines in  A^luch  the  business  depart 
ment.  circulation,  printing,  etc^ 
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in  the  h©nds  (  (  dertal  manufactur- 
ers, 13  in'  inccr.%  unreliable  and  self- 
ish. Let  us  oppose  to  this  the  state* 
xnents  t^tt  t'.  e  dental  profession  has 
never  yet  cered  enough  for  a  dental 
xnai^azine  under  exclusively  profes- 
sional control  to  give  it  sufficient 
financial  support  to  defray  the  mere 
erpcnse  of  publication,  to  say 
nothing  of  payment  for  the  work 
involved,  unless  the  subscription 
price  was  made  part  of  a  Society's 
dues;  that  the  present  form  of 
journalism  did  not  come  into  exist- 
ence until  two  magazines  under 
exclusive  professional  control  had 
failed;  that  at  least  in  the  better 
magazines  of  tcxlay  the  text  pages 
have  been,  on  the  average,  free  from 
domination  by  the  publishers;  that 
the  editors  have  been,  on  the  aver- 
ag!e»  honorable  and  reliable  men,  as 
unselfish  as  their  fellows:  and  tfast 
they  have  striven  to  edit  their  paget 
in  the  ipint  wbkh  Dr.  Qim  claima 
lior  the  new  journal.  Many  of  tfaem- 
under  hnilirn>»  of 
and  indifference  on'tlNr 
part  of  the  pf  ofaiBion  nhich  the  new 
jounwl  will  never  know,  and  those 
nbo  are  EOoe»  if  they  could  look

tributions  over  a  long  pcri"Kl  of 
years.  Were  tbey  of  the  calibre  that 
condones  insincerity  merely  for  the 
sake  of  getting  into  print?  Is  there 
any  evidence  that  insincerity  and 
unreliability  ever  occurred  to  them? 
C  Does  not  Dr.  Gies  take  the  posi- 
tion of  one  who  kicks  at  the  ladder 
which  has  made  his  ascent  possible? 
Let  us  see  whether  the  system  of 
journalism  he  condemns  has  not 
made  possible  the  ambitious  effort  of 
today.  If  we  study  Dr.  Trueman's 
'*  Dental  Journals  of  the  United 
States,"  we  ftnd  that  in  1839  an 
association  of  dentists  was  formed 
in  New  York  to  publish  The  Ameri- 
can Journal  oj  Dental  Science.  No 
thought  of  any  other  than  exclus- 
ively professional  control  occurred 
to  the  founders,  because  no  other 
form  of  control  had  ever  erittcd. 
There  was  to  be  one  copy  per  year* 
at  s  pdoe  oi  $3.  Two  years  later  it 
was  made  a  quarterly,  and  the  pries 
raised  to  For  ten  years  it  liSS 
financially  unsuccessful  and  the  pro- 
ff  innsi  spirit  of  the  Society  svi* 
dvH^  nst  bdac  able  to  pny  ibe 
mete  oost  of  psodudng  Its  own 
litenytars,  It  pstssd  into  tbe  bands 
of  a  man  whose  spirit  was  gre^Nf 
than  the  Society's.  Dr.  Cbspin  A. 
Hanis»  wbo  bore  the  eipeass  and 
labor  until  his  deatii,  ten  years  later. 
It  flttl^  be  si9€Ctsd  of  sucb  «  spirit 
tbstthtf  vobiiiifs  frffdHT**^  ^w^y  b% 
cberge  would  justify  Dr.  Trttsnisn'*

loses  nothing  by  oompaf^QB  wMi 
otiier  sciemific  journals  of  the  day. 
It  M  pMBly  to  be  sssn  tliat  it  was 
aiwnpiishing  tbe  otject  for  wfaMi 
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it  was  designed.  It  brought  the 
members  of  the  profession  nearer 
together,  and  taught  them  that  it 
paid  to  make  the  results  of  observa- 
tions and  experiences  common  prop- 
erty." After  twenty  years  of  stnigRle 
and  financial  loss,  by  the  few  who 
did  care  for  the  sake  of  the  many 
who  didn't  care»  the  jourxial  ceased 
to  exist 

In  184  7  the  Mississippi  Valley 
Dental  Association,  feeling  the  need 
of  a  journal  as  a  means  of  profe-s 
sional  communication,  projected  a 
journal,  the  first  copy  of  which 
appeared  in  the  same  year.  The 
income  for  the  first  year  was  insuf- 
ficient to  pay  the  expenses,  so  the 
Society  met  the  deficit.  At  the  end 
of  the  second  year,  the  deficit  was 
larger  and  the  Society  ^pve  up  the 
enterprise.  As  in  the  cttse  of  the  New 
York  journal,  a  rare  spisft  eame  to 
the  rescue.  Dr.  James  Taylor 
anumed  the  labors  and  btirdflB  and 
cnrricd  it  at  a  loss  for  acven  years. 
Drs.  Taft  and  Watt  then  carried  it 
for  three  years,  when  it  was  sold  to 
the  owner  of  a  <lcntal  depot  in  Oili* 
dnnati.  It  is  now  pubfiehed  by  the 
Sawwiel  A«  Cfockcr  -Go.,  it  lA  It* 
73rd  year,  and  la  the  oldcat  dental 
jotinMl  la  the  world.  Perhaps  Dr.  • 
Hoff  Ofdcht  reaeftt  the  augceMioa 
that  the  eoodiict  of  thtt' Jotimal 
under  Drt.

Thii  brief  auminaiy  tfhowe  that  be- 
fore tiie  fMPeeent  nyetcin  of  ilental 
jouftudleni  mm  thought  of  two 
gfoupe  of  the  moat  progreatlve 
deniista  of  their  time  eateblilhed 
dtetal  jouraalK,  etduaiveiy  wider 
ptofeeaienal  control,  and  that  after 
dMTt  eaqierieneee  they  pwriferred  to 
go  wttbouc  founndft  father  Hwn' 
defiM^  the  men  coat' of  publlidifaic 


their  own  literature.  It  shows  that 
the  preservation  of  dental  journal- 
ism for  such  time  as  the  profession 
preserved  it,  unaided,  depended  on 
heavy  sacrifices  by  individuals  in  the 
profession  who  supported  the  jour- 
nals from  their  own  earnings,  and 
that  with  the  passing  of  their  lives  or  * 
their  supporting  ability,  this  form 
of  dental  journalism  also  passed. 
Drs.  Harris,  Brown,  Westcott,  Dun- 
ning, Dwindle,  Piggott,  Taylor, 
Taft,  and  Watt,  stood  in  their  day 
quite  as  high  professionally  as  the  * 
brilliant  group  which  is  to  edit  the 
Journal  of  Dental  Research.  They 
gave  unsparingly  of  themselves  and 
their  means.  Their  magazines  *'could 
be  seen  to  be  accomplishing  the 
purposes  intended,"  and  they 
*'  reached  a  mark  of  dental  excel' 
lence  which  haa  not  been  eaweUed.** 
Their  efforts  were  futile  because  the 
proimion  did  not  oaaecndngh  about ' 
iti  owkk  UMatttre,  as  presented  hy 
itm  bekt  representatives,  to  pay  the 
mere  financial  coat  of  {producing  it. 
What  greater  chance  of  succeaa 
could  the  Joxirnal  of  Dental  Re^ 
search  hafVe  bnd  in  thoae  dayn?

Many  of  the  editors  of  the  new 
journal  have  won  general  pro- 
fessiooal  recognitioo  through  their 


journals  were  sold  at  moderate 
annual  prices.  The  introduction  of 
the  journals  to  the  dentists  was 
energetically  undertaken,  and  many 
a  dentist  who  did  not  wish  to  sub- 
scribe or  to  read,  was  cajoled  out  of 
his  isolation  by  the  representatives 
of  the  publisher.  The  success  of  the 
efforts  may  be  seen  in  the  fact  that

except  in  cases  where  the  subscrip- 
tion price  is  incorporated  in  Society 
dues.  If  Dr.  Gies  thanks  the  profes- 
sion to  have  once  been  richer  in 
wpUit  than  it  is  today,  he  has  been 
milled,  that  is  if  the  unquestioned 
history  of  dental  journalism  can  be 
rdied  upon.  And  one  of  the  best 
evidences  of  its  present  richness  is 
the  very  satisfactory  beginning  of 
the  endowment  And  which  he 
indites  on  page  34. 
It  is  a  fair  inference  that  the  way 
for  the  siiooess  of  the  JwrwA  0/ 
Dwmtai  Research  has  been  paved,  in 
no  small  degree,  by  the  profeislonal 
sjfcit  and  imagination  developed  by 
tiie  present  system  of  journalism. 
The  old  habits  of  secretiveness  and 
is61ation  have  been  broken  down* 
Dentists  have  been  brought  nearer 
together.  Their  discoveries  have 
been  dialed,  to  the  benefit  of  aU. 
And  paraphrasing  the  words  of  Dr> 
Qies,  be  who  has  fonnd  ^e  truth 
has  not  only  been  free  to  tdl  It,  but 
has  often  been  pcsd  enou|(h  to  make 
it  possible  for  him  to  tell  it  and  has 
been  provided  with  a  veiilde  of 
comnBUidoation  tiiat  reaches  around 
tfie  world*  New  vistas  oT  achieve* 
ment  have  been  opened,  noUe  idealt 
of  service  sptead  abtoad* 
Our  profession  is  not  a  book- reading 
pcofiession.  The  eiisting  journals 
have  taoi^  many  dentists  tbe  only 
habits  of  study  that  have  persisted 
after  college  days;  they  have  been 


the  only  societies  that  thousands 
have  ever  joined;  and  they  have 
offered  the  nearest  equivalents  to 
post-graduate  courses  that  more 
thousands  have  ever  taken.

Just  imagine  a  publisher  teU- 
ing  Dr.  C.  N.  Johnson  what  to  print 
in  the  Dental  Review,  During  the 
ten  years  that  the  Digest  has  been 
under  its  present  management  the 
publishers  have  in  general  known 
the  contents  of  the  text  pages  only 
when  the  bound  volume  was  laid  on 
their  desks  as  the  magazine  went  in 
the  mails. 

The  fact  is  that  there  are  two  quite 
distinct  p>arts  to  the  production  of 
a  dental  journal,  a  professional  side 
and  a  business  part.  The  professional 
side  includes  the  selection  and  prep- 
aration of  the  matter  for  the  text 
pages  and  should  be  left  to  profes- 
sional men;  the  business  part  in- 
cludes subscription  getting,  adver- 
tisements, printing,  binding,  mail- 
ing, collections  and  the  like,  and 
may  well  be  left  to  business  men.  Dr. 
Trueman,  after  a  study  of  the 
history  of  all  the  Amencan  dental 
journals,  wrote  that  in  the  absence 
of  complete  organization  of  the 
dental  profession,  "  the  publication 
of  a  dental  journal  calls  for  a  busi- 
ness energy,  tact  and  persistence 
that  is  not  aa  yet,  and  possibly 
never  will  be,  available  outside  of 
hininffia  owncnhip." 


The  Jwrmt  of  IhtM  B^ntarch  aa 
the  fourth  eflbrt  on  the  part  of  the 
prafeaaion  to  sucoessfully  conduct 
the  burinesa  part  of  magarine  publi- 
cation,  the  printing,  binding,  mail- 
ing, subscription  getting,  collections, 
etc  Two  of  these  ftdled  and  the 
tiiifd  ia  contfanied  in  the  new  jouraaL 
It  commRncea  Wt  under  cuudtUuna 
more  finvocafala  than  thoaa  attend- 
ing the  birdi  of  eltiker  of  the  first 
torn  effbrta.  When  tiiey  were  made, 
no  magazine  with  a  subscription 
price  of  three  dollars  per  year  was 
able  to  sell  enough  copies  to  defray 
the  cost.  There  would  have  been  no 
hope  of  an  endowment  by  the 
enlightened  for  the  benefit  of  the 
unenlightened  which  would  have 
made  it  possible  to  support  the 
magazine.  No  such  galaxy  of  talent 
could  have  been  arrayed  as  editors. 
No  such  interested,  enlightened  and 
prosperous  audience  awaited  it  *•» 
Success  for  a  magazine  is  not 
achieved  SMxely  by  launching  kL  It 
ntiat  dcnonatrajlte  its  own  worth  and 
aaake  its  own  place.  When  this  haa 
been  done,  the  paths  of  addMmant 
He  open  before  It.  Bnough  needs 
await  filling  to  offer  the  new  journal 
unlimited  opportunities  to  exercise 
all  its  strength  and  power. 
May  the  Journal  oj  Dental  Research 
live  long  and  pnMperl  And  when 
auooeia  baa  definitely  crowned  ita 
cffiDctt,  may  Dr.  Glea  find  it  ia  hia 
heart  to  write,  '*  it  ia  done  and  is 
well,  but  it  was  made  p(^ble,  at 
least  in  part,  by  the  preparatory 
work  of  many  who  worked  honestly 
and  unseliishly  through  the  maga- 
aines  tiiey  edited."

I  find  this  question  very  easy  to 
answer.  Here  is  the  answer:  f  can 
do  the  greatest  amount  o/  good  to 
the  public,  to  the  profession  of 
dentistry  and  the  new  specialty  of 
Radiodontia  if  I  can  put  the  f^tg 
cent  radiograph  where  U  bdongs 
and  make  it  stay  there — with  the 
two  dollar  and  fifty  cent  crown,  the 
five  dcUar  Ut  of  teeth,  the  thirty 
cent  amatgam  filling  and  the  hoUlm 
of  patent  medicine. 
I  have  watched  the  price  of  the 
intra-bral  dental  radiograph  plunge 
fbom  the  dissy  hel^t  of  $25.tlO  to 
the  abysmal  depth  of  50  eenta,  and 
in  one  Instance  to  45  cents* 
When  fhe  fee  ^or  perhaps  price  is  a 
better  Word — dropped  to  one  dollar, 
I  thougiht  it  had  stnick  bottom. 
And  stilt  I  dected  not  to  write  about 
the  matter.  But  the  price  of  50  cents 
demands  attention* 
First  let  us  see  what  may  be  said  in 
fiivor,  or  defence,  of  the  50  cent 
radiograph.  Personally  I  have  abso- 
lutdy  nothing  to  say  In  Its  ikvor, 
but  its  defenders  are  certain  to  say 
thinga  like  these:  tt)  The  50  cent 
ladiogfaph  Is  a  good  tiling  for  poor 
people  ^fsgDfie  wiio  can  not  affbfd 
to  pay  moie  than  50  cents.

.  liven  is  alwi^  tliat  it  t)enefits  the 
poor.  The  afcument  it^advanced  on 
the  absohttdy  false  ptemise  that

It  is 
quite  true  that  any  Idnd  of  trousers

A  certain  medical  nMin,  m  friend  jof 
mine,  once  remonstrated  with  tbt 
editor  of  a  small  town  daily  news- 
paper because  the  latter  carried  so 
many  and  such  bad  advertisements 
for  patent  medicmes.  And  the  indig- 
nant editor,  writing  in  the  throes 
of  his  conscience,  wrote  an  editorial 
in  which  he  said  that  he  and  his 
paper  were  **thc  poor  man's  doctor." 
He  seemed  to  have  the  idea  that  any 
medicine  at  all  is  better  than  no 
.  medicine  at  all.  Even  a  Christian 
Scientist  knows  better  than  this 
Certainly  a  '*  Mother  Hubbard  " 
crown  (I  quote  John  Callahan) 
damming  back  pus  into  the  circula- 
tion and  destroying  the  investing 
alveolar  bone  is  not  better  than  no 
crown  at  all,

A  '* act  of  fihns"  of  the 
mouth,  at  $5.00  tiie  short- dozen,  is 
moat  emphaticaliy  not  a  careful 
X-ray  examination  of  the  mouth, 
but  the  patient  is  made  to  think  it  is. 
Hence  such  a  pati«it  may  continue 

.  to  suffer  indefinitely  from  a  mouth 
lesion  which  sliould  have  been  found 
by  the  "  X-ray  examination  "  (?). 
And  it  is  thus  that  patients  receive 

.  the  benefits  of  a  cheap  examination; 
which  In  reality  is  no  examination  at 
all  but  simply  a  l^-ainless.  mcchsoi- 
ical  procedure  of  making  a  bunch  of 
n^ativtt  ^  j» 

'  Please  pause  when  you  read  the  fol- 
lowing question  and  try  to  answer  it: 
Do  you  know  of  anything  of  less 
value  than  an  incorrect  diagnosis? 
***Then»  examinations  which  are 
intended  to  assist  in  diagnosis  should 
be  made  carefully.  Individual  cases 
must  be  treated  differently.  One 
case  may  require  only  eight  nega 
tives,  the  next  one  eighteen.  The 
radiodontic  diagnostician  decides 
this  and  acts  accordingly,  the  X-ray 
photographer  **  shoots  'em,"  all  the 
same  *^  «^ 

So  much  then  for  the  cheap  medical 
and  dmtal  service  for  the  poor.  God 
help  the  poorl  We  go  to  a  reply  to 
such  assertions  as:  /  make  money  at 
the  price  of  SO  eenlf .  Wky  MhmOd 
/  charge  mmr^l

MONEY  AT  FIFTY  CENTS  A

He  doct»  and  esnde 
me  a  bm  for  $1,501  He  It  not  a  par- 
ticularly high-priced  photographer. 
His  clientele  is  not  limited  to  actors, 
actresses,  famous  authors,  manu- 
facturers, and  politicians.  He  is  just 
an  ordinarily  good  photographer 
making  an  ordinary  print  for  an 
ordinary  professional  man.  And  he 
charges  me  for  one  picture,  three 
times  what  a  few  (thank  goodness  a 
very  few)  dentists  charge  for  a 
dental  radiograph. 
The  price  of  SO  cents  for  a  dental 
negative  is  less  than  a  fair  price  for 
the  photographic  work  involved. 
Let  us  compare  the  work  of  my 
portrait  photographer  further  with 
work  of  the  50  cent  X-ray  photog- 
rapher. The  portrait  photographer 
has  no  investment  in  a  college  edu- 
cation. The  paraphernalia  necessary 
to  the  making  of  a  print  costs  less 
than  one-fifth  the  price  of  the  cheap- 
est X-ray  tube  alone.  The  printing 
of  a  photograph  is  a  sort  of  a 
laboratory  job,  done  in  a  semi -dark 
room.  It  can  be  done  excellently  by 
a  hired  assistant,  and  there  is  no 
worry  and  strain  such  as  always 
attends  the  making  of  an  Xrray 


nesativOt  or  any  other  opcrattee 
dental  woik,  done  on  the  pteeon  of 
tlio  patfott  or  pmlent*  ^Rm  operatar 
need  liave  no  tboogbt  of  penonal

Certainly  the  mere  mechanical  pro* 
duction  of  an  X-ray  picture  ehoold 
—CQneidering  the  conunercial  aspect 
of  the  matter  only — coct  more  than 
the  production  of  an  ordinary  photo- 
graphic print.  Tet  the  radiograph 
ooete  leael  '^Abyae  upon  abyee*'  of 
stupidity  <^ 

Just  one  word  niore  before  we  dis- 
miss him  from  further  eon^dera- 

tion:  The  portiatt  photographer 
assumes  no  reqxii^hility  beyond 
the  making  of  a  picture,  and  if  the 
work  is  not  quite  up  to  his  usual 
standard  no  one  continues  to  suffer 
from  neuralgia  for  the  balance  of  a 
miserable  life  as  a  result  of  his 
imperfect  work. 

Let  us  compare  the  50  cent  dental 
radiograph  with  other  X-ray  work, 
say  a  radiograph  of  the  hand  for 
instance.  The  making  of  a  radio 
graph  of  the  hand  is  positively 
diild*s  play  compared  to  the  making 
of  radiographs  of  the  teeth,  it  is  so 
much  easier.  I  quote  from  my  book 
"  Elementary  and  Dental  Radio- 
graphy," page  66:  "  The  making  of 
a  radiograph  of  the  hand  is  one  of 
the  simplest  operations  in  radio- 
graphy, and  for  that  reason  it  will 
be  described  to  teach  elementary 
principles.'*  And  yet  the  average 
price  charged  by  the  average  medi- 
cal radiographer  for  a  radiograph  of 
a  hand  is  $5.00.  While  some  foolish 
dentists  make  ten  or  daven  denta| 
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negatives  for  $5.00.  It  is  conaerv- 
attve  to  say  that  it  is  twenty  times 
as  difficult  to  make  10-negative  (or 
ll-negativc)  examiiifltioiit  of  the 
mouth  as  it  is  to  make  a  radiograph 
of  the  hand  and  that  the  two  things 
sboukl  cost  the  tame  Is  ahnoet

In  pMinK  It  sMy  be  mentkMied  tfiat, 
thoii|^  phyiicteiis  loe^  19  ^I'l^' ^*Bee 
ftp  nidiogntplie  o£otlier  parti  of  the 
bodtsr^  they  have  done  their  share  of 
inisaief  by  cutting  dental  fees.  One 
reason  for  this  is  that  thqr  are  so 
often  entirdy  unable  to  ghre  a 
diagnorfs;  and  so  the  vpork,  for  tiiem, 
becomes  a  mere  mechanical  pro- 
ocdufC»  free  from  mental  effort^ 
wociy  and  responsibility.  But  even 
so  almost  none  of  them  make  a 
dental  radiograph  for  50  cents.  And 
listen:  even  the  maligned  lay  radio- 
graphers Iwve,  and  always  have 
had,  sense  cnouitb  not  to  cut  their 
fees  to  50  cents.  Wth  rare  excep- 
tions, only  dentists  make  50  cent 
radiographs.  Which  seems  to  indi- 
cate that  when  it  comes  to  being 
cheap,  the  dentist  wins. 

With  the  tragedy  of  cheap  canal 
surgery  (**  canal  work  *'  we  called 
it  instead  of  canal  surgery,  and  the 
word  work  was  not  misapplied),  I 
wy,  with  the  tragedy  of  cheap  canal 
work  still  fresh  in  our  minds, 
have  n't  we  dentists  had  enough  of 
cheapness?  Or  shall  we  now  make 
cheap  radiographs  of  our  cheap 
**  canal  work?  "  Let  us  be  as  cheap 
as  possible,  and  heaven  help  the 
patients. 

And  have  you  noticed  this?  The 
dental  professioa  seems  to  be  about 
to  abandon  the  treatment  of  teeth 
altogtthfT  without  ever  having  tried 

to  treat  teeth  asepticalty.  One  of  the 
reasons  for  this  is  that  in  the  "  good 


ole  days  "  the  price  for  treating 
teeth  was  so  low  tliat  even  multi- 
plying it  by  five  or  ten  hardly 
brings  it  to  the  right  figure  todqr, 
and  people  are  whKtant  to  pay  a 
400  to  900  per  oenfe  hicrease.  Good 
radiodontic  work  is  actually  threat- 
ened with  eztenainatkm  by  the 
same  knr  fee  process. 
In  many  instances  the  low  fee  for 
dental  radiodontic  work  arises  from 
the  fact  that  the  peeudo-radfodoot- 
ist  is  as  innocent  of  ideals  as  a  new 
bom  babe  of  side  whiskers.  And  It  Is 
not  only  the  embryonic  radiodontist, 
but  take  it  as  a  whole,  and  the 
dental  profession  simply  hag  no 
ideal  as  to  what  constitutes  good 
radiodontic  work.  In  the  absence  of 
ideals  then  it  is  little  wonder  that 
bids  for  the  work  should  come  only 
on  the  bans  of  price  appeaL 
A  dentist  of  International  reputa- 
tion—a man  for  whom  I  have  the 
utmost  TtMpodt  and  admiration: — 
recently  gave  as  the  requisites  of  a 
good  radiograph  (1)  that  the  roots 
of  the  teeth  should  be  veiy  ihaipfy 
defined,  and  (2)  that  the  nctHlive 
should  include  the  tissues  wdl  be- 
yond the  ends  of  the  roots,  ngure 
1,  answers  these  requlfements»yet 
it  fails  utterly  to  show  the  abecess 
cavity  at  tiie  i^iex  of  the  second 
bieoipld.  Figure  2,  another  radio- 
graph of  the  same  case,  made  at  a 
different  angle,  shows  the  '*ab> 
scess  "  clearly.  Nor  Is  It  true  that 
the  roots  of  the  teeth  must  always 
be  clearly  defined.  On  the  contrary 
it  is  often  nffissary  to  *« smear*' 
the  roots  in  order  to  see  friiat  one 
wants  to  have  a  look  at  in  a  radio- 
graph. The  dentist  in  question  gave 
the  requisites  of  a  good  looking 
negative,  not  necessarily  a  good 
diagnostic  negative.  And  the  point 
I  wish  to  make  here,  is  that  in  Mtn 
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absence  of  ideals  the  price  is  falling 
to  such  a  level,  that  when  the  ideals 
do  come  the  price  will  be  so  low 
that  their  (the  ideal's)  full  aUain- 
ment  will  be  made  economically 
impossible  *^  9^ 

You  men  who  "  make  money  "  sell- 
ing dental  radiographs  for  50  cents, 
raise  your  fees,  and  if  you  get  to 
making  too  much  money  simply  cut 
down  on  your  working  time,  and 
take  this  saved  time  to  study.  And 


advantage  could  there  be  in  taking 
more  pills  of  the  wrong  kind? 
Radiographs  should  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  diagnosis. 
A  few  radiographs,  carefully  made, 
are  better  for  the  patient,  than  a 
greater  number  of  negatives  made 
primarily  for  the  pmpose  of  being 
paid  for  making  radiographs. 
The  next  thing  for  our  considera- 
tion is:  "  This  fellow  Rapier  is 
opposed  to  the  SO  cent  radiograph

show  the  abscess  at  the  apex  of  the  second  bicuspid  (2).  (The  statement 
that  this  radiograph  is  good  looking  necessitates,  it  seems  to  me,  the 
explanation  that  the  negative  before  me  as  I  write  is  good  looking.  What  the 
halftone  reproduction  will  look  like,  I  must  wait  and  see;  there  is  always 
loss  of  some  detail,  and  the  denouement  of  the  picture  is  not  infrequently

if  you  study  enough  you  will  soon 
be  using  up  all  your  time  trying  to 
give  service,  and  the  matter  of 
making  too  much  money  will  not 
bother  you  furtlier. 
And  so  we  pass  to  a  consideration  of 
the  remark  that,  '*  The  patient  can 
afford  to  have  radiographs  of  more 
different  teeth  when  the  price  is 
low."  ^  ^ 

This  is  of  a  kidney  with  the  story  of 
the  man  who  made  no  profit  on  any 
single  transaction  but  was  able  to 
make  money  on  account  of  the 
volume  of  business  he  did.  What 


because  it  interferes  with  his  graft." 
C  If,  my  maligners,  you  think  I  am 
hotly  going  to  deny  this,  you're  mis- 
taken. The  50  cent  radiograph  has 
not  as  yet  interfered  vnth  "  my 
graft "  because  my  office  is  in 
Indianapolis,  and  as  far  as  I  know 
the  SO  cent  radiograph  has  appeared 
only  in  New  York  and  Chicago, 
particularly  the  latter.  But  I  see,  or 
think  I  see,  the  50  cent  radiograph 
on  its  way  to  Indianapolis  and  all 
other  cities  and  towns  unless  some^ 
thing  is  done  to  head  it  off,  unless  it 
is  shown  to  be  what  it  actually  is,  a 
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menace  to  the  public,  to  dentistry 
and  to  radiodontia. 
If  I  had  to  adopt  the  fee  of  50  cents 
per  radiograph  I  would  cither  have 
to  sacrifice  ideals,  work  for  a  pit- 
tance, or  quit;  not  a  very  attractive 
choice  ' 

Since  I  have  intruded  my  personal- 
ity, let  me  intrude  it  still  further  and 
quote  from  a  letter  I  sent  to  a  friend 
recently: 


ideal  of  what  constitutes  a  good 
diagnosis;  he  learns  of  a  multitude 
of  mistakes  he  must  avoid,  things 
which  did  not  use  to  bother  him 
because  he  did  not  know  about 
them.  He  learns  that  things  he 
formerly  considered  impossible  are 
possible,  if  he  will  work  hard  enough. 
Knowing  the  treachery  of  radio- 
graphs, he  checks  up  what  they  seem 
to  show  by  the  Faradic  electric  test

"  With  experience,  the  mere  me- 
chanical procedure  of  making  dental 
radiographs  becomes  much  easier, 
and  the  operator  makes  better 
radiographs  with  less  effort.  Oddly, 
and  unfortunately,  experience  does 
not  make  diagnosis  from  radio- 
graphs easier.  The  experienced  oper 
ator  becomes  a  better  diagnostician, 
but  if  he  be  conscientious  he  finds 
himself  working  harder  and  harder. 
His  old  courage  of  ignorance,  which 
permitted  him  to  make  a  diagnosis 
from  one  negative,  deserts  him,  and 
he  finds  himself  making  verification 
negatives  from  various  angles  again 
and  again.  He  conceives  a  higher 


and  every  other  means  at  his  dis- 
posal." «^  ^ 

The  man  who  does  not  care  whether 
he  does  good  work  or  not,  need  not 
worry  about  the  advent  of  low  fees; 
he  can  make  his  work  fit  the  fee. 
But  the  man  with  high  ideals  has 
cause  for  alarm  when  fees  fall  away 
below  what  they  should  be.  So  I 
flatter  myself  by  conceding  prompt- 
ly enough  that  I  have  a  personal 
reason  for  opposing  the  advent  of 
cheap  radiographs,  but  my  motives 
are  not  entirely  selfish  and  I  can 
prove  this  if  you  are  open  to  con- 
viction ^  ^ 

In  1916  we  had  a  house  cleaning  in 
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Indianapolis.  In  the  courw  of  events 
I  gave  a  lecture  to  an  audience  com- 
posed mostly  of  advertising  dentists, 
with  just  a  sprinkling  of  ethical — 
i.e.,  so-called  non  advertising  den- 
tists— and  professional  Jidvertisinp^ 
men.  The  declared  object  of  the 
lecture  was  to  prove  that  the  dental 
advertising  then  carried  in  the 
Indianapolis  newspapers  was  an 
instrument  for  the  production  of 
bad  dental  work.  I  said,  in  tub- 
stance,  at  this  meeting,  addresaiiig 
my  remarks  directly  to  the  adver- 
tising dentists, "  The  fees  you  adver- 
tiiM:  are  away  too  low.  I  am  not 
interested  in  raising  fees  for  the  pur- 
pose of  putting  more  dollars  in 
dentists'  pockets,  but  I  am  inter- 
ested in  getting  better  dental  work 
In  people's  mouths.  And  you  inter' 
fere  with  this.  Your  serious  offence 
is,  that  yoif  make  it  hard  for  the 
feOow  who  woiUm  to  do  the  rigM 
sort  of  work;  for  he  findt  he  may 
double  or  treble  your  fees  but 
patients  object  when  he  would  hi- 
crease  them  tenfold.  Yet  your  adver- 
tised fees  are  so  small  that  even 
when  doubled  or  trebled  they  are 
stiU  insufficient  to  pay  for  good 
service.  And  even  multiplying  the 
'  treatment  fee  *  by  ten  leaves  much 
to  be  desbred.** 

When  I  made  the  foregoing  state- 
ment I  wa$  not  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  dentistiy;  my  motives 
arave  not  sdllah.  I  ivas  a  teacher  in  a 
dental  college  and  a  epedalltt  in 
i«dlodontia,andsomeofthemcn  to 
a^iom  I  addressed  my  rematlcs  were 
in  the  habit  of  occasionally  sending 
me  patients.  So  now  when  I  say  the 
same  things  about  cheap  ittdiodontic 
work  that  I  said  about  cheap  dental 
work,  it  would  hasdly  be  consistent 
to  say  that  my  motives  are  entMy 
selfish.  It  just  plahi  isn't  so,  and  I 


repeat  my  greatest  opportunity  to 
do  good  lies  in  this  effort  I  am  now 
making  to  discredit  cheap  radio- 
dontic  work. 

Who  wanted  SO  cent  T4uiiographs 
anyhow?  Where  did  they  come 
from?  Did  dentists  and  physicians 
want  them?  I  think  not,  because  the 
dentist  or  physician  who  refers  a 
case  to  a  radiodontist  doesn't  want 
a  mere  "  bunch  of  negatives."  He 
wants  as  much  diagnostic  informa- 
tion as  a  radiodontic  examination 
can  be  made  to  yield.  The  radio- 
dontist must  do  more  than  make 
dental  radiographs.  The  electric 
test  is  indispensable*  ocular,  instru-  < 
mental  and  digital  examination  is 
necessary,  records  must  be  made, 
etc.  In  short  the  radiodontist  m\ist 
go  after  information  and  get  it  if 
it  is  to  be  had,  so  that  the  man 
who  has  referred  the  case  may  ac- 
cept his  report  with  tbe  feeling 
that  an  has  been  done  with  the 
X-ray  that  can  be  dona.

The  radiograph  Is  the  most  import- 
ant, most  efficient  means  of  diag- 
nosing oral  infcction  and  many  otlier 
dcneai  le^loosu  Xt  has  msnjr  short  ^ 
comings.  I  bdieve  no  one  has 
otrectea  atccnoon  to  more  ox  uiem 
than  I  have.  (Forty-one  mistakes 
are  enumerated  in  **  Elementary 
and  Dental  Radiography,"  and 
others  are  described  which  are  not 
included  in  this  formal  list  of  forty- 
one.)  But  compare  the  radiograph 
to  all  other  means  of  diagnosis — (1) 
observation,  (2)  history,  (3)  per 
cussion,  (4)  palpitation,  (5)  trans- 
illumination, (6)  instrumentation,  (7) 
pulse,  (8)  temperature,  (9)  bacterio- 
logical tests,  including  the  comple- 
ment fixation  test — and  you  will 
find  that  all  of  them  combined  can- 
not equal  the  radiograph.  Consider- 
ing their  abuse  the  X  rays  are  still, 
as  they  always  have  been,  a  posi- 
tively marvelous  means  of  diagnosis. 
Let  us  not  ruin  their  great  possibili- 
ties by  n  competition  for  cheap- 
ness."

The  faigh*qua]ity»  high-price  appeal 
ii  a  fine  tiiiiig  but  it  hat  been  ahiuKd, 
just  at  wo  stupid  beings  abuse  a& 
good  things.  Just  at  we  abuse  the 
dental  X-ray  picture  which  has  done 
more  to  lift  dentistiy  out  of  the 
pfactice  of  mechanict  into  the 
practice  of  surgery  then  any  other 
one  thing. 

If  you  are  disgusted  witii  the  high 
price  of  things  in  general-'-and  you 
vcfy  Kkely  are— ^on't  let  your  dis- 
gust keep  you  from  recognizing  a 
fair  appeal  for  higher  fees  when  you 
encounter  it.  And  don't  say  or  think 
that  fMt  are  not  affected  by  the 
cheapness  of  othersi.  You  are.  As 
long  as  the  cheapest  cheap  price  is 
as  much  as  one  luilf  or  one-third 
that  of  a  fair  or  good  fee  the  etfcct 
on  high-class  men  is  nct^liKiblc,  but 
when  the  cheapest  cheap  price  is 
only  one-sixth  or  one-tenth  that  of 
a  ftiir  or  good  fee  the  effect  on  the 
iiikh  class  man  is  very  noticeable 
;*nd  very  bad. 

Nothing  has  done  more  to  raise 
dental  fees  to  the  point  where  good 
work  is  economically  possible  than 
the  radiograph.  And  now  the  radio- 
graph itself  is  threatened  with  that 
same  disastrous  cheapness  from 
which  it  has  so  recently  helped  to 
save  dentistry.  Help  keep  tlie  dental 
radiograph  respectable  by  giving  it 
a  respectable  cash  valuation.  You 
owe  it  at  least  this  much.

Vvhcn  do  you  con- 
cent rrite  your  dental  forces  the 
more,  when  working  for  others  or 
when  practismti  yourself? 
Fmdom  abo  sweetens  your  work. 


It  fedi  mighty  good  to  adect  fCKfa 
instruments  am  suit  your  taste.  You 
rfaape  cavities  to  suit  yomteg.  When 

you  decide  to  extract  a  tooth.  Zip— 
and  it  is  out.  You  need  not  cringe 
and  crawl  for  pennitsian  to  go  fish- 
ing or  to  attend  a  ball  game.  You 
work  for  whom  you  please,  when  you 
please.  It  is  your  own  individuality 
at  play  all  the  time. 
All  this  freedom  would  vanish  were 
you  to  swap  with  the  President,  A 
rigid  compulsion  rules  and  governs 
his  life.  He  must  prepare  messages 
and  speeches  by  an  appointed  time. 
He  must  consider  and  ansu'cr  the 
multitude  of  complex  questions  con- 
tinually arising  in  his  work.  Ea(A 
day  l)rings  momentous  problems 
demanding  immediate  solution 
There  is  hardly  a  moment  he  dare 
call  his  own.  His  every  step  is 
cauliously  f^nardcd.  If  there  is  one 
man  iu  this  land  a  slave  to  the  mil- 
lions it  is  he.  Compared  to  dentistry 
— well,  there  is  no  comparison. 
Another  reason  I  would  not  sv.^an 
even  is,  Dentistry  provoke no  envy. 
The  multitudes  are  not  using  every 
fair  and  foul  means  to  steal  my  job. 
Dentistry  is  n(>{  for  one  in  niany  mil- 
lions. Any  person  possessed  oT 
averat/,e  intelligence,  coupled  wim 
an  unlimited  supply  of  push  and 
energy,  may  enter  the  dental  pro- 
fession. Rejoice  tliat  you  ma\- 
practise  your  profession  in  peace 
James  Wliitcomb  Riley  truly  says: 

IVe  alius  noticed  grate  success 
Is  mixed  with  troubles,  more  or  lets. 
And  it's  the  man  who  docs  the  best 
That  gits  more  kidks  than  all  the 

rest,** 

The  dentist,  although  enjoying 
abundant  success,  escapes  troubles 
and  kicks  because  he  does  not 
awaken  envy  within  the  hearts  of

others.  You  are  not  annoyed  by 
having  a  mad  n^ob  of  selfish,  snarl- 
ing men  everlastingly  planning  and 
plotting  how  to  niin  you.  There  is 
not  a  broad  side  of  vitrioli 
fired  daily  at  you  from  the  public 
press  such  as  is  shot  at  the  President. 
It  would  make  me  as  sore  as  a 
cripplf  with  the  itch  to  have  a  horde 
of  high-salaried,  low-charactered 
editors  concoct  and  print  malicious 
lies  about  me,  simply  because  they 
and  their  master*  covet  my  dental 
practice  .-^ 

The  very  fact  that  so  many  covet 
the  office  of  Chief  Executive  cheap- 
ens that  office  in  my  estimation. 
The  opinion  of  the  majority  is 
usually  wrong.  Impulse,  not  reason, 
governs  the  crowd.  See  them  rush- 
ing, struggling,  swearing,  lying, 
murdering  to  reach  the  top  of  the 
ladder.  Beinc-.  at  the  dizzy  top  with  a 
jealous  mob  striving  their  hardest  to 
tumble  you  down,  is  not  a  position 
I  consider  of  any  great  valiu  . 
There  is  a  genuine  pleas'jre  in  fol- 
lowing a  calling  upon  which  all 
humanity  smiles.  Dentistrv-  enjoys, 
as  do  few  other  vocations,  tht 
respect  and  admiration  of  all  .sen- 
sible people.  The  integrity  of  the 
lawj'er  is  snccrin^ly  questioned.  The 
M.  D.  is  accused  of  buryint?  his  mis 
takes  six  feet  beneath  the  sod.  The 
lobbyist  is  r  self- licensed  marauder. 
The  employer  is  a  ^^lave  driver. 
Evcr>n.vhcrc  it  is  cl:3sh,  dash,  cUlsh. 
Dent!itr>'  escapes  it  al'. 
If  dentistry  be  the  Ic.ist  cuss-^d  call 
ing,  then  the  coveted  olficc  at 
Washington  wins  first  pri^e  for  at- 
tracting hard  knocks.  The  very  next 
time  gloom  pervades  your  office  and 
you  yearn  for  i^reatcr  worlds  to 
conquer,  just  take  up  an  oppositioa 
newspaper  and  rrad  thr  condcmna- 
toiy  eclitonals  about  the  President. 


In  two  months'  time  I  read  in  a 
certain  New  York  daily  but  one 
editorial  speaking  complimentarily 
of  the  Chief  Executive.  That  was  the 
one  endorsing  his  refusal  to  repeal 
the  Daylight  Saving  Bill.  And  the 
joke  of  it  all  was,  that  Congress 
later  repealed  the  act  over  the 
President's  veto.  It  surely  was  a 
poor  guess  by  the  editor. 
Unless  your  goat  has  a  hide  of 
leather,  stay  away  from  Wash.,  D.C. 
Stick  to  your  dental  chair.  Value 
highly  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of 
your  chosen  profession.  Learn  this 
golden  truth:  there  aint  no  real  fun 
eating  an  apple  with  a  bunch  of 
hungry  kids  standing  around  beg- 
ging for  the  core. 

The  third  reason  why  I  value  my 
calling  highly  is,  that  neither  the 
gates  of  the  high  nor  the  doors  of 
the  lowly  are  closed  to  the  dentist. 
He  may  assr>ciate  with  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men.  There  is  not  a 
single  social  barrier  about  him  .-•^ 
This  privilege  permits  a  close-up 
fellowship.  By  that  I  mean,  social 
intercourse,  free  of  mere  hangers-on 
for  favors.  It  certainly  does  feel  good 
to  mingle  intimately  with  clean  cut. 
square  men  who  strive  to  give 
socially  more  than  they  receive. 
Such  is  true  fe'lovshio. 
The  office  of  Chief  Executive  lacks 
this  precious  jewel.  I  do  not  mean 
to  imply  that  the  ^"'rcoident  has  no 
congenial  associates.  Far  from  it. 
But  he  must  continually  guard 
against  the  professional  mixer; 
against  the  fellow  seeking  political 
plums      . » 

A  late  President  expressed  himself 
as  the  'loneliest  of  men.  Said  he,  "  It 
is  extremely  difhcult  for  mr  to  Sv  p 
aratc  the  social  sheep  from  tiie  gnats. 
I  hnve  many  av'^ociat'-s  and  ad- 
mirers. They  are  continually  seeking 
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favors.  There  arc  fcw»  very  few,  who 
have  not  at  tome  time  requested  ap- 
pointmeata  either  for  themselves  or 
for  their  friends."  And  then  he 
added  sadly,  "Ah,  well,  I  suppose 
this  is  another  penalty  for  being  on  a 
throne."  ^ 

My  fellowship  is  free  of  such  thorns. 
When  the  cuckoo  cries.  '*  Four,"  and 
my  last  patient  fades  away,  I  hear  a 
familiar  voice  at  the  office  window 
tantalizingly  calling,  '*  Well,  is  thwe 
anybody  around  here  who  thinks  he 
can  play  tennis?  I  don't  mind  teach- 
ing him  a  few  points  il"  he  has  time." 
Then  I  know  that  one  of  my  buddies 
has  closed  his  oftice  for  the  day  and 
is  anxious  for  a  few  hours  of  invig- 
orating sport. 

Soon  we  are  at  it.  We  are  evenly 
matched.  Many  of  the  games  and 
sets  run  to  deuce.  A  friendly  rivalry 
enriches  the  contest.  Each  tries  hard 
to  win.  To  be  champion  is  the  much 
coveted  honor.  Lose  or  win,  we  both 
immensely  enjoy  the  fellowship — 
and  the  bath  and  supper  which 
follow  ^  -'-^ 

During  the  bass  season,  it  may  be  a 
'phone  message  from  Kansas  Jack 
(a  local  physician),  telling  that  the 
fish  above  his  dam  are  hungry  for 
dental  bait;  won't  I  fliver  out  after 
work  and  help  catch  a  mess  for 
supper?  And  df)n't  forget  to  bring 
Mrs.  along  so  we  can  play  Hauss  in 
tlie  evening. 

Then  work  gf^es  easier.  There  is  a 
royal  treat  aheod.  I'll  feed  those 
bass  thr  best  dental  bait  they  ever 
had.  And  the  last  patient  wonders 
why  I  bid  her  such  a  pleasant  good- 
bye ^ 

Can  you  imagine  any  one  breaking 
in  on  the  President  when  he  is  at 
work  and  drapfting  him  away  to  go 
fishing?  He  might  arrange  to  go  next 
Wednesday  at  4  P.  M.,  provided 


nothing  unexpectedly  turns  up 
Let  the  bands  play,  "  Hail  to  the 
Chief,"  (I  never  liked  that  piece). 
I  prefer  having  my  friends  greet  me 
with,  "For  He's  a  JoUy  Good 
Fellow." 

Lastly,  I  would  rather  be  a  dentist 
than  President  because  my  calling 

yields  an  income  which  affords  a 
living  made  up  of  more  sugar  and 
sunshine — and  surrounded  with  few- 
er hills  and  pitfalls  than  does  the 
office  of  the  President. 
Considering  the  salary  of  the  high 
ofiice,  dentistry  throws  up  its  hands. 
The  sensible  dentist  hardly  hopes 
for  great  wealth.  He  does,  however, 
by  the  exercise  of  a  fair  degree  of 
brawn  and  brain  power,  cam  suf- 
ficient money  to  obtain  the  neces- 
saries of  life  and  a  liberal  share  of 
luxuries.  His  income  is  of  such  pro- 
portion that  he  may  pass  through 
life  with  but  little  friction  and  worry. 
C  This  income  is  not  only  satisfying 
but  it  flows  steadily.  The  dentist 
need  not  fret  about  seeking  a  new 
job  every  four  years.  Re-election 
worri«  never  keep  him  awake.  Just 
as  long  as  mankind  dreads  pain  and 
dentistry  can  relieve,  the  efficient 
operator  will  have  sufficient  work 
to  keep  him  out  of  mischief. 
There  is  no  injury  to  the  health  in 
acquiring  this  income.  Certain  work- 
ers in  chemicals  receive  immense 
wages.  But  their  health  is  greatly 
impaired  by  the  toxic  fumes  they 
inhale.  The  President  is  constantly 
in  the  care  of  a  medical  expert.  His 
physical  collapse  is  cautiously 
guarded  against.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  his  work  is  purely  mental. 
Brains,  not  brawn,  count  for  success 
in  the  White  House. 
Dentistry  is  sufficient  unto  itself.  It 
supplies  a  harmonious  blending  of 
both  mental  and  physical.  True,  it 
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Is  not  ttreimcnit  the  work  of 
tfic  fumct  Of  tiis  bod-canlcr*  ThcK 
it  joit  actkm  enougli  to  circulale  tbe 
blood  to  iSnt  ffitwdtfafc  And  fof* 
ficicnt  unto  oodh  doy  !•  tfio  iiiciiisl

Mississ^>pi  river.  Five  of  them  had 
incomes  ranging  from  seven  to 
twelve  thousand  dollars  a  year.  One 
had  an  income  running  between 
seventeen  and  twenty  thousand 
gross.  Ten  had  incomes  ranging 
from  three  to  four  thousand  dollars 
per  annum  gross,  which  amounted 
to  considerably  less  after  payfaig 
office  rent,  material  bills,  etc. 
The  rest  had  incomes  ranging  from 
eighteen  bundred  to  three  thousand

Teeth  by  the  score,  many  of  them  of 
excellent  quality,  have  been  sacri- 
ficed* and  in  not  a  few  instances 
cures  of  great  benefit  have  been 
alleged  as  a  result  of  the  treatment. 
The  matter  is  one  of  much  import- 
ance, and  has  been  emphasized  by 
my  observation  of  a  number  of 
victims  of  the  dental  forceps. 
Dementia  praecoz,  maniac -depres- 
sive inaanityt  einlepsy,  neurasthenia, 
hysteria,  and  psycfaasthenia  are  only 
a  few  of  the  diseases  that  have  been 
attributed  to  dental  infection. 
The  usual  procedure  in  private 
practice  is  foi  the  patient,  who  has 
pirobably  beat  seen  by  one  or  several 
Oflurologists  or  alienists,  to  seek, 
because  of  the  wide  escploitation  of 
tbe  subject,  a  physician  who  is 
known  to  lay  stress  on  the  import- 
ance of  tooth  infectiflo.  The  patient 
ia  then  sent  to  the  roentaniQlosut* 
who  almost  invariably  discovers  and 
is  able  to  mark  out  a  series  of  alleged 
I,  which  are  in  Mine  in 
at  least,  absorptive  lacunae* 
innocuous  foci,  or  mistaken  observa- 
tions.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  real 
•baoeMQS  are  never  demonstrated* 
but  as  one  of  my  dcntid  friends  hat 
pointed  out  to  me,  these  are  fre- 
quently not  to  be  found  even  by  the 
probe  in  the  hands  of  a  skilful  sur- 
gson.  In  a  majority  of  cases,  how 
ever,  the  teeth  are  sacrificed  on  this 
altar  of  focai  infection. 
The  tooth  extraction  sometimes  hat 
an  unintended  outcome.  The  pa- 
tknt^a  mind»  already  obsessional 
fipOOA  the  very  nature  of  the  malady* 
beoomes  fined  on  the  teeth  as  • 


source  of  his  ailments,  and  what  is 
perhaps  worse,  the  same  obsession 
takes  hold  of  the  minds  of  rdativet 
or  guardians.  After  three  apparently 
good  teeth  had  been  removed  from 
one  of  my  patients,  she,  like  the 
first  patient  cited  in  this  section, 
became  possessed  with  the  idea  that 
the  work  of  tooth  extraction  should 
goon,  thia  obsession  pursuing  her  «t 
all  times. 

In  another  case  of  dementia  praecoi^ 
as  I  was  told  by  the  mother  and  the 
caretaker*  the  boy  had  his  teeth 
roentgenographed  *^  Nothing  was 
found,  but  the  advice  was  given  that 
it  would  be  a  good  thing  toswovBA 
couple  of  teeth  anyhow. 
One  of  my  medical  finends  had  e 
catiMT  Interesting  experience  in  con- 
nection with  this  sufatiect.  An  old 
gentleman,  who  was  not  only  a 
patient  but  a  family  connection,  had 
suffered  with  pain  in  the  neighbor* 
hood  of  the  sacro  Uiac  synduxidro 
sis,  and  had  been  treated  therefiMC 
by  the  usual  therapeutic  proceduree 
for  affections  of  this  locality,  willi* 
however,  only  piflial  relief.  A  con- 
sultation came  about  with  a  physi- 
cian and  a  roentgen-ray  spedaligt 
and  one  of  the  consultants  without 
any  enuntnatian  of  tbe  nwwtii  or 
jaws  esQMressed  tbe  opinion  tiiat  tfie 
probable  source  of  the  trouble  would 
be  found  in  abscesses  at  the  root  of 
the  patient's  teeth.  My  friend,  after 
allowing  him  to  go  on  with  his  dis- 
sertation a  short  time,  said  casually, 
"  It  may  be,  but  I  must  remark  that 
our  patient  hasn't  had  a  tooth  in  hit 
head  for  the  last  five  years.'*

While  stiU  a  student  I  started 
fniting  for  papers  and  magasines, 
ttot  on  dental  subjects,  however* The 
present  series  of  articles  are  mgr 
first  efforts  ia  the  dental  field. 
The  managers  of  the  Chicago  Bvo* 
rung  Post  were  after  me  for  months 
to  take  tq>  this  work  before  I  finally 
Qopscnted  to  do  so,  because  I  had 
done  enough  writing  to  know  what 
a  grind  it  is.  My  only  incentive  to 
do  the  work  is  the  good  I  believe  it 
will  do  to  humasuty  and  my  choeen 
profession.  It  certainly  does  not  pay 
from  a  financial  standpoint,  either 
directly  or  indirect^.  I  was  fortu- 
nate enough  to  restore  to  health 
several  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Post  who  had  suffered  for  years  from 
the  effects  of  focal  infection,  and 
they  came  to  tiie  conclusion,  without 
any  nrginc,  that  the  public  needed 
to  know  more  about  the  effect  of  the 
teeth  on  the  general  health. 
If  any  cue  thinks  that  writing  an 
article  every  night  after  a  hard  day's 
work  is  a  joke,  he  has  another  think 
coming.  A  new  article  must  appear 
m  your  ooluma  every  day,  and  it 


must  be  just  as  sure  as  death  and 
l^es.  Writing  on  practically  one 
subject  every  day  is  dead^  monoto- 
nous, and  sometimes  it  seeaas  that 
new  ideas  will  never  come.  At  sadi 
times  I  £reqiicntly  borrow  from 
writers  in  the  current  dental  jour- 
nals, and  I  wish  to  take  the  prrsriU 
opportunity  to  thank  many  of  our 
writers  for  the  ideas  that  I  have 
borrowed  ^ 

One  of  the  hardest  things  that  I 
have  found  is  to  write  in  simple 
languagie  without  the  use  of  tedini* 
cat  terms.  The  one  idea  I  always 
have  in  mind  is  to  create  a  desire  in 
the  mind  of  the  reader  to  have  hia 
teeth  attended  to  *^  To  create  a 
demand  for  dental  work.  One  point 
I  try  to  keep  constantly  before  the 
reader  is  the  need  for  oral  hygiene* 
4LOne  of  my  favorite  subjects  hat 
been  chikiren's  teeth.  If  the  ooniinc 
genemtkm  is  to  have  better  teeth 
than  the  present,  the  care  of  the 
teeth  must  begin  with  the  diildrea. 
A  young  lady  patient  told  me  of 
overhearing  a  convereatioit  on  an 
elevated  train.  Two  men  were  talk> 
ing  about  my  writing,  and  were 
commenting  on  the  attide  in  that 
night's  paper,  which  happened  to  be 
on  children's  teeth.  One  man  said 
to  tiie  other,  "  I  wiU  bet  that  the 
man  who  wrote  this  article  has  about 
fifteen  children,  for  no  man  without 
about  that  many  would  take  such 
an  interest  in  children's  t^th.** 
€L  The  joke  of  it  is  that  I  havent 
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H  mo^  child.  You  know  it  takes 
MM  one  without  children  to  teU 
other  people  how  to  raise  them. 
Ixipg  htand  men  and  tbort  haired 
women  usually  know  all  about 
children,  although  I  hope  I  do  oot 
qualify  in  either  class. 
Wbes  I  sUifted  writiiig  I  o^pected 
mai  amre  critidam,  and  greatly 
nor  flUfprise  I  have  ftodved  none 
to  my  knowledge,  except  friendly 
crttidBm.  Some  of  my  friends  in  the 
pcofearion  mm  to  think  that  the 
artiaki  are  not  tlroiig  enough,  and 
others  that  they  are  too  strong  for 
the  publiic.  Just  one  inatance  has 
com  to  sny  attention  of  a  dentist 
vho  told  a  patient,  who  mentioned 
my  articles,  that  I  WU  a  very  hard 
drinker.

Some  few  dentists  have  written  me 
and  comphmanted  me  on  the  work 
I  am  doing,  and  their  words  of 
conunendation  have  been  greatly 
appcectated.  Several  times  I  have 
been  ready  to  quit  because  of  the 
immense  amount  of  work  involved. 
I  take  just  two  hours  each  week  for 
recreation.  All  day  Sunday  is  taken 
up  in  answering  correspondence. 
That  is  the  price  of  publicity.  The 
reception  of  the  articles  by  the  pub- 
lic, as  reported  to  me  from  various 
souicss,  has  been  the  greatest  incen- 
tive to  continue  tbam.  Only  the 
belief  that  humanity  needs  the  edu- 
cation keeps  me  willing. 
All  this  writing  necessitates  my 
reading  nearly  everything  publialied 
in  America  on  dental  subjects;  and 
some  of  the  statements  foimd  In 
some  of  the  journals  afford  me  a 
great  deal  of  anmsement.  Now  how 
many  dentists  are  there  who  would 
lead  the  journals  expecting  to  find 
amusement  in  them?  But  how  about 
an  article  I  happened  to  find  in  a 
AToIkmmI  Denial  Journal,  written 
about  a  year  and  a  half  agOt  by  a 
man  who  I  had  heretofore  consid- 
ered one  of  the  greatest  histologists 
and  educators  in  America,  who 
publidies  the  statement  that  it  is 
not  neceaaaiy  to  X-ray  root-canal 
fillings.  His  artide  In  short  says: 
"Just  pack  'em  h»  until  the 
patient  squeals  and  it  is  a  cinch." 
The  foilowlag,  in  one  of  the  latest 
journals,  howevd*,  is  better  than 
reading  Judgt,  Puck  or  lifa.  "  I 
had  occasion  the  other  day  to  see 
the  mouth  of  a  dentist  who  is 
an  enthusiast  on  oral  hygiene  and 
piqm^  dfanUncss,  and  he  has

carried  hi^'  enthusiasm  to  an  extreme 
which  to  me  seems  hideous.  I  have 
seen  foul,  dirty  mouths  which  were 
hideous,  but  this  was  the  first  clean 
mouth  that  seemed  hideous  to  me. 
It  was  most  unnatural,  most  artifi- 
cial looking.  It  reminded  me  of  the 
faces  of  women  who  use  cosmetics 
and  who  succeed  in  making  them- 
selves look  unnatural  by  the  use 
of  rouge  and  powder.  You  sec  them 
on  the  streets.  One  observes  the 
vulgarities  of  that  woman  who 
effects  too  highly  polished  and 
colored  finger  naib.  It  is  the  aame 
when  one  produces  this  unBatural 
appearance  in  the  human  mouth. 
Cultured  people  will  not  have  their 
teeth  *  denticured.'  The  dentist 
■aid  to  me,  stf etching  open  his 
mouth  with  his  fingers  and  polishing 
his  teeth  with  a  brightly  bordered 
silk  handkerchief.  '  I  want  to  show 
you  my  teeth.'  He  opened  his 
mouth  and  it  shone  like  a  jeweler's 
window  display  of  polished  jade  or 
Ofystalf  but  it  looked  like  nothing 
nature  ever  made.  It  looked  hideous, 
imnatnral.  In  the  East,  I  think,  we 
have  very  few  enthusiasts  of  this 
type.  In  the  Middle  West  and  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  there  are  those  wlio 
follow  the  teachings  of  certain  men 
who  over-polish  the  teeth  and  then 
apply  a  luminous  matericd,  prob- 
ably oxide  of  tin,  wliicfa  nakea 
them  shine,  and  to  me  such  a  coo- 
dition  is  in  as  bad  taste  as  wearing 
many  tarse  diamonds  at  breaklMt 
table,  or  having  the  nails  too  modi 
polished  by  the  manicurist*  '* 
Can  you  beat  it!  This  was  no  doubt 
the  first  clean  set  of  teeth  the 
esthetic  gentleman  had  ever  seen. 


and  no  doubt  it  must  have  been 
somethinci:    of   a    5hock.    Had  he 
thought  of  the  expression,  he  would 
no  doubt  have  called  them  Vulgarly 
Clean.  Dear  Doctor!  the  only  indi- 
vidual that  I  could  class  as  Vulgarly 
Clean  is  the  bird  who  buys  a  nickel's 
worth  of  perfume  and  squirts  it 
under  his  arms  in  lieu  of  a  bath. 
Thank  God,  I  live  in  the  Middle 
West  where  we  practise  this  sort  of 
real  oral  hygiene,  and  it  is  to  the 
shame  of  the  East  that  it  is  not 
practised  there.  Why  even  take  the 
trouble  to  brush  the  teeth  if  they 
*'  look   better "   as   nature  made 
them?   If  the  esthetic  gentleman 
were  as  astute  as  he  is  testhetic  he 
would  know  that  this  set  of  teeth 
that  he  criticises  so  severely  were 
not  polished  for  looks,  as  are  the 
finger  nails,  but  to  make  them  clean 
and  puc  t!«em  in  such  condition  that 
they  might  be  easily  kept  clean.  Put 
a  drop  of  ink  on  a  pleoe  of  polished 
C^ass  and  another  drop  on  a  piece  of 
etched  glass  and  see  which  is  the 
easiest  to  remove.  This  experiment 
will  illustrate  why  we  poUril  the 
teeth.  So  that  they  may  be  eerily 
and  perfectly  cleaned. 
Now  I  seldom  criticise  any  one,  and 
least  of  all  an  individual:  but  these 
criticisms  are  merdy  thrown  in  to 
show  how  much  humor  one  can  find 
in  the  current  dental  literature.

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X-RAY  DANGERS

We  are  indebted  to  fhe  "  Dental  Digest  "  for  this  article.  The  author 
warns  the  dental  profession  that  continuous  exposure  to  the  X-rays  are 
dangerouM  and  precautions  naui  ha  amployed  in  that  use. 


>HIS  is  to  be  a  lillle 
heart  to  heart  per- 
sonal talk  to  all  who 
interested  in  the 
X-ray.  I  ^im  not 
telling  this  story 
bf'causc  of  any  aai- 
mosity  towards  any  one  in  particu- 
lar, but  am  telHng  it  SO  my  Jellow 
dentists  may  know. 
Two  years  ago  last  May,  I  pur- 
chased an  X  ray  machine,  the  best 
I  could  buy  for  dental  uses.  It  came, 
was  a  beauty,  and  in  due  time  was 
installed.  I  was  taught  to  use  it.  I 
loved  it.  It  worked  and  does  yet 
beautifully,  in  talking  over  proper 
equipment  for  this  machine  the 
question  of  proper  protection  was 
considered,  and  I  was  assured  over 
and  over  again  that  I  would  not 
need  a  lead  screen,  other  than  the 
lead  glass  tube  bowl,  or  protector, 
that  is  a  part  of  the  equipment  r-^ 
Thinking,  of  course,  that  tlic  men 
who  manufacture  and  sell  the 
machine  ought  to  know,  I  did  not 
bother  anj,  more  about  it,  and  every- 
thing went  along  in  smooth  order; 
I  was  getting  good  results  and  was 
very  much  pleased. 
In  May  of  last  year  (1918)  I  noticed 
a  slight  breaking  out  on  the  Bngers 
of  my  right  hand.  This  eruption 
resembled  an  ivy  poison  eruption. 
It  was  noticeably  worse  between  the 
fingers.  I  asked  a  doctor's  opinion 
about  it  and  he  said  to  paint  it  with 
iodine,  win  h  I  did,  but  which  did 
no  good.  It  r  ill  on  for  a  couple  ot 
weeks  and  finally  became  better  and 


by  the  25th  of  June  was  quite  aU 
gone  »^ 

I  did  not  know  what  had  caused  the 
trouble  but  was  glad  to  be  rid  of  it, 

as  it  was  qxutc  annoying,  though  had 
not  kept  n:e  from  operating,  but 
hindered  considerably.  I  went  along 
then  for  a  week  or  so  and  on  Mon- 
tlay,  July  9tii.  the  same  fingers  broke 
out  aL;ain  with  a  similar  eruption, 
thoui^h  noticeably  worse  Also 
thumb  and  two  fing^crs  of  left  hand. 
Thumb  and  all  fm^^ers  of  right  hand, 
d,  1  went  on  working  but  eruption 
became  so  bad  by  Saturday'  the  14th 
that  1  liad  to  close  my  office.  I  liad 
an  infection  from  this  eruption 
accompanied  by  a  temperature  of 
100  degrees  before  I  succeeded  in 
getting  treatment  to  stop  same.  I 
was  awa:,  from  the  office  a  week 
when  my  fingers  were  nearly  well 
again.  I  worked  for  the  rest  of  July, 
and  the  eruption  came  again  as 
before  and  I  had  to  close  my  office. 
Each  time  I  would  work  a  day  and 
then  m  the  evening  the  fingers  w-ould 
blister.  I  tried  three  times  and  each 
time  would  have  to  quit.  Finally 
after  being  out  of  the  office  eight 
whole  weeks  1  tried  again  and  that 
night  they  blistered  again.  I  decided 
that  it  was  the  X-rays  causing  the 
trouble.  I  have  not  made  an  expos- 
ure since  the  first  day  of  October 
and  my  hands  have  been  improving 
constantly  since  that  time. 
Conclusion:  The  X-ray  certainly 
had  an  accumulative  effect.  Use  it  a 
little  every  day  and  the  efTect  piles 
Up  until  in  my  ca«e  it  took  juat 
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year  for  it  to  manifest  itself  in  any 
way  M»  M» 

In  January  of  1919  my  hands  were 
practically  well,  yet  the  skin  of  the 
fingers  of  the  right  hand  would  crack 
quite  easily  and  bother  me  consider- 
aUy  in  that  way.  Just  as  it  takes 
time  for  effects  of  the  X-ray  to  mani- 
fest itself,  apparently  so  does  it  take 
time  for  it  to  leave  the  body.  My 
left  hand  which  was  not  so  bad  was 
quite  well  in  January  of  1919,  while 
the  right  hand  which  was  worse  was 
still  getting  better. 
I  have  sold  my  machine  and  have 
n:iy  work  done  away  from  the  office, 
and  though  it's  harder  to  do  tilings 
as  I  want  to,  I  would  much  rather 
have  my  hands  than  the  X  ray 
machine  and  no  hands. 
The  manufacturers  certainly  make 
a  great  mistake  when  they  do  not 
insist  upon  men  using  proper  lead 
screen  protection.  It  would  not  cost 
them  any  more  and  would  mean 
added  patronage  in  the  future.  The 
man  that  says  there  is  no  danger 
from  X-ray,  either  primary,  second- 
ary or  tertiary  is  ignorant  of  the 
efTects,  or  is  trying  to  sell  equip- 
ment, not  caring  for  results  to  his 
customer. 

Of  course,  some  people  may  and 
must  be  supersensitive  to  rays  but 
it  only  takes  time  to  find  out  who 
they  arc,  and  by  that  time  the 
danger  is  ck>ne,  at  least  temporarily. 
€i  When  I  equip  again  with  a 
machine  I  shall  certainly  fix  it  so 
that  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to 
turn  on  rays  except  I  stand  in  a  lead 
cabinet  that  excludes  rays  from 
every  side  and  the  top.  I  will  take 
no  chances  in  the  future.  I  would 
not  even  do  that  much  imder  a  year 
or  perhaps  two.  The  symptoms  were 
hardly  the  same  as  any  text  book 
describes*  and  yet  one  i>age  in  Dt, 


Howard  R.  Raper's  book  on  Dental 
X-rays  nearly  describes  my  case 
One  doctor  who  has  charge  of  a 
T.  B.  Sanitarium^  in  talking  of 
symptoms,  hit  the  nail  when  he  said 
"Symptoms,  Hell!  the  book  says 
nothing  about  headaches,  and  yet 
every  time  I  take  a  chest  picture  I 
get  a  headache." 

I  described  my  case  to  an  eminent 
X  ray  man  in  Baltimore,  Md.  This 
man  has  lost  a  finger  or  two,  his 
hands  arc  excellent  samples  of  what 
X-ray  bums  will  do  for  a  man,  yet 
he  was  sure  I  did  not  have  an  X-ray 
bum.  Perhaps  I  did  not  have,  but  I 
certainly  had  an  acute  X  ray  der- 
matitis, that  if  kept  up  would  have 
resulted  in  a  burn  and  perhaps  can- 
cer of  hand  or  hands.  After  talking 
to  this  man  I  was  in  Birmingham, 
Ala.,  and  visited  a  Dental  X-ray 
sp>ecialist  who  did  not  have  com- 
plete lead  protection,  and  his  hands 
were  exact  duplicates  of  what  mine 
were  at  their  worst  stage. 
This  backing  up  of  my  own  case  is 
sufficient  proof  to  me,  wiser  men 
notwithstanding,  that  I  had  at  least 
a  case  of  acute  X-ray  dermatitis. 
This  may  have  been  in  a  mild  form, 
but  it  does  not  make  much  differ- 
ence, mild  or  severe,  if  your  hands 
get  in  such  a  condition  that  you  are 
not  able  to  work,  to  say  nothing  of 
further  dangers,  that  we  are  told 
may  result  from  X>rays  carelessly 
used 

We  do  not  know  all  about  the  X-rsy 
as  yet ;  wc  are  only  just  beginning  in 
its  uses,  compared  to  what  may 
come  of  it  in  the  future.  It  is  a  great 
boon  to  humanity.  I  can't  express  in 
words  how  much  I  think  of  it  as  an 
adjunct  to  dentistry,  but  with  all 
this,  if  we  do  not  have  proper  i>ro- 
tection,  our  ranks  will  be  thinned  in 
the  next  few  years,  by  men  becom- 
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lanMt  to  ptactiie,  h  my  fim 
fa^icT.  X  doB*t  wUti  to  give  the  Idea 
that  yoa  at  dentittt  oufht  not  to 
haveott  X-fay  machine:  on  the  other 
hand  I  think  it  is  impoMible  to 
practise  dentiito-y  m  it  abould  be 
practlied  noaf  without  ooe^  or  aritii* 
out  tbo  uae  of  one,  but  what  Z 
am  working  for  la  that  every  man 
wiio  has  a  machine  have  adequate 


t^od  protection  from  tiie  taiye  t^ 
X  wish  to  repeat  that  we  don't  know 
much  about  X-rays  yet.  So  what 
each  of  va  leams»  added  to  what  the 
other  fellow  already  knowe,  may 
■ome  time  make  a  good  criterion  to

THE  TRUTH  ABOUT  PYORRHEA

►RACTICALLY  aU 
of  the  teaching 
about  pyorrhea  hat 
tjeen  false.  It  is  not 
a  germ  disease  and 
no  antiseptics  can 
do  any  good  what- 
soever.  It  does  not  start  with  a 
**  gihghdtis  "  as  so  often  stated.  No 
inflammation  of  the  gum  is  seen 
until  pyorrhea  has  been  present  for 
years.  There  is  no  such  thing  as 
**  sanguinary  calculus."  Tartar  is 
never  found  below  the  gum  margin, 
wheit  wc  do  find  is  dead  and  disin- 
tegrated alvL-olar  process.  Remove 
this  and  the  "  pjngivitis  "  dis- 
appears wiUiQut  any  other  treat- 
ment 

Pjorrh.ea  is  not  caused  by  Uirtar,  it 
is  nc^  caused  by  the  germs  foiin  i  m 
the  **  film,"  it  ia  not  caused  l:>y  any 
overhanging  fillings,  nor  bacll\  fitted 
crowns  except  as  exceptions.  It  is 
not  caused  by  mal- occlusion,  but 
any  tooth  which  has  no  wc  rV:  t  ;  do 
apHI  devidop  this  trouble  sooner  than 
tha  reit.  Pyorrhea  is  caused  solely 


by  failure  of  blood  supply  in  the 
thin  alveolar  process.  Our  chriUaa* 
tion  causes  lack  of  proper  jaw  use. 
There  is  notMng  to  encourage  the 
blood  to  these  parts.  No  amount  of 
clean  livers  will  have  any  effect 
towards  keeping  off  this  disease.  No 
explosive  washes  will  avail.  But 
pyorrhea  can  both  be  prevented  and 
cured.  The  only  thing  is  to  begin  in 
time.  No  man  can  tell  with  his  eyes 
the  early  stages  of  this  trouble,  only 
a  trained  touch  and  a  proper 
instnunent.  If  children  wefe  taught 
to  properly  brush  the  gums,  with 
the  tooth  brush,  they  would  not  have 
pyorrhea.  If  a  curable  case  is  pre- 
sented and  all  dead  bone  removed 
and  the  patient  will  proi^jrly  and 
persistently,  twice  a  day,  brufvh  the 
gums,  the  trouble  will  not  return. 
The  ^unis  will  be  healthy  and  iiard. 
There  v^ill  l  e  no  more  bleeding  and 
no  more  ^u;givilib,"  If  any  one 
doubts  the  above  let  him  try  it  Tir 
himself.  But  tlic  woi  k  niust  be  done 
properl\  and  it  may  take  some  time 
to  learn  how. 
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TEACHING  CHILDREN  BY  THE 
"CHO  CHO"  METHOD 

Children  soon  fire  of  a  lecture  and  it  is  only  by  the  aid  of  pictures  that  thep 
retain  their  interest,  for  even  a  short  talk  on  dental  subjects.  The  mind 
oj  the  child  is  imaginative— it  demands  action.  In  addressing  them,  ^  uou 
(unehiaie  your  renmhs  with  stopping  the  table,  or  o  movement  t^Jhefeei 
in  emphatic  approval  or  disapproval,  it  adds  to  the  interest  and  helps  to 
carry  the  message  home.  The  following  account  from  the  "  Worcester 
Telegram  "  of  the  government  clown's  debut  at  the  New  England  Fair,  is 
in  keeping  with  this  idea.  His  manner  of  approach  with  a  basket  filled  with 
vegotablest  a  frying  pan,  ond  a  cow  bed,  were  mo9i  oxcoUeni  and  undoubi* 
mag  (ho  instruction  thus  in^arted  produced  rostdto. 


*HE  children  of 
Worcester  have  cap- 
itulated to  Cho  Cho. 
Since  Monday, 
when  the  clever 
government  clown 
made  his  Worcester 
debut  at  the  New  England  Fair,  his 
name  has  been  on  the  lips  of  boys 
and  girla  of  all  sections,  and  the  pos- 
sibility of  seeing  and  hearing  him 
has  cast  into  comparative  insig- 
nificance the  excitement  attendant 
upon  opening  days  of  school. 
Cho  Cho  is  the  bearer  of  a  vital 
message  to  coming  citizens,  and  his 
manner  of  approach  is  as  unique  as 
it  is  successful.  Into  a  room,  or  hall, 
fall  of  re=^tless  children  bursts  Cho 
Cho  in  da/Tzling  makeup,  with  a 
market  basket,  filled  with  ve|:;e- 
tables,  hanj^ing  from  one  arm,  and  a 
fr>'!ne  pan  and  cowbell  dangling 
from  the  other.  Even  as  the  children 
gasp.  Cho  Cho  begins  his  antics.  He 
stumbles,  he  bends  his  agile  body 
into  hidicrous  contortions,  he  grim- 
aces, he  moos  like  a  cow  and  crows 
like  a  rooster.  And  when  hundreds 
of  childish  mouths  are  open  wide  in 
merriment,  Cho  Cho  faces  the  little 
people  and  demands:  "  Do  you 
know  why  I  made  you  laugh?  "  ^ 
Then  he  explains  that  he  wanted  to 
see  their  teeth  and  that  while  he 
was  delighted  to  see  lo  many  white. 


glistening  teeth,  he  was  sorry,  oh,  so 
sorry,  to  see  so  many  "  coffee  beans" 
among  them.  His  next  step  is  to 
explain  how  all  children  may  have 
white,  strong  teeth,  and  to  illustrate 
the  correct  method  of  cleaning. 
"  Brush  up  and  down,  children," 
he  urges,  '*  up  and  down,"  and  at 
this  point  in  his  t^lk,  it  is  not  an 
unusual  thing  to  see  numerous  small 
index  fingers  thrust  into  tiny 
mouths  follow,  uncoiwcioiniiy,  hit 
every  motion. 

The  health  clown's  next  move  is  to 
ilhistrate  the  correct  way  of  taking 
a  bath,  and  while  he  incites  to 
laughter,  yet  every  step  teaches  a 
lesson  and  drives  home  unerringly 
to  the  children  the  underlying 
principle  that  a  healthy  body  is  the 
right  of  all  and  within  the  reach  of 
all  ^ 

From  his  market  basket  he  takes  the 
vegetables  one  by  one.  Those  that 
arc  good  for  children  are  piled  in  a 
small  mound  on  one  side  of  the 
table,  while  those  that  are  harmful, 
or  neutral,  are  placed  on  the  other. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  how  quickly 
the  children  respond  to  the  approval 
or  disapproval  of  Cho  Cho.  FrowM 
of  distaste  invariably  follow  his  baft 
on  cucumbers  and  bright*  ydlov 
bananas,  even  though  a  generous 
showing  of  raised  hands  had  testi- 
fied but  a  moment  bsfofe*  and  in 
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response  to  his  question,  that  both 
vegetable  and  fruit  held  high  places 
in  their  estimati(»i. 
Then  How  many  children  drank 
milk  this  morning?  "  asks  the  funny 
man.  Many  hands  are  raised.  "  How 
many  had  tea  or  coffee?  "  all  unsus- 
pecting of  Cho  Cho's  disapproval, 
up  go  almost  an  equal  number,  but 
when  the  health  clown  registers 
sorrow  at  the  story  told  by  the  up- 
lifted hands,  dejection  follows  in  the 
ranks,  and  there  is  a  mournful  shak- 
ing of  heads  in  imitation  of  the  dis- 
couraged swaying  of  Cho  Cho's 
head  from  side  to  side.  The  little 
ones  arc  introduced  to  a  fictitious 
cow  who  has  a  message  for  the  chil- 
dren of  Worcester,  and  to  a  farmer's 
wife,  also  fictitious,  and  likewise 
burdened  with  a  message.  Their 
attention  is  called  to  the  frying  pan, 
and  they  are  told  that  it  is  the 
greatest  known  enemy  of  little  chil- 
dren, as  it  spoils  their  food. 


And  finally,  when  Bmatt  ndndt  are 

grappling  with  much  that  is  new, 
and  when  small  muscles  ache  from 
laughing,  there  is  a  tense  moment 
as  Cho  Cho  tugs  at  his  gaudy  vest. 
He  rips  it  open  and  there,  shining 
against  his  waistcoat,  are  medals 
and  medals.  "  I  won  them  all,  chil- 
dren," confides  the  clown,  **  for 
running  and  jumping.  And  I  won 
this  diamond  ring,  too,"  showing 
his  hand  on  which  gleams  a  mag- 
nificent diamond.  "  Took  it  away 
from  a  man  over  in  England  who 
thought  he  could  run  faster  than  I 
could.  But  I  showed  him.  And  if  you 
eat  and  drink  what  I  tell  you,  you 
will  be  big  and  strong,  too.  I'm 
going  now.  Gc>3d-by,  good-by." 
And  he  bounds  off  the  stage  fol- 
lowed by  a  vociferous  good -by  that 
is  instantly  and  eiTectually  swal- 
lowed up  in  a  rousing  "  Rah!

C  A  "  citizai"  writing  to  the  Editor  of  the  Salem,  Mass.,  "  News,**  calls  the 
attention  of  the  Salem  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the  need  of  a  dental 
dispensary.  He  says  in  part:  **  In  reading  Superintendent  W.  W.  Andrew's 
report  on  the  public  schools  of  Salem  for  1918,  I  fail  to  note  any  reference 
to  the  importance  of  a  dental  clinic  in  connection  with  the  department  of 
hygiene,  which  he  says  is  already  in  operation  in  our  schools.  The  depart- 
ment of  hygiene  falls  far  short  of  doing  the  effective  work  it  might  in  the 
correction  of  dental  defects  and  the  education  of  the  children  in  oral  hygiene* 
While  the  scholars  arc  examined  by  the  school  physician  for  defects  of  the 
teeth  and  mouth,  yet  the  examination  is  hardly  thorough  enough,  on  account 
of  so  many  other  parts  of  the  body,  being  examined  at  the  same  time.  With 
a  school  clinic  in  operation  it  would  be  practically  compulse^  for  these 
children  to  have  their  teeth  attended  to,  for  they  could  not  have  the  excuse 
that  the  expense  was  what  deterred  them  as  they  do  now  and  for  many  this 
is  why  the  hygiene  department  is  sadly  lacking  in  its  u^fulness.  The  cities 
in  our  immediate  vicinity  that  are  successfully  conducting  dental  clinics  for 
their  children  are  Beverly,  I^wrence,  Lowell,  Havcrill,  Gloucester  and 
Somerviile.  Why  not  Salem?  " 
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THE  SOCIALIZATION  OF  PREVENT- 
IVE MEDICINE  THROUGH  THE 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE

dentistry  is  not  mentioned,  it  is  well  worthy  of  perusal.  Dentistry  and 
dentists  need  a  broader  outlook  and  it  is  well  that  we  should  remember 
thai  there  are  other  factors  in  a  public  health  campaign  besides  oral  hygiene* 


|E  hear  much,  these 
days,  about  recon- 
struction and  the 
conservation  of  our 
national  resources. 
This  means  that  wc 
are,  at  least,  awak- 
ening to  a  realization  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  been  prodigal  of  our 
resources  and  spendthrifts  of  our 
reserves,  in  other  words,  that  we 
have  lived  for  the  moment  at  the 
expense  of  the  future.  This  attitude 
of  mind  and  action  must  be  the 
result  of  ignorance;  ignorance  that 
comes  from  lack  of  training  and  a 
lack  of  appreciation  of  relative 
values.  Wc  have  long  been  accused 
by  serious-  minded  thinkers  in  Europe 
and  in  this  country  of  having  stand- 
ards of  value  whc^  symbol  and  sign 
is  the  dollar  mark.  With  liumiliation 
and  shame  we  must  admit  that  there 
has  been  some  truth  in  tlie  accusa- 
tion *^ 

Several  years  ago,  a  case  of  foot  and 
mouth  disease  occurred  in  a  yoimg 
man  in  a  certain  county  of  Kansas. 
The  Associated  Press  spread  the 
information  throughout  the  country. 
My  visit  to  the  case  was  delayed. 


pending  investigation  by  a  national 
expert  and  a  confirmation  of  the 
diagnosis.  When  it  was  certain  that 

the  case  was  really  one  of  foot  and 
mouth  disease,  in  company  with  the 
President  of  the  Board,  I  made  a 
visit  to  the  town  in  question  for  the 
purpose  of  a  thorough  study  of  the 
case.  Imagine  my  surprise  when, 
after  retiring  for  the  night,  I  was 
awakened  from  my  slumber  by  a 
representative  of  the  Unitfd  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  who 
had  been  sent  to  make  a  careful 
investigation  to  determine  whether 
or  not  the  livestock  of  this  com- 
munity was  safe  from  infection.  I 
congratulated  this  trained  veteri- 
narian on  representing  such  an 
efficient  department  of  tlie  public 
service.  Assuring  him  that  there  was 
no  danger  of  transmitting  the  dis- 
ease to  the  neighborhood  livestock, 
I  then  made  inquiry  of  the  govern- 
ment's representative  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  government  had  heard  of 
the  3,900  babies  who  had  died  in 
Kansas  last  year,  and  the  1,009 
Kansas  people  who  had  died  from 
tuberculosis  that  year  and  if,  having 
heard,  th^  had  not  sent  the  govem-

ment  repfcientfltlve  to  Kmsi  to 
assist  in  the  preventtoti  of  these  dis- 
eases among  the  people. 
This  iniddent  it  mentiooiBd  at  an 
illustfaitioii  of  our  ideat  of  relative 
valuet.  Kansas  catUe  and  pi^i  teem 
to  have  ample  protection  from  both 
the  state  and  federal  government, 
but  it  it  with  the  greatest  difficulty 
that  we  can  arouse  public  interest  in 
the  vital  matter  of  public  health  j» 
Whatever  have  been  our  short- 
comings in  the  past,  the  awful 
catastrophe  of  war  has  made  ut 
l^eenly  aware  that  the  foimdatioot 
<n  the  national  defence  rest  ttpon  the 
health  and  strength,  in  body  and 
mind,  of  the  people. 
These  compte  problems  which 
Dublic  healtii  workers  are  ^•n*** 
upon  to  sc4ve  are  social  and  econom- 
ical before  tfaev  are  In  other 
words.,  we  are  now  called  upon  to 
consider  the  source  and  the  cause  of 
pfeventable  sickness  rather  tiian 
attempt  merely  to  mitigate  its  mal- 
ignant influence.  We  can  tee,  thcnt 
how.  with  a  tuddennctt  Uiat  it 
almost  ttartUng,  tihe  great  poUie 
health  movement  relating  to  the 
public  health  nurse  has  sprung  into 
existence,  the  result  and  the  oot- 
ccfine,  no  doubt,  of  the  social  evolu- 
tion which  is  making  rapid  progress 
in  this  country. 

The  visiting  nurse  was  first  inaugu- 
rated as  a  philanthropy,  primarily 
to  bring  medical  nursing  into  the 
homes  of  the  poor,  but  we  now 
recognize  the  evolution,  both  as  to 
purpose  and  name,  of  the  visiting 
nurse  into  the  public  health  nurse 
as  a  powerful  means  for  preventing 
disease,  a  mighty  adjunct  for  pro- 
moting health,  and  economic  means 
Ibr  preventing  ill  health  amone 
sadustrial  workers  and,  finally,  for 
^^ttendlng  the  principles  oi  health

II  Manifestly,  then,  the  business  of 
the  public  health  nurse  carries  with 
it  great  opport\mity  and  tremendous 
responsibility,  for  one  condition 
can  not  obtain  without  the  other 
The  relation  of  the  public  health 
nurse  to  the  individual  is  usually  one 
of  immediate  need,  either  social  or 
medical  in  character,  and  often 
both;  she  should  exercise  her 
technical  training  as  a  graduate 
nurse  in  lending  a  helping  hand  to 
the  sick,  or  in  planning  for  an  eco- 
nomic need  which  may  be  an  im- 
portant factor  in  that  particular

The  public  health  nurse  is  concerned 
not  only  in  restoring  to  health  the 
afflicted  one,  but  in  making  an  effort 
to  ascertain  the  cause  or  origin  of 
the  sickness,  if  a  communicable  or 
preventable  disease,  and  in  instruct- 
ing the  patient  in  methods  of  pre- 
vention. In  other  words,  the  future 
welfare  of  the  patient  must  be  con- 
sidered as  well  as  present  necessities. 
The  public  health  nurse  is  one  pos- 
sessed of  fl  vision  which  Icxjka  be^'ond 
the  hour,  the  place  and  the  individ- 
ual «^ 

Let  us  next  consider  the  relation  of 
the  public  health  nurse  to  the 
family.  Ordinarily,  the  graduate 
nurse  concerns  herself  only  with  the 
patient  whom  she  is  hired  to  serve; 
her  relations  to  the  family  are  purely 
incidental.  If  she  is  gracious  in 
manner*  skillful  in  service,  and 
comely  of  face  and  form,  her  pro- 
fessional contact  with  the  family 
may  be  something  more  than  mere 
toleration,"  and  her  memory  more 
than  a  nightmare  in  which  sickness, 
suffering  vile  medicine  and  the 
dieck-book  are  mixed  in  an  un- 
savory mess.  The  public  health 
nurse  has  an  entirely  different  rela- 
tion to  the  family,  bhe  comes  to

that  a  tecDnd^oMeHftS^pbold  fever 
or  tubercidoidt  firom  contact  with 
that  family  after  she  assumes  con- 
trol, must  be  an  indictment  of  her 
worth  at  a  public  health  nurse.  She 
reaHxet  that  instruction  to  the 
mother  how  to  properly  feed,  clothe 
and  care  for  her  baby  will  be  much 
more  fruitful  of  results  than  simple 
attittance  in  nursing  a  marasmic 
infant;  she  is  fully  aware  that  a 
practical  lesson  in  household  eco- 
nomics, home  sanitation  and  per- 
sonal hygiene  is  better  than  a  barrel 
of  medicine  and  a  bushel  of  pills. 
Indeed,  her  relation  to  the  family  is 
quite  as  fundamental  and  important 
as  to  the  individual  patient.  It  is  at 
this  point  that  graduate  nursing  and 
public  health  nursing  diverge,  and 
the  worth  of  the  public  health  nurse 
to  the  couununity  becomes  a  public 
asset  of  the  highest  value. 
Finally,  let  us  consider  her  relation 
to  the  community;  the  interest  of 
the  ir.iined  and  altruistic  public 
iicaltli  nurse  docs  not  cease  with  her 
patient  and  her  family,  for  by  the 
same  token  lliat  she  is  interested  in 
the  family,  must  she  be  uiterested 
in  the  comniunity.  She  clearly 
understands  that  the  community  is 
endangered  by  every  uncared-for 
case  of  tuberculosis,  that  the  com- 
munity will  suffer  from  a  typhoid 
epidemic  if  the  discharges  from  the 
typhoid  fever  patient  be  not  safely 
disposed  of;  that  an  epidemic  of  dis- 
eases of  childhood  can  never  be 
stayed  unless  their  prevalence  and 

location  are  known  to  the  health 
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ttttdiocities;  tliat  Oie  posHty  of  the 
public  milk  mpply,  conditiom  the 
sale  of  mall  coffins  hy  the  local 
midertialBen:  tlittt  tiie  icdsfenH 
tionofbaMcs  is  of  more  importance 
tlian  the  rcoofded  pedigrees  of  Isp 
poodles  4^  4^ 

In  other  words,  the  pubUc  healtli 
nurse  considers  hersdf  more  or  less 
responsible  in  preventing,  or  in 
reducing  the  incidence  of  preyent- 
Me  sickness  and  death  in  her  com- 
munity. She  is  beginning  to  hawe 
the  same  mental  attitude  toward  n 
high  infant  mortality  and  hifi^ 
tuberculosis  and  typhoid  fever  death 
rate  that  the  educated  housewife 
has  toward  the  prevalence  of  flies  in 
her  kitchen ;  namely,  that  it  is  more 
or  less  of  a  disgrace. 

The  public  health  nurse,  therefore, 
must  be  an  authority  in  matters  of 
hygiene  and  sanitation  and  must 
have  a  keen  sense  of  the  height  and 
depth  and  width  of  her  problem,  for 
above  everything  else,  she  must  be  a 
teacher  in  public  health;  morning, 
noon  and  night,  by  precept  and 
example,  she  must  teach  people  in 
right  living.  No  case  is  so  ignorant 
or  so  hopeless,  no  community  so 
blind  or  stupid,  and  no  state  so 
negligent  or  backward,  as  to  divert 
her  hi^h  purpose  and  will  in  accom- 
plishment, for  with  such  a  purpose, 
will  and  objective,  success  is  already 
assured  v/hen  the  task  is  bepun. 
€1  One  of  the  curious  anoninlies 
found  in  almost  ever^'  community  is 
the  pross  ignorance  and  grotesque 
views  held  by  the  nvernp;e  person 
concernin^^  things  medical.  A  recent 
writer  has  well  exprcsst  d  this  view 
in  verse  which  is  worth  repeating:

Probably  no  other  dass  of  public 
bMlth  niminc  is  so  difficult,  caaot* 
ing«  and  at  times  so  unsMtis^Fing  and 
dspressing  as  that  of  ths  tubercu- 
losis nuns>  in  rdatioQ  to  tuberou- 
losisoootroL  Wben  weoooaider  that 
the  various  fonns  of  tubcrcukMia  as 
n  fula  asaunia  f^f  ao-caOad  chtttiic 
state,  that  the  patients  are  iU  inm 
one  to  three  or  more  years,  and  that 
witii  thff  prolonged  iUncsii  ^cae 
must  inevttably  result  great  rest- 
lasspasi,  in^iatienca  and  diisatia- 
facHon  with  physiciani^  mirsea*  and 
even  with  those  near  and  dear  to 
thank,  COB  can  appredats  the  dif- 
ficulties surrounding  the  proper 
omtiol  of  these  caaea. 
Precautions  artiidk,  arfien  first  insti* 
tutad  with  aiaat  caia  and  jeat«  aoon 
bacome  burdanaooia,  and  an  atoaoa* 
phereof  discontent  and  hopelasanaia 
often  aeiaca  upon  everybody  rdated 
to  tiie  case;  a  general  sir  of  *'  Whafs 
the  use?"  pcevalla. 
It  is  at  this  point  that  the  tubeicu- 
loais  nurse  by  her  cheer,  and  har 
encouragement,  by  her  damonatra- 
tion  and  sacrifice,  by  her  uftdinunad 
and  unclouded  optimism,  may  re- 
store to  the  patient  and  .  to  Jhe 
friends  that  needed  thing  wh&di  is 
essential  for  the  recovery  of  the  oaaa, 
and  for  the  untiring  devotion  of  the 
household  to  continue  the  work  of 
prevention. 

The  public  health  nurse,  having 
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knowledge  that  most  cases  of  tuber* 
culosis  date  their  infection  from 
cfaUdbood,  will  be  keenly  alive  to  the 
lity  of  safeguarding  the  chil- 
of  the  home  from  the  infected 
qnitom  of  the  patient.  Family 
•upentition,  community  ignorance 
and  the  advice  of  well-meaning,  but 
misinformed  friends,  must  be  swept 
aside  and  exact,  scientific  knowledge 
avdMtituted.  Oftentimes  it  takes 
courage  of  a  high  order  to  combat 
age-old  ignorance  and  ntperatition, 
and  it  takes  courage  of  even 
higher  order  to  diplomatically 
circumvent  false  notiont  havinf;  a 
religious  basis,  or  equally  false 
information  having  a  professional 
baaia»  but  when  equipped  with 
accurate  knowledge  and  accurate 
informatioQ  one  can  go  fbrward 
unafraid 

Uthe  task  of  the  oublic  health 


tuberculosis  nurse  is  thus  io  dlActtll« 
it  must  be  true  that  the  compensa- 
tion and  rewards  must  be  equally 
great  and  satisfying.  No  other  public 
health  service  is  entitled  to  greater 
remuneration,  for  the  work  is  not 
without  danger,  and  I  think  it  is 
generatty  recognized  that  the  hagbeit 
compensation  is  given  to  nuTMS 
highly  trained  in  thit  data  of  work. 
But  there  are  other  compenaatloni 
besides  that  of  the  coin  of  the  realm* 
and  one  of  these  is  the  aatisfactian 
of  a  noble  service  perfbrmed  and  a 
task  accomplished;  for  we  can  not 
meaaure  in  symbols  of  the  dollar, 
the  exaltation  of  spirit  and  the 
approval  of  conscience  that  comes 
to  the  persons  who  have  been  faith- 
ful to  their  truat;  and  who  have  in 
a  full  measure  given  of  their  life's 
best  service  to  the  end  that  othera 
might  Uve. 


4  The  paper  money  in  existence  in  the  fifteen  principal  countries  of  the 
world  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  was  less  than  $8,000,000,000  and  at  the

It  is  more  in  its  face  value  than  all  the  gold  and  all  the  silver  turned 
out  by  all  the  mines  of  all  the  world  in  the  427  years  since  the  discovery  of 
Amerira,  Bank  deposits  in  the  fifteen  principal  countries  of  the  world  hava 
grown  from  about  $25,000,000,000  in  1913  to  approximately  $75,000,OOOt* 
000  at  the  present  time.  The  principal  neutral  countries  in  Europe  during 
the  war  period  increased  their  national  debts  $1,000,000,000,  their  nokee 
circulation  over  $1,000,000,000,  and  their  bank  deposits  nearly  $l,000r 
000,000.  Thua  in  a  short  foiu*  and  one-half  year  war  period,  world  paper 
money  has  increased  $36,000,000,000,  national  indebtedness  $180,000,000,« 
000,  and  bank  deporits  $50,000,000,000.  During  this  time  the  gold  minet 
of  the  world  have  turned  out  less  than  $2,000,000,000.  If  the  world's  histor* 
ians,  financiers,  economists  and  statisticians  are  right  in  their  general 
belief  that  an  advance  in  prices  usually  accompanies  or  dosdy  follows 
inflation  in  currency,  can  we  be  surprised  at  the  world-wide  advance  in 
pcloea  which  we  have  witnessed  during  the  past  foxu*  years  in  which  woild 
currency  and  bank  deposits  trebled  and  national  debts  quintupled.

READY  AND  WAITING 

^£  are  all  ready  and  set  for  the  newspaper  cam- 
paign  to  educate  the  laity.  The  McClure  News- 
paper Syndicate,  373  Fourth  Avenue*  New  York 
City*  stands  ready  to  fumiah  this  material  and 
we  tapctit  you  will  so  inform  your  local  press. 
The  expense  of  procuring  this  material  is  small 
and  no  publicatioa  need  dodge  the  issue  because 
it  costs  real  money. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  make  a  motion  before  your  local 
dental  society  endorsing  the  project  and  recommending  the 
local  press  to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege.  This  could  also 
be  done  with  your  Rotary  Club,  Kiwanis,  Optimist  and 
Advertising  Clubs.  It  would  not  be  out  of  order  at  a  meeting 
of  yoiu"  Bible  Class.  Have  them  pass  a  resolution  and  see  that 
the  secretary  forwards  the  same  where  it  will  do  the  most  good. 
But  do  not  sit  down  conscious  of  your  own  virtue  and  allow 
the  matter  to  end  here.  See  to  it  personally  that  your  local 
press  is  put  in  touch  with  the  suggestion.  Your  society  may 
pass  resolutions  until  it  is  black  in  tlie  face,  but,  unless  some- 
thing practical  is  done,  it  is  like  writing  a  letter  and  forgetting 
to  put  on  a  postage  stamp.  It  is  like  unto  the  man  who  kisses 
his  girl  in  the  dark.  He  knows  what  he  is  doing  but  no  one 
else  does. 

The  Mercer,  Mingol  and  McDowell  Dental  Society  of  West 
Virginia  have  the  honor  of  being  the  first  to  pass  a  resolution 
endorsing  this  campaign.  Lict  us  hear  from  other  sodetiea  who 
have  taken  a  like  action. 

Outside  of  a  few  articles  in  the  daily  press  the  advertising 
parlor  has  furnished  most  of  our  publicity.  The  general  public 
know  nothing  of  dentistry,  or  the  dental  profession.  They 
know  little  and  care  less  for  ethical  dentistry.  To  be  sure  the 
dental  proprietary  manufacturers  from  every  magazine  cover 
have  proclaimed,  "Good  teeth,  good  digestion,"  *' Sound  teetj^, 
better  health."  This  may  hark  back  to  the  soap  peddler  w^ 
his,  "  Qo  pimple,  come  beauty,*'  but  it  has  been  effective  ^ 
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The  child  who  has  received  free  dental  treatment  in  the  dis- 
pensary and  hecomes  a  wage-earner  drifts  to  the  advertising 
parlor  as  a  matter  of  course.  The  first  effect  of  this  oral  hygiene 
propaganda  is  undoubtedly  to  the  advantage  of  the  advertising 
dentist.  There  are  thousands  of  people  wlio  can  not  afford 
dentistry,  and  if  only  the  advertising  offices  supplied  decent 
services  Ihey  would  be  a  blessing.  But  they  don't.  As  a  dass 
they  are  a  disgrace  and  they  prey  upon  the  needs  of  the  poor 
and  ignorant.  Mind  you,  I  do  not  condemn  all  advertising 
dentists.  There  is  here  and  there  an  exception.  Not  all  ethical 
practitioners  are  supplying  good  services  and  there  is  too  mudh 
Brother  Bill "  in  many  offices.  The  same  problem  is  pre- 
sented in  every  profession  and  industry.  The  medical  profes- 
sion has  to  shoulder  the  disgrace  of  its  quacks  and  incompe- 
tents. The  church  is  not  without  its  unworthy  brethren  and 
every  trade  has  its  imiit  and  unfair  working  at  a  starvation 
wage,  and  service  in  keeping. 

Much  of  the  inattention  to  our  children's  teeth  is  due  to 
ignorance  and  unappreciation  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived. 
The  reason  why  people  buy  automobiles,  phonographs,  furni- 
ture, clothing  and  jewelry  at  high  prices,  and  in  unnecessary 
quantities,  is  because  manufacturers  and  dealers  have  educated 
them  to  appreciate  the  value  of  these  things.  We  must  do  the 
same.  In  a  recent  article  appearing  in  Oral  Hygiene  by  G.  M. 
Cooper,  M.  D.,  this  point  was  brought  out.  We  quote: 
"  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  people  let  their  children's  teeth 
decay  to  a  point  beyond  saving  and  take  them  to  a  country 
doctor  to  extract  or  break  off,  or  at  best  to  a  dentist  to  extract 
after  it  is  too  late  to  save,  when  the  teeth  have  begun  to  hurt 
and  not  before.  We  find  the  hardest  part  of  the  whole  work  is 
to  get  a  majority  of  the  parents  to  see  the  importance  of 
having  their  children's  teeth  treated  and  to  appreciate  the 
urgent  need  for  taking  care  of  them.  The  majority  of  men  who 
are  really  able  to  take  their  children  to  the  dentist  regularly 
for  dental  treatment  never  do  it.  And  it  requires  the  hardest 
sort  of  urging  to  get  this  same  type  of  people  to  take  their 
children  to  the  free  clinics  and  get  the  advantage  of  an  abso- 
lutely free  treatment.  Men  who  will  walk  a  mile  to  pick  up  a 
nickel  in  the  road  will  suffer  a  free  clinic  to  be  held  within  one 
hundred  yards  of  their  doors,  and,  unless  some  public  worker 
urges  them  to  take  advantage  of  twenty  or  thirty  dollars* 
worth  of  free  dental  work  for  their  children's  teeth  (and  it  will 
be  worth  that  many  thousands  to  the  children  later  on  in  life), 
they  passively  fail  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportimity."  ^ 
It  is  a  sad  fact  that  our  machinery  for  detecting  evil  is  all  out 
of  proportion  to  that  for  repairing  the  same.  This  is  true  even 
at  the  present  time  in  dentistry.  It  would  be  a  cruel  thing  to 
continually  call  attention  of  the  worthy  poor  to  the  defects  of 
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the  mouth,  teeth  and  associate  parts, if  there  were  no  means 
of  remedy  lug  same.  With  the  Industrial  Dental  Dispensaries 
and  the  free  School  Dispensaries  scattered  over  our  land  it 
would  seem  that  there  was  a  fair  chance  for  all  to  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  dental  attention.  As  indicated,  too  often  use  is  not 
made  of  the  dental  dispensary.  This  is  the  result  of  ignorance 
and  it  is  the  children  that  suffer  most. 

If  the  public  as  well  as  physicians,  yea,  even  dentists  were 
aware  of  the  serious  influence  which  defective  teeth  have  on 
the  development  and  health  of  the  individual,  attention  to  the 
mouth  and  teeth  would  hold  a  most  important  place  in  pre- 
ventive medicine.  The  result  would  be  a  saving  in  time  and 
expense,  increased  physical  and  mental  efficiency,  a  greater 
average  duration  of  life  ^nd  fewer  chronic  diseases. 
Let  us  then  be  up  and  doing! "  Why  stand  ye  idle  all  the  day?  ** 
Now  is  our  opportunity;  let  us  make  the  most  of  it.  Every 
dentist  and  dental  society  in  the  land  should  make  an  earnest 
effort  to  co-operate  with  this  magazine  in  its  campaign  of 
publicity.  We  ai«  ready  and  waiting.  Are  you  with  us?

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THE  ONE  ASSET  OF  THE  POOR 

HE  one  aaaet  of  the  poor  is  health.  Without  this 
they  are,  indeed,  poor.  It  is  the  one  great  tiung 
they  have  to  sell  and  it  is  our  business  to  see 
that  tiiis  be  secured  to  them«  Capitalism  is  for- 
ever scheming  to  steal  this>  and  it  was  on^  witii 
the  advent  of  labor  compensation  laws  that  tl^ 
worker  had  an  opportunity  to  pfotect  himself. 
Even  today  in  certain  lines  of  industry  the  man  is  of  lesser 
importance  than  a  machine.  So  long  as  he  has  health  and 
strength — wdl  and  good.  It  makes  no  difference  whether  or 
not  he  has  lost  his  health  in  exploiting  the  mandates  <rf  Ids 
employer.  When  he  has  passed  his  useftilness  he  la.  thrown  in 
the  comer  like  a  wet  di^  rag  and  his  place  filled  by  another 
worker  ^ 

There  are  many  classes  of  poor.  Some  you  can  help — others 
to  tiieir  injury.  The  more  you  help,  the  more  you  may*  There 
is,  however^  dbe  self-req)ecting  poor,  many  of  whom  live  on  the 
borderland  of  poverty;  their  one  great  fear  is  that  they  lose 
their  heal^  and  strength  and  thus  become  a  pubfic  diarge. 
They  will  not  accept  help  from  any  source  or  allow  thdr  diil- 
dren  even  the  bendits  of  a  free  dental  dispensary.  If  tfa^can 
not  themselves  pay  for  tins  service*  th^  will  suffer  in  sUenoe 
and  allow  their  diildren  to  do  Itewise. 
The  poor  are  so  accustomed  to  hardship  that  defident  sight  in 
one  eye,  poor  hearing,  adenoids,  decaying  teeth  and  crooked 
limbs,  being  bearable  troubles,  are  ignored.  You  and  I  may 
argue  that  if  we  bring  children  into  tte  world  that  we  can  not 
properly  care  for,  it  is  the  province  of  the  state  to  grant  this 
aid  and  we  have  no  right,  moral  or  otherwise,  to  aUow  them  to 
suffer  for  our  foolish  pride. 

In  the  dental  dispensaries  at  Boston  and  Rodiesfcer  a  small 

charge  is  made,  just  enough  to  remove  the  stigma  of  charity. 
At  Bridgeport,  Connecticut,  and  at  Rochester,  New  York, 
the  prophylactic  work  in  the  schools  is  paid  for  t^  the  munid- 
paHty  and  all  alike  are  supposed  to  enjoy  its  benefits.  It  is 
as  much  a  part  of  the  sdiool  work  as  domestic  science  or  man- 
ual training.  Speed  the  day  when  this  is  equally  true  of  the 
school  dental  dispensary! 

Then  there  is  a  class,  mostly  among  our  foreign  bom  popula- 
tion, that  welcomes  everything  that  is  free.  It  is  a  mark  of 
cunning  to  secure  something  for  nothing.  The  paterfamilias  - 
may  own  a  row  of  tenements,  but  his  children  are  the  recipients 
of  free  rubbers,  school  books,  and  dental  services.  The  only 
disgrace  is  in  being  found  out.  But  the  children  are  benefited — 
"there  is  no  charity  for  a  child."  We  are  helping  to  make 
them  better  citizens,  better  men  and  women. 
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The  care  of  the  teeth  is  a  step  toward  the  care  of  the  body  in 
general  and  with  it  increased  confidence  and  self-respect.  The 
poor  must  be  taught  the  value  of  the  mouth,  teeth,  and 
associate  parts  as  a  health  factor — must  be  told  why.  Too  long 
they  have  looked  upon  the  care  of  the  mouth  as  a  foolishness 
on  a  par  with  manicuring  the  finger  nails.  Let  them  under- 
stand that  it  is  an  important  step  in  preserving  their  greatest 
asset.  The  parents  must  be  taught  through  the  medium  of  the 
press  and  the  children  through  the  schools,  the  whole  value 
of  that  asset  of  the  poor,  a  healthy  body.

C  Fort  William,  Canada,  Board  of  Education,  has  placed  in  the  estimate 
the  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  system  of  dental 
inspection  and  treatment.  This  amount  is  provided  for  the  balance  of  the 
year  and  plans  are  made  to  develop  the  work  during  the  year  1920. 

C.  According  to  statistics,  Bridgeport,  Connecticut,  is  spending  $61,838 
for  medical  work  in  connection  with  its  schools.  Of  this  amount  $36,738  is 
for  dental  work,  $16,700  is  paid  to  nurses.  $3,200  goes  to  doctors,  $4,300  for 
supplies  and  $900  for  other  purposes.  In  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  $18,585 
will  be  expended  for  this  work.  The  nurses  will  receive  $9,635,  the  doctors 
will  be  iMtid  $3,600  and  $5,350  is  appropriated  for  dental  work.  \ 

C  At  the  graduation  exercises  of  the  Marquette  University,  June  20,  1919, 
Dr.  H.  Bdgiond  Friesell.  Dean  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  I>ental 
Department,  waa  presented  with  the  degree  of  LL.D.,  for  "-distinguished 
service  to  the  cause  of  education  and  professional  ideals."  This  is  said  to 
be  the  fint  time  in  eighteen  years  that  an  American  univernty  hat  con- 
ferred the  degree  of  LL.D.,  on  a  dentist. 

C  A  druggist  of  Davenport*  Iowa,  narfowly  escaped  death  at  the  hands 
of  a  cowardly  robber.  A  negro  entered  the  store  and  as  the  druggist  turned 
to  face  his  customer,  without  a  word  of  warning,  the  negro  raised  a  gun  and 
shot  the  druggist  in  the  face.  The  bullet  entered  bdow  the  right  nostril  and 
stopped  after  plougliing  out  the  heavy  bridg^woik  on  tlie  right  upper  jaw.

€[  A  dental  clinic  comprising  three  chairs  has  been  added  to  the  medical 
work  of  the  Salvation  Army  at  the  Social  Center,  87  Vernon  Street,  Boston, 
Massachusetts.  The  clinic  is  co-operative  with  the  Boston  school  com- 
mittee and  treats  free  Uie  teeth  of  children  seat  by  the  schools. 

C  The  United  Charities  of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  is  about  to  extend  its 
health  work  by  opening  two  new  dental  clinics,  one  in  White  Bear  and  the 
other  North  St.  Paul.  Both  clinics  opened  July  24.  The  work  in  both  places 
is  receiving  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  school  authorities. 

C  Sir  William  Osier,  who  has  had  experience  in  three  countries — Canada, 
United  States  and  England — has  given  it  as  his  opinion  that  there  are 
more  adenoid  children  to  the  acre  in  England  than  anywhere  else  in  the 
world  ^  «•> 

d  The  Board  of  Health  of  Chicopee  Falls,  Mass.,  is  asking  an  appropriation 
for  a  dental  clinic.  The  board's  report  states  that  "  decayed  teeth  form  a 
common  way  for  the  invasion  of  disease  by  bacteria."  The  board  feels  that 
•uch  a  clinic  as  sorely  needed  an  Chicopee. 

C  An  account  of  the  dental  activities  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of . 
Health  in  caring  for  the  teeth  of  the  children  in  the  rOral  districts  appeared 
In  a  recent  issue  by  G.  M.  Cooper,  M.  D.  He  reports  that  this  year  they  are 
overwhelmed  with  work,  employinc  nine  dentists  in  the  iidd  in  at  many 
different  counties.  They  are  treating  from  six  hundred  to  seven  hundred 
children  every  week.  Hurrah,  for  North  CaroUnal 

^  A  dental  clinic  for  children  and  adults  has  been  opened  by  the  Instruct- 
ive District  Nursing  Association  at  the  Hyde  Park  Health  Center  (Mass.) 
which  will  be  open  Wedne8da3rs  and  Fridays  from  9  A.  M.,  to  5  P.  M.  The 
clinic  has  been  estabUsbed  in  Hyde  Park  because  of  the  20  cent  car  fare 
each  way  necessary  to  reach  the  Forsyth  Infirmary,  which  has  resulted  in 
the  people  neglecting  to  have  their  teeth  cared  for  rather  than  pay  the 
high  fate. 

€1  The  Vermont  rural  dental  clinics,  a  division  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  directed  by  the  Proctor  family,  has  just  completed  the  second 
year  of  its  operation.  Throughout  the  state  as  a  result  of  these  clinics  more 
atre^  is  placed  on  the  care  of  children's  teeth,  and  oral  prophylaxis  as  an 
instrtmient  of  health  has  become  more  effective.  The  benefits  which  have 
been  derived  from  this  work  throughout  the  state  are  two  fold.  It  has  been 
a  source  of  educational  interest  to  whole  communities  and  not  merely  to 
the  school  children  who  come  under  its  care.  The  actual  work  done  proves 
the  worth  of  such  a  movement  and  the  need  for  an  extensive  system  is 
emphasized  by  the  fact  that  less  than  one-tenth  of  the  eligible  children  are 
reached.  During  the  last  year  800  children  were  treated,  requiring  1,400 

extractions  of  teeth  and  nearly  3,000  hllings  and  treatments.  _ 
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C  The  Editor  desires  one  copy  of  the  first  and  second  session  1869-1870  of 
the  New  York  State  Society  Reports.  These  are  boimd  in  one  volume  for 
which  he  is  willing  to  pay  $2  for  a  copy.

€\,  The  Dental  Department  of  Vanderbilt  University,  Nashville,  Tennessee, 
the  leading  dental  school  of  the  southern  states,  recently  announced  its 
decision  to  discontinue  teaching  for  lack  of  funds.  It  now  announces  that 
instruction  will  be  continued  as  heretofore.  It  is  presumed  that  new  financial 
backing  has  been  guaranteed  to  continue  its  activities  and  maintain  the 
high  position  of  the  dental  school.

Davy  and  Dr.  G.  Gorrell  have  completed  a  dental  inspection  of  the  school 
children  in  Morrisburg,  Canada.  Dr.  J.  L.  Mackle  of  Brampton  conducted 
a  dental  clinic  in  Malton  on  July  8  and  9,  when  forty- five  children  were 
examined  and  in  some  cases  the  necessary  operations  were  performed. 
Stratford,  Canada,  has  appointed  Dr.  George  N,  Howden,  to  examine  the 
teeth  of  the  school  children  in  that  town.  The  inspection  will  take  place 
in  the  Fall.  Stratford  has  a  permanent  dental  inspection  and  the  work 
shows  great  promise.

dental  dqwrtment  is  invaluable.  It  is  operated  at  very  little  eipense  to  the 
firm  and  at  very  reasonable  rates  to  the  emplpyees." 

C  In  April,  1916,  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Orthodootological  and  Tri-City 
Societies  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  start  a  free  dental  dispensary  in 
Omaha.  Ninety- two  dentists  pledged  themselves  to  give  one- half  day  each 
month  to  the  work.  A  campaign  was  started  to  secure  funds.  One  of  the 
features  was  a  3-year  pledge  system  that  would  insure  sufficient  funds  to 
continue  the  work  after  its  establishment.  The  dispensary  was  opened  on 
February  19,  1917,  and  since  then  6,328  cases  have  received  care  without 
charge.  During  the  past  four  months  700  new  cases  have  been  admitted, 
and  3,500  operations  performed.  The  average  cost  per  operation  is  approxi- 
mately 32  cents.  The  Omaha  Board  of  Education  lias  recently  added  the 
dental  dispensary  to  its  Department  and  it  will  be  well  housed  in  the  City 
Hall.  The  two  local  Dental  Societies  will  continue  to  have  professional 
supervision  over  the  same.  The  Omaha  Board  of  Education  is  a  most  pro- 
gresnve  body.  Mr.  W.  E.  Reed  is  the  President,  and  John  H.  Burridge  is  the 
Superintendent,  who  is  particularly  interested  in  the  work. 

^  The  educational  authorities  of  London,  Hamilton,  and  other  centers  in 
Canada,  are  most  active  in  a  movement  to  make  examination  of  the  teeth 
of  the  public  school  children.  London  has  a  school  dentist  who  for  three 
years  has  been  caring  for  the  teeth  of  the  children.  Prior  to  this,  school 
nurses  insi>ected  the  teeth  regularly  and  advised  the  parents  as  to  any 
defects.  Dr.  E.  W.  Fuller,  when  appointed  three  years  ago,  fitted  up  at  the 
expense  of  the  Board  a  room  in  one  of  the  schools  where  the  dental  work 
could  be  done  for  the  children.  He  also  secured  a  portable  dental  outfit 
which  could  be  carried  to  any  of  the  schools  when  necessary.  Dr.  S.  A. 
Moore,  was  appointed  by  the  Board  last  June  and  since  then  he  has  been 
devoting  his  time  to  the  work.  In  tliis  way  any  child  with  defective  teeth  is 
treated  without  taking  anything  away  from  the  family  exchequer,  which 
in  most  instances  is  all  too  small  to  meet  the  necessities.  Ever^'  month  a 
report  is  made  to  the  Board  by  the  dentist.  Thus  they  are  kept  in  touch  with 
the  work  throughout  the  year. 
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41  The  first  record  of  the  arrival  of  a  dentist  upon  the  Hawaiian  Islands  waa 
tiiat  of  a  Dr.  M.  B.  Stevens  on  December  11,  1847.  Dr.  J.  M.  Whitney,  a 
graduate  of  the  Umveraity  of  Pennaylvania,  immediately  after  his  marriage 
in  Oberlin,  Ohio,  in  1869,  at  the  urgent  call  of  several  residents,  went  to 
Hoooliiltt  with  his  wife  and  entered  upon  practice.  For  many  years  he  was 
the  only  practitioner.  Mrs.  Whitney  has  been  the  leader  of  the  local  branch 
of  tiie  Women's  Christian  Ten^terance  Union,  which  she  organised  in 
Honohihi,  and  whose  piesident  she  has  beea  for  almost  thirty  years. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Whitney  have  recently  celebrated  their  fiftieth  wedding  anni- 
versary. We  hope  he  will  continue  in  active  practice  for  many  years  and* 
as  in  tiie  past,  a  leader  of  the  dental  profession  in  Hawaii.

C  It  is  expected  to  establish  both  medical  and  dental  dispensaries  at  the 
new  factoiy  in  Bridgeville,  Pennsylvania,  with  a  physician,  dentist  and 
two  nurses  to  assist  In  the  work. 
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€i  As  the  result  of  a  campaign  to  raise  $jO,000,  the  Columbus, Ohio, dentists 
succeeded  in  raising  $12,254.47.  The  largest  smgle  subscription  was  $750 
made  by  the  Columbus  Dental  Manufacturing  Company.  Two  thousand 
dollars  in  pennies  were  contributed  by  children  of  Columbus  and  $1,000 
was  raised  by  the  Parent-Teachers'  organization.  The  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, Columbus  Dental  Society,  Central  Philanthropic  Council,  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs,  and  the  Parent-Teachers'  Association  were  all 
interested  in  the  enterprise.  Five  free  dental  clinics  for  the  poor  children  of 
Columbus  arc  to  be  established  September  1st,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Dental  Clinic  Organization  which  raised  the  funds 
in  a  financial  campaign  conducted  last  February.  The  children  will  be 
instructed  in  the  proi>er  care  of  the  teeth  and  mouth.  Filling,  treating,  and 
extracting  will  be  included  in  the  regular  program  of  the  clinics. 


€1.  The  annual  educational  nomber  of  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Association  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  shows  2,656  graduates  of 
medical  colleges,  a  decrease  of  14.  Forty- four  and  four- tenths  per  cent  of 
all  graduates  held  collegiate  degrees  as  compared  with  38.4  per  cent  of 
last  year,  32.5  per  cent  in  1917  and  26.9  per  cent  in  1916.  There  were  686 
women  studying  medicine,  or  105  more  than  last  year.  This  increase  is 
probably  due  to  the  war  emergency  and  the  result  of  a  demand  for  physi- 
cians. During  the  past  year  five  colleges  were  closed,  leaving  eighty- five 
still  existing.  The  number  of  existing  and  extinct  institutions  is  439.  The 
percentage  of  students  enrolled  in  Class  A  colleges  has  increased  during  the 
last  seven  years  from  65.4  to  87.9.  The  total  number  of  students  attending 
the  1919  sessions  was  13,052,  a  decrease  over  any  previous  year  since  1890. 
New  York  State  has  the  largest  number  of  students,  2,003,  Pennsylvania 
1,001,  Illinois  931.  Fourteen  of  the  medical  colleges  charge  fees  of  $100  or 
less  per  year,  thirty- six  between  $100  and  $1 75,  and  thirty- five  charge  above 
$175.  Of  the  fourteen  colleges  charging  $100  or  less,  eleven,  or  75  per  cent, 
are  listed  among  Class  A  colleges  of  medical  education.  The  average 
amount  received  each  year  from  the  individual  student  is  shown  to  be  $150, 
while  the  average  amount  actually  expended  in  his  training  was  $419.  This 
larger  expenditure  is  possible  because  the  colleges  receive  cither  state  aid, 
or  private  endowment.  The  University  of  Toronto,  Toronto,  Canada,  with  a 
total  registration  of  689  is  the  largest  attended  medical  school.  Rush 
Medical  College,  Chicago,  is  second  with  a  total  attendance  of  633.  The 
University  of  Iowa,  College  of  Homeopathic  Medicine,  Iowa  City,  total 
number  of  students  registered  four,  has  the  smallest  registration.

Competition  as  to  quality  ap- 
peals to  me.  I  am  not  interested 
in  competition  as  to  price.  If  I 
cannot  make  a  better  article,  I 
will  not  make  it  at  all. 
\  In  the  porcelain  tooth  in- 
dustry, cert  am  advances  have 
been  made  m  the  carving  of 
mcjulds.  Methods  of  anchorage 
for  pins  have  been  improved. 
Production  and  shades  have 
been  standardized.  But  the  es- 
sential characteristics  oi  the 
porcclam  itselt  and  the  phvsical 

appearance  of  the  iinished 
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product  are  the  same  today  as 
they  were  in  the  days  of  the 
grandfathers  of  the  men  who 
are  producing  goods  ofthis  class. 
\  Improvements  in  these  char- 
acteristics may  have  been  made 
from  time  to  time,  but  these 
improvements  have  been  mani- 
fested to  a  greater  extent  in  the 
descriptive  advertising  than  in 
the  material  itself. 
If  Radical  improvements  have 
been  made  in  filling  materials 
and  in  practically  everything 
else  in  the  line  of  supplies  that 
a  dentist  uses  at  the  cnair  or  in 
his  laboratory, 

IfExhaustive  scientific  research 
has  been  undertaken  by  manu- 
facturers to  improve  almost 
everything  else. 
H  But  progress  in  the  science  of 
developing  a  porcelain  of  supe- 
rior quality  appears  to  have 
been  on  a  dead  center. 
If  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  art, 
and  such  science  as  has  existed 
in  the  production  of  porcelain 
teeth,  appear  to  have  been 
handed  down  largely  by  word 
of  mouth  from  one  generation 
to  the  next. 

If  For  this  reason,  men  engaged 
in  the  industry  long  ago  ac- 
quired the  habit  of  saying  a 
thing  could  not  be  done  because 
it  never  had  been  done. 
If  This,  then,  was  the  situation 
when  the  Company  was  organ- 
ized and  I  undertr>nk  to  apply 
real  science  to  the  art  and  to 
that  end,  sought  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  chemists  of  the  Mel- 
lon Institute  of  Industrial  Re- 
search under  the  1^  ellowship  of 


the  Lec  S.  Smith  &  Son  Mfg. 
Company,  of  which  I  am 
General  Manager. 
\  The  first  problem  we  under- 
took to  solve  was  the  produc- 
tion of  a  combination  of  metals 
which  could  be  fused  into  the 
porcelain  as  a  substitute  for 
platinum  pins. 

If  As  a  result  of  exhaustive  re- 
search a  metal  was  developed  * 
possessing  the  proper  co-ef- 
ficient of  expansion  and  with  a 
fusing  ]M)int  considerably  high- 
er than  that  of  the  porcelain. 
If  It  has  been  demonstrated 
that  the  portion  of  any  base 
metal  pin  embedded  in  the 
porcelam  and  that  portion  of  it 
extending  into  the  rubber  of 
which  the  plate  is  constructed 
will  remain  unchanged  indefi- 
nitely and  in  that  respect  the 
metal  is  the  equal  of  platinum 
itself. 

If  Any  combination  of  base 
metals,  however,  is  subject  to 
a  certain  amount  of  corrosion 
in  moist  environment  and,  if 
secretions  of  the  mouth  find 
their  way  m  through  the  micro- 
scopical space  between  the 
porcelain  and  the  vulcanite, 
that  portion  of  the  pin  with 
which  moisture  may  come  in 
contact  will  be  subject  to  dis- 
integration. 

If  The  composition  metal  pins 
we  are  using  are,  of  course, 
subject  to  these  limitations  and 
their  superiority  is  due  chiefiy 
to  their  proper  expansion  co- 
efficient and  high  fusion  point. 
*f  Since  base  metal  pins  for  the 
reason  stated  are  unfit  for  per- 
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manent  sets,  we  undertook  to 
improve  methods  of  soldering 
a  gold  cased  pin  into  an  anchor- 
age of  platinum  previously 
fused  into  the  porcelain. 
In  a  soldercd-in  pin  tooth,  tlie 
use  of  a  pin  of  base  metal  is 
certainly  con tra-indicated. 
Teeth  with  composition  metal 
pins  are  designed  primarily  for 
temporary  sets.  For  that  rea- 
son, pins  heavily  cased  with 
20  K.  gold  will  be  used  exclus- 
ively in  soldered-in  pin  teeth 
manufactured  under  the  meth- 
ods hereinafter  described. 
\  The  improved  method  of 
soldering  we  have  perfected 
consists  of  fusing  a  cone  or 
cup-shaped  platinum  anchor- 
age in  the  body  of  the  tooth 
into  which  a  gold-cased  pin  is 
soldered.  This  pin  possesses 
greater  strength  than  if  it  were 
solid  gold,  offering  of  course 
the  same  resistance  to  the 
moisture  present  in  the  mouth. 
If  The  cup-shaped  anchorage  is 
obviously  superior  to  any  other 
form  of  attachment  since  the 
solder  holding  the  pin  in  place 
is  in  contact  with  the  end  of  the 
pin  as  well  as  its  entire  cir- 
cumference. 

1[  And,  certainly,  the  extent  of 
actual  contact  between  the  pin 
and  the  anchorage  measures 
the  degree  of  resistance  to  stress. 
1[  Under  the  method  of  solder- 
ing we  have  developed,  the 
soldered-in  pin  possesses  very 
much  greaterstrengtheven  than 
pins  of  platinum,  or  any  other 
metal  fused  into  the  porcelain. 
^  It  is  a  physical  impossibility 


to  separate  the  platinum  cup 
from  the  end  of  tne  pin  after  it 
is  soldered  in  place. 
%  Each  individual  pin,  when 
soldered  in  as  described,  is  sub- 
jected to  a  test  far  in  excess  of 
any  stress  the  tooth  can  be 
called  upon  to  withstand  in 
the  mouth. 

•f  The  extraordinary  precau- 
tions in  vogue  in  our  testing 
department  preclude  the  possi- 
bility of  offering  for  sale  any 
tooth  which  does  not  measure 
up  to  our  high  standard. 
^  The  greater  problem  we  set 
out  to  solve,  however,  had  to 
do  with  radical  improvements 
in  the  porcelain  itself. 
VI  he  concentrated  efforts  both 
of  the  chemists  at  the  Institute 
and  the  practical  porcelain  ex- 
perts in  the  factory  have  been 
persistently  directed  to  this 
end  for  the  past  five  years. 
If  Our  goal  was  the  production 
of  a  high-fusing  material  pos- 
sessing the  maximum  degree  of 
crushing  strength,  from  which 
the  high  glaze  or  so-called  crock- 
ery effect  would  be  eliminated. 
1[  For  the  ordinary  porcelain 
tooth  looks  artificial  more  on 
account  of  this  objectionable 
glassy  or  mirror-like  surface 
than   for  any  other  reason. 

highly  gla/ed  porcelain 
tooth  in  the  mouth  is  in  con- 
tact with  the  lips  and  is  con- 
stantly washed  by  saliva. 
^  It  differs  from  the  surface  of 
the  natural  tooth  in  the  sense 
that  it  does  not  stain  to  the 
same  extent  and  that  the 
natural  tooth  has  a  tendency  to 
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absorb  the  light,  wlKicas  the 
glazed  surtacc  of  the  artificial 
tooth  rcHccts  it. 
^IThat  this  all-important  prob- 
lem has  been  successfully  solved 
will  he  best  manifested  bv  a 
personal  inspection  of  the  proti- 
uct  resulting  from  the  research 
undertaken. 

If  We  have  succeeded  in  pro- 
ducing a  high-fusing  art  porce- 
lain. 

There  is  as  much  of  a  dis- 
tinction between  it  and  the 
product  of  other  factories  as 
there  is  between  the  well- 
known  Sevres  porcelain  and 
Woolworth  earthenware. 
\  The  egg-shell  finish  permits 
of  more  accurate  matching  of 
the  shades  of  the  natural  tooth, 
since  the  highly  glazed  tooth 
reflects  the  color  of  surround- 
ing objects  whereas  the  dull 
finish  shows  the  actual  color  of 
the  tooth. 

^  Yet  when  moistened  with 
saliva,  the  only  distinction  be- 
tween this  product  and  the 
ordinary  porcelain  is  that  the 
former  possesses  a  much  greater 
degree  of  translucency  result- 
ing from  penetration  of  the 
light  rays. 

If  In  a  physical  sense,  the  sur- 
face of  the  one  is  as  smooth  as 
the  other,  the  results  we  have 
accomplished  arising  from  dull- 
ing rather  than  roughening  the 
surface. 

If  The  art  porcelain,  however, 
represents  such  a  radical  de- 
parture, that  pending  its  uni- 
versal adoption,  we  shall  also 
supply  in  the  high  glaze,  the 


superior  quality  of  porcelain 
we  are  producing. 
If  I  am  firmly  convinced  when 
the  art  porcelain  is  seen,  it  will 
be  appreciated  and  preferred  to 
the  high  plaze;  but  following 
the  line  ot  least  resistance,  the 
purchaser  may  in  the  mean- 
time have  his  choice,  teeth  with 
the  high  glazed  finish  being 
somewhat  less  expensive  than 
the  art  porcelain.

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THE  FREE  DISPENSARIES  OF  THE 
ROCHESTER  DENTAL  SOCIETY 

A  Historical  Sketch 
WILLIAM  W.  3ELCHER,  D.  D.  S.,  Roche«ter,  N.  Y. 

The  following  brief  historical  sketch  of  the  work  of  the  Rochester  Dental 
Society  is  as  correct  as  I  know  how  to  make  it.  Inquiries  have  been  made 
as  to  when  a  description  of  the  activities  of  the  Society  was  to  be  printed- 
It  would  he  necessary  to  write  a  volume,  and  a  good,  thick  one  at  that,  to 
record  in  detail  the  work  accomplished  before  the  dispensary  was  taken 
over  by  the  city  and  the  recent  of  Mr.  Eastman's  gift.  It  is  therefore  not 
indicated  that  the  following  account  shall  be  con^ehensive.  The  high 
spots  only  are  touched,  and  much  detaU  is  necessarily  omiited. 


MERSON  has  well 
said,  "  In  times 
when  V  f  thought 
ourselves  indolent 
we  have  afterwards 
discovered  that 
much  has  been  ac- 


complished and  much  was  bcAun  in 
us.  All  our  days  are  so  unprohtable 
while  they  pass,  that  'tis  wonderful 
where  or  when  we  ever  get  anything 
of  this  which  we  call  wisdom,  poetry, 
virtue.  We  never  got  it  on  any  cal- 
endar day.  Some  heavenly  days 
miist  have  been  intercalated  some- 
where, like  those  that  Hermes  won 
with  dice  of  the  Moon,  that  Osiris 
might  be  bom."  Many  of  our  days, 
our  dental  gatherings  are,  \\  c  ilnnk, 
unprofitable,  but  wc  return  with 
new  ideas  which  later  we  put  into 
practice.  Sometimes  we  are  uncon- 
scious of  this. 

When  Dr.  G.  L.  McClunc  of  Ovid, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Seventh  Distiict 
Dental  Society  of  the  state  of  New 
York— at  that  time  of  about  wcty 
members,  iindcly  separated  m  the 
Seventh  Judicial  District— hdd 
April  28,  1891,  at  the  Y.M.C.A. 
Building,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  read  a 
paper  on  '*Hoapttal  Dentistry." 
he  was  not  cooscious,  nor  were  his 
hearers,  that  he  had  launched  the 


oral  hygiene  movement  in  the 
United  States.  He  gave  his  experi- 
ences in  the  Insane  Asylum  located 
at  Ovid,  and  the  need  for  dental 
tfeatrrsent.  Doctors  Miller,  Howard 
and  S^mnclers  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  see  if  the  establish- 
ment of  a  dental  dispensary  for  the 
indigent  poor  was  not  practical  in 
the  city  of  Rochester. 
As  a  result,  on  May  17,  1892,  at  the 
City  Hospital,  Rochester,  New 
York,  was  opened  one  of  the  first 
free  dental  dispensaries  in  the 
United  States.  The  equipment  was 
meager  in  the  eictreme.  An  old- 
fashi  >n<\i  Archer  chair  and  a  few 
instruments.  Members  volunteered 
to  take  their  turn  in  furnishing  this 
service  one  day  each  week.  Dr.  H.  S. 
Miller,  who  was  chairman  of  the 
committee,  found  it  necessary  to 
act  as  supply,  as  many  of  the  men 
lived  out  of  town,  and  did  not  or 
could  not  fill  their  appointments. 
The  dispensary  was  abandoned 
after  a  two  years'  triaL 
Some  ten  years  later  a  few  enthuai* 
astic  members  of  the  Rochcater 
Dental  Sodety«  in  view  of  the  alarm- 
ing need  of  dental  services  among 
the  worthy  poor,  insisted  on  the 
feasibiUty  of  cstaWishhig  a  dental 
dispensary.  In  view  of  the  former 
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failure  of  the  Seventh  Diftrict 
Society,  the  older  membeis  were 
loath  to  again  embark  on  a  similar 
undertakiiig.  They  were  perfectly 
wflling,  however,  to  see  a  oommittee 
appointed 

After  four  years'  existence  and 
numerous  reports  of  nothing  accom- 
plished, the  committee  reported, 
through  its  chairman,  Eh*.  F.  W. 
Proscus,  that  the  late  Captain 
Henry  Lomb  stood  ready  to  donate 
a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  equip 
a  free  dental  dispensary. 
Dr.  Proseus,  calling  at  the  office  of 
Dr.  R.  H.  Hofheinz,  who  was  the 
dentist  of  Mr.  Lomb,  introduced 
the  subject  of  a  free  dental  dis- 
pensary for  the  worthy  poor  of  the 
city  of  Rochester,  and  found  an 
appreciative  audience  in  Mr.  Lomb 
of  the  Bausch  &  Lomb  Company, 
manufacturers  of  microscop)cs,  lenses 
and  scientific  instruments.  He  was 
so  impressed  with  Dr.  Proseus' 
presentation  of  the  matter  that  he 
offered  to  give  the  society  $600  for 
the  establishment  of  a  free  dental 
dispensary 

The  Bausch  &  Lomb  Company, 
beginning  with  nothing,  expanded 
so  rapidly  that  it  required  all  the 
capital  that  could  be  secured  in  its 
development  and,  although  the 
Captain  was  considered  a  ridbi  man, 
his  rapidly  increasing  busfaiess  le- 
qoired  the  husbanding  of  his  re- 
sources. He  was  a  philanthropist, 
wise  in  his  giving.  At  this  early  date 
he  had  for  several  years  paid  the 
salaries  of  three  physicians  and  a 
number  of  nurses  for  the  public 
sdxools  to  demonstrate  their  effi* 
'  ciency  and  need.  He  had  giveolo  tlw 
Medianics'  Institute  a  total  of 
$180,000.  This  was  in  smaU  install- 
ments of  a  few  thousands  as  they 
most  needed  It.  Others  have  since 


given  larger  amounts,  but  never  was 

mon^r  eq;>ended  so  wisely  as  the 
fiew  thousands  that  the  Captain  was 
able  to  ^are  firom  his  business. 
Also  he  paid  the  eipcnscs  of  numer- 
ous graduates  of  our  public  schools 
in  some  mechanical  pursuit,  or,  in 
the  case  of  the  girls^^  a  training  in 
domestic  science. 

Mr.  Lomb  left  for  Europe,  and  it 
was  during  this  time  that  the  com- 
mittee visited  the  various  hospitals 
and  found  no  room  with  a  suitable 
light.  The  dispensary  was  not 
intended  primarily  for  childr  *n,  but 
for  poor  adults  as  well.  If  the  service 
had  been  confined  to  the  children, 
perhaps  the  schools  would  have 
welcomed  us,  but  it  did  not  occur  to 
us  to  try  this  source,  and  after 
looking  over  the  hospitals,  it  was 
decided  to  establish  the  charity  in 
connection  with  the  Rochester  Pub- 
lic Health  Association,  32  South 
Washington  Street. 
This  was  a  charity  of  Mr.  Lomb's, 
and  its  object  was  to  inform  the 
public  as  to  health  conditions,  to 
maintain  a  museum  of  plumbing, 
etc.  In  equipping  the  dispensar>''  the 
Captain's  gift  of  $600  was  practi- 
cally doubled  by  donations  from 
local  merchants  and  the  dental 
trade.  Indeed,  if  we  had  taken  the 
time,  I  am  siu^  we  could  hanre  se- 
cured a  fiiU  equipment  from  the 
manufacturers,  who  were  perfectly 
wiUing  tiiat  a  few  dentists  should  be 
foolish,  make  a  fiedlure  of  their  en- 
terprise, and  then  say.  '*I  told 
you  so.'*

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Location  of  the  first  free  dental  dispensary  of  the  Society,  at 
32  South  Washington  Street. 


pany;  Oakland  Chemical  Company; 
Kress  &  Owen;  Traun  Rubber 
Comp>any;  Johnson  A  Lund;  A.  S. 
Rutherford;  Hisey  Dental  Mfg. 
Compjany;  Johnson  &  Johnson; 
KleweA  Company;  The  Kolynos 
Company;  Swift  A  Son;  Colgate  A 
Compeuiy;  Vctter  Desk  Works. 
The  equipnnent  comprised  a  steel 
cabinet,  a  Ritter  chair  and  engine 
and  a  laboratory  bench  fdr  plate 
work.  It  was  intended  at  first  to  do 
all  lines  of  work  for  adults  as  well 
as  children,  including  the  making  of 
plates;  it  was  soon  found  necessary 
to  abandon  the  treating  of  adults, 
and  confine  the  service  to  children. 
C  So  far  as  the  adults  were  con- 


cerned the  work  was  strictly  repara- 
tive; but  with  the  children  the  edu- 
cational features  app>ealed  to  us 
strongly.  The  greatest  terror  of 
childhood  is  toothache.  No  one  thing 
causes  so  much  pain  and  discom- 
fort. It  is  stated  that  90  per  cent  of 
diseases  are  introduced  through  the 
mouth,  and  in  relieving  the  children 
of  their  incubus  of  pain  and  suffering 
we  were  improving  the  general 
health,  cap^acity  for  work  and  future 
welfare  *^ 

The  committee  of  dentists  were  very 
enthusiastic  and  sp>ent  every  mo- 
ment p>ossible  getting  the  room 
ready.  Help  could  not  eJwmy%  be 
secured   when   yu^^^itcd.  Window* 
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were  washed,  and  other  work  that 
would  ordinarily  be  hired  in  a  pri- 
vate office.  It  mtailed  a  lot  of  petty 
detail.  Printing  matter,  supplies, 
equipment  to  install,  plumbing, 
wiring,  carpenter  work,  and  some 
one  must  be  present  til  the  time  to 
•eetlMttliings  were  properly  placed. 
41  -The  dispensary  was  opened  to  the 
public  on  Washington's  Birthday, 
Fefaniary  22,  1905.  The  prindpalt 
of  the  public  schools  were  first 
notified  that  the  dispensaty  was 
prepared  to  cromine  the  teeth  of 
the  scholars,  and  appointing  a  day 
when  this  could  be  attended  to.  A 
number  of  the  sdioois  sent  a  laige 
part  of  their  enrollment  to  be 
exaoiinedj  others  a  lesser  number. 
They  were  informed  as  to  their  den- 
tal conditions,  and,  if  finanriaHy 
unable  to  employ  a  dentist,  were 
advised  to  visit  the  dispensary. 
For  examinatioo  of  the  children's 
teeth,  lylr.  Ixxnb  volunteered  a 
definite  sum,  but  the  amount  so 
secured  was  turned  over  to  the 
dispensary  fund,  to  be  employed  fbr 
needed  drugs  and  other  essentials. 
41  During  the  first  year,  the  follow- 
ing members  alternated  in  attend- 
ance two  afternoons  each  week:

The  dentist  might  feci  like  a  real 
philanthropist  when  the  band  was 
playinjT  and  he  was  in  the  spotlight 
and  volunteered  his  services  for  a 


number  of  half- days  during  the 
year,  but  with  the  advent  of  the 
baseball  season,  or  an  extra  pressure 
of  work  in  his  office,  he  found  it 
inconvenient  to  fulfill  his  agree- 
ment. It  was  t^en  left  to  the  chair- 
man to  find  somcAtody  to  take  up 
tiw  time  on  short  notice,  or  else  go 
himsdf.  The  only  alternative  was  to 
dose  the  dispensary  for  [the  after- 
noon, send  home  a  lot  of  waiting 
children,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
dinie  and  its  fiiture. 
In  case  a  tooth  needed  extensive 
treatment  the  dentist  in  charge  for 
the  day  could  only  begin  the  same. 
He  could  not  see  the  patient  until 
his  time  came  again,  say  three 
months  hence.  An  appointment  was 
nm^ly,  another  dentist  treated  the 
tooth  and  all  were  loath  to  assume 
the  responsibility  of  dosing  it  up 
and  placing  a  permanent  filling. 
Mr.  Lomb  at  the  end  of  the  year 
offered  to  pay  for  the  service  of  a 
dentist  who  would  be  in  attendance 
from  2  until  5  P.M.  each  week  day. 
This  arrangement  continued  to  the 
day  of  his  death.  The  dental  trade 
continued  their  donations,  and  there 
never  was  a  time  in  which  we  were 
without  materials  from  this  source. 
C  Our  patients  came  from  every- 
where. This  was  a  charity  of 
charities.  They  came  from  the 
orphan  asylums,  Protestant,  Cath- 
olic and  Jewish,  the  various  hoa- 
pitals,  the  Home  of  the  Friendless, 
the  Children's  Aid  Society,  the 
Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  the  Industrial  School,  the 
Door  of  Hope,  the  Health  Asso- 
ciation, the  Health  Bureau,  the 
Tuberculosis  Hospital,  the  Day 
Camp,  and  every  pubHc  and  paro- 
chial school  in  the  city,  from  minis- 
ters, priests,  physicians,  teachers 
and  laymen. 
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The  interior  of  the  first  free  dental  dispensary  of  the  R.  D.  S., 
opened  on  Washington's  birthday,  February  22,  1905.  Equip- 
ment included  steel  and  glass  antiseptic  cabinet,  electric  engine, 
fountain  spittoon,  modem  chair,  etc.,  together  with  a  complete 
outfit  for  mechanical  dentistry. 
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An  effort  was  made  to  investigate 
every  case,  but  many  of  the 
children  did  not  need  investigation. 
Their  poorly  nourished  bodies  spoke 

for  themselves.

They  came  to  the  clinic  in  aU  trust- 
fulness, grateful  and  appredathre. 
Sufdy  these  were  Qod's  poor. 
It  was  the  pfsctioe  on  fiist  openfaig 
the  dlapensaty  to  take  cate  of  tuber* 
cular  patients  from  the  Munidpid 
Hospital;  but  for  sanitary  reasons, 
this  was  discontinued,  and  a  chair 
installed  at  the  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  tubercular  patients, 
which  during  the  fint  year  was 
supplied  by  members  of  the  society. 
4  In  establishing  the  diq>ensary 
we  liad  tiie  active  cooperation  of  the 
health  officer,  Dr.  Qeorge  Qoler,  and 
the  head  of  the  Piiblic  Health  Asso- 
ciation, Dr.  M.  B.  Leary.  Children 
desiring  to  fT^gwgif  in  iwl^iftH'^i 
pursuiti  before  tlie  sdiool  age  had 
to  make  appUoatlon  to  the  health 
officer.  It  was  his  custom,  before 
issuing  a  permit,  to  insist  that  the 
prospective  worker's  eyes,  ears, 
nose,  throat  and  teeth,  if  diseased, 
Aould  be  placed  in  condition.  This 
was  not  only  in  justice  to  the  child, 
but  that  be  should  be  able  to  render 
continuous  service  to  his  employer. 
So  far  as  possible  preference  was 
given  to  the  boy  or  girl  seeking  a 
working  permit,  as  it  was  realized 
that  their  time  was  limited  and  a 
position  waited  for  them  as  SOOO  as 
their  work  was  completed. 
During  one  month  seventeen  porce- 
lain crowns  were  inserted.  A  mi<;sinp 
front  tooth  is  bad  enough  in  the 


mouth  of  an  adult,  but  in  the  case  of 
a  child,  it  is  almost  a  deformity.  The 
child  is  handicapped  in  obtaining 
employment  and  Icwes  self  respect. 
Every  one  of  the  children  with  one 
of  these  porcelain  crowns  in  place 
was  about  the  most  grateful  and 
happy  youngster  you  would  want 
to  meet.  If  the  manufacturers  who 
donated  these  crowns  could  have 
seen  just  one  of  these  diildren  and 
realise  what  their  smaHgift had  made 
possible,  for  even  one  worthy  diild, 
they  would  have  fdt  well  repaid. 
C  These  children  were  wdooaaed 
and  treated  without  price,  but  it 
resulted  in  the  dty  (during  the  last 
two  years  of  the  dispensary,  before 
it  was  Absorbed  by  BIr.  Eastman's 
gift)  aUoting  to  the  dispensary  for 
its  use,  $2,000  per  annum.  This  was 
without  tlie  worldng  of  a  politioal 
pun  in  any  degree.  We  were  simply 
given  the  money  and  told  to  spend 
it  to  the  best  advantage,  whidi  we 
did«»M» 

Dr.  P.  W.  Proseus,  our  diairman, 
having  disagreed  with  the  com- 
iwiM^  durins  the  second  year,  with- 
drew  from  active  paftidpation  in 
the  work,  and  tiras  it  devdoped 
on  the  writer  to  assume  the  burden 
of  the  chairmanship.  The  next  few 
years  was  a  most  strenuous  period. 
It  seemed  that  no  one  appreciated 
the  charity,  nor  would  they  contri- 
bute to  its  maintenance.  Mr.  Lomb, 
our  patron,  died  in  1908.  His  family 
gave  their  support  until  the  end  of 
the  year. 

During  his  life  he  gave  to  the 
Rochester  Dental  Society  for  sal- 
aries and  establishing  the  clinic,  the 
sum  of  four  thousand  dollars.  He 
was  certainly  a  genius  in  his  giving. 
To  him  was  given  the  foresight  to 
see  the  necessity  of  a  charity,  and 
with  his  wise  support  it  was  care- 
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Old  No.  14  school  building,  later  destroyed  by  fire.  Here  was  located  the 
first  free  public  school  dental  dispensary  in  the  United  Stales. 


fully  nursed  through  the  infantile 
period  when  no  one  could  or  would 
sec  its  value;  until  such  time  as  the 
public  would  relieve  him  of  the 
burden  of  support.  He  felt  that  in 
giving  his  money  he  was,  as  he  him- 
self expressed  it,  "  doing  so  little." 
He  wanted  to  be  on  the  firing  line, 
and  nothing  was  too  small  or 
menial  if  he  felt  that  he  was  helping 
the  cause. 

The  greatest  thing  in  having  been 
associated  with  a  man  like  Captain 
Lomb  is  that  your  faith  in  human 
nature  has  been  so  enlarged  that 
you  are,  like  Stockton's  tale  of 


'*  The  Hundredth  Man,"  always 
looking  for  another  like  him.  It 
compensates  in  a  large  degree  for 
having  been  associated  with  scala- 
wags and  nubbings  of  earthcraft. 
Somewhere  and  sometime  before 
you  pass  the  Great  Divide,  you 
exi>ect  to  met  another  as  good,  as 
unselfish,  as  generous,  as  wise  and 
humble.  The  remembrance  is  like  a 
blessing  «•> 

The  death  of  Mr.  Lomb  left  us  to 
our  own  resources.  No  one  had  any 
experience  in  raising  money;  it  was 
all  new  work.  A  list  was  made  out  of 
those  charitably  inclined,  and  letters

Rochester  Free  Dental  Dispensary 


On  Waahiugton's  Birthday,  Febraary  22d,  1905,  the  ftoch- 

ester  Denial  Society,  under  the  auspices  of  tlie  Rochester  Public 
Health  Anociation,  opened  a  Free  Dental  Dispensary  at  32 

South  Washington  Street,  for  the  care  of  the  tectli  of  the  worthy 
poor. 

E(|ui|>nic'iit  and  materials  vulaed  at  |1200  was  installed; 
one-half  of  this  ainoutit  was  donated  in  cash  by  a  member  of 
the  Rochester  Public  Health  Aasociation  and  one-half  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Dental  Society,  City  Merchanta  and  Dental  Manu- 
facturers and  Dealers  throughout  the  world.  > 

During  the  first  year,  twenty-four  members  of  the  Society, 

alternated  in  attendance  at  the  Dispensary 

January  15th,  1906,  an  Operating  Staff  of  three  dentists 
were  appomtcd;  one  of  whom  isi  iu  attendance  from  2  io  5 
P  M.  each  week  day.

mailed  stating  our  needs.  As  a  result, 
the  sum  of  $1»387.50  was  received. 
€L  It  was  thought  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  our  benefactor  that  it  was 
the  greatest  of  calamities;  in  reality 
it  was  a  blessing  in  disguise.  We  had 
to  get  out  and  hustle.  So  long  as 
Captain  Lomb  furnished  the  money, 
everybody  not  closely  associated 
with  the  work  lost  all  interest,  and 
soon  there  was  developed  one  of  the 
finest  "  anvil  choruses  "  in  the  land. 
No  one  had  to  give  up  anything. 
All  they  had  to  do  was  to  criticize 
those  in  charge.  But  now  the  public 
was  asked  to  help  in  the  support  of 


the  dispensary,  and  they  com- 
menced to  take  an  interest  in  its 
existence. 

One  of  the  first  steps  was  to  ap- 
proach a  wealthy  philanthropist  of 
our  dty  with  a  letter  asking  for  a 
five  minute  interview  in  regard  to 
the  needs  of  the  dispensary,  expect- 
ing that  he  would  ofifer  to  take  up 
the  work  and  furnish  all  the  funds. 
He  replied  that  he  was  just  leaving 
for  Europe  and  could  not  spare 
the  time  for  even  a  five  minute 
interview,  but  enclosed  a  check  for 
two  hundred  dollars. 
In  January,  1910,  was  launched  the 
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DmUa  Dispenwary  Rwmd,  a  Ittde 
publication  wMcfa  was  intended  to 
keep  our  friends  instructed  as  to  the 
status  of  tlie  diarity.  to  give  credit 
to  those  who  had  donated,  and 
dSisemmatc  mfioRDation  m  taQsid 
to  our  doings.  The  first  number  was 
of  eight  pages.  At  the  end  of  the 
first  year  it  was  decided  to  abandon 
the  original  plan  of  a  local  circula- 
tion and  local  advertising.  In  1911 
we  took  up  the  national  feature  of 
the  publication  and  new  support  was 
soui^  among  the  dental  trade.  The 
magazine  was  a  success  from  the 
beginning;  although  issued  In- 
monthly,  it  necessitated  continuous 
work,  and  during  the  four  years  of 
its  existence,  four  different  business 
managers  were  employed.  At  the 
end  of  the  fourth  year  we  had 
accomplished  all  we  had  planned, 
the  magazine  had  doubled  and 
quadrupled  to  sixty-eight  pages  and 
the  circulation  had  been  in  keeping. 
It  was  not  receiving  the  support 
among  the  members  of  the  society 
which  it  deserved,  and  the  editor 
was  tired;  likewise  the  publication 
committee,  therefore,  it  was  decided 
to  discontinue  publication,  which 
was  done  with  everything  in  a  sol- 
vent condition  and  a  small  surplus. 
C  On  our  fifth  anniversary,  Feb- 
ruary 22,  1910,  was  established  the 
first  school  dispensary  in  the  United 
States.  Miss  Edith  M.  Scott,  princi 
pal  of  No.  14  School,  had  made 
overtures  to  the  committee  to 
establish  a  dental  dispensary  in  her 
school.  The  dental  manufacturers 
and  dealers  were  called  upon  to 
furnish  the  material  and  equipment. 
In  view  of  our  successful  manage- 
mcBft  they  responded  most  gener- 
ously.

An  insurance  of  one  thousand 
dollars  was  placed  on  the  same  and 
a  few  years  later  when  this  school 
was  destroyed  by  tire  the  insurance 
was  collected  and  forms  the  basis 
of  a  library  fund. 

In  view  of  the  great  interest  mani- 
fested in  mouth  hygiene  at  the 
present  time,  it  is  curious  to  look 
back  to  this  i>eriod  and  see  how 
apathetic  the  public  was  towards 
the  enterprise.  We  had  a  formal 
opening  at  No  14  School  in  which 
the  public  was  invited  to  inspect  the 
equipment.  Very  few  availed  them- 
selves of  this  privilege,  and  so  far 
as  tlie  interest  of  the  public  was 
concerned,  to  be  judged  by  this 
manifestation,  it  was  a  frost. 
But  this  proved  to  be  the  turning 
point.  From  this  time  on,  with  the 
support  ^  the  schods,  its  teaduti, 
and  the  health  officer,  the  public  had 
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learned  to  take  this  diarity  most 
■erioiuly  and  rallied  to  its  support, 
to  tike  benefit  cntertainmcntSy  our 
ftm^wf  aoDcal  and.  as  indicated,  the 
city  later  cootributed  two  thousand 
dollars  per  annum. 
To  support  the  charity*  two  enter- 
tainments  were  given  at  the  Lyceum 
Theatre,  which  netted  us  over 
$1»000  each.  The  money  was  very 
wdoome,  but  best  of  all,  was  the 
publicity  given  the  work.  The 
first  entertainment  was  on  a  per- 
centage basis;  the  opera,  "Pa- 
tience" was  given  on  our  own 
responsibility*  under  the  direction 
of  our  new  chairman,  Doctor  F.  L. 
Sibley,  assisted  by  Doctor  Gerald 
G.  Bums.  The  story  has  already 
been  told  of  Sibley's  introduction  to 
the  oral  hygiene  work  in  Rochester. 
'  I  never  met  a  man  who  had  more 
*  friends  than  Frank  Sibley.  His 
lintercst  in  Masonry  was  intense, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  the  dental 
dispensary  movement  in  Rochester, 
he  was  busy  filling  the  chairs  of 
higher  offices  in  the  Masonic  Order, 
and  could  not  spare  the  time  from 
his  practice  to  help  in  the  dental 
dispensary  movement. 
VVlien  we  opened  the  second  dental 
dispensary,  and  asked  for  volun- 
teers to  take  care  of  the  work  until 
funds  could  be  secured  to  pay  an 
operator,  Sibley  agreed  to  give  one- 
half  day  every  other  month.  His 
first  patient  was  a  street  gamin, 
with  dirty  hands  and  face.  Sibley 
washed  the  boy's  face  with  a  wet 
towel  and  told  him  he  must  clean  up 
the  next  time  he  came  to  the  dis- 
pensary. The  boy's  teeth  needed 
attention,  and  were  covered  with 
tartar  and  green  stain.  Doctor 
Sibley  carefully  cleaned  one  side  of 
his  mouth,  and  found  teeth  that 
came  out  white  and  inviting,  but  be 


stopped  at  tlie  median  line  and  told 
the  kid  to  look  at  his  teeOi  for  a 
week  and  tiien  come  bade  and  he 
would  dean  the  other  side.  The  boy 
was  bade  at  the  end  of  the  period 
for  more,  dentistiyt  witii  dean 
hands  and  foce.  So,  too,  was  Sibley 
and  he  finished  the  cleaning,  with  a 
few  words  of  commendation  as  to 
improved  conditions,  and  advised 
him  to  keep  it  up  and  give  the 
family  bath-tub  a  surprise  party. 
The  nurse  in  charge  told  afterwards 
that  tlie  boy  continued  to  come  each 
week,  until  his  teeth  were  all  filled, 
and  his  hands  and  face  kept  getting 
whiter,  until  at  the  last  visit  they 
were  as  clean  and  white  as  the 
dentist's  who  worked  over  him. 
From  that  time  on,  Sibley  took  a 
keen  interest  in  free  dental  dis- 
pensaries, and  when  I  reigned  from 
the  chairmanship  of  the  board  of 
directors,  Sibley  was  asked  to 
accept  the  position,  as  it  was  the 
wish  of  each  member  that  he  bring 
his  executive  ability  and  trainini;  to 
the  work.  He  accepted,  and  to  the 
day  of  his  death,  which  occurred 
March  3,  1914,  sacrificed  his  time 
and  money  to  the  cause. 
The  children  continued  to  come  to 
the  dispensary  in  increasing  num- 
bers. We  never  had  an  examination 
of  the  schools  to  find  out  just  what 
percentage  of  decay  was  present, 
but  kept  busy  attending  to  those  in 
trouble.  A  series  of  fifty-eight  lec- 
tures in  the  public  and  parochial 
schools  was  given  by  Dr.  J.  P. 
Corley  of  Scwanee,  Tennessee,  with 
the  CO  operation  of  the  committee, 
during  a  period  of  three  weeks. 
There  was  also  distributed  over 
40,000  copies  of  an  illustrated  book- 
let prepared  by  the  society,  "  A 
dean  mouth  and  ten  reasons  for 
keeping  it  dean.*'

You  have  made  a  most  generous  offer 
to  oontribute  one  thousand  dollars  to 
that  charity  of  Rochester  which  upon 
evidence  appeals  to  you  as  most  worthy. 
The  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of 
Rodtester,  the  attperlntendents,  super- 
visors, and  principals  of  the  public  schools 
believe  that  no  philanthropic  work  in  the 
city  has  a  more  convincing  appeal  than 
that  whichia  being  done  by  the  ilocheater 
Dental  Society  in  caring  for  the  moutlia 
and  teeth  of  the  children.

aoavindng  appeal,  but  alao  because  of 
ita  impoctance  in  educational  eeonomy, 
mid  social  and  civic  progress.

After  an  investigation  by  the  com- 
mittee of  which  Mayor  £(^efton 
WM  chairman,  the  dispensary  was 
amttded  the  thousand  dollars.  This 
in  itself  was  food,  but  the  fact  that 
this  was  the  most  worthy  charity  in 
the  city  of  Rochester,  was  worth 
more  than  the  money. 
The  society  had  no  funds  to  pay  for 
the  educational  campaign,  and  the 


committf^e  had  gone  ahead  on  faith, 
contracting  debts  of  which  they 
could  not  see  the  end,  and  this 
would  pay  all  bills  and  leave  a  small 
surplus.  But  the  memL>ers  of  the 
society,  by  a  subscription,  raised  the 
amount  of  our  educational  cam- 
paign, $928.42,  and  thus  the  thou- 
sand dollars  from  Mr.  Hodge  was 
used  as  it  was  intended  for  our 
philanthropic  work. 
The  lectures  terminated  with  a 
grand  mass  meeting,  on  Mouth 
Hygiene,  at  Conventioti  Hall  which 
win  seat  some  three  tliousaiid 
people.  The  hall  was  oomfoftably 
filled  on  the  evening  of  Thursday, 
November  10,  1910.  To  make  a 
sugar  eoating  to  the  pm,  we 
employed  a  vocalist  and  a  band 
which  rendered  sweet  music  to  the 
assembled  multitude. 
Dr.  John  P.  Ooriey  presented  his 
lecture  by  the  aid  of  stereoptijon 
vlem  as  given  in  parochial  and 
public  sdiods.  Following  this  a 
class  of  children  from  sdiool  No.  4 
were  put  through  the  tooth-brush 
drill,  and  although  they  had  re- 
ceived but  two  lessons,  followed 
closely  the  movement  of  their 
instructor,  and  seemed  to  enjoy  the 
manual *^ 

Mr.  Vmtm  H.  Allen,  P.  K.  D.,  of 
JXew  .York  City,  came  next  on  the 
.program,  and  made  an  excellent 

presentation  of  his  subject. 
The  next  feature  of  the  meeting  was 
the  formal  presentation  of  the  check 
for  $1,000,  the  gift  of  Mr.  William 
Hodge,  for  the  work  of  the  free 
dental  dispensaries.  Tlie  check  wa<; 
presented  by  Mayor  Hiram  U. 
EdgertOQ,  in  a  few  well  chosen 
words,  and  acknowledgement  made 
to  the  same  by  Dr.  R.  H.  Hofheins, 
chairman.

connection  with  the  public  sdiools. 
C*  I  recall  that  some  time  ago  a 
committee  of  three  gentfement  mem- 
bers  of  the  Dental  Skicietyt  appeared 
before  the  Board  of  Education  and 
requested  the  privilege  of  equipping 
a  dental  dispensary  in  Na  HSchooL 
They  expressed  it  as  their  intention 
to  cany  on  a  dental  clinic  by  volun- 
tary service  of  members  of  the 
sodety 

"  A  fow,  weeks  later  I  was  infonned 
that  the  dispensary  was  completed 
and  was  invited  to  visit  it  at  my 
convenience.  The  dispensary  ap- 
pears to  be  not  only  completely  but 
elegantly  equipped.  The  Board  of 
Education  was  not  asked  to  assist 
finandally  and  I  assume  that  the 
Dental  Society  provided  all  the 
funds  for  the  installment  of  the 
plant  «•» 

"  Later  I  met  these  gentlemen  with 
other  members  of  the  society  at  No. 

26  School,  where  they  expressed  a 
desire  to  install  another  dispensary 
at  a  later  date.  Still  later  the  mem- 
bers of  this  committee  asked  per- 
mission of  the  Board  of  Education 
to  bring  a  speaker  from  the  South, 
skilled  in  the  details  of  the  profession 
who  should  address  the  children  in 
the  public  schools  upon  the  subject 
of  '  Mouth  Hygiene.'  With  great 
fidelity,  patience,  and  executive 
ability  they  carried  out  the  ar- 
rangements for  this  series  of  ad- 
dresses ^ 

**  The  courtesy  and  consideration 
of  these  gentlemen  in  these  enter- 


prises, have  been  most  marked, 
*  and  it  has  given  great  pleasure  to 
the  oiflfidals  oomiected  with  the 
school  depattment  to  co-operate 
with  them.  Their  modesty  has  been 
equalled  only  by  the  success  of  the 
enterprise  and  their  skiU  in  dealing 
with  the  difficulties  whidi  has 
attended  their  undertaking. 
"  I  can  add  with  pleasure  that  the 
lectures  of  Dr.  Coriey  have  been 
most  acceptable  to  the  principals 
and  the  teachers  of  the  sdiools. 
These  lectures  have  been  brief  and 
have* dealt  with  a  fow  essential 
points  which  Dr.  Coriey  has  suc- 
ceeded in  projecting  in  the  form  of 
very  valuable  suggestions  to  his 
audiences  of  children.  The  children 
have  communicated  the  messages  to 
their  parents  and  it  is  only  fair  to 
say  that  the  entire  Rochester  public 
^  has  received  valuable  instruction 
in  the  line  of  mouth  hygiene, 
which  will  have  far  reaching  effect 
in  improving  the  health  of  the  pres- 
ent and  succeeding  generations  »m 
"  The  movement  of  the  Dental 
Society  may  fairly  be  classed  with 
the  work  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  the  Public  Health  Association, 
in  the  combined  effort  that  is  being 
made  to  reconstruct  the  physical 
conditions  of  childhood.  All  this 
brings  us  nearer  to  the  ideal.  This 
ideal  suggests  that  every  child  be 
relieved  of  every  physical  handicap 
in  order  that  he  may  have  a 
fair  chance  in  school  and  a  fair 
chance  in  the  world.  These  physical 
handicaps  have  become  numerous 
and  have  plainly  a  tendency  toward 
deterioration,  and  we  are  under 
obligation  to  the  Dental  Society  for 
their  contribution  in  the  common 
effort  to  improve  the  standards  of 
the  community  and  of  the  school 
system."

Aa  haa  been  mentiooed,  to  ■ecure  the 
coopeiatiott  of  all  tiie  incmbcii  It 
was  oeoenaiy  to  subdue  one's  per- 
sonality and  not  appear  In  the 
llnirilght>  The  coniinittee  followed 
tiUs  plan  of  not  seeking  newspaper 
notofietar.  In  fect»  they  discouraced 
iL  Their  pictures  and  names  did  not 
appear.  An  iUustratioo  of  this  was 
tibe  piugiain  of  the  mass  meeting 
In  wUdk  the  names  of  the  chatnnan 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
committee  rcspoosible  for  the  work, 
did  not  appear.  They  were  perfectly 
willing  that  everybody  dse  should 
be  in  ti&e  spotliglit,  and  when  the 
work  was  a  Iniooess  jump  on  the 
band  wagon  and  clkim  all  the  credit. 
They  received  their  pay  in  the  satis- 
fisctioo  of  aocomplisbed  results  and 
In  the  end  were  amply  rewarded 
To  make  a  success  of  the  mass 
mrrriag,  one  must  forget  all  that 
he  ever  heard  about  advertising  as 
far  as  ethics  are  concerned.  We  did 
not  hesitate  to  use  the  street  cars, 
the  daily  papers*  and  even  asked  the 
ministers  to  cooperate  in  reading 
notices  from  the  pulpit,  Sunday 
morning.  A  Press  Agent  was  em- 
ployed, and  although  our  mouth 
hygiene  mass  meeting  was  given 
during  a  heated  political  campaign, 
we  succeeded  in  getting  a  generous 
notice  in  every  daily  paper.  In  no 
other  way  could  we  have  had  the 
crowd  which  assembled  at  Conven- 
tion Hall. 

Mr.  William  Bausch  of  the  second 
generation  of  the  firm  of  Bausch 
A  Lomb,  who  is  one  of  the  present 
directors  and  active  supporter  of 
Mr.  Gcoxge  Eastman  at  the  new 
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<llsiifnsary,  became  Interested  In 
our  work,  and,  although  the  firm 
of  Bausch  St  Lomb  had  contributed 
most  gencfoudy  to  our  support,  he, 
personally,  on  his  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary, completely  equipped  with  two 
ciiaiis  and  accessories,  a  dispensaiy 
for  No.  26  School.  This  was  in 
active  existence  until  the  formation 
of  the  Rochester  Dental  Dispensary 
by  Mr.  Bastman. 

The  equipment  was  transferred  at 
that  time  to  the  General  Hospital, 
and  services  rendered  adults,  as 
most  needed.  The  clinic  is  open  in 
the  evening,  and  Mr.  Bausch  pro- 
vides the  finances  for  conducting 
the  same. 

The  work  done  in  Rochester  was 
under  most  trying  circumstances, 
in  advance  of  the  demand;  the 
public  had  to  be  educated  as  to  its 
value.  It  was  known  to  be  an  active 
asset  in  school  work;  but  the  pre- 
vention of  disease,  and  even  death, 
by  practising  mouth  hygiene  was 
unknown.  Today  it  would  tie  com- 
paratively easy  to  inaugurate  such 
a  woric 

Commencing  with  a  voluntary  corps 
of  dentists,  the  work  of  the  Roches* 
ter  Dental  Dispensaries,  imder  the 
supervision  of  the  Rochester  Dental 
Society,  expanded  until  there  was 
employed  three  dentists  and  two 
lady  assistants.  In  1917  the  work 
was  taken  up  by  the  newly  organized 
Rochester  Dental  Dispensary, 
housed  in  a  bail  ling  with  equipment 
valued  at  nearly  a  half- million.  For 
the  first  five  years  the  city  of 
Rochester  pays  $20,000  per  year  to 
take  care  of  the  prophylactic  work 
in  the  schools,  and  the  directors 
each  contribute  $1,000  per  annum. 
Mr.  Eastman  has  since  endowed  the 
institution  with  a  fund  of  one 
million  dollars. 
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In  the  city  of  Rodwiter  today 
dentists  and  dentistry  are  looked  up 
to  with  reqMCt.  You  see  no  notice 
during  our  8iatfaeriii0i  that  a  lot  of 


"  tooth  caipenten  **  are  in  assem- 
blage. Yean  ago  one  of  the  members 
went  to  the  newipapers  and  told 
them  they  were  unccnactotialy  giving 

offence  to  our  visitors,  and  he  re- 
quetted  them  to  diacontinue  the 
practice.  This  they  were  glad  to  do, 
on  our  having  called  their  attention 
to  the  matter.  Dentists  are  accepted 
in  full  membership  to  the  Rochester 
Medical  Club;  not  as 


take  up  and  cany  on  the  work,  but 
if  the  dentists  take  their  task 
seriously,  attend  to  it  regularly, 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  public 
will  not  actively  cooperate.  First 
they  must  be  assured  of  the  value 
of  mouth  hygiene  and  that  those 
who  are  connected  with  it  are  actu- 
ally interested  beyond  any  publicity 
or  personal  interest. 
"Nothing  is  permanent  but  change,'* 
we  either  go  forward  or  backwards. 
Let  us  not  be  satisfied  with  achieve- 
ments of  the  past,  but  work  for  the 
free  school  dental  dispensaries,  the

members,  but  activo  members,  with 
fuU  privileges.  Perhaps  this  could 
not  happen  anywhere  else  in  the 
United  States;  but  the  dentists  are 
judged  by  what  they  have  aoocm- 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  about  the 
dfflitlit  bring  a  poor  bunness  men* 
Periiaps  this  Is  true,  but  In  our 
dlspentaiy  wocfc  each  dollar  was 
asked  to  do  double  duty,  and  our 
<Wiy^%^^  were  managed  with  marked 
economy.  The  seed  planted,  fdl  on 
most  liertile  soil. 

Every  municipality  is  not  blessed 
an  Kestmani  or  a  Forsyth,  to 


o^fly>ffhtwmg  of  h^d^^irtT^^  dental 
dlsoensarles.  that  dentists  are  mem- 
hers  of  their  local  boards  of  educa- 
tioo,  members  of  the  hospital  staff, 
and  active  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  mouth  hsrgiene. 
We  are  reaping  the  benefits  of  the 
woric  of  a  few  unselfish  men  of  the 
past,  and  it  is  only  by  such  efforts 
that  we  shall  hand  down  a  heritage 
to  the  future  generations  of  dentists, 
and  they  in  their  turn  shall  take  up 
the  work  and  make  the  blessings  of 
modem  dentistry  an  accomplished 
fact «•» 
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liii  dentists  will  do 
their  part  in  the 
■  Era  of  Recon- 
struction "  just  as 
^vS^^Pr^!^^^^-*^  they  did  their  part 
vX^^'^^C^l)))  bcfoJ^c  the  war,  and 
«^<»^(7^^--»3  as  they  did  thdr 
port  in  tbe  war. 

Bach  fucoeeding  era  through  which 
we  pan  requiret  a  greater  effort 
because  as  our  knovdedge  increaaes 
our  responsibilities  increase.  The 
public  has  a  right  to  expect  every 
dentisC  to  keep  vp  with  modem 
dental  thought.  We  can  no  longer 
let  the  parade  of  life  go  by  while  we 
stick  to  routine  woric  and  assume 
that  what  we  learned  'at  college  is 
forever  true.  Truth  is  subject  to 
many  varieties  because  the  things 
we  learned  at  one  period  were  as 
nearly  correct  as  possible  at  that 
time,  but  progress  overturns  the  old 
and  establishes  the  new.  If  our 
opinions  nn^  to  be  worthy  of  respect, 
we  must  know  what  the  newer  ideas 
are.  Studying  a  new  idea  does  not 
mean  that  the  idea  is  to  be  accepted 
simply  because  it  is  new,  but  it  does 
mean  that  our  judgment  will  be 
made  more  dependable  because  we 
will  know  what  we  are  talking  about. 
C  The  study  of  focal  infection  has 
stirred  the  dental  profession  as 
nothing  has  stirred  it  before.  Focal 
infection  is  not  new,  for  more  than  a 
hundred  years  tt  has  been  known 
that  abscesses  of  the  teeth  caused 
Infection  of  other  parts  of  the  body. 
Until  the  development  of  Dentid 
Roentgenology,  the  diagnosis  of 


apical  abscess  could  only  be  made 
from  objective  symptoms. 
The  judgment  of  the  dentist  is  the 
final  wurd  in  all  mouth  diagnc^is. 
All  of  our  co-operation  with  general 
medicine  and  surgery  must  be  based 
upon  their  recognition  of  the 
dentist's  superior  knowledge  and 
operience  in  tiie  moiillia 
Under  -no  drcumatance  dMmld  a 
dentist  perform  any  operation  simply 
because  a  pliyrician  reconiBifnde  itf 
or  even  insists  upon  it,  unless  the 
dentist's  own  judgment  it  in  agree- 
ment; f ttftliennore*  the  dertiit  mitit 
insist  upon  credit  for  mocees  wtieie 
credit  is  due,  and  assume  reqxnsiba- 
ity  for  lisilure  only  wben  be  ia  to 
blame  j»  «•> 

This  interpretation  of  the  position  of 
denti^ry,  willing  and  anxious  to 

co-operate  in  all  ways  toward  the 
health  of  the  people  but  maintain- 
ing its  owm  dignity,  will  rxm  as  an 
undercurrent  throu^  all  of  the 

syndirate  stories. 

To  make  ^;ood  uj^on  diagnosis  will 
require  the  most  careful  study  of 
each  case.  Wholesale  extraction  is 
just  as  much  a  mistake  as  tlie 
refusal  to  consider  the  removal  of 
teeth  with  foci  of  infection  is  a  nus- 
take.  We  have  two  big  problems  to 
solve,  the  first  is,  to  avoid  sepsis  by 
prophylactic  measures  and  tbe 
second  is  tb  miceessi^y  eitminate 
sepsb  after  it  has  occurred. 
In  these  two  problems  the  public  is 
vitally  interested^  in  fact  there  are 
many  laymen  who  are  as  mudi 
interested  in  dentistxy  aa  are  many 
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dentists.  I  have  even  heard  it 
rumored  that  the  general  public  is 
more  interested  in  dentistry  than  are 
some  of  the  dentists.  Wc  certainly 
would  not  desire  tlie  people  to  lose 
tiiar  interest  in  our  work,  and  so  to 
restore  the.  proper  balance  there 
miist  be  a  great  renascence  in 
deuUitiy>  Bveiy  one  oooniected  with 
cur  pffofiBMion  frani  office  tttlMlbuA 
to  twwher  c«i  ctait  right  ncwr  to  do 
tiicir  ptft  in  the  iTrffiiitntrtVM 
The  feococtnictian  period  of  any 
aafticD  efler  a  war  is  ttna  period  of 
pcatert  advance.  After  a  great 
upheaval  the  hold  of  traditiao  is 
diaken  and  more  accurate  and 
tfrect  methods  are  adopted  in  eveiy 
effort  of  Hft.  Oor  pait  of  tiie  reoon* 
stmetiao  is  to  devdop  ourtdves,  so 
liiafe  we  can  he  of  greater  hfnfffit  to 
those  who  desire  our  services. 
Xhe  reconstnictioo  reciuires  greater 
energy  than  the  pre-war  period  of 
comparative  ease  and  presumed 
secuillyi  an4  to  provide  tills  greater 
energy  there  must  be  more  health 


before.  The  attention  of  the  publie 
has  been  forcibly  called  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  mouth  from  the 
healtix  standpoint,  and  they  look  to 
Ui  to  do  big  things  in  preventing,  as 
wen  as  relieving,  those  cooditians 
that  sap  the  strength  and  health  and 
energy  of  the  American  People.  The 
bcUcf  that  "booze" 
detrimental  to  health  and 
was  the  real  reason  that  the 
seemingly  impossible  task  of  putting 
over  national  prohibition  was  ac- 
complished. Almost  every  one  can 
remember  the  physiology  lessons  in 
the  public  schools,  where  physiology 
and  pnthology  and  anatomy  were 
hopelessly  mixed,  that  showed  hor- 
rible pictiire<^  of  the  congested  in- 
sides  of  the  drunkard's  stomach  as 


contrasted  with  the  beautiful,  pink, 
peaches  and  cream,  effect  of  the 
teetotaller's  food  receptacle. 
That  did  the  business,  those  old 
pictures  in  the  school  books  went  to 
the  polls  with  the  majority  of  the 
voters 

School  clinics  and  publicity  are 
rapidly  oonvinctng  Hat  people  that 
when  there  is  som||hing  wrong,  it  is 
time  to  see  the  dentist,  not  only 
when  that  something  wrong  is  in  tiie 
mouth  but  wlierever  there  is  a 
mysterious  inlectioo.  If  we  as 
dentists  fail  to  meet  the  requife- 
Hiciiis  Cm  xne  "i"*Tt  """^"""y  eise 
win  meet  them. 

We  have  radical  men  who  believe 
tiiat  every  suspicion  of  pericemen- 
titis means  reosoval  and  we  have  tlw 
•other  extreme  who  believe  tiwt  aogr 
tooth  can  and  should  be  saved.  The 
idea  is  to  be  so  thoroughly  con- 
versant with  all  of  the  sdenee  of 
dentistry  that  whatever  opinion  you 
hold  win  be  grounded  in  fact.  There 
is  not  a  very  wide  divergenoe  of 
opinion  among  those  wlio  have 
given  close  study  to  prophylaxis  and 
to  oral  infection. 

One  thing  is  very.certain,  the  time 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportun- 
ity that  has  come  to  us  is  right  now. 
The  way  to  help  the  publicity  end  of 
this  campaign  is  to  get  every  local 
society  to  send  a  committee  to  the 
most  wideawake  newspaper  in  their 
district,  to  urge  the  publication  of 
the  "Teeth  and  Health"  stories 
siqipli^  by  the  McClure  News- 
paper Syndicate,  373  Fourth  Ave., 
New  York.

There  have  been  adver- 
tisements that  were  almost  criminal. 
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and  on  tfte  otiier  band  I  have  read 
material  from  the  ad  vertifling  dentist 
that  was  poaitively  good,  there  have 
been  many  dental  artides  that  were 
written  by  news  writers  that  were 
very  mislrnding,  and  others  that 
would  have  been  splendid  if  the 
writer  had  only  bad  tome  real  per- 
sonAl  knowledge  of  the  subject. 
Bvery  tooth  pailp  and  proprietary 
nostrum  seems  to  assume  the  duty  of 
educating  the  public  and  many  of 
them  quote  "  Leading  Dental  Au- 
thority," whoever  that  is,  to  show 
that  their  tube  of  paste  is  the  thing 
that  completes  tbe  cycle  of  perfec- 
tion 9^ 

The  great  trouble  has  been  that  the 
real  news  stories  have  dealt  with 
the  freak  side  of  dentistry,  and  the 
others  had  a  special  object  in  view  % 
to  charm  the  shekels  into  some  one's 
pocket.  Occasionally  there  has  been

a  splendid  series  of  stories  and 
editorials  that  were  a  positive  bene- 
fit to  both  the  public  and  the  dentist, 
unfortunatdy  these  have  been  eitiier 
apaamodic,  or  isolated. 
The  regular  everyday  appeal  to  the 
common  sense  of  our  .people  win 
bring  wonderful  results  In  Hit 
greater  interest  of  the  public  in  Oral 
Hygiene,  and  secondarily  will  result 
in  greater  numbers  of  people  seeking 
<lental  service.  Our  part  in  the  re- 
construction can  not  be  carried  on 
without  the  co-operation  of  the 
pubUc.  When  the  dtixens  of  this 
country  are  brought  to  a  realiza- 
tion of  the  enormous  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  clean,  healthy  mouths, 
the  dentist  will  at  last  have  reached

Personal  experience  of  the  writer, 

who  took  the  training  at  Camp 
Orcenleaf,  Fort  Ogelthorpe,  Ga., 
justifies  him  in  stating  that  each  and 
every  man  who  had  this  training, 
and  there  were  hundreds  who  did, 
was  qualified  and  equipped  to  render 
service,  and  practise  the  kind  of 
dentistry,  which  would  rnise  to  the 
highest  standard  of  efficiency  every 
branch  ot  the  profession  which  a 
dental  surgeon  was  called  upon  to 
perform 

I  wonder  if  Dr.  Deaver  knows  that 
army  dentistry  called  for  and  re- 
quired Callahan's  method  of  root- 
canal  filling — all  results  being 
checked  by  radiograph.  I  wonder  if 
Dr.  Deaver  also  knows  that  a 
theoretical  and  practical  course  in 
fractured  jaws  and  splint-making 
was  given  at  Greenleaf — that  the 
constituents  of  an  amalgam  filling 
were  weighed  in  a  Crandall  balance, 
and  again,  is  Dr.  Deaver  aware  that 
each  and  every  member  at  Camp 
Greenleaf  passed  an  examination  in 
twenty-two  subjects,  including  a 
complete  review  of  all  subjects  per- 
taining to  the  medical  branch  of  the

pcofesskm,  aa  well  as  the  theory  and 
practice  of  dentistry? 
No  doubt  there  were  anmplei  of 
apparent  inefficient,  but  that  was 
the  eaoeption,  and  not  the  rule;  a 
larss  percentage  being  due  to  the 
handicap  occasioned  by  the  gigantic 
task  of  mastering  in,  and  property 
piadng  4,000  or  more  dentlfets;  or 
to  supply  the  praper  equipment,  and 
provide  adequate  and  satisfactory 
operating  oonditiona'  in  a  brief 
period  of  time.  But  why  judge  the 
entire  standard  by  isolated  cases? 
I  believe  I  voice  the  sentiments  of 
the  younger  men  of  the  dental  pro- 
fession, in  stating  that  we  welcome 
helpful  suggestions  and  constructive 
criticisms,  but  among  fair-minded 
critics,  the  methods  of  Dr.  Deaver 
have  long  since  been  obsolete,  and 
such  attacks  are  neither  stimulating, 
helpful  or  elevating,  but  on  the  other 
hand  are  unfair,  unjust,  and  unpro- 
fessional 

Moreover  it  is  an  indisputable  fact 
that  never  since  dentistry  has  been 
a  profession,  hns  it  been  brought  so 
prominently  before  the  entire  civil- 
ized world,  and  given  svich  a 
respectable  standing  among  the  pro- 
fessions as  it  has  since  these  4,000 
or  more  dental  surgeons,  which  E>r. 
Deaver  has  seen  fit  to  malign,  con- 
tributed their  efforts  and  ability  in 
establishing  a  new  era  in  our  prof- 
fession,  and  given  it  a  prominence 
which  had  never  before  been  at- 
tained, so  that  St  will  henceforth  be 
regarded  as  of  vital  in^ravtanoe  to 
the  general  health  of  not  only  the 
army  and  naval  forces  of  our 
country,  but  to  tiie  entire  dvOian 
population  as  wdl.

HAVE  written  Sev- 
ern! a  ■nicies  for  Oral 
Hygiene  and  I  wish 
to  oflfcr  just  one 
more.  My  reason  is 
that  I  had  a  definite 
(ip't'tive  when  I 
began;  and  now  there  is  an  addi- 
tional reason  in  the  fact  that  a  few 
ptx>ple  misconstrue  some  of  the 
things  that  I  have  said. 
In  the  first  place,  I  have  no  quarrel 
with  the  specialist.  If  he  is  capable 
of  rendering  a  peculiar  dental  ser- 
vice and  establishes  his  practice 
accordingly,  he  gets  my  apjilausfj  ^ 
Neither  have  I  any  fault  to  fmd  with 
the  dentist  who  is  skilled  enough  to 
attract  to  his  office  only  tiio&e  who 
are  able  to  pay  large  fees,  and  who 
surrounds  himself  with  an  equip- 
ment that  his  peculiar  practice  sug- 
gests 

In  fact,  I  have  no  quarrtl  with  any- 
body. 1  can  only  express  ru^rct  that 
dentistry  as  a  great  profession  is 
leaving  undone  a  great  percentage 
of  the  work  that  the  public  health 
requires,  and  finds  no  remedy  to 
meet  the  situation.  Indeed,  a  dis- 
cussion ci  the  matter  seems  to 
arouse  resentment  and  at  times 
results  in  harsh  critidsni. 
I  want  to  make  the  case  perfectly 
dear  before  I  have  finished.  At  the 
present  time  people  of  wealth  can. 
receive  proper  dental  attentko,  and 
prdiably  do  not  find  it  biudcnsome 


to  pay  the  fees  demanded.  To  meet 
any  objection  here,  let  me  state  that, 
were  I  a  dentist,  this  is  probably  the 
kind  of  practice  I  should  wish  to 

enjoy 

Then,  going  to  tiie  other  extreme, 
we  find  that  there  has  been  a 
tremendous  advance  in  that  form  of 
service  which  is  cherity  or  semi- 
charity.  We  have  daitistry  in  the 
schools,  in  our  larger  industrial 
plants,  in  the  Army  and  in  oar  penal 
institutions.  We  have  established 
clinics  for  the  indigent,  and  we  arc 
going  t  arther  in  popular  education, 
teacliing  the  public  the  importance 
of  sound  teeth. 

This  is  praiseworthy,  and  we  can  not 
tcxj  greatly  honor  those  men  who,  at 
a  sacrifice  of  time  and  money,  have 
helped  this  movement  along.  But 
tiie  fact  remains  that  between  the 
petjjjlc  of  wealth  and  tlic  relatively 
pocir  arc  more  people  than  there  axe 
in  those  two  classes  combined.  This 
constitatcij  the  great  "middle  class," 
that  element  which  is  the  backbone 
of  any  people. 

Now,  what  has  been  done  to  advance 
dentistry  among  this  class?  What 
effort  has  been  made  to  place  effi- 
cient dentistry  within  leacii  of  tiiis 
great  ciementy  whidi  niftwif  wiUda 
easy  reach  of  their  pocket  baoka?  s^ 
If  dentistiy  were  a  fauHoesst  It  would

llThe  service  of  dentistry  to 
humanity  must  be  measured  chiefly 
fay  its  service  to  this  dass.  Thereaie 
more  people  in  it,  and  tliey  are 
eminently  worth  while. 
And  now,  witiiout  criticism  of  any> 
body»  let  us  consider  tlte  tluee 
classes  alluded  to  and  see  where 
they  have  their  dental  work  done. 
If  a  man  wlio  is  earning  from  eight 
to  ten  thousand  dollars  a  year  asks 
me  to  rerommend  a  dentist,  I  liave 
a  half  dozen  names  on  my  tongue's 
end.  But  the  janitor  and  the  scrub- 
woman never  consult  me  when 
dental  work  is  required.  They  are 
**  sold  "  on  the  advertising  men 
down  the  street.  But  oftentimes  a 
clerk  or  a  stenop;rapher,  a  school 
teacher  or  a  bookkeeper,  wishes  me 
to  recommend  a  good  dentist;  and 
then  I  am  stumped. 
I  should  like  to  suggest  the  names  of 
those  friends  of  mine  who  are 
practising  in  "  the  big,  broad,  mod- 
cm  way."  But  these  people  haven't 
the  price  for  the  service.  They  can't 
afford  the  ten  dollars  per  hour.  It  is 
a  condition  and  not  a  theory  that 
confronts  me. 

I  know  that  the  dainty  little  stenog- 
rapher thinks  as  much  of  her  teeth 

as  the  proudest  grand  dame.  And 
she  is  entitled  to  the  best  possible 
service.  How  is  she  to  get  it  at  a 


prioe  witliin  faer  means?  I  knowtibat 
the  dentist  I  should  like  to  recom- 
mend fifOQUcntiy  chaiges  several 
Inmdred  dollars  for  treating  a  case 
of  pyonliea.  ProlMbly  it  is  worth  it, 
but  this  little  stenographer  hamt 
the  price.  And  tlien,  when  tht  goes 
home  slie  notices  kar  ol4  mother 
rtimnntmiwtiww  of  ibeumatiHn.  dbitw* 

ing  her  food  on  sore  and  absceseed 
teeth;  wliile  her  old  dad  knows 
dentistry  only  by  orfarirmally  hav- 
ing a  fang  removed. 
Tben  tli^  take  i4>  the  Sunday  paper 
and  read  about  the  importance  of 
dental  attention,  and  learn  how 
defective  teeth  result  in  impaired 
health,  running  from  indigestion  to 
tuberculosis.  The  story  makes  its 
impression  all  right,  but  what  are 
Hiey  going  to  do  about  it? 
"  Go  to  yoiu:  dentist,"  they  are  told. 
Yes,  but  what  dentist?  The  adver- 
tising man  will  haggle  with  them 
and  quote  them  a  price  within  their 
means.  The  dentist  with  a  high- class 
practice  will  charge  a  fee  that  would 
mortgage  their  whole  future.  For 
at  ten  dollars  per  hour,  they  prob- 
ably have  a  thousand  dollars'  worth 
of  work  that  needs  doing. 
What  are  we  going  to  do  with  such 
facts?  Is  the  profession  big  enough 
honestl}'  to  try  to  fuid  a  solution? 
We  may  be  certain  that  dentistry 
will  not  assume  the  place  to  which  it 
is  entitled  as  long  as  its  work  is  con- 
fined largely  to  the  affluent  and  to 
the  poor.  It  must  not  only  appeal  to 
the  mass,  but  must  come  within  the 
means  of  the  mass. 
The  profession  must  be  judged,  not 
according  to  its  accomplishments  in 
this  line  for  it  has  its  limitations-^ 
but  according  to  its  attitude. 
I  should  like  to  ask  this  question:  If 
the  dean  of  a  dental  college  should 
tcU  his  students  tliat  tliere  are  mil- 
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Iknt  of  people  in  modest  circum- 
stances who  need  dental  wcxrk  and 
who  can  afTord  to  pay  modest  fees, 
and  that  to  settle  among  these  people, 
win  their  confidence  and  do  honest 
work  at  charge*?  they  can  afford  to 
pay  will  soon  establish  a  busy  prac- 
tice with  a  satisfactory  remunera- 
tion-— would  he  be  telling  the  truth? 
d  If  this  would  be  the  truth,  then 
why  not  tell  it?'  If  this  gospel  were 
preached  persistently,  the  dental 


coUeges  couldn't  turn  out  enoogh 
graduates  to  do  the  work  required. 
A  himdred  thousand  new  denysts, 
practising  in  this  way,  oooki  be 

located  tomorrow. 
If  it  is  not  true,  then  let  us  frankly 
acknowledge  that  ni<xieni  dentistry 
is  only  for  the  rich  and  for  the  vcfy 

poor  as  charity. 

Would  such  a  topic  be  beneath  the 
dignity  of  the  Natkxial  Dental 
Aniiociption?

n  :  writer  deems  it 
unnecessfiry  to  go 
luLo  the  causi:  aiid 
effect  of  pyorrhea 
or  to  dwell  on  the 
pathology  of  this 
disease.  It  is  8uf> 
ficient  to  say  that  eighty  per  cent  of 
cases  presenting  themselves  for 
ordinary  dental  treatment  are»  upon 
proper  eiamination,  found  to  have 
pyonfaea  In  aome  of  itt  varying 


Although  many  theoiiet  as  to  the 
cause  of  this  disease  have  been  ad- 
vanced in  times  past,  the  clinical 
evidence  and  research  woric  sub- 
stantiates the  statement  that  patho- 
logically pyorrhea  is  inflammation 
of  the  tissues  surrounding  the  teeth. 
Inflammation  undoubtedly  is  tbe 
danger  signal  pointing  out  clearly 
as  a  beacon  li|^t  that  the  gum 
tissue  is  reacting  in  an  effort  to 
counteract  that  harmful  cause,  be 


it  systemic,  local  or  mechanical. 
That  these  cases  of  simple  inflam- 
mation form  a  well-defined  course  ixi 
sequence  is  a  well»known  fact,  pro- 
ceeding until  they  reach  that  stage 
wherein  we  have  a  cofnous  flow  or 
exudation  of  pus. 

It  is  a  self-evident  fact,  after  years 
of  work  and  careful  investigation  in 
pyorrhea,  that  lliree  things  abso- 
lutdy  must  be  considtred  first 
the  sterilisation  of  the  field  <tf

The  writer  takes  the  opportunity 
to  impress  upon  his  reader  fiMt 
that  under  the  head  of  instnimenta- 
tkn  we  are  of  the  bdief  that  this 
can  be  overdone  to  a  great  extent, 
destroying  the  enamel  and  the  tooth 
substance,  and  that  many  teeth 
have  been  so  destroyed  in  this 
manner.  We,  for  the  same  reason, 
are  opposed  to  any  substance  which 
would  dissolve  or  disintegrate  the 
urates,  mucoid  patches  or  debris, 
when  locally  applied,  for  the  reason 
that  any  substance  strong  enough 
to  dissolve  the  calcic  deposits  would 
necessarily  affect  the  normal  ce- 
menteum  and  crusta-pctrosa  and 
the  dental  papilla  and  do  great 
damage  to  the  tooth's  structure,  to 
say  nothing  of  its  destructive  action 
on  the  peridental  membrane  and  its 
remaining  attachments. 
The  first  essential  step  is  the  destruc- 
tion, or  rendering  inert,  of  the  patho- 
genic or  pus-producing  bacteria,  or 
micro-organism,  following  with  the 
proper    prophylactic  instrumenta- 
tion. At  that  particular  point  in  all 
pyorrhea  work  the  writer  considers 
it  to  be  of  the  utmost  importance, 
to  the  successful  termination  of  the 
case,  that  the  indolent  cells  lining  all 
pyorrhea  pockets  be  allowed  to 
iunctiooate  and  resume  their  normal 
ncilviUei.  If«  however,  strong  germ- 
icidal asenia  are  iatrodnoed  into  the 
pocket  tiiey  will  undoubtedly  de- 


stroy much  of  a  dormant  tissue,  that 
otiierwise  could  be  saved.  The  use  of 
powerftil  irritants  or  stimulants  has 
a  tendency  to  destroy  the  inflamed 
odis  lining  the  pochet  and  to  in- 
crease tfie  area  off  inflammation  and 
ntafd  the  pcooess  off  n^iair,  and 
obviously,  fbr  the  same  reason, 
coagulates  and  caustic  germieidal 
agents  should  not  be  used. 
Furthermore,  the  loosened  teeth 
should  be  wired  during  treatment 
and  arranged  to  proper  aligrunent 
and  occlusion  by  proper  mechanical 
means,  which  should  be  accom* 
plished  to  effect,  as  near  as  possible, 
the  actual  anatomical  relationship 
enjoyed  previous  to  the  attacking 
disease,  or  as  near  as  conditions  will 
warrant 

The  mere  prophylaxis  and  medicinal 
treatment  of  advanced  pyorrhetic 
conditions,  involving  loss  and  much 
tissue,  without  proper  temporary 
scientific  fixation,  is  an  absurdity. 
Nothing  beyond  ordinary  tooth 
movement  is  allowable.  First — if  we 
conscientiously  expect  nature  to  do 
her  part  in  the  restoration  process 
and  to  produce  new  tissue,  or 
regenerate  the  old  so  tlicit  a  really 
permanent  osseous  or  fibrous  attach- 
ment be  completed  these  temF>orary 
supporting  fixations  must  be  made. 
C  Traumatic  occlusions  should  be 
watched  for  and  corrected  in  accord- 
ance with  normal  rclationslnp  of  the 
dental  art.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
elusive  symptoms  to  diagnose.  Yet 
no  pyorrhetic  conditions  can  remain 
permanently  cured  until  a  normal 
relationship  in  occlusion  scientific- 
ally  has  been  accomplished. 
We  bdieve  that  in  the  therapeutic 
or  the  medicinal  treatment  of  all 
inflammations,  and  all  infectious 
conditions  either  in  or  out  of  the 
oral  cavity,  the  object  first  sought  is 
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the  reduction  of  the  power  of  and 
the  final  cUminatkm  of  the  attack- 

ing  micro orgBDinu; 
Second.  The  accooapUthment  of  this 
with  the  mtnimum  of  irritation  or 
disturbaooe  of  the  local  cells; 
Third.  The  normal  circulatory  res- 
porati(m  of  the  blood  and  lymph  in 
the  affected  area. 

We  have  just  such  a  germicidal 
agent  in  Nuklorene  (Daldn's  form- 
ula, which  is  Para-Tolxicne-Sodium- 
Siilphochloramide)  in  tablet  form, 
containing  four  and  six- tenths  grains, 
which  when  dissolved  in  water  will 
give  us  any  percentage  of  solution 
we  desire,  which  is  ready  for  im- 
mediate action  for  the  attack  of  all 
pathological  or  pustulant  conditions. 
€1  Its  action  is  an  intensive  germ- 
icidal one,  having  a  store  of  chem- 
ically-combined chlorine  in  a  form 
which  is  non- irritating  and  non- 
toxic. When  brought  in  contact  with 
proteins  and  blood  serum,  micro- 
organisms and  pus  it  readily  parts 
with  its  chlorine  to  the  basic  sub- 
stance,   immediately    exerting  its 
antiseptic  and   germicidal  action. 
We  found  that  it  performs  this 
chemical  action  without  irritation, 
and    that   it   does   not  coagulate 
albumen,  nor  docs  it  interfere  with 
the  digestive  action  of  trypsin  of 
protein,  but  it  does  actively  dis- 
integrate protein,  and  influence  a 
flow  of  lymph,  thereby  cleansing  the 
wounds,  which  is  one  of  the  most 
important  features  in  wound  stei- 
lisaticm.  We  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  necrosed  tissue  is  dissolved  and 
liquified,  so  that  it  voasy  be  carried

cent  solution  produced  sterilization 
in  sis  minutes,  while  bidikxide  of 
mercury  (1  to  1000)  required  three 
hours,  and  carbolic  add*  or  phenol» 
twenty-four  hours.  Para-Tohiene> 
Sodium -Sulphochloramide  possesses 
tht  liighest  degree  of  gennicidal  and 
antiseptic  potency,  iii  1 1  nsaij  to 
inhibit  "the  activity  of  the  many 
pathogenic  micro-ofganisma  found 
in  the  mouth. 

Tills  substance,  in  water  solution, 
from  one  to  one  million,  destroyed 
strcptoccx-ci  in  two  hours,  and  one  to 
five  hundred  thousand  destroyed 
staphylococci  in  two  hours,  thus 
giving  it  an  antiseptic  and  germi- 
cidal coef&ciency  of  200  times  that 
of  phenol,  in  the  absence  of  organic 
matter,  and  filty  times  greater  in 
blood  senmi. 

We  found  that  a  solution  of  (1  to 
1000)  kills  diphtheria  bacillus  in 
two  and  one- half  minutes;  one- 
fourth  to  one  per  cent  solution  kilis 
streptococcus  almost  instantly.

plished  by  the  usual  scalers  and  lllea, 
after  the  introduction  of  the  solu- 
tion with  the  Sausser  irrigator. 
It  is  to  be  icmembered  tiiat  tfaa 
introdncthm  of  a  large  camnlsi 
attached  to  any  fimn  of.  qrrin0B» 
placed  in  a  pyorrhea  podoet*  will 
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tear  and  rip  the  peridental  mem- 
brane, subjecting  it  to  further  con- 
tamination and  delay,  and  defeat 
the  process  of  healing.  To  obviate 
this  we  have  found  the  Sausser  irri- 
gator to  be  of  wonderful  assistance 
to  us  in  our  work  and  the  reasons  for 
the  use  of  this  irrigator  are  three- 
fold. Firstly — it  is  of  a  neutral  glass 
and  irrigates  without  undue  pres- 
sure. Secondly — the  platinum  point 
is  of  the  proper  length,  and  the 
smallest  and  finest  cannula  obtain- 
able with  a  flattened  {>oint,  rounded 
to  make  it  accessible  to  the  most 
minute  pyorrhea  pocket,  allowing 
one  to  irrigate  freely  without  injury 
to  the  membrane  or  adjacent  tissue. 
The  cannula  is  readily  sterilized, 
directly  in  the  gas  or  alcohol  flame. 

These  cases  were  washed  out  with 
solutions,  from  one-fourth  to  one 
per  cent,  inserting  the  point  to  the 
bottom  of  all  pockets  and  wounds, 
irrigating  gently,  flooding  the  entire 
area,  always  bringing  the  solution 
in  contact  with  micro-organisms, 
or  inflamed  areas. 

Home  use  consisted  in  rinsing  the 
mouth  with  a  solution,  one-half  to 
one  per  cent  strength,  instructing 
patients  to  hold  in  the  mouth,  using 
freely,  thereby  obtaining  the  utmost 
germicidal  action,  and  the  daily  use 
of  a  specially  prepared  tooth  powder 
to  maintain  the  natural  lustre  and 
cleanliness  of  the  teeth  and  assisting 
in  removal  of  all  plaques. 
The  educaticm  of  the  patient  can  be 


extended  to  the  necessity  of  main- 
taining the  health  of  the  tissues  sur- 
rounding the  roots  of  teeth,  thus 
insuring  lasting  benefit  in  crown  and 
bridgework  Attention  paid  tc 
simple  details  in  this  work  and  an 
intelligent  explanation  is  sure  to  im- 
press upon  the  F>atient  the  necessity 
for  co-operative  home  treatments 
The  gratitude  of  the  i>atient  will  be 
measurably  greater  when  the  sug- 
gestion is  offered  that  proper  pro- 
phylactic home  assistance  actually 
will  prevent  and  retard  a  re-occur- 
rence of  the  disease  and  that  the 
stimulation  of  the  circulatory  sys- 
tem in  the  gum  tissue,  by  brushing 
and  massage,  assists  in  devitalizing 
and  helps  to  produce  a  more  effect- 
ive resistance  to  attacking  bacteria. 
This  method  advocates  the  direct 
sterilization  of  the  area — the  removal 
of  the  irritation,  and  home  co-oper- 
ative treatment  on  the  j>art  of  the 
patient 

We  believe  that  this  method,  prop- 
erly used,  will  save  fifty  per  cent  of 
time  in  pyorrhetic  treatments  and 
that  it  is  indicated  in  all  inflammed 
and  pustulcnt  conditions. 
It  is  non- toxic,  non-irritating,  and 
non-caustic,  yet  highly,  intensely 
germicidal,  and  stable. 
It  produces  its  germicidal  action  by 
giving  up  its  chlorine  content  to  the 
basis  substance,  thereby  exerting  its 
antiseptic  action. 

It  is  rapid  and  absolute  in  its  action 
and  exceedingly  economical.

Let  us  hope 
that  the  diaaission  will  continue 
until  such  time  as  we  can  say* 
"  Thcic  is  nothing  the  matter  with 
dentistry." 

I  have  a  number  of  criticisms  to 
offer.  My  first  is  that  dentistry 
should  never  have  become  a  sepaxate 
profession,  and  in  consequence  of  a 
bad  start  we  are  going  to  have  a 
hard  time  to  win  our  race  for  recog- 
nition j» 

Wltl^all  honor  to  our  alma  mater,  of 
viAiom  Dr.  Chapin  A.  Harris,  stands 
pie-eminent,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  had  these  ,men  been  more 
patient  with  the  medical  profession, 
they  could  have  avoided  the  estab- 
lishment  of  separate  schools  for  the 
teaching  of  dentistry  and  conferring 
of  separate  degrees. 
The  next  mistake  was  when  Harvard 
University  created  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Dental  Medicine  (D.  M. 
D.)-  Dentistry  should  be  made  a 
part  of  the  art  of  hcaUng  and,  while 
confined  to  a  special  trtpV:.  should

Let  there  be  only  one  degree  in  Hie 
healing  art,  and  eveiy  man  so  honor 
it  and  conduct  himsdf,  that  there 
will  be  nothing  '*  the  matter  with 
dentistiy."  m  «» 

Another  thing  the  matter  with 
dentistry  is,  the  diversity  of  dental 
laws.  Any  man  iidio  graduates  from 

a dental,  or  mfd^fal  coHcae.  iihftwM 
become  eligible  to  practise  anywliette 
in  the  U.  &  A. 

When  a  man  receives  a  degree  he 
should  become  automatically  'a 
member  of  the  association  in  whi«^ 
district  he  practises,  and  the  fee, 
which  we  now  are  assessed  to 
prosecute  violators  of  the  dental 
law,  should  go'  toward  dues  in  the 
assodaticn.  As  kng  as  a  man  is  in 
practice  his  annual  fee  for  member- 
must  be  paid  or  hia  Uoense  for- 
feited, the  same  as  is  now  the  law  in 
California  in  regard  to  his  state 
license  j»  j» 

When  a  man  is  granted  his  degree 
and  he  becomes  a  member  of  the 
association  he  must  agree  to  con- 
form to  its  !n\vs,  etc.,  and  a  failure 
to  do  so  forfeits  his  right  to  practise. 
C  Here  is  the  remedy  for  the  trouble 
of  liaving  two  classes  of  practitton- 
ers,  via.,  ethical  and  unethicaL 
Every  graduate  and  every  practi- 
tioner should  hfive  the  benefit  of 
association  with  their  fellows,  in 
order  to  keep  abreast  vAth  the  times 
and  this  would  furnish  the  necessary 
machinery.  If  a  mnn  could  not 
attend  e  very  mcrluii^  he  should  have 


receive  the  degree  of  the  medical  i  the  transactions  of  important  itieet 


ings  printed  and  mailed  to  him.  This 
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plan  would  prevent  the  older 
practitionera  from  becoming  "rusty" 
or  getting  out  of  touch  with  hit 
fellows  M» 

A  adcntifie  research  laboratory 
dKNild  be*  financed  by  the  govern- 
ment  for  dental  advancement.  The 
public  xeceivea  the  benefit  of  dental 
service;  they  have  made  no  protest 
agpiinst  medical  appropriattoos  for 
fheir  benefit*  and  would  endorse  a 
dental  scientific  department  of  medi- 
cine on  a  proper  scale. 
A  word  regarding  advertising:  So 
long  as  men  are  constituted,  as  at 
present,  we  will  have  the  *'  road- 
hog,*'  the  "  food  profiteer,"  and  the 
advertising  profesnonal  man. 
Any  young  man  possessed  of  enough 
gray  matter  to  successfully  pass 
through  a  reputable  dental  college 
need  not  worry  as  to  his  finances,  so 
long  as  he  furnishes  faithful  service. 
I  can  readily  understand  that  a 
recent  graduate  might  be  anrioiis  as 
to  his  success,  become  panicky  and 
start  to  advertise.  I  do  not  believe 
that  there  is  any  great  cause  for  this 
feeling,  and  it  comes  mostly  from 
the  failure  of  older  practitioners  to 
realize  the  necessity  for  proper^ 
locddng  after  these  young  men,  by 
more  than  a  fraternal  handshake. 
We  ou^t  to  see  to  it  that  they  get 
employment  at  once  and  aid  them 
in  securing  a  proper  location.  If  this 
is  done,  many  a  man  can  be  saved 
from  gravitating  into  the  class 
known  as  "  unethical." 
As  far  as  advertising  is  concerned, 
we  all  advertise  in  some  manner. 
There  is  a  way  of  advertising  ethi- 
cally that  is  legitimate  and  proper 
A  sign  on  the  window  of  an  office  is 
an  advertisement  that  the  profession 
recognizes  ns  legitimate. 
A  sign  on  a  billboard  remote  from 
the  office,  even  if  it  only  states  the 


name  and  address  of  the  dentist  is 
not  considered  ethical.  The  dif- 
ference is  that  in  the  first  case  the 
sign  is  to  guide  those  who  need  pro- 
fessk»al  services.  The  billboard 
sign  constitutes  an  invasion  of 
another  practitioner's  sphere  of  ser- 
vice and,  therefore,  puts  the  latter 
to  a  disadvantage  or  compels  him  to 
advertise  also  on  a  bittboaid  in  self- 
defense.  It  leads  to  expense  and  is  an 
economic  waste. 

To  advertise  special  «kill  is  only 
another  way  of  depreciating  the 
ability  of  others  in  the  same  calling, 
and  is  consequently  unethical  and 
unjust  to  one's  confreres. 
Extensive  advertising  of  one's  pro- 
fessional ability,  or  office  equipment, 
is  vastiy  difierent  in  prindpte  from  a 
merchant  advertising  his  goods.  This 
point  has  not-been  properly  appre- 
ciated by  contributors  on  this  sub- 
ject. The  merchant  advertises  his 
goods  They  eiist  and  can  be 
examined;  the  professional  man 
sdls  his  services,  they  do  not  exist 
and  their  value  can  not  be  pre- 
determined. 

No  professional  man  who  is  en- 
trusted with  the  health  and  life  of  a 
patient  should  deviate  from  what  he 
knows,  or  believes,  to  be  a  proper 
prooedure.If  a  general  anesthetic  for 
a  certain  operation  is  indicated  he 
should  not  be  persuaded  to  employ 
something  else  by  any  preconceived 
ideas  of  the  patient. 
If  a  case  can  be  best  handled  by  the 
use  of  local  anesthetic,  the  added 
risk  of  giving  a  general  anesthetic 
should  not  be  taken,  just  because 
the  pntient  wants  it.  This  is  so 
obvious  that  it  needs  no  argument, 
although  this  condition  does  obtain 
largely,  and  constitutes  one  of  the 
things  that  is  the  "  matter  with 
dentistry."  ^ 
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Another  trouble  with  dentistry  is 
that  too  many  dentists  regard  the 
public  as  "  existing  for  them  and  not 
they  for  the  pubhc."  To  draw  a  line 
between  both  kinds  one  needs  only 
to  ask,  "  do  you  advertise  or  not?  " 
After  thirty  years  in  the  profession, 
I  have  yet  tp  lomr  •  single  ethical 
man  who  did  not  malce  a  good  living 
and  save  money  if  he  wanted  to.  I 
know  of  many  wlio  made  more  than 
was  good  for  them,  for  they  made 
pcxn-  use  of  it  and  ndned  their  Uves. 
C  The  (act  of  the  matter  is,  dent- 
istry has  been  pretty  well  stocked 
with  a  class  of  men  who  have 
entered  it  solely  because  it  offered 
.  large  pay  for  easy  work.  This  kind 
usually  resort  to  advertising  and 
thereby  label  themsdves  as  they 
deserve 

Let  me  here  add  that  it  is  my  opinion 
that  no  man  who  enters  dentistry  as 
a  life  calling  need  advertise,  if  he  has 
any  ability  above  the  average. 
During  the  thirty  years  of  iny 
experience  I  can  discern  many 
changes  for  the  better,  siiowing  tiiat 
the  public  is  growing  more  appre- 
ciative of  the  dental  organs,  as 
factors  in  their  comfort,  health  and 
appearance  <•» 

The  recent  wave  of  excitement  has 
proven  both  to  the  army  officers 
and  medical  profession  that  the 
dentist  is  an  essential  and  this  is  our 
time  to  "  dean  house  "  and  become 
at  some  ftituxe  date,  I  hope  not  far 
distant,  a  part  of  the  medical 
fraternity  and  not  a  separate 
specialty  without  a  secure  founda- 
tion 

We  sbonid  be  medkol  specialists, 

not  dentists. 

As  there  are  44,0nn  dentistr?  in  the 
U.  S.  .lion!  ,  and  each  one  sees  about 
ten  patients  daily  (say  one-half  mil- 
lion) it  would  take  only  six  months 


for  the  entire  population  to  visit  a 
dentist  ^ 

It  seems  to  me  that  our  daily  duties 
are  pretty  extensive  advertising,  and 
only  needs  systematising  to  reach 
the  ones  who  fiail  to  givcT  their  own 
bodies  proper  care. 
By  doing  only  proper  woric  and 
charging  proper  fees  (not  profiteer- 
ing oo  the  ignorant  laity),  we  wiU 
soon  be  increasing  our  peroentace  of 
wofk  done,  to  work  tmdooe. 
As  long  as  we  find  empty  and 
putrescent  root  canals,  caries  under 
filHnjit  abaoasaad  roots  bearing 
crowns,  14K  bridgewock,  36  gauge 
14K  gold  crowns,  unpolished  amal- 
gam  finings,  unooptoored  approxi- 
nud  filMnga,  uodaansod  root  canals, 
and  pyorrhea  untreated,  we  nnist 
expect  the  public  to  be  a  Bttiediy  of 
us.  No  amount  of  advertising  wfll 
overcome  tibia  sliyness  so  do  not 
waste  any  energy  tiiere,  but  keep 
hammering  away  on  the  sore  spots 
until  diey  are  riiminated. 
I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  to 
mean  that  the  only  unethical  man  is 
he  who  advertises.  There  are  un> 
ethical  men  who  do  not  advertise,

It  is  not  fair  for  a  part  of  the  dental 
profcision  (say  the  ethical  part)  to 
support  the  convcBtkms  and  help  in 
making  progress,  while  the  other 
part  (the  unethical)  profits  by  the 
discoveries  or  research  work,  and 
endeavors  to  convey  to  the  public 
the  idea  that  they  are  the  discover* 
ers.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  prop^ress  is  retarded  1^  the 
hostile  attitude  btiiiitu  tlMse  two 
classes 

There  are  many  common  practices 
among  the  ethical  dentists  that  I 
would  as  heartily  condemn  as  I 
would  those  committed  by  the 
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advertising  class.  Such  a  case  came 
to  my  attention  not  long  ago.  This 
patient  sought  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  a  pyorrhea  specialist.  After 
consultation  it  was  decided  to  have 
X-ray  pictures  taken,  as  he  was  not 
sure  he  could  save  certain  teeth. 
Charge  $15.00  for  consultation  and 
talk.  Pictures  showed  teeth  incur- 
able, so  advised  patient  to  have 
exodontist  remove  three  teeth, 
taking  a  gas,  oxygen,  anesthesia. 
Pictures  cost  $10.00.  Extractions 
cost  $15.00,  making  $40.00  besides 
$8.00  previously  spent  with  same 
pyorrhea  specialist  in  treatment  on 
those  same  teeth.  Total  $48.00  to 
have  three  loose  teeth  extracted  *m 
Another  case  was  that  of  a  root 
amputation  by  a  prominent  dentists 
Many  weeks  of  after-treatment  fol- 
lowed. At  lait  the  opening  was 
allowed  to  cloae.  Total  coat  to 
patient  $78.00.  After  a  srear  of 
tepdciucM  tiie  patient  came  under 
my  care*  On  opening  root  canal  and 
placing  a  dresnng,  the  slumbering 
abacett  took  on  activity  and  in  two 
days  opened  over  the  apex  and»  to 
our  mutnnl  snrpriset  I  removed  tbe 
amputated  piece  of  root.  Tfals 
happened  about  fourteen  years  ago 
and  the  tooth  is  still  giving  perfect 
service  «•>  «•> 

While  I  do  not  tike  to  condemn  the 
acceptance,  or  rather  the  diargjng, 
of  Ug  fees,  I  do  say  tiiat  when  one 
docs  accept  a  large  fee  he  should 
dMm  the  good$. 
These  tfid  rimilar  practices  Are 
driving  a  large  part  of  our  patients 
to  offices  where  work  is  "  guaran- 
teed "  at  a  price  fixed  in  advance, 
and  is  one  of  the  things  that  is  the 
"  matter  with  dentistry." 


I  can  not  too  strongly  urge  upon  the 
dental  profession  to  abandon  the 
idea  or  practice  of  a  fixed  hourly 
scale  of  fee.  The  only  thing  capable 
of  turning  out  a  given  product  in  a 
given  time  is  a  machine.  Few 
machines  are  so  perfect  that  their 
product  is  a  fixed  quantity  and 
quality  .-^^ 

The  average  dentist  is  the  direct 
antithesis  of  such  an  ideal  machine 
and  any  one  of  common  knowledge 
will  see  that  his  product  can  not  nor 
should  not  be  of  equal  value. 
I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  fee 
system.  A  fee  is  not  a  payment  of  a 
bill  but  is  a  gift  from  a  patient  or 
dient  to  a  professional  man  for 
services  rendered.  This  idea  of  so 
nnich  for  an  amalgam  filling,  and  ao 
much  for  a  gold  filling,  is  strictly 
unpcofesrional  *^ 

There  Is  no  way  that  I  can  see  to 
remedy  this  debasing  influence  upon 
a  profesrioQ,  except  to  be^n  now  a 
propaganda  to  place  the  dental  pro- 
fMon  upon  a  strictly  professional 
plane,  commensurate  with  the  im- 
pcrtance  of  the  best  and  most 
scientific  dental  services  that  we  are 
capable  of  rendering. 
AH  this  talk  about  the  business  side 
of  dentistiy,  s^r  stems  of  accounts, 
•collections  of  bad  bills  and  regula- 
tion of  charges,  is  never  going  to  get 
us  anywhere. 

All  I  say  is;  Forget  U!  Get  the  one 
big  upOft  idea  fixed  now;  that  if  a 
man  is  a  true  profesrional  man,  pos- 
sessing the  highest  possiUe  ability 
he  is  c^ble  of,  and  who  is  ready  to 
serve  his  community  with  all  his 
energy,  he  will  not  only  be  wdl  paid 
by  his  appreciative  clientele,  but  he 
win  have  all  the  money  he  needs.

Fhyiidtti't  Degree,  Rubber  Gloves  and  Face  Masks  Urged  Upon  Pto- 
Insioii.  Must  Count  192  While  Brushing  Teeth. 

The  foUouring  u  taken  from  the  ^  New  York  ttiegrcm  "  and  is  an  account 
of  a  tM  giuen  before  an  audience  of  women  physicians.  We  have  endured 
as  a  passing  evil  the  man  who  dothad  hmsei^  in  rubber  gloves,  a  face 
vnask,  and  white  operating  coat,  abbreviated  or  slMtidess.  This  may  be 
aU  right  forthe  man  who  desires  them,  bui  the  fact  remains  that  a  large 
percentage  o/  the  professum  is  ',  as  get,  unconverted  to  the  necessity  of 
such  t^parel  in  or  out  of  the  office.  The  face  rrwsk  soon  accurrudates  a  load 
of  fOth  and  unless  frequanOg  changed  is  a  UabHity  instead  of  an  asset. 
The  dentist  once  he  assumes  the  use  of  ruhber  gloves,  a  masK  and  a  short, 
sieeveiass  coaU  makes  himsdf  brieve  that  he  is  in  a  different  dass,  and 
^  he  has  the  degree  of  M,  D„  then  off  bets  are  off*  Such  men  are  doing 
the  profession  of  dentistry  rrurre  retd  harm  than  the  advertising  dentist  in 
maHdng  not  ordg  themseives  ridiadous,  but  their  associates.  More  than 
this,  they  are  ur^fusdy  creating  a  suspicion  in  the  ndnds  of  the  laity  that 
these  things  are  essendtds.  To  the  man  of  st^erior  abUity,  modern  furnish- 
mgs,  freaky  clothing,  and  posing  as  the  Great  I  Am,  are  uncalled  for 
and  wmecessary, 

the  operation  to  count  slowly  to  the 
number  of  192? 

If  you  can  answer  *'  yes,*'  to  all  the  . 
above  questions,  you  are  safe.  Dr. 
Joseph  M.  Levy,  who  addressed  the 
International  Conference  of  Women 
Phyridans,  says  that  if  you  have  a 
dentist  who  can  answer  all  the  above 
qualifications,  you  are  an  exception 
to  the  rule.  There  are  not  many  of 
his  kind  running  around  today  in 
this  country  or  any  other. 
The  United  States  has  always  been 
especially  proud  of  her  graduates  of 
the  dental  profession.  Like  baseball 
and  poker  and  ice  cream  soda,  her 
dentistry  has  become  a  kind  of 
national  institution.  Her  dentists 
were  so  far-famed  that  William  von 
HohensoUem  himself  sent  for  one  to 
perform  upon  his  royal  mouth. 
The  time  has  come,  however,  when 
we  must  throw  aside  our  mistaken 
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iMBRICANS  who 
have  been  peace* 
ably  sitting  in  the 
pale  of  your  wdl 
fenced  security,  firm 
in  the  conviction 
America  has  the 
best  dentists  on  earth  and  American 
men  and  women  have  the  best  cared 
for  teeth,  take  heed. 
Does  your  dentist  wear  rubber 
gloves  and  a  face  mask  while  work- 
ing on  your  mouth?  Is  he  a  certified 
plorsician  of  medicine  as  well  as  a 
graduate  of  the  school  of  dentistry? 
C  Is  he  a  graduate  of  one  of  the 
few  "A"  class  schools  in  this  coun* 
try  instead  of  the  "  B  "  type,  of 
which  practically  all  American 
dentists  are  graduates? 
Does  he  make  you  brush  your  teeth 
eight  strokes  in  the  five  divisions  of 
your  mouth,  taking  time  enough  for 
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IdcM  about  Axnetican  dentiats. 
Taking  them  all  in  all,  Dr.  l«vy 
aays  tliey  are  just  a  bad  lot  generally 
and  the  best  thing  to  be  done  with 
them  is  probably  to  eliminate  them 
altogether 

Dentistry  as  it  is  practised  today  ts 
a  camouflage*  he  asserts.  The 
minority  of  dental  institutions  in  the 
country  are  run  by  private  profi- 
teers, who  have  the  making  of 
money  their  only  aim.  At  the  best, 
the  dentists  of  America  are  but 
trained  artisans,  who  understand 
only  how  to  remove  and  repair,  not 
how' to  buHd  up  and  prevent. 
"  There  are  but  two  dental  colleges 
in  New  York  dty  today,"  said  Dr. 
Levy.  *'  Naturally,  these  should  be 
grade  'A*  colleges. 
"  Th^  are  not,  however.  One  is  so 
bad,  in  fact,  it  has  been  recom- 
mended by  myself  and  others  to  be 
closed  as  a  means  of  protecting  the 
health  of  the  pubUc."  . 
Commercialism  is  eating  at  the 
dentistry  industry,  asserts  Dr.  Levy, 
and  is  the  main  cause  of  the  trouble. 
He  declares  no  physician  removes 
but  one- fifth  of  the  appendix  be- 
cause he  is  paid  for  the  operation 
but  one- fifth  of  what  it  is  worth 
*'  Whereas,"  continued  Dr.  Levy, 
"  look  at  what  a  dentist  would  do 
under  relatively  the  same  circum- 
stances. He  tells  a  patient  he  should 
have  gold  filling,  which  will  cost  the 
patient  ten  dollars.  The  patient  is 
not  able  to  pay  tliat  much.  Then  the 
dentist  turns  around  and  tolls  him 
he  will  give  him  a  silver  one  for  five, 
or  a  cement  one  for  three.  If  the 
man   can   not   pay   even    for  the 
cement  one,  the  dentist  will  pull  the 
tooth  out  for  him  for  fifty  cents 
"Aftt  r  all,  it's  the  simplest  thing  to 
rernuvc  a  tooth.  In  that  way  the 
operator  is  relieved  of  all  responsi- 


bility. That  is  why  so  many  dentists 
remove  teeth.  They  amply  do  not 
know  what  else  to  do  with  them." 
C  Asked  about  the  new  theory  that 
much  rheumatism  is  caused  by 
affected  teeth.  Dr.  Levy  answered 
that  this  theory  was  much  over- 
worked. He  said  that  in  some 
instances,  however,  it  had  been 
found  to  be  a  probable  cause. 
"Possibly  out  of  2,000  cases  200 
have  been  found  where  infectian 
caused  rheumatism.  Coinddenoe 
plpys  a  real  part  in  such  cases." 
In  flaying  the  average  dentist  Dr. 
Levysaki^- 

**  The  average  dentUt  is  a  man  on 
whom  we'  should  all  look  with 
suspidon.  His  training  has  simply 
made  him  a  skilled  artisan.  He  only 
knows  how  to  supply  teeth  that  have 
been  lost. 

"No  dentist  should  be  allowed  to 
practise  who  has  not  studied  in  con- 
nection with  a  college  of  medicine. 
Bveiy  dentist  today  has  to  send  out 
for  a  doctor  if  anything  ge^  wrong 
with  the  patient.  He  knows  usually 
nothing  about  the  patient's  blood 
pressure  or  condition  of  his  heart, 
and  yet  he  administers  anesthetics 
to  him. 

**  If  anything  happens  to  the  patient 
tiirough  his  carelessness  he  is  very 
sony  and  if  possible  tries  to  keep  the 

affair  quiet.*' 

Dr.  Levy  explained  how  the  present 
dental  colleges  manage  to  pass  the 
Board  of  Examin<>rs,  even  when 
they  were  in  as  dc{>lorable  a  condi- 
tion as  he  declared  them  to  be.  He 
said  manifestly  a  city  as  large  as 
New  York  is  flooded  with  mediocre 
dentists  who  are  but  the  products  of 
these  inferior  institutions,  and  nat- 
urally they  would  see  members  of 
"  their  own  kind  "  were  elected  to 
the  board.  Dr.  Levy  proclaimed 
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such  a  ttate  of  affairs  a  "  scandal 
and  a  ditgraoe  to  tlie  gtate  wliicii 
pennfts  it  to  go  on. 
He  spoke  with  feeling  ag^net  the 
old  style  of  bridgework  used  by 
many  dentists  of  today*  He  said 
lemovable  bridgework  was  the  only 
safe  and  sanitary  land.  Not  only 
can  these  aitiddal  teeth  be  taken 
out  and  deaned,  but  also  did  not 
rest  upon  and  wear  out  the  nearby 
teeth  which  supported  them.  Ordi- 
nary bridgework  whidi  rests  on  the 
bone  is  very  bad  for  the  mouth,  he 
saklM^«» 

Wearing  of  rubber  gloves  and  face 
mask  is  the  only  sanitary  method  to 
employ  while  working  on  a  patient's 
moutfat  according  to  Dr.  Levy. 
"  Some  say  it  is  impossible  to  per- 
form certain  dental  operations  when 
one  wears  rubber  g|oves»"  he  said. 
"  That  is  not  true.  Moreover,  with- 
out them  there  is  alwiiys  the  chance 
of  infoction.  It  isslight .but still  there 
is  one  chance  out  of  the  hundred 
million  dental  cases  which  are  per- 
formed eveiy  day.  That  one  chance 


is  worth  taking  precautions  for." 
Dr.  Levy  deplored  the  mushy  *' 
feeding  of  children.  He  said  he 
bdieved  the  reason  for  such  fine 
teeth  among  the  people  of  the 
Balkan  States  today  was  to  be  found 
in  the  hard,  dry  bread  which  they 
eat.  Sometimes  this  bread  is  baked 
for  months  before  it  is  eaten.  Dr. 
Levy  also  deplored  the  excess  of 
proteins  eaten  by  vaott  races.  Much 
dental  trouble,  he  added,  arose  from 
lack  of  proper  cleansing  of  the  teeth. 
Instead  of  the  ordinary  ten  seconds 
which  is  consumed  by  a  person  in 
brushing  his  teeth,  the  length  of 
time  necessary  to  count  192  should 
be  employed  during  the  process 
"  Oh,  doctorl "  said  one  much  ex- 
cited woman  as  she  hurried  up  to 
Dr.  Levy  at  the  dose  of  the  session 
at  the  Conference.  '*  I  just  have  lost 
my  confidence  in  my  dentist.  I  just 
haven't  one  singk*  tiny  bit  left." 
"  Yes,"  answered  Dr.  Levy,  and  he 
said  it  in  the  tones  of  one  who 
intended  his  words  to  imply  an 
'*  of  course  "  along  with  them. 


^  Grenuine  ivory,  which  in  carved  effects  is  held  of  such  beauty  and  vahie 
in  jewelry,  is  more  than  usually  scarce  in  the  markets  of  the  world.

The  world's  ivory  is  obtained  from  the  tusks  of  the  elephant,  hippo- 
potamus, walrus,  norwhal  and  the  prehistoric  mammoth  isomctimes  found 
frozen  in  Arctic  ice  floes  and  morasses.  The  ivory  of  elephant's  tusks  is 
the  most  valuable  because  of  its  color,  fine  grain  and  elasticity.  To  supply 
the  demand  for  ivory  many  forms  of  artificial  ivory  have  been  invented 
and  \  epctablc  ivory  has  become  popular  as  a  substitute.  This  comes  from 
a  South  American  palm  like  plant  ^^'hich  bears  a  fruit  as  large  as  a  rocoa- 
nut.  The  kernels  of  this  fruit  are  known  as  '*  cnroza  nuts."  They  are  some- 
what smaller  than  a  hen's  egg  and  are  formed  of  the  vegetable  ivory  of

lonely  country  roadsi  ornearly  inac- 
cessible in  mountainous  areas. 
For  some  years  health  authorities 
hBcvt  been  gathering  statistics  and 
have  realized,  that  the  idea  that 
country  people  are  more  healthy 
than  city  people  and  that  their 
living  conditions  are  more  hygienic 
is  a  fallacy.  However,  the  grent 
mass,  both  of  country  and  of  city 
people,  still  cling  to  this  belief,  but 
lately  many  eyes  have  been  opened 
by  the  draft  statistics,  and  by  the 
Children's  Year  with  its  revelations. 
In  the  rural  districts  in  Dutciiess 
County,  outside  of  the  two  cities, 
291 6  babies  were  weighed,  measured, 
and  carefully  examined  in  the 
seventy-tliree  baby  clinics  held  last 
summer.  Forty -five  per  cent  of  these 
children  under  five  were  found 
underweight  and  46  per  cent  had 
I)hysical  defects  of  some  kind.  This 
last  winter  the  weighing  and 
measuring  tests  were  continued 
with  the  rural  school  children. 
While  all  results  are  not  yet  avail- 
able, the  indications  are  that  at 
east  40  per  cent  of  the  children  are

Sanitary  conditions  are  not  always 
better  than  those  of  the  city.  Nice, 
fresh,  country  milk,  not  protected 
from  typhoid  infection  by 
ization,  belongs  in  the  same 
with  the  sparkling  water  of  a  brook 
which  the  average  man  considers  so 
superior  to  water  from  the  city 
kitchen  faucet,  though  the  latter  is 
inspected  and  purified  and  the 
former  may  contain  sewage  from 
the  camp  a  half  mile  above. 
There  is  need,  and  great  need,  of 
more  public  health  work  in  our 
rural  districts  and  the  public  hcaltli 
nurse  should  help  to  solve  the 
problem.  It  may  be  asked  why  the 
health  officer  can  not  do  all  that  is 
necessary.  Consider  his  duties,  com- 
pare them  with  the  time  he  has  for 
them  and  the  compensation  he 
receives,  and  it  is  evident  that  he 
needs  help.  The  health  officer,  of 
course,  should  be  the  leader  and 
director.  The  nurse  should  be  his 
right  hand. 

As  a  rule  a  public  health  nurse  in  a 
rural  district  is  nut  a  specialist  but 
combines  many  functionii.  She  is 
often  the  only  nurse  in  the  field,  and 
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if  every  family  in  her  area  is  to  have 
access  to  all  kinds  of  nursing  service 
she  must  supply  it  for  them.  Too 
much  time  and  gasoline  are  con- 
sumed by  a  specialist  covering  a 
large  area,  and  she  is  not  so  likely 
to  get  in  touch  with  every  family  as 
the  nurse  who  lives  in  a  village  and 
earns  the  confidence  of  the  people 
through  her  close  contact  with

Vinting  nnrring  Is*  of  courser 
oneof  her  very  important  ftUKtions, 
but  visits  should  be  made  not  only 
to  the  poor  but  to  others  wlio  can 
pay,  but  who  do  not  need  constant 
attention*  There  ave  many  pcnple 
in  a  cotnimmity  gM  to  pay  fifty 
cents  an  hour  for  a  msse  for 
occasional  services*  But  viriliitg 
nursing  is  far  from  being  the  only 
duty  of  a  modem  public  hcalttt 
nurse.  For  tiiis  alone,  public  beslth 
training,  ^iMdi  is  being  moco  nod 
move  insisted  upon,  would  not  be 
necBssnfy.  There  is,  for  instance,  the 

work  of  a  sdiool  nurse.  In  tUs  she 
nssisli  the  school  physician  in  his 
medical  inspection  of  school  tibU* 
dren,  and  most  important  of  all  does 
the  follow-up  work.  There  are  many 
cases  where  the  medical  inspector 
finds  the  same  abnormal  condition 
in  a  child  year  after  year — nothing 
has  been  done  to  correct  it.  How 
much  more  effective  his  work  can 
be  if  he  has  the  services  of  a  mnse 
at  his  disposal.  Take  the  case  of  a 
child  with  adenoids  whose  family 
lives  out  on  a  country  road  with  no 
automobile  and  no  telephone.  They 
have  perliaps  no  knowledge  of 


hospital  facilities  and  are  probably 
terrified  at  the  mere  thought  of  a 
hospital.  Let  a  nurse  earn  their  con- 
fidence by  her  visits,  explain  why 
the  operation  will  be  of  much  bene- 
fit to  the  child,  make  all  arrange- 
ments with  the  hospital,  agree  to 
call  for  the  child  in  her  car  and  • 
bring  him  home  again,  and  the  like- 
lihood of  getting  that  child  in  good 
physical  condition  is  enormously 
increased.  In  the  schools  she  can 
hdp  greatly  with  physicsl  educa« 
tion*  She  may  lectim  on  health  to 
the  trh^fl  ^Hdrsn  or  fiifangif  fbr 
the  local  physicians  to  do  sow  In 

Vassar  CoUege  students,  trained  as 
Four-mimito  speakers,  to  hdp  give 
these  talks.  The  school  nurse  may  • 
ncomote  a  hfulth  crusade  or  h<^th 
dubs,  rdieving  the  busy  teadiers  of 
these  feqponsibllitiea.  She  may  place 
in  endi  sdiooifoom,  cIms  room 
wdipii  reconis,  praviaea  xree  oi 
charge  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Bducation  and  weigh  the  children 
monthly  to  further  interest  the 
ddld  in  his  own  health.  No  matter 
who  employs  the  public  health 
nurse,  she  must  work  in  accord  with 
the  State  Department  of  Bducation. 
#1  The  rural  public  health  worker  is 
often  called  upon  to  do  the  work  of 
an  infant  welfare  nurse.  She  may 
make  pre-natal  visits,  giving  the 
espectant  mother  advice  as  to  how 
to  live  properly  and  tdling  her  when 
a  physician's  services  are  necessary. 
In  such  cases  she  accompanies  the 
phsrsidan  to  obstetrical  cases.  She 
then  keeps  a  watchful  e]re  on  the 
baby,  perhaps  showing  the  mother 
how  to  bathe  it  properly,  how  to 
dress  it  in  hot  weather,  or  i>erhaps 
helping  out  with  such  practical 
points  as  how  to  make  a  "  fireless 
cooker  "  or  ice  boar,  how  to  pasteur- 
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ise  milk,  etc  At  the  dnld  growB 
older  she  suggests  to  tiie  mother,  if 
peccssary,  tiie  advisability  of  taking 
caf^  of  the  first  teethy  of  feeding 
proper  f oodt  ete.  She  arranget  for 
cttnics  where  all  mothers  may  bring 
their  babies  for  a  free  eiamination 
by  the  family  physician,  and  a 
children's  specialist.  So  many  times 
a  child  appears  well  to  the  mother 
whereas  defects  p^ft^'^^g  imimwIiHHte 
attentiofi  are  discovered  by  the 
physician.  Two  mothers  at  one 
children's  clinic  told  me  they 
Slapped  a  child  in 'the  mouth  to 
teach  him  to  close  it»  never  realising 
that  the  child  was  unable  to  get 
enough  air  throui^  his  nose  and 
that  the  proper  procedure  was  to 
consult  a  physician. 
I  need  not  go  into  the  details  of  the 
Important  work  tuberculosis  nurses 
accomplish  in  getting  children  to 
the  preventorium  before  it  is  too 
late,  in  looking  up  all  tuberculous 
soldiers,  in  following  up  cases  dis- 
charged from  the  sanatoria  and  in 
arranging  for  clinics.  Sixty  people 
came  to  the  tuberculosis  clinic  in  one 
of  our  villages  the  other  day  and 
many  incipient  cases  were  found 
Besides  this,  the  public  health 
nurse  should  be  a  sanitary  inspector, 
reporting  to  the  proper  authorities 
all  the  insanitary  conditions  which 
she  has  seen  in  her  visits.  Her  edu- 
cational function  runs  through  all 
her  work.  School  lectures,  home 
advice,  instruction  at  clinics,  talks 
to  mother's  clubs,  newspaper  pub 
licity,  distribution  of  posters  and 
pamphlets,  all  fall  to  her  lot. 
When  a  township  is  asked  to  support 
a  public  health  nurse  it  will  probably 
say  that  her  salary  ($1200  hi  Dutch- 
ess County)  is  too  large.  Consider, 
however,  that  a  nurse  must  have 
had  three  years'  trainhig  hi  a  first- 


dass  V?tpjtfil.  Besides  this,  she 
must  have  public  health  training 
and  experience.  She  must  have 
Infinite  tact  and  patiencet  a  pleasiiic 
personality,  incrfiaustible  good  hu- 
mor and  sood  health,  fi^w  must  learn 
to  run  a  car  and  have  the  strength 
of  body  and  persistence  of  soul 
required  to  crank  a  Ford.  She  must 
be  an  oiganiser,  a  pubKc  ^leaker^ 
and  a  publicity  expert.  She  must  be 
willing  to  accept  fair  criticism  and 
not  be  hurt  by  any  of  it.  Her  cour- 
age and  belief  in  her  worit  must  be 
unshakable.  She  must  so  act  as  to 
be  loved  by  Catholics,  Protestants, 
and  Jews,  educated  and  ignorant, 
country  folks  and  city  millionaires. 
In  fact,  if  one  finds  a  suitable  public 
health  nurse  for  a  rural  locality  the 
$1200  should  be  offered  to  her  aa 
being  not  a  measure  of  her  services 
but  a  slight  token  of  the  apprecia- 
tion of  her  community. 
Besides  the  salary  a  car  must  be 
bought  for  her  and  its  upkeep  pro- 
vided. To  dispel  forever  the  illusion 
that  this  means  luxuriously  and 
leisurely  rolling  along  state  roads, 
only  try  once  climbing  a  mountain 
in  an  open  Ford  with  the  thermome- 
ter below  zero,  or  getting  out  in  the 
pouring  rain  to  change  a  tire,  or  in 
the  broiling  sun  to  crank  and  crank 
again  a  refractory  machine. 
Approximate  yearly  budget  for 
township  nurse: 

Salary,  $1200;  upkeep  of  car,  $400; 
miscellaneous,  telephone,  office  sup- 
plies, etc.,  $50;  total,  $1650. 
The  attitude  of  the  physician,  and 
especially  of  the  health  officer,  to  a 
rural  public  health  nurse  is  an  im- 
portant thing.  She  is  almost  power- 
less without  his  support.  Many 
physicians  receive  a  public  health 
nurse  into  tiieir  oommunity  gladly: 
many  look  upon  her  with  suspicion. 
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and  It  takes  much  time  and  patience 
to  overcome  their  prejudice.  If  a 
nurse  lives  up  to  the  recognized 
rules  and  regulations  of  her  profes- 
sion, she  should  be  a  help  to  any 
physician.  Her  work  it  largely  edu- 
catifloal  and  preventive,  and  she 
mate  moce  work  for  physicians  by 
disooverinc  malntitritian,  indpient 
tubercukMis,  adenoids,  etc.  If  a 
diikl  appears  healthy,  a  physician  is 
not  consulted,  but  this  same  child 
frequently  has  physical  defects 
which  are  discovered  by  the  trained 
eye  of  the  nurse,  and  the  physician  is 
called  in.  The  nurse  should  not  diag- 
nose or  prescribe*  She  must  remem* 
ber  that  the  case  b  the  phyddan's, 
not  hers.  She  should  never  criticise  a 


physician,  or  advise  the  calling  in  of 
one  man  rather  than  smother. 
Public  health  nursing  has  developed 
greatly  and  is  growing  more  and 
more  popular.  There  are  not  enough 
public  health  nurses  to  supply  the 
demand.  This  development  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  the 
oo-operaticii  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion. If  the  nurse  has  the  proper 
personality  and  knowledge  of  her 
duties,  and  if  the  physician  under- 
stands the  functions  of  the  nurse 
and  has  an  open  mind,  they  can 
only  benefit  one  another,  and  tiie 
lecogniscd  great  need  of  rural  com- 
munities for  more  health  work  can 
largely  be  satisfied  by  the  pubUb 
health  nurse.

WOULD  like  to  say 
a  few  words  In  de- 
fense of  Dr.  H.  M . 
Deaver  of  NewUrk, 
Okla.,  and  also  that 
I  admire  the  way 
Lieut.  C.  H.  Car- 
penter stands  up  for  his  side,  but  I 
believe  one  man  has  as  good  a  right 
to  his  opinion  as  another,  as  long  as 
he  is  honest  in  his  convictions,  and 
some  of  us  are  not  to  blame  because 
we  were  not  young  enough  to  get 
into  the  dental  reserve. 
Since  the  army  began  demobilizing 
I  have  had  a  great  many  opportuni- 
ties to  observe  army  work  from  all 
departments  and  I  regret  to  say 
find  many  amalgam  fillings  made 
over  cotton,  loose  bridges  and 
crowns  which  could  be  removed  with 
the  crudest  instruments  and  reset, 
have  Ix-en  let  go  until  the  condition 
of  the  teeth  beneath  them  was 
almost  hopeless.  Yet  these  men  in 


every  case  informed  me  that  the 
army  dentist  put  them  off,  in 
several  cases  for  months,  until  they 
could  go  to  their  home  dentist,  say- 
ing they  had  no  equipment  for  the 
job.  Men  come  to  me  with  their 
back  molars  full  of  decay,  who  had 
been  pronounced  O.  K.  just  before 
coming  away.  I  had  one  officer  who 
said  he  had  the  hardest  time  to  get 
the  dentist  to  fill  a  small  pit  in  a 
lower  cuspid  instead  of  extracting 
^e  tooth.  I  don't  doubt  for  a 
minute,  as  the  Lieutenant  has  said, 
that  the  army  has  done  a  lot  of  good 
work  considering  the  shortage  of 
men  and  equipment,  but  where  we 
find  the  contrary  in  these  cases  let 
us  be  fair  to  both  sides.  Wliile  I  do 
not  condemn  army  work  I  must  con 
fess  I  have  foimd  the  unfavorable 
side.

This  is  a  part  of  the  campaign  of  preventive  medicine.  It  is 
better  to  prevent  than  try  to  repair  the  ravages  of  decay. 
Most  mothers  and  fathers  live  in  ignorance  of  the  necessity  of 
Rental  attention.  They  sincerely  desire  that  their  children  shall 
receive  the  benehts  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  and  that  their 
childhood  shall  be  ridier  and  better  than  their  own;  that  their 
children  shall  have  a  broader  and  better  foundation  for  health 
than  they  were  permitted  to  enjoy. 

The  wise  spending  of  money  is  an  art.  We  must  have  food, 
raiment,  and  proper  housing.  All  of  these  in  moderation  are 
wise  expenditures.  But,  best  of  all,  is  money  spent  for  health 
or  education.  Many  times  this  indifterence  to  tooth  preserva- 
tion is  not  due  to  poverty.  There  is  plenty  of  money  for  dress, 
piano  lessons,  and  non-essentials.  A  mother  when  told  that  her 
child's  teeth  needed  attention,  that  they  must  be  filled, 
cleaned,  and  looked  after  regularly,  replied:  '*  What  is  the  use 
of  such  foolishness?  I  lost  my  teeth  before  I  was  married  and 
she  can  do  the  same.  It  didn't  hurt  me  and  it  wont  hurt  her." 
To  such  people  we  have  a  message.  Help  us  to  put  it  across 
with  this  newspaper  publicity.  You  need  this  service  and  now 
that  the  opportunity  is  here,  let's  all  work  together  to  make  it 
a  grand  success. 
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MORE  MILLIONS  FOR  MEDICINE 

HROUGH  the  public  press  a  brief  announcement 
is  made  that  John  D.  Rockefeller  has  eLven  to 
the  General  Educational  BoaiH,  founded  by  him 
in  1902,  the  sum  of  $20,000,000  for  the  improve- 
ment  of  medical  education  in  the  United  States* 
the  incoine  to  be  currently  used,  and  th^  prin- 
( ipal  to  be  distributed  within  fifty  years. 
Mr.  Rockefeller's  gift  is  complete  in  itself.  He  does  not  wpodfy 
that  massive  structures  shall  be  erected  in  his  memory  and 
others  donate  the  money  for  salaries,  the  price  of  fiieU  and  the 
janitor's  salary,  to  make  it  effective. 

The  working  capital  of  the  Board,  previous  to  this  accretion, 
amounted  to  between  $35,000,000  and  $40,000,000.  The 
present  sum  of  $20,000,000  is  to  be  devoted  exclusively  to 
medical  education.  Unlike  previous  gifts  of  Mr.  Rockefeller, 
it  will  not  be  used  for  original  investigation,  the  cure  of  hook 
worm  disease,  the  founding  of  medical  colleges  in  China,  but 
it  will  enable  favored  medical  schools  to  spend  lar^e  sums  for 
the  improvement  of  hospital  and  laboratory  facilities,  increased 
clinical  resources,  and  enlarged  salaries  to  the  teaching  staff 
Vast_  sums  have  been  given  for  the  investigation  of  disease  ia 
the  past  by  our  ablest  and  wealthiest  men.  Besides  the  dona- 
tions of  Mr.  Rockefeller,  the  Carnegie  Institute  and  the 
Russell  Sage  Foundation  are  examples  of  this  philanthropy.  It 
is  expected  that  the  present  great  medical  centers  of  the 
country,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  St.  Louis,  Baltimore, 
Chicago,  and  Boston,  with  access  to  abundance  of  clinical 
material  and  opportunities  for  medical  research  will  be  thp 
most  bent H ted. 

This  is  a  great  uplift  for  the  medical  profession  and  undoubt- 
edly will  result  in  the  permanent  advance  of  medical  science. 
Outside  of  the  gifts  of  Messrs  Forsyth  and  Eastman,  dentistry 
has  not  been  favored  with  large  contributions  to  its  advance- 
ment, and  yet  there  is  no  field  that  offers  greater  0]->portunitvcs 
than  the  study  of  dental  problems  with  the  mouth  as  the 
accepted  portal  of  entry  of  disease. 

In  spite  of  many  mishaps  and  deviations  from  the  straight 
path,  niL(!icine  has  advanced  and  made  the  most  of  its  oppor- 
tunities. Dentistry,  meanwhile,  has  struggled  along  as  best  it 
could  without  financial  assistance  and  the  handicap  of  a  lack 

of  educated  men. 

We  have  of  late  years  entered  the  field  of  original  rcsearcli  and 
taxed  ourselves  to  this  end  without,  as  yet,  any  tangible 
results.  Surely  before  we  can  expect  donations  from  the 
wealthy  we  must  place  ourselves  on  a  par  with  the  medical 
profession  and  demonstrate  that  money  can  be  used  to 
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advantage  in  investigating  the  problems  that  confront  us. 
Unfortunately,  we  lack  scientific,  educated  investigators. 
We  are  learning  slowly  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  in  a  few  decades 
we  will  have  attained  such  a  position  that  donations  from 
wealthy  philanthropists  will  be  received  as  in  medicine.  We 
must  develop  along  these  lines  or  become  a  part  and  parcel  of 
the  medical  profession,  sacrificing  our  identity  under  separate 
teaching  facilities.  So  long  as  the  medical  profession  is  able  to 
command  the  confidence  of  the  world  and  obtain  their  sub- 
stantial gifts,  it  must  necessarily  maintain  its  leadership 
We  congratulate  most  heartily  the  entire  medical  profession; 
with  the  hope  and  expectation  that  this  fund,  judiciously  used, 
will  serve  as  a  great  stimulant  in  its  development. 

ARE  YOU  A  "WINDOW  POLE" 

CITIZEN  ? 

HE  story  is  told  in  the  August  number  of  The 
LadieM^  Home  J<mmai,  of  ti^  Americanizing  of 
5,000  girls  of  foreign  parentage,  in  one  of  the 
New  York  schools.  The  scholars  had  control  of 
the  school  in  a  large  degree  and  if  mistakes  were 
made  in  its  government  they  were  the  ones  to 
sufiGer.  It  is  only  maldng  mistakes  tiut  we 
team.  <l  White  the  ventilating  ^tem  was  temporarily  out  of 
ofder»  a  group  of  girls  worked  on  a  health  survey  of  the  build- 
ing. The  teacher  asked,  "  Suppose  you  entered  a  room  with 
closed  windows  where  you  fhid  the  air  so  bad  it  is  haxd  to 
breathe.  What  would  you  do?  One  of  the  girls  promptly 
replied,  '*  I  would  mark  that  room  '  bad '  on  my  survey 
blank."  The  teacher  waited  and  the  second  girl  arose,  "  I 
would  tell  the  teacher  in  charge/'  Still  the  teacher  waited.  A 
tihird  1^1  got  up  and  said,  half  shyly,  "  I  would  take  a  window 
pole  and  let  in  some  fresh  air." 

To  the  class  it  was  pointed  out  that  three  types  of  dtisens  had 
answered.  Number  one,  grumbled,  left  the  matter  to  some  one 
else  to  remedy  and  went  about  her  business.  Number  two, 
reported  the  condition  to  the  proper  authorities — sometimes 
the  only  course  to  be  followed.  Number  three,  seeing  an 
opportunity  for  service,  got  busy  with  the  window  pole. 
I  suppose  it  is  himian  nature  to  expect  others  to  do  the  unat- 
tractive things,  to  push  the  load  over  the  hard  places,  while 
we  stand  by  and  make  suggestions.  This  is  the  easy  way,  to 
"  Let  George  do  it."  It  is  much  harder  to  get  down  to  brass 
tacks  and  do  the  thing  ourselves. 

We  have  in  dentistry  these  three  types  of  citizens  ;  the  grumbler 
who  is  content  to  let  some  one  else  reform  the  world,  then  we 
have  the  man  who  reports  the  condition  and  expects  others  to 
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do  the  actual  work.  Best  of  all,  we  have  the  man  who  takes 
off  his  coat  and  buckles  down  to  the  job;  he  is  the  "  Window 
Pole"  Citizen,  ready  and  willing  to  "carry  a  message  toGarcia." 
In  this  campaign  to  educate  the  laity  you  have  an  opportunity 
to  place  a  label  on  yourself.  You  may  find  fault  with  the  con- 
ditions and  give  any  number  of  reasons  why  it  can  not  be  a 
success;  you  can  report  the  conditions  as  **  bad;  "  or  you  can 
see  that  your  local  press  takes  an  active  part  in  the  work 
even  if  you  have  to  pay  for  the  articles  yourself. 
In  this  number  we  have  an  account  of  the  establishment  of  the 
free  dental  dispensary  work  of  The  Rochester  Dental  Society. 
€1  Previous  to  their  work,  the  oral  hygiene  committee  of  the 
National  Dental  Society,  had  been  in  existence  several  years. 
They  were  busy  trying  to  convince  the  dental  profession  as 
to  the  necessity  of  free  dental  dispensaries.  They  were  marking 
the  condition  as  "  bad  "  on  their  survey  blank.  The  Rochester 
Dental  Society,  recognizing  the  conditions  and  the  crying 
necessity  of  the  work,  not  expecting  others  to  do  things  for 
them,  got  busy  with  the  problem  and  established  a  free  dental 
dispensary  with  the  meager  funds  at  their  command.  Until 
such  time  as  the  charity  was  on  its  feet  they  cheerfully  fur- 
nished their  services  without  price.  €[  They  demonstrated  the 
fact  that  they  were  **  Window  Pole  "  Dentists. 
It  was  only  after  the  successful  establishment  of  the  work  in 
Rochester  that  Dr.  W.  G.  Ebersole,  then  chairman  of  the 
Oral  Hygiene  Committee  of  the  National  Dental  Society, 
entered  up>on  a  strenuous  campaign  to  establish  free  dental 
dispensaries  in  the  public  schools  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Until 
this  time  the  National  Oral  Hygiene  Committee  had  been 
looked  upon  as  more  or  less  of  a  joke,  but  with  his  active  work 
and  "  window  pole"  methods,  oral  hygiene  took  its  proper 
place  in  the  field  and  has  been  a  most  active  one  ever  since. 
€{.  It  is  hard  to  realize  that  all  of  this  has  been  accomplished 
in  a  little  more  than  a  decade.  Dental  dispensaries  were  looked 
upon  with  suspicion  and  the  men  who  were  active  in  their 
formation  were  thought  to  be  cranks  or  looking  out  for  their 
own  interest  in  the  added  publicity. 

Today,  the  free  dental  diqiensaiy  movement  is  firmly  en- 
trenched and  a  recognised  foctor  in  health  and  school  work. 
The  noble  structures  at  Boston,  Mass.,  and  Rodiester,  N.  Y., 
are  only  the  beginning.  Not  only  has  Oral  Hsrgiene  made  good 
in  itself,  but  it  has  been  an  uplift,  it  has  helped  to  make 
dentistry  a  profession. 

Undoubtedly,  the  establishment  of  dental  diq>ensaries,  and 
the  health  work  among  our  schools  would  have  come  in  time, 
but  thanks  to  the  men  who  did  things  instead  of  waiting  for 
others  to  do  them,  we  have,  today,  die  standing  of  Oral 
Hygiene  as  an  accomplished  fact.

«^=^'«''«^  operation.  During  our  editorship,  we  have 
refrained  from  publishing  an3rthhig  that  would  toid  to  convey 
tills  idea. 

In  order  to  accomplish  results  we  must  deal  more  math  the 
positive  side  of  the  health  problem,  with  health  rather  than 
disease.  Let  our  teachings  be  optimistic,  encouraging,  hope- 
giving,  cheering — not  gloomy,  pessimistic,  hope-destroying. 
Let  us  make  the  readers  love  life  and  health  and  be  proud  of  a 
beautiful,  healthy  body.  Let  them  know  all  that  is  necessary 
about  the  bacterial  cause  of  disease,  but  we  should  be  carefiil 
and  not  scare  them  into  Bacteriaphobia ;  a  state  of  mind  that 
makes  mote  for  disease  than  for  health.  Many  writers  of  the 
public  press  seem  to  delight  in  cultivating  their  readers  into 
a  condition  of  Bacteriaphobia.  After  reading  their  screeds, 
one  seriously  questions  whether  or  not  they  would  be  safe  in 
going  to  bed  with  their  teeth. 

During  the  great  conflict  just  passed,  there  has  been  a  gradual 
awakening  on  matters  pertaining  to  public  health  and  the 
work  has  progressed  tremendously.  It  has  shown  the  possi- 
bilities of  prevention  as  against  the  cure  of  disease.  It  has 

opened  before  our  very  eyes  that  the  era,  when  developed,  as 
it  will  be  in  the  future,  will  represent  the  ideal  of  applied 

modem  science 

In  times  past  the  State  taught  the  necessities  only — religion, 
mornlity  and  the  three  R's.  Today  the  State  has  turned 
pedagogue,  particularly  in  America.  We  have  set  up  a  standard 
of  cleanliness,  of  hygienic  care  of  persons  and  institutions,  with 
which  Europe  is  not  familiar  except  among  the  wealthv.  The 
great  mass  of  the  European  poor  are  quite  indificrcni  lu  the 
bath,  the  use  of  soap,  frequent  changes  of  clothing,  the  toilet, 
the  tooth  brush,  the  disinfectant,  the  removal  of  garbage,  the 
extinction  of  vile  odors,  etc.  It  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise 
to  some  of  us  that  America  was  so  tar  advanced  in  these 
matters,  that  we  had  to  go  to  stricken  France  and  teach  them 
how  to  care  for  their  tuberculosis  patients. 
The  American  doughboy,  with  his  sanitary  camps,  was  a 
revelation  to  the  French;  particularly  to  the  peasant  class  who 
dwells,  in  many  cases,  with  his  domestic  animals.  The  street 
is  an  open  sewer  and  the  peasant  with  the  largest  compost  pile 
in  his  front  yard  is  a  man  of  wealth.  He  is  only  a  short  period 
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removed  from  the  time  when  man  dwelt  under  a  dimg  hilL 
Water  is  used  in  scanty  quantities  and  only  for  household  or 
bathing  purposes.  The  masses  drink  light  wines,  necessarily  ao, 
because  of  the  insanitary  water  supply. 
Much  to  our  surprise  in  many  inaccessible  parts  of  our  own 
country  it  has  been  discovered  that  people  are  yet  dwelling 
in  the  Dark  Ages  so  far  as  the  practice  of  sanitation  is  con- 
cerned. This  is  particularly  true  of  the  South.  The  eiqpiendi- 
tures,  even  in  our  large  cities,  for  police  and  fire  protection 
exceed  many  times  in  volume  those  for  public  healtii. 
In  the  construction  of  our  schools  we  have  advanced  in  the 
last  fifty  years  more  than  in  the  previous  thousand.  With  the 
schools  of  a  few  decades  past  such  matters  as  ventilation,  light, 
the  size  and  form  of  desks  and  the  necessities  of  nature,  were 
given  little  or  no  attention.  A  school  building  was  constructed 
on  any  abandoned  lot — a  most  desolate  and  cheerless  structure. 
A  school  could  be  held  anywhere — in  loft  or  cellar,  or  back 
room.  Little  attention  was  given  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
teacher  so  long  as  he  could  maintain  order.  A  few  seats  and  a 
platform  completed  the  furnishings.  Children  sat  in  rows  on 
benches  with  their  feet  dangling,  their  bodies  bent  at  various 
angles — martyrs  to  the  ignorance  of  the  time. 
The  situation  of  the  window  or  the  gas  jet  mattered  not,  if  the 
light  was  deemed  sufficient.  Desks  had  no  relation  to  the  child's 
bodily  form,  his  personal  irregularities,  deformities  or  defic- 
iencies. The  buildings  were  inadequately  heated  as  well  as 
ventilated.  To  all  of  these  the  scholars  were  supposed  to  be 
indifferent. 

What  a  chasm  between  a  school  of  1850  and  that  of  the  present 
time  with  its  building  of  brick  and  marble,  its  ventilating  and 
heating  systems,  its  sanitary  cleansing  arrangements,  model 
desks  and  lighting  schemes!  To  this  model  school  we  freely 
admit  all  children  at  the  age  of  six  with  their  many  physical  ills 
and  handicaps  and  expect  a  few  hard  working,  poorly  paid 
teachers  to  turn  out.  a  finished  product.  These  pupils,  with 
their  burden  of  "  children's  diseases,"  insanitary  mouths  and 
poorly  nourished  bodies,  exchange  diseases  and  lead  pencils 
with  equal  facility,  and  we  wonder  why  Willie  is  not  so  well 
opens.  We  must  not  forget  that  not  only  the  child 
of  the  poor  sufTering  neglect  bears  the  burden  of  his  diseased 
body,  but  all  those  with  whom  he  associates,  even  the  children 
u^^'  ^^^^  ^  sufferini^.  All  of  this  would  go  to 
Show  that  we  have  learned  our  lesson  of  correct  school  housing 
much  earUer  than  that  of  matters  pertaining  to  health,

€L  Durham  Coimty,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  has  establiahed  a  county 
dental  clinic,  located  at  Durham,  N.  C.  Two  weeks  session  of  the  dimes  for 
colored  children  ezdusively  have  been  finished.  The  new  enterprise  has 
started  off  as  the  most  popular  health  inoovatioo  on  raooid* 

C  The  Seventh  EHstrict  Dental  Society,  State  of  New  York,  plan  a  post- 
graduate instruction  in  dental  prosthesis.  The  work  will  require  at  least  a 
full  week's  time  and  the  expense  will  be  $50.00.  Dr.  M.  M.  House  of 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  will  be  in  charge,  and  the  lectures  will  be  given  at 
Rochester,  New  York. 

41  The  Dentists  Mutual  Protective  Alliance,  through  its  president,  Bf.  D. 
K.  Bremner,  D.  D.  S.,  announces  that  an  assessment  of  five  dollars  is  to  be 
levied  on  all  members.  This  after  a  vote  for  the  assessment  had  been  passed 
by  nearly  96  per  cent  of  all  those  voting.  With  this  assessment  it  to  expected 
tliat  tlie  Alliance  will  have  sufficient  funds  to  go  on  with  the  immediate 
legislation  to  determine  tiie  validity  of  the  Taggytft  patents. 

<I  Hereafter,  children  may  be  admitted  for  free  treatment  at  the  Rochester 
Dental  Dispensary  where  the  weekly  income  for  a  family  of  three  is  less 
than  $24.00;  family  of  four,  weekly  income  less  than  $28,00.  In  case  of  a 
family  of  more  than  four,  the  children  are  eligible  for  treatment  if  the 
weekly  income  averages  $6.00  per  capita.  This  decision  has  been  made 
after  a  canvass  of  the  family  income  problem.

<L  No  doubt  as  a  result  of  the  Draft  where  the  pliysical  disability  of  the 
countiy  recruits  were  shown  to  be  above  those  of  tlie  city,  the  establish- 
ment of  rural  free  dental  clinics  to  an  active  one.  For  tlie  new  movement 
has  been  suggested  the  title  of  '*  tlie  new  R.  P.  D.,*'  meaning  the  new  plan  of 
rural  free  dentistry.  Cummington,  Ashbumliam  and  WdMter,  Massa- 
chusetts, have  recently  established  free  dental  clinics  for  the  benefit  of  the 
local  school  children,  of  the  worthy  poor. 

C  TIic  pupils  were  being  examined  on  the  subject  of  personal  hygiene.  A 
boy  was  asked,  "  What  have  you  to  do  in  order  to  keep  your  teeth  sound 
and  white?  "  "  Clean  them,"  was  the  prompt  reply.  '*  When  ought  you  to 
clean  them?  "  "  Morning,  noon  and  night."  "  What  are  they  cleaned  with?"

4*The  United  States  is  now  soppljrinc  appwadmately  one  hdf  of  the 
msnnfarttiTes  entering  into  national  trade.  Prior  to  the  war  we  were  sup- 
iJying  about  one*si«th,  but  with  the  snspeniion  of  eaports  by  certain  of  the 
great  manufacturing  countries  of  the  world,  notably  Qermany,  Austria 
and  Bdglumf  and  the  great  reduction  in  eiports  by  the  otfier  Buropean 
manufacturers.  Great  Britain,  France  and  Italy,  the  value  of  msnufantures, 
other  than  war  materials,  entering  into  natkoal  trade  was  temporarily 
reduced,  hence  tiie  present  porithm  of  the  United  States. 

C  The  United  States  is  now  eiporting  four  times  the  amount  of  food  stuffs 
that  it  did  before  the  war  and  the  money  value  is  six  times  as  great.  Before 
tiie  war  the  value  was  $500,000,000,  now  it  is  $3,000,000,000,  largdy  due 
to  the  high  cost  of  everything.  The  quantity  of  fiesh  beef  esported  in  1914 
was  630,000  pounds.  In  1918  it  amounted  to  540,000,000  pounds.  No 
wonder  we  had  meatless  Tuesdaysl  At  least  1,000,000,000  pounds  of  bacon 
was  exported  last  year  compared  with  200,000,000  pounds  in  1913.  Con- 
densed milk  jumped  firom  21,000,000  pounds  to  553,000,000  pounds. 

C.  Before  the  war  American  physicians  were  literally  bombarded  with  new 
and  wonderftd  (?)  coal  tar  synthetics,  most  of  widch  were  originated  in 
Germany;  Clever  advertising  and  propaganda  among  physicians  stimulated 
an  artificial  demand  for  coal-tar  drugs,  wiiich  evidently  yielded  lucrative 
financial  returns.  This  was  strikingly  manifested  by  the  precipitous  rise  in 
prices  kmnediatdy  after  the  embargo  was  declared.  Since  tiie  Shortage  of 
German-made  synthetics  it  has  been  determined  that  the  physicians  can 
do  without  most  of  these  drugs  because  tiie  pre-war  demand  had  been 
stimulated  artifidally,  and  the  few  synthetics  that  were  in  great  need  have 
been  rapidly  rei>lactd  by  American-made  drugs. 

C  The  new  Colorado  slave  law  with  reference  to  the  practice  of  dentistry, 
effective  July  6,  1919,  legalizes  the  dental  hygicnist  who  may  upon  pay- 
ment of  ten  dollars,  whidi  shitl  not  be  returned,  be  examined  by  the  State 
Board  at  sudi  times  and  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed,  in  the 
subjects  considered  by  said  Board  essential  for  dental  hygienists.  Those 
Ibnnd  qualified,  if  of  food  moral  charwrter,  shall  receive  a  license  to  remove 
deposits,  tartar,  accretions,  and  stahis  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the 
human  teeth  in  public  schools  and  other  wblic  insdtutkm  and  in  charita- 
ble faMtituttons  and  hi  the  offices  of  license^  dentists,  but  only  under  the 
supervision  of  a  duly  licensed  dentist. 
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C  Dr.  Newell  SUl  Jenkins  died  in  Havre,  France,  on  the  25th  day  of  Sep- 
tember in  liis  79th  year.  It  was  hoped  that  the  ocean  trip  and  residence 
during  the  winter  in  southern  France  might  restore  his  failing  health. 
Dr.  Jenkins  for  the  past  fifty  years  has  occupied  a  prominent  position  in 
dentistry,'  both  in  America  and  abroad. 

il  The  war  gave  to  edr  photography  an  impetus  it  could  not  have  received 
in  any  other  way.  New  survejring  methods,  particularly  the  method  of 
mapping  hitherto  impenetrable,  and,  therefore,  uncharted  regions,  and  of 
making  comprehensive  progress  and  valuation  reports,  are  now  available. 
The  "  Blimp,"  as  it  ia  popularly  termed,  is  apeciaUy  weU  fitted  to  this 
work  «» 

€L  There  are  In  Spain,  a  country  of  twenty  millloo  inhabitants,  ten  sdioola 
of  medicine,  and  the  number  of  students  eioeed  those  enrolled  In  the  otiier 
subjects  Caw,  pharmacy,  science  and  others).  AU  cities  awt  vUlages  ate 
overcrowded  with  physicians.  As  the  supply  exceeds  the  drtnand  by  fisr» 
the  medical  service  is  decraded.  Some  physicians  charge  as  low  as  2  cents 
per  visit  and  treat  patients  at  the  monthly  rate  of  one  peseta  (19  centa). 
There  are  over  two  thousand  physicians  in  Madrid,  a  city  of 600,000  inhab- 
itants. The  real  trouble  is  that  physicians— instead  of  helping  themselves — 
want  someone  to  help  them  out  and  place  all  their  hopes  in  the  government. 

€1  A  serious  effort  is  being  made  by  the  supporters  of  the  Metric  system 
to  have  the  United  States  adopt  the  metric  units  of  weights  and  measures. 
Nearly  every  civilized  country,  except  the  English  speaking,  have  adopted 
the  Metric  system  and  during  the  late  war  American  manufacturers  were 
forced  to  use  the  Metric  system  in  the  manufacture  of  guns  aiid  other 
ordnance.  The  two  principal  American  locomotive  manufacturers  had  to 
use  it  in  the  building  of  their  product.  If  the  work  on  the  blue  prints  had 
to  be  done  in  feet  and  inches  the  locomotives  would  never  have  been  built. 
Perhaps  the  Anglo-Saxon  aversion  to  change  would  be  overcome  were  it 
generally  known  that  our  measurements  by  weights,  ounces  and  quarts 
had  its  origin  in  Germany. 

^  The  American  horse  played  a  prominent  part  in  &e  late  war.  A  million 
two  hundred  thousand  of  them  were  sent  overseas  during  the  stnigi^ 
We  heard  so  much  about  motors  during  the  war  that  the  hone  was  over' 
looked  in  the  daily  prints,  but  the  fact  rc-nains  that  the  horse  played  as 
prominent  a  part  in  this  war  as  he  has  mi  others.  The  motorised  batteries 
did  not  take  the  place  of  the  horse  dr.:twn  batteries;  it  only  supplemented 
the  same.  Tlie  motors  proved  successful  in  thousands  of  instances,  but 
there  were  so  many  places  that  fne  horse  could  go  and  where  the  motor 
could  not  go  that  no  army  depeiided  exclusively  upon  the  motors.  Despite 
the  great  number  sent  over9^  there  has  been  no  shortage  of  horses  and 
mules  in  this  country. 
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C  There  is  nothing  in  ghosts,  but  they  do  exist  JGhofils  ai^iothmMtiore  nor 
less  than  the  phantom  imaginations  of  sicks  ^frairf>  tnWjds.  j^ejr  go  by 
various  names,  failure  ghosts,  idea  ghosts,  mlr.wke  irh;>stvichnr%e\hosts, 
rep;rrt  ji^hosts,  and  million*^  of  nt!irT^.

C  We  too  often  overlook  the  fact  that  there  are  curteins  rp'^htf.'^yift.  A

painted  white,  the  ofTicc  enameled  while,  with  a  perfect  glare  of  light 
coming  in  from  the  window.  One  of  the  niost  perfect  lights  for  op>crating  in 
my  recollection,  was  a  skylight  which  was  covered  with  a  liV)eral  supply  of 
dust.  During  a  vacation  the  oftice  was  renovated  and  the  skylight  cleaned 
of  its  accumulated  debris.  The  result  was  far  from  pleasant,  and,  vmtil 
nature  had  provided  the  glass  surface  with  a  protected  covering,  the  results 
were  most  displeasing. 


C  A  "  p;arap;c  **  for  school  children's  tooth  brushes  is  one  of  the  furnishings 
of  a  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  school  room.  A  box  is  built  to  carry  forty  brushes, 
each  in  a  separate  test  tube  which  contains  a  bit  of  absorbent  cotton  at  the 
bottom.  This  cotton  is  saturated  with  a  mild  antiseptic  that  keeps  the 
brushes  in  a  gcrmless  condition  at  all  times.  It  is  the  hope  to  duplicate 
this  idea  in  every  school  room  in  the  district.  The  children  will  be  enabled  to 
brush  their  teeth  every  morning  on  their  arrival  at  school.  The  brush 
case  is  already  in  operation  in  the  Edison  school,  Soulli  Robert  and  Colo- 
rado streets  and  has  proved  successful.  Every  child  likes  the  idea  and  is  a 
strong  booster.  The  children  have  made  a  sort  of  exclusive  society  of  it 
and  maintain  that  they  are  on  a  higher  level  than  other  chfldren  i^ 
are  not  so  fortunate* 

C  The  Germans  in  the  recent  warfare  learned  to  their  sorrow  the  value  of 
soap.  Due  to  the  paucity  of  fat  a  cake  of  soap  was  almost  worth  its  weight 
in  gold.  How  did  the  people  of  past  ngcs  keep  themselves  clean?  Soap  is 
comparatively  a  modern  product.  Cleanliness  in  the  age  of  Shakespeare  was 
a  laborious  proceeding.  In  *'  Holinshed's  Chronicles  "  wc  read  in  a  chapter 
devoted  to  Cattle  Kept  for  Profit,  *'  In  some  place  also  women  do  scour 
their  dotiics  with  awine  dung,  as  others  do  with  hemlock  and  nettles;  but 
such  it  the  savor  of  the  dothtog  touched  withal  that  I  can  not  abide  to 
wear  them  on  my  body." 

4L  Was  it  not  a  celebrated  English  general,  in  the  olden  times,  who,  when 
wounded  in  battle,  protested  against  the  removal  from  his  body  of  a  hairy 
ahirt  which  he  had  worn  continuous  for  two  years?  Perhaps  he  thought 
they  might  inaitt  on  one  fresh  from  the  wash  I 
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H  Owing  to  tiie  Mrdty  of  food  atvood  it  !■  not  eipeuted  lioMica  akohol 
gianufacturefi  wiH  rewime  buriness  for  •  fcang  time  to  come,  but  will  depend 
on  American  ptroducen  to  supply  tbetr  needs.  Since  tiie  axmiitice  wai  «cned 
a  number  of  inquiries  have  been  received  by  the  DisdUers*  Securitlet  Cor- 
poration fordistilled  spiriteand  commercial  aloobol  and  itia  eipected  tldawill 
replace  orders  for  alcohol  heretofore  in  the  manufacture  of  powder,  and  tliua 
enable  the  corporation  to  keep  its  five  big  akohol  plants  running. 

4  The  consumption  of  carbolic  add  before  tiie  war  was  approsifloately 
9,000,000  pounds  per  annum,  the  bulk  of  this  coming  from  Rngland  and 
was  obtained  from  coal  tar  distiltates.  The  productioo  in  the  United  States 
during  the  war  continual^  Increased  until  it  amounted  to  some  1 50,000,000 
pounds.  At  the  present  time  the  consumption  in  tUs  country  is  not  much 
greater  than  6,000,000  pounds  a  year.  In  private  and  government  hands 
today,  there  are  at  the  very  lowest  estimate,  30,000,000  pounds  of  phenoL 
The  Bureau  of  Public  Service  at  Waddngtoo  has  refused  it  as  a  gift  and 
the  government  wants  to  know  what  to  do  with  it. 

C  An  Exchange  says  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor;  It  has  fattened 
on  the  war.  It  has  stayed  at  home  and  demanded  more  and  more  pay  and 
has  been  building  itself  stronger  and  stronger  to  bring  capital  to  terms 
after  the  war.  It  has  no  particular  welcome  for  the  returned  soldier  or 
sailor.  It  holds  the  jobs  and  the  fat  pay  aiid  demands  that  the  soldier  or 
sailor,  who  worked  without  thought  of  strike,  and  who  worked  night  or 
day  as  need  might  be,  and  who  offered  to  sacrifice  his  life — all  for  thirty 
dollars  a  month,  that  he  pay  tribute  to  the  A.  F.  L.  for  permission  to  enter 
the  union  and  work.  If  he  enters  any  employment  against  which  the  Federa- 
tion is  hostile  it  brands  him  as  a  scab. 

Today  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  is  without  public  good  wiU.  It 
haa  overplayed  itt  hand.  It  sought  to  prostitute  the  guardians  of  the  public. 
It  was  willing  to  turn  a  great  dty  over  to  thieves  and  savages  in  order  to 
terrorise  the  city  government  into  suing  for  peace  and  mercy. 

C  And  now  come  the  physicians  who  would  become  a  union  body  and 
members  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  First  were  the  physicians 
of  the  Bronx  and  now  the  physicians  of  Brooklyn  are  doing  it.  The  reason 
for  the  organization  is  explained  as  that  many  doctors  have  a  hard  time 
earning  a  living.  They  are  not  receiving  the  fees  they  desire,  especially  on 
contract  work  such  as  from  insurance  companies,  societies,  hospitals,  etc. 
They  want  more  money  and  mean  to  get  it.  They  mean  to  do  nothing 
drastic  until  the  whole  city  is  pretty  well  organized. 

This  opens  up  a  fine  field  for  discussion.  If  you  were  a  proud  employer 
fighting  unionism  like  the  devil,  would  you  hire  a  union  doctor  to  prescribe 
for  you?  Or  would  a  union  physician  want  non-union  cases? 
These  are  queer  times.  With  union  undei  takers,  union  policemen,  union 
firemen,  union  grave-diggers,  and  so  on,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  we 
^iihould  not  have  union  doctors,  union  clergymen  and  union  everything.

C  According  to  the  AVu;  York  State  Health  News,  the  wave  of  disease  which 
recently  passed  over  the  earth  has  left  in  its  wake  a  number  of  dead  estimated 
as  at  least  equal  to  the  toll  of  four  years  of  war  in  the  armies  of  the  Allies. 
In  New  York  State  in  October,  1918  alone,  approximately  32,000  lives  were 
lost,  while  in  the  country  as  a  whole  400,000  persons  are  believed  to  have 
died  of  the  so-called  influenza.  During  the  months  of  September,  October 
and  November  it  is  questionable  if  any  recorded  epidemic  has  produced  in 
like  space  of  time  such  disastrous  results.  Yet,  despite  the  efforts  of  an  army 
of  research  workers,  both  here  and  abroad,  the  definite  causative  agent  of 
the  disease  remains  today  undiscovered. 

C  The  war  has  taught  us  many  interesting  things  concerning  our  happy- 
go-lucky  Americanization  methods  of  the  past.  Statistics  of  the  Draft 
Army  show  that  24.9  per  cent  of  the  drafted  men  were  unable  to  read  an 
American  newspaper  or  write  a  letter.  These  men  were  taken  in  hand  and 
at  the  demobilization  camps  were  taught  English  and  in  three  months, 
often  less  time,  men  were  taught  sufficient  English  to  enable  them  to 
receive,  execute,  and  transmit  verbal  orders  and  messages  intelligently, 
and  also  to  read  and  understand  ordinary  written  or  printed  matter.  It  is 
stated  on  government  authority  that  a  man's  earning  cai)adty  increases 
$250  a  year  when  he  is  taught  sufficient  English  to  read  danger  signs,  to 
understand  instructions  in  English,  etc.  Men  entering  the  army  have  been 
taught  sufficient  English  to  do  all  these  things  and  more.  A  recruit  has 
been  paid  $30  a  month,  besides  his  clothing,  board,  and  lodging,  thus  he 
has  been  able  to  "  learn  while  he  earns.*' 

€L  The  city  of  Rochester,  New  York,  has  appropriated  $20,000  per  annum 
for  the  work  of  the  dental  hygienist  and  lectures  in  its  public  sdiools.  This 

in  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Rochester  Dental  Dispensary. 

Toronto,  Canada,  has  increased  its  dental  appropriation  of  $33,000  last 

year  to  one  of  $40,000  for  the  coming  year. 

Newark,  New  Jersey,  rej>orts  an  annual  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  its 
dental  clinics,  the  limit  of  the  law.  An  amendment  has  been  passed  making 
it  possible  for  cities  of  the  fir^t- class  to  appropriate  up  to  $20,000  for  this 
purpose,  which  amount  thry  c  xpert  to  receive  next  year, 
Detroit,  Michigan,  passed  a  dental  apiu-opriation  of  $25,000  for  the  coming 
year  *^  ^ 

Bridgeport,  Connecticut,  with  a  population  of  180,000,  is  spending  $42,769 
for  educational,  dental  hygienist,  and  reparative  work  in  its  public  and 

parochial  schools. 

There  are  many  other  points  in  Connecticut  that  arc  rapidly  coming  to  the 
front  with  enlarged  dental  appropriations.  This  is  particularly  true  of 
New  Haven. 

Boston,  Massachusetts,  is  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  Forsyth  Dental 
Infirmary  without  expense  to  the  municipality.

Twenty  minutes  late,  but  we  should 
wtfrryl  As  we  take  our  seat  in  the 
deeping  car  and  the  train  wends  its 
way,  we  are  inqnesoed  witli  the 
number  of  industries  of  oar  heme 
city  of  which  we  knew  notfainc.  The 


Chamber  of  Commerce  has  a  day 
each  week  on  which  the  members' 
children  make  a  trip  through  some 
one  of  the  local  factories.  Such  a 
trip,  I  am  sure,  would  not  be  a  bad 
thing;  for  the  fathers. 
But  what  is  this?  An  immeilse  pile 
of  rocks;  the  New  York  Barcc  Canal 
with  its  trail  of  stones  and  rocks,  a 
blot  on  the  scenery.  Thus  it  was 
with  "  Clinton's  Ditch,"  the  old 
Erie  Canal.  But  where  are  the  stone 
piles  of  yesterday?  They  have  long 
ago  disappeared.  In  this  age  of  the 
stoae  crusher,  piles  of  stones  mean 
money,  road  budding,  concrete.  It 
is  safe  to  say  that  this  immense  pile 
of  rocks  will  have  taken  a  like  course 
in  a  few  years. 

We  are  now  speeding  along  the  New 
York  Central  on  our  way  to  Batavia. 
This  vicinity  is  said  to  be  the  garden 
spot  of  the  world  Most  everytlnng 
that  will  grow  out  dehors  is  herc^— 
apples,  peaclics,  plums,  ciierrics, 
berries,  and  many  of  the  farn^s,  vve 
observe,  have  an  evaporator;  tliis 
spells  prosperity 

A  little  to  the  north  we  have  Iron- 
dequoit  with  its  black  mucky  soil, 
ancient  bed  of  Ontario  and  for 
centuries  a  marsh  land.  Here,  man, 
with  a  few  acres  and  engaging  in 
market  gardening,  is  able  to  pay  for 
his  plot  and  be  independent  in  a 
space  of  five  years.  All  of  these  farms 
are  worth  a  great  deal  of  money,  just 
how  much  an  acre  I  do  not  know.  An 
old  college  friend  showed  me  over  a 
farm  which  he  had  recently  pur- 
'Chased  at  $300  an  acre»  worth  now 
double  the  price.  I  asked  him  why 
$300  an  acre  and  he  informed  me 
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that  as  an,investment  it  would  pay 
six  per  cent  and  besides  this  he  got 
part  of  his  living  from  the  venture. 
Among  other  things  was  a  hard  wood 
lot.  It  was  picked  up  and  cared  for 
as  a  park.  He  informed  me  that  this 
wood  lot  would  in  a  short  time,  with 
its  increase  in  value,  pay  for  the 
whole  farm.  Among  other  thinj^s  I 
observed  was  a  new  apple  orchard. 
I  asked  him  if  this  was  a  profitable 
venture,  as  it  took  twenty  years  for 
an  apple  orchard  to  mature.  He  told 
me  that  this  was  true,  but  that  the 
first  seven  years  other  crops  could 
be  raised  on  the  ground  and,  instead 
of  purchasing  twenty  year  life  in- 
surance for  his  children  he  had  put 
out  the  land  to  an  apple  orchard  as 
it  would  mature  about  the  same 
time  and  produce  much  better  divi- 
dends. Can  you  beat  it?  And  this  is 
the  fellow  for  whom  I  felt  soity 
while  at  college. 

But  here  we  are  at  Buffalo,  The  rail- 
road station  has  long  outgrown  its 
usefulness  and  is  botii  dirty  and  in 
sanitary.  But  Buffalo  is  the  home  of- 
thc  Buffalo  Dental  College  and  some 
of  the  finest  fellows  in  the  dental 
profession  ^  ^ 

The  Pullman  '*  boy  "  is  now  making 
ready  for  the  night.  He  displays  a 
lot  of  skill  in  his  bed  niakmg  that  is 
almost  magic.  Question:  Which  dis- 
plays the  most  skill  in  making  a  bed 
—a  hospital  nurse  or  a  Pullman 
chambermaid?  The  latter  gathers  a 
fistful  of  sheets  and  throws  them  in 
the  back  part  of  the  berth  and  they 
smooth  themselves  out,  and  with  a 
deft  twist  of  the  wrist  he  tucks  them 
in  and  the  bed  is  half  made  But  this 
is  a  matter  of  practice.  He  docs  it 
every  day.  Why  shouldn't  he  do  it 
well?  »^ 

One  of  the  things  that  at  an  early 
age  puzzled  us,  was  the  net  that 


hangs  from  window  to  window  in 

which  you  can  put  your  shoes,  col- 
lar, necktie,  watch,  and  other 
articles  of  clothing.  The  story  is  told 
of  the  sailor  during  his  first  night  on 
a  sleeper  who  could  not  quite  figure 
out  all  of  the  mv^terie*^  of  the  berth, 
but  allowed  that  he  **  could  not 
sleep  in  that  hammick.** 
After  a  night's  rest  we  near  Chicago. 
Why  is  the  outside  of  a  city  so  unin- 
viting? I  suppose  it  is  one  of  the 
signs  of  progress. 

On  a  former  trip  to  Colorado  to 
attend  the  National  Meeting,  we 
observed  a  miner  at  Silver  Plume 
who  had  made  a  place  for  himself  on 
the  side  of  the  mountain  and  as  he 
progressed  inwards  he  threw  the 
dirt  out  of  the  hole.  This  was  an 
unlovely  proceeding,  but  showed 
signs  of  progress.  Here,  with  a  burro 
for  company,  he  reigned  in  silent 
majesty,  full  of  fresh  air  and  scenery. 
The  only  chance  he  had  to  get  in 
touch  with  his  fellows  was  on 
Saturday  night  when  he  came  down 
to  the  grocery  store  and  bought  a 
tin  cow,  beans,  and  other  supplies 
to  last  him  the  week  out. 
We  had  been  disappointed  in  our 
reservation  and  expected  to  change 
uppers  for  two  lowers,  or  a  drawing 
room,  if  necessary.  We  find  that  this 
is  impossible.  The  Panama  Limited 
has  already  thirteen  coaches  and  is 
the  longest  train  on  the  line  to  pull 
out  of  Chicago.  Ordinarily  it  accom- 
modates 75  passengers,  it  now  has 
225.  People  who  had  never  slept  in 
uppers  did  so  now,  yea,  even  doubled 
up  when  necessary.  But  every  one 
on  the  train  was  a  dentist,  or  a 
dentist's  wife,  and  you  met  many 
old  friends  and  formed  new  ac- 
quaintances ^ 
The  train  was  equipp)ed  with  a 
buffet,  barber  and  a  maid.  All  the 
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comforts  of  home,  minus  the  key  to 
the  cellar,  although  the  colored 
**  boy  '*  who  served  us  allowed  that 
he  could  produce  on  demand,  several 
kinds  and  varieties  of  wiiics  if  wc 
crossed  his  hand  with  silver.  Outside 
of  this,  tlie  outlook  would  satisfy 
the  most  virulent  prohibitionist  *•» 
After  a  night's  sleep,  or  attempt  to 
sleep,  we  near  New  Orleans  and  ftnd 
that  things  have  decidedly  changed 
in  twenty-four  hours  and  we  are  in 
the  midst  of  a  regular  Fourth  of  July 
temperature  i-^  The  outlook  has 
changed,  also.  The  road  nins 
through  swamp  land,  passing  towns 
perched  on  stilts  to  keep  themselves 
out  of  the  water;  rough  cabins  with 
rainwater  barrels,  half  their  sise,  in 
evidence.  Here  one  may  live  and 
enjoy '  all  of  the  sanitary  conven- 
iences of  the  early  £g>'ptians.  Just 
why  these  people  continue  to  1iv« 
hete  and  where  they  gain  their  livdi- 
hood  win  some  one  please  tell  me? 
The  sceneiy  fits  in  with  your  picture 
of  tiie  Great  Dismal  Swamp,  run- 
away niggers,  alligators,  rattle- 
snakes, poor  old  Unde  Tom,  Legree, 
and  liisa  crossing  the  ice.  But  where 
in  th^  devn  is  the  ice,  and  do  they 
have  any,  except  arttfidal,  in  this 
section?  These  are  questions  to  be 
answered  in  the  future*  Somebody 
says  that  'Lisa  crossed  the  ice  in 
Canada.  Guess  she  did;  wdl»  that's 
tiie  place  for  ice. 

Here  we  are  at  New  Orleans.  Al- 
though a  reservation  was  made 
'  aome  two  months  past,  the  profiteer- 
ing landlord  is  very  much  in  evi- 
dence «»  The  $2.50  rooms  have 
doubled  in  price  and,  provided  you 
have  your  wife  with  you,  ten  dol- 
lars, please.  Such  practice,  if  con- 
tinued, will  seriously  affect  the 
attendance  of  our  meetings  and, 
although  it  is  said  an  agreement  had 


been  made  with  the  hotel  proprietors 

and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  it 
had  not  l  een  sufficient  to  prevent 

such  practices. 

Wc  arc  shown  to  our  room  which  is 
ill-kept  and  contains  a  child's  size 
bathtub,  but  plenty  of  hot  water 
and  "Armour  &  Co."  soap.  Southern 
hotels  leave  much  to  be  desired  in 
the  way  of  cleanliness  and  sanita- 
tion. Our  room  faces  the  court  and 
we  get  the  heat  from  the  engines, 
the  odor  of  burning  grease,  and, 
occasionally,  comes  to  our  ears  the 
refrain  of  a  man  who  yodels  in  the 
basement;  and  up  north  a  man 
named  Statler  furnishes  a  room  with 
bath,  ice  water,  and  a  morning  news- 
paper all  for  two  dollars!  The  south- 
erner's idea  of  a  hotel  is  that  there 
shall  be  plenty  of  marble,  electric 
lights,  and  mirrors  on  the  first  and 
second  floor — after  tiiat  he  does  not 
botiier  himself  and  the  carpets  re- 
main in  their  original  positions  until 
worn  out,  the  comers  of  the  room 
being  decorated  with  a  plentii^ 
supply  of  insect  powder. . 
It  was  here  that  we  ran  across  the 
*'  tazifan."  At  Louisville.  Ky.,  the 
room  in  the  hotel  was  equipped  with 
a  fan.  Here  they  had  the  fan  all 
right,  but  in  order  to  make  it  go  you 
had  to  put  in  five  cents  audit  is  sup- 
posed to  keep  going  for  one  hour,  at 
the  end  of  which  period  you  have  to 
put  in  another  coin,  or  remain  fan- 
less.  The  taxifan,  I  take  it,  is 
characteristic  of  the  dty  of  New 
Orieans.  At  least  so  far  as  my  obser- 
vation went,  if  you  get  anything  in 
this  town  you  have  to  pay  well  for 
it.  This  may  be  "  the  dty  which  care 
DDTgot,"  but  we  vety  much  doubt  it. 
C.  We  wend  our  way  to  the  place  of 
meeting  and  find  a  most  complete 
exhibit.  This  is  at  the  Grunewald 
Hotel  in  the  lounge  room  and  ttkt 
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"  OKve,"  tfaU  ft  quitie  esteoiive  room 
in  tlie  baaement,  it  a  .living  proof  of 
the  conditioiis  in  which  the  city  findi 
itadf  today.  Thm  wtm  a  time  wlwn 
New  Oileaiit,  being  bdow  sen  level, 
at  evinced  by  their  levees,  foimd  it 
impoaiible  to  dig  down  but  a  few 
indiee  befove  encotintering  water* 
But  this  has  been  solved  by  drain- 
age canals  and  sfac  pumping  stations 
with  pipes  each  as  large  as  a  street 
car.  They  take  away  the  seepage 
and  make  it  possible  for  them  to  be 
dry  and  sanitary.  This  with  the 
wonderful  filtration  plant  and  water 
supply  has  enabled  New  Orleans  to 
appear  with  credit  on  the  health 
report  m»  $m 

New  Orleans  is  a  very  quaint  and 
interesting  city.  Its  avenues  lined 
with  mansions  of  a  design  not  seen 
in  other  dties,  with  the  upper  bal- 
oonles  and  Iron  balustrades  of  "  ye 
dden  times,"  with  beautiful  gar* 
dens,  wonderful  palm  trees,  and 
vines.  Now  and  then  one  sees  a  home 
of  the  modem  type,  and  some  beau- 
tiful ones  of  colonial  design. 
Canal  street,  the  line  of  demarcatioa 
between  the  newer  New  Orleans  and 
the  old  French  and  Spanish  quarters 
of  the  seventeenth  ooitury,  wliidi  is 
now  peopled  with  French,  Spanish, 
Italian,  and  negro  residents,  is  vide 
and  spacious,  having  ample  room 
for  ttaflSc  and  four  car  lines.  It  is 
lined  with  fine  buiklingv  and  is  a 
busy  street.  And  yet,  in  riding  about 
the  duty,  covering  the  old  French 
and  Spanish  quarters,  the  ma^m  im- 
pressioo  is  poverty.  New  Orleans 
has  discovered  the  way  of  making 
its  poor  quarters  an  asset— «  ro- 
mance on  the  side — but  it  is  still 
poverty  *^  m» 

The  many  cemeteries,  old  and  new, 
are  to  the  northern  visitor  an  ever- 
increasing  point  of  jnterest,  Witli 


tlieir  mausoleums  erected  above  the 
ground  they  are,  indeed,  a  dty  of 
the  dead.  Many  of  the  mausoleums 
are  very  ornate  and  in  one  ceme- 
tery, at  least,  the  price  of  structures 
is  restricted  to  five  thousand  dol- 
lars—as much  more  as  you  please  a» 
Audubon  Park  is  most  beautiful  as 
is  also  the  City  Park,  with  its  small 
Isike  spanned  by  graceful  bridges, 
its  beautiful  palms  and  "  Hve  oaks  " 
with  their  burden  of  hanging  moss, 
making  a  most  artistic  setting.  The 
peristyle  in  the  City  Park  is  well 
worth  while. 

But  to  retum  to  the  Badiibit:  X-ray 
machines  and  accessories  are  very 
much  in  evidence.  We  foiled  to  see 
any  diq)lay  of  tooth  brushes,  but 
suppose  tiiat  is  because  of  the 
scarcity  of  materials  and  the  hig^h 
price.  The  tooth  paste  man,  how- 
ever, is  very  much  in  evidence.  Irre- 
spective of  the  cost  of  materials,  he 
insists  on  your  having  a  free  sample, 
although  all  of  the  ingredients  in  the 
tooth  paste  have  gone  up,  including 
sacduuine.  This  is  imported  largely 
from  Germany  so  that  we  all  have, 
under  normal  conditions,  several 
times  a  day,  German  materials  be- 
tween our  teeth.  We  wonder  if  it 
would  pay  an  American  manu- 
facturer to  have  only  American 
materials  in  liis  tooth  paste? 
The  registration  showed  some  fifteen 
hundred  dentists  present  and  eight 
hundred  ladies  and  others,  making  a 
total  of  over  two  thousand.  A  more 
than  usually  large  number  of  ladies 
were  in  attendance,  but  as  usual, 
outside  of  tiie  fkattemities,  little 
provision  had  been  made  for  the 
man  who  was  not  a  fraternity  mem- 
ber and  he  and  his  wife  had  a  chance 
to  be  lodesome.  This  is  an  increasing 
evil  and  should  be  looked  after  if  the 
attendance  is  to  grow. 
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Like  all  other  Nationa]  Meetinffi, 
ao-caUed,  a  large  part  d  the  attend- 
ance was  from  tiie  itates  in  the  in- 
mediate  vicinity.  Texas,  for  in- 
stance, had  a  ddegatioa  of  over  200 
members.  The  meeting  was  "Na- 
tional "  in  name  only,  in  that  it  was 
attended  spaxseiy  from  states  out- 
side of  the  southern  district.  This 
lias  alwasrs  been  true  and  the  meet- 
ing at  San  Ftancisco  was  koidy 
western*  Certainly  one  can  not 
blame  the  dentists  of  the  country  if 
they  do  not  spend  their  time  and 
money  in  attendance  at  these  meet- 
ings if  they  continue  to  be,  as  in  the 
past,  largely  made  up  of  fkatemal 
society  interests  and  hdd  at  the 
hottest  time  of  the  year. 
The  temperature  at  New  Orleans, 
we  are  told,  was  unseasonable,  the 
highest '  teinpefature  was  compar- 
ativdy  90^ ;  however,  with  the  high 
humidity  one  found  two  or  three 
baths  a  day  insufficient  and  about 
the  time  you  finished  dresshtg, 
everything  was  sticking  to  you.  One 
could  be  thankful  for  the  qilendid 
water,  the  manufactured  ice  and  the 
2.75  beer.  These  were  indeed  a  great 
comfort  »m  t» 

I  have  a  saspidon  that  the  beer 
served  at  the  hotels  with  your  meals 
was  of  a  higher  percentage;  it  surely 
satisfied  thirst  and  was  most  wel- 
come. It  is  becoming  increasini^ 
common  for  a  party  dining  out  to 
bring  with  them  their  own  drink- 
ables. We  were  one  of  those  thus 
favored,  an  event  long  to  be  remem- 
bered. To  finish  up  the  repast  a 
cordial  was  served.  You  gently 
sipped  the  compound  and  soon  you 
could  taste  it  to  the  end  of  your  toes. 
Just  what  was  in  it  I  am  unable  to 
say,  but  Kipling's  descriptiaa  of  a 
like  mixture  will  serve: "  It  was  com- 
posed of  Clienibims'  wings,  a  golden 


Mine  host  provided  me  with  a 
tasting  sample  in  a  bottie  labded 
"  glycerine,"  and  I  have  it  widi  me 
yet  to  be  used  only  on  state  ooca- 
skms  ^  4» 

The  first  general  session  of  the 
society  was  held  in  Convention  HalU 
Qrunewalid  Hotel,  Tuesday,  Oc- 
tober 21,  at  10  A.  M.  In  reeponae 
to  the  address  of  wekome.  Dr.  John 
P.  Buckley  of  Los  Angeles,  Gal., 
formerly  Chicago,  HL,  gave  a  most 
masterly  address.  It  was  one  of  the 
events  of  the  meeting.  We  had  sup- 
posed that  Drs.  Qallie  and  Logan, 
both  of  Chica0(i,  ponessed  in  a  large 
degree  the  oratorical  talent  of  the 
dental  profession,  but  Dr.  Buckler 
demonstrated  that  he  was  not  to  be 
overlooked  in  honors  of  tlUs  nature. 
4  BAajor  H.  D.  Gillies.  R.  A.M.  C, 
organiser  of  the  Queen's  Hospital, 
Sidcup,  England,  gave  an  address 
on  the  subject  of,  "War  Oral 
Surgery,*'  and  his  presentation  of 
this  subject  with  tiie  aid  of  stere- 
opticon  pictures,  was  one  of  tiie 
features  of  the  meeting. 
The  United  SUtes  Public  Health 
Service  gave  an  exhibit  of  motion 
pictures  daily  at  the  Globe  Theater, 
Among  these  were  "  Fit  to  mn," 
«<Bnd  of  the  Road,"  "Open  Your 
E^res,"  "  Come  Clean,"  the  new  ani- 
mated dental  film  and  animated 
pathological  films  showing  ravaget 
of  V.  D.  on  the  human  anatomy. 
In  a  room  hy  itself  at  the  Grune- 
wald  was  the  government  exhibit  of 
the  Dental  Corps,  showing  the 
Walter  Reed  Government  Hospital, 
Majdllo  facial  section,  U.  S.  A. 
General  Hospital  No.  2,  Ft.  Mc- 
Henry,  Md.,  and  the  U.  S.  A.  Gen- 
eral Hospital  No.  11,  Cape  May, 
J.  Bone  grafting,  plaster  models, 
was  models  showing  "  before  and 
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after,"  nose  splints,  expansion 
splints  and  facial  restorations  of 
every  nature  were  portrayed  and 
demonstrated  that  the  dentist  and 
the  dental  corps  wcTc  entitled  to 
great  credit. 

Surgical  clinics  were  held  at  the 
Charity  Hospital,  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday.  Unfortu- 
nately two  of  the  operations  proved 
fatal.  One  from  exhaustion  and  the 
other  from  pneumonia.  The  daily 
press  had  considerable  to  say  in 
regard  to  this  unfortunate  affair 
and  a  plentiful  lack  of  courtesy  was 
shown  the  dental  profession. 
Various  sections  held  meetings  at 
different  hours  and  discussed  their 
specialties.  The  Industrial  Dental 
Surgeons  had  a  meeting  all  by  them- 
selves and  while  the  attendance  was 
not  large,  it  was  most  fruitful. 
The  general  clinics  held  in  the  Elks 
Auditorium  were  most  instructive. 
C  The  Wisconsin  Inlay  Unit  gave  a 
most  interesting  clinic  and  well 
worth  while.  They  had  four  tables 
demonstrating  the  various  pro- 
cedures from  cavity  preparation  to 
casting  ^ 

The  Los  Angeles  Clinic  Club  showed 
porcelain  jacket  crown  work. 
The  esthetic  possibilities  of  con- 
tinuous gum  drntares  was  shown  by 
D.  D.  Ctunpbcll,  Kansas  City,  Mo, 
€1  The  meeting  rooms  were  none 
too  good.  The  noise  of  the  strLCts 
and  the  acoustic  properties  of  the 
halls  left  much  to  be  tie  si  red.  With  a 
temperature  of  90^  and  the  humid 
atmosphere,  it  was  impossible  to 
listen  to  the  lectures  for  any  great 
length  of  time.  It  was  effect  and 
energy  thrown  away.  I  venture  to 
say  that  so  far  as  the  meeting  stsdf 
was  concerned,  very  few  received  its 
full  benefit;  not  but  what  tb^  were 
willing,  but  no  man  can  be  intel- 


lectual or  listen  to  intellectual  papers 
under  such  circumstances. 
A  reorganization  of  the  Dental 
Research  Committee  was  efTected. 
Dr.  Frank  O.  Hetrick,  Ottavvn, 
Kan.,  was  elected  chairn.nn  in  place 
of  Dr.  W.  A.  Price.  An  eflort  will  be 
made  to  pay  for  the  property  at 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  which  the  Com- 
mission is  in  debt.  Some  $15,000  was 
collected  at  the  meeting  to  this  end 
and  it  is  hoped  to  soon  raise  the 
balance 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees* 
BoetoOy  Mast,  wae  decided  on  as 
the  place  of  meeting  for  1920.  The 
time  at  which  the  sesdons  afe  to  be 
held  will  be  decided  by  a  committee 
appointed  for  that  piirpoea.

C  Dentistry  is  sulferuig  today  from 
a  lack  of  professional  loyalty.  There 
are  many  men  who  seem  to  think 
that  disparaging  criticism  of  another 
man's  work  brings  glory  to  them- 
selves. There  are  many  who  read 
papers  before  the  societies  and  refer 
to  all  who  do  not  use  their  particular 
method  as  the  "  average  practi- 
tioner," inferring,  of  course,  that  the 
speaker  is  far  above  the  average. 
The  term  average  practitioner  has 
been  used  so  much  in  this  connection 
that  tiie  very  expression  carries  with 
it  the  idea  of  incompetence.  We  are 
all  average  practitioners.  Everyh-ody 
has  to  be  counted  to  reach  an  aver- 
age. Our  average  is  good,  it  is  not 
only  good  but  very  high.  No  profes- 
sion has  existed  that  iias  so  higii  an 
average  as  has  dentistry.  It  is  an 
honor  to  be  an  average  practitioner 
of  dentistry  because  it  is  the  average 
man  who  delivers  the  goods,  day  m 
and  day  out  and  brings  lira  1th  and 
comfort  to  millions  of  people. 
No  sane  person  objects  to  con 
structive  criticism,  criticism  tliat  is 
based  upon  an  earnest  desire  for 
uplift,  backed  by  real  information 
and  followed  by  an  honest  effort  to 
aolve  the  difficulty.  The  man  who 


rises  above  the  level  by  his  ability 
and  industry  has,  and  deserves  to 
have,  the  recop^nitionof  his  confreres, 
but  he  who  expects  to  make  himself 
prominent  by  remaining  stationary 
and  pushing  the  rest  below  the  level, 
will  do  himself  no  good  and  injure 
the  men  who  should  have  his  loyal 
support 

Unfair  criticism  is  based  upon  ego- 
tism. The  egotist  with  courage  is 
usually  square  enough  to  step  out 
and  say  that  while  the  others  are 
good  he  is  the  best,  but  the  httle 
souled  cuss  who  thinks  the  same 
lfiin^4,  but  don't  dare  say  SO,  damns 
all  the  rest  in  the  hope  that  he  may 
be  left  sticking  far  enough  above  the 
\vrecV:aj^;c  to  cast  a  httle  shadow  in 
the  lime  light.  It  is  up  to  dentistry  to 
call  a  halt.  By  all  means  listen  to 
thiosc  who  have  something  to  offer 
that  is  for  the  good  of  the  cause  but 
let  the  heavy  hand  of  "  Ethics  ** 
deal  with  the  others. 
Many  years  ago  when  I  was  a  small 
boy  my  father  took  me  to  a  dental 
meeting  where  the  famous  Dr.  Bon- 
will  read  a  paper.  Bonwill  was  one 
of  the  ma'^ter  minds  of  dentistry 
and  he  knew  it. 

He  said  that  when  he  entered  the 
practice  of  dentistry  upon  the  lower 
rung  of  the  ladder  of  success,  he 
found  the  crowd  so  dense  that  he 
could  hardly  hold  on,  but  as  he 
ascended  step  by  step  the  crowd 
thinned  out.  Tiie  nearer  he  ap- 
proached the  top  the  more  room  he 
found  until  finally  he  reached  the 
pinnacle  of  fame,  and  as  he  looked 
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around  he  found  higiadf  all  alone. 
No  one  objected  to'  his  opinion  of 
himself  partiy  becauae  it  was  ahnost 
true  but  mainly  because  he  did  not 

say  unjust  things 
about  his  associates  to  boost  himsdf. 
41  We  are  going  through  a  very  dif- 
ficult period  in  dentistiy.  The 
changes  that  the  newer  knowledge 
seem  to  require  are  rather  radical 
but  an  honest  difference  of  opinion 
should  be  no  ground  for  a  quand. 
Two  men  may  be  equally  well  in- 
formed and  equally  conscientious 


them  and  who  fails  to  get  in 
with  them  is  missing  a  lot  in  this  life. 
II  Tlte  plan  that  we  propose  is  this: 
Remedy  our  own  defects  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  try  to  overlook  the  other 
fellow's  short  comings,  and  present 
a  united  front  to  the  world  at  large. 
Big  things  are  already  here  in  den- 
tistry and  to  make  the  most  of  our 
opportunities  we  must  step  out  in  a 
big  way  and  take  hold.

A  SOUTHERN  DENTAL  CLINIC 

A.  P.  READE,  D.D.S. 

This  clinic  was  organized  June,  1919,  but  did  not  commence  actual  work 
until  July  7.  The  County  and  City  School  Boards  of  Education  furnished 
the  equipment,  each  contributing  equal  amounts.  The  Board  of  Health 
furnish  office  space,  supply  a  trained  nurse,  and  pay  three-fourths  of 
the  expenses,  the  State  Board  of  Health  bearing  the  balance.  The  pictures 
speak  for  themselves. 


>HE  Durham  County 
Dental  Clinic  is  con- 
ducted  for  the 
sdiool  children  of 
the  City  and  County 
of  Durliam,  bet  ween 
the  ages  of  six  and 
twelve,  inclusive.  There  is  no  dis- 
crimination  between  the  city  and 
county,  the  rich  or  the  poor,  the 
white  or  the  black,  except  certain 
weeks  are  given  to  negro  children, 
at  which  time  no  white  children  are 
seen.  No  frontal  work,  or  crown,  and 
bridgework  are  done ;  neither  do  we 
treat  dead  teeth  or  remove  nerves. 
This  work  is  all  referred  to  local 
dentists.   Our  'work  is  composed 


chiefly  of  amalgam,  cement  and 
gutta-percha  fillings,  cleaning  teeth 
and  extractions.  Silver  nitrate  and 
formalin  are  used  where  indicated, 
also  carbol,  eugenol  and  silver 
nitrate,  when  the  removal  of  all 
decay  would  endanger  the  pulp 
Each  child  is  given  a  lecture  on  oral 
hygiene,  also  furnished  a  tube  of 
tooth  paste,  a  pamphlet  "  The  Care 
of  the  Teeth,"  gotten  out  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  and  a  card 
before  they  leave  the  office.  A  record 
of  each  operation  is  kept  and  filed 
together  with  the  physical  examina- 
tion card  made  by  the  school  nurse. 
These  cards  are  kept  for  reference 
and  when  the  child  returns  for  future 
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School  children  receiving  instruction  from  nurse  in  use  of  the  tooth  brush

treatment  the  work  done  at  this 
time  can  be  checked  up. 
The  Clinic  has  been  very  well 
attended  and  the  patrons  are,  as  a 
rule,  very  appreciative.  Special  care 
is  taken  not  to  give  the  children 
undue  i>ain,  and  we  hope  in  this  way 
to  dispel  some  of  the  fear  of  the 
dental  chair.  We  have  had  a  few 


unmanageables,  but  have  had  some 
of  these  same  children  return  and 
have  the  work  done  without  any 
trouble. 

Our  equipment  is  most  complete 
and  includes  a  hot  air  electric 
sterilizer.  A  report  of  the  work  from 
July  7  to  October  1,  1919,  is  as 
follows:

Now  that  the  foregoing  ia  out  of  my 
aystem  I'll  let  you  in  on  another 
feature*  not  in  the  least  pleasing  to  a 
great  majority.  The  hotda  were 
allowed  to  advertise  their  raftei  at 
sudi  and  such  prices.  AS  wdl  and 
good,  but  when  you  arrived  for  your 
reservation,  they  actually  dared  you 
secure  any  kfaMl  of  accommodationa 
at  tiie  prioea  advertised.  If  more 
time  was  spent  attending  to  tfaia 
feature  and  a  little  less  to  the 
"  wiggle  of  an  ear  and  contortion- 
istic  handdasping  fraternities,*'  the 
attendance,  instead  of  dwindling, 
would  greatly  increase.

In  the  course  of  the 
pfactioe  of  radiodontia  the  writer 
has  seen  many  cases  with  fistulae  , 
discharging,  or  just  about  ready  to 
discharge  on  the  fisce  or  neck,  and  in 
all  these  cases,  save  one,  the  infec- 
tion has  been  found  to  be  of  dental 
origin 

So,  when  Mr.  G  presented  him- 
self for  examination  with  a  swollen 
face  and  an  abscess  about  ready  to 
point  just  below  the  lower  border  of 
the  mandible  in  the  region  of  the 
first  molar,  I  must  confess  I  did  not 
ask  myself  **  What  is  the  cause  of 
this  condition?''  as  I  should  have. 
Mentally  my  only  question  to  my 
self  was,  "  Which  tooth  is  causing 
this   condition?  **   And    witli  this 
question  in  mind  I  began  work.  I 
worked  for       hour.  I  made  intra- 
oral   radiographs    and  extra-oral 
radiographs.  1  tested  the  teeth  with 
the  Faradic  dectric  test.  I  tried 
trana-iflmnmatian,  X  tried  to  mas- 
aafte  up  pus  from  about  the  tiiird 
iiAolar.  t  palpated,  I  percussedl  An 
hour  pasMd  and  another  hour  was 
-Tt^CL  on  the  way.  I  looked  at  the 
negatives  by  artificial  light  and  by 
daylight,  ^xdth  a  reading  glass  and 
iN^fthottt. . . .  And  I  simply  could  not 


find  the  tooth  responsible  for  the 
trouble 

And  then  it  came  over  me "  at 
Bunker  Bean  would  say,  "just  like 
that,  all  at  once^"  This  is  simp^  a 
case  qf  cutaneous  abscess,  an  ordi- 
nary akin  "  boil!  "And  so  it  proved 
to  be. 

I  know  some  one  wiU  "rise  to  a  point 
of  ofder  '*  and  say:  "  But  a  cuta- 
neous abscess  and  an  abscess  from 
a  tooth  do  not  kx>k  alike."  Permit 
me  to  reply  by  saying,  *•  It  all 
depends  on  whether  they  do  or  not, 
and  in  this  case,  if  /  should  have 
been  able  to  make  an  immediate 
dint^nosis  from  casual  observation, 
then  so  should  tire  jamily  physician, 
the  family  dentist  and  the  oral  sur- 
geon. (The  family  physician  re- 
ferred the  patient  to  the  family 
dentiiit,  who  referred  him  to  an  <wal 
surgeon  who  sent  him  to  me.) 
But  here  is  the  point;  Tlirce  men  (a 
physician  and  two  dentists)  looked 
at  the  case,  and  came  to  tlie  im- 
mediate conclusion  that  it  was  of 
dental  origin,  without  ever  thinking 
0$  so  common  a  thing  as  a  "  boU," 
And  a  fourth  man  (myself)  made  the 
same  mistake  and  worked  for  nearly 
two  hours  before  he  thought  of  Uta 
obmous.  So  we  human  bdng^  are 
very  prone  to  lose  sight  of  the 
obvious  and  commonplace. 
Fhyticians  forget  the  giM  potency 
of  correct  advice  and  castor  oil,  and 
think  they  are  not  accomplishing 
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an>i:hing  unless  they  are  cutting 
something  out,  off  or  up,  or  straining 
Nature's  tolerance  with  a  new 
infection  ^  ^ 

Dentists  are  oral-foci-of-infection 
wild  and,  for  the  most  part,  have 
lost  sight  of  the  perfectly  obvious 
fact  that  the  greatest  service  the 
dental  profession  can  render  human- 
ity is  to  find  ^ind  fill  carious  CavitieS 
before  they  reach  the  pulp. 
In  passing  I  may  say  that  in  my 
practice  I  have  never  happened  to 
sec  a  fistula  on  the  face  or  neck 


caused  either  by  tuberculosis  or 
syphilis.  In  the  past  the^  diseases 
were  thought  to  be  the  usual  cause 
of  such  fistula  cases.

PULP  STONES 


•HK  dental  profes- 
sion is  finding  it 
necessary  to  change 
its  opinion  of  pulp 
5ir;nes  as  a  caui>e  of 
neuralgia.  Only  a 
^hort  time  ago  the 
profession  believed  that,  when  pres- 
ent, pulp  stones  usually  caused  pain, 
i.e.,  neuralgia,  tic.  We  now  know 
pulp  stones  almost  never  cause 
pdn  9^  »^ 

Radiographs  reveal  them  by  the 
hundreds  of  thoiminds  in  the 
mouths  of  people  who  do  not  suffer 
from,  and  never  have  suffered  from, 
any  facial  pains,  of  obscure  origin. 
Only  a  few  years  ago  tliere  was  dif- 
ference of  opinion  among  radio- 
graphers as  to  wiitther  pulp  stones 
could  be  shown  in  radiographs  or 
not,  but  improvements  in  apparatus, 
photographic  paraphernalia  and 
technic  make  it  not  only  possible  but 
quite  easy  to  show  puip  stones 
rachog  raphically . 

It  has  been  known  for  a  long  time 
that  certain  persons  have  many 
pulp  stones  in  different  teeth,  while 
others  arc  entirely  free  of  them. 
Thus  the  presence  of  one  pulp  stone 


may  be  taken  as  an  uidication  that 
there  are  very  likely  others  in  the 

same  mouth. 

Dr.  McClain  showed  me  a  case 
illustrating  this  especial  suscepti- 
biHty    to    pulp    stone  formation: 
There  were  radiographic  negatives 
of  aU  of  the  tectli.  There  were  thirty- 
one  teeth  in  the  mouth,  five  of  which 
were  non-vital.  Of  Uic  twenty-six 
vital  teeth,  fourteen — more  tiian 
half — showed   pulp   stones,   of  all 
sizes    and    shapes,    in    the  pulp 
clian^l->ers  and  ranals,   (The  teeth 
showing  tlie  pulp  stones  were:  upper 
left  third  molar,  upper  left  second 
molar,  upper  left  first  molar,  upper 
left    cuspid,    upi  '.  r    right  cuspid, 
upper  right  fiiit  iiiular,  upper  right 
second  laolar,  lower  left  first  bicus- 
pid, lower  left  cuspid,  lower  right 
cuspid,  lower  right  first  bicuspid, 
lower  right  second  bicuspid,  lower 
right  first  molar,  lower  right  second 
molar.) 

Where  are  we  justified  in  removing 
pulp  stones  to  cure  neuralgia?  It  is 
not  an  easy  question  to  answer.  Of 
this  however  there  can  be  no  doubt: 
We  have,  in  the  past,  been  too  ready 
to  remove  pulp  stones  from  teeth. 
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Aba  theie  can  be  no  doubt  eC  this: 
We  m  not  juttifled  m  lemoviog 
pulp  stones  unless  the  disturbance 
is  great  enough  to  make  some  cur- 
ative measure  imperative;  In  other 
words,  if  the  pain  is  extremely 
sU^t,  amounting  to  only  an  occa- 
fS^jfuj  aiijtii^  inCTiiv^nifffHf I  thffn 
itmoval  of  tiie  pulp  stones  Is  dis- 
tinctly oontra-indlcated.  (I  often 

ask  patients  if  the  pain  of  which  they 
complain  is  severe  enough  to  keep 
them  awake  at  night*  From  tiie 
manner  in  which  this  question  is 
answered  I  cam  gain  a  fidrly  trust- 
wortliy  opinion  of  the  degrve  of 
pain  suffered.) 

The  writer  advises  removal  of  pulp 
stones  only  when  the  symptoms  are 
such  as  to  make  it  imperative  that 
something  he  done  and  wtien  no 
other  more  likely  cause  can  he 
located.  Large  carious  cavities  in 
teeth  with  vital  pulps,  pulpless 
teeth,  impacted  teeth,  odontomata, 
peridontodasia,  empyemia  of  aoces* 
sory  nasal  sinuses,  sjrphilitic  necro* 
ses  and  developing   cancer  are 


some  of  tile  things  muidi  more 
likely  to  cause  trigenimal  neuralgia 
or  facial  tic  than  pulp  stones. 
Alcoholic  injections  and  nerve  re- 
section are  about  the  last  resort  in 
cases  of  neura]gia»  and  pulp  stone 
removal  ranks  just  before  these 
things.  Whether  it  is  better  to 
remove  just  the  pulp  stone  or 
extract  the  tooth  depends  on  the 
tooUi,  the  patient,  and  the  operator* 
Removal  of  a  pulp  stone  involves 
tapping  the  patient's  blood  stream; 
great  surgical  care  should  he  taken 
not  to  inoculate  it. 
Bone  whorls,  and  hypercementosis 
of  vital  teeth  are  about  in  the  same 
class  with  pulp  stones  as  causes  of 
neuralgUi

SAFETY  "  AND  THE  COOLIDGE 
DENTAL  X-RAY  TUBE 


^;^^^EVERAL  months 
ago  a  friend  told  me 
of  a  "  new  X-ray 
i  ibe  which  could 
be  used  without 
danger."  My  friend 
meant,  and  I  under- 
stood him  to  mean,  when  he  said 
**  without  danger,"  that  there  was 
no  danger  of  produdng  X-ray 
dermatitis,  i.e..  X-ray  bum.  When 
the  words  *'  safe^  **  or  "  danger  ** 
are  used  in  connection  with  X-ray 
tubes  such  is  the  meaning  they 
always  conv^. 


Further  inquiry  about  such  a  tube 
brought  to  my  attention  an  adver- 
tisement of  the  new,  right-angle, 
dental,  CooUdge  X-ray  tube.  In  the 
advertisement  the  word  "  safety  " 
was  used  in  such  a  way  as  to  cause 
my  friend  to  believe  the  X-rays  from 
the  tube  were  safe. 
Let  me  confess,  the  statement  as  it 
was  printed  in  the  advertisement, 
puzsled  me  also,  and  so  I  wrote  to 
ibe  manufacturer  for  an  explana- 
tion. My  letter  contained  other 
questions  and  when  a  reply  was 
received  tlie  matter  of  the  use  of  the 
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word  "  safety  "  was  overlooked 
In  the  meantime  a  consideration  of 
the  facts  in  hand  had  led  me  to  con- 
clude that  the  word  safety  as  used 
in  the  advertisement  meant  safety 
from  electrical  shock*  not  safety 
from  the  X-rays. 

A  letter  of  protest  against  such  use 
of  the  word  safety  was  addressed  to 
a  man  whom  I  knew  to  be  a  friend 
of  the  makers  of  the  Coolidge  dental 
tube  and  in  due  course  of  time  a 
letter  came  from  W.  D.  Coolidge, 
the  inventor  of  the  Coolid^^c  X-ray 
tube,  a  part  of  which  letter  is  quoted 
here,  with  the  consent  of  Dr, 
Coolidge  ^  ^ 

"  First  of  all,  I  want  to  thank  you 
for  your  criticism  of  the  use  which 
the  General  Electric  Company  has 
made  of  the  wofd  •  Mfety  •  to  the 
advertisement  of  the  dental  tube 
"  Our  real  reason  for  placing  that 
cathode  at  right  angles  to  the  anode, 
and  for  grounding  the  cathode,  was 
to  minimiie  the  danger  of  electric 
shock  to  the  patient.  In  lo  far  as  the 
quality  of  X- radiation  is  concerned, 
we  have  consistently  and  repeatedly 
called  attention  to  tlie  fact  that  this 
pcoperty  of  the  X-rays  coming  from 
a  tube  is  determined  soldy  fay  the 
material  of  which  the  target  is  made, 
and  by  the  voltage  impressed  upon 
the  terminals,  and  is  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  all  other  factors. 
**  If  I  had  been  consulted  about  this 
particular  advertisement,  T  would 
have  a5>i>rov'ed  it.  I  would  have  iKcn 
wrong,  however,  as  is  shown  by  the 
fibct  that  the  words  used  conveyed 
a  wrong  impression  to  your  mind, 
and  the  advertisement  was  written 
not  for  mc  but  for  you. 
"  The  advertisement  reads,  *  By 
arranging  the  cathode  at  right  angles 
to  the  anode,  the  special  require- 
ment for  safety  to  tlie  '^if'nt  and 
convenience  of  operation  were  met 


successfully.'  I  think  that  the  fol- 
lowing might  have  been  better:  *  To 
safeguard  the  patient  from  acci- 
dental electric  shock  and  for  coa- 
venience  of  manipulation,  the  cath- 
ode in  this  tube  is  arranged  at  right 
angles  to  the  anode.'  If  it  is  not 
imporing  too  mudi  on  your  good 
natm^  I  would  like  to  ask  you 
whether  this  change  would  com- 
pletely take  care  of  the  difficulty.  If 
so,  I  will  ask  to  have  it  made,  and, 
if  not,  I  would  wdcoine  any  other 
suggestioiis  from  you.*' 

Of  course  my  reply  to  Dr.  Coolidge's 
fine  letter  assured  him  of  my  entire 
approval  of  the  change  he  suggested. 
CL  And  so  kt  us  hope  we  have 
cleared  up  this  matter  of  "  safety  to 
the  patient  "  of  the  ncw,  Coolidge, 
dental  X  my  tube. 
Before  Dr.  Coolidge  has  had  tinK'  to 
act  upon  his  suggestions  for  correc- 
tion, another  advertisement  con- 
taininr^  the  unfortunate  u^e  of  the 
word  safety  has  appeared.  Here  it  is. 
**  The  fact  that  this  tube  produces 
radiographs  of  exceptionally  fine 
qualits' — together  with  the  ease 
with  which  positions  are  obtained 
and  the  safety  afforded  the  patient 
— cinphasi?:es  its  importance  as  an 
essential  part,  etc." 
The  Coolidge  dental  X-ray  tube  has 
so  much  merit  it  does  not  in  the 
least  need  to  sail  under  any  false 
colors,  and  it  is  distinctly  not  a  safe 
X-ray  tube  (there  is  no  such  thing) 
so  far  as  safety  to  the  patient  from 
X-ray  burn  is  concerned. 

C  Speaking  of  (he  dangers  of  the 
X-rays,  it  is  impossible  for  the 
operator  to  be  too  care/id,  it  is  easy 
to  be  too  careless.

WHY  FREE  DENTAL  CLINICS  SHOULD  BE 
ESTABLISHED  IN  EVERY  PUBLIC  SCH€X>L 


The  health  of  any  community  is  its 


The  mouth  is  tlie  portal  of  the 
human  system. 

A  neglected,  unclean,  and  unhealthy 
mouth,  precludes  the  possibility  of  a 
healthy  indtviduaL 
The  unfortunate  train  of  results  that 
are  caused  by  a  broken  down  and 
diseased  set  of  teeth  are  too  weU 
known  to  all  intelligent  people  to 
need  elaboration;  but  even  a  well 
known  fact  sometimes  gains  force 
by  reF>etition. 

Decayed  teeth  not  on^y  interfere 
directly  with  the  processes  of 
nutrition ;  but  they  favor  the  propa- 
gation of  disease  germs  so  that  the 
child  whose  vital  resistance  is 
already  k>wered,  if  not  entirely 
broken  down,  falls  an  easy  prey  to 
disease  ^ 

Pulpless  teeth  .("  dead  teeth,"  so 
called)  are  teeth  that  through  the 
progress  of  dental  caries  usually 
become  infected  at  the  apex  of  their 
roots,  and  while  not  n( 
causing  pain,  are  a  constant 
to  the  health  of  the  patient. 
The  capacity  for  normal  mastica- 
tion being  reduced,  defective  nutri* 
tion  and  lowered  resistance  follow. 
Infections  at  the  root  endt  produce 
toxic  poisons  which  arc  readily 
absorbed  into  the  blood  stream  and 
result  in  broken  health,  lowered 
physical  efficiency  and  diminished 
mental  capacity. 

The  municipality  of  Greater  New 
York,  which  has  done  so  much  for 
the  health  of  its  dtisens  asd 


especially  for  its  enormous  family  of 
school  diildren,  should  awaken  to 
tlie  importanceofitsDental  Problem. 
The  proUem  is  one  that  can  be  met 
and  definitely  solved.  Other  cities 
have  done  it.  Why  not  New  Yoric? 
CThe  sohttioD  is  a  Free  Dental 
Clinic  in  every  Public  SdiooL  It 
m^y  sound  like  a  big  proposition,  but 
New  Yoric  is  used  to  doing  big  things 
and  when  the  city  does  this  thing,  as 
do  it  it  must  sooner  or  lBtier»  it  will 
be  one  of  the  greatest  advances  in 
the  matter  of  public  health  that  this 
community  has  ever  made. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  those 
schools  where  Free  Dental  Clinics 
have  been  in  operation,  scholarship 
has  been  improved,  the  health  rate 
benefited,  spread  of  epidemic  dis* 
eases  reduced,  absence  diminished 
and  the  peroentage  of  "  hold  oven  " 
due  to  failure  of  promotion  also 
materially  reduced,  it  would  seem 
that  the  economic  value  of  the  Free 
£>ental  Clinic  is  self  evident. 
It  has  been  noticed  also  that  the 
atmosphere  in  class  rooms  where  all 
the  children  have  had  systematic 
dental  care  and  oral  proph^asis,  is 
much  more  pure  and  free  from  mal* 
odor  than  the  air  in  adjoining  rooms 
where  the  children  have  not  had  the 
same  beneficent  treatment. 
A  clean  mouth  and  a  good  lookteg, 
well  cared  for  set  of  teeth  must 
necessarily  generate  a  sense  of  self 
respect  in  the  minds  of  these  children 
who  are  soon  to  become  the  citizens 
who  will  carry  on  the  activities  of 
our  metropolis. 
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All  the  world  now  realizes  that  pre- 
vention is  more  important,  more 
sane,  more  economical  than  cure 
The  evil  infiuenct-s  of  the  ravages  of 
dental  decay  can  not  be  remedied  or 
cured  in  the  last  analysis;  but  th^ 
can  be  pre' vented. 

Ultimately  Free  Dental  Clinics  will 
be  established  in  our  public  schools 
as  a  beneficent  and  economical 
health  measure.  Why  not  now? 
Conservation  of  the  future  of 
America ;  improvement  of  the  healtli, 
and  mouths  of  the  rising  generation; 
ai>d  civic  ecxMiomy,  are  all  accom- 
plished by  increasing  the  number  of 
dental  clinics  in  the  public  schools  of 
this  city.  This  is  an  established  irre- 
futable fact  and  any  one  (doubting 
it,  can  have  it  conclusively  proven, 
by  inspecting  the  records  that  have 
been  kept  since  the  establishment  of 
dental  clinics  for  school  children  in 
January  1913  and  comparing  these 
statistics  with  the  table  that  shows 
the  tremendous  annual  waste  caused 
by  the  necessary  re-education  of 
children  who  have  been  held  back 
for  reasons  that  are  directly  trace- 
able to  neglected  mouths  and  defect- 
ive teeth. 

The  big  stride  forward  in  preventive 
medicine  is  preventive  dentistry.  Up 
to  tlie  present  military  crisis  the 
dentist  was  merely  an  adjunct  to  the 
army.  Today  he  is  an  integral  part 
of  militar>'  organization.  The  tre- 
mendous amount  of  work  performed 
by  the  dental  profession  for  the  mili- 
tary forces  of  this  country,  has  so 
awakened  the  public  to  the  neces- 
sity of  caring  for  the  mouth,  that 
the  cry  for  more  dental  clinics  must 
be  heard.  Millions  in  tliis  country 
who  have  never  heard  of  "  oral 
hygiene,"  have  had  the  gospel 
preached  to  them  in  the  army  and 
have  carried  it  to  their  homes.  The 


people  believe  in  this  movement  and 
the  gratification  of  this  great  desire 
is  assured  with  concerted  action  and 
unity  of  idea. 

The  Department  of  Health  has 
fathered  the  idea  of  dental  dinics  in 
public  schools,  and  has  nursed  it 
along  through  nearly  seven  trying 
years.  The  dental  clinics  have  un- 
questioiably  demonstrated  their 
value.  The  experimental  stage  has 
been  passed.  The  time  is  now  ripe 
for  the  installation  of  similar  clinics 
in  every  public  school  in  the  City. 
Crystallisation  of  what  has  already 
been  done,  and  unity  of  purpose  and 
idea  is  all  that  is  now  reqairecL 

The  dental  professioa  is  lending  its 
unqualified  support  to  this  move* 
ment,  and  is  planning  to  launch  a 
hig  campaign  this  faU.  The  princi- 
pals of  schools  wher^  dental  clinics 
have  been  in  operation  have  higlily 
endorsed  the  work.  The  mothers' 
societies  .and  the  various  community 
organizations  of  this  city  are  behind 
the  movement  100%  strong.  The 
present  Commisrioner  of  Health, 
Dr.  Royal  S.  Copdand»  has  signi- 
fied his  desiie  to  fbster  thb  moat 
necessary  step  in  advancing  tibe 
health  of  this  city. 

At  the  last  convention  of  the  Dental 
Society  of  the  State  of  New  Yortc. 
held  at  Albany,  in  May  1919,  a  reso- 
lution was  oflercd  and  adopted  to 
the  effect  that  since  the  dty  of 
Bridgeport,  Conn.,  had  inaugurated 
a  system  of  oral  hygiene  in  its  public 
schools,  and  had  just  reported  the 
result  of  five  years  of  mudtk  work 
showing  that: 

1st — ^The  cost  of  re-education  of 
children  in  the  year  1912  amounted 
to  42%  of  tlic  budget,  and  in  1918 
th:s  cost  was  reduced  to  17%.  A 
s&ving  of  over  59%. 
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2iid— The  decay  of  teeth  in  15,000 
children  wtt  reduced  33  1-3%. 
3rd — ^The  number  of  children  failing 
to  pass  in  their  examinations  for  pn>- 
ttotioD  was  reduced  in  some  giades 
as  much  as  50%. 

4tb— The  death  rate  from  diphtibe> 
ria,  scarlet  fever  and  meades  was 

reduced  over  70%. 
5th — ^During  the  influenza  epidemie 
the  death  rate  in  Bridgeport*  Coon., 
was  the  lowest  of  any  city  of  tiie 
same  sixe  in  the  United  States. 
The  medical  and  dental  professJons 
have  oondusively  proven  that  many 
serious  systemic  diseases  are  directly 
caused  by  diseased  teeth  and  gums. 
€L  "As  a  conservation  of  health  and 
money  '*  the  Dental  Society  of  the 
State  of  New  York  voted  that  every 
city  in  this  State  should,  as  soon  as 
possible,  establish  school  dental 
clinics  for  the  treatment  and  filling 
of  teeth  for  children  whose  parents 
can  not  afford  dental  attention  ^ 
Extracts  from  a  report  made  by  Dr. 
M.  M.  Bluhm,  Department  of 
Health  Dentist  to  PubUc  School  No. 
27,  Bronx,  before  a  joint  meeting  of 
the  Oral  Hygiene  Committees  of  the 
First  and  Second  District  Dental 
Societira,  on  April  15, 1919,  at  which 
the  Commissioner  of  Health,  Dr. 
Royal  S.  Copeland,  was  present 
1 — Records  of  work  and  eiamina' 
tions  in  Public  School  27,  prove  that 
over  95%  of  teeth  are  in  a  condition 
which  is  a  positive  menace  to  the 
health  and  mental  activities  of  these 
children,  and  reports  made  from 
other  clinics  and  my  examinations 
made  in  other  schools  prove  con- 
clusively that  the  same  conditions 
exist  in  every  public  school. 
4 — The  fact  that  so  large  a  percent- 
age of  school  children  have  defective 
teeth  is  proof  that  the  problem  is  a 
most  serious  one,  and  one  that  must 


be  taken  up  from  a  public  standpoint, 
for  the  future  safety  of  our  citizens 

6— The  problem  is  too  gigantic  for 
iSke  dental  profession  to  handle 
privately,  exactly  similar  to  the  vast 
problem  of  educating  the  great  mass 
of  pupils.  It  is  distinctly  a  public 
health  and  educational  problem  and 
can  only  be  taken  cafe  of  by  the 
municipality. 

7 —  The  comparison  of  entire  dasses 
of  school  children  who  have  recdived 
dental  service  in  the  school  clinic, 
to  similar  grades  that  have  not  been 
under  treatment  is  simply  astound- 
ing. 7Aa  notably  marked  improve' 
ment  in  mentality,  improved  appe- 
tite, absence  of  pallor,  attendance, 
efficiency,  and  attentiveness,  in  the 
gradee  that  have  reeehred  dentat 
service,  after  two  years  of  constant 
observation,  are  matters  of  feoord  in 
Public  School  27,  Bronx. 

Very  frequently,  when  visitors  have 
been  taken  to  the  different  class 
rooms,  they  have  remarked  at  the 
dearer  atmosphere  of  some  rooms  in 
comparison  with  others.  In  these 
cases  it  has  been  found  that  the 
clearer  and  fresher  air  was  in  the 
rooms  where  the  children's  teeth  had 
been  attended  to  in  the  dental  clinic 
C  11 — Rendering  free  dental  ser- 
vice to  the  school  children,  in  the 
school  building,  is  no  more  pauper- 
izing to  the  parents  or  the  children, 
than  that  of  giving  them  free  mental 
training.  Each  and  every  child  is  as 
much  entitled  to  every  possible 
health  activity  in  its  behalf,  as  it  is 
to  an  education.

Idy  eeriy  doubts  as  to  the  possibility 
of  operating  a  full  fledged  dental 
clinic  in  a  public  school  building 
were  changed  to  great  adnUiation 
after  the  dinic  had  been  i^fierating 
for  sis  months.  My  candid  opinion 
is  that  the  time  is  not  for  distant

The  children  are  benefited  in  every 
way,  mentally,  physically,  socially. 
I  have  no  absence  now  among  the 
children,  due  to  toothache^  swollen 
face  and  other  ills  due  to  imcarcd  f  or 
teeth.  Naturally,  improving  a  child's 
attendance  improves  his  cla^  stand- 
ing and  his  school  spirit.  Then  too, 
the  children  are  taking  more  pride 
in  their  appearance,  as  they  now 
realize  what  a  very  parent  improve- 
ment clean,  well  cared  for  teetli  make. 
The  dinic  here  has  been  remarkably

In  the  first  three  years  of  school 

much  preventive  work  is  done  by 
the  clinics.  The  children  of  my 
present  fourth  year  show  a  remark- 
able record  for^the  eacePent  coodi- 
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tion  of  the  six  year  molar.  The  tooth 
that  so  few  children  have  beyond 
their  ninth  year.

I  can  not  praise  the  work  being  done 
liere  too  highly.  The  amount  and 
quality  of  the  work  is  presented  in 
the  figures  accompanying  this  letter. 
I  have  been  making  careful  investi- 
gations lately  on  this  point  and  I  find 
that  results  are  even  better  than  I 
had  hop>ed  for.  The  dental  clinic  was 
'  established  here  at  my  instance,  and 
after  much  effort,  but  I  am  glad  I 
flocceeded  in  getting  it* 
It  is  an  accepted  theory,  though  not 
carried  out  in  practice,  that  a  child 
should  have  good  health  before  he 
or  she  can  profit  from  instruction. 
It  is  therefore  the  function  of  tibe 
educator  to  see  that  the  child  is  fai 
proper  physical  condition.  A  most 
important  requirement  of  sound 
health  is  a  clean  mouth  and  good 
teeth.  When  children  are  not  Hkdy 
to  get  the  proper  kind  of  instruction 
and  care  at  home  it  is  essential  this 
work  be  done  in  school.  My  point  is 
tliat  children  must  be  safeguarded 
as  to  health  and  the  responsibjlity 
must  be  shared  by  the  home  and 
school.  But  in  any  event  the  child 
should  not  suffer.  The  most  effective 
way  is  to  have  proper  facilities  con- 
nected with  the  schooL  I  could  write 
much  more  but  perhaps  this  will 
indicate  the  general  argiunents:

As  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the 
dental  clinic  is  appreciated  by  the 
employees.  Every  appointment  is 
taken  for  two  or  three  weeks  ahead 
and  the  lost  time  from  unkcpt 
appointments  is  small.  Our  system 
of  appointments  is  to  make  the 
appointment  for  the  employee  when 
they  wish  one,  and  the  day  before  a 
notice,  or  tickler  it  is  called,  is  sent 
to  the  employee  or  their  foreman 
giving  the  time,  date,  etc.  All 
charges  are  sent  to  the  paymaster 
on  Monday  morning  who  deducts 
the  amount  from  the  employee's 
pay  *^ 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  you  to 
know  of  the  other  service  work  of 
the  Eastern,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Service  Department.  This 
department  covers  the  entire  third 


floor  of  the  paf>er  mill.  There  is  a 
cafeteria  where  the  employees  may 
get  their  lunch  at  a  cost  of  five  cents 
per  article,  a  smoking  room  for  the 
men  and  a  rest  room  for  the  women 
with  chairs,  window  seats,  piano, 
victrola,  etc  All  employees  are 
hired  by  the  service  department, 
there  being  a  different  employment 
manager  for  the  men  and  women. 
There  is  a  nurse  here  all  day  and  a 
physician  from  9  A.  M.  to  12  M. 
and  from  3  P.  M.  to  5  P.  M.  The 
physician  also  takes  care  of  the 
families  of  the  employees  free  of 
charge.  We  have  a  first  aid  room 
and  a  ward  room.  All  accidents, 
however  slight,  are  attended  at  the 
dispensary. 

Every  fall  and  winter  night  classes 
are  held,  sectional  meetings  of  the 
different  groups  of  employees  and 
executive    heads    to    further  the 
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interest  in  the  work,  and  also  to  get 
the  ctnployees'  viewpoint. 
A  plant  paper  is  published  bi-wct-kly 
called  "The  Mill"  to  which  the  em- 
ployees contribute  the  news.  In  ad- 
dition to  tlicse  phases  of  service 
work,  the  company  gives  each  an- 
ployee  who  has  been  in  tiie  employ 
six  months  or  over,  under  the  group 


insur;ince  plan,  a  policy  on  his  life 
varying  from  $500  for  employees 
who  have  been  in  the  employ  sir 
months  to  a  year,  to  $1000,  the 
maximum  for  five  years  or  over 
employment.  A  mutual  benefit 
insurance  is  managed  by  the  em- 
ployees, the  company  starting  it  and 
loaning  money  for  it.

Strange  to  relate,  when  grandma 
bade  farewell  to  the  last  of  her 
snaggy  teeth  and  assumed  the  role 
of  chief  enpinrcr  to  a  full  comple- 
ment c;f  artificial  teeth,  her  '*  rheu- 
matiz "  left  her,  she  improved  in 
condition;  in  fact,  gained  in  weight 
and  strcni^th  to  such  extent  that  she 
once  more  could  bring  in  the  coal 
and  the  kindling. 

When  the  maid  of  all  work  visited 
the  dentist  because  of  toothache,  she 
came  home  spitting  biood,  but,  t;iat 
u'as  all.  One  by  one,  the  dcca> 
tectli  left  their  moorings,  and  her 
smile  became  that  of  the  family 
waftdidog  through  a  picket  fence. 
Later  on,  she  made  the  final  visit  to 
the  dentist  and  shed  the  remainder 
of  her  grinders;  appearing  soon  after 
with  a  temporary  plate  which,  in 
turn  (after  the  bone  had  filled  ia)» 
place  to  a  permanent  arti- 
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ficial  denture.  Then  all  her  troubles 
were  over,  unless  she  married  the 
town  sot  or  tied  up  witli  •  fisur-plus 
Waasennann  dad  in  trooaerB  or  a 
walking  representative  of  Ncisser't 
(kvorite  plaything. 
Thb  litde  attempt  at  levity  bringa 
IIS  to  fscti,  hard,  iron  facta:  Bach 
year  brings  a  new  fod  in  medidne 
(and  dentistry).  Sometimet  a  thing 
to  be  promptly  discarded*  after 
having  been  tried  In  tbe  balance, 
and  at  other  times  a  something  that 
shows  a  rift  fai  the  douds  that 
obscure  the  VlUma  Thtde  of  medical 
and  dental  ambition. 
hfy  earliest  recollection  of  dentistry 
was  the  rule  to  extract  any  tooth 
that  ached.  My  father  was  an 
eioellent  dentist,  yet,  despite  my 
eariy  training  along  dental  lines,  I 
hopped  tiie  dividing  fence  and  cast 
my  lot  with  the  medical  fraternity; 
"  not,  that  I  loved  Cssar  less,  but, 
that  I  loved  Rome  more."  I  wdl 
remember  the  lame,  the  halt,  and 
the  (almost)  blind  conung  into  my 
fother's  ofiioe  and  departing,  minus 
a  multitude  of  snags  and  roots.  I 
have  seen  the  same  patients  come 
back  for  artificial  teeth,  improved  in 
appearance  and  having  gained  in 
weight,  despite  the  fact  tiiat,  during 
the  interim,  they  had  been  upon  a 
aoft  diet  that  could  be  disposed  of 
by  unarmed  gums.  And,  with  sub* 
sequent  mastery  of  the  art  of  masti- 
cation by  means  of  artificial  teeth, 
said  patients  bloomed  afresh  into 

mddy  heahJi.  Why?i  •  i  '  '  i 
Par  too  lengthy  for  the  cootribu- 
ttoo  that  I  purpose  to  limit  to  leas 
than  a  folio,  woukl  be  the  discusrion 
of  bbdy*iitfectioiis  from  decayed 
(abaoessed)  teeth.  Connder  the 
decaiy  that  causes  an  inflamed  and, 
later,  a  dead  and  decaying  nerve; 
sndt  owing  to  the  plug  of  foodstufib 


that  effectually  blocks  all  drainage 
through  the  crown  of  the  tooth,  the 
pus  finds  outlet  through  the  apex 
of  the  root  of  the  tooth,  and.  there, 
in  the  spongy  bone,  it  thrives  and 
founds  a  numberless  fomily,  whidi 
may  ihow  a  danger-signal  by  a 
**  gum-boil,"  but,  not  infrequently, 
odiibits  itself  hi  the  form  of  arthri- 
tis, appencUdtis,  endo-  or  peri-card- 
itis,  cholecystitis  and  maiiy  other 
forms  of  *'  itis."  That  sudi  tUnga 
have  happened  even  the  most  con- 
servative will  admit. 
And  now  comes  the  danger  Hne.  Let 
him  that  Is  withottt  error  among  you 
cast  the  first  stone.  It  is  here  that 
sages  will  disagree.  ShaU  tlie  dentist 
endeavor  to  sterilise  the  root  and 
save  the  tooth  or,  should  the  tooth 
be  extracted  at  onoe?  Quien  sabef 
So,  we  must  endeavor  to  penetrate 
further  into  the  mysteries  of  the 
apex  and  the  apical  abscess.  The 
radical  dentist,  by  means  of  micro- 
scope slides,  shows  that  the  ab- 
scessed cavity  never  heals  com- 
pletely; that  a  tooth  in  which  the 
nerves  are  dead  is  a  foreign  body  in 
the  alveoli  and  should  be  removed, 
as  becomes  a  foreign  body  The 
ultra-conservative  dentist  assures  us 
that  **  thousands  of  these  teeth  have 
given  no  trobble  and  that  crown- 
and  bridge-work  are  for  better  tlian 
rfariffaig  porodainu" 
But,  whUe  I  have  your  undivided 
attention,  I  will  state  that  even  the 
ultra-conservative  dentist,  when  oc^ 
dering  dental  X-ray  work,  invar- 
iably (unless  all  teeth  are  to  be 
rayed)  calls  attention  to  aU  crowns 
and  bridge  abutments,  and  desifea 
that  they  be  given  carefol  attention. 
And  there  begin  the  troubles  of  the 
Roentgen-ray  specialist. 
How  can  I  prove  that  there  is  an 
active  abaoeaa  under  a  given  tooth? 
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The  answer  is  delightfully  short. 
"  /  can't  " — that  is,  without  the 
assistance  of  a  few  questions  and 
some  common  sense.  Unfortunately, 
the  necromancer  that  works  the 
jigger  that  makes  the  X  rays  come 
out  cf  the  little  opening  is  supj^oscd 
to  be  many  things  that  he  is  not. 
Among  these  things,  are  the  roles  of 
fortune-teller  and  prophet  of  the 
future,  but — given  a  ca'^-.e  wherein  a 
**  gum-boil  "  has  cauheJ  the  patient 
to  seek  dental  consolation  and  said 
dentist  sending  the  subject  for  a 
skiagram  and  then,  when  the  film 
has  been  introduced  into  the  mouth, 
back  of  the  "gum-boil,"  showing  an 
apical  abscess;  this,  plus  a  history 
that  the  tooth  "  feels  longer  than 
the  rest,"  is  a  fair  indication  of 
active  trouble. 

Were  one  of  the  readers  to  sit  upon 
a  12-inch  high-explosive  shell  and 
peck  at  the  percussion  end  until  the 
shell  exploded,  he,  too,  would  be 
convinced  tiiat  the  ahell  was  active. 
€L  A  man  can  ponder  at  tiie  edge  of 
a  dMll-liole  and  say,  "A  didl  es- 
plodad  there."  tf  graas  is  growing  in 
the  cavity,  he  can  be  reatooably 
sure  tliat  the  ezplosioa  was  not  a 
recent  one.  But  in  any  event,  he  can 
not  be  sure  that  there  are  no 
fragments  of  shdl  left  buried  in  the 
crater.  So  with  the  tooth  abscess. 
Maybe  it  is  ancient,  perhaps  fairly 
recent,  but,  we  have  not  the  knowl- 
edge whether  or  not  the  justly 
famous  streptococcus  viridans  has 
occupied  apartments  in  the  alveolL 
Most  of  the  investigations  show  that 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  8.  Viridans  are  there 
and  at  home  aU  the  time. 
Henoe,  we  have  a  camp  of  phy- 
sicians and  dentists  that  say:  *'  If 
it  aches  have  it  out;  if  it  has  ached, 
have  it  out."  And,  we  can  not  give 
a  much  safer  answer. 


It  were  useless  for  me  to  describe  a 
rheumatic  wrist  in  full  bloom  sub- 
siding coincidentally  with  the  re- 
moval of  am  abscessed  cuspid  tooth. 
Please,  take  my  word  for  it.  It  were 
supertTogation  for  me  to  state  that, 
in  all  the  years  that  I  have  been 
radiographing  teeth,  I  never  have 
failed  to  find  apical  abscesses  in 
every  case  of  "rheumatism"  brought 
me  for  skiagrams  of  the  teeth. 
Let  us  agree  that  far  too  much  is 
expected    immediately    after  the 
removal  of  teetli  found  guilty.  Were 
the  sockets  curetted,  or  did  the 
dentist  allow  the  involved  area  to 
be  sealed  in  by  process  of  nature? 
In  extreme  instances,  the  deposit  of 
the  "  deformans  "  is  so  great  that  it 
never  can  be  wholly  rcsorbed.  This 
is  our  misfortune  rather  than  our 
fault.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  is 
high,  much  higher  than  before  the 
"  take  the  picture  of  my  teeth  '* 
became  the  slogan  of  our  rhetunatics. 
€L  In  these  days  of  progress,  when 
our  advance  guards  are  so  dose  upon 
the  haunches  of  the  enemy  that  our 
guards  can  count  the  hobnails  upon 
said  enemy's  shoes,  a  mistake  in 
diagnosis  miQr  he  the  cause  of  faihue 
when  dental  films  are  called  to 
account.  I  have  seen  neuritis  (Sal- 
lowing  the  infliiensa  of  leoent 
months)  so  simulating  the  old  and 
fismiliar  sciatica  that  the  first 
thought  was,  to  radiograph  the 
teeth  of  the  suff^er.  But,  when  he 
took  them  into  Jiis  hands  and 
passed  them  to  the  doctor,  with  a 
friendly  "  Go  as  far  as  you  Uke,  but. 
do  not  break  them,"  the  doctor 
wisely  began  to  search  for  other  poa- 
sible  avenues  of  infection. 
It  is  possible  to  theoriw  until  tiie 
bottomless  pit  is  transfonned  into  a 
skating-park,  and  yet  not  reach 
facts.  As  I  see  the  lift  of  li^ 
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through  the  clouds  it  reads  like  this: 
"  the  teeth  arc  responsible  for  a 
multitude  of  ailments.  It  is  never 
supererogation  to  have  them  ex- 
amined, although,  many  times,  the 
seat  of  trouble  will  be  found  else- 
where." ^ 

Do  not  expect  everything  of  your 
dentist.  He  will  help  wonderfully; 
still,  he  is  not  infallible.  The  work  of 
dental  radiography  is  new,  so  new 
that  we  do  not  fully  comprehend 
everything  that  we  tee  upoa  the 
platea 

In  interpreting  films,  two  things  arc 
misleading:  The  anterior  palatine 
canal,  if  the  angle  of  raying  is  not 
perfect,  may  simulate  an  abscess 
under  either  of  the  upper  central 
teeth;  also,  the  shadow  of  the  in- 
ferior mental  foramen  may  cause 
like  confusion,  by  overlying  a 
bicu^d  ^  ^ 

Make  friends  with  the  Roentgen- 
ologist, and  do  not  be  superior  to 
asking  him  for  his  opinion  and 
interpretation.  (Note  kindly,  that  I 
am  not  speaking  of  the  mechanical 
*•  laboratory-man,"  who  is  only  a 
technician  and  who  is  without  medi- 
cal educaticm.)  The  Roentgenologist 
sees  hundreds  of  films  where  you 
see  one.  "  Practice  makes  perfect." 
C  In  conclusion,  just  think  back  to 
the  days  when  artiiicial  teeth  were 
the  rule,  and  go  over  those  cases 
that  were  rheumatic,  and  try  to 
recall  the  condition  of  the  teeth  in 
such  cases.  Mouth  full  of  snags? 
Surely  I  How  well  you  remember  the 
Roquefort -cheese  breath  and  the 
tongue  that  required  an  acid  bath 
to  tell  whether  it  was  coated  or 
plated.  Yet  some  of  the  advanced 
thinkers  of  those  days  smclled  the 
mouse  that  we  have  visualized,  but, 
most  of  tiiem  thought  that  the 
bacteria  of  decay  were  ground  into 


the  food  and  hence,  affected  the 
digestive  organs  alone.  They  did  not 
dream  that  mastication  was  pump- 
ing a  myriad  of  germs  from  the 
apices  of  the  teeth  into  the  blood- 
stream ^ 

I  well  remember  my  father  (a 
dentist),  twenty  years  ago,  refusing 
to  install  bridgework;  offering  as  his 
reason  the  conviction  that  bridge- 
work  was  insanitar]^,  citing  his 
experiences  in  removing  bridges  and 
extracting  the  "  abutments,"  with  a 
notable  improvement  m  the  health 
of  the  patients.  Bringing  the  theme 
down  to  date,  recently,  a  dentist  in 
discussing  the  matter  with  me, 
remarked:  "  Your  dad  was  twenty 
years  ahead  of  his  time.  How  we 
laughed  at  his  cranky  ideas,  then 
but,  we  know  now  that  he  was  right." 
Readers,  most  of  you  will  see  the 
disappearance  of  bridgework  and 
the  final  obsequies  of  the  por(xlain 
and  gold  crowns  mounted  upon 
dead  teeth  ^ 

Prophylaxis?  Surely!  Write  this  in 
letters  of  fire.  "  Don't  let  your  teeth 
ache."  Give  the  tame  advice  to  your 
patients  ^ 

Each  day  brings  me  fuller  convic- 
tion that  a  new  era  in  dentistry  and 
medicine  is  at  hand.  In  ten  years  the 
extremely  delicate  art  of  angling  for 
dead  nerves  will  become  atx^ut  as 
popular  as  a  case  of  measles  m  a 
baby  ward.  Those  dentists  who  have 
bent  and  broken  under  the  nerve- 
wrecking  strain  of  root-canal  work 
will  become  relics  of  the  past. 
Grandma  and  manmia,  having  suf- 
fered hundreds  of  dollars  worth  of 
jewelry  to  be  ripped  from  their 
mouths,  will  see  to  it  that  the  rising 
generation  "  have  their  teeth  tended 
to  before  they  ache,"  and  the  world 
will  have  advanced  another  peg 
txyward  perfectioo*

MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  DENTAL 

CLINIC 

FRED  D.  GRIGGS,  Managing  Director  Middlesex  County  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  and  Home  Economics,  Waltham,  Massachusetts. 


'HE  clinic  idea  orig- 
inated at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Mid- 
dlesex County  Farm 
Bureau  in  Decem- 
ber 1918,  the  pur- 
pose being  to  pro- 
vide dental  treatment  for  children 
in  towns  where  there  are  no  resident 
dentists.  Dental^  inspection  in  the 
schools  has  shown  the  urgent  need 
for  the  work. 

Portable  equipment,  consisting  of  a 
cabinet,  operator's  chair,  instru- 
ments, sterilizers,  etc.,  costing  ap- 
proximately $750,  was  presented  to 
the  Bureau  by  Mrs.  J.  J.  Storrow  of 
Lincoln,  chairman  of  the  county 


home  economics  council.  Doctors 
Kent  and  Champion  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  Doctor  Cross 
of  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary, 
Boston,  co-operated  with  Mrs.  Stor- 
row and  the  Bureau  in  securing  the 
proper  equipment.  The  services  of 
an  operator,  thoroughly  experienced 
in  work  with  children,  were  also 
secured  *^ 

The  clinic  began  work  in  Townsend 
May  5,  1919,  working  in  co-opera- 
tion with  a  committee  from  the 
Parent-Teacher  Association  and  the 
Red  Cross.  This  committee  had 
canvassed  the  town  thoroughly  and 
received  requests  from  parents  of 
80  per  cent  of  the  school  children  to 
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hove  their  boys  and  giris  reoehre  any 
necessary  treatment.  The  school 
•  committee  fumiahed  quarters  in  the 
various  adwol  houses  and  allowed 
the  children  to  have  the  wofk  done 
during  tiie  school  hours.  Those  living 
in  the  center  of  the  town  came  after 
sdiool  hours.  It  took  until  the 
middle  of  August  to  complete  the 
work.  Dr.  B.  P.  Sullivan,  the 
operator,  eiyoyed  a  few  weeks 
vacation  untU  Sept.  15th,  when  the 
clinic  was  established  in  Ashby  with 
the  oo-operatioa  of  the  local  Red 
Cross  organisation. 
Children  have  thus  far  been  charged 
a  basic  rate  of  approadmately  one 
dollar  an  hour,  the  average  cost  per 
diild  totalling  about  four  dollars. 
Adults  have  been  treated  in  emerg- 
ency cases  at  a  basic  rate  of  two  dol- 
lars an  hour*  The  cSnlc,  however.  Is 
not  established  to  help  adults  who 
are  in  a  position  to  go  to  a  dentist  in 
some  neaiby  town. 
Demands  for  the  cHnie  are  coming 
in  so  rapidly  from  practically  all  of 
the  rural  towns  of  the  county  that  a 
second  operator  has  been  added. 
This  has  necessitated  the  buying  of 
anotlier  portable  chair  and  a  small 
amount  of  working  equipnoKt.  It  is 
planned  to  add  a  young  woman 
dental  hygienist  as  soon  as  a  suitable 
one  can  be  found. 

The  dental  clinic  is  operated  by  the 
Middlesex  County  Farm  Bureau 
which  owns  the  equipment  and 
employs  the  operators. 
The  Bureau  makes  an  arrangement 
with  some  local  organization,  such  as 
the  Red  Cross,  the  Parent-Teacher 
Association,  or  some  g^roup  of  indi- 
viduals who  are  willing  to  guarantee 
thf*  nere<;snn,''  expen<^es.  The  lorn! 


organisation  takes  care  of  the 
advertising.  It  pajft  a  weddy  check 
of  $100  to  the  Bureau  as  kmg  as  the 
clinic  runs.  It  supplies  a  derk  who 
keeps  the  records  of  all  work  done 
and  tends  to  collection  of  fees.  These 
fbes  come  into  the  treasury  of  the 
local  organisation. 
The  actual  expense  of  running  the 
clinic  Is  $120  a  wedt.  The  difference 
between  the  $100  paid  by  the  local 
organisation  and  the  $120  actual 
eipense  is  made  up  by  the  County 
Trustees  for  Aid  to  Agriculture,  who 
coirtfibute  a  small  part  of  the 
operator's  salaries  for  the  educa- 
tional work  whidi  they  do  under  the 
child  health  project  of  the  Middle- 
sex County  Bureau  of  Agriculture 
and  Home  Economics. 
About  80  per  cent  of  the  expense  is 
fior  salaries  of  the  operators,  the 
other  20  per  cent  being  for  supplies 
and  d^nectation  of  equipment 
The  opCTatocs  worie  ditht  hours  a 
day,  five  dasrs  in  the  week  and  four 
hours  on  Saturday.  Experience,  thus 
fisr,  shows  that  wiHi  two  operators 
working,  one  hundred  children  can 
have  their  teeth  put  in  first  class 
shape  in  three  weeks'  time.  It  has 
also  been  shown  that  well  over  90 
per  cent  of  all  children  inspected 
require  more  or  less  treatment. 
Mudi  additional  interesting  data  is 
being  tabulated  by  Dr.  E.  F.  Sulli- 
van as  the  work  goes  along.  He  will 
be  very  glad  to  answer  any  ques- 
tions having  to  do  with  the  profes- 
sional side  of  the  clinic's  services.

>F  an  members  of  the 
dental  profeteioa 
vere  to  take  a  day 

off  and  enter  every 
public  school,  ex- 
amine the  teeth  of 
all  the  pupils,  be- 
ginning with  the  lowest  grade,  the 
findings,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they 
would  be  starlHnp,  would  merely  be 
a  repetition  of  what  has  been  pub- 
li^ed  for  many  years,  namely,  that 
the  school  children  have  decayed 
teeth  to  the  positive  estimate  of 
over  95  per  cent. 

Whoi  these  startling  hgures  were 
first  published  some  ten  years  ago, 
the  Health  Boards  of  many  cities 
tiiought  they  h^id  a  ready  sc^lution 
to  the  problem  and  ordered  all 
doctors  and  nurses  attached  to  the 
adiools  to  consider  defective  teeth 
ill  a  diUd's  npuHh  a  "physical 
defect,^  and  to  requeit  pwents  by 
dfcular  letter  or  ottowiee  to  take 
the  child  to  a  dentist,  for  the  cor* 
lecting  of  all  defective  teetfa»  After 
one  or  two  years  of  this  procedure, 
the  resoha  have  proven  next  to  nil. 
The  campaign  of  the  doctore  and 
nuraet  was  then  puilicd  more 
visoroudy,  particularly  in  New 
York  Cily,  with  the  reiult  that  the 
cbiUiin  etitt  showed  after  aU  thoee 


years  of  effoft,  over  90  per  cent  of 


Apparently  there  was  no  lack  of 
work,  or  enthusiasm,  on  the  part  of 

the  men  and  women  i^vcn  to  tUs 
great  task — ^but  of  course,  as  waa  to 
be  expected,  the  usucd  difficulty  of 
taking  the  child   to  the  family 

deTitist,  and  **  seeing  the  job 
through,"  could  not  be  accompttsbed 
for  the  following  reasons:

moving  out  of  tbe  aectioo  wiierein 
he  pfactised  for  many  years  the  art 
of  inserting  "  ordinary  "  rubber  and 
gold  dentures,  but  now  receiving 
patients  only  for  **  anatomical  ardc- 
ttlatioa  *' — tluia  bringing  down  the 
final  curtain  over  a  period  of  dental 
tieatment  embracing  every  phase  of 
dental  art  and  skill,  including  the 
spedaliat 

The  remedy  for  all  theae  existing 
and  exciting  conditiona  occurred  to 
me  and  to  othera  of  ooorae,  when  the 
aoggeition  was  made  some  six  years 
ago,  to  establish  dental  clinics,  by 
the  municipal  authorities,  for  the 
treatment  of  dental  defects  in  school 
children 

In  Greater  New  York,  nine  dental 
clinics  of  this  type  were  established 
in  various  buildings  (not  schools), 
whereinnose,tliroat  and  eye  work  was 
^^jmt^^  cn^JuDCtion  with  dcntaL 


ThouKh  tiiia  iniHal  c^Mrimcnt  was 
a  8tqi>  in  the  rig^it  dliedion,  it 
resulted  in  nearly  50  per  osnt  of 
diildrcn  never  returning  to  tibte 
CDuic  lor  xreacmcnc,  awer  fciie  u^sc 
ooesaKsoD  obi  mcir  «6ecD« 
Being  one  of  the  opeiatora  In  Ibis 
aervioe,  I  made  the  wiggntion  that 
instead  of  the  childrai  being  broui^ 
to  lliese  «*iini5»f  fyg  dental 

treatment,  it  would  be  a  better  plan 
to  fttuWliih  the  clinics  right  in  the 
school  building.  TMa  plan,  I  ex- 
plained would  save  expense  to  the 
dty,  and  furthermore  diminate  the 
necessity  of  taking  a  number  of 
cfaiklren  at  one  time  out  of  the  class- 
rooms, away  from  tlieir  studies  for 
hours,  and  then  returning  them  to 
the  sdiool  or  homes,  in  diarge  of  a 
nurse,  paid  for  by  the  dty  for  this 
purpose  ^  ss» 

The  change  was  made,  and  the  out- 
come of  the  new  plan  was  so  remark- 
ably successful,  that  the  Oral 
Hygiene  Committees  of  the  Pint 
and  Second  District  Dental  Socie- 
ties of  the  State  of  New  York  are 
now  actively  engaged  in  the  task  of 
arousing  public  sentiment  to  the 
urgent  need  for  many  dental 
clinics,  and  the  authorities  to  the 
point  whereby  a  dental  clinic  sliaU 
be  establidied  in  even^  school  in 
Chreater  New  York — numbering  a 
grand  total  of  over  600  clinics — and 
these  dftnands  are  t>ased  on  the  fol- 
lowing reasons  compiled  from  sta- 
tistics which  your  essayist  has  fur- 
nished to  said  committees  as  follows: 
1.  Records  of  work  and  examinations 
in  Public  School  No.  27,  Borough  of 
the  Bronx,  City  of  New  York,  prove 
that  over  95  per  cent  of  the  pupils' 
teeth  are  in  a  condition  which  is  a 
positive  menace  to  the  health  and 
mental  activities  of  these  cfaildm. 
Reports  from  otlier  and 
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examinations  made  in  other  schools, 
show  that  the  same  conditions  exist 

in  every  public  school. 

2.  The  average  child  can  not  be 
properly  treated  for  the  elimination 
of  these  defects  at  the  proper  age, 
in  a'  private  dental  ofiFice,  because 
home  conditions  and  training  are 
carried  along  into  the  private  office, 
causing  the  patient  to  rebel  and 
resist  treatment,  and  parents  are 
imable  to  get  the  children  to  submit 
to  the  necessary  work. 

3.  This  condition  is  obviated  in  a 
school  clinic  and  the  children 
receive  complete  and  proper  dental 
service,  because  of  the  school  train- 
ing and  discipline,  together  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Principal,  teach- 
ers, and  nurses.  Experience  has 
shown  that  rarely  ever  does  a  child 
patient  object  to  getting  into  the 
School  Dentist's  chair,  and  have  his 
or  her  teeth  attended  to;  and 
subsequent  fear  of  returning  to  the 
dental  room  every  six  months  is 
entirely  eliminated.  This  is  dis- 
tinctly educational,  as  the  training 
for  future  requirements  for  dental 
service  in  later  years  will  be  easily 
accomplished. 

4.  The  fact  that  so  very  large  a  per- 
centage of  school  children  have 
defective  teeth  is  proof  that  the 
problem  is  a  most  serious  one,  and 
one  that  must  be  taken  up  from  a 
public  standpoint  for  the  future  wel- 
fare of  the  community. 

5.  The  great  number  of  child 
patients,  who  require  immediate 
treatment  would  necessitate,  even  if 
the  work  could  be  done  privately, 
that  every  dentist  discontinue  treat- 
ing adult  patients,  and  devote  all 
his  time  to  children. 

6.  Of  cour^,  the  problem  is  too 
{^■.igantic  for  the  dental  profession  to 
handle  privately,  similar  to  that  of 


educating  the  great  mass  of  pupils. 
It  is  distinctly  a  public  health  and 
educational  problem,  and  can  only 
be  taken  care  of  by  the  municipality. 

7.  The  comp)arison  of  classes  of 
school  children,  who  have  received 
dental  service  in  the  school  clinic,  to 
similar  grades  that  have  not  been 
under  treatment,  is  simply  astound- 
ing. The  notably  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  grades  that  have 
received  dental  treatment,  in  men- 
tality, improved  appetite,  absence 
of  pallor,  attendance,  efficiency, 
and  attentiveness,  are  matters  of 
record  in  the  office  of  Mr.  A.  T. 
Gorton,  Principal  of  Public  School 
No.  27,  the  Bronx.  Very  frequently 
when  visitors  have  been  taken  to 
the  different  class-rooms,  they  have 
remarked  on  the  clearer  atmcwphere 
of  some  rooms  in  comparison  with 
others.  In  these  cases  it  has  been 
found  that  the  clearer  and  fresher 
air  was  in  rooms  where  all  the 
children's  teeth  had  been  attended 
to  in  the  school  dental  clinic. 

8.  If  as  a  matter  of  experiment  a  law 
were  enacted,  compelling  parents  to 
take  their  children  to  a  dentist  at 
six  years  of  age  or  earlier,  it  would 
prove  a  complete  failure  owing  to 
the  fact  that  nearly  all  parents 
would  fail  in  their  efforts  to  induce 
their  children  to  submit  to  treat- 
ment, except  as  an  emergency 
measure,  which  results  in  the  little 
patient  ever  after  fearing  a  visit  to 
the  dentist.  On  tlie  other  hand,  the 
children  of  a  grade  who  are  under 
treatment  in  the  school  clinic  find  it 
part  of  their  daily  routine  to  visit 
the  dental  room  until  all  the  neces- 
sary work  has  been  completed. 

9.  Rendering  free  dental  service  to 
tlie  school  children  in  the  school 
building  is  no  more  pauperizing  the 

^  parents  or  the  cliildren,  than  that  of

giving  them  free  inentnl  training. 
Every  child  is  as  much  entitled  to 
every  possible  health  activity  in  its 
behalf,  as  it  is  to  an  education. 
10.  The  above  facts  further  cUspose 
of  the  statements  made  by  some 
foni^er  opponent!!!  of  liic  cause,  that 
dental  service  to  the  school  children 
m  the  public  schools  is  apt  to  cause 
them  the  loss  of  possible  patients. 
The  exact  reverse  to  this  is  the  real 
truth,  a»  the  aervioe  rendered  to  the

>P  one  were  to  sak 
the  average  penon 
if  they  had  jever 
found  anjrthing  par* 
ticularly  humorous 
about  teeth  and 
their  attendant 
troubles,  he  or  she  would — with  the 
possiUe  exception  of  the  dental 
practitoner — immediately  answer, 
and  notinfrequently  with  emphasis, 
"No I  Lecidcdly  Nol  "  And  why? 
For  the  simple  reason  that  tooth- 
ache is  oie  of  the  evils  that  flesh  is 
heir  to,  aid  seldom  is  it  that  one 
passes  throigh  life  without  at  some 
time  or  otier  suffering  from  its 
ravages.  Beides,  has  not  Shake- 
speare, than  vhom  no  one  under- 
stood human  nature  better,  said: 
Pot  there  was  ftver  yet  philosopher 
That  eoilld  enore  the  toothache 


It  is  true  that  oi^  or  two  writers 
hatte  ia  tiie  pMt  cn^cmrad  to  pco- 


duce  smwe  or  less  faumcxroii*— one 
can  OBiy  conclude  that  thdr  faumor 
was  sadly  forced! — sallies  on  the 
eubject  of  toothache,  but  they  are 

now  at  extinct  as  the  dodo.  Besides, 
who  would  wish  to  recall  these  ill- 
advised  jests?  Surely  no  one:  the 
matter  jars  upon  the  nervee;  it  is  in 
every  sense  too  painfxil. 
The  latest  addition  to  that  small 
band  of  would-be  humorous  writers 
upon  toothache  is  an  American, 
Irvin  S.  Cobb,  who  includes  in  his 
amusing  and  witty  volume,  "  Cobb's 
Bill  of  Fare  "  a  chapter  on  Teetli. 
"First  there  are  the  miUc  teeth," 
writes  Mr.  Cobb.  "  Right  here  our 
troubles  start.  To  use  the  term 
commonly  in  use,  we  cut  them, 
although,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they 
cut  us — cut  thca^  with  the  aid  of 
some  such  mussy  thing  as  a  tooth- 
ing ring,  or  the  homy  part  of  the 
mine's  thumb,  or  the  reverse  side  of 
tliem  alt  tiio  cost  of 
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Infinite  sufTering,  not  only  for  our 
adves,  but  for  evetybody  else  In  the 
vidnity.  And  about  the  time  we  get 
the  last  one  in  we  lw||a  to  lose  tfaa 
first  one  out.  They  go  one  at  m  time, 
by  falling  out  or  by  being  yanked 

out  We  go  In  nam  for  the  full 

thirty-two  depm**«.,3y  arduous 
and  painful  processes,  stretching 
over  a  period  of  years,  we  get  our 
regular  teeth — the  others  were  only 
volunteers — ooocluding  with  \  the 
wisdom  teeth,  as  so  called,  but  it  Is 
a  misnomer,  because  there  is  never 
room  for  them  and  they  have  to 
stand  up  in  the  back  row,  and  they 
usually  arrive  with  holes  in  them, 
and  if  we  really  possessed  any 
wisdom  we  would  figure  out  some 
way  of  abolishing  them  altogether. 
They  come  late  and  crowd  their  way 
in  and  push  the  other  teeth  out  of 
line,  and  so  we  go  about  for  months 
with  the  top  of  our  mouths  filled 
with  braces  and  wires  and  things,  so 
that  when  we  breathe  hard  we  sob 
and  croon  inside  of  ouiselvte  like  an 
aeolian  harp. 

"  But  in  any  event  we  get  them  all," 
continues  the  author,  "  and  no 
sooner  do  we  get  them  than  we 
begin  to  lose  them.  They  develop 
cavities  and  acha  and  extra  root% 
and  we  spend  a  good  part  of  our 
lives  and  most  of  our  substance  with 
the  dentist.  Nevertheless,  in  spite  of 
all  we  can  do  and  all  he  can  do,  we 
keep  on  losing  them.  And  after  a 
while  they  are  all  gone,  and  our  face 
folds  up  on  us  like  a  crushed  hat  or 
a  concertina,  and  from  our  brow  to 
our  chin  we  don't  look  much  more 
than  a  third  as  long  as  we  used  to 
look." 

And  then,  according  to  Mr.  Cobb, 
the  memory  of  past  beef-steaks 
roiisen  us  to  the  advisability  of  get- 
ting some   false  teeth,   and  he 


•musingly  dilates  upon  the  kngfth 
and  difificultleB  of  this  pfoeest: 
"  You  never  see  any  hand-me-down 
teetii  luivertised,  guaranteed  to  fit 
any  face  and  withstand  •  dmmp 
climate." 

4L  it  will  be  noticed  from  tiie  fore- 
going extracts  that  much  of  the 
book  is  colloquiaHy  written.  Ameri- 
can dang  is  periiaps  before  all  others 
in  volume,  and  readers  this  side  of 
^e  "herrinc  pond"  require  tiie 
assistance   of  a    vocabulaiy  to 
thoroufl^ily  understand  it.  For  In- 
stance, the  dental  practitioner  Is 
lefeifed  to  as  "  the  Demon  Yegg- 
man  of  the  Human  Face; "  dse- 
whece  as  the  "  Grave  Digger."  And 
expressions  such  as  "  ......a  barber's 

thumb  is  Peaches  Melba  alongside 
of  a  dentist's:  "  You  catch  him 
spitting  in  his  hands  and  hitching 
his  sleeves  up  as  you  are  hanging  up 
your  hat;  "  "  You  arc  overflowing 
copiously,  and  you  wish  he  woulcf 
take,  the  time  to  stop  and  bawl  you 

out: "  "  knee-deep  in  your  tide 

wash;  "  and  "  You  perspire  fredy, 
and  make  noises  like  a  drunken  2ulu 
trying  to  sing  a  Swedish  folk-toni^ 
while  holding  a  spoonful  of  hot  nush 
in  his  mouth,"  are  hardly  cakolated 
to  advance  the  cause  of  hum^r.  But 
they  are,  after  all,  but  minor 
blemishes  in  an  otherwiK  4istinrtly 
amusing  chapta*. 

Shakespeare's  well-knowi  "Seven 
Ages  of  Man  "  is  thus  interpreted  in 
terms  of  the  Tooth:  "  first  age,  no 
tooth:  second  age,  milt  teeth;  third 
age,  losing  'em;  fourth  age,  getting 
more  teeth;  fifth  aje,  losing  'em: 
sixth  age,  getting  fdse  teeth  and 
finding  they  arert  satisfactory: 
seventh  nge,  tootiiess  again."  »^ 
The  author's  frieid — a  gunsmith — 
and  the  difficulti^  into  which  a  set 
of  false  teeth  1x1  him,  is  certainly 
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laui^ble.  Losing  his  natural  taetfi 
eady  in  life»  he  existed  until  pait 
•iaty  yean  of  age  without  a  false  se*. 
tliere  being  nothing  about  the  art  of 
gunsmithing  wfakh  caUed  for  teeth. 
Wisdonit  however,  came  with  age^ 
and  saging  nothing  about  his  inten- 
tioiit  he  had  himself  fitted,  and 
proudly  walked  home  to  bit  wife  and 
family  with  his  new  possession. 
These  teeth  evidently  alt»^  the 
old  gentleman's  appearance  "aome;" 
'*  his  face  lost  that  accordion- 
pleated  look  and  atnightened  out, 
and  frfi^f***  six  or  seven  inches 
looser  from  top  to  bottom."  He 
wore  **  a  sort  of  determined  aspect 
like  the  iron-jawed  lady  in  a  circus, 
wliefcea  before  his  face  had  the 
appearance  of  being  folded  over  and 
wadded  down  inside  of  his  neck- 
band, so  his  hat  could  rest  comfort- 
tibfy  oo  his  collar.*'  His  wife  failed 
to  recogoiie  him  and  shut  the  door 
in  his  face,  and  his  faithful  dog  came 
out  and  bet  him  in  the  calL  As  the 
author  remarks,  the  only  consola- 
tkm  he  had  was  the  knowledge  that 
he  was  in  a  positioo  to  bite  backl 
The  kind  friend — we  all  know  them 
^^wbo  talks  in  a  tone  of  high  cour* 
age  to  the  toothache  victim,  is 
faitiifully  depicted.  How  they  do 
like  to  labor  the  obvkmsl— You 
ought  to  have  something  done  for  it 
right  awayl "  So  also  is  the  one 
tooth  that  behaves  herself  **  like  a 
lady  " — the  one  that  remains  faith- 
ful imtil  ia  the  end  she,  like  the 
otherii  ia  won  over  to  the  side  of 
tmdiCfy.  Don't  we  all  know  that 
€B0  tooth?  But  teetii""4ik)e  men"" 
were  ever  deceivers. 
Then  there  ia  a  wdl-written  descrip- 
tioii  of  nocturnal  toothache  that  is 
■itrpcitingly  and  dcprcislngly  like 
the  real  thing.  "  In  your  dream  it 
■Cf  mi  that  a  fax  terrier  ia  chasing  m 


woodcfauck  around  and  around  the 
inside  of  your  head." 
But  how  unkind  to  thus  define  the 
antecedent  of  the  modem  dentist  1 
"  I  have  heard  that  fifty  years  ago  a 
dentist  travelled  about  over  the 
country  from  place  to  place,  aome- 
times  puUing  a  tooth  and  sometimes 
breaking  a  colt.  He  practised  his  art 
with  an  outfit  cnniiaHng  of  two  pairs 
oC  iron  forceps — one  pair  being 
sabre-toothed,  while  the  other  pair 
waa  motdty  aaw-fretted — and  he 
tBve  a  man  the  tame  kind  of  treat* 
ment  he  gave  a  horse,  only  he  tied 
the  horse's  legs  first." 
The  best  part  of  the  chapter,  how- 
evert  it  reserved  to  the  end,  where 
may  he  read  an  excellent  bvirlesque 
of  tiie  average  visit  to  the  dentiiti 
Exaggeration,  off  ooiuae,  plasra  its 
part,  but  then  exaggeration  and 
burlesque  invaffial^y  go  hand  in 
haod.  The  emotions  of  the  patient 
ara  amusingly  '* hit  off"  at  the 
expense  of  the  practitioaer  m  m 
matter  of  course,  and  one  longs  to 
read  the  other  side  of  the  story. 
What  an  endknt  article  descrip- 
tive of  an  average  day's  professional 
work  could  be  written  by  the 
mcgority  of  dental  practitionersl 
From  the  standpoint  of  the  patient, 
however,  wbo  does  not  recollect  the 
"  hideous  embraces  of  a  ted  plush 
dudr" — the  color  is  of  no  conse- 
quence— the  tray  of  ghastly  dental 
appliances,  here  newly  termed  "  a 
display  of  open  ptumUng; "  and 
that  dreadful  "crochet  needie»" 
whidh  we  are  assured  first  came 
into  use  at  the  time  of  the  Spanish 
Inquisition,  but  haa  since  been 
greatly  improved  on  and  brought 
right  up  to  date?  "  And  ia  it  not 
remarkable  that  while  one  strongly 
objects  to  waiting  at  the  tailor's, 
hairdrewer'a,  or,  indeed,  anywhere 
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else,  in  the  dental  ante- room  one  can 
wait  quite  resignedly  lor  no  matter 
bow  long! 

To  come  to  the  actual  drawing  of 
the  tooth,  how  reminiscent  it  all  is! 
"He  harvests  small  sectionsofthegum 
fW>m  time  to  time,  and  occasionally  he 
Stops  long  enough  to  loosen  up  the 
rootsasfardownasyour  floating  ribs. 
But  he  pulls  her.  He  spares  no  pains 
to  pull  that  tooth.  Or  if  h  e  spares 
•ny  you  are  not  able  subsequently 
to  remember  what  they  were.  You 
utter  various  sounds  in  a  strange  and 
liMSOiiq;)fehensibIe  language,  and  he 
lays  back  and  braces  his  knees 
apdnst  your  lower  jaw,  and  the 
tOOdl  utters  the  death-rattle  and 
bcgbia  picking  the  coverlid.  And 
then  he  gives  one  final  heave  and 
bfcoka  the  nxits  away  fnnn  the 


lower  part  of  your  spinal  column  to 
which  they  were  adhering,  and 
emerges  into  the  open  panting  but 
triumphant,  and  hoids  his  tnq)!^^  up 
for  you  to  look  at." 

But  every  page  of  Mr.  Cobb's 
amusing  book  makes  for  excellent 
fooling,  and  it  can  safely  be  recom- 
mended as  a  safe  cure  for  dysp>epsia 
and  kindred  troubles.  It  should  be 
added  that  other  chapters  deal  with 
"Hair,*'  "Tunm^ies"— how  quaintly 
naive! — "  Hands  and  Feet,"  '*  Vit- 
tles;"  and  "  Music,"  "Art,"  and 
"  Sport."  Indeed,  the  ranks  of 
humorous  writers  are  not  over- 
crowded, and  Mr.  Cobb  has  made 
no  smaQ  cootributioa  to  what  of 
late  has  been  in  datifer  of  beooming 
a  loet  art.

The  writer  says  he  got  the  best  he 
could  buy.  I  suppose  that  means  a 
madiine  that  takes  an  instantaneous 
picture,  a  thing  that  I  have  never 
seen  sufficient  vahie  in  to  warrant 
the  jeopardy  of  its  use. 
I  have  been  using  for  five  years  a 
small  coil  machine  that  takes  from 
15  to  20  seconds  eaqiosttre.  I  have 
exposed  myself  for  a  second  or  two, 
hundreds  of  times  and  I  think  I  have 
suffered  no  harm. 

An  operator  in  instructing  the 


patient  how  to  hold  the  film,  and  in 
testing  his  tube  Ibr  vacuum,  is 
ahnost  certam  to  tdoe  a  diaaoe  In 
this  manner. 

Now  if  it  takes  twenty  seconds  ex- 
posure to  do  my  anatomy  with  a 
small  coil,  what  some  of  these  big 
coils  can  do  in  a  seoond,  the  margin 
of  safety  of  oomse  is  immensely 
with  the  small  machine. 

I  have  never  yet  found  a  patient 
who  would  not  keep  still  for  a  twenty 
seconds  exposure  and  I  get  good 
pictures  ^ 

I  took  the  hint  that  I  read  in,  I 
think  Paper's  book,  and  provided 
myself  with  a  lead  screen  one  eighth 
of  an  inch  thick,  and  shellac  coated 
it  to  prevent  possibility  of  lead 
poisoning — per  Campell  of  L\nm,

This  series  is  restricted  to  a  single  publication  in  each  munici- 
pality. The  most  successful  newspapers  are  so  because  they 
are  truly  helpful  to  their  readers.  Live  publishers  Imow  this 
and  are  anxious  to  secure  features  really  helpful.  We  do  not 
need  to  tell  any  member  of  the  dental  profession  how  and  why 
these  McGee  articles  will  be  helpful  to  the  laity.  Any  news- 
paper may  secure  them  on  application.  When  it  is  too  late 
they  may  be  tumbfing  over  themselves  to  secure  the  service  9^ 
Large  bodies  move  slowly.  It  has  needed  a  lot  of  preliminary 
work  to  get  ready  for  tlids  campaign,  but  we  are  now  under 
way.

LEAD  ON  AND  WE  WILL  FOLLOW 

HE  DENTAL  COSMOS  "  in  the  October  issue, 
has  an  editorial  Dental  Education  of  the 
Public,**  in  which  our  communication  to  the 
Editor,  Dr.  Edward  Kirk,  is  criticised.  Reading 
in  part  it  is  as  follows: 

We  desire  the  co-operation  of  every  dental  society 
iu  the  land,  and  of  every  dental  journal.  The  object 
of  tfaU  letter  is  to  aak  you  to  oo-opente  throu^  your  msgMine 
Id  bclpioc  the  dcntsl  pfofcwon  socuxv  this  ufdift* 

It  is  to  that  portion  in  which  the  magazine  is  asked  to  "  help 
the  dental  profession  secure  this  uplift,*'  the  objection  is 
taken.  We  fiirtlier  quote  from  the  editorial: 

One  would  suppose  that  a  scheme  for  the  education  of  the  lay 
public  in  the  care  of  the  mouth  and  teeth  as  a  health  measure, 
would  have  for  its  main,  if  not  its  only  purpose,  the  '*  uplift "  of  the 
lay  public  If  the  plan  proposed  is  to  succeed,  we  submit  tiist  it 
can  reach  success  on  no  other  basis  than  through  a  realizing  sense 
by  those  who  undertake  it  that  it  is  for  the  public  welfare  that 
the  effort  is  made,  that  the  uplift  to  be  achieved  in  the  uplift  of 
humanity,  and  that  any  taint  of  selfish  professknal  interest, 
CKpfceeed  or  implied,  will  be  fatal  to  the  attaimnent  of  the  object 

In  the  proposed  education  of  the  laity,  the  question  is:  Is  it 
to  be  an  uplift?  Sure,  it  is  an  uplift!  What  under  Heaven's 
name  else  could  it  be?  It  is  an  upUft  to  the  patient,  dentist, 
the  dental  manufacturer  and  d^er — all  are  to  share  in  it 
alike.  The  patient  gains  a  knowledge  of  the  value  and  need  of 
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dentistiy  as  a  health  asset;  the  dentist  is  employed  on  ftill 
time,  enabled  to  pay  his  UUs  more  pfomptly,  order  in  larger 
quantities,  and  add  to  his  equipment;  the  dental  dealer  and 
manufacturer  share  in  this  added  prosperity.  If  20  per  cent 
of  the  public  patronise  the  dentist  instead  of  10  per  cent  as  at 
piesenty  how  afe  you  to  prevent  him  from  getting  his? 

This  is  a  campaign  to  uplift  the  whole  dental  profesrion.  You 
ask:  Isn't  this  a  big  job?  It  is  the  deuce  of  a  job — a  real  man's 
job.  That  is  the  reason  we  are  present.  We  want  your  co-opera- 
tion. This  is  no  whirlwind  campaign  to  be  finkhed  in  a  few 
months  and  back  to  our  muttons.  It  is  the  biggest  thing  that 
ever  happened  in  dentistry. 

If  you  do  not  like  to  accept  this  uplift,  then  give  10  per  cent  of 
your  income  to  the  Lord.  A  lot  of  folks  do  and  feel  the  better 
for  it.  Or,  you  could  even  make  it  25  per  cent;  but  uplift  it  is, 
and  you  can  not  escape  it. 

Once  upon  a  time  a  dentist  became  interested  in  Oral  Hygiene. 
He  had  visions  of  the  future — not  because  of  any  fitness  for 
the  work,  in  fact  with  several  special  handicaps.  He  seemed 
to  have  been  selected  to  assume  the  burden,  to  become  a 
pioneer  and,  with  his  fellows,  blaze  the  way  for  others  who 
were  to  follow.  Naturally,  mistakes  were  made.  Opposition 
was  encountered  in  unexpected  places.  To  make  the  thing  a 
success  it  became  necessary  for  some  one  to  devote  an  increas- 
ing amount  of  time  to  the  work ;  opposition  only  stimulated, 
and  to  insure  its  success  he  threw  a  perfectly  good  dental 
practice  out  of  the  window,  as  it  was  in  the  way  of  progress  ^ 
For  his  own  self-respect  he  must  make  this  work  a  success  and 
secure  for  himself  this  uplift.  This  was  more  to  him  than 
money — it  was  more  than  health.  As  a  result  of  all  these 
activities,  he  became  heavily  in  debt.  Did  the  dental  profession, 
the  dental  dealers  who  profited  by  this  uplift  in  furnishing 
equipment  to  school  and  industrial  dental  dispensaries — did 
any  of  them  pass  the  hat,  or  sob  on  his  shoulder?  They  did  not! 
He  was,  justly,  considered  a  first-class  imitation  of  a  silly 
fool.  No  man  has  the  right  to  neglect  his  own  interests  and 
jeopardize  the  future  of  his  family,  to  engage  in  such  philan- 
thropic work  at  the  expense  of  his  financial  future.  He  must, 
first  of  all,  demonstrate  that  he  is  a  business  success.  If  he 
docs  not  pay  his  bills  promptly,  if  he  goes  into  bankruptcy,  he 
is  a  personal  discredit  to  his  profession.  Society  respects  the 
man  who  makes  philanthropy  pay  its  way. 

You  may  say  all  of  this  was  misdirected  effort;  trying  to  do, 
personally,  the  work  of  others.  We  grant  the  truth  of  this,  but 
one  can  not  be  wise  all  at  once.  Mr.  E.  G.  Routzahn,  of  the 
Department  of  Surveys  and  Exhibits,  Russell  Sage  Founda- 
tion, in  an  address  brought  out  this  point  nicely: 
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Don't  do  a  thing  yourself  if  you  can  p>o$sibly  get  some  one  to  do 
it  for  yoiL  Their  interest  it  stimulated  and  tfaey  soon  beoome 
hdpers»  who*  If  not  asked  to  do  something,  would  remain  indiffer- 
ent. If  you  want  a  book  printed  on  mouth  hygiene  and  only  have 
ten  dollars,  better  spend  the  money  in  trying  to  persuade  your 
local  or  State  Health  or  Educational  Departments  to  print  it  for 
you  9m  m 

This  is  the  gentle  art  of  using  your  head  and  other  people's 
hands 

But  our  friend  who  indsted  on  being  a  philanthropist  to  his 
financial  danmation — what  of  him?  He  woke  up  in  time  and 
now  owes  no  man.  He  has  a  talking  machine  and  a  few 
Liberty  Bonds.  Hli  wife  has  a  diamond  ring,  a  lavalliere,  ai^ 
an  imitation  string  of  pearls.  Next  year  they  hope  to  "  aPord  " 
an  automobile  and  pay  for  the  gasoline.  Let  us  hope  that,  Hke 
unto  the  stofy  book,  "  they  liveid  hapfrfly  ever  after.** 
But  this  is  an  exceptional  case.  Speaking  in  genml,  when  you 
have  an  uplift  to  humanity  witiiout  *'  taint  of  sel^sh  profes- 
sional interest,'*  then  the  millennium  is  come.  Most  men 
nowadays  want  to  **  learn  while  th^  earn,"  md  any  uplift 
scheme  to  be  successful,  must  pay  its  way.  It  is  useless  to 
expect  anytiiing  else.  More  than  this,  while  in  operation  it  is 
well  to  closely  watch  the  machinery  or  some  one,  fresh  from 
a  successful  raid  on  the  chuifth  poor  box,  will  throw  sand  in 
the  bearings  or  violently  remove  the  uplifter. 

When  the  dental  profession  has  performed  its  duty,  and 
educated  the  public  as  to  their  need  of  modem  dentistry,  its 
influence  on  health,  happiness  and  life  itself,  when  they  are 
catering  to  more  than  10  per  cent  of  the  people  who  sorely 
need  dental  attention,  then — and  only  then  can  we  test 
assured  that  the  public  and  not  ourselves  are  to  blame  for 
the  present  condition. 

People  have  money  to  buy  automobiles,  talking  machines, 
jewelry,  and  expensive  raiment,  including  shoes.  It  used  to  be 
hats,  but,  mnce  the  advent  of  short  skirts,  it  is  shoes  at  fifteen 
dollars,  or  more,  per  pair;  and  the  shops  are  full  of  shoes  from 
four  dollars  up  and  nobody  wants  them.  Even  tiie  poor 
shop-girl "  will  have  none  of  them,  though  ^e  buys  the 
material  for  her  hat  at  the  ten  cent  store  and  trims  it  herself. 
41  It  is  the  duty  of  the  dental  profession  to  inform  the  Udty 
as  to  their  need  of  modem  dentistry.  So  long  as  we  continue  to 
do  only  10  per  cent  of  the  necessary  work  the  profession  is 
under  reproach.  When  the  public  are  informed,  it  is  up  to 
them  to  decide  whether  it  is  automobiles,  jewelry,  expensive 
raiment — or  dentistry;  and  we  have  no  right  to  deckle  this 
question  for  them.  To  illustrate  this  point:  On  examining  the 
mouth  of  a  new  patient  we  found  some  twenty  cavities.  The 
patient,  a  young  lady,  asked  if  she  might  see  the  teeth  tiiat 
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needed  attention.  By  means  of  a  mouth  mirror  and  artificial 
illumination,  her  request  was  granted.  She  said,  that  is  very 
queer.  I  had  my  teeth  examined  not  six  months  ago  and  was 
assured  that  everything  was  attended  to."  Knowing  the 
gentleman,  and  his  habits  of  procrastination,  I  asked,  "  Did 
he  not  request  you  to  come  again  in  six  months  for  further 
attention?  "  She  assured  me  this  was  correct.  **  Undoubtedly 
he  knew  of  these  cavities  and  expected  to  attend  to  them  at 
that  time,"  I  said.  But  she  was  not  satisfied  and.  at  her  sug- 
gestion, I  asked  the  dentist  his  reason  for  this  neglect.  He  was 
not  busy  and  could  well  have  attended  to  them:  also,  I  knew 
him  to  be  a  man  of  integrity.  When  questioned  about  the 
matter,  he  said:  **  I  have  attended  to  the  teeth  of  the  family 
for  many  years;  they  are  poor  but  worthy.  I  never  charge 
them  full  fees.  If  all  of  her  teeth  had  been  attended  to,  it  would 
mean  that  she  would  have  to  go  without  a  new  hat  and  a 
winter  dress."  Was  the  patient  grateful  for  this  consideration 
of  her  finances?  She  was  not!  She  decided,  and  I  think  justly, 
that  he  had  no  right  to  decide  for  her;  that  it  was  up  to  him  to 
place  the  matter  for  her  decision,  and  if  she  chose  to  do  without 
the  new  hat  and  winter  dress  and  have  her  teeth  attended  to 
— ^well  and  good. 

We  deny  that  the  pftaent  public  demand  for  dental  services 
is  fully  equal  to  the  capacity  of  tbt  dental  profession  to 
supply.'*  A  few  fortunate  men  may  be  busy,  but  it  was  always 
thus.  They  may  be  getting  more  for  their  services  as  a  result 
of  an  added  appreciation  of  the  public.  Many  men  are  not 
working  to  their  full  capacity;  they  have  many  idle  and 
unproductive  hours;  th^  do  not  employ  an  assistant;  they  do 
all  their  plate  work,  yea,  many  of  them  even  care  for  dieir 
offices.  The  average  net  income  of  the  dentist,  even  in  these 
times  of  H.  C.  L.,  is  less  than  $1,500.  Ask  the  traveling  dental 
salesman — ^he  knows. 

While  the  four  year  course  will  materially  reduce  the  gradu- 
ation class  of  the  coming  year,  entrance  classes  in  our  dental 
schools  are  breaking  all  records.  The  reasons  given  for  this 
are:  there  was  not  the  usual  increase  in  buildings  and  teaching 
staffs  during  the  war,  and  the  youth  of  the  country  were 
employed  in  war  work  at  home  and  abroad.  The  Royal  College 
of  Dental  Surgeons,  Toronto,  Ontario,  reports  over  800 
students  offering  themselves  for  registration.  Of  this  number 
nearly  400  wish  to  enter  the  first  year.  The  same  is  true  of  our 
American  schools  who  report  an  average  of  double  the  registra- 
tion of  the  past  year.  The  institutions  offering  a  course  in 
dental  hygiene  have  the  same  report.  Over  sixty  students  are 
registered  at  the  Rochester  Dental  Dispensary,  a  capacity 
proposition. 
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The  editorial  justly  says: 

If  dentistry  ia  to  be  a  monopoly  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  favored 
few,  protected  by  legislation,  conceived  and  administered  to 
ooQserve  the  adfiah  ends  of  a  minority,  what  is  to  become  of  the 
dcoiaiid  for  dental  tervioe  wUch  poptdtf  eduortira 
CfMte— Indeed*  has  tUttmdy  created?  One  of  two  thinga  nuMt 
happen — cither  the  organized  dental  precession  must  provide 
the  required  service,  or  the  state  will  have  to  open  the  way. 

Just  so,  biotfaerl  and  this  forcibly  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
tfaat  doital  laws  weie  not  intended  for  tiie  benefit  of  the 
dental  proleseion  tiut  they  niii^t  organise  a  dose  corporation^ 
a  trades  union,  if  you  please,  to  ejqiMt  tlie  public.  Dental 
laws  and  dental  legislation  are  intended  for  tbe  benefit  of  the 
public  that  they  d^all  not  become  the  prey  of  the  charlatan 
and  the  quadc  Kir.  Georfe  i^ynson,  in  a  recent  article  in  this 
magasine  said: 

It  was  the  duty  of  the  dental  jjrofession  to  inform  the  laity  as  to 
their  need  of  modem  dentistry — ^that  so  long  as  they  only  did  10 
percent  of  the  neoeiMflywotk  tbepnifearioo  wsa  under  wproafcli» 

We  may  be  certain  that  dentiitiy  will  not  assume  the  place  to 

which  it  is  entitled  so  long  as  its  work  is  confined  largely  to  the 
affluent  and  the  p>oor.  It  must  not  only  appeal  to  the  masses,  but 
must  come  within  the  means  of  the  masses. 

The  editorial  concludes  with» 

We  willingly  accord  our  co-operation  to  Oral  Hugient  in  its 
adieme  for  educating  the  lay  public. 

Thank  you»  Sirl  We  need  your  help.

Furthermore,  he  says,  without  thee 
I  shall  live  a  longer  life. 
Hurry  with  the  anesthetic! 
Hasten  with  the  carving  knife  1" 

Burlington,  Vermont,  through  its  free  dental  committee,  representing 
the  Burlington  Dental  Society,  the  Medical  Concp.c,  the  city  schools,  and 
the  clubs  and  soci'.tics  interested  in  civdc  betterment,  are  seriously  con- 
sidering plans  for  establishing  a  free  dental  clinic  for  children.  The  com- 
mittee adjourned  to  await  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  from  the 
Dental  Society  pending  further  action. 

<[  Graduates  of  the  Universities  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand  are  recog- 
nized without  examination  in  Great  Britain.  No  recognition  or  exemptions 
are  granted  graduates  of  Canadian  Universities  or  tlie  Dominion  Dental 
Council.  But  a  large  luimber  of  Canadians  have  been  granted  a  license  to 
practise  their  profession  in  Great  Britain.  It  would  appear  to  an  outsider 
that  the  Canadian  Dental  graduates  should  be  allowed  to  practise  in 
Great  Britain  on  the  same  basis  as  other  Colonial  schools.

Retailers  are  securing  goods  from  jobbers 
without  arguing  about  prices,  if  tliey  can  only  be  assured  of  immediate 
delivery.  They  know  their  customers  will  scramble  for  the  goods,  regardless 
of  cost.  Thus,  with  an  abnormal  demand  and  a  limited  output,  nothing 
else  can  be  expected  than  high  prices.  It  is  a  natural,  thmtgh  deplorable, 
consequence  that  profiteers  abound." 

C[  Woohvorth  gave  to  the  world  a  remarkable  example  of  the  immense 
profit  there  is  in  scllini-!;  many  items  at  a  small  profit.  He  bought  in  vast 
bulk  and  sold  direct  to  the  consumer.  He  eliminated  the  middleman. 
Unquestionably  there  is  a  gross  waste  in  our  present  method  of  merchandis- 
ing. In  ordinary  goods  like  men's  suits,  it  is  customary  for  the  retailer  to 
add  fifty  per  cent  to  the  manufacturer's  selling  price.  The  same  is  true  in 
many  lines  of  women's  wear.  Wc  have  too  many  retailers  and  their  methods 
are  not  conducive  to  economy.

There 
have  been  many  persons  in  our  profession  who  have  succumbed  to  the  vice 
of  faddism  and  they  become  in  their  treatment,  in  certain  respects,  insane 
and,  therefore,  in  a  practical  sense,  they  are  a  real  danger  to  the  com- 
munity. Watch  out  then,  for  the  earliest  indications  of  faddism  in  your-

Crown  and  bridj^ework,  preventive  dentistry,  porcelain  jacket  crowns, 
oral  surgery,  local  anesthesia,  indirect  or  im]'>ression  and  model  method 
as  applied  to  making  gold  and  porcelain  inlays  for  tooth  restoration, and  a 
department  of  prosthodontia  will  be  given.  A  fee  of  $25.00  will  be  charged 
to  help  defray  the  expenses.  This  fee  will  pay  for  three  courses  on  tliree 
separate  days  as  it  will  be  impossible  to  attend  more  than  one  course  each 
day.  For  each  extra  course  over  three,  a  fee  of  $10.00  will  be  charged.  The 
exhibits  of  dental  oftice  equipment  and  supphcs  promise  to  surpass  any- 
thing of  a  Uke  nature  attempted  at  any  meeting  in  the  country. 

At  Seattle,  Washington,  during  the  week  of  July  14,  the  British  Columbia 
Dental  Sucicty  and  the  Washington  State  Dental  Association,  held  their 
first  joint  convention.  By  this  co-operation  tlic  two  societies  were  able  to 
stage  one  of  the  largest  and  most  enthusiastic  post-graduate  courses  ever 
held  in  the  West.  Seventy  dentists  from  British  Columbia  ajid  250  from 
Washington  were  present.  The  members  were  divided  into  classes  not 
cxceeduig  50  for  each  post-graduate  course.  The  subject  of  partial  dent- 
ures, full  dentures,  nerve  blocking,  cast  inlays,  porcelain  jacketed  crowns, 
radiography,  and  oral  surgcr>'  were  thoroughly  covered.  The  $6,000 
required  to  make  the  meeting  a  success  was  raised  by  assessment  witliuut 
any  difficulty  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  instruction  received  was  worth 
many  times  the  price. 
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0i  Health  Officer,  Edwin  C.  Chapman,  in  his  annual  report  speaks  in  high 
praise  of  the  work  of  the  school  dentist.  Until  the  present  time  this  has 
been  moved  from  one  school  to  another.  It  is  now  proposed  to  locate  the 
chair  permanently  at  the  Jennings  School  clinic  where  each  child  in  need 
of  dental  work,  after  being  examined  in  the  school  room,  will  have  their 
Vfotk  done.  A  tooth  brush  drill  and  general  instruction  of  the  children  in 
the  care  of  tlieir  teeth  is  a  part  of  the  work.

41  The  automobile,  or  rather  the  automobile  truck,  is  finding  a  place  for 
itself  in  these  latter  days.  It  is  being  largely  used  in  the  United  States  to 
transport  freight  from  one  city  to  another.

The  equipment  consists  of  a  roentgen 
ray  truck,  an  electrogenic  group  with  accessory  parts,  a  heating  plant,  a 
rolling  machine-shop,  an  electric  lighting  plant,  an  operating  room  with 
plate  glass  cabinets  containing  every  kno^^'n  surgical  instrument,  ambulance 
trucks  containing  beds  for  twenty  patients,  four  ambulances  capable  of 
accommodating  six  severely  wounded  or  twelve  slightly  wounded  men, 
tent  hospital  trucks,  an  acetylene  truck  for  lighting  the  hospital,  store-room 
trucks  with  large  supplies  of  blankets,  cots,  sheets,  dressings  and  drugs. 
There  is  also  a  largi-  truck  which  contains  sleeping  rooms  for  physicians, 
nurses  and  internes.  Eighteen  huge  trucks  resembling  American  moving 
vans  constitute  the  complete  hospital.
